No.  7. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

In  opening  the  session  of  the  Board  elected  for  the  years  1904  and  1905,  I will 
only  briefly  refer  to  a few  of  t'he  important  matters  which  will  come  before  us. 
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The  message  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  which  will  be  read  to  you,  is  doubtless  a 
very  comprehensive  summary  of  the  City’s  financial  condition,  and  a clear  and  con- 
cise review  of  the  City's  departments.  The  various  committees,  to  be  announced 
hereafter,  will,  I am  confident,  take  up  the  questions  suggested  by  the  Mayor,  and 
after  giving  to  them  serious  consideration  put  in  force  such  ordinances  and  other  leg- 
islative proceedings  as  may  bring  his  recommendations  to  a proper  fruition. 

There  are  many  propositions  which  will  come  before  you  in  the  next  two  years 
in  the  matter  of  public  improvements,  and  I am  confident  you  will  give  to  all  of 
them  your  best  thought  and  attention:  for  while  the  initiative  may  be  undertaken  by 
other  branches  of  the  City  government,  notably,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, the  ways  and  means  of  fulfillment  and  execution  must  be  concluded  here  in 
the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  question  of  transportation,  both  of  passengers  and  freight,  will  be  one  of  the 
most  important,  if  not  the  most  important,  question  which  will  demand  your  atten- 
tion, and  these  facilities  can  best  be  enlarged  by  the  extension  of  the  underground 
transit  system,  by  additional  means  of  interborough  communication  in  the  matter  of 
tunnels  and  bridges,  and  an  expeditious  and  sufficient  ferry  service;  and  these  im- 
provements should  be  of  a substantial  and  lasting  character  and  will  contribute 
largely  to  the  development  and  progress  of  our  City. 

The  betterment  of  our  water  front  and  the  perfecting  of  our  dockage  facilities, 
enabling  us  to  accommodate  at  a reasonable  cost  the  vessels  entering  this  magnifi- 
cent harbor  from  every  quarter  of  the  civilized  world,  is  another  most  important 
problem  pressing  for  solution,  and  as  this  class  of  improvements  will  produce  rev- 
enues of  such  a character  as  to  make  it  a question  of  simply  loaning  the  City’s  credit, 
there  should  be  no  hesitancy  in  bringing  them  to  a speedy  completion. 

The  enlargement  of  our  public  park  system  is  another  proposition  which  will 
claim  your  atten$fer,  as  this  is  a matter  which  contributes  to  the  comfort  and  wel- 
fare of  the  hard-working  and  industrious  even  more  than  the  pleasure  of  those 
of  our  citizens  who  are  in  positions  of  affluence  and  ease. 

The  recent  appalling  holocaust  at  the  Iroquois  Theatre  in  Chicago  excites  our 
profound  sorrow  and  should  not  pass  unheeded  as  a terrible  and  impressive  warn- 
ing. If  there  is  any  legislation  needed  at  our  hands  to  prevent  a repetition  of  that 
awful  catastrophe  in  this  City,  it  should  be  promptly  and  effectively  ordained. 

While  it  is  our  sincere  endeavor  to  treat  the  minority  with  every  courtesy  and 
consideration,  and  to  gladly  welcome  the  advice  and  co-operation  of  its  members, 
we  cannot  forget  that  the  Democratic  majority  to  a large  extent  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  what  is  done,  or  left  undone  here,  and  we  cannot  escape  that  re- 
sponsibility. 

Let  us  discharge  our  duty  with  the  single  object  of  serving  the  public  welfare 
with  a fairness  of  purpose,  fearlessly  remembering  “he  serves  his  party  best  who 
best  serves  his  country.”

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  New  York,  by  and  through  its  chosen  representatives 
in  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  first  meeting  assembled,  does  hereby  extend  to  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  the  families  of  those  who  have  suffered 
irreparable  loss,  most  heartfelt  sympathy  on  the  affliction  which  has  befallen  them;

Resolved,  That  a copy  hereof,  suitably  engrossed  and  duly  authenticated  by  the 
City  Clerk,  be  transmitted  to  his  Honor,  Carter  H.  Harrison,  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Chicago,  with  the  request  that  the  same  be  promulgated  in  said  city.

No.  9.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  further  insure  the  safety  of  patrons  and  employees  of  theatres, 
music  halls,  opera  houses  and  other  places  of  public  entertainment  within  the 
limits  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  any  and  all  existing  laws,  regulations,  rules  and  ordi- 
nances concerning  theatres,  music  halls,  opera  houses  and  other  places  of  public  enter- 
tainment, every  theatre,  music  hall,  opera  house  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  or  for  public  entertainment,  for  the  accommodation 
of  more  than  three  hundred  persons,  shall  have  a proscenium  opening,  as  provided  by 
section  109  of  the  Building  Code  of  The  City  of  New  York,  which  proscenium  opening 
shall  be  provided  with  a fireproof  metal  curtain,  or  a curtain  of  asbestos  or  other 
fireproof  material,  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings  of  The  City  of  New  York; 

Which  said  fireproof  curtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  commencement  of  each  and 
every  performance  and  lowered  at  the  close  thereof. 

And  in  addition  thereto  the  said  fireproof  curtain  shall  be  lowered  at  the  close  of 
each  and  every  separate  act  of  said  performance. 

Sec.  2.  Any  and  all  stage  scenery  and  fixtures  of  every  kind,  permanent  or  tem- 
porary, before  being  stored  or  used  in  any  theatre,  music  hall,  opera  house  or  other 
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place  of  amusement  accommodating  more  than  three  hundred  persons,  must  first  be 
rendered  thoroughly  fireproof  by  chemical  treatment  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  Every  owner,  lessee,  manager,  superintendent,  agent  of  any  such  theatre, 
music  hall,  opera  house  or  other  place  of  public  entertainment,  and  all  persons  who  shall 
violate  this  ordinance  or  fail  to  comply  therewith  or  any  requirement  thereof,  shall 
severally  for  each  and  every  such  violation  and  non-compliance  respectively  forfeit  and 
pay  a penalty  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

No.  10.

I intend  at  this  time  to  do  no  more  than  to  generalize  on  certain  municipal  mat- 
ters, because  I purpose  later  to  submit  to  you  a detailed  statement  of  the  condition 
and  the  needs  of  the  several  departments  of  the  City  government. 

I am  to-day  only  complying  with  the  time-honored  custom  of  addressing  you,  and 
through  you  the  public,  at  your  first  legislative  session. 

For  many  years  the  popular  interest  seems  to  have  been  concentrated  upon  the 
problems  of  public  health,  public  education,  street  cleaning,  and  the  police.  Every 
public-spirited  official  should  be  glad  that  such  has  been  and  is  the  fact. 

But  I believe  that  the  public  mind  has  been  so  absorbed  with  these  evident  as 
well  as  vital  questions  as  to  ignore  the  equally  vital,  if  not  as  apparent,  problem  of 
municipal  finance. 

As  the  incidence  of  taxation  for  the  support  of  the  municipal  government  is 
shifted  to  the  people  as  a whole,  the  questions  of  the  City  debt,  the  cost  of  govern- 
ment and  of  the  system  of  taxation  under  which  we  live  are  of  great  concern  and 
should  be  of  the  very  first  interest  to  every  citizen. 

A wider  knowledge  of  our  financial  system  can  bring  nothing  but  good  to  the 
City.  A greater  interest  on  the  part  of  the  taxpayers — and  the  entire  population  pays 
the  taxes — in  how  the  revenues  are  raised  and  expended,  must  necessarily  result  in 
an  increased  share  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  administration,  and  a more 
direct  feeling  of  accountability  by  the  public  officials  to  those  who  have  given  the 
trust  to  them. 

In  this  rapidly  growing  municipality,  whose  debt  margin  in  constitutionally  lim- 
ited, there  ought  to  be  some  fixed  fiscal  policy  which  should,  in  its  general  features, 
govern  all  administrations  regardless  of  party  attachments.  Such  a policy  can  be  put 
in  operation  only  after  the  awakening  of  popular  interest  in  the  importance  of  the 
question. 

In  a supplemental  message  I shall  discuss  the  problem  at  some  length,  in  the  hope 
that  I may  thereby  convince  the  public  of  its  importance. 
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In  initiating  public  improvements,  the  needs  of  the  present  should  be  considered 
before  the  needs  of  the  future. 

In  gauging  the  financial  capacity  of  the  City  when  embarking  upon  new  enter- 
prises, material  necessities  should  first  be  met. 

New  York  must  be  made  healthy  and  clean  and  safe  before  it  is  made  beautiful. 

I consider  that  I am  exceptionally  fortunate  in  having  as  my  principal  colleagues 
in  the  administration  Mr.  Grout  and  Mr.  Fornes.  Their  familiarity  with  the  finances 
of  the  City  warrants  /the  expectation  that  a policy  of  just  conservatism  will  improve 
-existing  conditions. 

Schools. 

The  administration  is  confronted  with  a most  difficult  problem  because  of  the 
inadequacy  of  the  present  school  accommodations.  The  solution  of  this  problem 
cannot  wait  on  our  convenience. 

I intend  to  give  my  immediate  attention  to  the  matter,  with  the  idea  of  adopting 
the  speediest  method  of  relief.  The  demands  of  modern  life  are  so  exacting  that  our 
children  of  school  age  must  not  be  deprived  of  a moment  which  should  be  devoted 
rightfully  to  the  education  which  is  to  fit  them  for  their  places  in  the  world.  After  a 
conference  with  the  department  officials,  and  an  examination  of  the  question,  I shall 
lay  the  matter  before  you  in  detail. 

Bridge  Terminals. 

The  problem  that  rises  in  the  handling  of  traffic  at  the  terminals  of  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge,  especially  during  the  so-called  “rush  hours,”  is  not  new  to  you. 

Relief  here  is  another  pressing  need  and  cannot  be  had  too  soon.  The  task  is 
stupendous,  but  it  neither  can  be  avoided  nor  delayed. 

The  administration  will  address  itself  to  the  question  at  once. 

Street  Cleaning. 

Until  I have  had  an  opportunity  to  observe  the  workings  of  the  Department  of 
Street  Cleaning  I shall  not  be  in  a position  to  address  you  upon  the  subject. 

Appreciating,  however,  the  importance  of  clean  streets,  and  aware  of  the  popular 
verdict  of  his  administration,  I have  invited  the  gentleman  who  served  as  the  head  of 
.the  Department  under  my  predecessor  to  remain  at  his  post. 

I shall,  however,  in  a supplemental  message,  again  speak  to  you  on  this  important 
matter. 

Water  Supply. 

Provision  for  an  additional  water  supply  is  a subject  demanding  prompt  atten- 
tion. Waste  of  water  should  be  prevented;  but  there  must  be  no  restriction  upon  its 
use  for  all  proper  and  necessary  purposes.  The  health  of  the  City  and  the  comfort 
of  our  people  depend  upon  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water,  and  safety  from  fire 
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demands  that  water  shall  be  always  ready  for  an  emergency,  in  abundant  quantity 
and  under  sufficient  pressure.  There  should  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in  providing  for 
such  a supply  adequate  in  all  respects  to  the  future  needs  of  the  City. 

Police. 

An  extensive  observation  of  the  moral  conditions  of  the  great  cities  of  Europe 
and  America  has  convinced  me  that  this  City  is  better  than  any  of  them.  Neverthe- 
less, we  cannot  boast  if  its  moral  state  falls  below  the  standard  which  should  be  set 
for  the  metropolis  of  our  country. 

We  cannot  complacently  assume  that  we  shall  not  suffer  deterioration  unless  we 
strive  earnestly  to  maintain  a high  standard.  A cosmopolitan  city  like  New  Y:ork 
cannot  be  conducted  on  the  same  plan  as  a provincial  town.  Every  attempt  to  so 
conduct  it  will  fail  and  will  result  in  a disrespect  of  law. 

Some  evils  can  be  eradicated  and  some  cannot.  Some  evils,  unhappily,  are  inci- 
dent to  human  nature  itself.  But  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  parade  before  the 
public,  and  no  partnership  should  be  permitted  between  those  charged  with  the  sup- 
pression of  vice  and  those  who  live  by  law-breaking.  In  the  endeavor  to  accomplisli 
anything  in  this  direction,  spasmodic  effort  can  avail  but  little.  Only  constant  vigi- 
lance can  produce  satisfactory  results.  The  methods  employed  should  not  be  sensa- 
tional, or  for  the  purpose  first  of  winning  applause,  but  earnest  and  sincere,  so  as  to 
be  thorough  and  permanent  in  their  effect. 

I am  convinced  that  it  is  no  unreasonably  critical  spirit  which  has  for  years  been, 
charging  that  officials  high  in  the  Police  Department  have  connived  at  the  main- 
tenance of  certain  public  evils  for  their  personal  gain. 

A vigorous  and  persistent  effort  will  be  made  to  sever  any  such  relations  between 
law-breakers  and  those  sworn  to  enforce  the  law. 

I appeal  to  all  our  citizens,  and  especially  to  those  who  supported  my  candidacy, 
to  aid  in  purging  the  Department  of  such  men  and  practices. 

It  would  be  useless  for  me  to  appoint  to  the  command  of  this  Department  a mere 
disciplinarian  or  a doctrinaire.  I have  intrusted  the  office  to  a man  of  such  character 
as  to  inspire  the  respect  of  his  subordinates  and  the  confidence  of  the  public,  and  of 
such  discernment  as  to  make  it  unlikely  that  he  will  be  the  victim  of  imposition  or 
deceit. 

In  this,  as  in  any  other  department,  everything  desired  cannot  be  accomplished  at 
once.  Intelligent  effort  directed  to  one  evil  at  a time  must  before  long  result  in  a 
general  improvement. 

I ask  for  the  Police  Commissioner  the  patience  and  the  assistance  of  the  public.. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  members  of  the  police  force  are  worthy  of  our  confi- 
dence. Their  lives  are  not  easy,  whether  considered  morally  or  physically.  Contact 
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with  crime  does  not  tend  to  individual  improvement.  I believe  that,  so  far  as  possi- 
ble, consideration  should  be  shown  to  them,  so  that,  like  all  other  government  em- 
ployees, they  may  have  a reasonable  amount  of  leisure  from  their  very  exacting 
duties. 

The  best  results  cannot  be  obtained,  either  in  public  or  private  business,  except 
by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  every  employee. 

I admonish  the  heads  of  all  the  departments  of  the  City  government,  while  main- 
taining strict  discipline,  not  to  be  so  needlessly  harsh  or  exacting  as  to  cause  discon- 
tent among  their  subordinates. 

I shall  expect  and  require  from  all  the  departments  complete  unity  of  purpose  for 
the  good  of  the  City. 

I have  confidence  in  the  integrity  and  ability  of  every  one  of  my  appointees,  and 
1 assure  them  of  my  earnest  support.  The  public  expects  from  each  of  them  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  trust,  and  I shall  exercise  all  the  power  conferred  upon  me 
in  the  Charter  to  insure  the  efficiency  and  the  honesty  of  the  administration  of  every 
department. 

I pledge  to  you,  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen,  my  co-operation  in  your 
every  lawful  endeavor,  and  I ask  from  you  the  same  consideration  for  myself.

Dear  Sir — I would  respectfully  ask  your  Honorable  Board  to  request  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  instruct  the  Comptroller  to  issue  Revenue  Bonds, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subdivision  8,  section  188,  of  the  Charter,  for 
the  following  purposes: 

To  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  cells  in  the  old  male  and  female  prisons 
(City  Prison),  $10,000.  (See  copy  of  report  of  the  State  Prison  Commission,  here- 
with enclosed.) 

The  two  boilers  on  Hart’s  Island  are  at  least  thirty  years  old,  and  are  too 
dilapidated  to  be  repaired.  They  are  liable  to  collapse  at  any  moment,  and  by  order 
of  the  Boiler  Inspectors  of  the  Police  Department  the  steam  pressure  has  been  re- 
duced to  such  an  extent  that  steam  available  is  totally  inadequate  to  properly  heat 
the  buildings.  In  order  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  inmates  by  properly  heating  the 
buildings,  as  well  as  to  comply  with  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Prison  Com- 
mission, the  sum  of  $20,000  will  be  needed. 

Reports  on  the  condition  of  the  boilers  at  the  Workhouse,  Blackwell’s  Island, 
have  been  made  by  different  Grand  Juries,  and  also  by  the  Boiler  Inspectors.  They 
are  very  old,  are  beyond  repair,  and  cannot  produce  sufficient  heat  for  the  buildings. 
For  a new  boiler  house  and  boilers,  the  sum  of  $40,000  will  be  required. 

I beg  to  enclose  report  made  by  the  Grand  Jury  for  December,  touching  these 
matters.

To  the  Honorable  MARTIN  T.  McMAHON,  Justice  of  the  Court  of  General  Ses- 
sions: 

We,  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  County  of  New  York,  desire  to  report  to  this  Honor- 
able Court  upon  the  recent  visit,  on  December  17  inst.,  of  this  body  to  the  City 
Workhouse  and  Penitentiary,  on  Blackwell’s  Island,  and  to  make  the  following  pre- 
sentment of  the  condition  of  affairs  found  to  exist  therein: 

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  both  institutions,  as  indicated  by  the  small  number 
of  patients  in  the  Medical  Hospital  on  the  date  of  inspection,  was  noticeably  good. 

The  discipline  in  all  departments  appeared  to  be  well  established  and  maintained. 
The  food  furnished  the  inmates  viewed  by  the  Grand  Jury  was  of  excellent  quality 
and  sufficient  in  quantity. 
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The  improvements  that  have  been  instituted  and  effected  by  the  present  Com- 
missioner of  Correction  were  observed,  and  of  these  the  Grand  Jury  desires  espe- 
cially to  commend  the  new  system  for  dumping  and  washing  night  buckets  and  the 
installation  of  new  bath-houses  for  women. 

The  City  Workhouse  is  an  old  building  and  in  many  ways  unsuited  for  present 
use.  Certain  grave  defects  in  its  construction  are  herewith  recorded  and  presented, 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  building  should  be  so  altered  as  to  remedy  them 
at  once.  The  stairs,  floors  and  ceilings,  constructed  of  wood,  are  in  consequence  un- 
sanitary, even  when  given  constant  attention,  and  in  case  of  fire  entirely  unsafe.  It 
is  recommended  that  stairs  and  floors  of  stone,  concrete  or  some  fireproof  material 
replace  the  present  wooden  construction. 

The  railings  around  the  balconies  were  found  to  be  so  low  that  an  inmate  could 
easily  jump  or  be  pushed  over  them. 

It  is  recommended  that  a heavy  wire  screen  or  railing  at  least  six  feet  in  height 
be  erected  to  shield  the  balconies  and  prevent  attempted  suicide  or  accidental  falls  to 
the  ground  floor. 

The  boiler  plant  of  the  institution  was  inspected,  and  it  seemed  entirely  inade- 
quate. This  building  has  but  one  boiler.  In  case  of  any  trifling  accident  to  it  there 
is  no  way  of  securing  heat  or  steam  power.  Two  boilers  are  absolutely  necessary. 

An  auxiliary  boiler  plant  located  in  the  eastern  wing  is  equipped  with  two  old 
boilers  rescued  from  the  scrap  heaps  and  patched  up  to  supply  the  laundry  with 
steam  and  power.  They  are  dangerously  unfit  for  use  and  service. 

It  is  recommended  that  two  new  boilers  be  substituted,  and  that  the  east  wing  be 
extended  to  accommodate  a more  modern  plant,  and  it  is  suggested  that  such  an 
extension  could  be  built  of  stone  quarried  from  Blackwell’s  Island,  and  cut,  dressed 
and  erected  by  prison  labor. 

The  central  and  northern  sections  of  the  penitentiary  are  of  modern  construc- 
tion, and  well  adapted  to  modern  requirements.  The  southern  wing,  however,  is 
antiquated,  and  has  no  modern  equipment.  Its  cells  are  small,  the  ventilation  is  im- 
perfect, and  the  windows  do  not  afford  sufficient  light.  This  part  of  the  institution 
is  seventy  years  old,  and  was  built  with  the  idea  that  prisoners  should  be  confined  in 
dark,  gloomy  dungeons.  An  enlargement  of  the  windows,  cells  and  cell  doors  would 
greatly  improve  conditions,  and  is  urgently  recommended. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  to  this  Honorable  Court,  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  recommendations  herein  contained  be  referred  to  the  immediate 
consideration  of  the  proper  authorities.

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  an  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  in  the  sum  oLone  hun- 
dred and  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($120,000),  to  provide  means  for  completing 
the  extension,  alterations,  improvements  and  furnishing  of  the  public  building 
in  the  County  of  Kings  known  as  the  Hall  of  Records,  as  contemplated  by 
chapter  647  of  the  Laws  of  1900. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 
Section  1.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  approves  of  and  concurs  in  the  fol- 
lowing preambles  and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment January  8,  1904,  and  authorizes  the  Comptroller  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The 
City  of  New  York  to  the  amount  and  for  the  purposes  therein  specified:

The  Code  of  Ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 
Chapter  1 — The  Executive  and  Administrative  Departments. 

Article  1 — The  Mayor. 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  may,  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  issue  his  procla- 
mation for  the  apprehension  of  any  person  who  may  have  committed  a crime  within  The 
City  of  New  York,  and  may,  in  such  proclamation,  offer  a reward  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Mayor 
that  the  service  required  has  been  performed.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  1.) 

Sec.  2.  The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Mayor  shall  keep  the  seal  of  the  Mayoralty,  and 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  affixed  to  such  instruments  as  the  Mayor  shall  from  time 
to  time  direct.

Article  2 — The  Corporation  Counsel. 

Sec.  3.  The  Corporation  Counsel  shall  draw  such  ordinances  as  may  be  required 
of  him  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  by  any  committee  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
104.) 
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Sec.  4.  He  shall,  when  required  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  prepare  the  draft 
of  any  bill  to  be  presented  by  the  City  to  the  Legislature  for  passage,  with  a proper 
memorial  for  the  passage  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  105,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  draw  the  leases,  deeds  and  other  papers  connected  with  the 
Finance  Department,  and  all  contracts  for  any  of  the  other  departments  of  the  City, 
when  so  required  by  the  head  of  the  department.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  106,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  6.  When  he  shall  recover  a debt  due  to  the  Corporation  which  may  have 
been  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection,  he  shall  forthwith  render  an  account  thereof, 
under  oath,  to  the  Comptroller,  stating  the  nature  of  the  debt,  the  person  against 
whom  it  was  recovered,  and  the  amount  and  time  of  the  recovery,  and  shall  im- 
mediately thereupon  pay  over  the  amount  so  received  to  the  Chamberlain.  He  shall 
also  thereupon  receive  from  the  Chamberlain  a voucher  for  the  payment  thereof, 
which  he  shall  forthwith,  on  the  same  day,  exhibit  to  the  Comptroller,  and  shall  at  the 
same  time  leave  with  him  a copy  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  107.) 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  keep  in  proper  books,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  a regis- 
ter of  all  actions  prosecuted  or  defended  by  him  and  all  proceedings  had  therein. 
<R.  O.  1897,  sec.  108.) 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  or  his  resignation  thereof  or 
removal  therefrom,  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  shall  forthwith,  on  demand,  de- 
liver to  his  successor  in  office  all  deeds,  leases,  contracts  and  other  papers  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  City,  or  delivered  to  him  by  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers, 
and  all  papers  in  actions  prosecuted  or  defended  by  him  then  pending  and  undeter- 
mined, together  with  his  register  thereof,  and  of  the  proceedings  therein,  and  a 
written  consent  of  substitution  of  his  successor  in  all  such  actions  then  pending  end 
undetermined.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  109.) 

Article  3 — The  Bureau  of  Penalties. 

Sec.  9.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  charged  with  the  prosecution  of  all  actions 
for  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  arising  under  the  Char- 
ter of  the  City,  or  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  where  a penalty  is  given  to  the  City, 
or  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  or  to  the  Almshouse,  and  with  the  conduct  of  all 
proceedings  before  Justices,  or  qpon  appeal,  in  relation  to  bastardy  cases  and  the 
prosecution  of  bastardy  and  abandonment  bonds.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  in.) 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  institute  an  action  in  any  of  the  cases  mentioned  in  section  9 of 
these  ordinances,  when  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  the  head  of 
any  department  or  bureau,  or  upon  the  complaint  of  any  other  person,  when,  in  his 
judgment,  the  public  interest  requires  that  the  same  shall  be  prosecuted.  (R.  O.  1897* 
sec.  1 13.) 

Sec.  11.  He  may  compromise  with  the  party  complained  of,  either  before  or 
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after  an  action  shall  have  been  brought  for  any  violation  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  when  the  penalty  does  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  and 
when,  in  his  judgment,  the  public  interest  does  not  require  that  an  action  ought  to  be 
prosecuted  therefor,  and  he  shall  have  the  power  to  discontinue  any  action  upon 
such  terms  as  to  him  may  seem  equitable.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  114.) 

Sec.  12.  If  the  accounts  of  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  shall  exhibit  a balance  in 
favor  of  the  City,  the  Corporation  Counsel  shall  cause  such  balance  to  be  paid  to 
the  Chamberlain  forthwith,  and  shall  thereupon  receive  from  the  Chamberlain  a 
voucher  for  the  payment  thereof,  which  he  shall  forthwith  and  on  the  same  day 
exhibit  to  the  Comptroller,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  leave  with  him  a copy 
thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  117.) 

Sec.  13.  If  the  account  of  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  shall  exhibit  a balance  against 
the  City,  the  Comptroller,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  correctness  thereof,  shaW 
draw  a warrant  in  favor  of  the  Corporation  Attorney  for  the  amount  of  such  bal- 
ance; but  in  every  such  case  he  shall  report  the  fact,  with  the  account  so  rendered,, 
to  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  118.) 

Sec.  14.  Every  officer  employed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  serve  process 
in  an  action  brought  by  him  in  the  name  of  the  City,  shall  pay  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  all  moneys  which  he  may  receive,  both  for  penalty  and  costs,  upon  a judg- 
ment; and  the  Corporation  Counsel  shall,  at  least  once  in  each  month,  pay  every 
officer  so  employed  by  him  his  legal  costs  and  fees.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  119.) 

Sec.  15.  The  Corporation  Counsel  shall,  on  the  20th  day  of  December  in  each 
year,  report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  titles  of  all  actions  in  the  Bureau  of 
Penalties  then  pending  and  undetermined,  with  the  statement  thereof,  and  with  such 
other  information  in  respect  thereto  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  proper.  (R.  O.

Sec.  16.  The  Corporation  Counsel  shall  keep  in  proper  books,  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose,  a register  of  all  actions  prosecuted  by  him  through  the  Bureau 
of  Penalties,  and  of  all  proceedings  had  therein.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  121,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Article  4— The  Bureau  of  the  Public  Administrator. 

Sec.  17.  The  Public  Administrator  shall  furnish  the  Comptroller  with  copies 
of  all  letters  of  administration  which  shall  be  granted  to  him  within  three  days  of 
the  granting  thereof  in  each  instance.  (Sec.  21;  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  124,  with  verbal 
changes.)  ~~ 

Sec.  18.  He  shall,  on  the  20th  day  of  December  in  each  year,  report  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  the  titles  of  all  actions  prosecuted  by  or  against  him,  and 
then  pending  and  undetermined,  with  such  other  information  in  respect  thereto  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  or  proper.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  125,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  19.  He  shall  report  to  the  Comptroller,  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each 
month,  and  oftener  if  required,  the  amount  of  money  received  by  him  since  his  last 
return,  on  account  of  any  estate  upon  which  he  shall  have  administered.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  126.) 

Sec.  20.  He  shall,  at  the  same  time,  report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  a tran- 
script of  such  of  his  accounts  as  have  been  closed  or  finally  settled,  and  of  those  on 
which  any  money  has  been  received  by  him  as  part  of  the  proceeds  of  any  estates 
on  which  he  has  administered;  he  shall  deposit  all  moneys  by  him  collected  and 
received,  as  required  by  law,  in  such  bank  as  the  Corporation  Counsel  shall  select 
*rom  the  designated  depositories  of  the  City’s  money.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  127.) 

Sec.  21.  He  shall,  whenever  required,  exhibit  to  the  Comptroller  the  bank  book 
showing  his  deposits  and  all  other  vouchers  and  documents  relating  to  his  office. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  128.) 

Sec.  22.  The  Comptroller,  before  signing  any  check  for  money  deposited,  shall 
examine  the  bank  book  showing  the  deposits  and  the  vouchers  on  which  the  check 
is  required  to  be  drawn,  and  shall  satisfy  himself  fully  as  to  the  correctness  thereof, 
and  in  case  of  doubt  or  difficulty  he  shall  report  the  case  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
for  their  direction.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  129.) 

Article  5 — Borough  Presidents. 

Sec.  23.  The  President  of  any  borough  shall,  when  required  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  inquire  into  and  report  upon  any  of  the  matters  within  the  cognizance  .of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  communicate  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  any  information  or  suggestion  which  he  may  deem  important 
thereto.  (Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897,  ch.  5,  art.  I.,  sec.  135.) 

Sec.  24.  In  all  cases  where  provision  is  made  by  ordinance  or  statute  that  the 
consent  of  the  Borough  President  must  be  obtained  to  authorize  any  act  to  be  done, 
he  may  grant  permits  therefor,  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  the  ordinances  and  stat- 
utes in  relation  thereto.  (Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897,  ch.  5,  art.  I.,  sec.  139.) 

Sec.  25.  Each  B.orough  President  shall  cause  to  be  entered  in  books  to  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  and  kept  in  his  office,  open  at  all  convenient  times  to  public 
inspection,  the  names  of  all  persons  from  whom  he  may  receive  money,  on  trust  ac- 
count or  otherwise,  the  amounts  received,  on  what  account  and  when  paid,  and  shall 
render  a certified  account  thereof,  under  oath,  item  by  item,  to  the  Comptroller  on 
Thursday  of  each  week,  and  shall  thereupon  pay  over  the  amount  so  received  to  the 
Chamberlain.  He  shall  thereupon  receive  from  the  Chamberlain  duplicate  vouchers 
for  the  payment  thereof,  one  of  which  he  shall  on  the  same  day  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Comptroller.  (Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897,  ch.  5,  art.  I.,  sec.  140.) 

Sec.  26.  He  may  direct  the  removal  of  any  article  or  thing  whatsoever  which 
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may  encumber  or  obstruct  a street  or  avenue  in  the  City  of  New  York,  under  the 
penalties  prescribed  by  law.  (R.  O.  1897,  ch.  5,  art.  I.,  sec.  141.) 

Sec.  27.  The  Borough  President  shall  keep  separate  accounts  with  the  two 
appropriations,  one  for  the  removal  of  incumbrances,  and  the  other  for  the  con- 
tingencies of  the  Department  of  Public  Works ; and  the  several  drafts  shall  be  made 
upon  the  Comptroller,  charging  each  appropriation  with  the  respective  drafts  de- 
signated in  section  of  this  article,  and  the  Comptroller  shall  draw  his  warrant 
in  each  case  in  favor  of  the  Borough  President  for  the  amounts  thereof.  (Adapted 
from  R.  O.  1897,  ch.#5,  art.  I.,  sec.  144.) 

Sec.  28.  All  articles  removed  as  provided  in  this  article,  may  be  redeemed  by 
the  owner  upon  his  paying  to  the  Borough  President,  for  the  use  of  the  City,  the 
necessary  expenses  of  removal,  together  with  six  cents  per  day  for  every  cart  load 
thereof  during  the  time  it  shall  remain  unclaimed.  (R.  O.  1897,  ch.  5,  art.  I.,  sec. 
145,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  29.  Each  Borough  President  shall  enter  in  a book  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  a list  of  all  articles  so  removed,  with  the  time  of  removal  and  the  ex- 
penses thereof;  and  when  the  same  shall  be  redeemed,  he  shall  likewise  enter  therein 
the  name  of  the  person  redeeming  the  same,  and  the  amount  received  therefor, 
and  shall  render  a certified  account  thereof  to  the  Comptroller  on  Thursday  of 
each  week,  and  shall  thereupon  pay  over  the  amount  so  received  to  the  Chamber- 
lain.  He  shall  also  thereupon  receive  from  the  Chamberlain  duplicate  vouchers 
for  the  payment  thereof,  one  of  which  he  shall  on  the  same  day  file  with  the  Comp- 
troller. (R.  O.  1897,  ch.  5,  art.  I.,  sec.  146,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  30.  Each  Borough  President  shall,  between  the  first  and  tenth  days  of 
February,  May,  August  and  November,  and  any  other  time  he  may  designate,  in 
each  year,  advertise  and  sell  at  public  auction,  all  such  articles  so  removed  as 
shall  have  been  in  the  public  yard  or  other  suitable  place,  one  month  prior  to  the 
time  of  advertising;  and  he  shall,  immediately  after  such  sale,  account  for  and  pay 
the  proceeds  thereof  into  the  City  treasury,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  last  sec- 
tion. (R.  O.  1897,  ch.  5,  art.  I.,  sec.  147,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  31.  The  jurisdiction  over  the  corporation  yards  in  the  several  boroughs, 
except  such  as  are  or  shall  be  established  by  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning, 
is  vested  in  the  Borough  President  of  each  borough.  (Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897, 
ch.  5,  art.  I.,  sec.  148;  see  sec.  Consol.  Act.) 

Article  Numbering  the  Streets. 

Sec.  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  President  of  a borough,  in  numbering  and 
renumbering  streets,  to  so  proceed  that  under  any  circumstances  there  will  be 
but  one  block  where  a change  will  be  required,  in  case  of  renumbering  at  any  sub- 
sequent time.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  229,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  33.  Whenever  any  street  shall  have  been  numbered  or  renumbered,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  pursuance  of  these  ordinances,  such  number  shall  not  be  changed  or 
altered  without  the  consent  of  the  Borough  President  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  by  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  and  collected  of  the 
person  or  persons  so  violating  these  ordinances.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  231,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  34.  In  all  cases  where  streets  have  been  numbered  or  renumbered  in  pur- 
suance of  these  ordinances,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Borough  President  of  the  borough 
in  which  such  street  is  situated  thereafter  to  adjust  and  renumber  such  street,  as  the 
same  may  be  required  from  time  to  time.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  232.) 

Sec.  35.  No  person  or  persons  shall  cover  up  or  remove  any  of  the  monument 
stones  for  designating  the  avenues  and  streets  in  The  City  of  New  York  without  giving 
three  days’  notice  in  writing  to  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such  monument 
stone  is  situated  of  his  intention  so  to  do.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  233,  in  part.) 

Sec.  36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Borough  President  receiving  such  notice  forth- 
with to  cause  one  of  the  City  Surveyors  or  an  Engineer  in  his  Department  to  take  the 
necessary  measures  to  raise  or  lower  such  monument  to  the  proper  grade  of  the  City, 
and  to  cause  such  alteration  to  be  noted  on  maps  to  be  kept  in  his  office  for  that  pur- 
pose. (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  234,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  37.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  Borough  Presidents  above  mentioned, 
in  all  contracts  hereafter  made  by  him  for  regulating  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  in 
which  monuments  are  placed,  to  insert  therein  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  contractors 
to  give  the  notice  above  required,  and  to  replace  such  stones  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  Borough  President.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  235,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  38.  No  excavation  or  embankment  shall  be  made,  or  any  pavement  or  flag- 
ging laid  or  moved  by  any  person  or  persons  within  two  feet  of  any  monument  or  bolt, 
which  has  been  set  by  proper  authority  or  designated  on  any  official  map  as  a land- 
mark to  denote  street  lines  within  The  City  of  New  York,  unless  a license  therefor  has 
been  obtained  from  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  said  monument  or  bolt  is 
located.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  236,  in  part.) 

Sec.  39.  Whenever  it  may  be  necessary  to  make  any  excavation  or  embankment,  or 
to  lay  or  remove  any  pavement  or  flagging  within  two  feet  of  any  street  monument  or 
bolt,  as  aforesaid,  any  person  or  persons  intending  to  do  such  work  shall  make  written 
application  to  the  Borough  President  having  jurisdiction,  as  aforesaid,  for  a license, 
which  application  shall  set  forth  the  nature  of  the  work  proposed  and  the  location  of 
the  monument  or  bolt  affected  thereby. 

The  said  Borough  President  shall  thereupon  cause  one  of  the  City  Surveyors  or 
an  Engineer  in  his  Department  to  take  such  measurements  and  field  notes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  restore  such  monument  or  bolt  to  its  correct  position  after  the  completion 
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of  the  contemplated  work,  and  when  such  measurements  and  field  notes  have  been  taken, 
but  not  before,  a license  may  issue.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  237,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  40.  Whenever  any  of  the  Borough  Presidents  above  mentioned  shall  ascertain 
that  any  monument  stone  has  been  removed,  he  shall  forthwith  cause  the  same  to  be 
replaced  in  its  proper  position,  and  shall  note  the  same  on  the  map  in  the  manner  be- 
fore stated.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  238,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  41.  The  expenses  attending  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  Comptroller  on 
the  certificate  of  the  Borough  President  causing  said  work  to  be  done.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  239,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  42.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  make  any  excavation  or  embankment,  or 
lay  or  take  up  any  pavement  or  flagging  within  two  feet  of  any  street  monument  or 
bolt,  or  shall  in  any  way  remove,  injure  or  deface  any  such  monument,  without  having 
first  obtained  a license,  as  aforesaid,  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  imposed  by  any  City  Magistrate,  either  on  his  own 
view  or  on  testimony  taken  in  a summary  manner,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  any 
fine  so  imposed  such  City  Magistrate  shall  commit  such  offender  to  the  City  Prison  for 
a period  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  unless  such  fine  is  sooner  paid.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
240,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Chapter  2 — The  Legislative  Department. 

Sec.  43.  A committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  reporting  upon  a subject 
referred  to  them,  must  attach  to  their  report  all  resolutions,  petitions,  remonstrances 
and  other  papers  in  their  possession,  relative  to  the  matter  referred.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  9.) 

Sec.  44.  The  City  Clerk  shall  issue  notices  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  when  directed  by  that  Board;  and  to  the  members  of  the  different  com- 
mittees of  that  Board,  and  all  persons  whose  attendance  will  be  required  before  any 
such  committee,  when  directed  by  the  chairman  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  11,  with  the 
changes  made  necessary  by  the  Charter  provision  relative  to  the  City  Clerk.) 

Sec.  45.  The  City  Clerk  shall,  without  delay,  deliver  to  all  officers  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  to  all  Committees  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  all  resolutions  and 
communications  referred  to  those  officers  or  committees  by  that  Board.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  12.)  • 

Sec.  46.  The  City  Clerk  shall,  without  delay,  deliver  to  the  Mayor  all  ordi- 
nances and  resolutions  under  his  charge,  which  are  required  by  law  to  be  approved 
by  the  Mayor,  with  all  papers  upon  which  the  same  were  founded.  The  Clerk  shall 
not  deliver  to  the  Mayor  any  resolution  which  is  a request  by  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  for  action  on  the  part  of  the  Governor,  the  Legislature,  or  any  other  body,  or 
any  head  of  a department  or  other  federal,  S^te  or  municipal  officer,  if  the  request 
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contained  in  such  resolution  is  addressed  to  any  such  official,  body  or  board;  but 
he  shall,  without  delay,  deliver  a copy  of  each  of  such  resolutions  to  the  official, 
body  or  board  of  whom  the  request  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  No  resolu- 
tion which  refuses  the  prayer  of  any  petition  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Mayor,  but 
all  such  resolutions  shall  be  filed.  (R.  O.  1897,  ch.  2,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  47.  The  City  Clerk  shall,  on  the  day  succeeding  the  approval  by  the  Mayor 
of  any  ordinance  or  resolution,  or  on  the  day  succeeding  its  return  by  the  Mayor 
without  approval  or  objection,  deliver  to  the  head  of  the  appropriate  department  a 
certified  copy  of  the  same.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  r4-) 

Sec.  48.  The  office  hours  of  the  City  Clerk  shall  be  from  ten  o’clock  a.  m.  until 
four  o’clock  p.  m.,  except  on  Saturdays,  when  the  office  hours  shall  be  from  ten 
o’clock  a.  m.  until  twelve  o’clock  noon. 

All  other  public  offices  in  The  City  of  New  York,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
by  law,  shall  be  open  from  nine  o’clock  a.  m.  to  four  o’clock  p.  m.,  except  on  Satur- 
days, when  such  offices  shall  be  closed  at  twelve  o’clock  noon,  and  the  heads  of  all  de- 
partments may,  when  public  business  requires  it,  keep  the  said  offices  open  after  such 
hours,  respectively.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  15,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Chapter  3 — Finance  Department. 

Article  1 — The  Comptroller. 

Sec.  49.  The  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  give  a bond  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  justify  in  double  the  amount,  under 
oath,  before  a Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  at  least  two  days’  notice  to  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  17.) 

Sec.  50.  He  shall  superintend  all  the  real  estate  of  the  Corporation  and  report  to 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  all  encroachments  thereon.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  19.) 

Sec.  51.  He  shall  keep  and  file  in  his  office  all  title  deeds,  leases,  bonds,  mort- 
gages, or  other  assurances  of  title,  and  all  evidences  of  debts,  contracts,  bonds  of  in- 
demnity, official  bonds  and  all  certificates  of  stock  belonging  to  the  Sinking  Fund, 
except  such  as  are  directed  by  law  to  be  deposited  elsewhere.

Sec.  52.  He  shall  cause  all  grants,  leases  and  counterparts  of  leases  or  deeds 
executed  by  the  Corporation  to  be  recorded  in  the  proper  books  to  be  kept  in  his 
office.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  21.) 

Sec.  53.  He  shall  cause  a proper  map  or  survey  of  all  lands  or  premises  ceded, 
granted,  conveyed  or  leased  to  the  Corporation  to  be  annexed  to  the  cession,  grant, 
deed  or  lease  thereof,  and  to  be  therein  referred  to  before  execution  or  acceptance 
thereof.  He  shall  direct  and  superintend  the  collection  of  all  rents  or  other  moneys 
due  to  the  Corporation.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  22.) 
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Sec.  54.  He  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  within  thirty  days  after  its 
organization  in  each  year  a statement  of  all  contracts  made  by  the  Corporation  or 
directed  or  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  not  performed  or  completed 
or  upon  which  any  moneys  remain  unpaid,  with  the  amount  of  money  so  remaining 
unpaid  on  each.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  23.) 

Sec.  55.  He  shall  direct  legal  proceedings  to  be  taken  when  necessary  to  enforce 
payment  of  rents  or  other  debts  due  to  the  Corporation,  or  to  obtain  possession  of 
premises  to  which  the  Corporation  is  entitled.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  24.) 

Sec.  56.  He  may  consent,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation,  that 
the  lessee  or  assignee  of  a lease  made  by  the  Corporation  may  assign  the  same  or 
underlet  the  demised  premises,  whether  or  not  provision  is  made  by  the  lease  that  it 
shall  not  be  assigned  or  the  premises  underlet  without  the  consent  of  the  Corporation, 
but  he  shall  not  so  consent  unless  all  arrears  of  rents  and  all  taxes  and  assessments 
upon  the  premises  be  paid  in  full.

Sec.  57.  When  several  lots  or  parcels  of  land  belonging  to  different  persons  are 
assessed  for  taxes  in  one  parcel,  the  Comptroller  may  make  the  proper  apportion- 
ment of  the  tax  among  the  different  owners.

Sec.  58.  The  Comptroller  shall  preserve,  in  a book  to  be  kept  in  his  office  for 
that  purpose,  to  be  called  the  record  of  quit-rents,  maps  of  all  grants  of  land  now  or 
hereafter  made  by  the  Corporation,  on  which  quit-rents  are  payable,  showing  the 
original  grants  and  the  subdivisions  of  the  same  as  near  as  they  can  be  ascertained.

Sec.  61.  He  shall,  on  receiving  written  notice  from  the  grantee  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, or  his  assignee,  of  the  sale  of  any  portion  of  land  subject  to  quit-rent,  enter  in 
the  record  of  quit-rents  the  name  of  the  purchaser,  with  tfie  date  of  the  sale  and  the 
portion  of  land  sold,  and  he  may  thereafter  receive  the  sum  proportionately  due  from 
such  purchaser,  in  payment  of  his  portion  of  the  moneys  payable  under  the  original 
grant,  as  the  same  shall  from  time  to  time  become  payable.

Every  loan  to  be  effected,  as  authorized  by  the  last  section,  shall  be 
secured  by  the  bonds  of  the  Corporation,  payable  in  not  exceeding  one  year  in  such 
sums  as  the  Comptroller  may  deem  proper,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  Comptroller, 
countersigned  by  the  Mayor  and  sealed  with  the  common  seal.  (R.  O.  1897,

Article  2 — The  Bureau  for  the  Collection  of  Assessments  and  Arrears. 

Sec.  67.  There  shall  be  paid  to  and  collected  by  the  Collector  of  Assessments 
and  Clerk  of  Arrears,  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  treasury,  on  his  furnishing  a bill 
of  arrears  or  making  searches  upon  a requisition  for  searches  on  each  lot  or  piece 
of  property  mentioned  or  referred  to  therein,  in  respect  to  Croton  water  rents, 
fifty  cents;  in  respect  to  taxes,  fifty  cents;  in  respect  to  assessments,  fifty  cents; 
and  for  his  certificate  upon  any  such  bill  or  search,  when  requested,  ten  cents. 
-<R.  O.  1897,  sec.  39.) 

Article  3 — The  Bureau  of  City  Revenue  and  Markets. 

Sec.  68.  The  Collector  of  the  City  Revenue  and  Superintendent  of  Markets 
shall  superintend  the  public  markets  and  have  charge  of  the  inspection,  regulation 
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and  management  thereof,  and  of  the  transferring  of  the  stalls  and  stands  therein, 
and  other  regulations  relative  thereto.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  44,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  69.  The  Comptroller  may  appoint  proper  persons  to  remove  dirt  and 
filth  from  the  public  markets,  and  to  perform  such  other  services  about  the  public 
markets  as  are  necessary  to  cleanse  the  same,  at  a specified  compensation,  and  may 
.at  any  time  remove  them  or  appoint  others  in  their  stead.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  45.) 

Sec.  70.  No  transfer  or  assignment  of  any  stall  or  stand  in  any  of  the  public 
markets  shall  be  made  without  the  written  permission  of  the  Comptroller,  and  such 
transfer  shall  be  duly  entered  upon  the  register  or  list  of  stands,  and  notice  of  the 
transfer,  when  made,  shall  be  given  to  the  Comptroller.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  46.) 

Sec.  71.  The  following  places  are  hereby  severally  designated  and  declared  to 
be  the  public  markets  of  The  City  of  New  York,  to  wit:  Catharine  Market,  Clinton 
Market,  Essex  Market,  Franklin  Market,  Fulton  Market,  Jefferson  Market,  Tomp- 
kins Market,  Washington  Market,  West  Washington  Market,  Gouverneur  Slip  and 
the  Farmers’  Market,  bounded  by  Little  West  Twelfth  street,  Gansevoort  street, 
Washington  sereet,  West  street  and  Tenth  avenue.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  47;  Res.  1129 
of  1903.) 

Sec.  72.  In  case  of  suspicion  respecting  the  weight  of  any  article  sold  or  offered 
for  sale  by  weight,  or  of  the  quantity  of  any  article  sold  or  offered  for  sale  by 
measure  in  any  of  the  public  markets,  market  places  or  streets  contiguous  thereto, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  such  market  to  weigh  or  measure  the  same,  and 
if  any  such  article  shall  be  found  deficient  in  weight  or  measure,  the  person  selling 
or  offering  the  same  for  sale  shall  forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  48.) 

Sec.  73.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clerks  of  markets,  once  in  every  month  or 
oftener  if  they  shall  think  fit,  to  inspect  and  examine  all  the  weights,  measures  and 
beams  used  in  weighing  or  measuring  in  their  respective  markets  or  in  the  streets 
at  or  near  the  said  markets.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
exhibit  the  weights,  measures  or  beams  used  by  him  or  them  for  the  purpose  of 
weighing  or  measuring  within  the  said  market,  or  any  of  such  weights,  measures 
or  beams,  for  the  purpose  of  examination  or  inspection  as  aforesaid,  or  shall 
obstruct,  hinder  or  molest  any  of  the  said  clerks  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
enjoined  by  this  section,  such  person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  neglect 
or  refusal  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  sum  may  be  recovered  as  a penalty 
at  the  suit  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  behalf  of  the  City.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  49, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  74.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerks  to  keep  a list  of  all  persons 
holding  stalls  or  stands  in  their  respective  markets,  and  the  said  clerks  are  required 
to  report  forthwith  to  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  all  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  50,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  75.  Every  butcher  shall  have  and  use  his  own  scale,  beams  and  weights, 
which  shall  be  suspended  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  front  of  or  at  the  side  of  his 
stall,  011  a line  parallel  with  the  front  of  his  stall,  under  a penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
every  day’s  omission  or  neglect.

The  last  preceding  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any  two 
butchers  whose  stalls  are  adjoining  each  other  from  using  one  set  of  scales  and

Sec.  77.  No  person  or  persons  shall  occupy  any  part  of  any  public  market,  or 
the  streets  contiguous  thereto,  within  the  distance  of  three  hundred  yards  from  any 
part  of  such  market,  for  the  purpose  of  offering  for  sale  or  selling  any  article  or 
thing  whatsoever,  without  having  first  paid  the  rent  or  market  fees  when  demanded 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  said  market,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every 
such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  53.) 

Sec.  78.  No  person  shall  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  any  article  of  provision,  or 
other  thing  whatsoever,  in  any  market  or  the  limits  thereof,  or  in  any  street  within 
the  distance  of  three  hundred  yards  from  any  part  of  such  market,  except  at  a stall 
or  stand  to  be  hired  by  such  person  of  the  Clerk  of  said  market,  under  the  penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  54.) 

Sec.  79.  No  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  in  any  of  the  public 
markets,  or  the  limits  thereof,  any  butter,  except  by  weight,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  55.) 

Sec.  80.  No  person  commonly  called  a huckster  shall  sell,  or  expose  for  sale, 
;in  any  of  the  public  markets,  or  in  any  street  within  The  City  of  New  York,  any 
provisions  or  articles  of  any  kind,  without  having  received  a permit  for  the  sale  of 
the  same,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  56;  the 
words  “excepting  vegetables  or  fruit”  omitted.) 

Sec.  81.  Every  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle  in  which  articles  shall  be  brought 
to  market,  or  which  shall  come  within  the  limits  of  any  market,  shall  be  removed 
therefrom  at  or  before  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning  of  each  day  between  the  first 
day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  October,  and  at  or  before  eight  o’clock  in  the  morn- 
ing of  each  day  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  each  neglect  so  to  do,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  person  having  charge  thereof. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  57.) 

Sec.  82.  Every  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle  in  which  any  garden  produce  or 
other  thing  shall  be  brought  to  market  shall  be  unloaded  immediately  on  its  arrival 
at  the  said  market  and  forthwith  removed  from  said  market,  or  the  limits  thereof, 
under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  refusal  or  neglect  to  remove  the  same,  to  be 
recovered  from  the  owner  or  owners,  or  person  or  persons  having  charge  thereof, 
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severally  and  respectively.  (R.  O.  1880,  ch.  3,  art.  V.,  sec.  441  R-  O.  1897,  ch.  3,  art. 
IV.,  sec.  58.) 

Sec.  83.  All  carts,  wagons  or  other  vehicles,  and  all  boxes,  baskets  or  other 
things,  and  all  market  produce  or  other  articles  whatsoever,  which  shall  not  be 
removed  as  directed  by  the  Clerks  of  the  respective  markets,  shall  be  removed  by  the 
said  Clerks  to  the  corporation  yard,  and  such  part  thereof  as  will  pay  the  penalty 
imposed  by  the  charter  shall  be  forthwith  sold,  and  the  said  penalty  when  thus 
received  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  said  Clerks  to  the  Chamberlain  of  the  City.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  59.) 

Sec.  84.  The  said  Clerks  shall  also  sell  so  much  of  the  said  article  or  thing  as 
will  pay  the  expense  of  removal,  and  the  remainder  thereof  shall  continue  in  the 
place  to  which  it  was  removed  until  the  owner  thereof  shall  pay  to  the  said  Clerk, 
for  the  use  of  the  City  of  NewYork,  the  sum  of  six  cents  for  every  cart  or  wagon 
load  thereof  for  every  day  the  same  shall  have  remained  in  the  said  place  of  removal.

The  last  preceding  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  carts 
used  by  licensed  cartmen  of  this  City,  nor  to  wagons,  carts  or  other  vehicles  owned 
by  countrymen  and  bringing  such  countrymen’s  produce  to  market,  nor  tq  any  ve- 
hicle the  license  for  which  is  provided  for  in  chapter  5 of  this  code.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  62,  with  the  words  “nor  to  any  vehicle  the  license  for  which  is  provided  for  in 
chapter  5 of  this  code”  added.)

Sec.  89.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Comptroller  to  take  charge  of  all  the  real 
estate  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  to  prevent  all  encroachments  thereon. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  84.) 

Sec.  90.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Comptroller  to  superintend  the  collection 
of  all  rents,  interest,  and  demands  due  the  said  Sinking  Fund,  and  to  direct  all 
necessary  measurs  to  compel  the  payment  of  them,  and  report  the  condition  of  the 
same  to  the  common  council  quarterly.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  85.) 

Sec.  91.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Comptroller,  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  to  appoint  appraisers  on  behalf  of  the  Corpora- 
tion to  settle  the  rent  on  renewal  of  any  leases,  or  the  value  of  the  building,  to  be 
paid  for  on  the  expiration  of  any  lease  in  which  the  Corporation  is  or  shall  be  inter- 
ested, whenever,  by  the  provisions  of  such  lease,  the  appointment  of  such  appraiser's 
is  required.

their  hands  and  seal  of  the  City,  any  such  assignment,  upon  evidence  being  exhibited 
to  them,  showing  that  the  principle  and  interest  of  such  bond  and  mortgage  have 
been  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  said  City,  to  the  credit  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  87.) 

Sec.  93.  Upon  the  payment  of  any  bond  and  mortgage  in  full,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Comptroller  to  prepare  and  cause  to  be  executed  a proper  satisfaction 
of  such  bond  and  mortgage;  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  hereby  authorized 
to  execute  the  same,  upon  the  production  of  evidence  that  the  same  has  been  paid, 
as  provided  in  preceding  section  of  this  article.  But  no  release  of  any  part  of  the 
premises  contained  in  such  mortgage  from  the  lien  created  by  such  mortgage  there- 
on shall  be  made  or  executed  by  them.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec  88.) 

Sec.  94.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons  may  desire  to  commute  any  quit-rent 
due  the  Corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Comptroller  to  calculate  such 
commutation  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.;  and  upon  the  production  of  evidence  that 
the  same  and  all  arrears  of  rent  have  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  said  City  to 
the  credit  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  and  Clerk  to  execute  a release  of  such  quit-rent.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  89.) 

Sec.  95.  Whenever  any  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation  is  unproductive, 
or  the  term  for  which  it  may  have  been  leased  or  let  shall  have  expired  or  be  about 
expiring,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Comptroller  to  report  the  same  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund;  and  if,  in  his  judgment,  it  will  be  beneficial  to  the 
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public  interest  to  lease  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  communicate  the  same,  with  his  reasons  therefor,  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund;  and  if  they  concur  with  him  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  lease  the  same,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  most  fit  for  the 
interest  of  the  City,  conforming  in  the  leasing  to  the  provisions  of  the  Greater  New 
York  Charter;  and  upon  the  production  of  a certificate,  signed  by  a majority  of 
said  Commissioners,  of  which  majority  the  Comptroller  shall  be  one,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  to  execute  such  leases  under  their  hands  and 
seal  of  the  City.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  90.) 

Sec.  96.  The  Comptroller  shall,  as  often  as  the  state  of  the  Sinking  Fund  shall 
render  it  necessary,  advertise  and  sell  at  auction  or  private  sale,  as  in  his  judgment 
may  be  most  expedient,  the  water  lot  quit-rents  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  in 
such  parcels  and  on  such  terms  as  the  Common  Council  or  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  may  prescribe,  and  cause  proper  conveyances  to  be  executed  to 
the  purchasers,  the  avails  of  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit, 
of  the  Sinking  Fund.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  25.) 

Sec.  97.  In  all  cases  of  grants  hereafter  to  be  made  of  land  under  water  on  the 
shores  of  the  island  of  New  York,  or  on  the  shores  of  Long  Island  and  within  the 
limits  of  the  various  charters  of  The  City  of  New  York,  or  within  the  limits  of  the 
various  charters  of  the  former  municipalities  now  forming  the  present  City  of  New 
York,  and  in  all  cases  of  extensions  of  grants  previously  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of' the  Comptroller  and  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such  grant  or  ex- 
tension is  to  be  made  to  report  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  what 
sum  of  moneys  shall,  in  their  judgment,  be  charged  as  consideration  for  such  grant 
or  extension;  and  if  the  said  Commissioners,  or  a majority  of  them,  shall  agree  to 
the  terms  reported  by  the  said  Comptroller  and  Borough  President,  then  the  said 
Comptroller  shall  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  such  grants  to  be  issued  to 
the  parties  who  may  be  legally  entitled  to  the  same.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  91.  The 
language. of  the  section  has  been  changed  so  as  to  include  the  greater  City.) 

Sec.  98.  The  preceding  section  shall  not  apply  to  grants  to  be  made  on  the 
North,  or  Hudson,  river  between  West  Eleventh  and  Thirtieth  streets,  so  far  as 
the  consideration  money  is  concerned;  but  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  grants  be- 
tween West  Eleventh  and  Thirtieth  streets  shall  be  as  follows: 

For  each  running  foot  along  the  exterior  lines  of  the  present  grants  (excluding 
the  width  of  streets),  and  along  the  westerly  side  of  Eleventh  avenue  (excluding 


the  width  of  streets),  when  not  granted,  viz.: 

For  grants  between  West  Eleventh  and  Bank  streets $20  00 

For  grants  between  Bank  and  Bethune  streets 19  00 

For  grants  between  Bethune  and  West  Twelfth  streets 18  00 

For  grants  between  West  Twelfth  and  Jane  streets 17  00 
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For  grants  between  Jane  and  Horatio  streets 16  00 

For  grants  between  Horatio  and  Gansevoort  streets 15  00 

For  grants  between  Gansevoort  and  Twelfth  streets 14  00 

For  grants  between  Twelfth  street  and  the  centre  of  the  block  between 

Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth  streets 13  00 

For  grants  between  Thirteenth,  Fourteenth  and  Nineteenth  streets 10  00 

For  grants  between  Nineteenth  and  Twenty-fourth  streets 12  00 

For  grants  between  Twenty-fourth  and  Thirtieth  streets,  west  of  the 

Eleventh  avenue 10  00 

— (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  92.) 


Sec.  99.  No  grant  shall  be  made  by  virtue  of  these  ordinances  except  for  a 
specific  consideration  to  be  paid  in  cash,  or  in  five  annual  installments  secured  by 
bond  and  mortgage  on  the  premises  granted,  with  annual  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  the  first  installment  to  be  paid  on  the  issuing  of  the  grants. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  93.) 

Sec.  100.  All  grants  made  by  virtue  of  these  ordinances  shall  contain  the  usual 
covenants,  including  those  in  relation  to  streets  or  avenues  passing  through  them, 
and  also  in  relation  to  bulkheads  and  wharfage.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  94.) 

Sec.  101.  No  grant  made  by  virtue  of  this  article  shall  authorize  the  grantee 
to  construct  bulkheads  or  piers  or  make  land  in  conformity  thereto,  without  per- 
mission so  to  do  is  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  Department  of  Docks;  and  the 
grantees  shall  -be  bound  to  make  land,  piers  or  bulkheads  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  Department  of  Docks  shall  direct  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  such 
grant  for  non-compliance  with  such  directions  of  the  said  Department.  (R.  O.,  1897, 
sec.  95.) 

Sec.  102.  Nothing  contained  in  the  two  last  preceding  sections  shall  be  con^ 
strued  as  applying  to  water  grants  to  be  made  on  the  shores  of  Long  Island.  (R. 

O.,  1897,  sec.  96). 

Chapter  4 — The  Sinking  Fund  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Article  1. — The  Creation  of  the  Fund. 

Sec.  103.  All  moneys  heretofore  received  and  hereafter  to  be  received  from  the 
following  sources  are  hereby  pledged  and  appropriated  to  and  constitute  and  form 
a fund  called  “The  Sinking  Fund  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  the  Redemption  of 
the  City  Debt,”  until  the  whole  of  the  stocks  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  be 
finally  and  fully  redeemed,  namely: 

1.  For  commutation  of  quit-rents  on  grants. 

2.  For  quit-rents  arising  from  such  grants  as  were  issued  prior  to  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four. 
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3.  The  net  proceeds  of  all  sales  of  real  estate  belonging  to  the  corporation 
[when  sold. 

4.  The  net  proceeds  of  all  bonds  and  mortgages  payable  to  the  corporation 
when  collected. 

5.  For  licenses  to  pawnbrokers  and  dealers  in  the  purchase  or  sale  of  second- 
hand furniture,  metals  or  clothes. 

6.  For  hackney-coach  licenses  and  street  vaults. 

7.  For  exclusive  occupation  of  private  wharves,  basins  and  piers. 

8.  For  market  fees  and  market  rents. 

9.  The  proceeds  of  all  bonds  and  mortgages  which  may  have  or  shall  become 
the  property  of  the  City,  in  pursuance  of  the  ordinance  creating  “The  Fire  Loan 
Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York.” 

10.  The  buildings  included  in  the  establishment  called  the  Almshouse,  at  Belle- 
vue, together  with  the  lots  of  land  and  water  rights  attached  thereto,  when  sold,  and 
the  rents  when  leased. 

11.  Such  portions  thereof  of  the  annual  taxes  levied  in  the  City  and  County  of 
New  York  as  may  be  collected  for  the  redemption  of  the  “Floating  Debt  Stock  of 
The  City  of  New  York”  and  the  “Fire  Indemnity  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York.” 

12.  All  such  other  sources  of  revenue  or  sums  of  money  as  the  said  corporation 
shall  hereafter  think  proper  to  appropriate  to  said  fund.  (R.  0.,  1897,  sec.  65.) 

Sec.  104.  All  moneys  hereafter  to  be  received  from  the  following  sources  are 
pledged,  appropriated  and  are  to  be  applied  to  sffid  constitute  and  form  a fund  to 
be  called  “The  Sinking  Fund  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  the  Payment  of  the  In- 
terest Accruing  and  to  Accrue  Upon  the  Stocks  of  The  City  of  New  York,”  until 
the  same  shall  be  fully  and  finally  redeemed,  namely : 

1.  For  interest  on  all  bonds  and  mortgages  owned  by  the  corporation. 

2.  For  commutation  of  alien  passengers. 

3.  For  mayoralty  fees. 

4.  For  fines  and  penalties. 

5.  For  fees  and  fines  collected  by  the  Clerks  of  the  Courts  for  the  City. 

6.  For  rents  from  all  sources  not  already  pledged. 

7.  For  tavern  and  excise  licenses. 

8.  For  sales  of  all  property  of  the  corporation  other  than  real  estate. 

9.  Such  portion  of  the  annual  taxes'  lexied  in  the  water  district  of  the  City  of 
New  York  as  may  be  collected  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  interest  accruing  on.  the 
water  stocks  of  the  City  of  New  York. 
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10.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  impair  or  affect  any 
pledge  heretofore  made  and  now  existing  of  any  property  or  its  proceeds  embraced  in 
this  chapter  or  in  the  ordinances  relating  to  the  City  Debt.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  66.) 

Sec.  ios.  The  Mayor,  Comptroller,  Chamberlain,  President  of  the  Board  ot 
Aldermen  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
for  the  time  being,  shall  constitute  and  be  designated  “The  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund.”  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  67,  see  also  sec.  204,  Greater  N.  Y.  Charter.) 

Sec.  106.  Any  four  or  more  of  the  persons  named  in  the  preceding  section  of 
this  article,  of  which  four  the  Comptroller  shall  be  one,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  autho- 
rized to  discharge  the  trusts  and  duties  vested  in  them  by  this  article.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  68.) 

Sec.  107.  All  purchases  to  be  made  of  the  city  stocks  shall  be  made  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  as  herein  and  hereby  con- 
stituted. (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  69.) 

Sec.  108.  The  said  Commissioners  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  the  moneys 
which  shalPconstitute  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  City  Debt,  or  as 
much  as  they  can,  in  the  purchase  of  stocks  created  by  the  City  of  New  York,  at  the 
market  price,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof;  and  if,  at  any  time,  such  invest- 
ments cannot  be  made  at  par,  then  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to  in- 
vest the  said  moneys,  or  such  part  thereof  as  they  may  see  fit,  either  in  the  purchase  of 
the  said  stock  or  the  stock  or  bonds  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  the  stock  or  bonds  of 
the  United  States,  notwithstanding  such  stock  or  bonds  may  be  above  the  par  value 
thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  70.) 

Sec.  109.  The  powers  conferred  on  the  said  Commissioners  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion of  this  article  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  render  it  imperative  on  the  said  Com- 
missioners, at  all  times,  to  give  preference  to  the  purchase  of  City  Stock,  if  the  same 
can  be  procured  at  a reasonable  rate.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  71.) 

Sec.  no.  Whenever  the  said  Commissioners  shall  have  invested  any  part  of  the 
said  fund  in  the  purchase  of  City  Stock,  and  shall  at  any  time  thereafter  be  enabled  to 
purchase  any  of  the  City  Stock,  which  shall  be  by  its  terms  redeemable  at  an  earlier 
day,  they  may  forthwith  sell  the  same  and  invest  the  net  proceeds  in  such  other  City 
Stock,  if,  in  their  opinion,  such  exchange  shall  be  desirable  and  beneficial  to  the  pub- 
lic interest.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  73.) 

Sec.  in.  Whenever  any -of  the  moneys  constituting  “the  Sinking  Fund  for  the 
redemption  of  the  City  Debt”  shall  be  required  for  any  such  purchases  or  invest- 
ments as  are  in  this  chapter  before  mentioned,  or  for  the  redemption  of  any  of  the  City 
Stocks  at  their  maturity,  the  amount  of  money  respectively  required  shall  be  paid 
from  the  treasury,  by  warrant,  signed  by  the  said  Commissioners,  or  any  four  of 
them,  the  Comptroller  being  one  of  such  four.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  74,  with  verbal 
changes.) 
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Sec.  1 12.  All  stocks  and  securities  which  shall  be  purchased  by  the  said  Com- 
missioners, shall  be  transferred  to  the  said  Commissioners,  and  all  transfers  thereof, 
when  disposed  of  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be  made  by  the  said 
Commissioners,  or  any  four  of  them,  of  which  four  the  Comptroller  shall  be  one. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  75,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  1 13.  The  City  Stock,  which  shall  be  purchased  by  the  Commissioners,  shall 
not  be  canceled  by  them  until  the  final  redemption  of  the  said  stock,  and  all  interest 
accruing  thereon  shall  regularly  be  carried  to  the  “Sinking  Fund  for  the  Redemption 
of  the  City  Debt.”  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  76.) 

Sec.  1 14.  The  revenues  herein  assigned  for  the  Redemption  of  the  City  Debt 
shall.be  kept  distinct  from  all  other  revenues  belonging  to  the  said  Commissioners. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  77.) 

Sec.  1 15.  All  moneys  constituting  the  Fund  for  the  Payment  of  the  Interest  on 
the  City  Debt,  whenever  required  to  meet  such  interest,  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
treasury  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed  in  this  article.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  78, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  1 16.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  said 
Commissioners  from  temporarily  investing  the  unemployed  moneys  belonging  to  the 
Sinking  Fund  in  the  temporary  bonds  of  the  corporation.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  79.) 

Sec.  1 17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  keep  a correct  journal  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  said  Commissioners,  to  be  verified  by  any  four  of  them,  himself 
being  one;  and  once  in  each  year,  or  oftener  if  required,  to  render  unto  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  a full  and  detailed  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said  Commissioners. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  8o>  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  1 18.  The  said  report  shall  specify  the  disbursements,  purchases,  exchanges 
and  sales  made  by  the  said  Commissioners;  the  prices  at  which  and  the  parties  from 
whom  such  purchases,  with  whom  such  exchanges,  and  to  whom  such  sales  shall 
have  been  made;  the  amounts  and  descriptions  of  the  stocks  of  this  City  purchased 
by  the  said  Commissioners;  the  amounts  and  descriptions  of  the  stocks  of  this  State 
and  of  the  United  States  then  held  by  them;  the  amounts  paid  for  interest  on  the 
- City  stocks,  with  a detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  the  unemployed  moneys 
in  the  City  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  each  division  of  the  Sinking  Fund.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  81.) 

Sec.  1 19.  The  terms  “City  Debt”  and  “City  Stock,”  used  in  this  article,  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  any  stock  or  fund  created  by  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New 
York.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  82.) 

Sec.  120.  The  Commissioners  of  “the  Sinking  Fund  of  The  City  of  New  York 
for  the  Redemption  of  the  City  Debt”  are  hereby  authorized,  as  provided  by  section 
569  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  by  concurrent  resolution,  to  direct  that  the 
bonds  and  stocks  of  The  City  of  New  York  hereafter  issued,  pursuant  to  law,  shall

be  exempt  from  taxation  by  said  City  and  by  the  County  of  New  York,  but  not  from 
taxation  for  State  purposes,  and  all  bonds  and  stocks  issued  pursuant  to  such  author- 
ity shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  accordingly,  provided  that  said  bonds  and  stocks 
shall  not  bear  interest  exceeding  the  rate  of  4 per  cent,  per  annum.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  83.) 

Article  2 — Of  the  Valuation  at  Which  Real  Estate  Belonging  to  the  Sinking  Fund 

Shall  be  Sold. 

Sec.  121.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  all  real  estate  belonging  to  the  Corporation  and  not  in  use  for  or  reserved 
for  public  purposes  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bids,  at  such  times  and  on  such  terms 
as  they  may  deem  most  advantageous  for  the  public  interest,  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  in  this  article  before  referred  to ; provided,  however,  that  no 
property  shall  be  disposed  of  for  a smaller  sum  than  that  affixed  to  the  description  of 
said  property  under  this  article,  and  at  least  thirty  days’  previous  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  sale,  including  a description  of  the  property  to  be  sold,  be  published  in  the 
“City  Record.”  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  97.) 

Sec.  122.  Real  estate  under  lease,  without  covenants  of  renewal,  shall  not  be  sold 
for  a less  sum  than  the  same  may  be  appraised  at  by  the  Commissioners  oj  the  Sinking 
Fund,  or  a majority  of  them,  at  a meeting  to  be  held  and  on  an  appraisement  made 
within  one  month  prior  to  the  date  of  sale.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  98.) 

Sec.  123.  Real  estate  under  lease,  with  covenant  of  renewal,  shall  not  be  sold  for  a 
less  sum  than  an  amount  equal  to  a commutation  on  the  present  rents  reserved,  calcu- 
lated at  6 per  cent.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  99.) 

Sec.  124.  Real  estate  not  embraced  in  the  last  two  preceding  sections  shall  not  be 
sold  for  a less  sum  than  the  same  may  be  so  appraised  at.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  100.) 

Sec.  125.  Whenever  any  real  estate  shall  have  been  sold  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
sections  of  this  article,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
or  a majority  of  them,  to  give  a certificate  under  their  hands  that  the  same  has  been 
sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  and  upon  the  production  of  such  certificate 
and  the  evidence  that  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  have  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  City  Clerk  to  execute  proper  conveyances  of  such  real 
estate,  under  their  hands  and  the  seal  of  the  City.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  101,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Chapter  5 — Licenses. 

Article  1 — Organization. 

Sec.  126.  There  shall  be  a Bureau  of  Licenses  in  and  for  The  City  of  New  York 
attached  to  the  Mayor’s  office,  with  a principal  office  in  the  City  Hall,  in  the  Bor- 
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ough  of  Manhattan,  and  a branch  office  in  such  other  boroughs  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  and  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City,  for  the  purpose  of  issuing 
and  recording  all  licenses  authorized  by  resolution  or  ordinance  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  or  now  in  force  in  any  part  of  said  City. 

Sec.  127.  The  Bureau  of  Licenses  shall  consist  of  a Chief  of  said  Bureau,  with 
such  deputies  and  assistants  as  may  be  found  necesary  for  properly  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  Bureau,  to  be  appointed  and  removed  at  pleasure  by  the  Mayor  of  said 
City,  and  paid  such  compensation  as  shall  be  fixed  and  established  by  said  Mayor. 

Sec.  128.  All  licenses  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  shall  be  according  to  an 
established  form,  printed  with  corresponding  stub  and  regularly  numbered,  with 
suitable  blank  spaces  for  writing  in  the  name  and  residence  of  the  licensee,  kind 
and  class  of  license,  location  and  privileges  allowed,  and  amount  of  fee  paid,  all 
properly  bound  in  book  form.  All  such  licenses  shall  be  duly  classified  and  recorded 
in  suitable  registers  and  fully  indexed. 

Sec.  129.  All  licenses  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  shall  be  granted  by  the 
Mayor  and  duly  issued  upon  regular  application  to  the  Bureau  of  Licenses.  The 
Tegisters  of  licenses  shall  be  public  records,  and  extracts  may  be  certified  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  or  the  deputy  or  assistant  in  charge  of  a branch  office,  for  use 
as  evidence. 

Sec.  130.  There  shall  be  kept  in  the  principal  office  of  said  Bureau  and  each 
and  every  branch  office  thereof  a book  recording  consecutively  each  license  as 
issued,  showing  its  kind  and  class,  whether  new  or  renewed,  name  of  licensee,  regular 
number  of  blank  form,  and  amount  of  fee  received,  day  by  day.  A daily  report  show- 
ing all  of  above  details  shall  be  made,  by  each  branch  office  to  the  principal  office. 
All  moneys  received  each  day  shall  be  duly  deposited  in  a designated  City  depository  the 
following  day.  There  shall  also  be  kept  in  the  principal  office  of  said  Bureau  a book 
showing  a statement  of  ail  licenses  issued  and  fees  received  by  said  Bureau  and  its 
branches,  tabulated  by  days,  months  and  quarters  of  the  year,  and  compiled  an- 
nually. 

Article  2 — Business  “Requiring  a License. 

Sec.  13 1.  The  following  businesses  must  be  duly  licensed  as  herein  provided, 
namely,  public  cartmen,  truckmen,  hackmen,  cabmen,  expressmen,  drivers,  junk  deal- 
ers, dealers  in  second-hand  articles,  hawkers,  peddlers,  venders,  ticket  speculators, 
coal  scalpers,  common  shows,  shooting  galleries,  bowling  alleys,  billiard  tables,  dirt 
carts,  exterior  hoists  and  stands  within  stoop-lines  and  under  the  stairs  of  the 
elevated  railroad  stations. 

Sec.  132.  No  person  shall  engage  in  or  carry  on  any  such  business  without  a 
license  therefor,  under  a penalty  of  $10  for  each  offence. 
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Article  3 — Licenses  and  License  Fees. 

Sec.  133.  All  licenses  shall  be  granted  by  authority  of  the  Mayor  and  issued  by 
the  Bureau  of  Licenses  for  a term  of  one  year  from  the  date  thereof,  unless  sooner 
suspended  or  revoked  by  the  Mayor,  and  no  person  shall  be  licensed  except  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  or  one  who  has  regularly  declared  intention  to  become 
a citizen. 

The  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  suspend  or  revoke  any  license  or  permit  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  Mayor  shall  also  have  power  to  impose 
a fine  of  $5  for  any  violation  of  the  regulations  herein  provided,  and  to  suspend  the 
license  pending  payment  of  such  fine,  which,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Sinking  Fund  for  the  Redemption  of  the  City  Debt.

For  each  newspaper  and  periodical  stand. 10  00 

For  each  chair  of  a bootblack  stand 5 00 

For  each  stand  under  elevated  railroad  stations 20  00 

For  each  driver  of  any  licensed  vehicle 50 
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Sec.  135.  Any  license,  before  its  expiration  of  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  may 
be  renewed  for  another  term,  upon  payment  of  one-half  the  license  fee  above  desig- 
nated therefor. 

All  licenses  in  force  when  this  ordinance  takes  effect  for  any  business  enumerated 
above  may  be  renewed  under  the  foregoing  provisions  regulating  renewals  of  licenses 
hereunder  issued. 

Article  4 — Special  Regulations  and  Rates. 

Public  Carts  and  Cartmen. 

Sec.  136.  Every  vehicle,:  of  whatever  construction,  drawn  by  animal  power  or  pro- 
pelled by  other  motive  power,  which  shall  be  kept  for  hire  or  used  to  carry  merchandise, 
household  furniture  or  other  bulky  articles  within  The  City  of  New  York  for  pay,  shall 
be  deemed  a public  cart,  and  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  deemed  a public  cartman. 

Sec.  137.  Every  public  cart  shall  show  on  each  outside  thereof  the  words  “Public 
Cart”  or  the  letters  “P.  C.,”  together  with  the  figures  of  its  license. 

Sec.  138.  The  amount  to  be  charged  for  loading,  transporting  or  transmitting  and 
unloading,  may  be  agreed  upon  in  advance,  and  such  a contract  shall  regulate  and  con- 
trol the  employment. 

Sec.  139.  The  legal  rates  for  moving  household  furniture,  unless  otherwise  mu- 


tually agreed,  shall  be  as  follows : 

For  a single  truck-load,  within  two  miles $2  00 

For  every  additional  mile  or  part  thereof 50 

For  loading,  unloading  and  housing  to  ground  floor 50 

For  each  flight  of  stairs,  up  or  down 25 

For  a double  truck-load,  within  two  miles 3 00 

For  every  additional  mile  or  part  thereof 1 00 

For  loading,  unloading  and  housing  to  ground  floor 50 

For  every  flight  of  stairs,  up  or  down 50 


Sec.  140.  Every  public  cartman  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  the  legal  rate  of  com- 
pensation herein  provided  immediately  after  the  transportation  and  before  actual  de- 
livery, and  in  default  of  such  payment  to  retain  a load  or  part  thereof  sufficient  to  secure 
charges,  and  convey  the  same  promptly  to  the  Property  Clerk  of  the  Police  Department, 
or  to  a convenient  storage  warehouse,  where  the  same  may  be  left  on  storage,  subject  to 
all  charges  incurred,  including  cartage  to  place  of  deposit.  A notice,  in  writing,  with  a 
brief  statement  of  particulars,  shall  be  sent  at  once  by  the  cartman  to  the  Bureau  of 
Licenses. 

Public  Hacks  and  Hackmen. 

Sec.  141.  Any  carriage  kept  for  hire  shall  be  deemed  a public  hack,  a carriage  in- 
tended to  seat  two  persons  inside  shall  be  deemed  a cab,  a carriage  intended  to  seat  more 
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than  two  persons  inside  shall  be  deemed  a coach,  and  the  term  hackman  shall  be  deemed 
to  include  owner  or  driver,  or  both. 

Sec.  142.  None  but  licensed  hacks  shall  use  the  designated  public  hack  stands  in 
the  City.  The  owner  of  any  hack  not  intended  to  use  the  public  stands,  having  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  the  owner  or  lessee  of  any  real  property,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Mayor  or  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  be  specially  licensed  and  peynitted  to 
use  temporarily  a portion  of  the  street  in  front  of  said  property  as  a stand  and  shall  be 
confined  to  carrying  passengers  from  said  property. 

Sec.  143.  The  owner  of  hacks  specially  licensed  shall,  in  addition  to  the  lawful  fees 
hereinbefore  provided,  pay  annually  an  additional  fee  of  $25  for  each  hack  allowed  any 
stand  other  than  a public  hack  stand,  and  no  other  licensed  hackman  shall  come  upon 
m use  said  stand. 

Sec.  144.  The  legal  rates  of  fare,  of  which  an  official  copy  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  Bureau  of  Licenses  and  carried  by  every  licensed  hackman,  shall  be  as  follows : 


Cabs. 

By  distance — 

For  one  mile  or  any  part  thereof $0  50 

For  each  additional  half  mile  or  part  thereof 25 

For  any  stop  over  five  minutes  in  a trip,  for  every  fifteen  minutes  or  fraction 

thereof . 25 

By  time — 

For  one  hour  or  any  part  thereof 1 00 

For  each  additional  half  hour  or  part  thereof. 50 


Coaches. 

By  distance — 


For  one  mile  or  any  part  thereof 1 00 

For  each  additional  half  mile  or  part  thereof. 50 

For  any  stop  over  five  minutes  in  a trip,  for  every  fifteen  minutes 

or  fraction  thereof 40 

By  time — 

For  one  hour  or  any  part  thereof 1 50 

For  each  additional  half  hour  or  part  thereof 75 


No  hackman  shall  demand  more  than  the  legal  rates  of  fare  or  charge  for  one 
stop  not  over  five  minutes  in  a single  trip. 

No  hack  shall  be  driven  by  the  time  rate  at  a pace  less  than  five  miles  an  hour. 

Line  balls,  for  one  or  two  passengers,  $2  for  the  first  mile  or  part  thereof,  and 
$1  for  each  additional  mile  or  part  thereof.  Each  additional  passenger,  50  cents. 
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One  piece  of  baggage,  not  to  exceed  50  pounds  in  weight,  shall  be  carried  on  a 
hack  without  extra  charge.  Additional  baggage  carried,  25  cents  per  piece. 

In  all  cases  where  the  hiring  of  a hack  is  not  specified  in  advance  to  be  by  time, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  by  distance,  and  for  any  detention  exceeding  fifteen  min- 
utes the  hackman  may  demand  additional  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  hour. 

Sec.  145.  Every  licensed  hack  shall  be  provided  with  a suitable  lamp  on  each 
side  and  shall  have  securely  fastened  across  the  middle  of  the  outside  of  each  lamp 
a metal  band  not  less  than  two  inches  in  width,  out  of  which  the  official  number  of 
the  license  shall  be  cut  after  the  manner  of  a stencil  plate,  the  component  figures 
of  such  numbers  to  be  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  height,  and  the  style 
of  the  whole  to  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses.  Every  licensed 
hack  shall  have  the  official  number  of  the  license  legibly  engraved  or  embossed  upon 
a metal  plate  and  affixed  inside,  as  designated  and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Licenses,  and  no  licensed  hack  shall  carry  or  have  affixed  to  it,  inside  or 
outside,  any  number  except  the  official  number,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  146.  Every  licensed  hackman,  immediately  after  the  termination  of  any 
hiring  or  employment,  must  carefully  search  such  hack  for  any  property  lost  or  left 
therein,  and  any  such  property,  unless  sooner  claimed  or  delivered  to  the  owner, 
must  be  taken  to  the  nearest  police  station  and  deposited  with  the  officer  in  charge 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  finding  thereof,  and  in  addition  a written  notice, 
with  brief  particulars  and  description  of  the  property,  must  be  forwarded  at  once  to 
the  Bureau  of  Licenses. 

Sec.  147.  Every  licensed  hackman  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  payment  of 
the  legal  fare  in  advance,  and  may  refuse  employment  unless  so  prepaid,  but  no 
licensed  hackman  shall  otherwise  refuse  or  neglect  to  convey  any  orderly  person  or 
persons,  upon  request,  anywhere  in  the  City,  unless  previously  engaged  or  unable  so 
to  do.  No  licensed  hackman  shall  carry  any  other  person  than  the  passenger  first 
employing  a hack  without  the  consent  of  said  passenger. 

Expresses  and  Expressmen. 

Sec.  148.  Every  vehicle  of  whatever  construction  kept  or  used  for  the  convey- 
ance of  baggage,  packages,  parcels  and  other  articles  within  or  through  The  City  of 
New  York  for  pay,  shall  be  deemed  a public  express,  and  the  owner  thereof  shall  be 
deemed  a public  expressman,  and  the  term  expressman  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
any  common  carrier  of  baggage,  packages,  parcels  or  other  articles  within  or 
through  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  149.  Every  public  express  shall  show  on  each  outside  thereof  the  word 
“Express,”  or  the  letters  “Exp,”  together  with  the  figures  of  its  license. 

Sec.  150.  Every  owner  of  a public  express  shall  give  a bond  to  The  City  qf  New 
York  for  each  and  every  vehicle  licensed  in  a penal  sum  of  $100,  with  sufficient 
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surety,  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  conditioned  for  the  safe  and 
prompt  delivery  of  all  baggage,  packages,  parcels  and  other  articles  or  things  en- 
trusted to  the  owner  or  driver  of  any  such  licensed  express. 

Sec.  151.  The  legal  rates  for  regular  deliveries,  unless  otherwise  mutually 
agreed,  shall  be  as  follows  in  the  City: 

Between  points  within  any  Borough: 


Not  more  than  5 miles  apart,  each  piece $0  40 

Not  more  than  10  miles  apart,  each  piece . 55 

Not  more  than  15  miles  apart,  each  piece 75 


Between  points  in  different  boroughs:  One-half  the  above  rates  in  addition. 

Special  deliveries  at  rates  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

Junk  Dealers. 

Sec.  152.  Any  one  dealing  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  junk,  old  rope,  old  iron, 
brass,  copper,  tin  or  lead,  rags,  slush  or  empty  bottles  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a junk 
dealer  and  the  place  of  business  a junk  shop,  and  every  such  junk  dealer  shall  give  a 
bond  to  The  City  of  New  York  with  sufficient  surety,  approved  by  the  Mayor  or 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  in  the  penal  sum  of  $1,000,  conditioned  for  the  due 
observance  of  all  municipal  ordinances. 

Sec.  153.  Every  junk  dealer  shall  keep  a book  in  which  shall  be  legibly  written, 
in  the  English  language,  at  the  time  of  every  purchase,  a description  of  every  article 
so  purchased,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  from  whom  such  purchase  was 
made  and  the  day  and  hour  of  such  purchase,  and  such  book  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Mayor,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  any 
Police  Officer  or  Magistrate  of  The  City  of  New  York,  or  any  person  duly  authorized, 
in  writing,  for  such  purpose  by  any  of  said  authorities,  and  who  shall  exhibit  such 
written  authority  to  such  dealer. 

Sec.  154.  No  junk  dealer  shall  carry  on  business  at  any  other  place  than  the  one 
designated  in  the  license  therefor,  or  shall  continue  to  carry  on  business  after  such 
license  is  suspended  or  revoked  or  expired. 

Sec.  155.  No  junk  dealer  shall  purchase  any  goods,  article  or  thing  whatsoever 
from  any  minor,  apprentice  or  servant,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe  the  seller 
to  be  such,  or  from  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  between  the  hour  of  six  o’clock 
in  the  evening  and  the  hour  of  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

Sec.  156.  If  any  goods,  article  or  thing  whatsoever  shall  be  advertised  in  any 
newspaper  printed  in  The  City  of  New  York  as  having  been  lost  or  stolen,  and  if  the 
same  or  any  answering  to  the  description  advertised,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof* 
shall  be  or  come  in  the  possession  of  any  junk  dealer,  such  dealer  shall  give  informa- 
tion thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  state  from  whom  the  same 
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was  received,  and  every  junk  dealer  who  shall  have  or  receive  any  goods,  article  or 
thing  lost  or  stolen,  or  alleged  or  supposed  to  have  been  lost  or  stolen,  shall  exhibit 
the  same  on  demand  to  the  Mayor,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  any  Police  Officer 
or  Magistrate  of  The  City  of  New  York,  or  any  person  duly  authorized,  in  writing, 
by  any  of  said  authorities,  and  who  shall  exhibit  such  written  authority  to  such  dealer. 

Sec.  157.  No  junk  dealer  while  licensed  as  such  shall  be  licensed  as  pawnbroker 
or  dealer  in  second-hand  articles  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  158.  Any  vehicle  in  the  streets  or  any  vessel  in  the  waters  of  The  City  of 
New  York,  used  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  junk,  rags,  old  rope,  paper,  bagging,  old 
iron,  brass,  copper,  tin,  empty  bottles,  slush  or  lead,  shall  be  deemed,  respectively,  a 
junk  cart  or  junk  boat  and  every  junk  cart  or  junk  boat  shall  show  on  each  outside 
thereof  the  words  “junk  cart”  or  “junk  boat,”  together  with  the  figures  of  its  official 
number,  and  no  person  shall  do  such  collecting  in  any  other  way  or  manner  than  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  159.  A violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  relating  to  junk 
dealers  shall  be  punishable  by  a penalty  of  $50  for  each  offense. 

Dealers  in  Second-Hand  Articles. 

Sec.  160.  Any  one  dealing  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  second-hand  furniture, 
metal  or  clothes  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a dealer  in  second-hand  articles,  and  every 
such  dealer  in  second-hand  articles  shall  give  a bond  to  The  City  of  New  York  with 
sufficient  surety,  approved  by  the  Mayor  or  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  in  the 
penal  sum  of  $100,  conditioned  for  the  due  observance  of  all  municipal  ordinances. 

Sec.  161.  Every  dealer  in  second-hand  articles  shall  keep  a book  in  which  shall 
be  legibly  written,  in  the  English  language,  at  the  time  of  every  purchase,  a descrip- 
tion of  every  article  so  purchased,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  from  whom 
such  purchase  was  made  and  the  day  and  hour  of  such  purchase,  and  such  book  shall 
at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Mayor,  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Licenses,  any  Police  Officer  or  Magistrate  of  The  City  of  New  York,  or  any  person 
duly  authorized,  in  writing,  for  such  purpose  by  any  of  said  authorities,  and  who  shall 
exhibit  such  written  authority  to  such-  dealer. 

Sec.  162.  No  dealer  in  second-hand  articles  shall  carry  on  business  at  any  other 
place  than  the  one  designated  in  the  license  therefor,  or  shall  continue  to  carry  on 
business  after  such  license  is  suspended  or  revoked  or  expired. 

Sec.  163.  No  dealer  in  second-hand  articles  shall  purchase  any  goods,  articles  or 
thing  whatsoever  from  any  minor,  apprentice  or  servant,  knowing  or  having  reason 
to  believe  the  seller  to  be  such,  or  from  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  between 
the  hour  of  six  o’clock  in  the  evening  and  the  hour  of  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

No  article  or  thing,  except  wooden  furniture,  stoves  and  kitchen  utensils  pur- 
chased in  the  way  of  business,  shall  be  sold  or  disposed  of  by  any  dealer  in  second- 
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hand  articles  or  junk  dealer  until  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  after  such  purchase, 
and  no  such  dealer  shall  receive  any  article  by  way  of  pledge  or  pawn. 

Sec.  164.  If  any  goods,  article  or  thing  whatsoever  shall  be  advertised  in  any 
newspaper  printed  in  The  City  of  New  York  as  having  been  lost  or  stolen,  and  if 
the  same  or  any  answering  to  the  description  advertised,  or  any  part  or  portion 
thereof,  shall  be  or  come  in  the  possession  of  any  dealer  in  second-hand  articles,  such 
dealer  shall  give  information  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  state 
from  whom  the  same  was  received,  and  every  dealer  in  second-hand  articles  who  snail 
have  or  receive  any  goods,  article  or  thing  lost  or  stolen,  or  alleged  or  supposed  to 
have  been  lost  or  stolen,  shall  exhibit  the  same,  on  demand,  to  the  Mayor,  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  any  Police  officer  or  Magistrate  of  The  City  of  New  York,  or> 
any  person  duly  authorized,  in  writing,  by  any  of  said  authorities,  and  who  shall  ex-i 
hibit  such  written  authority  to  such  dealer. 

Sec.  165.  No  dealer  in  second-hand  articles,  while  licensed  as  such,  shall  be  licensed 
as  pawnbroker  or  junk  dealer  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Peddlers. 

Sec.  1 66.  Any  person  hawking,  peddling,  vending  or  selling  merchandise  in  the 
streets  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a peddler,  and  shall  be  classified 
as  follows:  A peddler  using  a horse  and  wagon;  a peddler  using  a pushcart,  and  a 

peddler  carrying  merchandise  in  business;  but  the  selling  of  newspapers  or  periodicals 
in  the  street  is  not  hereby  regulated  in  any  way. 

Sec.  167.  Any  vehicle  used  in  peddling  shall  show  on  the  outside  thereof  a metal 
plate,  to  be  furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  containing  thereon  the  words 
“Licensed  Peddler,”  and  the  figures  of  the  official  number  of  the  license.  No  person 
holding  any  other  license  and  no  person  regularly  engaged  in  any  other  business  shall 
hold  a pushcart  peddler’s  license. 

Any  person  owning  or  operating  a farm  in  The  City  of  New  York  and  selling  in 
the  streets  of  said  city  produce  raised  on  such  farm  shall  not  be  deemed  a peddler 
within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance.  Any  such  person  may  make  application  to  the 
Bureau  of  Licenses  upon  affidavit  setting  forth  sufficient  facts  to  entitle  him  to  this 
exception,  and  thereupon  shall  receive  a certificate  thereof. 

Ticket  Speculators. 

Sec.  168.  Any  person  selling  or  offering  to  sell  in  any  street  of  The  City  of  New 
York  any  ticket  of  admission  to  any  public  place  of  amusement  for  any  price  shall  be 
deemed  a ticket  speculator,  and  no  ticket  speculator  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  nor  shall 
any  tickets  of  admission  be  sold  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  entrance  to  any  place  of 
amusement. 

Sec.  169.  No  ticket  speculator  shall  deceive  any  purchaser  by  misstating  or  misrep- 
resenting what  is  secured  to  the  purchaser  by  the  ticket  sold,  under  a penalty  of  $25  for 
each  offense. 
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Coal  Scalpers. 

Sec.  170.  Any  person  who  shall  sell,  peddle  or  vend  any  order  or  permit  in  relation 
to  the  freighting  of  coal  by  canal  boat  within  The  City  of  New  York,  or  offer  so  to  do, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a coal  scalper,  and  shall  give  a bond  to  The  City  of  New  York, 
with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Licenses,  in  the  penal  sum  of  $2,500,  conditioned  for  faithful  compliance  with  munici- 
pal ordinances. 

Common  Shows. 

Sec.  171.  A common  show  shall  be  deemed  to  include  a carousel,  Ferris  wheel, 
gravity  steeplechase,  chute,  scenic  cave,  bicycle  carousel,  scenic  railway,  striking  ma- 
chines, switchback,  merry-go-round,  puppet  show,  ball  game,  and  all  other  shows  of  like 
character,  but  not  to  include  games  of  base-ball,  or  to  authorize  gambling  or  any  games 
of  chance. 

Shooting  Galleries. 

Sec.  172.  Any  shooting  gallery  in  a place  open  to  the  public  and  not  otherwise 
licensed  shall  be  deemed  to  be  included  within  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  every 
keeper  of  a public  shooting  gallery  shall  maintain  good  order  and  allow  no  person  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  to  shoot  therein. 

Bowling  Alleys. 

Sec.  173.  Any  bowling  alley  in  a place  open  to  the  public  and  not  otherwise 
licensed  shall  be  deemed  to  be  included  within  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  every 
keeper  of  a public  bowling  alley  shall  maintain  good  order  and  allow  no  person  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  to  bowl  therein. 

Billiard  Tables. 

Sec.  174.  Any  billiard  table  in  a place  open  to  the  public  and  not  otherwise  licensed 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  included  within  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  every  keeper  of  a 
public  place  where  there  are  billiard  tables  shall  maintain  good  order  and  allow  no 
person  under  sixteen  years  of  age  to  play  therein. 

Dirt  Carts  and  Cartmen. 

Sec.  175.  Every  vehicle  of  whatever  construction  used  in  carting  or  transporting 
dirt,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  paving  stones,  ashes,  garbage  or  building  rubbish  within  The 
City  of  New  York  shall  be  deemed  a dirt  cart,  and  every  dirt  cart  shall  be  furnished 
with  a good  and  tight  box,  whereof  the  sides,  forepart  and  tailboard  shall  be  at  least 
eighteen  inches  high,  and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  contain  not  less  than  twelve  cubic 
feet,  and  shall  be  securely  covered  when  loaded,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  from  being 
scattered  upon  the  streets. 

Sec.  176.  Every  dirt  cart  shall  show  on  each  outside  thereof  the  words  “Dirt  Cart,” 
or  the  letters  “D.  C.,”  together  with  the  figures  of  its  license. 
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Exterior  Hoists. 

Sec.  177.  No  person  shall  hoist  anything  whatsoever  on  the  outside  of  a building 
from  the  street  into  any  loft  or  lower  anything  on  the  outside  thereof  by  any  means 
without  a license  or  permit  therefor,  and  giving  an  indemnity  bond  to  The  City  of  New 
York  with  sufficient  surety,  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses. 

Sec.  178.  Any  one  generally  engaged  in  such  a business  shall  take  out  a general 
license  or  permit,  and  any  one  so  hoisting  in  front  of  certain  premises  only  shall  take 
out  a special  license  or  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  179.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  while  engaged  in  such  hoisting  or 
lowering  over  any  sidewalk,  roadway  or  public  place,  to  give  warning  thereof  by  two 
conspicuous  signs  displaying  the  word  “Danger/'  in  letters  at  least  six  inches  long. 

Stands  Within  Stoop-Lines. 

Sec.  180.  Stands  within  stoop-lines  may  be  permitted,  with  the  consent  of  the 
owner  of  the  premises,  for  the  sale  of  fruit,  soda-water,  newspapers  and  periodicals, 
and  the  blacking  of  boots,  and  such  stands  shall  be  classified  as  follows : Fruit  stands, 
soda-water  stands,  movable  stands  for  the  sale  of  newspapers  only;  stationery  booths 
or  stands  for  the  sale  of  newspapers  and  periodicals;  bootblack  stands,  consisting 
of  not  more  than  three  chairs. 

Sec.  181.  Any  such  stand  must  be  strictly  within  the  stoop-line  and  shall  not  be 
an  obstruction  to  the  free  use  of  the  street  by  the  public,  nor  exceed  six  feet  long  * 
by  four  feet  wide,  except  that  in  the  case  of  bootblack  stands  a space  not  more  than 
three  feet  wide  and  four  feet  long  may  be  occupied  by  each  chair  of  such  stand.  The 
construction  and  erection  of  all  stands  permitted  by  this  orfdinance  shall  be  at  the 
expense  of  the  applicant  and  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Borough  in 
which  it  is  situated.  No  stand  shall  be  kept  open  after  twelve  o’clock  at  night. 
No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  sleep  in  any  portion  of  said  structure,  or  hold  more 
than  one  permit.  Upon  the  written  revocation  by  the  owner  of  the  consent  pre- 
viously given  therefor,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  shall  have  power  to 
transfer  the  permit  to  another  location,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  such 
premises,  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  permit. 

Sec.  182.  Every  such  stand  shall  be  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Local  Board 
of  Improvements,  speciying  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  and  location 
and  kind  of  stand,  and  a copy  of  such  resolution  shall  be  forthwith  certified  by  the 
Secretary  thereof  to  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  whereupon  the  permit  may  be  regularly 
issued  according  to  the  further  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Stands  Under  Elevated  Railroad  Stations. 

Sec.  183.  Any  person  desiring  to  erect  a stand  underneath  the  stairs  of  the 
elevated  railroad  stations  for  the  sale  of  newspapers  and  periodicals,  shall  file  in  the 
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office  of  the  City  Clerk  an  application  indorsed  by  the  Alderman  of  the  Aldermanic 
District  in  which  said  stand  is  to  be  located,  in  which  the  applicant  shall  state  (1)  his 
name  and  residence; (2)  that  he  is  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  has  declared 
his  intention  to  become  such;  (3)  the  location  desired  for  such  stand.  No  such 
booth  or  stand  or  any  projection  therefrom  shall  be  erected  which  is  wider  than  the 
width  of  the  stairs  under  which  it  is  placed  or  which  extends  along  the  sidewalk  a 
greater  distance  than  to  a point  where  the  under  surface  of  the  stairs  is  not  over 
seven  feet  from  the  level  of  the  sidewalk;  said  stand  shah  be  constructed,  erected 
and  maintained  at  the  applicant’s  expense,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of 
the  Borough  in  which  said  stand  is  situated,  upon  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  chief 
engineer  of  the  elevated  railroad  company  affected,  so  as  to  permit  of  a ready  re- 
moval of  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  said  company,  its  agents 
or  employees,  to  get  convenient  access  to  the  under  part  of  said  stairways  for  the 
inspection,  painting  or  repairing  thereof,  and  shall  be  painted  the  same  color  as  the 
stairs  of  the  elevated  railroad,  and  no  advertisement  shall  be  painted  or  displayed 
thereon. 

Sec.  184.  Every  permit  granted  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  contain  the  fol- 
lowing reservation:  “It  is  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  this  permit  is  given 

subject  to  the  right  of  the  elevated  railroad  company  affected,  its  agents,  employees, 
successors  or  assigns,  or  the  owner  of  said  stairway,  at  any  time  properly  to  inspect, 
paint,  repair,  renew,  reconstruct  or  remove  said  stairway,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
and  without  claim  on  the  part  of  said  licensee  as  against  said  company,  its  agents, 
tmnloyees,  successors  or  assigns,  or  the  owner  of  said  stairway,  for  damages  to  or 
interference  with  said  booth  or  stand,  or  the  business  therein  conducted,  occasioned 
by  such  inspection,  jointing,  repair,  renewal,  reconstruction  or  removal/ 

Sec.  185.  Each  such  stand  shall  be  authorized  by  a resolution  of  the  Local  Board 
of  Improvements  of  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated,  specifying  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  person  and  location  of  the  stand,  and  a copy  of  such  resolution  shall 
be  forthwith  certified  by  the  Secretary  thereof  to  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  whereupon 
the  permit  may  be  regularly  issued  according  to  the  further  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Drivers  of  Licensed  Vehicles. 

Sec.  186.  Every  person  driving  a licensed  hack  or  express,  other  than  the  person 
named  in  the  lecense  therefor,  shall  be  licensed  as  such  driver,  and  every  application 
for  such  a lincense  shall  be  indorsed,  in  writing,  by  two  reputable  residents  of  The 
City  of  New  York,  certifying  to  the  competence  of  the  applicant. 

Article  10 — General  Regulations  and  Complaints. 

Sec.  187.  All  license  fees  and  fines  received  by  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  shall  be 
regularly  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasury,  except  those  required  by  statute  to.  be 
paid  into  the  Sinking  Funds  for  the  Redemption  of  the  City  Debt. 
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Sed.  188.  The  Mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  Inspectors  in  the  Bureau  of 
Licenses  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  fully  and  properly  complied 
With;  and  all  licensed  vehicles  and  places  of  business  shall  be  regularly  inspected, 
and  the  result  of  such  inspection  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  official  license  therefor* 
together  with  the  date  of  inspection  and  the  signature  of  the  Inspector,  and  all 
inspections  shall  be  regularly  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Licenses. 

Sec..  189.  Every  licensee  shall  have  the  official  license  and  exhibit  the  same 
upon  the  demand  of  any  person;  and  shall  report  within  three  days  to  the  Bureau 
of  Licenses  any  change  of  residence  or  place  of  business;  and  shall  at  all  times 
perform  the  public  duties  of  the  business  licensed  when  called  upon  so  to  do,  if  not 
actually  unable. 

Sec.  190.  All  words,  letters  and  numbers  hereinbefore  prescribed  for  licensed 
vehicles  shall  be  shown  permanently  and  conspicuously  on  each  outside  thereof  in 
colors  contrasting  strongly  with  background,  and  not  less  than  two  inches  high,  as 
directed  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  or  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  and  shall 
be  kept  legible  and  plainly  visible  at  all  times  during  the  term  of  the  license;  and 
shall  be  obliterated  or  erased  upon  change  of  ownership  or  expiration  of  the  license; 
and  no  person  shall  have  or  use  any  vehicle  with  words,  letters  or  numbers  thereon 
tike  those  herein  prescribed  for  licensed  vehicles  without  being  duly  licensed  there- 
for. 

Sec.  191.  Every  licensed  hackman,  whenever  with  a hack  or  waiting  for  employ- 
ment anywhere  in  The  Citv  of  New  York;  every  licensed  peddler,  while  peddling; 
every  person  while  using  a licensed  junk  cart  or  boat,  and  every  licensed  ticket 
speculation  while  acting  as  such,  shall  wear  conspicuously  on  the  left  breast  of  the 
outer  coat  a metal  badge,  of  a shape,  size  and  style  approved  by  the  Mayor  or  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  and  furnished  by  said  Bureau,  having  engraved  or  em- 
bossed thereon  the  official  designation  and  number  of  the  license,  together  with  the 
words  “New  York  City.” 

Sec.  192.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  or  Deputy  Chief,  shall  have 
power  to  hear  and  determine  complaints  against  licensees  hereunder  and  impose  a 
penalty  of  $5  for  any  violation  of  the  regulations  herein  provided,  and  shall  have 
power  to  suspend  the  license  pending  payment  of  such  fine. 

Article  6 — Violations. 

Sec.  193.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  regulations  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  subject  to  a penalty  of  $5  for  each  offense.  No  such  violation  shall  be  continued 
under  a penalty  of  $1  for  each  day  so  continued.  Any  person  engaging  in  or  carry- 
ing on  any  business  herein  regulated  without  a license  therefor,  or  any  person  vio- 
lating any  of  the  regulations  of  this  ordinance,  or  of  any  existing  ordinances  not  in- 
consistent or  conflicting  herewith,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon 
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conviction  thereof  by  any  magistrate,  either  upon  confession  of  the  party  or  com- 
petent testimony,  may  be  fined  two  (2)  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  in  default  of 
payment  of  such  fine  may  be  committed  to  prison  by  such  magistrate  until  the  same 
be  paid;  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  two  days. 

Article  7 — Weights  and  Measures. 

Sec.  194.  There  shall  be  a Mayor’s  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  and  removable  by  him  at  his  pleasure,  who  shall  be  paid  a 
salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  present  Sealers  and  In- 
spectors of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Deputy  Inspectors 
of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  each  receive  a salary 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  195.  The  present  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall 
continue  to  hold  office  as  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Any 
vacancy  which  shall  hereafter  occur  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  196.  Each  of  said  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  to  The  City  of  New  York  a bond,  with 
one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 

office. 

Sec.  197.  All  persons  using  weights  and  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances, 
steelyards  or  any  other  instrument  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  intended 
to  be  purchased  or  sold  in  The  City  of  New  York  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sealed 
and  marked  by  a Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  said  City. 

Sec.  198.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  for  pur- 
chase or  sale  within  The  City  of  New  York,  use  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam, 
patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument  not  sealed  and  marked  as  herein  re- 
quired, shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  199.  All  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and 
other  instruments  for  weighing,  to  be  .scaled  and  adjusted  by  a Deputy  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  111  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the 
standard  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  marked  by  him  with  the  initials  of  his  name 
and  the  date  on  which  the  same  shall  be  sealed  and  marked. 

“Upon  the  written  request  of  any  resident  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  test  or  cause  to  be  tested,  within  a reasonable 
time  after  the  receipt  of  such  request,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent 
balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  used  in  buying  or  selling  by  the  person, 
firm  or  corporation  designated  in  such  request.” 

Sec.  200.  If  any  person  shall  use,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  weighing  or 
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measuring  as  aforesaid  any  weight,  measure,  scale-beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard 
or  other  instrument  which  shall  not  conform  to  such  standard,  or  shall  use,  in  weigh- 
ing as  aforesaid,  any  scale-beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument  which 
shall  be  out  of  order  or  incorrect,  or  which  shall  not  balance,  he,  she,  or  they  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  201.  The  Inspector  shall  keep  a register  of  the  name  of  each  person,  firm 
or  corporation  whose  weights,  measures,  scale-beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or 
other  instruments  have  been  inspected,  together  with  the  number  and  size  of  same, 
and  what  of  each  was  approved  and  what  condemned,  with  the  date  of  inspection, 
and  such  record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  at  all  reasonable  times. 

Sec.  202.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  any  market  or  in  the  public 
streets  or  in  any  other  place  in  The  City  of  New  York  any  fruits,  vegetables  or  ber- 
ries in  crates,  baskets  or  other  measures,  or  any  butter  in  prints,  or  any  ice  or  coal 
or  other  fuel  at  or  for  a greater  weight  or  measure  than  the  true  measure  thereof; 
and  all  ice,  coal,  coke,  meats,  poultry  and  provisions  (except  vegetables  sold  by  the 
head  or  bunch)  of  every  kind,  sold  in  the  streets  or  elsewhere  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  shall  be  weighed  or  measured  by  scales,  measures  or  balances,  or  in  measures 
duly  tested  and  stamped  by  the  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspectors  of  weights  and 
measures;  provided  that  poultry  may  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  in  other  manner 
than  by  weight,  but  in  all  cases  where  the  persons  intending  to  purchase  shall  so 
desire  and  request  poultry  shall  be  weighed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  203.  Any  weights  or  scales  found  by  the  Deputy  Inspector  in  use  in  any 
market  or  in  the  public  streets,  which  upon  being  tested  are  found  to  be  short  in 
weight  by  one-quarter  of  a pound  or  upwards,  may  be  summarily  confiscated  and 
destroyed. 

Sec.  204.  No  person  shall  sell  or  supply  any  coal  or  coke  within  the  limits  of 
The  City  of  New  York,  unless  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  in  charge  of 
the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery  a certificate  duly  signed  by  the  per- 
son selling  such  fuel,  showing  the  weight  of  the  fuel  proposed  to  be  delivered,  the 
weight  of  the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery,  the  total  weight  of  fuel 
and  conveyance  used,  and  the  name  of  the  purchaser. 

Sec.  205.  No  person  in  charge  of  a wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  delivering 
coal,  coke  or  other  fuel,  to  whom  the  certificate  mentioned  in  the  previous  section 
has  been  given,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  supply  such  certificate  to  the  Inspector  or 
Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  or  to  any  person  designated  by  either 
of  them,  or  to  the  purchaser  or  intending  purchaser  of  the  fuel  being  delivered; 
and  when  the  said  officer  or  person  so  designated,  or  the  intending  purchaser,  _shall 
demand  that  the  weight  shown  by  such  certificate  be  verified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  person  delivering  such  fuel  to  convey  the  same  forthwith  to  some  public  scale 
in  the  district,  or  to  any  private  scale  the.  owner  whereof  shall  consent  to  such  use, 
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and  permit  the  verifying  of  the  weight  shown,  and  shall  after  the  delivery  of  such 
fuel  return  forthwith  with  the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  to  the  same  scale  and 
verify  the  weight  of  said  wagon  or  conveyance. 

Sfec.  206.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures, and  each  of  them  is  hereby  authorized,  to  inspect,  examine,  test  and  seal,  at 
least  once  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures may  deem  proper,  the  weights,  measures,  scale-beams,  patent  balances,  steel- 
yards and  other  instruments  used  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  weighing  and  meas- 
uring as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  207.  No  person  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  any  weights,  measures,  scale- 
beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  to  any  of  said  Inspectors 
for  the  purpose  of  being  so  inspected  and  examined,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  208.  No  person  shall  in  any  way  or  manner  obstruct,  hinder  or  molest  any 
Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  hereby 
imposed  upon  him,  under  a penalty  upon  every  such  person  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  209.  All  weights,  scale-beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instru- 
ments used  for  weighing  shall  be  inspected  and  sealed  at  the  stores  and  places  where 
the  same  may  be  used;  but  in  case  they  or  any  of  them  shall  be  found  not  to  con- 
form to  the  standard  of  this  State,  the  owner  thereof  shall  within  five  days,  at  his 
expense,  have  the  same  so  altered  and  repaired  as  to  conform  it  to  the  said  standard 
of  the  State,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  such  neglect. 

v 

Sec.  210.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  Inspectors  to  make  a record 
and  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided  of  all  the  weights,  measures,  scale-beams, 
patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instruments  used  for  weighing  and  measuring 
inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  same,  and 
whether  they  are  conformable  to  the  standard  of  the  State. 

Sec.  21 1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures to  report  promptly  to  the  Iinspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  the  names  of  all 
persons  whose  weights,  measures  or  other  instruments  for  weighing  and  measuring 
shall  be  found  to  be  incorrect. 

Sec.  212.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Deputy  Inspectors  to  file  monthly 
reports  with  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  to  make  such  other  and 
further  reports  and  keep  such  further  records  as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time 
by  said  Inspector. 

Sec.  213.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  to 
report  forthwith  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all 
persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  of  all  persons  making  use 
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of  any  fraudulent  or  unsealed  weights,  measures,  scales  or  other  instruments  for 
weighing  or  measuring. 

Sec.  214.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspector  to 
vend  any  weights,  measures,  scale-beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other  in- 
struments to  be  used  for  weighing  or  measuring,  or  to  offer  or  expose  the  same 
for  sale  in  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such 
offence. 

Sec.  215.  Each  Deputy  Inspector  shall  give  a certificate  to  the  owner  of  the 
weights  or  measures  inspected,  and  shall  keep  a record  of  each  certificate  given 
on  a corresponding  stub.  The  certificates  and  corresponding  stubs  shall  be  num- 
bered consecutively.  The  books  containing  the  stubs,  after  the  corresponding  cer- 
tificates have  been  given  out,  shall  become  a public  record.  The  Inspector  shall  be 
authorized,  when  required,  to  certify  extracts  from  these  records. 

Sec.  216.  All  complaints  against  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures 
shall  be  lodged  with  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  by  him  reported 
with  his  recommendation  thereon,  to  the  Mayor  for  his  final  action. 

Sec.  217.  The  Deputy  Inspectors  shall  be  assigned  for  service  by  the  Inspector 
to  such  districts  as  he  may  deem  proper.  Whenever  any  Deputy  Inspector  shall  re- 
sign or  be  removed  from  office  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deliver  at  the  office  of  the 
Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  all  the  standard  weights  and  measures  and  other 
official  property  in  his  possession. 

Article  8 — Miscellaneous. 

Sec.  218.  The  Mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  issue  licenses  under  his  hand 
and  seal  to  so  many  and  such  persons  as  he  shall  think  proper,  to  keep  for  him,  in 
the  said  City,  horseless  coaches,  carriages  and  cabs,  designed  for  propulsion  by 
electricity  supplied  by  an  electric  storage  battery  or  batteries,  and  may  revoke 
any  and  all  of  said  licenses  for  cause. 

Sec.  219.  The  provisions  and  penalties  of  the  ordinance  relating  to  the  licensing 
of  hacking  coaches  or  cabs  and  of  the  driving  thereof  and  the  rates  and  prices  of 
fares,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  consistent,  shall  apply  to  coaches,  carriages  and 
cabs,  to  be  licensed  hereunder  and  to  the  owners  and  drivers  thereof. 

Sec.  220.  Every  such  horseless  coach,  carriage  or  cart  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
bell  to  be  used  to  signal  its  approach  to  pedestrians  and  to  other  vehicles. 

Sec.  221.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall 
furnish  to  the  Police  Board  of  said  City  a list  of  unexpired  licenses  and  permits,  such 
list  to  contain  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  licenses  were  issued,  the  place  and 
business  for  which  issued,  and  the  date  of  expiration  of  such  license  or  permit,  and 
thereafter,  during  the  first  week  of  each  month,  the  said  Police  Board  shall  send  to 
the  Captains  of  Police  of  the  various  precincts  of  The  City  of  New  York,  a list  of 
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licenses  and  permits  granted  affecting  their  respective  precincts,  with  the  names  of 
persons  to  whom  granted,  location  of  stand  or  business,  and  date  of  expiration  of 
such  permit  or  license,  and  also  a list  of  all  licenses  or  permits  expiring  the  month 
for  which  the  report  is  sent. 

Sec.  2.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

On  condition  that  the  respective  applicants  pay  to  the  City  for  said  permission 
the  legal  fee,  dating  from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  their  previous  licenses;  and 
provided  further,  that  those  applicants  who  have  asked  permission  for  the  first  time 
shall  pay  from  the  date  they  have  each  located  at  the  places  mentioned  and  con- 
ducted business,  without  the  necessary  City  license. 

Resolved,  also,  That  the  Chief  of  the  License  Bureau  shall  adopt  such  plan  and 
method  as  will  enable  him  to  properlv  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  222.  No  person  or  persons  in  The  City  of  New  York,  whether  agent, 
owner  or  employer,  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  cask,  bale,  bundle,  box,  crate  or  any 
other  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  any  boards,  planks,  joists  or  other  timber,  or 
anything  whatsoever,  to  be  raised  from  any  street  on  the  outside  of  any  building  into 
any  loft,  store  or  room,  or  to  be  lowered  from  the  same  on  the  outside  of  any  build- 
ing. by  means  of  any  rope,  pulley,  tackle  or  windlass,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  by  The  City  of  New  York  against  such 
person,  agent,  owner  or  employer,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  unless  a 
permit  shall  be  first  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  upon  the  payment  of  a fee 
of  one  dollar,  upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  security,  by  bond  or  therwise,  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  to  save  the  City  harmless 
from  any  loss  that  may  occur  or  damages  that  may  be  done  while  exercising  the 
privilege  granted  in  such  permit. 

Sec.  223.  To  persons,  firms  or  corporations  engaged  in  a business  requiring  the 
frequent  or  constant  hoisting  or  lowering  of  merchandise  or  tnaterials,  the  Bureau 
of  Licenses  shall,  on  the  filing  of  such  satisfactory  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  as  aforesaid,  and  on  the  payment  of  a fee  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  grant  a general  permit  to  such  persons,  firms  or  corporations,  permitting 
them  to  hoist,  raise  or  lower  the  goods,  property,  merchandise  or  materials  therein 
described  on  the  outside  of  any  and  all  buildings  for  the  term  of  one  year  thereafter. 
Nothing  in  this  subdivision  contained  shall  affect  the  right,  in  any  case,  to  obtain  a 
single  permit  under  subdivision  1. 

Sec.  224.  In  every  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons,  firms  or  corporations, 
while  engaged  in  such  hoisting  or  lowering  over  any  sidewalk,  roadway  or  public 
place,  to  give  warning  on  such  sidewalk,  roadway  or  public  place,  by  two  conspicuous 
flags  or  placards,  on  which  shall#be  inscribed  in  letters  at  least  six  inches  long,  the 
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word  “danger.”  For  every  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision,  there  shall  be  a 
penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  recoverable  by  The  City  of  New  York  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  against  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  guilty  of  such  viola- 
tion. (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  205,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Chapter  6. — Contracts. 

Sec.  225.  All  supplies  to  be  furnished  or  work  to  be  done  for  the  Corporation 
of  The  City  of  New  York,  whether  they  are  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  City  Treasury 
or  out  of  trust  moneys  under  the  control  of  or  to  be  assessed  or  collected  by  the 
Corporation,  shall  be  furnished  or  performed  by  contract,  except  as  is  otherwise 
provided  by  law.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  344,  amended.) 

Sec.  226.  The  several  departments  and  officers  empowered  by  law  to  make 
contracts  on  the  part  of  the  Corporation  shall  issue  invitations  for  bids  or  proposals 
therefor  by  public  notices,  and  shall  advertise  the  same  as  provided  by  law  when 
and  after  the  said  public  notice  and  the  terms  of  the  said  contract  shall  have  been 
approved,  as  to  form  by  the  Corporation  Cqunsel.  There  shall  be  kept  by  each  of 
said  departments  an  appropriate  box,  to  be  designated  “bid  box,”  with  a proper 
opening  in  the  top  thereof  to  receive  bids  or  proposals  for  which  invitations  have 
been  issued.  Such  “bid  box”  shall  be  locked,  except  at  such  times  as  it  may  be 
necessary  to  open  the  same  to  examine  and  decide  upon  bids  or  proposals,  and  the 
key  thereof  shall  be  retained  by  the  head  of  the  department.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  head  of  the  department  to  deposit  in  said  box  the  bids  or  proposals  duly 
presented  to  him  for  work  to  be  done  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  department,  immediately  on  the  receipt  thereof  by  him.  (Id.,  sec.  345, 
amended.) 

Sec.  227.  The  invitations  for  bids  or  proposals  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  department  making  the  same,  and  as  shall  be  approved  as  to 
form  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  they  shall  contain  the  following  particulars: 

1.  They  shall  require  that  the  person  making  the  bid  or  proposal  shall  furnish 
the  same  in  a sealed  envelope  to  the  head  of  the  appropriate  department,  at  his 
office,  on  or  before  a day  and  hour  herein  named,  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  from 
the  first  publication  thereof. 

2.  They  shall  state  the  quantity  and  quality  of  supplies,  or  the  nature  and  ex- 
tent, as  near  as  possible,  of  the  work  required,  or  a reference  to  specifications  or 
schedules  where  the  quantity  and  quality  of  supplies,  or  the  nature  and  extent,  as 
near  as  possible,  of  the  work,  is  stated. 

3.  They  shall  state  that  the  bids  or  proposals  received  will  be  publicly  opened 
by  the  head  of  the  department  issuing  the  public  notice,  at  his  office,  at  a day  and 
hour  therein  mentioned. 

4.  They  shall  state  the  amount  in  which  security  is  required  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  contract. 
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5.  They  shall  state  the  time  or  period  within  which  the  work  must  be  done  or 
the  supplies  furnished.  (Id.,  sec.  346,  amended.) 

Sec.  228.  Each  bid  or  proposal  shall  contain: 

1.  The  name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  person  or  party  making  the  same. 

2.  The  names  of  all  persons  or  parties  interested  with  the  bidder  therein,  and 
if  no  other  person  or  party  be  so  interested  the  bid  or  proposal  shall  distinctly  state: 
that  fact. 

3.  A statement  that  the  bid  or  proposal  is  made  without  any  connection  with 
any  other  person  or  party  making  the  bid  or  proposal  for  the  same  purpose,  and  that 
the  bid  or  proposal  is  in  all  respects  fair  and  without  collusion  or  fraud. 

4.  A statement  that  no  member  of  the  Municipal  Assembly,  head  of  a Depart- 
ment, chief  of  a Bureau,  deputy  thereof,  or  Clerk  therein,  School  Commissioner  or 
other  officer  of  the  corporation  is  directly  or  indirectly  interested  therein,  or  in  the  _ 
supplies  or  the  work  to  which  it  relates,  or  any  portion  of  the  profits  thereof,  either 
as  principal,  surety  or  otherwise.  (Id.,  sec.  347,  amended). 

Sec.  229.  Each  bid  or  proposal  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation,  in 
writing,  of  the  party  making  the  bid  or  proposal,  that  the  several  matters  stated 
therein  are  in  all  respects  true,  and  if  the  bid  or  proposal  be  made  by  a firm  it  shall 
be  verified  by  each  and  every  member  of  the  firm.  (Id.,  sec.  348,  amended). 

Sec.  230.  Each  bid  or  proposal  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  consent,  in  writing,  * 
of  two  (2)  householders  or  freeholders  in  The  City  of  New  York,  or  of  a responsible 
guaranty  or  surety  company  duly  authorized  by  law  to  act  as  surety,  to  the  effect 
that  if  the  contract  be  awarded  to  the  person  or  party  making  the  bid  or  proposal 
they  or  it  will,  upon  its  being  so  awarded,  become  bound  as  his  or  its  sureties  for 
its  faithful  performance,  and  that  if  he  shall  omit  or  refuse  to  execute  the  same  they' 
or  it  will  pay  to  the  corporation  any  difference  between  the  sum  to  which  he  would 
be  entitled  upon  its  completion  and  that  which  the  corporation  may  be  obliged  to 
pay  to  the  person  to  whom  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  at  any  subsequent  letting; 
the  amount  of  security  in  each  case  to  be  calculated  upon  the  estimated  cost  of^the 
work  to  be  done  or  of  the  supplies  to  be  furnished  by  which  the  bids  are  tested. 
(Id.,  sec.  349,  amended). 

Sec.  231.  The  consent  mentioned  in  the  last  section  shall  be  accompanied  by 
the  oath  or  affirmation,  in  writing,  of  each  of  the  persons  signing  the  same  that  he 
is  a householder  or  freeholder  in  The  City  of  New  York  and  is  worth  the  amount 
of  the  security  required  for  the  completion  of  the  contracts  and  stated  in  the  bids 
or  proposals,  over  and  above  all  his  debts  of  every  nature,  and  over  and  above  his 
liabilities  as  bail,  surety  or  otherwise,  and  that  he  has  offered  himself  as  a surety  in 
good  faith  and  with  an  intention  to  execute  the  bond  required  by  law;  and  a like 
affidavit  shall  be  required  of  the  proper  officers  of  any  such  guaranty  or  surety  com- 
pany, setting  forth  the  name  of  the  company,  the  title  of  the  act  or  laws  under  which 
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it  is  incorporated,  the  date  when  incorporated,  a statement  that  it  is  authorized  to 
do  business  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  is  authorized  under  its 
charter  to  execute  the  said  bond  or  undertaking  and  to  guarantee  the  obligations  as- 
sumed in  the  bid  or  proposal  and  according  to  the  contract  and  referred  to  in  the 
bids  or  proposals;  a true  and  correct  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
company  at  its  last  accounting,  which  shall  have  been  made  within  a period  of  one 

year,  and  of  any  changes  in  its  condition  that  impairs  or  affects  its  financial  liability 

* 

or  status.  (Id.,  sec.  350,  amended.) 

Sec.  232.  The  sealed  envelope  containing  the  bid  or  proposal  shall  be  indorsed 
with  the  name  or  names  of  the  person  or  party  presenting  the  same,  the  d*ate  of  its 
presentation  and  a statement  of  the  work  to  which  it  relates;  and  no  bid  or  proposal 
shall  be  taken  from  the  “bid  box,”  or  the  sealed  envelope  thereof  opened  by  any 
one,  except  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  herein  designated  for  deciding  on  such  bids 
or  proposals.  At  the  same  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose  in  the  public 
notice  as  prescribed  in  this  ordinance,  the  head  of  the  Department,  or  other  officers 
empowered  to  make  the  contract,  in  the  presence  of  the  Comptroller  or  his  duly  au- 
thorized representative,  and  such  of  the  parties  making  the  said  bid  or  proposals 
as  may  desire  to  be  present,  shall  then  and  there  open  the  said  bid  box,  and  the 
bids  or  proposals  to  be  examined  at  that  time,  as  may  appear  from  the  indorsements 
thereon,  shall  be  taken  from  said  box.  The  said  head  of  Department,  or  his  deputy, 
shall  then  and  there  publicly  open  and  read  all  bids  or  proposals  which  may  have 
been  received  for  the  contract  mentioned  in  such  public  notice,  and  shall  reject  all 
bids  or  proposals  not  furnished  in  conformity  with  the  law  and  the  ordinances  re- 
lating thereto  and  the  requirements  thereof.  The  award  of  the  contract  shall  be 
made  according  to  law  (Id.,  sec.  351,  amended). 

Sec.  233.  When  public  notices  are  issued  for  a contract  to  furnish  any  article  of 
which  a sample  can  conveniently  be  furnished  or  for  which  specifications  and  plans  can 
be  prepared  and  furnished  within  the  time  allowed,  the  head  of  the  department  issuing 
the  same  may  require  that  such  sample  or  specifications  and  plans  be  delivered  at 
his  office  or  at  the  office  of  the  head  of  the  appropriate  bureau  of  the  department 
within  such  time  before  the  opening  of  the  bids  or  proposals  as  he  may  prescribe; 
and  if  it  or  they  be  not  so  furnished,  or  do  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
public  notices  and  of  the  specifications  and  requirements  issued  by  the  department 
for  the  said  article,  the  bid  or  proposal  delivered  by  the  person  or  party  furnishing 
or  omitting  to  furnish  the  same,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  rejected.  Wherever 
samples  are  required  to  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  the.  head  of  the  -department, 
at  least  ten  (10)  days  shall  be  given  for  the  furnishing  of  such  sample  and  for  the 
preparation  and  furnishing  of  such  specifications  and  plans  (Id.,  sec.  352,  amended). 

Sec.  234.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  in  all  contracts  for  work  for 
the  corporation  where  provision  is  made  for  the  payment  of  the  contract  price  by 
installments,  a provision  shall  be  inserted  that  the  corporation  may  retain,  and  the 
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contractor  shall  allow  to  be  retained,  at  least  ten  (10)  per  cent,  of  the  contract  price 
of  the  work  actually  done  as  security  until  the  whole  work  shall  be  completed  and 
the  contract  shall  be  fully  and  completely  performed  (Id.,  sec.  353,  amended). 

Sec.  235.  In  all  contracts  for  the  performance  of  work  or  the  furnishing  of 
supplies,  the  time  or  period  for  the  completion  of  such  work  and  the  furnishing  and 
delivery  of  such  supplies  shall  be  specified  and  inserted  therein  (Id.,  sec.  354, 
amended). 

Sec.  236.  In  all  contracts  for  public  works  or  supplies,  and  agreements  in  rela- 
tion thereto,  by  which  the  City  shall  be  liable  to  pay  money,  the  award,  if  any,  must 
be  to  the  lowest  bidder  unless  the  Board  of  Estimate,  by  the  vote  of  a majority  of 
its  members,  of  whom  the  Mayor  and  Comptroller  shall  be  two,  shall  determine 
that  it  is  for  the  public  interests  that  a bid  other  than  the  lowest  should  be  accepted. 
No  contract  shall  be  made  until  the  Comptroller  certifies  thereon  that  the  neces- 
sary funds  are  provided  and  applicable  thereto  (sec.  416,  par.  13,  the  Greater  New 
York  Charter). 

Sec.  237.  In  all  contracts  for  work  for  the  corporation  upon  any  public  build- 
ing, or  in  any  public  street  or  place,  in  the  performance  of  which  accidents  or  in- 
juries may  happen  to  the  person  or  property  of  another,  a provision  shall  be  inserted 
that  the  contractor  shall  place  proper  guards  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  and 
shall  put  up  and  keep  at  night  suitable  and  sufficient  lights  during  the  performance 
of  the  work;  and  that  he  will  indemnify  the  corporation  for  damages  or  costs  to 
which  it  may  be  put  by  reason  of  injury  to  the  person  or  property  of  another  result- 
ing from  negligence  or  carelessness  in  the  performance  of  the  work  (Id.,  sec.  355, 
amended). 

Sec.  238.  Every  contract  for  supplies  or  work  by  the  corporation  shall  be  exe- 
cuted by  the  contractor  or  contractors  to  whom  the  same  may  be  awarded,  and  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a bond  in  the  amount  mentioned  in  the  public  notice  therefor, 
executed  by  the  persons  or  company  consenting  to  become  bound  as  sureties,  or 
by  such  other  persons  or  company  as  shall  be  substituted  therefor,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Comptroller,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract  and  of 
every  provision  therein  contained,-  and  which  bond  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
oath  in  writing  or  the  person  signing  the  same  that  each  is  a householder  or  free- 
holder in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  of  the  person  or  any  officer  of  such  company 
that  he  or  it  is  worth  the  amount  of  the  security  required  for  the  completion  of 
the  contract,  and  stated  in  the  public  notice  as  hereinbefore  prescribed.  And  it  shail 
be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  require  such  sureties  to  be  further  examined 
before  himself  or  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  deputed  by  him,  in  re- 
spect to  the  items  and  details  of  their  property,  before  approving  the  adequacy  and 
sufficiency  of  such  sureties,  and  the  several  departments  of  the  City  government 
and  officers  aforesaid  by  which  every  and  each  contract  for  work  to  be  done  or  sup- 
plies to  be  furnished  for  the  corporation  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  of  this  ordi- 
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nance,  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  require  and  enforce  the  faithful 
execution  of  each  and  every  contract  so  made  by  them;  and  in  case  the  contractor 
or  contractors  shall  fail  in  any  respects  to  perform  the  work  or  to  furnish  the  sup- 
plies which  he  or  they  have  contracted  to  render  or  furnish  within  the  time  limited  for 
the  performance  of  the  same,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  department  or  officers 
aforesaid  to  do  and  complete  the  same  work  or  to  furnish  and  deliver  the  said  sup- 
plies in  the  manner  provided  for  the  performance  of  the  same  in  the  contract,  and 
the  cost  of  the  same  shall  be  charged  against  the  delinquent  contractor  or  con- 
tractors; provided,  however,  that  the  head  of  any  department  or  officer  aforesaid 
by  whom  any  such  contract  shall  be  made  may,  on  good  and  sufficient  cause,  extend 
for  a reasonable  time  the  period  fixed  for  the  completion  thereof  (Id.,  sec.  356, 
amended). 

Sec.  239.  Whenever  any  contract  shall  be  made  hereafter  by  any  of  the  depart- 
ments or  officers  aforesaid  of  the  corporation,  the  amount  whereof  is  to  be  after- 
ward collected  by  assessment  from  the  property  benefited  by  the  work  to  be  done 
under  said  contract,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  department  or  officers  afore- 
said making  such  contracts  to  cause  to  be  inserted  therein  a clause  that,  as  the 
work  progresses,  payments  will  be  made  to  the  contractors  by  monthly  installments 
of  seventy  per  cent.  (70%)  on  the  work  performed,  provided  the  amount  of  work 
done  on  each  installment  shall  amount  to  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($1,500);  and  the  head  of  department  making  such  contracts  shall  forthwith  file  a 
copy  thereof  with  the  Comptroller  (Id.,  sec.  357). 

Sec.  240.  The  amount  due  contractors  on  all  contracts,  and  on  work  now  in 
progress  under  contracts,  on  account  of  regulating  and  paving  streets,  building 
sewers,  ordered  to  be  done  by  contract,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  law  or  ordi- 
nances of  the  Municipal  Assembly,  the  expense  whereof  is  to  be  assessed  upon 
property  locally  benefited  thereby,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Comptroller  from  the  Street 
Improvement  Fund;  but  no  money  shall  be  paid  on  account  of  said  assessments  or 
contracts  until  a copy  of  the  original  contracts  has  been  filed  with  the  Comptroller 
of  the  City  by  the  head  of  the  Department  having  such  work  in  charge,  with  a cer- 
tificate in  writing  from  the  head  of  such  Department,  stating  the  amount  of  work 
that  has  been  completed  and  the  amount  due  the  contractor  for  such  work  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  the  original  contract;  upon  the  amount  thus  certified  and  ascer- 
tained to  be  due  to  the  contractor,  the  Comptroller  shall  pay  seventy  per  cent.  (70 
per  cent.).  The  remaining  thirty  per  cent.  (30  per  cent.)  shall  be  reserved  until 
thirty  days  after  the  final  completion  and  acceptance  of  the  work  (Id.,  sec.  358, 
amended). 

Sec.  241.  Whenever  any  payment  shall  become  due  upon  any  contract,  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  thereof  or  in  accordance  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  Department  or  officer  aforesaid  hav- 
ing such  work  in  charge  to  furnish  to  the  person  or  party  entitled  to  such  payments 
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a certificate,  in  writing,  specifying  the  contract  upon  which  such  payment  is  due 
and  the  amount  due  under  such  contract  (Id.,  sec.  360,  amended). 

Sec.  242.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  on  the  presentation  of  such 
certificate  to  him  to  pay  the  amount  thereof  and  indorse  such  payment  upon  the 
contract  on  account  of  which  such  payment  is  made;  but  no  payment  shall  be  made 
under  such  contract  beyond  the  amount  of  such  certificate,  and  the  final  payment 
thereon  shall  not  be  made  until  the  head  of  Department  or  officer  aforesaid  having 
such  work  in  charge  shall  furnish  the  Comptroller,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his 
office,  a certificate  signed  by  the  head  of  such  Department  or  officer  aforesaid,  that 
the  work  mentioned  in  such  contract  has  been  completed  according  Jo  the  terms 
of  said  contract,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  head  of  Department  giving  such 
certificate  (Id.,  sec.  362,  amended). 

Sec.  243.  Each  and  every  contractor  shall  be  required  to  have  an  affidavit  from 
the  surveyor,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  work  done  of  every  description  that  may 
be  charged  in  each  bill  or  assessment  list  of  said  contract,  and  said  affidavit  shall 
be  attached  to  said  assessment  list.  The  Inpector  shall  also  furnish  an  affidavit 
attached  to  each  contract  that  the  work  is  done  according  to  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, said  affidavit  to  be  attached  to  each  assessment  list  before  presented  for 
confirmation  (Id.,  sec.  363). 

Sec.  244.  No  payment  shall  be  made  by  the  Comptroller  for  work  done  or  sup- 
plies furnished  except  upon  proper  vouchers  rendered  by  the  head  of  the  appropriate 
Department,  or  other  proper  officer,  Board  or  Commission  for  whom  such  work 
^vas  done  or  supplies  furnished.  Such  vouchers  shall  be  made  out  in  duplicate,  and 
shall  contain  the  certificates  of  such  subordinate  officers  as  the  head  of  the  De- 
partment and  the  Comptroller  may  require,  and  shall  be  of  such  form  and  purport 
as  the  Comptroller  shall  prescribe,  and  also  a certificate  of  the  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment. One  of  the  duplicate  vouchers  shall  be  retained  in  the  Department  or  office 
by  which  the  vouchers  are  rendered,  and  the  other  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  De- 
partment, of  Finance  for  payment.  A receipt  for  the  amount  paid  shall  be  taken 
upon  the  vouchers  sent  to  the  Department  of  Finance  (Id.,  sec.  397,  amended). 

Sec.  245.  All  old  and  waste  material  under  the  care  of  any  Department  shall 
be  sold  from  time  to  time,  as  it  may  be  deemed  best  for  the  public  interest  so  to  do, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  the  sale  of  such  material  to  be  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  the  head  of  the  Department  or  Bureau  having  charge  of 
such  material,  the  proceeds  therefor  to  be  collected  by  said  head  of  Department  or 
Bureau  and  transmitted  within  twenty-four  hours  by  him  to  the  Comptroller  for 
deposit  in  the  City  Treasury,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided  (Id.,  sec.  368, 
amended). 

Sec.  246.  All  meetings  of  the  Boards  or  Commissions  constituting  Departments 
of  the  City  Government  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  the  transaction  of  public  bust- 
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ness,  shall  be  held  openly,  and  shall  in  all  cases  be  accessible  to  the  public.  Such 
meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  each 
of  such  departments,  and  due  notice  thereof  shall  be  published  daily  in  the  “City 
Record”  (Id.,  sec.  369). 

Chapter  7 — Ordinances  and  By-Laws  Relating  to  Territory  Less  in  Extent  than  the 

Entire  City. 

Article  1. — Ordinances  Relating  Solely  to  the  Borough  of  Manhattan. 

Sec.  247.  The  Sixth  avenue  Railroad  Company,  or  any  lessee  of  its  property, 
shall  run  cars  over  so  much  of  its  route  as  continues  from  West  Third  street  and 
Sixth  avenue  to  Carmine  street,  to  Varick  street,  to  Watts  street,  to  the  Desbrosses 
street  ferry  and  return,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  5 o’clock  a.  m.  and  7 o’clock  p.  m.,  under  a penalty 
of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  violation  of  this  ordinance.

Sec.  249.  No  areas,  steps,  courtyards  or  other  projections,  except  show  win- 
dows not  exceeding  eighteen  inches  in  width,  and  signs  not  projecting  more  than 
twelve  inches  from  the  house  line,  shall  hereafter  be  built,  erected  or  made  upon 
Broadway  to  the  South  of  Fifty-ninth  street,  Manhattan  Borough,  and  all  buildings 
hereafter  erected  shall  conform  to  and  be  upon  the  street  line  of  such  street.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  330,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  250.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  hereafter  make,  build  or  erect  any 
area,  steps,  stoop,  courtyard  or  other  projection  in  contravention  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  shall  in  addition  thereto  be  liable  for  a pen- 
alty of  ten  dollars  for  such  offense  and  for  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  that 
such  offense  shall  continue.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec..'  331.) 

Sec.  251.  No  areas,  steps,  courtyards  or  other  projections,  except  show  win- 
dows not  exceeding  eighteen  inches  in  width,  and  signs  not  projecting  more  than 
twelve  inches  from  the  house  line,  shall  hereafter  be  built,  erected  or  made  upon 
Fourteenth  street,  between  Broadway  and  Sixth  avenue,  Manhattan  Borough.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  332,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  252.  Any  person  who  shall  hereafter  make,  build  or  erect  any  area,  steps,, 
stoop,  courtyard  or  other  projection  in  contravention  of  the  preceding  section  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  in  addition  thereto  be  liable 
for  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  such  offense,  and  for  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  that  such  offense  shall  continue.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  332A.) 

Sec.  253.  No  furniture,  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  other  article  or  thing  what- 
ever shall  be  sold  at  auction  or  exposed  for  sale  by  any  auctioneer,  his  agent  or 
servant,  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons,  upon  the  sidewalks  of  Chatham  square, 
Manhattan  Borough,  between  James  street  and  Catharine  street,  under  the  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  seller, 
auctioneer  or  his  agent  or  servant,  or  any  other  person  or  persons  offending,  jointly 
and  severalty.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  646,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  254.  No  auctioneer  or  other  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  at  public 
auction  or  vendue,  any  dry  goods,  hardware,  woodenware,  tinware,  earthenware, 
chinaware,  glassware,  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  of  any  description,  or  any  other 
article  whatever,  by  retail  or  in  small  parcels  or  pieces,  in  Chatham  square,  Manhat- 
tan Borough,  between  James  street  and  Catharine  street  aforesaid,  under  the  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  seller,  auction- 
eer or  his  agent  or  servant,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  647,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  255.  Licensed  venders  are  hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to  stand  with 
their  wagons  every  Saturday  evening  until  midnight  on  both  sides  of  Ninth  and  Co- 
lumbus avenues,  Manhattan  Borough,  in  the  carriageway,  and  without  obstructing 
the  intersecting  streets,  between  the  north  side  of  Thirty-eighth  street  and  the  south- 
erly side  of  One  Hundred  and  Eighth  street  and  Columbus  avenue,  provided  the  said 
avenues  be  cleaned  thoroughly  by  said  venders  immediately  after  12  o’clock  every 
Saturday  night.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  651,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  256.  Licensed  venders  are  hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to  stand  with 
their  wagons  every  Saturday  evening  until  midnight  on  both  sides  of  Tenth  avenue, 
Manhattan  Borough,  in  the  carriageway  and  without  obstructing  the  intersecting 
streets,  within  the  blocks  from  Forty-ninth  to  Fifty-third  street,  provided  the  said 
avenue  be  cleaned  thoroughly  by  said  venders  immediately  after  12  o’clock  every 
Saturday  night  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  652,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  257.  No  person  shall  raise  or  fly  any  kite  in  any  street,  lane,  avenue  or 
public  place  in  Manhattan  Borough  to  the  southward  of  Fourteenth  street,  under  the 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  663,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Article  2 — Ordinances  Relating  Solely  to  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

Sec.  258.  The  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Elec- 
tricity shall  grant  licenses  to  such  persons  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  who  shall  have 
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a bond  executed  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  for  the  payment  for  the  water  to  the 
Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  and  who  will  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions of  this  ordinance,  for  permission  to  use  Ridgewood  water  from  such  of  the 
public  hydrants  as  may  be  designated  by  said  Department,  for  the  purpose  of  sprinkling 
the  streets  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  1,  art.  X.,  sec.  3.) 

Sec.  259.  Every  person  who  shall  thus  obtain  a license  shall  pay  to  the  Department 
of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for  every  hundred  gal- 
lons that  shall  be  respectively  used  by  them  for  such  purposes,  the  payments  to 
be  made  monthly  under  oath.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  1,  art.  X.,  sec.  4.) 

Sec.  260.  The  annual  license  fee  for  each  street  or  horse  car  daily  operated  or 
used  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  shall  be  twenty  dollars.  Every  railroad  company 
operating  or  using  such  cars  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  cer- 
tify to  the  City  Clerk  the  avarage  number  of  cars  daily  operated  and  used  by  said 
company,  which  certificate  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  one  of  the  managing  officers 
of  said  company,  and  every  such  railroad  company  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  oi 
July  in  each  year,  pay  to  the  City  Chamberlain  the  license  fees  so  established  for  the 
average  number  of  cars  so  operated  and  used  by  said  company.  The  payment  of  said 
fees  shall  not  relieve  said  companies  from  their  obligations  to  keep  streets  and  avenues 
or  parts  thereof  in  repairs.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  I.,  sec.  4.) 

Sec.  261.  No  person  shall  run  or  cause  or  permit  to  run  or  be  interested  in  run- 
ning any  line  of  stages,  omnibuses  or  other  vehicles  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for 
hire  upon  any  of  the  streets  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  without  first  obtaining  a 
license  fixing  the  route  upon  which  the  same  shall  run,  under  a penalty  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  day  that  such  line  shall  be  run  without  such  license.  (Brooklyn  Ords., 
ch.  2,  art.  2,  sec.  6.) 

Sec.  262.  No  person  shall  drive  any  railroad  car  for  carrying  passengers  in  any  of 
the  streets  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  unless  he  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  a resident 
of  this  State  for  one  year  and  of  the  City  for  four  months,  and  have  obtained  a license 
from  the  Mayor  for  such  purpose,  under  a penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such 
offense,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  railroad  car,  and  from  such 
driver,  both  or  either.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  1.) 

Sec.  263.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  licenses  from  time  to  time  to 
drivers  of  such  cars,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  suspennd  and  revoke  the 
same  whenever  he  may  deem  it  expedient;  and  every  driver  of  such  car  shall,  on  re- 
ceiving his  license,  pay  therefor  to  the  Mayor  for  the  use  of  the  City,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar,  which  will  entitle  every  such  driver  to  drive  one  such  car  for  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  license;  and  every  renewal  thereof  shall  be  fifty  cents,  payable  in  like 
manner  and  for  like  purpose  to  the  Mayor.  All  drivers  thus  licensed  shall  wear  a 
badge  bearing  the  number  of  said  license,  the  said  badge  to  be  furnished  by  the  City 
with  the  license,  and  for  which  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  obtaining  the 
license.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  2.)

Sec.  264.  The  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  city  railroad  companies  to  the  City  for 
running  their  cars  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  shall  be  calculated  on  the  average 
number  of  cars  run  annually  on  each  route,  respectively,  excluding  the  extra  cars 
run  on  holidays.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  3.) 

Sec.  265.  The  Mayor  shall  have  the  power,  upon  any  complaint  made  to  him,  to 
require  any  car  conductor  or  driver  to  appear  before  him,  upon  a notice  of  at  least 
twenty-four  hours,  and  if,  upon  investigation  and  examination  of  witnesses,  he  shall 
adjudge  that  said  conductor  or  driver  has  been  guilty  of  insolence,  extortion,  reckless  or 
other  improper  conduct,  he  shall  notify  the  president  of  the  company  in  whose  employ- 
ment such  conductor  or  driver  may  be  of  such  determination,  and  thereafter  such  con- 
ductor or  driver  shall  not  act  as  such  without  the  permission  of  the  Mayor.

Sec.  267.  Conductors,  drivers  or  other  employees  are  prohibited  from  eating  their 
meals  in  or  upon  any  car  or  other  public  conveyance  while  making  a trip.  (Brooklyn 
Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  6.) 

Sec.  268.  No  car  shall  be  used  by  any  of  the  railroad  companies  upon  their  respective 
routes  which  may  have  a broken  window  or  door,  or  insufficient  fastening,  or  be  other- 
wise damaged,  longer  than  during  the  day  such  break,  insufficient  fastening  or  damage 
may  occur,  nor  shall  any  bell,  rope  or  indicator  rope  on  each  car  be  so  aranrged  as  to 
hang  over  either  platform  thereof  from  the  roof  thereof.  The  penalty  for  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  ten  dollars  for  each  car  for  each  and  every  day  said 
car  is  operated  in  violation  thereof.

Sec.  269.  All  railroad  cars  shall  be  distinctly  numbered,  both  inside  and  outside, 
and  the  cars  of  different  routes  running  in  part  on  the  same  track  shall  be  distinguished 
by  a difference  of  color,  and  the  appropriate  lettering  to  indicate  the  streets  or  routes 
upon  which  the  same  run ; and  in  the  night  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  sufficiently  distinguished 
by  the  form  or  color  of  their  signal  lights,  so  as  to  prevent  the  cars  of  different  routes 
being  mistaken  for  each  other.

Sec.  270.  No  person  who  shall  be  indecent  or  scandalous  in  behavior,  or  filthy  or 
foul  in  person,  shall  be  carried  in  the  cars;  nor  shall  any  conductor  allow  any  such 
person  to  remain  in  the  cars.

Sec.  275.  Xfre  Brooklyn  City  Railroad  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regula- 
tions: 1.  There  shall  be  at  all  times  when  practicable,  between  the  hours  of  6.30  a.  m. 
and  12.30  at  night,  from  the  15th  of  November  to  the  1st  of  May,  and  the  hours  of 
5.15  a.  m.  and  12.30  at  night  in  the  other  months,  cars  running  on  the  respective 
routes  of  the  said  company  from  the  ferries  to  their  respective  depots  as  the  public 
travel  shall  require;  and  beyond  the  respective  depots  of  the  said  routes  and  on 
Hamilton  avenue  the  said  company  shall  run  cars  at  such  times  as  shall  be  required 
by  the  Mayor.

Sec.  276.  Cars  stopping  at  a street  intersection  shall  stop  at  the  further  walk 
thereof,  so  that  the  cars  shall  not,  when  stopped,  interfere  with  the  travel  on  the 
cross  streets.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V'.,  sec.  15.) 

Sec.  277.  Cars  shall  not  be  driven  at  a greater  rate  than  five  miles  per  hour. 
(Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  16.) 

Sec.  278.  The  said  railroad  companies  shall  provide  for  every  street  car  run  in 
the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  on  and  after  May  1,  1883,  a conductor  as  well  as  a driver; 
and  no  car  shall  be  run  without  a conductor  as  well  as  a driver.  (Brooklyn  Ords., 
ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  17.) 

Sec.  279.  The  said  companies  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for 
any  violation  on  their  part  of  any  provision  of  this  article;  and  any  conductor,  driver 
or  other  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  article  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  of 
ten  dollars.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  18,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  280.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police  to  daily  report  any 
violations  of  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  appertaining  to  railroads  or  other 
public  conveyances  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  to  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
(Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  19.) 

Sec.  281.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company  to  lay  more  than  a 
single  track  on  any  street  or  highway  when  the  roadway  of  such  street  or  highway 
shall  not  exceed  thirty  feet  in  width.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  2o;adopted 
October  15,  1894.) 

Sec.  282.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  or  either  of  the  street  surface  railroads 
or  corporations  within  the  limits  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  or  their  officers, 
agents  or  servants,  to  cause  or  allow  any  snow  plough,  sweeping  machine  or  other 
similar  instrument  to  pass  over  or  to  propel  the  same  over  the  tracks  or  lines  occu- 
pied or  used  by  them  within  the  said  limits  unless  by  the  express  permission  in  that 
behalf  to  be  granted  to  them  by  the  Mayor.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  20;

Sec.  283.  Any  of  the  said  companies,  proprietors  or  corporations  who  shall  vio- 
late the  provisions  of  fhe  above  section  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  the  officers,  agents  or  servants  of  such 
companies,  proprietors  or  corporations  who  shall  violate  the  said  provisions  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.  (Brook- 
lyn Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  21;  adopted  December  23,  1895.) 

Sec.  284.  No  such  permit  or  renewal  thereof  shall  be  granted,  unless  upon  the 
express  condition  and  agreement,  to  be  assented  to  on  the  part  of  the  company, 
proprietor  or  corporation  applying  for  such  permit  or  renewal,  that  in  case  of  any 
fall  of  snow  so  deep  that  the  throwing  up  of  the  snow  by  any  such  snow  plough  or 
machine  will  render  the  highway  unsafe  for  travel,  or  make  inconvenient  the  ap- 
proach to  the  curbstone,  then,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  any  such  fall  of  snow,

and  shall  and  will  keep  the  crosswalks  and  crossings  at  the  intersection  of  streets 
and  avenues  free  and  unobstructed  from  snow,  and  that  such  snow  plough,  sweeping 
machine  or  other  instrument  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  throw  any  snow  or  slush 
on  the  sidewalks  or  buildings,  or  upon  pedestrians  or  others  using  the  street. 
(Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  22;  adopted  December  23,  1895.) 

Sec.  285.  No  such  permit  or  renewal  shall  be  granted  unless  such  company,  pro- 
prietor or  corporation  shall  expressly  covenant,  stipulate  and  agree  that  in  case  of 
his  or  their  failure,  neglect  or  omission  to  remove  and  carry  away  the  snow  to  be 
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thrown  up  by  such  snowplough  or  machine,  and  to  reduce  and  level  the  snow  on  the

street  or  avenue  he  and  they  will  at  the  same  time  remove  the  snow  from  between 
the  tracks  and  rails  of  said  company  and  a space  three  feet  outside  thereof  on  each 
side.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  23;  adopted  December  23,  1895.) 

Sec.  286.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  or  omission  of  any  company,  pro- 
prietor or  corporation  to  whom  such  permit  or  renewal  may  be  granted,  to  remove 
and  carry  away  the  snow  as  herein  provided,  and  to  reduce  and  level  the  snow 
within  or  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  then  the  Borough  President,  by 
the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  may  forthwith  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  reduced 
and  leveled  at  the  public  expense,  and  all  expenses  which  may  be  incurred  therefor 
shall  be  chargeable  upon  the  company,  proprietor  or  corporation  so  neglecting,  re- 
fusing or  omitting  to  perform  his  or  their  agreement,  and  the  same  shall  be  recov- 
erable by  an  action  at  law,  to  be  commenced  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  on  behalf 
of  the  City.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  V.,  sec.  24;  adopted  December  23,  1895.) 

Sec.  287.  The  permission  to  use  such  snowplough,  sweeper  or  similar  machine 
shall  be  determined  by  and  continue  only  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor.  (Brook- 
lyn Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.

Sec.  288.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  having  the  direction,  care,  man- 
agement or  control  of  any  place  of  amusement  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  to  pro- 
cure two  or  more  competent  men  to  be  in  constant  attendance  at  every  exhibition  or 
performance  at  such  place,  at  which  movable  scenery  or  drapery  of  whatever  descrip- 
tion shall  be  used,  and  to  be  then  and  there  well  and  sufficiently  supplied  with  suita- 
ble hose  pipe,  properly  connected  with  an  ample  supply  of  water  under  sufficient 
pressure,  so  as  to  afford  adequate  means  for  the  prompt  extinguishment  of  any  fire 
which  may  occur  in  such  place  of  amusement  at  any  time  during  such  exhibition  or 
performance,  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  every  such  person  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned to  cause  the  said  men  to  be  exclusively  occupied  with  adequate  appliances  in 
protecting  such  places  of  amusement  against  fire.  The  supply  pipes  used  to  furnish 
said  supply  of  water  shall  be  of  the  same  force  as  the  fire  hydrants,  and  shall  be  con- 
nected with  the  street  mains,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  De- 
partment of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity.  Every  person  who  shall  offend 
against  this  section,  or  any  provision  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  "of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  3,  art. 
IV.,  sec.  8.) 
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Sec.  289.  No  person  shall  attempt  to  cross  the  railroad  on  Atlantic  avenue  at 
any  street  crossing  while  the  gates  for  the  protection  of  such  crossings  are  closed,, 
under  a penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  offense,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police 
at  once  to  arrest  any  person  so  offending.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  3,  art.  VII.,  sec.  33.) 

Sec.  290.  Billboards  or  signs  (not  exceeding  two  in  number)  to  advertise  theatri- 
cal performances  or  public  entertainments,  may  be  placed  upon  the  sidewalk  in  front 
of  theatres  and  places  of  public  entertainment  adjacent  to  the  curb,  but  neither  of 
said  billboards  or  signs  shall  occupy  a space  across  he(  street  of  miore  than  nine 
inches,  nor  be  more  than  three  feet  in  width  parallel  to  the  street,  nor  be  less  than 
fifteen  feet  apart.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  3,  art.  VII..  sec.  39.) 

Sec.  291.  No  person  or  persons  shall  erect  or  maintain  within  the  Borough  of 
Brooklyn  any  building,  shed,  or  other  structure  in  which  is  or  shall  be  carried  on 
the  manufacture  of  asphaltum,  unless  such  building,  shed  or  other  structure  shall  first 
have  been  inspected  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Health,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  asphaltum  shall  not  be  permitted  or  conducted  at  any  place  within  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn  without  a special  written  permit  from  the  Department  of 
Health.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or 
either  of  such  provisions,  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  every  such  offense.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  3,  art.  VII.,  sec.  40.) 

Sec.  292.  'Every  railroad  company  operating  or  using  street  railroad  cars,  on 
horse  railroads  or  steam  railroads,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each 
year,  certify  to  the  City  Clerk  the  average  number  of  cars  daily  operated  and  used 
by  said  company,  which  certificate  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  one  of  the  manag- 
ing officers  of  the  said  company,  and  every  such  railroad  company  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  pay  to  the  City  Chamberlain  for  each  of  the  cars  so 
certified  to  be  daily  operated  and  used  by  said  company,  the  license  fee  required  by 
section  — of  this  chapter.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  2,  art.  IV.,  sec.  29,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  293.  No  person  or  persons  shall  erect  or  construct  upon  twenty  feet  on 
each  side  of  the  Bushwick  Avenue  Boulevard  by  law  set  apart  to  be  used  as  court 
yards  only,  any  piazza,  veranda,  covered  or  inclosed  porch,  platform,  or  erection 
other  than  stoops,  steps  or  platforms  with  open  backs  and  sides,  or  railings  not  to 
exceed  seven  feet  in  height,  or  to  extend  upon  said  court  yards  more  than  seven 
feet,  or  of  a greater  width  than  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  a convenient  passage- 
way into  the  houses  or  buildings  to  which  the  same  shall  be  attached;  nor  shall  any 
person  or  persons  dig,  build,  or  construct  any  area  into  said  court  yard.  (Brooklyn 
Ords.,  ch.  6,  sec.  1.) 

Sec.  294.  Any  owner  or  owners  of  property  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  may 
lay  a sidewalk  in  front  of  his,  her  or  their  premises,  of  such  material  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  or  by  the  President  of  the  Borough,  but 
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no  sidewalk  shall  be  so  laid  unless  under  a written  permit  issued  by  the  President  o! 
the  Borough,  which  permit  shall  state  the  kind  of  material  to  be  used  in  forming  such 
sidewalk.  If  bluestone  or  granite  flags  are  to  be  used,  they  shall  be  of  the  following 
dimensions,  to  wit:  Not  less  than  five  feet  in’  length  nor  less  than  three  feet  in 

width,  and  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  in  thickness  at  the  thinnest  part; 
provided,  however,  that  where  the  sidewalk  is  to  be  laid  the  full  width  thereof,  the 
outer  and  inner  courses  of  flags  may  be  of  lesser  length,  but  shall  conform  to  the 
other  courses  in  thickness  and  width,  each  and  every  course  to  be  of  flags  of  a 
uniform  length.  The  specifications  for  flagging  the  sidewalks  of  various  streets  in 
the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  to  be  done  under  public  contracts  shall  apply  to  the  work 
to  be  done  under  any  permit  issued  a 3 aforesaid  in  every  respect,  as  to  quality  of 
stone,  foundation  for_flagging,  filling  of  joints,  regulating  the  grade  of  sidewalks, 
relaying  of  sidewalks  to  full  width,  cleaning  up  rubbish,  defective  work,  condemned 
material,  etc.,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  made  properly  applicable  to  such  private 
work.  The  penalty  for  a violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  be  ten 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  boron^h  Pr^siden*  to  insert  in  all  specifications  for 
flagging  under  proceedings  for  assessing  the  cost  thereof  upon  the  owner  of  the  abutting 
property,  the  following  provisions  : 

“All  flags  laid  under  a contract  of  which  these  specifications  form  a part  shall  be  of 
the  following  dimensions,  to  wit : Not  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  nor  less  than  three 
feet  in  width,  nor  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  in  thickness  at  their  thinnest  part, 
provided,  however,  that  when  the  sidewalk  is  to  be  laid  the  full  width  thereof  the  outer 
and  inner  courses  of  flags  may  be  of  a lesser  length,  but  shall  conform  to  the  other 
courses  in  thickness  and  width,  and  each  and  every  course  shall  be  of  a uniform  length. 
The  flags  shall  be  placed  upon  the  carriageway  or  sidewalk  adjoining  the  premises  in 
front  of  which  such  flagging  is  to  be  done,  and  shall  not  be  placed  in  position  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  inspected  by  some  inspector  authorized  by  the  borough  Presi- 
dent, nor  until  the  bed  for  such  flags  shall  have  been  approved  by  such  inspector.” 
(Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  VII.,  sec.  5,  as  amended  June  8,  1891.) 

Sec.  295.  Any  owner  or  owners  of  property  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  may  lay 
a granolithic,  cement  or  concrete  sidewalk  in  front  of  his,  her  or  their  premises,  but  no 
sidewalfo  shall  be  so  laid  without  a written  permit  issued  by  the  borough  President. 
Whenever  such  sidewalk  is  to  be  laid,  there  shall  be  a foundation  therefor  at  least  twelve 
inches  in  thickness,  composed  of  steam  cinders  or  clean,  sharp  gravel,  resting  on  a firm 
base.  All  material,  composition  and  work  shall  conform  to  specifications  approved  by 
the  borough  President,  on  file  in  his  office ; and  all  provisions  of  these  ordinances  as  to 
the  inspection  of  material  or  work  in  the  flagging  of  sidewalks  or  as  to  the  remedy  to  be 
applied  in  the  case  of  flagging  improperly  laid^shall  equally  apply  to  the  sidewalks  laid 
under  this  section.  (Brooklyn  Ords.,  ch.  7,  sec.  9;  adopted  July  17,  1893.) 
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Article  3 — Ordinances  Relating  Solely  to  That  Portion  of  the  City  Comprising  the 
Former  City  of  Long  Island  City. 

Sec.  296.  No  made  ground  or  ground  formerly  covered  with  salt  or  stagnant  water 
within  Long  Island  City  shall  be  turned  up  or  the  surface  thereof  removed  at  any  time 
between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year,  unless  by  special 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  under  a penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense.  (Long  Island  City  Ords.,  ch.  26,  sec.  1.) 

Sec.  297.  No  street  railroad  operated  within  the  limits  of  Long  Island  City  and 
propelled  by  either  horse  or  electric  power,  shall  permit  its  cars  to  be  run  at  a greater 
speed  than  at  the  rate  of  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  all  violations  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  subject  to  a penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  as  other 
penalties  in  said  ordinance  provided.  (Long  Island  City  Ords.,  ch.  25,  sec.  35.) 

Sec.  298.  From  and  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  no  frame  build- 
ings shall  be  erected  in  that  portion  of  the  First  Ward  of  Long  Island  City,  bounded  on 
the  south  by  Newtown  creek,  on  the  north  by  Nott  avenue,  on  the  west  by  the  East 
River  and  oa  the  east  by  Van  Alst  avenue,  without  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Ald- 
ermen, and  no  frame  buildings  shall  be  used  for  blacksmiths’  shops,  wheelwrights' 
shops,  forges  or  foundries  or  wood  working  establishments  where  fire  or  steam  is  used. 
(Long  Island  City  Ords.,  ch.  31,  sec.  1;  adopted  May  16,  1893.) 

Article  4 — Ordinances  Relating  Solely  to  That  Portion  of  the  City  Comprising  the 
Former  Village  of  New  Brighton. 

Sec.  299.  No  wood  ashes  shall  be  kept  or  deposited  in  any  building  or  yard,  un- 
less in  a close  and  secure  iron,  tin  or  earthen  vessel,  or  in  a brick  or  stone  ash  house, 
under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  offense  and  the  further  penalty  of  one  dol- 
lar for  every  twenty-four  hours  the  same  shall  thereinafter  so  remain  in  violation  of 
this  ordinance.  (Ords.  Village  of  New  Brighton,  art.  VII.,  sec.  1.) 

Sec.  300. — It  shall  be  unlawful  for  persons  to  assemble  in  the  public  park  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  any  kind  of  meetings  or  for  the  purpose  of  playing  any  kind  of 
games  or  sports ; and  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  unlawful  for  any  persons  to  form  any 
procession  or  to  hold  or  take  part  in  any  meeting  or,  assemblage  or  to  join  or  take  part 
in  any  games  or  sports  in  said  park,  or  upon  the  walks  therein  or  surrounding  the  same 
without  the  permission  of  the  Local  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  under  a penalty 
of  five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  imposed  upon  each  person  so  offending. 

Any  person  wantonly  or  maliciously  injuring  any  tree,  shrub  or  flower  in,  or  the 
■ grass  or  grounds  of  said  park,  or  otherwise  injuring,  defacing  or  destroying  the  said 
park,  or  the  trees,  grounds,  shrubs,  flowers,  walks  or  signs  thereof  or  therein,  shall  be 
liable  to  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (Ords.  of  the  Village  of  Port  Rich- 
mond, passed  July  25,  1882.)

Article  5 — Ordinances  Relating  Solely  to  the  Borough  of  Richmond. 

Sec.  301.  Openings  of  Street  or  Sewer — No  person  or  corporation  shall  open 
or  excavate  any  highway  or  place  any  encumbrances  thereupon,  or  open  any  public 
sewer  or  private  sewer  leading  into  a public  sewer,  or  any  private  sewer  in  a public 
street,  or  cause  any  of  the  above  acts  to  be  performed  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond 
without  a permit  issued  by  the  President  of  the  Borough  or  his  duly  authorized 
representative. 

Sec.  302.  Application  for  Permit — Application  for  such  permit  must  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  President  of  the  Borough,  upon  blank  forms  to  be  furnished  by  him, 
such  form  of  application  to  contain  a diagram  of  the  location  affected,  with  the 
dimensions  of  street  surface  to  be  disturbed. 

Sec.  303.  Time — Work  must  be  begun  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  from  the 
time  of  issuance  of  the  permit,  and  be  prosecuted  without  unnecessary  delay  to 
completion. 

Sec.  304.  Refilling  Trenches — Excavations  in  public  streets  shall  be  refilled  by 
the  party  by  whom  such  excavation  was  made,  but  only  under  the  supervision  and 
at  all  times  in  the  presence  of  a City  Inspector  specially  assigned  to  the  work  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Highways,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  see  that  each  and  every  part  of 
the  filling  shall  be  placed  and  thoroughly  rammed  in  layers  of  not  more  than  eight 
<8)  inches  in  depth  up  to  the  level  of  the  bottom  of  the  street  pavement.  The  street 
pavement  shall  be  loosely  and  temporarily  replaced  by  the  party  by  whom  the  exca- 
vation had  been  made,  but  in  such  manner  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Inspector 
shall  be  safe  for  travel. 

Sec.  305.  Guarding — Any  trench  or  opening  or  encumbrance  upon  the  highway 
shall  at  all  times  be  properly  guarded  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  and  be  prop- 
erly lighted  at  night. 

Sec.  306.  Rock  Refills — Wherever  rock  is  excavated  not  more  than  one-third  of 
the  total  excavation  shall  be  refilled  with  the  broken  stone,  which  must  be  in  small 
pieces,  and  replaced  in  such  manner,  mingled  with  clean  earth  or  sand,  as  to  insure 
the  thorough  and  compact  filling  of  all  spaces. 

Sec.  307.  Tunneling— Tunneling  under  crosswalks  and  railroad  tracks  will  not 
be  allowed  at  any  time.  The  bridge  stones  forming  such  crosswalks  must  be  re- 
moved and  placed  out  of  the  way  of  street  traffic,  being  carefully  relaid  and  thor- 
oughly bedded  when  the  work  is  completed. 

Sec.  308.  Extent  of  Street  Opening — At  the  intersection  of  cross  streets  not 
more  than  one-half  of  the  width  of  the  street  shall  be  opened  at  one  time;  the  other 
half  shall  remain  untouched  for  the  accommodation  of  traffic  until  the  first  half  is 
restored  for  safe  use. 

Sec.  309.  Access  to  Hydrants  and  Mail  Boxes — All  work  shall  be  so  prosecikted 
as  not  to  interfere  with  easy  access  to  fire  hydrants  and  United  States  mail  boxes. 
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Sec.  310.  Pavement  Restored  by  City — The  full  restoration  of  the  pavement 
shall  in  all  cases  be  made  by  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  or  persons  having 
contracts  with  the  City  affecting  said  pavement,  which  make  it  their  duty  to  restore 
the  same. 

Sec.  31 1.  Inspection  Fees  for  Back  Filling  of  Trenches — The  fee  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  back  filling  of  any  trench  in  a City  street  or  highway  shall  be  as  follows: 


For  trenches  not  more  than  four  (4)  feet  in  depth,  or  more  than  thirty 

(30)  feet  in  length $2  00 

For  trenches  over  four  (4)  feet  and  under  nine  (9)  feet  in  depth  and  not

For  trenches  of  greater  dimensions  than  the  foregoing Special

Sec.  312.  Sewer  Inspection  and  Fee — Every  sewer  connection  shall  be  made 
under  the  supervision  of  a City  Inspector  of  Sewer  Connections. 

The  fee  for  such  inspection  shall  be  $3,  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  and  credited  to  a special  fund  entitled  “Sewer  Inspection  and  Re- 
pair, Borough  of  Richmond.” 

Sec.  313.  Fees,  Restoration  of  Pavements — Fees  for  the  restoration  of  pave- 
ment shall  be  as  follows,  for  areas  less  than  ten  (10)  square  yards: 

For  restoring  granite  or  other  blocks  or  brick  on  concrete  foundation,

Sec.  314.  Computing  Area  of  Work— The  area  of  surface  to  be  repaved  shall,  in 
all  cases,  be  computed  by  the  President  of  the  Borough  or  his  representative,  from 
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the  diagram  in  the  application,  as  verified  or  corrected  by  comparison  with  the  maps 
and  records  on  file. 

Sec.  315.  Uses  of  Moneys  Paid — All  fees  for  inspection  and  for  restoration  of 
pavements  must  be  paid  by  the  applicant  in  cash  upon  the  issuing  of  the  permit,  and 
a receipt  shall  be  given  therefor.  Regular  return  of  the  money  shall  be  made  to  the 
Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York,  who  shall  credit  it  to  the  special  fund  for 
“Restoring  and  Repaving  Streets  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond.” 

Sec.  316.  Special  Uses  of  Streets  and  Charges — For  special  uses  of  the  streets, 
permits  may  be  issued  and  the  President  of  the  Borough  or  his  representative  may 
require  therefor  as  security  deposit  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  seem  to  him  fair  and 
just;  such  moneys  to  be  deposited  with  the  Finance  Department,  to  be  drawn  upon 
by  the  Comptroller  upon  order  of  the  President  of  the  Borough  after  proper  comple- 
tion of  the  work,  payable  to  the  party  taking  out  the  original  permit,  either  in  full 
or  to  the  amount  of  such  balance  as  may  be  left,  if  it  shall  be  found  necessary  to  use 
said  deposit  for  purpose  of  repairing  damages.  In  the  latter  event  the  amount  re- 
tained shall  be  credited  to  the  fund  drawn  upon  for  making  the  repairs. 

In  general,  such  deposits  shall  be  similar  to  the  following:  No  permit  shall  be 


given  for  over  ninety  (90)  days  without  formal  extension.

Sec.  317.  Consent  of  Corporations — The  applicant  for  a permit  to  move  a build- 
ing on  or  across  streets  where  there  are  car  tracks  or  overhead  wire  construction 
must  obtain  and  file  with  the  application  the  consent  of  the  company  affected. 

Sec.  318.  Gutters  Clear — Storage  of  building  or  other  material  on  the  streets 
will  only  be  permitted  on  express  condition  that  the  gutters  to  the  full  width  of  three 
(3)  feet  shall  be  kept  absolutely  clear  and  free  for  the  passage  of  water;  such  storage 
shall  be  limited  to  the  frontage  of  the  property  mentiond  in  the  application  and  to 
one-third  of  the  width  of  the  street.

Sec.  319.  Sidewalks  Protected^-Where  any  heavy  teaming  is  necessary  across 
sidewalks,  either  the  flagstones  shall  be  removed  and  a clean  dry  walk  maintained, 
or  the  crossing  shall  be  so  thoroughly  protected  with  heavy  planking  as  to  prevent 
injury  thereto  and  present  no  obstruction  to  the  safe  use  of  the  same  by  pedestrians. 

Sec.  320.  Non-interference  with  Traffic,  etc. — All  work  to  be  done  must  be 
carried  on  in  such  manner  as  not  to  unnecessarily  interrupt  business  on  the  streets, 
or  in  any  way  interfere  with  existing  sewers,  piping,  subways,  tracks,  or  other  public 
conveniences  or  utilities  already  laid  under  authority. 
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Sec.  321.  Snow  Removal — The  person  or  corporation  to  whom  a permit  for 
street  opening  is  granted  must  remove  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  all  snow  and 
ice  that  may  fall  or  form  upon  the  street  within  five  feet  upon  either  side  of  the  opening 
- and  keep  the  space  free  from  snow  and  ice  until  the  opening  is  properly  refilled. 

Sec.  322.  Competent  Men — All  work  must  be  carried  out  by  men  competent  and 
skilled  in  their  respective  duties,  and  full  compliance  must  be  given  to  all  laws  af- 
fecting the  work  or  the  employment  of  labor. 

Sec.  323.  Penalties — Failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  of  this  ordi- 
nance by  any  person  or  corporation,  or  failure  to  perform  any  of  the  above  acts  in 
the  manner  prescribed  and  directed  by  ,the  President  of  the  Borough,  or  his  In- 
spectors or  other  duly  appointed  agents,  will  be  punishable  by  the  revocation  of  the 
permit  for  such  work,  the  refusal  to  issue  further  permits  to  the  offending  party  for 
any  purpose  whatever  for  a period  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  forfeiture  of  the 
temporary  security  deposits,  or  any  or  all  of  these  penalties.

Sec.  324.  In  carrying  out  street  improvements  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond, 
where  the  regulation  of  sidewalks  and  curbing  is  affected,  in  all  new  streets  and  in  old 
ones,  where  possible,  unless  serious  difficulties  interfere,  to  be  then  determined  by 
the  President  of  the  Borough,  the  sidewalks  between  street  lines  and  curbs  shall  be

C.  Where  street  is  fifty  (50)  feet  wide  and  less  than  sixty  (60),  feet 12^ 

D.  Where  street  is  sixty  (60)  feet  wide  and  less  than  seventy  (70),  feet. . 15 

E.  Where  street  is  seventy  (70)  feet  wide  and  less  than  eighty  (80),  feet. .. . 1754 

F.  Where  street  is  eighty  (80)  feet  wide  and  less  than  one  hundred  (100), 

feet  20 

G.  Where  street  is  one  hundred  (100)  feet  wide  and  over,  feet 25 


Sec.  325.  For  all  new  sidewalk  pavement  the  footway  shall  be  not  less  than  five 
(5)  feet  in  width,  with  either  flagstones  or  artificial  stone,  in  full  accordance  with  or 
better  than  called  for  in  the  Standard  Specifications  for  this  work,  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond. 

Sec.  326.  All  sidewalks  shall  be  laid  on  a grade  rising  from  top  of  the  curb  one- 
half  (}4)  of  an  inch  to  each  foot  where  only  one  five  (5)  foot  width  of  pavement  is  laid, 
and  of  one-third  (1-3)  of  an  inch  where  the  whole  sidewalk  width  is  to  be  paved.

Article  6 — Ordinance  Relating  Solely  to  the  Borough  of  Queens. 

Sec.  327.  The  thoroughfare  known  as  Hillside  avenue,  from  Madison  avenue, 
Jamaica,  easterly  to  Flushing  avenue,  Hollis,  in  the  Borough  of  Queens,  is  hereby 
designated  as  a speedway,  and  the  driving  of  horses  thereon  at  any  rate  of  speed  is 
hereby  allowed  between  the  hours  of  2 o’clock  p.  m.  and  6 o’clock  p.  m. 

Chapter  8 — Traffic  Regulations. 

Article  1 — Railroads. 

Sec.  328.  Each  and  every  passenger  railroad  car  running  in  the  City  of  New 
York  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  annually  for  a license, 
except  the  one-horse  passenger  cars,  and  the  cars  of  the  Ninth  Avenue  Railroad 
Company,  which  shall  each  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  annually  for  said  licenses 
as  aforesaid,  and  except  such  as  pay  the  sum  of  three  per  cent,  or  over  on  the  gross 
receipts,  or  where  the  franchise  has  been  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  bidder. 
Certificates  of  such  payment  are  to  be  secured  from  the  Mayor  by  the  companies 
operating  such  cars.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  584;  see  authorities  cited.) 

Sec.  329.  Every  certificate  of  payment  of  license  shall  be  affixed  to  some  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  car,  that  it  may  be  inspected  by  the  proper  officer  to  be  desig- 
nated and  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  585.) 

Sec.  330.  For  every  passenger  car  run  upon  any  of  the  railroads  without  the 
proper  certificate  of  license,  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  day  every  such  car  shall  be  so  run,  to  be  recovered 
in  the  same  way  that  other  penalties  are  recovered,  and  the  amount  thereof  to  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  586,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  331.  Every  railroad  car  company  whose  cars  are  propelled  or  driven  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  New  York  shall  provide  each  passenger  car,  baggage  car, 
freight  car,  or  other  vehicle  in  use  of  said  company,  upon  their  tracks  or  the  tracks 
of  other  companies  used  by  them,  within  the  city  limits,  with  a good  light  or  lantern, 
which  shall  be  placed  ip  a conspicuous  position  on  the  front  of  the  car,  and  main- 
tained in  such  position  between  sunset  and  sunrise  of  each  day,  to  warn  persons  of 
the  approach  of  such  car  or  vehicle.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  587,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  332.  Every  such  company  which  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  conform  to  the 
provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  trip  or  part  of  trip  through  the  city  limits  made  by  a car  of  such 
company  that  is  not  provided  with  said  light,  such  penalty  to  be  recovered  in  the  manner 
in  which  other  penalties  are  recovered,  and  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  588,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  333.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company  to  operate  any  cars 
upon  any  portion  of  its  route  in  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  City  of  New  York 
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without  providing  for  the  operation  and  management  of  every  such  car  a conductor 
as  well  as  a driver.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  589.  X 

Sec.  334.  For  every  trip  or  part  of  a trip  made  by  any  car  of  any  street  railway 
company  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance,  the 
company  so  offending  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  trip  or 
part  of  a trip  which  such  car  shall  so  make,  to  be  recovered  through  the  Bureau  of 
Penalties  in  the  same  manner  in  which  other  penalties  are  by  law  recovered.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  590,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  335.  No  person  shall  drive  any  railroad  car,  carrying  passengers,  in  any  of 
the  streets  of  the  City  unless  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age,  a resident  of  this  State 
for  one  year  and  of  the  City  for  four  months,  and  have  obtained  a license  from  the 
Mayor  for  such  purpose,  under  a penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  offense, 
to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  railroad  car,  and  from  such  driver, 
both  or  either.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  591.) 

Sec.  336.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  licenses,  from  time  to  time, 
to  drivers  of  such  cars,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  suspend  and  revoke  the 
same  whenever  he  may  deem  it  expedient;  and  every  driver  of  such  car  shall,  on  re- 
ceiving his  license,  pay  therefor  to  the  Mayor  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  which  will  en- 
title every  such  driver  to  drive  any  such  car  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  such 
license,  and  every  renewal  thereof  shall  be  fifty  cents,  payable  in  like  manner.  Every 
such  driver  shall,  while  at  work,  wear  conspicuously  upon  his  breast  a badge  having 
legibly  engraved  thereon  the  words  “Licensed  Car*  Driver,”  together  with  the  number 
of  his  license,  such  badge  to  be  approved  and  furnished  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Licenses.  All  sums  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  592,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  337.  In  all  cases  where,  by  law,  a passenger  is  entitled  to  be  carried  for  one 
fare  over  the  route  or  routes  of  any  company  or  companies  operating  a street  sur- 
face railroad  or  railway  in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  such  company  or  companies 
shall  require  to  transfer  such  passenger  from  one  car  to  another,  there  shall  be 
conspicuously  posted  and  maintained  by  such  company  or  companies,  on  the  inside 
of  every  car  employed  in  traversing  such  route  or  routes,  a notice  that  a transfer  ticket 
will  be  furnished  without  additional  charge  to  each  and  every  passenger,  who,  having 
paid  one  fare,  desires  to  traverse  such  route  or  routes.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  593.) 

Sec.  338.  Every  violation  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  sub- 
ject such  company  or  companies  to  a penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each'  day  or  part 
thereof  during  which  the  notice  above  povided  for  shall  not  be  posted  and  main- 
tained, as  hereinbefore  required,  in  each  and  every  of  the  cars  included  in  the  preced- 
ing section.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  594,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  339.  The  several  City  railroad  companies  now  running  cars  on  the  surface 
of  any  of  the  streets  in  The  City  of  New  York  are  hereby  directed  and  required  to 
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cause  their  cars  to  be  run  and  operated  on  their  tracks  as  frequently  as  public  con- 
venience may  require,  and  not  less  than  one  car  every  twenty  minutes,  between  the 
hours  of  twelve  midnight  and  six  o’clock  a.  m.,  each  and  every  day,  both  ways,  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  595.) 

Sec.  340.  Each  and  every  company  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  thereby  incur  a penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  neglect  or  refusal.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  596,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  341.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person,  company  or  corporation  operat- 
ing or  controlling  any  railroad  in  the  Twenty-third  or  Twenty-fourth  Wards,  in  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx,  upon  which  cars  are  drawn  by  locomotive  engines  other 
than  those  known  as  “dummies”  to  erect  and  maintain  suitable  and  substantial  gates 
or  doors  on  each  and-  either  side  of  said  railroad,  at  every  point  in  said  borough  at 
which  its  road  or  tracks  cross  any  public  street,  road  or  avenue  at  the  grade  thereof. 
Such  gates  or  doors  shall  be  kept  well  painted  and  in  good  repair,  and  be  attended 
at  all  times  during  the  approach  and  passage  of  cars  or  trains  by  sober,  careful  and 
experienced  men,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  tracks  clear  of  all  horses,  cattle 
and  vehicles,  to  properly  warn  all  persons  against  crossing  said  tracks  during  the 
approach  of  any  train,  locomotive  or  car,  and  to  close  said  gates  or  doors  at  least 
one  minute  before  the  passage  of  any  locomotive,  engine  or  car  over  said  public 
street,  road  or  avenue.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  597,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  342.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  company  or  corporation  operat- 
ing or  controlling  any  railroad  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  to  run  or  allow  to  be 
run  any  locomotive  or  locomotive  and  tender  without  cars  across  any  public  street, 
road  or  avenue  in  said  borough  unless  the  gates  or  doors  at  such  street  crossing  are 
closed  or  down,  or  to  permit  any  locomotive  or  steam  engine,  car,  carriage,  wagon 
or  vehicle  of  any  kind  whatever  to  stand  for  a longer  time  than  five  minutes  on  the 
intersection  caused  by  the  crossing  of  such  railroad  and  any  public  street,  road  or 
avenue  at  the  grade  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  598,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  343.  Every  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  on  the 
part  of  the  president,  directors,  superintendent  or  other  officers  of  any  company  or 
corporation,  or  on  the  part  of  any  person  or  persons  operating  or  controlling  any 
such  railroad,  shall  be  deemed  a misdemeanor,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  offend- 
ing shall  be  punished,  on  conviction  before  any  of  the  City  Magistrates  of  The  City 
of  New  York,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  42  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Charter.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  599.) 

Sec.  344.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company  or  companies  using  the 
tunnel  or  tunnels  in  the  Fourth  avenue,  Manhattan  Borough,  and  for  any  manager, 
employee  or  servant  of  such  company  or  companies,  to  permit  bituminous  coal 
smoke  to  escape  from  any  locomotive  while  in  or  running  through  said  tunnels. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  600,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  345.  Any  company,  manager,  employee  or  servant  of  any  railroad  company 
or  companies,  who  shall  allow  or  suffer  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  to  be  com- 
mitted within  any  of  said  tunnels,  shall  pay  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  and  in  default  of 
payment  of  such  penalty  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  as  provided  by  section 
Ss  of  the  New  York  City  Consolidation  Act  of  1882.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  601.) 

Sec.  346.  Such  penalty  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  action  of  any 
person  injured  by  violation  of  this  ordinance.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  602.) 

Sec.  347.  The  several  railroad  companies  whose  lines  terminate  at  the  port  of 
New  York  may  draw  or  cause  to  be  drawn  their  freight  cars  by  the  use  of  dummy 
engines  furnished  by  the  said  railroads,  or  the  Central  Park,  North  and  East  River 
Railroad  Company  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  hours  of  7 o’clock  in  the 
evening  and  5 o’clock  in  the  morning,  between  the  15th  day  of  April  and  the  15th 
day  of  September,  and  between  the  hours  of  6 o’clock  in  the  evening  and  5.30  o’clock 
in  the  morning,  between  the  15th  day,  of  September  and  the  15th  day  of  April  in  each 
year,  over  the  railroad  tracks  used  by  the  said  Central  Park,  North  and  East  River 
Railroad  Company  on  West  street,  and  from  West  street  to  and  on  the  East  river 
side  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  as  far  as  Grand  street,  with  the  consent  of  said 
company,  and  also  to  lay  down  railroad  tracks  to  and  upon  any  of  the  bulkheads  and 
piers  and  into  warehouses  on  the  North  and  East  rivers  to  connect  with  any  railroad 
tracks  now  laid  on  West  street,  and  also  to' connect  with  any  railroad  tracks  from 
West  street  to  Grand  street  on  or  near  the  East  river  used  by  the  said  Central  Park, 
North  and  East  River  Railroad  Company,  with  the  necessary  branches,  switches  and 
turnouts,  and  to  run  their  freight  cars  thereon,  provided  the  consent  of  the  owners, 
lessee  or  lessees  of  said  bulkheads  and  piers  and  warehouses  for  the  construction  of 
said  branches,  switches  and  turnout  be  first  had  and  obtained.  Every  railroad  com- 
pany which  shall  avail  itself  of  the  permission  hereby  granted  shall  limit  the  number 
of  loaded  cars  to  be  drawn  by  a dummy  engine  at  any  one  time  to  fifteen,  and  the 
speed  of  said  engine  to  six  miles  an  hour,  and  shall  pay  to  The  City  of  New  York  an 
annual  license  fee  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  dummy  engine  run  by  said  company.  None 
of  said  cars  shall  be  permitted  to  stand  on  said  railroad  tracks,  nor  shall  they  be 
loaded  or  unloaded  except  on  said  bulkheads  and  piers,  or  in  said  warehouses,  pro- 
vided always  that  said  Central  Park,  North  and  East  River  Railroad  Company  shall 
extend  equal  privileges  to  said  first-mentioned  companies  in  the  use  of  its  railroad 
tracks.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  603.) 

Sec.  348.  Each  street,  surface  or  other  railroad  company  operating  or  running 
passenger  cars  on  the  surface  of  any  street,  avenue  or  thoroughfare,  shall,  between 
the  1st  day  of  October  and  1st  day  of  April  in  each  year,  properly  heat  and  keep 
heated  at  least  every  second  car  on  its  line  or  lines  whenever  the  temperature  upon 
the  street  shall  fall  below  40  degrees  Fahrenheit.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  604.) 
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Sec.  349.  A failure  to  heat  and  keep  heated  each  second  or  alternate  car  where 
the  thermometer  shall  record  a temperature  below  40  degrees  Fahrenheit  shall  sub- 
ject the  company  or  companies  so  violating  the  conditions  of  the  preceding  section 
to  a penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  fine  for  each  and  every  failure  so  to  do.  (R.  O* 
1897,  sec.  605,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  350.  There  Shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  on  both  sides  of  each  heated 
car,  when  all  the  cars  of  a line  are  not  heated,  a placard  or  sign  containing  the  words 
“heated  car”  in  large  type.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  606.) 

Sec.  351.  The  foregoing  three  sections  shall  apply  only  to  cars  running  a distance 
of  three  miles  or  more.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec..  607,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  352.  Every  surface  road  or  street  railway  company  owning,  operating,  man- 
aging, running  or  controlling  street  railway  cars  in  the  streets  or  highways  of  The 
City  of  New  York,  shall  cause  to  be  placed  in  a conspicuous  place  upon  the  outside 
of  each  and  every  one  of  said  cars  so  operated,  on  leaving  company’s  depot  or  on 
reaching  end  of  its  route  or  destination,  a signboard  or  placard  upon  which  shall 
appear  the  name  of  the  destination  or  point  to  which  said  car  is  to  be  run.  Every 
company  as  aforesaid  is  and  shall  be,  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
obliged  to  carry  for  a single  fare  upon  such  car,  without  change  therefrom,  each  and 
every  passenger  so  desiring  to  the  destination  so  indicated  upon  the  said  signboard 
or  placard;  and  for  every  violation  of  the  ordinance  there  shall  be  recoverable  against 
the  said  company  so  offending  a penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  action  to 
recover  such  penalty  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  353.  Section  352  shall  not  be  deemed  to  affect,  prohibit  or  apply  to  trans- 
fers to  any  other  line,  or  leased  line,  going  in  another  direction  from  that  in  which 
such  car  may  be  going,  nor  shall  any  such  company  as  aforesaid  be  deemed  to  have 
violated  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  where,  through  any  accident,  compliance 
with  the  said  ordinance  is  rendered  impossible. 

Article  2 — Elevated  Railroads. 

Sec.  353.  There  shall  be  placed  or  suspended  and  lighted  beneath  each  depot 
station  of  the  several  elevated  railroads  two  lights  of  gas  or  other  illuminating  mate- 
rial of  not  less  power,  inclosed  in  “boulevard  lamps”  or  glass  globes,  of  such  pattern 
and  in  such  places  under  said  depots  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
Borough  in  which  such  depot  is  located,  and  every  such  light  shall  be  kept  burning 
during  the  same  hours  as  the  ordinary  street  lamps.  Every  failure  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  on  the  part  of  the  president,  superintendent,  directors  or 
other  officer  of  every  such  railroad  company  shall  be  deemed  a misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  punished  on  a conviction  before  any  of  the  City  Magistrates  by  a fine  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  or  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine,  by  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  ten  days.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  608,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  354.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  permit  any  oil,  grease,  water,  coal,  scraps  of 
iron,  tools,  or  other  liquid  or  solid  substances  to  fall  or  be  dropped  or  be  thrown 
from  any  engine,  car,  track,  depot  or  other  part  or  portion  of  the  elevated  railroads,  into 
or  upon  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place ; and  every  person  offending  against  the  above 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  president,  superintendent,  directors  or  other  officers 
of  every  such  railroad  company  who  shall  permit  or  allow  any  of  the  employees,  agents 
or  servants  of  any  railroad  company  to  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  of  the  City 
Magistrates  of  this  City  shall  pay  a fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  or 
in  default  of  payment  of  said  fine  shall  be  imprisoned  for  a term  not  exceeding  ten  days. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  609,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  355.  All  elevated  railroad  companies  and  other  companies  operating  elevated 
railroads  shall  place  a guard  rail  and  a board  pathway  on  each  side  and  in  the  centre 
of  such  elevated  structures  throughout  the  entire  length  thereof,  and  keep  and  maintain 
the  same.  For  a violation  of  this  ordinance  each  such  company  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  $50  for  each  day  such  violation  shall  continue. 

Article  3 — Snowploughs  and  Sweeping  Machines  by  Railroad  Companies  and  Others. 

Sec.  356.  No  street  or  horse  car  railroad  or  stage  company,  proprietor  or  corpora- 
tion, or  other  officers,  agents  or  servants  thereof,  shall  cause  or  allow  any  snowplough, 
sweeping  machine  or  other  similar  instrument  to  pass  over  the  tracks  or  lines  occupied 
or  used  by  them,  unless  by  the  express  permission  in  that  behalf  to  be  granted  to  them 
by  the  Mayor.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  684,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  357.  Any  of  the  said  corporations,  proprietors  or  companies  who  or  which 
shall  violate  the  provisions  of  the  above  section  shall  be  punished  by  a penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense,  and  the  officers,  agents  or  servants  of  such  corporations,  pro- 
prietors or  companies  who  shall  violate  the  said  provisions  shall  be  punished  by  a penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  685,  with  verbal  changes.  ) 

Sec.  358.  No  such  permit  or  renewal  thereof  shall  be  granted  unless  on  the  ex- 
press condition  and  agreement  to  be  assented  to  on  the  part  of  the  company,  proprietor 
pv  corporation  applying  for  such  permit  or  renewal,  that  in  case  of  any  fall  of  snow  so 
deep  that  the  throwing  up  of  the  snow  by  any  such  snowplough  or  machine  will  render 
the  highway  unsafe  for  travel,  or  make  inconvenient  the  approach  to  the  curbstone,  then, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  any  such  fall  of  snow  and  after  the  use  of  such  snow- 
plough or  machine,  such  company,  proprietor  or  corporation  shall  and  will,  at  his  or 
their  own  expense,  remove  and  carry  away  the  snow  thrown  up  by  such  plough  or  ma- 
chine, and  shall  and  will  reduce  the  snow  upon  the  highway  adjacent  to  their  tracks  or 
lines  to  such  level  as  will  make  convenient  for  all  vehicles  the  approach  to  the  curb- 
stone, and  render  the  whole  width  of  the  roadway  safe  for  travel ; and  that  such  snow- 
plough, sweeping  machine  or  other  instrument  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  throw  any 
snow  or  slush  on  the  walks  or  buildings  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  house

or  sidewalk  in  front  thereof  upon  which  such  snow  or  slush  shall  be  thrown.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  686,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  359.  No  such  permit  or  renewal  shall  be  granted  unless  such  company,  pro- 
prietor or  corporation  shall  expressly  covenant,  stipulate  and  agree  that  in  case  of  his 
or  their  failure,  neglect  or  omission  to  remove  and  carry  away  the  snow  to  be  thrown 
up  by  such  snowplow  or  machine,  and  to  reduce  and  level  the  snow  on  the  adjacent 
highway  within  the  time  and  manner  aforesaid,  then  same  may  be  removed,  reduced  and 
levelled  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  and  the  expense  of 
such  removing,  reducing  and  levelling  shall  be  paid  by  such  company,  proprietor  or  cor- 
poration to  the  said  Commissioner  on  demand.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  687.) 

Sec.  360.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  or  omission  of  any  company,  proprietor 
or  corporation  to  whom  such  permit  or  renewal  may  be  granted,  to  remove  and  carry 
away  the  snow  thrown  up  by  such  plow  or  machine,  and  to  reduce  and  level  the  snow 
within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  then  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning, 
by  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  shall  forthwith  cause  the  same,  to  be  removed,  reduced  and 
levelled  at  the  public  expense,  and  all  the  expenditures  made  or  incurred  therefor  shall 
be  chargeable  upon  the  company,  proprietor  or  corporation  so  refusing,  neglecting  or 
omitting  to  perform  his  or  their  agreement,  and  the  same  shall  be  recoverable  by  an 
action  at  law,  to  be  commenced  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  on  behalf  of  the  city. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  688,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  361.  The  permission  to  use  such  plow,  sweeper  or  similar  machine,  shall  be 
determined  by  and  continue  only  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  689.) 

Article  4 — Removal  Snow,  Ice  and  Other  Matter. 

Section  362.  No  person  or  persons  shall  throw,  cast  or  lay,  or  direct,  suffer  or 
permit  any  servant,  agent  or  employee  to  throw,  cast  or  lay  any  ashes,  offal,  vegetables, 
garbage,  dross,  cinders,  shells,  straw,  shavings,  paper,  dirt,  filth  or  rubbish  of  any  kind 
whatsoever  in  any  street  in  The  City  of  New  York,  either  upon  the  roadway  or  side- 
walk thereof,  except  that  in  the  morning  before  8 .o’clock  or  before  the  first  sweeping  of 
the  roadway  by  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan, 
Brooklyn  and  The  Bronx,  dust  from  the  sidewalk  may  be  swept  into  the  gutter,  if  there 
piled,  but  not  otherwise,  and  at  no  other  time. 

The  wilful  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a misdemeanor  and  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than 
one  dollar  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a term  of  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  days. 

Sec.  362.  No  person  other  than  an  authorized  employee  or  agent  of  the  Department 
of  Street  Cleaning,  or  the  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning  in  the  boroughs  of  Queens  and 
Richmond,  shall  disturb  or  remove  any  ashes,  garbage,  or  light  refuse  or  rubbish  placed 
by  householders,  or  their  tenants,  or  by  occupants  or  their  servants,  within  the  stoop  or

area  line,  or  in  front  of  houses  or  lots,  for  removal,  unless  requested  by  residents  of 
house. 

Sec.  364.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  and  corporations  engaged  in  sprinkling 
the  streets  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  use  on  asphalt  pavement  a quantity  of  water 
sufficient  thoroughly  to  wash  off  and  clean  the  same,  and  on  all  other  pavements  to  use 
not  more  water  than  shall  be  sufficient  to  lay  the  dust  thereon. 

Every  street  railroad  corporation  in  the  boroughs  of  Richmond  and  Queens  shall 
sprinkle  the  pavement  between  its  tracks  and  rails  when  and  as  often  as  directed  so  to 
do  by  the  Superintendent  of  Highways.  Water  shall  be  furnished  for  this  purpose  free 
of  charge  by  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  365.  No  one  being  the  owner,  driver,  manager  or  conductor  of  any  cart  or 
other  vehicle,  or  of  any  receptacle,  shall  scatter,  drop  or  spill,  or  permit  to  be  scattered, 
dropped  or  spilled,  any  dirt,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  loam,  stone  or  building  rubbish,  or  hay, 
straw,  oats,  sawdust,  shavings  or  other  light  materials  of  any  sort,  or  manufacturing, 
trade  or  household  waste,  refuse,  rubbish  of  any  sort,  or  ashes  or  manure,  garbage  or 
other  organic  refuse  or  other  offensive  matter  therefrom,  or  permit  the  same  to  be 
blown  off  therefrom  by  the  wind,  in  or  upon  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place. 

Sec.  366.  No  person  shall  throw,  cast  or  distribute  in  or  upon  any  of  the  streets, 
avenues  or  public  places,  or  in  front  yards  or  stoops,  any  hand  bills,  circulars,  cards  or 
other  advertising  matter  whatsoever. 

Sec.  367.  Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant  or  occupant,  or  other  person  having  charge 
of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  in  the  city  abutting  upon  any  street,  avenue  or  public 
place,  where  the  sidewalk  is  paved,  shall,  before  10  o”clock  in  the  forenoon,  after  any 
snowfall,  or  after  the  deposit  of  any  dirt  or  other  material  upon  said  sidewalk,  remove 
the  snow  and  ice,  dirt  or  other  material  from  the  sidewalk  and  gutter  within  four  hours 
after  the  snow  ceases  to  fall,  or  after  the  deposit  of  any  dirt  or  other  material  upon  said 
sidewalk,  remove  the  snow  and  ice,  dirt  or  other  material  from  the  said  sidewalk  or 
gutter,  the  time  between  9 p.  m.  and  7 a.  m.  not  being  included  in  the  above  period  of 
four  hours ; provided,  however,  that  such  removal  shall  in  all  such  cases  be  made  before 
the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  roadway  by  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning, 
or  by  the  Borough  President  * of  Queens  or  Richmond,  or  subject 

to  the  regulations  of  said  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  or  of 

said  Borough  President  of  Queens  or  Richmond  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice, 
dirt  or  other  material,  except  that,  in  the  boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond,  any 
owner,  lessee,  tenant  or  occupant  or  other  person  who  has  charge  of  any  ground  abut- 
ting upon  any  paved  street,  avenue  or  public  place,  for  a lineal  distance  of  five  hundred 
feet  or  more  shall  be  considered  to  have  complied  with  this  ordinance,  if  such  person 
shall  have  begun  to  remove  the  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalk  and  gutter  before  the 
expiration  of  the  said  four  hours  and  shall  continue  such  removal,  and  shall  complete  it 
within  a reasonable  time. 
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Sec.  368.  In  case  the  snow  and  ice  on  the  sidewalk  shall  be  frozen  so  hard  that  it 
cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavement,  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant 
'or  other  person  having  charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  as  aforesaid,  shall, 
within  the  time  specified  in  the  last  preceding  section,  cause  the  sidewalk  abutting  on 
the  said  premises  to  be  strewed  with  ashes,  sand,  sawdust,  or  some  similar  suitable 
material,  and  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  weather  shall  permit,  thoroughly  clean  said 
sidewalk. 

Sec.  369.  Whenever  any  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  other  person  having 
charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  abutting  upon  any  street  or  public  place,  where 
the  sidewalk  is  paved,  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provision  of  any  ordinance  of  the 
City  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice,  dirt,  or  other  material  from  the  sidewalk  or 
gutter  in  the  street,  on  the  side  of  the  street  on  which  such  building  or  lot  abuts,  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  or  the  Borough  President  of  Queens  or  Richmond 
may  cause  such  removal  to  be  made,  meeting  such  expense  from  any  suitable  Street 
Cleaning  or  Highway  Fund,  and  thereafter  the  expense  of  such  removal  as  to  each 
particular  lot  of  ground,  shall  be  ascertained  and  certified  by  the  said  Commissioner  of 
Street  Cleaning  or  by  the  President  of  Queens  or  Richmond  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
City  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  may  authorize  such  additional 
expenditures  as  may  be  required  for  the  said  removal  of  such  ice  and  snow,  dirt  or  other 
material,  to  be  repaid  to  the  fund  from  which  the  payments  were  made,  or  instead  in  the 
boroughs  of  Queens  or  Richmond  to  the  special  funds  “Restoring  and  Repaving”  in  said 
boroughs,  if  the  Presidents  of  these  boroughs  so  elect,  with  proceeds  from  the  issue  and 
• sale  of  revenue  bonds  which  shall  be  sold  by  the  Comptroller,  as  provided  by  law. 

The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  or  Borough  President  of  Queens  or  Rich- 
mond shall,  as  soon,  as  possible,  after  the  work  is  done,  certify  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  the  amount  of  the  expense  chargeable  against  each  piece  of  property,  with  a 
description  of  said  property  as  assessed  on  the  last  preceding  assessment  roll,  and  the 
name  or  names  of  the  owner  or  owners,  lessee,  or  lessees,  occupant  or  occupants  of  the 
property,  where  possible  to  obtain  the  same.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  hereby 
directed  and  authorized  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  amount  of  this  expense,  together 
with  $10  penalty  for  each  offense,  and  when  so  recovered  the  amount  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  City  Chamberlain  to  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund  of  The 
City  of  New  York  for  the  reduction  of  taxation. 

Sec.  370.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  and  the 
Borough  Presidents  of  Queens  and  Richmond,  immediately  after  every  snowfall  or  the 
formation  of  ice  on  the  crosswalks  or  in  the  culverts  or  paved  streets,  avenues  or  public 
places,  forthwith  to  cause  the  removal  of  said  snow  and  ice  from  the  said  crosswalks 
and  culverts,  and  to  keep  the  crosswalks  and  culverts  aforesaid  clean  and  free  from 
obstruction. 

Sec.  371.  Every  street  railroad  corporation  shall  remove  all  the  snow  and  ice 
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from  its  tracks  and  the  spaces  between,  and  shall  not  throw  the  same  on  either  side 
thereof,  and  shall  immediately  carry  away  and  dispose  of  the  same  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  or  the  Borough  President  of  Queens  or  Rich- 
mond under  a fine  of  one  hundred  dollars-  for  every  city  block  in  length,  in  which  the 
said  corporation  shall  fail  to  so  remove  and  dispose  of  the  same,  as  aforesaid ; provided, 
however,  that  for  the  more  speedy  and  effective  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  paved 
streets,  avenues  and  public  places  of  the  city,  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  and 
the  Borough  Presidents  of  Queens  and  Richmond  shall  have  power  and  authority  in  their 
respective  boroughs  to  enter  into  agreements  for  the  entire  winter  season,  or  part  there- 
of, with  any  street  surface  railroad  or  other  railroad  having  tracks  in  the  city  for  the  re- 
moval of  snow  and  ice  for  the  entire  width  of  the  street,  avenue  or  public  place,  from 
house-line  to  house-line,  at  any  part  of  the  route  of  the  said  railroad,  provided  that 
nothing  in  said  agreements  shall  be  inconsistent  with  any' law  of  the  State  of  New  York 
or  with  any  right  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  372.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  surface  railroad  company  or  other  com- 
pany, or  any  corporation  of  persons  whatever,  or  the  officers,  agents  or  servants  thereof, 
to  cause  or  allow  any  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine  or  other  similar  instrument  to  pass 
over  the  tracks  or  lines  used  by  them  within  the  limits  of  the  city  unless  by  the  written 
permit  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  or  the  Borough  President  of  Queens  or 
Richmond;  any  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  such  offense. 

Sec.  373.  No  such  permit  or  renewal  thereof  shall  be  granted  except  upon  the  con- 
dition and  agreement  upon  the  part  of  the  company  applying  for  such  permit  or  renewal 
that  the  party  to  whom  the  said  permit  has  been  granted  shall  and  will,  at  his  own  ex- 
pense, promptly  remove  and  carry  away  the  snow  thrown  up  by  such  plow  or  machine, 
and  that  such  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine  or  other  instrument  shall  be  so  constructed 
as  not  to  throw  any  slush  or  snow  upon  the  sidewalks  or  buildings,  under  a penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  every  house,  or  sidewalk  in  front  thereof,  upon  which  slush  or  snow 
shall  be  thrown. 

Sec.  374.  No  such  permit  or  renewal  shall  be  granted  unless  the  party  to  whom 
granted  shall  expressly  covenant,  stipulate  and  agree  that  in  case  of  its  failure, 
neglect  or  omission  to  promptly  remove  and  carry  away  the  snow  and  ice  thrown 
up  by  such  snowplow  or  other  instrument,  then  the  same  may  be  removed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  or  the  Borough  President  (s) 
of  Queens  (and)  or  Richmond,  and  the  expense  of  removing  the  same  shall  be  paid 
by  the  said  party  to  the  said  Commissioner  or  the  Borough  President  (s)  of  Queens 
(and)  or  Richmond,  on  demand,  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
may  authorize  that  the  amount  or  amounts  of  money  so  paid  shall  be  credited  to 
the  appropriation  (of  the  Department  of)  for  Street  Cleaning,  in  the  respective 
boroughs,  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
deemed  to  prohibit  said  Commissioner  or  Borough  Presidents  from  demanding. 
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before  issuing  said  permit,  and  as  a condition  thereof,  the  deposit  of  such  sum 
of  money  or  other  security  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  cost 
of  properly  performing  the  work  above  mentioned,  together  with  the  expense  of- 
the  inspection  thereof. 

Sec.  375.  In  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  or  omission  of  the  party  to  whom  such 
permit  may  be  granted  promptly  to  remove  and  to  carry  away  the  snow  and  ice 
thrown  up  by  such  plow  or  instrument,  then  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
or  the  Borough  President  (s)  of  Queens  (and)  or  Richmond  may  forthwith  cause  the 
same  to  be  removed  at  the  public  expense,  and  all  expenditures  made  or  incurred 
therefor  shall  be  chargeable  upon  the  party  so  neglecting,  refusing  or  omitting  to 
perform  its  agreement,  and  shall  be  recoverable  by  an  action  at  law  on  behalf  of 
The  City  of  New  York,  and  when  so  recovered  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Department  of  Street  Cleaning  or  the  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning  in  the  boroughs 
of  Queens  or  Richmond,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  supply  the  deficiency  occasioned 
by  such  additional  expenditure. 

Sec.  367.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  or  regulation  hereof  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  magistrate, 
either  upon  confession  of  the  party  or  competent  testimony,  may  be  fined  for  such 
offense  any  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar  and  not  exceeding  three  dollars,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided;  and  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine  may  be  committed 
to  prison  by  such  magistrate  until  the  same  be  paid,  but  such  imprisonment  shall 
not  exceed  one  day. 

Article  5 — Sprinkling  Salt  or  Other  Substance  in  the  Street. 

Sec.  377.  Every  person  who  shall  throw,  expose  or  place,  or  who  shall  cause 
or  procure  to  be  thrown,  exposed  or  placed  in  or  upon  any  street,  highway  or  pub- 
lic place,  except  upon  the  curves,  crossings  or  switches  of  railroad  tracks,  any  salt, 
saltpetre  or  other  substance  for  the  purpose  of  dissolving  any  snow  or  ice  which 
may  have  fallen  or  been  deposited  thereon,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor.  It 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  throw  or  place  upon  the  curves,  crossings 
or  switches  of  railroad  tracks  any  salt,  saltpetre  or  other  substance  for  the  purpose 
of  dissolving  snow  or  ice,  unless  permission  therefor  be  first  obtained  from  the 
Mayor.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  693.) 

Article  6 — Right  of  Way. 

Sec.  378.  On  all  the  public  streets  or  highways  of  this  city  all  vehicles  going  in 
a northerly  or  southerly  direction  shall  have  the  right  of  way  over  any  vehicle  going 
in  an  easterly  or  westerly  direction. 

Sec.  379.  The  ambulances  belonging  to  the  Department  of  Public  Charities  and 
Correction  and  incorporated  hospitals  of  the  City  of  New  York,  shall  have  the  right 
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of  way  in  the  streets  of  said  City,  as  against  all  persons,  vehicles  or  animals,  when 
conveying  any  patient  or  injured  person  to  any  hospital  in  the  City,  or  when  preceed- 
ing  to  the  scene  of  any  accident  by  which  any  person  or  persons  have  been  injured. 
The  vehicles  belonging  to  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  of  the  City  of  New  York 
shall  have  like  right  of  way,  and  the  same  shall  extend  to  the  men  in  the  employ  of 
the  above  departments  when  on  duty;  and  any  person  refusing  to  yield  the  right  of 
way,  where  it  is  possible,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  85  of  the  New  York 
City  Consolidation  Act,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Police  are  hereby  required  to  en- 
force rigidly  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance.  Physicians  having  a police  permit,  as 
hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  also  have  a like  right  of  way  in  the  streets,  and  shall 
be  allowed  to  cross  processions  as  soon  as  possible  when  answering  calls  for  their 
service.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  hereby  empowered  to  is'sue,  upon  application  therefor, 
a proper  permit  to  any  duly  registered  physician,  and  this  permit  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferable. 

Article  7 — Overtaking  Vehicles. 

Sec.  380.  Any  vehicle  overtaking  another  shall  pass  on  the  left  side  of  the  over- 
taken vehicle. 

Sec.  381.  When  requested  to  do  so,  the  driver  or  person  having  charge  of  any 
vehicle  traveling  on  any  street  or  highway  of  this  city  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
turn  to  the  right,  so  as  to  allow  any  overtaking  vehicle  free  passage  on  his  left. 

Sec.  382.  Above  Fifty-ninth  street,  no  vehicle,  upon  passing  another,  when  both 
are  in  motion,  shall  go  in  front  of  the  vehicle  passed  until  they  are  fifteen  feet  apart. 

Article  8 — Turning. 

Sec.  283.  Before  turning  the  corner  of  any  public  street  or  highway  of  this  city, 
the  driver  or  person  having  charge  of  any  vehicle  shall  give  a signal  by  raising  the 
hand  or  whip,  which  can  be  plainly  seen  from  behind  and  from  the  side  toward  which 
the  turn  is  to  be  made,  and  which  shall  plainly  indicate  the  direction  of  said  turji. 

Sec.  384.  In  turning  corners  to  the  right,  vehicles  shall  keep  to  the  right  of  the 
centre  of  the  street.  In  turning  corners  to  the  left,  they  shall  pass  to  the  right  of  the 
centre  of  the  intersection  of  the  two  streets. 

Article  9 — Starting  and  Stopping. 

Sec.  385.  Unless  in  an  emergency  or  to  allow  another  vehicle,  equestrian  or 
pedestrian  to  cross  their  path,  no  vehicle  or  equestrian  shall  stop  in  any  public 
street  or  highway  of  this  City,  except  near  the  curb  thereof,  and  before  so  doing 
the  rider  or  driver  or  person  having  charge  of  said  vehicle  shall  give  a signal  that 
can  be  plainly  seen  from  the  rear,  by  raising  his  hand  or  whip.  At  the  option  of 
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the  driver,  rider  or  person  having  charge  of  such  vehicle,  an  audible  signal  may  be 
given  indicating  an  intention  to  stop. 

Sec.  386.  No  vehicle  shall  turn,  nor  start  and  turn,  from  the  curb  until  the 
rider,  driver  or  person  having  charge  thereof  shall  have  given  a signal  to  he  plainly 
seen  from  the  rear  and  from  the  side  toward  which  the  turn  is  to  be  made,  which 
signal  shall  be  made  by  raising  the  hand  or  whip.  At  the  option  of  the  driver,  rider 
or  person  having  charge  of  such  vehicle,  an  audible  signal  may  be  given  indicating 
an  intention  to  turn. 

Article  10 — Bells,  Lights,  etc. 

Sec.  1.  Every  bicycle,  velocipede,  motor  wagon  or  such  vehicle  of  propulsion 
shall  be  required  to  carry  an  alarm  bell  or  gong  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches 
nor  more  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  such  bell  or  gong  shall  be  sounded 
when  turning  corners,  when  passing  another  vehicle  or  an  equestrian  from  behind, 
and  to  give  timely  warning  to  avoid  contact  with  pedestrians,  equestrians  or  vehicles. 
No  bicycle,  tricycle  or  velocipede  shall  be  propelled  at  a greater  speed  than  eight 
miles  an  hour,  and  such  vehicle  shall  keep  to  the  right  of  the  centre  of  the  roadway, 
except  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  stopping  or  starting  point.  No  more  than 
two  of  such  vehicles  shall  be  ridden  abreast  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New 
York. 

Sec.  387.  No  person  using  a vehicle  described  in  the  foregoing  section  shall 
coast  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  of  this  City  lying  south  of  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-fifth  street.  The  term  coasting  is  hereby  defined  to  mean  proceeding  by 
inertia  or  momentum  with  the  feet  off  the  pedals. 

Sec.  388.  Each  and  every  vehicle,  excepting  licensed  trucks,  using  the  public 
streets  or  highways  of  this  City  shall  show,  from  one  hour  after  sunset  until  one  hour 
before  sunrise,  a light  or  lights,  so  placed  as  to  be  seen  from  the  front  and  each 
side;  such  light  or  lights  to  be  of  sufficient  illuminating  power  to,  be  visible  at  a 
distance  of  two  hundred  feet;  said  light  or  lights  shall  show  white  in1  front,  but  may 
be  colored  on  the  sides. 

Article  n — Miscellaneous. 

Sec.  389.  The  driver  or  person  having  charge  of  any  vehicle  drawn  by  any 
animal  or  animals  or  propelled  by  any  human  or  mechanical  power,  and  used  for  the 
purpose  of  business,  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age.  It  being  understood 
that  this  section  does  not  in  any  way  affect  age  limits  and  other  conditions  specified 
bv  already  existing  ordinances  relating  to  drivers  of  licensed  vehicles. 

Sec.  390.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  cart,  wagon,  public  cart  or  any  other 
vehicle  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  freight  or  merchanidse,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  than  that  of  carrying  passengers,  whether  it  be  loaded  or  unloaded,  to  be 
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driven  through  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  of  The  City  of  New  York  at  a greater 
speed  than  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  miles  an  hour. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle  used  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  passengers  (and  their  personal  luggage)  to  be  driven  through  any  of 
the  streets  or  avenues  of  The  City  of  New  York  at  a greater  speed  than  at  the  rate 
of  eight  (8)  miles  an  hour. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  vehicle  to  be  driven  or  propelled  around  a corner 
of  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  of  said  City  traveling  at  a faster  gait  than  at  the  rate 
of  three  (3)  miles  an  hour,  and  all  and  every  such  carts,  and  all  other  vehicles 
when  passing  through  or  along  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  of  said  City  shall,  when 
in  motion,  be  kept  on  the  right  of  the  centre  of  the  road  at  all  times,  except  within 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  the  stopping  or  starting  point.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  such  public  cart,  carriage  or  any  other  vehicle,  or  horse  or  horses  attached 
thereto  to  be  driven  foul  of  or  against  any  person,  vehicle  or  other  thing  whatever, 
in  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  of  said  City. 

Sec.  391.  Except  when  going  or  coming  directly  from  or  to  their  places  of 
departure  or  destination  on  the  Western  Boulevard,  and,  except  when  actually 
passing  another  vehicle  or  obstacle,  all  trucks,  express  wagons,  vans  and  business 
vehicles  of  all  sorts  shall  keep  in  single  line  upon  their  extreme  right  of  the  said 
Western  Boulevard  at  all  points  between  Fifty-ninth  street  and  Manhattan  street. 

Sec.  392.  Except  when  going  or  coming  directly  from,  or  to  their  place  of 
departure  or  destination  on  said  boulevard,  and,  except  when  actually  passing  an 
obstacle  on  the  roadway,  all  bicycles  and  passenger  vehicles  shall  use  only  those 
portions  of  the  said  Western  Boulevard,  between  Fifty-ninth  street  and  Manhattan 
street,  not  set  apart  in  section  391  hereof  for  the  use  of  the  vehicles  therein  men- 
tioned; and  all  bicycles  and  passenger  vehicles  shall  keep  to  their  right  of  those  por- 
tions of  said  boulevard  by  this  section  allotted  for  their  use. 

Sec.  393.  Any  person  riding  a bicycle  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  not  be 
allowed  io  carry  or  transport  thereon  any  child  under  the  age  of  five  years. 

Sec.  394.  No  person  shall  drive,  or  back,  or  lead  any  horse  or  cart,  or  other 
wheeled  carriage  on  the  footpath  or  sidewalk  of  any  street,  nor  shall  it  be  lawful 
for  any  vehicle  propelled  by  hand  or  foot  power  tp  be  ridden  or  driven  upon  the  side- 
walk of  any  street  or  avenue  which  has  been  flagged,  curbed,  guttered  and  paved. 

Sec.  395.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  Park  avenue,  between  Thirty- 
fourth  and  Fortieth  streets  and  between  Fifty-sixth  and  Ninety-sixth  streets,  and 
the  Western  Boulevard,  between  Fifty-ninth  and  Manhattan  streets,  are  each  hereby 
declared  to  have  but  one  roadway. 

Sec.  396.  The  word  vehicle,  wherever  used  in  these  ordinances,  shall  be  held  to 
include  public  carts,  wagons,  coaches,  cabs,  wheeled  carriages,  motor  wagons,  bi- 
cycles, tricycles,  velocipedes  and  other  such  vehicles  of  propulsion. 
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(The  foregoing  eighteen  sections  are  from  the  ordinance  approved  September  2, 

1897.) 

Sec.  397.  No  person,  upon  turning  the  corner  of  any  street,  shall  ride,  drive,  pro- 
pel or  cause  to  be  propelled,  any  horse,  horses  or  vehicle,  with  greater  speed  than  at 
the  rate  of  three  miles  an  hour,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be 
recovered  from  the  owner  or  driver  thereof,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  372, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  398.  No  horse  shall  be  suffered  or  permitted  to  go  loose  or  at  large  in  any 
street,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner 
or  person  having  the  care,  charge  or  keeping  thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  373,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  399.  No  person  shall  run  or  race  any  horse  in  any  public  street,  road  or 
avenue,  nor  shall  consent  to  or  suffer  such  racing,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  from  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  so  race  or  suffer  or  permit  such 
racing,  and  the  owner,  rider,  and  the  person  having  charge  of  any  animal  who  shall 
so  race  and  run,  severally  and  respectively.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  375,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  400.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
and  punish  the  running/  racing  or  trotting  of  any  horse  or  horses,  for  any  trial  of 
speed,  or  for  the  purpose  of  passing  any  other  horse  or  horses,  whether  the  same  be 
founded  upon  any  stake,  bet  or  otherwise.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  376.) 

Sec.  401.  No  person  shall  drive  any  horse  before  a sleigh  or  sled  through  any  of 
the  public  streets  or  avenues  of  this  City,  unless  there  shall  be  a sufficient  number  of 
bells  attached  to  the  harness  of  such  horse,  or  to  such  sleigh  or  sled,  to  warn  persons  of 
the  approach  of  such  horse  and  sleigh  or.  sled,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense,  to  be  paid  by  the  driver,  ov/ner  or  person  having  the  care,  charge  or  keep- 
ing thereof,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  378.) 

Chapter  9 — Miscellaneous. 

Sec.  402.  The  seal  heretofore  in  use  as  the  corporate  seal  of  the  corporation 
known  as  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  in 
the  custody  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  City,  shall  be  the  seal  of 
The  City  of  New  York,  to  be  kept  and  used  by  the  City  Clerk  of  said  City  as  provided 
by  law.

Sec.  404.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  any  minor  or  incidental  expenses  con-

Sec.  405.  All  rents  for  the  use  of  water  shall  be  paid  in  advance  at  the  time  of 
applying  for  the  water  and  before  any  permit  is  issued;  to  be  calculated  up  to  the 
first  day  of  May  succeeding,  and  all  rents  shall  continue  to  be  collected  in  advance  on 
the  first  day  of  May  annually,  so  long  as  the  contract  exists,  and  no  contract  for  the 
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supply  of  water  shall  be  binding  for  a longer  period  than  until  the  second  succeeding 
first  day  of  May  after  such  contract  is  entered  into.

Sec.  410.  All  persons  contracting  for  a supply  of  water  shall  pay  the  cost  of 

the  materials  and  labor  used  and  expended  on  the  streets  necessary  to  make  the 

connection  with  the  conduit  pipes,  or  pay  such  annual  interest  thereon  as  required 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity. 
No  street  shall  be  opened,  or  pipes  bored,  or  connection  made,  unless  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  under  the  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  158,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  41 1.  If  any  person  shall  bathe  in  or  go  into  the  Croton  water  at  any  of  the 

reservoirs,  or  any  part  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct,  or  any  reservoir  or  aqueduct  contain- 
ing city  water,  or  shall  throw  any  stones,  chips  or  dirt,  or  any  other  material,  sub-

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period  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  unless  such  fine  is  sooner  paid.  (Adapted  from

Sec.  412.  In  case  any  persons  shall  trespass  on  any  part  of  the  embankment  of

section,  and,  in  default  of  payment,  imprisonment  in  the  City  Prison  for  a term 
not  exceeding  twenty  days.

Sec.  413.  No  person  or  persons,  except  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  re- 
spective districts  and  the  Engineers  or  Foremen  of  the  Fife  Department  shall,  with- 
out previous  permission,  in  writing,  from  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of 
Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  unscrew  or  open  any  hydrant  belonging  or  at- 
tached to  the  Croton  Aqueduct  Works,  or  other  part  of  the  City  water  supply  sys- 
tem, erected  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  nor  shall  have  said  fire  hydrant  open 
for  a longer  time  than  shall  be  limited  in  said  permission ; nor  shall  use  the  water  for 
other  purposes  than  may  be  mentioned  in  said  permission,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  offense.  (Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  161.) 

Sec.  414.  No  person  or  persons,  except  such  as  may  be  licensed  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  to  sell  water  to 
shipping,  shall  take  the  water  from  any  hydrant  or  water  connection  erected  or  to  be 
erected  in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  attached  to  the  water  pipes,  for  the  purpose 
of  using  same  on  any  boat,  vessel,  barge  or  pile-driver,  or  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
or  offering  the  same  for  sale  to  the  owner  of  any  boat,  vessel,  barge  or  pile-driver, 
without  first  having  obtained  permission,  in  writing,  from  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  against  such  person  or  persons,  or  such 
owner  or  owners  of  any  such  boat,  vessel,  barge  or  pile-driver,  in  an  action  to  be 
prosecuted  through  the  Bureau  of  Penalties.  (Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  162.) 

Sec.  414.  No  person  other  than  an  employee  of  the  Department  of  Water 
Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  or  of  the  Fire  Department,  shall  be  permitted  to  use  the 
large  or  double  fire  hydrants  placed  throughout  the  City  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment; and  any  Street  Sprinkler,  Sweeper,  Cleaner,  or  other  "person  or  persons 
not  connected  with  either  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  or 
the  Fire  Department  found  tampering  with  or  using  any  of  the  said  hydrants  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  in  default  of  payment  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment for  a period  not  exceeding  ten  days.

Sec.  418.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  obstruct  the  access  to  the  different

No  person,  without  the  permission  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  De- 
partment of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  shall  take  up,  remove  or  carry  away 
any  public  lamp  post  in  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  173.) 

Sec.  423.  No  person  shall  remove,  or  cause  or  permit  to  be  removed,  any 
public  lamp  post  now  or  hereafter  to  be  placed  in  front  of  their  premises,  without 
the  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such  lamp  post  is  situated, 
and  any  person  removing  or  causing  a lamp  post  to  be  so  removed  shall  be  subject 
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to  a penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense.  The  owner  or  owners  of  a 
vault  who  shall  remove  any  lamp  post  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  such  vault, 
shall  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  such  vault  cause  all  lamp  posts  removed 
by  them  to  be  reset  immediately,  at  their  own  expense,  under  a like  penalty. 
(Adopted  from  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  174.) 

Sec.  424.  No  ornamental  lamp  post  shall  hereafter  be  erected  in  any  of  the 
streets,  avenues  or  public  places  in  The  City  of  New  York  which  shall  exceed  in 
dimensions  at  the  base  more  than  eighteen  inches  in  diameter,  if  circular  in  form, 
and  if  upon  a square  base  no  side  thereof  shall  exceed  eighteen  inches.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  175.) 

Sec.  425.  The  Bureau  of  Repairs  and  Supplies,  the  chief  officer  of  which  shall 
be  called  the  Superintendent  of  Repairs  and  Supplies,  shall  have  charge  of  the 
construction  and  repairing  the  public  buildings,  the  construction  and  repairing  of 
which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  law.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  177,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  426.  No  person  shall  encumber  or  obstruct  any  street,  roadway  or  side 
w^lk  which  has  been  opened,  regulated  or  graded  according  to  law  in  The  City  of 
New  York  with  any  article  or  thing  whatsoever,  except  as  elsewhere  permitted" 
in  these  ordinances,  without  first  having  obtained  written  permission  from  the 
President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such  street,  roadway  or  sidewalk  is  situated 
under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  the  further  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  each  day  or  part  of  a day  such  obstruction  or  encumbrance  shall  con- 
tinue. (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  179.) 

Sec.  427.  The  Borough  Presidents  and  the  Park  Commissioners  having  juris- 
diction shall,  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  this  ordinance,  issue  permits  for  the  con- 
struction of  ornamental  projections  which  project  beyond  the  building  line;  pro- 
vided, in  the  opinion  of  the  officer  having  jurisdiction  no  injury  will  come  to  the 
public  thereby.  Permits  for  the  construction  of  such  projections,  lying  within  any 
park,  square  or  public  place,  or  within  a distance  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from 
the  outer  boundaries  thereof,  shall  be  issued  by 'the  Park  Commissioner  having  juris- 
diction, as  provided  in  section  612  of  the  Charter,  as  amended  by  section  1,  chapter 
723,  of  the  Laws  of  1901.  Permits  for  the  erection  of  all  other  ornamental  projec- 
tions shall  be  issued  by  the  Borough  President  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  428.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  “an  ornamental  projection”  shall 
be  taken  to  mean  and  include  all  decorative  projections  on  the  face  of  a building 
beyond  the  building  line,  in  the  nature  of  porches,  arches,  porticos,  columns  and 
pillars,  which  are  erected  purely  for  the  enhancement  of  the  beauty  of  the  building 
from  an  artistic  standpoint. 

Sec.  429.  Before  the  erection  of  any  such  ornamental  projections  shall  be  com- 
menced the  owner  of  the  building,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  shall  make  applica- 
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tion  in  writing  to  the  said  Borough  President  or  Park  Commissioner  having  jurisdic- 
tion in  writing  to  the  said  Borough  President  or  Park  Commissioner  having  juris- 
tion,  on  suitable  blanks  furnished  by  him,  for  the  permit  herein  provided  for,  and 
shall  file  a plan  and  drawing  showing  the  nature  of  the  proposed  ornament  with  the 
dimensions  thereof,  the  number  of  stories  through  which  it  is  intended  to  be  carried 
and  the  number  of  square  feet  of  area  covered  by  that  portion  of  the  ornamentation 
projecting  beyond  the  building  line. 

Eeach  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  amount  of  compensation  due  the 
City  for  the  privilege  of  erecting  said  ornamentation,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  430.  Each  application  for  the  erection  of  an  ornamental  projection,  which 
projects  more  than  one  foot  beyond  the  building  line,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a cer- 
tified copy  of  the  last  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  on  which  said  ornamental 
projection  is  to  be  erected,  which  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  Department  of 
Taxes  and  Assessments.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  amount  that  shall  be 
paid  as  a compensation  to  the  City  for  the  privilege  of  erecting  each  ornamental  pro- 
jection shall  be,  for  each  and  every  square  foot  or  fraction  thereof  of  area  extending 
more  than  one  foot  beyond  the  building  line,  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  square 
foot  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  on  which  the  said  ornamental  projection 
is  to  be  erected. 

Sec.  431.  Ornamental  projections  which  shall  extend  not  more  than  two  feet 
beyond  the  building  line  may  hereafter  be  erected  on  buildings  in  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  situated  on  Broadway  to  the  south  of  Fifty-ninth  street;  on  Fourteenth 
street,  between  Broadway  and  Sixth  avenue;  on  Twenty-third  street,  between  Third 
and  Sixth  avenues;  on  Thirty-fourth  street,  between  Third  and  Ninth  avenues;  on 
Fifty-ninth  street,  between  Third  and  Ninth  avenues,  and  on  Fifth  avenue,  between 
Fourteenth  street  and  Fifty-ninth  street,  and  on  all  other  streets  in  The  City  of  New 
York  ornamental  projections  may  be  erected,  provided  they  shall  extend  not  more 
than  one-fifteenth  part  of  the  width  of  the  street  they  are  upon,  nor  in  any  case  more 
than  five  feet  beyond  the  building  line. 

Sec.  432.  The  permits  mentioned  herein  shall  be  issued  in  duplicate,  one  of 
which  shall  be  retained  by  the  applicant  and  kept  at  the  building  during  the  erection 
of  the  projection,  and  the  other  shall  be  filed  by  him  with  the  plans  for  the  building 
in  the  Bureau  of  Buildings.  If  it  shall  appear  upon*completion  that  the  ornamental 
projection  occupies  a greater  number  of  square  feet  than  shall  have  been  paid  for,' 
the  applicant- shall  pay  twice  the  sum  previously  paid  for  each  square  foot  of  area 
occupied  by  said  projection,  over  and  above  the  number  of  square  feet  paid  for  origi- 
nally, but  in  no  case  shall  said  ornamental  projection  exceed  the  limit  allowed  by  law. 

Sec.  433.  Permits  granted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  re- 
vocable permits,  and  shall  have  the  following  clause  printed  thereon,  viz:  “This  per- 
mit is  issued  subject  to  revocation  thereof,  at  any  time  hereafter  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  officer  having 
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jurisdiction,  when  the  space  occupied  by  said  ornamental  projection  or  any  portion 
thereof,  may  be  required  for  any  public  improvement,  or  upon  any  violation  of  any  oi 
the  terms  or  conditions  upon  which  this  permit  is  issued.”  A permit  for  the  erection 
of  an  ornamental  projection  shall  be  deemed  to  have  expired  when  such  projection  is 
taken  down,  and  the  space  formerly  occupied  thereby  shall  no  longer  be  used  for  the 
purpose  for  which  the  permit  was  issued,  unless  a permit  for  its  reconstruction  shah 
have  been  granted,  as  provided  in  section  8 of  this  ordinance.  In  case  it  is  thereafter 
desired  to  erect  an  ornamental  projection  on  the  said  property,  the  applicant  shall 
comply  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  434.  Permits  as  hereinbefore  described,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  there- 
in attached,  may  be  issued  to  the  owners  of  all  buildings  having  ornamental  pro- 
jections, which  buildings  have  been  erected  or  are  being  erected,  and  have  ornamen 
tal  projections  thereon  beyond  the  building  line,  without  any  authorization  therefor. 

Sec.  435.  No  fees  shall  be  charged  for  granting  a permit  to  reconstruct  an  orna 
mental  projection  within  the  limitations  imposed  by  an  original  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  436.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  conflict  with  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Building  Code.  No  plans  for  the  construction  of  a building  having  orna- 
mental projections  thereon,  beyond  the  building  line,  as  defined  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  until  the  permit  therefor  is  filed, 
as  provided  by  section  5 of  this  ordinanc. 

Sec.  437.  All  fees  received  by  the  Borough  Presdents  or  Park  Commissioners 
for  the  issuing  of  permits  provided  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  accounted  for  in  propel 
books  kept  for  that  purpose  and  shall  be  turned  over  by  them  to  the  City  Chamber- 
lain  and  credited  to  the  General  Fund. 

Sec.  438.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  shall  in  addition  thereto  be  liable  to 
a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense  and  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  that 
such  offense  shall  continue. 

Sec.  439.  The  Presidents  of  boroughs  and  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  are  hereby  empowered  to  issue  permits  for  the  erection  of  bay  win- 
dows projecting  not  more  than  three  (3)  feet  beyond  the  building  line,  provided,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  having  jurisdiction,  no  injury  will  come  to  the 
public  thereby. 

Sec.  440.  In  case  a Borough  President  or  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  re- 
fuses to  grant  a license  for  the  erection  of  a bay  window,  the  applicant  may  appeal 
to  the  Local  Board  for  the  district  in  which  the  bay  window  is  to  be  erected,  and  its 
decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  441.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  a “bay  window”  shall  be  taken  to 
mean  and  include  all  projections  on  the  face  of  a building  in  the  nature  of  windows, 
such  as  are  commonly  called  bay  windows,  oriol  windows  and  bow  windows,  without 
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regard  to  the  material  of  which  they  are  constructed  or  to  the  purposes  for  hich 
they  are  to  be  used. 

Sec.  442.  Before  the  erection  of  any  bay  window  projecting  beyond  the  building 
line  shall  have  been  commenced,  the  owner,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  shall  make 
application  in  writing  to  the  Borough  President  or  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
having  jurisdiction,  on  suitable  blanks  furnished  by  him,  and  shall  state  the  length 
and  width  of  the  proposed  bay  window,  the  number  of  stories  through  which  it  is  in- 
tended to  be  carried  and  the  number  of  square  feet  of  area  covered  by  that  portion 
of  the  bay  window  projecting  beyond  the  building  line.  Each  application  shall  have 
indorsed  thereon  the  consent  of  all  the  adjoining  property  owners  within  a distance 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  centre  line  of  the  bay  window,  on  the  same 
side  of  the  street  (meaning  thereby  so  much  of  the  side  of  a street  as  is  unintersected 
by  any  other  street)  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  erected. 

A drawing  showing  the  size  of  and  area  covered  by  the  bay  window,  the  num- 
ber of  stories  through  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  carried,  and  its  location  in  refer- 
ence to  the  lot  and  building  lines,  shall  be  submitted  with  each  application. 

Each  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a certified  check  for  the  amount  ol 
the  compensation  due  the  City  for  the  privilege  of  erecting  said  bay  window,  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

Sec.  443.  The  amount  that  shall  be  paid  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
for  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  as  a compensation  to  the  City  for  the  privilege  ol 
erecting  each  bay  window  in  that  borough  shall  be  two  dollars  ($2)  for  each  and 
every  square  foot,  or  fraction  thereof,  of  area  covered  by  said  bay  window  beyond 
the  building  line,  for  each  and  every  story  through  which  it  is  carried.  For  the  bor- 
oughs of  Brooklyn  and  The  Bronx  one  and  one-half  dollars  ($1.50),  and  for  the 
boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond  one  dollar  ($1)  shall  be  paid  for  each  and  every 
square  foot,  or  fraction  thereof,  of  area  covered  by  said  bay  window  beyond  the 
building  line  for  each  and  every  story  through  which  it  is  carried. 

Sec,  444.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  the  area  covered  by  a bay  window  project- 
ing beyond  the  building  line,  the  outside  face  of  the  bay,  exclusive  of  cornices,  pilas- 
ters, trim,  etc.,  shall  be  the  line  taken  as  a basis  of  computation. 

Sec.  445.  Bay  windows  may  be  erected  with  a projection  of  not  more  than  three 
(3)  feet  beyond  the  building  line,  provided  that  when  the  projection  exceeds  one  (1) 
foot  beyond  the  building  line,  the  total  number  of  feet  in  width  occupied  by  all  the 
bay  windows  on  the  same  frontage  of  the  same  building  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  width  of  the  frontage  of  the  building  on  which  they  are  located. 

Sec.  446.  No  bay  window  shall  be  erected  projecting  more  than  one  (1)  toot  be- 
yond the  building  line,  or  carried  higher  than  the  sill  course  of  the  second  story 
windows,  on  a street  forty  (40)  feet  or  less  in  width,  or  on  any  street  south  of  Twenty- 
fourth  street  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan. 
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Sec.  447.  Permits  for  the  erection  of  bay  windows  shall  be  issued  in  duplicate, 
one  of  which  shall  be  retained  by  the  applicant  and  kept  at  the  building  during  the 
erection  of  the  window,  and  the  other  shall  be  filed  by  him,  with  the  plans  for  the 
construction  of  the  window,  in  the  Department  of  Buildings. 

Sec.  448.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  applicant,  upon  the  completion  of  the  bay 
window,  to  file  with  the  Borough  President  or  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  issuing 
the  permit,  a certificate  from  a City  Surveyor  stating  the  dimensions  of  said  window, 
the  number  of  square  feet  contained  therein  and  the  number  of  stories  through  which 
it  has  been  carried  as  erected.  If  it  shall  appear  by  said  certificate  or  otherwise  that 
the  bay  window  occupies  a greater  number  of  square  feet,  or  has  been  carried  through 
a greater  number  of  stories  than  shall  have  been  paid  for,  the  applicant,  in  addition 
to  the  penalty  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  shall  pay  twice  the  sum  previously  paid  for 
each  square  foot  or  area  occupied  by  said  bay  window  over  and  above  the  number  of 
square  feet  paid  for  originally. 

Sec.  449.  Permits  granted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
revocable  permits,  and  shall  have  the  following  clause  printed  thereon,  viz.:  “This 

permit  is  issued  subject  to  revocation  thereof  at  any  time  hereafter  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Borough  President 
or  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  having  jurisdiction,  when  the  space  occupied  by 
said  bay,  or  any  portion  thereof,  may  be  required  for  any  public  improvement,  or 
upon  any  violation  of  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  upon  which  this  permit  is 
issued.” 

See.  450.  A permit  issued  for  the  erection  of  a bay  window  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  expired  when  the  bay  window  shall  be  taken  down  for  any  cause  whatever,  ex- 
cept that  a bay  window  may  be  rebuilt  if  damaged  by  fire  or  by  other  cause,  through 
no  fault  of  the  owner,  without  the  issuing  of  a new  permit,  provided  that  the  bay 
window  when  reconstructed  shall  conform  to  the  bay  window  as  originally  con- 
structed in  all  particulars. 

Sec.  451.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  conflict  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Building  Code,  and  all  bay  windows  for  which  permits  are  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  erected  in  accordance  with  all  the 
provisions  of  said  code  in  regard  to  kind  and  quality  of  materials  used. 

Sec.  452.  All  fees  received  by  the  Borough  Presidents  or  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  for  the  issuing  t>f  permits  for  the  erection  of  bay  windows  shall  be  accounted 
for  in  proper  books  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  turned  over  by  them  to  the 
City  Treasury. 

Sec.  453.  A permit  for  the  continuance  of  any  now  existing  bay  window  which 
projects  beyond  the  building  line  may  be  issued  by  the  officer  who,  according  to  sec- 
tion 439  of  this  ordinance,  has  jurisdiction  over  the  erection  of  bay  windows  at  the 
same  place.  Application  for  such  permit  must  be  in  writing  and  must  be  accom- 
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panied  by  a certified  copy  of  the  last  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  on  which 
such  bay  window  stands,  which  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  Department  of  Taxes 
and  Assessments,  and  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a survey  showing  the  dimensions 
of  such  bay  window  and  the  number  of  stories  through  which  it  is  carried.  The 
application  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  amount  of  the  compensation  due  the  City 
for  the  privilege  of  continuing  the  bay  window,  calculated  in  the  same  manner  and  at 
the  same  rate  as  provided  in  sections  442  and  443  of  this  ordinance.  Permits  shall  be 
issued  under  this  section  without  consent  of  adjoining  property  owners.  Permits 
issued  under  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  sections  449  and  450  of 
this  ordinance  in  like  manner  as  are  permits  for  the  erection  of  bay  windows.  Permits 
issued  under  this  section  shall  be  issued  in  duplicate,  and  one  of  such  duplicates  shall 
be  filed  in  the  Department  of  Buildings.  All  fees  received  under  this  section  shall  b« 
accounted  for  and  paid  over  as  provided  in  section  452  of  this  ordinance.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  revoke  any  permit  or  authority  heretofore  law- 
fully issued  or  given. 

Sec.  454.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  each  offense,  and 
for  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  each  and  every  day  that  such  offense  shall  continue. 

Sec.  455.  No  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  construct,  in  the  boroughs  of  Man- 
hattan, Brooklyn  of  The  Bronx,  any  porch  over  a cellar- door,  under  the  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  181.) 

Sec.  456.  No  person  or  persons  shall  construct  or  continue  any  platform,  stoop  01 
step  in  any  street  in  The  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  extend  more  than  one-tenth 
part  of  the  width  of  the  street,  nor  more  than  seven  feet,  nor  with  any  other  than  with 
open  backs  or  side  railings,  nor  of  greater  width  than  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  a 
convenient  passageway  into  the  house  or  building;  nor,  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan, 
Brooklyn  or  The  Bronx,  any  stoop  or  step  which  shall  exceed  five  feet  in  height,  under 
the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  182,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  457.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be 
deemed  to  prohibit  the  continuance  of  any  porches,  doors,  stoops,  platforms  or  steps 
which  were  heretofore  erected,  unless  the  same  shall  be  complained  of  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  which  may  direct  their  removal  or  alteration  within  a reasonable  time. 
(R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  183.) 

Sec.  458.  All  persons  who  wish  hereafter  to  erect  balustrades  beyond  the  street 
line,  shall  first  obtain  permission  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec. 
184.) 

Sec.  459.  No  balustrade  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  excepting  from  the  second 
story  of  any  house,  nor  shall  it  project  more  than  one-twentieth  of  the  width  of  the 
street  wherein  it  may  be  erected,  nor  more  than  three  feet  in  any  case  whatever 
(R.  O.,  197,  sec.  185.) 
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Sec.  460.  None  but  iron  braces  and  railings  shall  be  used  for  balustrades;  the 
strength  and  firmness  shall  be  tested  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and  in 
case  he  objects  to  the  strength  of  the  same  it  shall  be  made  as  he  shall  direct  or  be 
removed  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  during  which  it  remains  after 
such  direction.  (R.  O.  1897  sec.  186.) 

Sec.  461.  No  posts  shall  be  erected  or  put  up  in  any  of  the  streets,  roads,  lanes 
or  highways  in  The  City  of  New  York,  unless  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of 
the  Borough  in  which  such  post  is  to  be  erected,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  every  such  post  so  erected.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  187,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  462.  Iron  posts  for  awnings  erected  in  any  street  in  this  City  shall  be  well 
and  securely  braced  from  the  building  with  wrought-iron  rails  or  rods  at  least  one 
inch  in  diameter,  in  the  proportion  of  one  brace  for  every  post.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec. 
188.) 

Sec.  463.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  hereafter  erect,  place,  keep  or 
maintain  any  sign,  sign  post,  awning  or  marquise,  awning-post,  horse-trough  or 
storm-door,  or  exhibit  any  banner,  placard  or  flag  in  or  across  any  street  or  thor- 
oughfare, or  from  houses  or  other  buildings,  unless  a license  therefor  shall  have 
been  granted  as  hereinafter  more  specifically  provided. 

Sec.  464.  All  licenses  shall  be  granted  by  authority  of  the  Mayor  and  issued  by 
the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  for  such  terms  as  are  hereinafter  named,  and  shall  be  in 
force  and  effect  for  the  term  specified,  unless  sooner  suspended  or  revoked  by  the 
Mayor.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine 
complaints  against  any  of  the  licensees  hereunder,  and  impose  a fine  of  two  dollars 
($2)  for  any  violation  of  the  regulations  herein  provided,  and,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor,  shall  have  power  to  suspend  the  license  pending  payment  of 
such  fine. 

Sec.  465.  Signs  and  Sign  Posts — Signs,  .showbills  and  showboards  may  be  placed 
on  the  fronts  of  buildings,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  and  shall  be  securely 
fastened.  They  shall  not  project  more  than  one  foot  from  the  house  wall,  except  that 
signs  may  be  hung  or  attached  at  right  angles  to  any  building  and  extend  not  to  exceed 
three  feet  therefrom  in  the  space  between  the  second  floor  (the  ground  floor  being  con- 
sidered the  first  floor),  and  a point  eight  feet  in  the  clear  above  the  level  of  the  side- 
walk in  front  of  such  building.  Signs  may  be  attached  to  the  sides  of  stoops,  but  not 
to  extend  above  the  railing  or  beyond  the  stoop  line  of  any  stoop.  No  sign,  showbill  or 
showboard  shall  be  placed,  hung  or  maintained  except  as  in  this  section  prescribed,  and 
for  each  sign,  showbill  or  showboard  so  placed,  hung  or  maintained  a license  fee  of  one 
dollar  ($1)  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  466.  Transparencies  may  be  placed  on  public  lampposts,  not  to  exceed  the 
number  of  six,  by  any  church,  educational,  charitable  or  beneficial  association,  upon  the 
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payment  of  a license  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1),  and  such  permission  shall  continue  only  for 
a period  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  issue  of  such  license. 

Sec.  467.  Awnings  (or  Marquises)  and  Awning  Posts — Awnings  (or  marquises) 
of  tin  or  other  light  metal  or  canvas,  or  of  iron  and  glass,  may  be  erected  across  the 
sidewalks  of  any  of  the  streets  of  The  City  of  New  York,  except  Broadway,  Fifth  ave- 
nue, Lexington  avenue,  Madison  avenue  and  the  Bowery,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
provided  any  and  every  such  awning  shall  not  be  higher  than  the  floor  of  the  second 
story  of  the  building  (the  ground  floor  being  considered  the  first  floor),  but  in  no  case 
to  be  covered  with  wood,  and  every  awning  or  water  shed  of  any  kind  covering  one- 
half  or  less  than  the  full  width  of  the  sidewalk  shall  have  connected  therewith  a gutter 
and  leader  of  material  and  size  sufficient  for  conducting  the  water  from  the  same  to  the 
outer  line  of  the  curbstone.  Drop  awnings,  without  vertical  supports,  may  be  erected 
within  the  stoop  lines,  but  in  no  case  to  extend  beyond  six  feet  from  the  house  line, 
and  to  be  at  least  eight  feet  in  the  clear  above  the  sidewalk. 

Sec.  468.  All  posts  fixed  in  any  street  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  any  awning 
shall  be  of  iron  not  exceeding  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  the  rail  crossing  the  same 
shall  be  also  of  iron ; the  said  posts  shall  be  placed  next  to  and  along  the  inside  of  the 
curbstone,  and  the  cross  rail,  which  is  intended  to  support  the  awning,  shall  not  be  less 
than  eight,  nor  more  than  ten,  feet  in  height  above  the  sidewalk,  and  the  said  cross  rail 
shall  be  strongly  secured  to  the  upright  posts.  No  portion  or  part  of  any  canvas  or 
cloth,  or  tin,  or  other  light  metal,  used  as  an  awning,  shall  hang  loosely  or  project  up- 
ward or  downward  from  the  same  over  any  sidewalk  or  footpath.  Iron  posts  for  awn- 
ings shall  be  well  and  securely  braced  from  the  building  with  wrought-iron  rails  or 
rods  at  least  one  inch  in  diameter,  in  the  proportion  of  one  brace  for  every  post. 

Sec.  469.  The  President  of  the  Borough  within  which  the  same  is  erected  shall 
order  and  direct  any  awning,  awning  post  or  bracket,  which  may  be  erected  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  these  ordinances  to  be  forthwith  removed;  and  any  person  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  such  direction  and  order  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every 
such  offense  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  470.  No  awning  shall  be  erected  except  as  prescribed  in  sections  467  and  468, 
and  for  each  awning  so  erected  a license  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1)  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  471.  Horse  Troughs — Horse  troughs  may  be  placed  on  sidewalks,  adjacent 
to  the  curb,  provided  they  be  of  a size  and  pattern  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
Borough  in  which  they  are  located,  and  shall  in  no  way  prove  an  impediment  to  pedes- 
trians. For  each  horse  trough  located  in  The  City  of  New  York  the  licensee  therefor 
shall  stipulate  with  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  to  pay  as 
compensation  such  amount  as  shall  be  deemed  an  equivalent  or  as  may  be  provided  by 
the  scale  of  water  rents  for  the  water  supplied. 

Sec.  472.  No  horse  trough  shall  be  placed  except  as  prescribed  in  section  8,  and  for 
each  horse  trough  so  placed  a license  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1)  shall  be  paid. 
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Sec.  473.  Storm  Doors — Storm  doors  not  exceeding  ten  feet  in  height  nor  more 
than  two  feet  wider  than  the  doorway  or  entrance  of  any  building  may  be  temporarily 
erected  within  the  stoop  lines,  but  in  no  case  to  extend  more  than  six  feet  outside  the 
house  line.  No  structure  under  the  name  of  “storm  door”  shall  be  lawful  which  shall 
practically  be  an  extension  of  the  building  front  or  house  front  within  the  stoop  line, 
or  an  enlargement  of  the  ground  floor  of  any  premises. 

Sec.  474.  No  storm  door  shall  be  erected  except  as  prescribed  in  section  472,  and 
for  each  storm  door  so  erected  a license  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5)  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  475.  Ornamental  Lampposts — Ornamental  lampposts  may  be  erected  within 
stoop  lines  and  on  sidewalks  adjacent  to  the  curb,  provided  that  the  lamps  thereon  shall 
be  kept  lighted  during  the  same  hours  as  the  public  lamps;  that  the  dimensions  of  each 
post  shall  not,  at  the  base,  exceed  eighteen  inches  in  diameter,  if  circular  in  form,  and 
if  upon  a square  base  no  side  thereof  shall  exceed  eighteen  inches;  that  no  post  nor 
lamp  shall  be  used  for  advertising  purposes,  and  that  the  gas  or  other  illuminant  em- 
ployed shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  licensee. 

Sec.  476.  No  ornamental  lampposts  shall  be  erected,  except  as  prescribed  in 
section  475,  and  for  each  ornamental  lamppost  so  erected  a license  fee  of  one  dollar 
<$i)  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  477.  Temporary  Shelter  for  Relays  of  Horses — Temporary  open  structures 
for  the  shelter  of  relays  of  horses  in  use  by  street  surface  railroad  companies  may  be 
■erected  in  the  centre  of  the  carriageway  of  thoroughfares  where  the  width  thereof  is 
sufficient  to  allow  it,  and  in  the  carriageway,  near  the  curb,  with  the  consent  of  the 
abutting  property  owner;  they  shall  be  permitted  only  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
August  and  September  of  each  year,  and  shall  be  removed  at  once  thereafter  at  licensee’s 
expense.  The  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  the  shelter  is  to  be  erected  shall 
determine  as  to  whether  the  width  of  the  street  is  sufficient. 

Sec.  478.  No  temporary  open  structures  for  the  shelter  of  relays  of  horses  shall 
fie  erected  except  as  prescribed  in  section  477,  and  for  each  structure  so  erected  a 
license  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5)  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  479.  Banners,  Placards  and  Flags — No  banner,  placard  or  flag  shall  be 
hung  or  suspended  from  houses  or  poles,  or  attached  thereto,  and  stretched  across 
the  carriageway  of  any  street  (except  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  display  the  national  or 
state  colors  or  emblems  at  any  or  all  times),  unless  it  be  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  owners  of  the  property  from  which  such  banner,  placard  or  flag  shall  be  hung 
or  suspended. 

Sec.  480.  For  every  banner,  placard  or  flag  hung  or  suspended  as  allowed  under 
section  479,  a license  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1)  shall  be  paid,  and  such  permission  shall 
■continue  only  for  a period  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  issue  of  such  license. 

Sec.  481.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  seeking  a license  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  463  to  480,  inclusive,  shall  file  in  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  an  appli- 
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cation,  setting  forth  the  kind  of  license  desired,  having  indorsed  thereon  the  consent 
of  the  Alderman  of  the  district  in  which  the  privilege  to  be  granted  thereunder  is  to 
be  exercised;  in  the  event  of  a refusal  of  the  Alderman  of  the  district  to  consent  to 
the  granting  of  a license  the  Local  Board,  by  a vote  of  a majority  of  the  members 
elected,  may  declare  that  a license  issue  in  accordance  with  the  application  filed. 

Sec.  482.  All  licenses  granted  under  the  provisions  of  sections  463  to  480,  in- 
clusive, shall  be  for  the  term  of -one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  thereof,  except  as 
otherwise  provided,  and  any  license  before  its  expiration  or  within  fifteen  days  there- 
after may  be  renewed  for  another  term,  upon  the  payment  of  one-half  the  license  fee 
designated  therefor.  Notices  of  expiration  of  licenses  shall  be  served  upon  licensees 
by  the  Police  Department,  upon  information  furnished  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Licenses.  Failure  to  renew  a license  within  the  time  herein  prescribed  shall  be 
forthwith  reported  by  the  Police  Department  to  the  President  of  the  Borough,  who 
shall  at  once  direct  that  the  encroachment,  whatever  it  may  be,  shall  be  removed. 

Sec.  483.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  engaging  in  or  attempting  that 
which  is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  sections  463  to  480,  inclusive,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  Magistrate,  either  upon 
confession  of  the  party  or  competent  testimony,  may  be  fined  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
($5)  for  each  offense,  and  one  dollar  ($1)  in  addition  for  every  day  during  which  such 
misconduct  is  persisted  in,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine  may  be  committed 
to  the  City  Prison  by  such  Magistrate  until  the  same  be  paid;  but  such  imprison- 
ment shall  not  exceed  ten  days. 

Sec.  484.  Any  awning,  watershed  or  curtain  attached  thereto,  heretofore  erected 
or  constructed  according  to  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance  or  resolution  in  force 
at  the  time,  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  ordinances. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  192.) 

Sec.  485.  The  President  of  any  borough,  whenever  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  shall  order  any  stepstones  used  for  entering  carriages,  any  railing  or 
fence,  any  sign,  sign  post  or  other  post,  any  area,  bay  window  or  other  window, 
porch,  cellar  door,  platform,  stoop  or  step,  or  any  other  thing  which  may  incumber 
or  obstruct  any  street,  to  be  altered  or  removed  therefrom  within  such  time  as  may 
be  limited  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  193.) 

Sec.  485.  The  order  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  served  personally  or  by  leaving  it  at  the  house  or  place  of  business  of  the 
owner  or  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  of  the  house  or  lot  in  front  of  which 
such  step-stone  or  other  incumbrance  or  obstruction  may  be,  or  by  posting  the  said 
notice  or  order  upon  such  step-stone  or  other  incumbrance  or  obstruction.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  1 94-) 

Sec.  486.  If  any  owner,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  of  any  such  house  or 
lot  in  The  City  of  New  York  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  or  comply  with  such 
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notice  or  order,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  the 
further  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  from  and  after  the  time  limited  and 
appointed  in  said  order,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  complied  with.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  195.) 

Sec.  487.  No  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  manufactures  of  any  description,  shall 
be  placed  or  exposed  to  show  or  for  sale  upon  any  balustrade  that  now  is  or  here- 
after may  be  erected  in  this  City,  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R. 
O.  1897,  sec.  196.) 

Sec.  488.  No  person  shall  hang  or  place  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or 
suffer,  maintain  or  permit  the  same  to  be  hung  or  placed  at  any  greater  distance  than 
three  feet  in  front  of  his  or  her  house,  store  or  other  building,  and  not  to  a greater 
height  than  five  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk,  except  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise in  process  of  loading,  unloading,  shipment  or  being  received  from  shipment; 
but  at  all  times  there  shall  be  maintained  a free  passageway  for  pedestrians  in  the 
centre  of  the  sidewalk.  The  penalty  for  a violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  five 
dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  197.) 

Sec.  489.  Show  cases  may  be  placed  in  areas  or  on  the  sidewalk,  or  within  the 
stoop-line  in  front  of  any  building,  by  or  with  the  consent  of  the  occupant,  on  the 
ground  floor  thereof,  but  not  beyond  five  feet  from  the  house  line  or  wall  of  any 
building  where  the  stoop-line  extends  further,  and  provided  also  that  no  such  show 
case  shall  be  more  than  five  feet  in  height,  three  feet  in  length  and  two  feet  in  width, 
nor  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  interfere  with  the  free  access  to  the  adjoining  premises, 
and  all  such  show  cases  shall  be  freely  movable. 

Goods  when  exhibited  shall  not  be  placed  more  than  three  feet  from  the  building 
line,  and  not  to  a greater  height  than  five  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk. 

Barber  poles  not  exceeding  five  feet  in  height  and  other  emblamatic  signs  may  be 
placed  within  the  stoop  line,  or  fastened  to  the  railing  of  any  stoop,  under  the  same 
conditions  as  to  dimensions,  consent  and  so  forth,  as  hereinabove  provided  forshow 
cases. 

Sec.  490.  Stairways  may  be  constructed,  but  not  at  a greater  distance  than  four 
feet  from  the  house  wall  of  any  building.  Hoistways  may  be  placed  within  the  stoop 
lines,  but  in  no  case  to  extend  beyond  five  feet  from  the  house  line,  and  shall  be 
guarded  by  iron  railings  or  rods  to  prevent  accidents  to  passersby.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec- 

199.) 

Sec.  491.  All  privileges  which  may  be  exercised  under  the  provisions  of  the  last 
preceding. section  shall  be  without  expense  or  charge  to  the  City,  and  are  conferred 
only  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  who  may  at  any  time  alter, 
amend  or  repeal  said  section.  The  penalty  for  a violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  said  last  preceding  section  shall  be  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  day  such  violation  shall  continue.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  200.) 
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Sec.  492.  The  President  of  any  Borough,  with  the  assent  of  the  Alderman  of 
any  district  in  which  any  tree  may  be  standing,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cut  down 
and  removed  from  the  street,  and  shall  cause  so  much  of  the  sidewalk  or  carriage- 
way as  may  be  injured  by  the  removal  of  such  tree  to  be  properly  repaired.  (R.  (X 
1897,  sec.  201.) 

Sec.  493.  No  person  shall  cut  down,  destroy  or  in  any  way  injure  any  tree  or 
shoot  standing  in  any  street  or  public  place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  under  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  204.) 

Sec.  494.  No  person  shall  lead,  drive  or  ride  any  horse,  or  horse  and  cart,  or 
drag  any  wheel  or  handbarrow,  or  saw  any  wood  upon  a footpath  or  sidewalk  in  the 
boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx  or  Brooklyn,  under  a penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  208,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  495.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  any  store  or  house  shall  permit  or  suffer  any 
cart  or  other  wheeled  carriage  to  be  driven  or  otherwise  to  pass  or  go  over  or  upon 
the  footpath  or  sidewalk  opposite  to  such  house  or  store  for  the  purpose  of  loading 
or  unloading  such  cart  or  other  wheeled  carriage,  or  for  any  other  purpose  what- 
ever, under  a penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  210.) 

Sec.  496.  If  any  cartman  or  other  person  shall  break  or  otherwise  injure  any 
footpath  or  sidewalk  he  or  they  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter  cause  the 
same  to  be  well  and  sufficiently  repaired  and  mended,  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  21 1.) 

Sec.  497.  No  person  shall  obstruct  the  walks  laid  across  the  public  streets,  or  at 
the  head  of  the  public  slips  in  The  City  of  New  York,  by  placing  or  stopping  his 
horse,  cart  or  other  vehicle  upon  or  across  any  of  the  said  walks,  or  by  placing  or 
putting  any  other  obstruction  or  other  thing  across  or  on  the  same,  under  a penalty 
oCiive  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  212,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  498.  No  person  without  the  permission  of  the  Borough  President  of  the 
borough  in  which  the  same  is  situated  shall  take  up,  remove  or  carry  away, 
or  cause  or  permit  to  be  taken  up,  removed  or  carried  away,  any  turf,  stone  or  sand, 
clay  or  earth  from  any  street,  public  place  or  highway  in  The  City  of  New  York, 
under  a penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  213.) 

Sec.  499.  No  person  shall  remove,  or  cause  or  permit  to  be  removed,  or  shall 
aid  or  assist  in  removing  any  building  into,  along  or  across  any  street,  lane  or 
alley,  or  any  public  place  in  Manhattan  borough  to  the  southward  of  Fourteenth 
street,  under  a penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  214,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  500.  No  person,  without  the  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Borough 
in  which  the  same  is  situated,  shall  dump  or  deposit  any  earth,  dirt,  rubbish  or  other 
article  in  any  street,  either  upon  the  cartway  or  sidewalks,  or  any  public  -place, 
under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  offense,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  dumped  or 
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deposited  by  a dirt-cart,  the  owner  or  driver  thereof  shall  also  be  liable  to  be  pun- 
ished for  misdemeanor,  and  the  license  issued  to  such  dirt-cart  shall  be  revoked. 
(Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  215.) 

Sec.  501.  Any  person  who  shall  cast,  throw  or  deposit  on  any  sidewalk  or  cross- 
walk in  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  any  part  or  portion  of  any  fruit,  vegetable  or  other  substance,  which, 
when  stepped  on  by  any  person,  is  liable  to  cause  or  does  cause  him  or  her  to  slip 
or  fall,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,,  and,  on  conviction  thereof  before 
any  Magistrate,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  five  dollars,  or,  in  default  of  the  pay- 
ment of  such  fine,  by  imprisonment  for  two  days.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  216,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  502.  The  proprietor  of  every  store,  stand  or  other  place  where  fruit,  vege- 
table or  other  substances  mentioned  in  section  501  of  this  ordinance  are  sold,  shall 
keep  suspended  therein  or  posted  thereon,  in  some  conspicuous  place,  constantly,  a 
copy  of  this  ordinance,  printed  in  large  type,  so  that  persons  purchasing  any  such 
fruit,  vegetable  or  other  substance  may  become  aware  of  its  provisions;  and  every 
such  proprietor  or  agent  refusing  or  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  five  dollars  for  such  neglect,  or,  in  default  of  payment 
thereof,  by  imprisonment  for  five  days.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  217,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  503.  The  Mayor  or  any  Alderman,  the  Department  of  Health,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Police,  the  Inspector  of  Police  or  Police  Captain  assigned  to  the  pre- 
cinct in  which  said  premises  are  situated,  upon  application,  shall  grant  permission 
to  lay  tan-bark  in  the  carriageway  in  front  of  any  premises  occupied  by  any  sick  or 
convalescent  person  or  persons,  to  the  extent  of  five  hundred  feet  in  any  direction 
from  said  premises,  providing  all  expenses  of  placing  and  removing  the  bark  are 
paid  for  by  the  person  making  such  application.  The  bark  so  placed  in  any  street 
must  be  removed  upon  the  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Street 
Cleaning  within  five  days  after  the  recovery  or  death  of  such  sick  or  convalescent 
person,  and  upon  failure  or  neglect  of  the  person  receiving  such  permission  to 
comply  with  such  order,  then  such  bark  shall  be  removed  by  the  said  Department  of 
Street  Cleaning,  and,  upon  the  request  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of 
Street  Cleaning,  an  action  shall  be  commenced  through  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  to 
recover  as  a penalty,  in  the  manner  in  which  other  penalties  are  sued  for  and  re- 
covered, twice  the  cost  of  such  removal.  (Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  218.) 

Sec.  504.  The  Borough  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such  baths  are 
situated,  is  authorized  to  prefect  and  promulgate  all  suitable  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  use  of  the  free  floating  baths  of  the  City  situated  in  such  borough, 
and  breaches  of  said  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  punishable  by  a penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  each  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  day.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  219,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  505.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  or  persons  engaged  in  digging 
down  any  road  or  street,  in  paving  any  street,  building  any  sewer  or  drain,  trench  for 
water  pipes,  or  digging  or  building  a well  in  any  of  the  public  roads,  streets  or  ave- 
nues, under  contract  with  the  City,  made  through  either  or  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  said  City,  or  by  virtue  of  any  permission  which  may  have  been  granted  to  them 
by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  by  any  department,  bureau  or  body  hereto-1 
fore  existing  in  any  of  the  municipal  and  public  corporations,  and  parts  thereof,  now 
consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York,  where  such  work,  if  left  exposed,  would 
be  dangerous  to  passersby,  to  erect  a fence  or  railing  at  such  excavations  or  work 
in  such  a manner  as  to  prevent  danger  to  persons  who  may  be  traveling  such  streets, 
roads  or  avenues,  and  to  continue  and  uphold  the  said  railing  or  fence  until  the 
work  shall  be  completed  or  the  obstruction  or  danger  removed.  And  it  shall  also 
foe.  the  duty  of  such  person  or  persons  to  place  upon  such  railing  or  fence,  at  twilight 
in  the  evening,  suitable  and  sufficient  lights,  and  keep  them  burning  through  the 
night,  during  the  performance  of  said  work,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  every  neglect  so  to  do.  (Adapted  from  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  220.) 

Sec.  506.  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  apply  to  every  person 
engaged  in  building  any  vault  or  constructing  any  lateral  drain  from  any  cellar  to 
any  public  sewer,  or  who  shall  do  or  perform  any  work  causing  obstructions  in  the 
public  streets  by  virtue  of  any  permit,  and  also  to  all  public  or  City  officers  engaged 
in  performing  any  work  in  behalf  of  the  City  whereby  obstructions  or  excavations 
shall  be  made  in  the  public  streets.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  221,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  507.  The  extent  to  which  such  railing  or  fence  shall  be  built  in  the  several 
cases  is  hereby  defined  as  follows,  to  wit: 

1.  In  digging  down  any  street  or  road  by  placing  the  same  along  the  upper 
bank  of  such  excavation,  or  by  extending  the  fence  so  far  across  the  street  or  road 
as  to  prevent  persons  from  traveling  on  such  portion  as  would  be  dangerous. 

2.  In  paving  any  street  or  avenue  by  extending  it  across  the  carriageway  of 
such  street  or  avenue,  or  if  but  a portion  of  the  width  of  such  carriageway  be  ob- 
structed, across  such  portion,  in  which  case  the  obstruction  shall  be  so  arranged  as 

leave  a passageway  through,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  of  uniform  width. 

3.  In  building  a sewer  by  placing  it  across  the  carriageway  at  the  ends  of  such 
excavation  as  shall  be  be  made. 

4.  In  the  building  of  a well  by  inclosing  the  same  and  the  obstructions  con- 
nected therewith  on  one  or  more  sides. 

5.  In  building  vaults  by  inclosing  the  ground  taken  from  the  vaults. 

6.  In  placing  building  materials  in  the  streets  the  said  material  shall  be  so 
placed  as  to  occupy  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  width  of  the  carriageway  of  the 
street  or  avenue.  In  streets  or  avenues  where  railroads  occur  said  material  shall 
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not  be  placed  nearer  to  the  track  than  two  feet.  In  all  cases  sufficient  lights  shall 
be  placed  upon  such  building  materials  and  kept  burning  through  the  night,  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  sections.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  persons  who  desire  to 
erect  large  buildings  to  erect  and  maintain  a bridge,  riot  to  exceed  seven  feet  in 
height  above  the  sidewalk  and  six  feet  in  width,  extending  the  whole  length  of  the 
proposed  building,  the  steps  leading  to  the  same  to  rest  upon  the  sidewalk  of  the 
adjoining  premises.  (R.  O.,  sec.  222.) 

Sec.  508.  In  all  cases  where  any  person  or  persons  shall  perform  any  of  the 
work  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections,  either  under  contracts  with  the  City  or 
by  virtue  of  permission  obtained  from  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen  or  any  depart- 
ment, such  persons  shall  be  answerable  for  any  and  every  damage  which  may  be 
occasioned  to  persons,  animals  or  property  by  reason  of  carelessness  in  any  manner 
connected  with  said  work.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  223,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  509.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Borough  President  of  each  borough  to 
see  that  the  requirements  contained  in  this  article  in  regard  to  the  erection  of 
fencing  and  placing  lights,  in  all  cases  occurring  in  his  borough,  be  complied  with 
severally,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  neglect.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  224,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  510.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  such  Borough  President,  when  any  of  the 
work  referred  to  in  any  of  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  performed,  whether  for 
digging  down  streets  or  roads,  paving  streets,  building  sewers  and  building  wells, 
or  digging  trenches  for  water  pipes,  by  persons  under  contract  with  the  City,  or  for 
building  vaults  or  placing  building  materials  in  the  streets,  or  constructing  drains, 
or  any  other  work  forming  an  obstruction  of  said  street,  by  virtue  of  permission 
duly  obtained,  to  see  that  the  requirements  of  this  chapter  in  regard  to  erecting 
the  necessary  fences  and  placing  the  necessary  lights,  be  complied  with,  and  to 
make  the  necessary  complaint  to  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  for  any  omission  on  the 
part  of  the  person  referred  to,  under  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  neglect 
so  to  do.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  225,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  51 1.  In  all  contracts  for  paving  streets,  constructing  sewers  and  building 
wells  and  pumps,  or  for  doing  any  work  whereby  accidents  or  injuries  may  happen 
in  consequence  of  any  neglect  or  carelessness  during  the  performance  thereof,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  departments  by  whom  such  contracts  are  made  to  insert  a 
covenant  requiring  the  contractor  or  contractors  to  place  proper  guards  for  the 
prevention  of  accidents,  and  to  put  up  and  keep  suitable  and  sufficient  lights  burning 
at  night  during  the  performance  of  the  work,  and  also  to  covenant  with  such  con- 
tractor or  contractors  to  keep  and  save  the  City  harmless  as  against  all  loss  and 
damage  which  may  be  occasioned  by  reason  of  any  unskillfulness  or  carelessness  in 
any  manner  connected  with  the  execution  and  completion  of  the  work.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  226,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  512.  In  all  contracts  for  digging  down  any  road  or  street,  where  such  dig- 
ging if  left  exposed  would  be  dangerous  to  passersby,  the  head  of  the  proper  depart- 
ment shall  insert  a covenant  in  such  contracts  whereby  the  contractor  or  contractors 
shall  be  bound,  at  their  own  expense,  to  erect  a fence  or  railing  along  or  across  such 
road  or  street  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  danger  to  passersby,  and  to  continue  the 
said  fence  or  railing  until  such  digging  is  completed.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  227,  with  ver- 
bal changes.) 

Sec.  513.  A like  fence  or  railing  shall  be  put  up  and  maintained  in  all  cases  in 
which  a road  or  street  is  dug  out  at  the  cost  of  the  City.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  228,  with 
verbal  changes.) 

Article  2 — Flagging,  Curbing  and  Repairing  Sidewalks. 

Sec.  514.  All  streets  of  twenty-two  feet  and  upward  shall  have  sidewalks  on 
each  side  thereof  laid  with  granite  or  bluestone  flagging,  not  less  than  three  inches 
thick  and  not  less  than  two  feet  wide,  and  containing  a superficial  area  of  at  least 
eight  square  feet.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  242.) 

Sec.  515.  In  all  streets  of  the  width  of  forty  feet  and  upward  which  are  paved 
or  shall  hereafter  be  paved  or  repaved  the  sidewalks  or  footwalks  between  the  lines 
of  the  streets  and  kennels  shall  be  of  the  following  width,  that  is  to  say: 

1.  In  all  streets  40  feet  wide,  10  feet. 

2.  In  all  streets  50  feet  wide,  13  feet. 

3.  In  all  streets  60  feet  wide,  15  feet. 

4.  In  all  streets  70  feet  wide,  18  feet. 

5.  In  all  streets  75  feet  wide,  18  feet  6 inches. 

6.  In  all  streets  80  feet  wide,  19  feet. 

7.  In  all  streets  above  80  and  not  exceeding  100  feet,  20  feet. 

8.  In  all  streets  of  more  than  100  feet,  22  feet  and  no  more. 

(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  243,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  516.  In  all  streets  less  than  forty  feet  in  width  such  proportion  thereof  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which  said  street  is  located,  shall  be 
used  and  flagged  for  sidewalks  and  footpaths.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  244,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  517.  All  sidewalks  shall  be  raised  from  the  curbstone  in  the  proportion  of  two 
inches  on  ten  feet,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from 
the  persons  laying  and  fixing  the  same,  and  also  from  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot 
fronting  on  said  sidewalk,  either  jointly  or  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  245,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  518.  No  person  shall  extend  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  his  lot  beyond  t-hat  of 
his  neighbor,  in  any  street  where  the  same  is  not  yet  extended  to  the  width  allowed  by 
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law,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  to.be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons 
extending  such  sidewalk,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lots  fronting  on  such  side- 
walkHointly  or  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  246,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  519.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  article  shall  not  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  extending  of  any  such  sidewalks  when  a majority  of  the  owners  of  property 
on  the  same  side  of  the  street  and  between  the  two  nearest  corners,  by  and  with  the 
permission  of  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which  such  street  is  situated,  agree  to  and 
do  extend  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  their  respective  lots  of  ground  in  like  manner. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  247.) 

Sec.  520.  No  sidewalk  or  any  part  of  a sidewalk  laid  with  brick  or  flagging  shall 
hereafter  be  taken  up  or  the  brick  or  flagging  removed  therefrom  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever, without  the  written  permission  of  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which  such  side- 
walk is  situated,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  so  doing.  Nothing  in  this 
ordinance  contained,  however;  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  person  engaged  in  the 
necessary  repairs  of  any  such  sidewalk,  the  resetting,  when  necessary,  of  any  curb  or 
gutter  stones  that  may  have  become  displaced,  broken  or  sunken,  or  the  necessary  repair 
or  alteration  of  any  coal  slide  under  any  such  sidewalk,  nor  shall  a permit  for  any  of 
such  purposes  be  necessary.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  248,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  521.  All  private  cartways  crossing  any  of  the  sidewalks  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  and  all  sidewalks  whatever  shall  be  paved  with  granite  or  bluestone,  not  less  in 
size  than  eight  superficial  feet,  hewn  and  laid  closely  together,  and  not  with  brick  or 
with  round  or  paving  stones,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  upon  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant, or  both,  of  the  lot  in  front  of  which  such  cartway  or  sidewalk  shall  be.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  249,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  522.  In  case  any  part  of  such  private  cartway  or  any  part  of  such  sidewalk 
shall  not  be  paved,  repaved  or  repaired  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  section,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which  such  private  cartway  or  side- 
walk is  situated  to  order  in  writing  the  same  to  be  paved,  repaved  or  repaired  within 
a time  mentioned  in  such  order.  If  such  order  is  not  complied  with  within  the  time 
specified  therein,  said  President  of  the  Borough  may  cause  the  work  required  to  be  done 
by  such  order,  to  be  done  under  his  direction,  and  double  the  expense  thereof  collected 
of  the  owner  or  owners, -or  occupant  or  occupants  of  the  lot  fronting  thereon,  through 
the  Bureau  of  Penalties  in  the  manner  in  which  other  penalties  are  collected.  (Adapted 
from  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  250.) 

Sec.  523.  All  curbstones  which  shall  hereafter  be  laid  for  the  purpose  of  supporting 
the  sidewalks  shall  not  be  less  than  three  feet  in  length,  five  inches  thick,  twenty 
inches  wide  throughout,  and  shall  be  of  the  best  bluestone  or  gray  granite,  cut,  prepared 
and  laid  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say:  Ten  inches  of  the  stone  shall  be  laid 
below  the  kennel  and  ten  inches  above  it,  except  where  the  length  of  curbstone  to  be  laid 
or  relaid  shall  be  less  than  the  space  between  the  streets  crossing  that  in  which  it  is  to 
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be  laid,  in  which  case,  if  the  curbstone  in  front  of  the  lots  adjoining  shall  be  but  eight 
inches  above  the  gutter  stone,  the  curb  to  be  laid  or  relaid  as  aforesaid  shall  not  be 
placed  more  than  eight  inches  above  the  gutter  stone  unless  the  person  or  persons  lay- 
ing or  relaying  the  same  shall,  by  permission  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lots  ad- 
joining, at  his,  her  or  their  own  expense,  raise  the  adjoining  sidewalk  or  sidewalks,  and 
replace  the  same  in  a proper  manner  for  a space  of  at  least  five  feet  in  width,  so  as  to 
prevent  any  abrupt  irregularity  111  the  pavement  of  the  sidewalk;  the  top  of  the  stone 
&hall  be  cut  to  a bevel  of  one  inch;  the  front  to  be  cut  smooth  and  to  a fair  line  with  a 
depth  of  fourteen  inches ; the  ends  from  top  to  bottom  to  be  truly  squared  So  as  to  form 
close  and  even  joints,  and  the  front  so  laid  as  to  present  a fair  and  unbroken  line,  under 
a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  to  be  sued  for  through  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  and  recovered  from  the  persons 
laying  and  fixing  such  curbstone,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot  fronting  on  the 
sidewalk  so  fixed,  jointly  and  severally;  provided,  however,  that  in  all  cases  when* 
streets  are  repaved  and  curbs  are  reset  at  the  public  expense,  the  President  of  any  bor- 
ough' may  lay  curb  not  exceeding  eight  inches  in  width  and  not  less  than  twelve 
inches  in  depth,  with  a foundation  of  cement  of  not  less  than  five  inches  in  depth. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.’ 251,  as  amended  April  20,  1897,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  524.  All  gutter  stones  which  shall  hereafter  be  laid  shall  be  of  the  best  hard 
bluestone  granite,  at  least  thirty  inches  in  length,  fourteen  inches  in  width,  and  six 
inches  thick,  and  shall  be  cut  to  a fair  and  level  surface  without  windings,  with  true 
and  parallel  sides,  and  the  ends  square  so  as  to  form  tight  and  close  joints,  under 
the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  to  be  sued  for  through  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  and  recovered 
from  the  person  or  persons  laying  the  same,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot  fronting 
on  the  sidewalk  or  street,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  252,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  525.  If  any  street,  when  paved,  shall  not  exactly  range,  the  gutter  or  out- 
side of  the  footpath  or  sidewalk  shallbe  laid  out  and  made  as  nearly  in  a straight 
line  as  the  street  will  permit,  and  fhe  ascent  and  descent  of  the  same  shall  be  regu- 
lated by  the  Borough  President  of  the  borough  in  which  such  street  is  situated, 
and  a profile  thereof,  with  the  regulations  distinctly  marked  thereon,  sail  be  de- 
posited and  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Borough  President  regulating  the  same.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  253,  with  verbal  changes.) 

A ; 

Sec.  526.  When  any  carriageway  shall  have  been  paved,  and  a majority  of 
owners  of  lots  on  the  same  block  shall  have  regulated  and  paved  their  sidewalks,  the 
President  of  the  borough  in  which  such  carriageway  is  situated  shall  give  notice  to 
the  owner  or  owners,  or  occupant  or  occupants,  on  any  lots  in  front  of  which  the 
Sidewalks  shall  not  be  paved,  to  regulate  and  pave  the  same  within  a certain  time, 
to  be  designated  in  such  notice.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  254,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  527.  In  case  of  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  direction  con- 
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tained  in  the  notice  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section,  the  owner  or  owners, 
occupant  or  occupants,  shall  jointly  and  severally  be  liable  to  a penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  neglect  or  refusal.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  255,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  528.  The  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  occupant  or  occupants  of  any 
house  or  other  building  or  vacant  lots  fronting  on  any  street  or  avenue  shall,  at 
his,  her  or  their  charge  and  expense,  well  and  sufficiently  pave,  according  to  the 
ordinances,  and  keep  and  maintain  in  good  repair,  the  sidewalks  and  curb  and 
gutter  of  such  street  or  avenue  in  front  of  any  such  house  or  other  building  or 
vacant  lot.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  256.) 

Sec.  529.  Upon  complaint  being  made  to  the  Borough  President  having  juris- 
diction thereof,  showing  to  his  satisfaction  that  any  sidewalk,  curb  or  gutter  is  not 
paved  or  repaired  according  to  these  ordinances,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
Borough  President  to  cause  a notice  to  be  served  upon  the  owner  or  owners,  lessee 
or  lessees,  occupant  or  occupants  of  any  such  house  or  other  building  or  vacant  lot 
of  ground  fronting  on  any  street  or  avenue,  to  repair  or  relay,  as  the  case  may 
require,  such  sidewalk,  curb  or  gutter  in  front  of  the  same  within  ten  days  alter 
the  service  of  such  notice.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec,  257,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  530.  In  default  of  such  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  occupant  or  oc- 
cupants, repairing  or  relaying,  as  the  ca.:e  may  require,  such  sidewalks  and  curb  and 
gutter  within  the  time  required  by  said  notice  and  complying  with  the  said  notice,  the 
said  Borough  President  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  lay  or  relay  the  flagging 
and  to  set  or  reset  the  curb  or  gutter  or  both,  and  otherwise  repair  such  sidewalks, 
and  to"certify  the  expense  of  so  doing  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  who  are  directed  to 
make  a just  and  equitable  assessment  of  such  expense  among  the  owners,  lessees  or 
occupants  upon  whom  the  notice  referred  to  in  the  preceding  section  was  served,  in 
proportion  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  advantages  which  the  respective  properties 
owned  or  occupied  by  them  may  be  deemed  to  have  acquired,  and  thereupon  the 
Borough  President  shall  certify  to  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  the  fact  of  such  refusal  or 
neglect  to  comply  with  said  notice,  and  such  Bureau  of  Penalties  shall  recover  a 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  from  each  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  each  house,  building 
or  lot  on  front  of  which  the  expense  was  incurred,  in  the  manner  in  which  other 
penalties  are  by  law  recovered.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  258,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Article  3. — Surveyors  and  Surveying. 

Sec.  531.  There  shall  be  so  many  Surveyors  appointed  as  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  shall,  from  time  to  time,  think  proper,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  the 
Borough  Presidents  in  laying  out  and  regulating  all  streets  and  roads,  and  to  lay  out 
and  survey  ground  for  the  purpose  of  building  thereon,  and  to  advise  and  direct  con- 
cerning the  same.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  259,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  532.  The  said  Surveyors  so  to  be  appointed,  before  they  respectively  enter 
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upon  the  execution  of  the  said  office,  shall  take  an  oath  well  and  truly  to  execute  the 
same.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  260.) 

Sec.  533.  No  person  shall  erect  any  building  bounded  by  any  of  the  public 
streets  or  avenues  on  his,  her  or  their  ground,  unless  the  same  be  previously  viewed 
and  laid  out  by  the  said  Surveyors,  or  any  of  them,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars 
for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  261.) 

Sec.  534.  No  such  Surveyor  shall  survey  or  establish  any  corner  of  any  street 
or  avenue  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  any  building  on  an  old  foundation  or  other- 
wise, unless  the  same  be  viewed  and  approved  of  by  the  President  of  the  Borough  in 
which  the  same  is  situated,  or  in  anv  other  manner  that  such  Borough  President 
shall  direct,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  262,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  535.  For  laying  out  each  lot  other  than  the  corner  of  any  street  or  avenue 
and  giving  a certificate  thereof,  the  saia  Surveyor  or  Surveyors  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  and  receive  from  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents,  and  for  every  corner  lot  of  any  street  or  avenue,  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  263.) 

Sec.  536.  If  any  wall  shall  be  erected  alongside  of  any  street  and  above  the 
level  of  the  street  without  notice  thereof  having  been  given  to  the  President  of  the 
Borough  in  which  such  wall  is  situated,  or  to  one  of  the  City  Surveyors,  the  owner  or 
builder  of  such  wall  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars.  (R.  O.,  1897, 
sec.  264,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  537.  Upon  any  one  of  the  City  Surveyors  being  duly  notified  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  such  wall  and  to  give  such  directions  as  may  be 
necessary  to  prevent  encroachments  upon  the  streets,  and  for  every  such  service 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  owner  of  such  wall  the  sum  of 
one  dollar.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  265.) 

Sec.  538.  Whenever,  in  the  proper  administration  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  any 
of  the  aforesaid  Borough  Presidents  may  require  the  services  of  a City  Surveyor, 
he  shall  have  authority  to  employ  such  one  of  the  City  Surveyors  as  he  may  appoint 
for  that  purpose.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  266.) 

Sec.  539.  No  City  Surveyor  employed  by  the  said  Borough  Presidents  shall  re- 
ceive compensation  therefor  at  a greater  rate  than  as  follows,  nor  shall  any  Sur- 
veyor’s bill  be  paid  unless  the  same  be  first  certified  by  the  Borough  President  so 
employing  him: 

For  a preliminary  survey  in  regulating  a street  or  avenue,  or  for  making  a 
country  road,  for  the  first  line  of  level,  three  cents  per  linear  foot,  measuring  through 

the  centre  of  the  street,  avenue  or  road;  and  for  every  additional  line  of  levels,  one 
cent  per  linear  foot,  to  be  measured  in  the  same  manner. 
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For  a preliminary  survey  in  filling  sunken  lots,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
lot  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  square  feet. 

For  grading,  when  done  alone,  five  cents  per  linear  foot,  measuring  through  the 
centre  of  the  street  or  avenue. 

For  gracing  and  setting  curb  and  gutter,  when  done  under  the  same  contract, 
eight  cents  per  linear  foot,  measuring  through  the  centre  of  the  street  or  avenue. 

For  grading,  setting  curb  and  gutter  and  flagging,  when  done  under  the  same 
contract,  eleven  cents  per  linear  foot, -measuring  through  the  centre  of  the  street  or 
avenue. 

For  setting  curb  and  gutter  alone,  three  cents  per  linear  foot  along  the  line  of 
work  done. 

For  setting  curb  and  gutter  and  flagging,  when  done  under  the  same  contract, 
but  not  in  connection  with  the  grading,  four  and  one-half  cents  per  linear  foot  along 
the  line  of  the  curb. 

For  flagging,  when  done  alone,  three  cents  per  linear  foot,  along  the  line  of 
work  done. 

For  setting  stakes,  making  final  surveys  and  so  forth,  in  the  filling  of  sunken 
lots,  one  dollaT  and  fifty  cents  per  lot  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  square  feet. 

For  fencing,  including  the  preliminary  survey,  three  cents  per  foot. 

For  making  a country  road,  ten  cents  per  linear  foot,  measuring  through  the 
centre  of  the  road. 

For  establishing  a new  grade  line,  one  cent  per  linear  foot,  measuring  along  the 
line.  For  assessment  lists  and  maps,  three  cents  per  linear  foot  of  map  front;  it 
being  understood  that  the  surveyor  shall  in  every  case  furnish  a duplicate  list  and 
map  without  additional  charge. 

A surveyor  employed  by  one  of  the  said  Borough  Presidents  to  make  a survey, 
the  compensation  for  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation as  shall  be  certified  by  the  Borough  President  employing  him.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  267,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  540.  In  all  cases  when  the  same  is  required,  a projection  or  profile,  and 
such  drawings  and  calculations  shall  be  furnished  to  the  said  Borough  President 
as  may  be  required  by  him,  without  extra  compensation.  A surveyor  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  payment  for  a preliminary  survey  on  the  completion  of  the  same 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Borough  President  employing  him.  He  shall  receive  pay- 
ment for  the  other  services  mentioned  in  this  paragraph  on  the  completion  of  the 
work  and  its  acceptance  by  the  Department  or  Commissioner  having  charge  thereof. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  268,  with  verbal  changes.) 

• Sec.  541.  The  amount  paid  for  any  of  the  services  mentioned  in  the  last  section, 
whenever  the  same  shall  have  been  rendered  in  relation  to  any  improvement  or  work 
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for  which  an  assessment  may  afterwards  be  made,  shall  be  included  in  such  assess- 
ment. (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  269.) 

Sec.  542.  A surveyor  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  ten  dollars  for  every  certificate 
for  seventy  per  cent,  payment  to  a contractor  on  any  work  done  by  contract  made 
upon  public  advertisement  and  letting,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  Borough  President 
making  the  contract,  and  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  surveyor  shall  be 
entitled  to  any  payment  for  a certificate  to  a contractor;  the  amount  so  paid  for  a 
certificate  for  seventy  per  cent,  payment  shall  be  deducted  from  the  payment  to  be 
made  to  the  contractor  on  account  of  the  work  certified  to  be  done.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
270.) 

Article  4— Paving,  Repaving  and  Repairing  the  Carriageways  of  Streets  and 

Avenues. 

Sec.  543.  All  streets  of  twenty-two  feet  in  width  and  upward  shall  be  laid  or 
paved  in  the  middle,  which  part  shall  remain  as  a cartway  and  shall  have  a gutter 
or  kennel  on  each  side  next  adjoining  the  footpath,  and  shall  be  paved  with  sufficient 
paving  stone,  and  arched  in  such  a manner  as  the  Local  Board  for  the  district  in 
which  such  street  is  located  shall  direct.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  271;  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  544.  Whenever  the  carriageway  of  any  street,  or  part  of  said  carriageway,, 
not  less  than  the  space  or  distance  between  and  including  the  intersection  of  two 
streets,  shall  be  repaired  or  newly  paved,  and  the  crosswalks  laid,  and  the  side- 
walks extended  to  the  width  required  by  law,  at  the  expense  of  the  individual  owners 
of  the  lots  abutting  thereon,  and  the  work  approved  by  the  proper  City  authorities, 
such  street,  streets  or  parts  of  streets  shall  forever  thereafter  be  paved,  repaired  or 
repaved  at  the  expense  of  the  City,  but  this  section  shall  not  be  constrqed  to  apply 
to  sidewalks,  nor  to  any  wooden  pavement  in  said  City.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  272,  with 
verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  545.  Any  citizen  or  number  of  citizens  shall  be  allowed  to  pave  the  street 
opposite  his  or  their  property  where  the  same  shall  extend  from  the  intersection 
of  one  cross  street  to  the  intersection  of  another,  provided  the  same  be  done  in 
conformity  with  the  regulations  of  the  Local  Board  for  the  district  in  which  such 
street  is  situated.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  273,  with  verbal  changes.) 

See.  546.  All  pavements  hereafter  to  be  laid  in  any  of  the  streets  or  lanes  of 
this  City  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Elec- 
tricity, or  contractors  for  the  construction  of  sewers,  or  for  the  laying  of  any  water, 
gas  or  other  pipes,  shall,  after  the  pavement  is  laid  or  driven  down,  have  covered 
over  them  one  inch  in  thickness  of  pure  sand.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  274,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  547.  Any  and  all  persons  other  than  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department 
of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  who  may  hereafter  pave,  or  cause  to  be  paved. 
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any  street,  lane  or  other  thoroughfare  or  portion  thereof  in  this  City,  shall  have 
the  sand,  dirt  and  rubbish  cleaned  off  the  said  street,  lane  or  thoroughfare,  or  any 
part  thereof,  within  twelve  days  after  any  such  pavement  shall  be  completed.  This 
section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  the  removal  of  all  sand,  dirt  or  rubbish 
collected  in  any  part  of  any  and  all  streets,  lanes  and  thoroughfares  covered  by  any 
pavement  so  done  or  laid,  or  excavation  that  may  have  been  made,  or  other  work 
done  in  pursuance  thereof;  and  no  contract  for  paving  in  pursuance  of  this  section 
shall  be  accepted  as  completed  unless  the  person  by  whom  the  contract  was  made 
on  behalf  of  the  City  shall  certify  that  this  section  has  been  fully  complied  with. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  275,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  548.  Any  person  or  persons,  excepting  the  Commissioner  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  remove  the  dirt, 
sand  or  rubbish  mentioned  herein,  within  the  time  specified  therein,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense;  and  in  addition  thereto  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  borough  in  which  said  work  has  been  done  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
removed,  and  the  party  neglecting  or  refusing  to  remove  the  same  as  hereinbefore 
provided  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  in  the  sum  of  twice  the  cost  of  such  removal, 
which  penalty  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of 
penalties  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  276,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  549.  Anjr  contractors  or  other  person  or  persons  causing  any  cart  to  be 
loaded  and  heaped  up  with  manure,  sand,  earth,  mud,  clay  or  rubbish,  so  that  the  con- 
tents or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  scattered  in  any  street,  lane,  avenue,  pier  or  bulk- 
head, shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
277,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  550.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  gas  company  to  break  up  any  of  the  pave- 
ments of  this  City  without  the  permission  of  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which 
said  work  is  to  be  done,  and  such  permission  shall  not  be  given  until  the  party  apply- 
ing therefor  shall  enter  into  a stipulation  satisfactory  to  the  said  Borough  President 
to  repair  and  replace  the  said  pavement  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Borough  Presi- 
dent, at  his  and  their  own  expense,  by  a day  to  be  named  in  such  permitj  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  repair  and  replace  the  same,  in  accord- 
ance with  such  stipulation  and  permit,  they  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars 
for  each  offense,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  expense  of  repair- 
ing and  replacing  such  pavement,  which  shall  be  done  by  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such  street  is  located.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  278.) 

Sec.  551.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  persons  employed  to  pave  or  repave  any  street 
in  The  City  of  New  York  to  place  proper  obstructions  across  such  street  or  cart- way 
for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  pavement  then  newly  made  or  to  be  made,  until  the 
same  shall  be  fit  to  use,  leaving  at  all  time  a sufficient  passage  for  foot  passengers. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  279.) 
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Sec.  552.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
President  of  the  Borough  in  which  said  obstruction  is  placed,  or  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  persons  superintending  such  paving,  throw  down,  displace,  or  remove 
any  such  obstruction  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section,  under  penalty  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  280,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  553.  Nothing  contained  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any 
person  or  persons  to  stop  up  or  obstruct  more  than  the  space  of  one  block  and  one 
intersection  at  the  same  time,  in  any  one  street,  or  to  keep  the  same  so  stopped  up 
for  more  than  two  days  after  the  cartway  is  finished.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  281.) 

Sec.  554.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  have  authority  under  any  con- 
tract with  the  City,  or  any  officer  thereof,  or  under  any  permit  authorizing  the  same, 
to  remove  the  pavement  from  or  to  excavate,  or  to  occupy  or  use  any  part  of  the 
public  streets  and  avenues  in  the  City,  so  as  to  obstruct  the  travel  in  any  streets 
or  avenues,  and  to  prevent  the  same  from  being  used  for  the  time  being  for  the 
purposes  of  travel,  such  person  or  persons  shall  erect,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  in  con- 
spicuous positions,  at  the  several  points  of  intersection  of  such  streets  or  avenues 
so  obstructed,  with  the  cross  street  nearest  to  such  obstruction,  a suitable  notice 
of  such  obstruction,  which  notice  shall  be  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  Borough 
President  having  jurisdiction  of  such  street  may  at  any  time  direct,  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  282.) 

Sec.  555.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  the  preceding  section  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a penalty  of  ten  dollars.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  283,  in  part.) 

Sec.  556.  No  pavement  in  any  street  which  has  been  accepted  by  the  City  to  be 
kept  in  repair  at  the  public  expense,  shall  hereafter  be  taken  up,  or  paving  stones 
removed  therefrom,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  without  .the  authority  of  the  De- 
partment or  Commissioner  having  charge  thereof,  under  penalty  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  every  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  284.) 

Sec.  557.  Whenever  any  pavement  in  any  such  street,  or  any  part  or  portion 
thereof  has  been  or  shall  be  taken  up,  or  the  paving  stones  in  any  such  street  or 
part  of  the  street  have  been  or  shall  be  removed  therefrom,  or  from  the  place  or 
position  in  which  they  have  been  put  in  such  pavement,  in  violation  of  the  preceding 
sections,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which  such  pave- 
ment has  been  taken  up,  forthwith  to  restore  such  pavement  to  its  former  condition, 
and  replace  the  same,  and  restore  the  paving  stones  so  removed  as  aforesaid  to 
their  place  in  the  said  pavement,  so  as  to  restore  the  said  pavement  as  nearly  as  may 
be  practicable  to  the  condition  in  which  it  was  before  such  taking  or  removel  as 
aforesaid.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  285,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  558.  Whenever  any  wood,  timber,  stone,  iron  or  any  other  metal  has  been 
of  Shafi  be  put  or  placed  in  or  upon  any  such  pavement,  so  as  to  hinder  or  obstruct 
or  be  in  the  way  of  the  restoration  of  said  pavement,  as  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
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section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Borough  President  having  charge  of  the  street 
or  pavement,  forthwith  to  cause  such  wood,  timber,  stone,  iron  or  other  metal  to  be 
taken  up  and  removed  from  said  street  or  pavement,  so  that  they  shall  not  incumber 
or  obstruct  said  street  and  the  free  use  of  the  pavement  therein  and  all  parts  thereof. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  286,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  559.  When  hereafter  any  person  or  association  or  body  of  persons,  or  any 
incorporated  company,  shall  attempt  to  take  up  any  such  pavement  mentioned  in  this 
article,  or  to  remove  the  paving  stones  or  any  of  them  therefrom,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Borough  President  having  charge  thereof  forthwith  to  prevent  the  same,  and 
generally  to  prevent  the  pavement  in  the  street  aforesaid,  and  every  part  thereof,  from 
being  taken  up,  removed,  incumbered  or  obstructed.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  287,  with 
verbal  changes.) 

Article  5 — Public  Wells,  Pumps,  Cisterns  and  Hydrants. 

x 

Sec.  560.  All  applications  for  wells  and  pumps  shall  be  made  to  the  Local  Board 
for  the  district  in  which  such  well  or  pump  is  to  be  situated.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  288, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  561.  No  person  shall  build  any  well  in  any  avenue,  under  a penalty  of  fifty 
dollars;  and  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such  well  shall  be  built  shall  cause 
the  same,  in  all  such  cases,  to  be  filled  up.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  291,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  562.  No  person  or  persons  shall  take  the  water  from  any  public  well,  pump 
or  cistern  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  offering  the  same  for  sale,  under  the  penalty 
of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  292.) 

Sec.  563.  No  person  shall  take  or  use  the  water  from  any  public  cistern  or  hy- 
drant except  in  the  case  of  fire  and  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  the  same,  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  293.) 

Sec.  564.  No  person  shall  wilfully  do,  or  cause  or  suffer  to  be  done,  any  damage 
to  any  of  the  public  pumps,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  294,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  565.  Every  person  who  shall  place,  or  assist  in  placing,  or  cause  or  procure 
to  be  placed,  any  hogshead,  barrel,  tub  or  other  vessel  of  greater  capacity  than  ten 
gallons  in  any  street,  within  twenty-five  feet  of  any  public  well  or  pump,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  filling  the  same  with  water  from  any  such  well  or  pump,  or  who  shall  put  or 
cause  to  be  put  into  any  such  vessel  any  water  from  such  well  or  pump,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  295,  with  verba! 
changes.) 

Sec.  566.  The  last  preceding  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  im- 
mediate filling  of  any  vessel  therein  mentioned,  provided  the  same  shall  be  forthwith 
removed.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  296.) 
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Sec.  567.  If  any  person,  unless  connected  with  or  employed  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment, shall  unscrew  any  of  the  hydrants  belonging  to  or  attached  to  the  City 
water  works  erected  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  or  interfere  with  the  same,  or 
any  part  of  the  works  belonging  to  the  said  establishment,  whereby  the  said  estab- 
lishment or  any  or  either  of  the  pipes,  hydrants,  stop-cocks,  or  any  part  of  the  works 
may  be  injured,  or  the  water  taken  therefrom  or  wasted,  such  person  shall  be  liable 
to  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  297, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  568.  No  person  shall  wash,  or  cause  or  procure  or  permit  to  be  washed, 
any  horse  or  carriage  within  twenty-five  feet  of  any  pump  in  any  street  in  The  City 
of  New  York,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  298.) 

Sec.  569.  No  person  shall  water,  or  suffer  or  permit  any  horse  to  drink  or  be 
watered  at  or  within  ten  feet  of  any  pump  or  well  in  any  street  of  The  City  of  New 
York,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  owner 
or  person  watering  or  permitting  such  horse  to  be  watered,  jointly  and  severally. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  2pg,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  570.  All  persons  are  forbidden  to  open  any  street  pavement  and  bore  any 
water  pipe  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  water  into  any  dwelling  or  other  edifice,  or 
for  any  other  use,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  unless  with  the 
written  permission  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas 
and  Electricity.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  300,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Article  6 — Sewers  and  Drains. 

Sec.  571.  All  sewers  and  drains  in  any  of  the  streets,  avenues  or  public  places 
in  the  City  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which  such 
sewers  and  drains  are  situated,  and  said  borough  Presidents  in  their  respective  bor- 
oughs shall  keep  the  same  in  good  order  and  condition,  and  clean  and  free  from  ob- 
structions, and  shall  cause  such  repairs  to  be  made  to  them  and  to  the  receiving 
basins,  culverts  and  openings  connected  therewith,  as  may  from  time  to  time  become 
necessary.  Such  sewer  culverts  shall  be  cleaned  at  night  and  not  in  the  daytime. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  301,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  572.  The  Presidents  of  the  several  boroughs  shall  prescribe  the  mode  of 
piercing  or  opening  any  of  the  sewers  or  drains  in  their  respective  boroughs,  and 
the  form,  size  and  material  of  which  connections  therewith  shall  be  composed,  and 
shall  have  authority  to  grant  permission  to  make  lateral  connections  with  said 
sewers.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  302,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  573.  The  said  Borough  Presidents  may  grant  permission  to  persons  to 
construct,  at  their  own  expense,  sewers  or  drains,  or  to  lay  pipes  to  connect  with 
any  sewers  or  drains  built  in  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  under  their  respective

supervision,  on  being  furnished  with  the  written  consent  of  the  owners  of  a majority 
of  the  property  upon  the  street  through  which  said  sewer,  drain  or  pipe  is  to  pass; 
but  such  permission  shall  not  be  granted  except  upon  the  agreement,  in  writing,  of 
the  persons  applying  therefor,  that  they  shall  comply  with  the  ordinances  in  relation 
to  excavating  the  streets,  and  that  they  will  indemnify  the  City  for  any  damages  or 
costs  to  which  they  may  be  put  by  reason  of  injuries  resulting  from  neglect  or  care- 
lessness in  performing  the  work  so  permitted,  and  that  no  claims  will  be  made  by 
them  or  their  successors  in  interest  against  the  City,  if  the  work  so  permitted  be 
taken  up  by  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  or  for  exemption  from  assess- 
ment lawfully  imposed  for  constructing  sewers  or  drains  ini  the  vicinity  of  their 
property;  and  upon  the  further  condition  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may,  at  any 
time,  revoke  and  annul  such  permission,  and  direct  such  sewers,  drains  or  pipes  to  be 
taken  up  or  removed.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  303,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  574.  Each  of  the  said  Borough  Presidents  shall  keep  a record  of  all  per- 
mits granted  for  connection  with  sewers  or  drains,  in  which  record  be  shall  enter 
the  names  of  all  persons  from  whom  he  may  receive  money  for  such  permits,  with 
the  amount  received  from  each  person  and  the  time  when  it  was  received.  He  shall 
render  an  account  thereof,  under  oath,  item  by  item,  to  the  Comptroller,  on  Thurs- 
day of  each  weekj  and  shall  thereupon  pay  over  the  amount  so  received  to  the  Cham- 
berlain. He  shall  also  thereupon  receive  from  the  Chamberlain  a voucher  for  the 
payment  thereof,  which  he  shall  forthwith,  on  the  same  day,  exhibit  to  the  Comp- 
troller, and  shall  at  the  same  time  leave  with  him  a copy  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
304,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  575.  No  connection  shall  be  made  with  any  sewer  or  drain  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Borough  having  jurisdiction  as  aforesaid; 
and  any  connection  or  opening  made  into  any  sewer  or  drain  without  such  permis- 
sion, or  in  a manner  different  from  the  mode  prescribed  for  such  opening  by  said 
Borough  President,  shall  subject  the  person  making  the  same  and  the  owner  of  the 
premises  directing  it,  respectively,  to  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars  ($50).  (R.  O.  1897, 

sec.  305,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  576.  All  openings,  into  any  sewers  or  drains  for  the  purpose  of  making 
any  connections  therewith  from  any  house,  cellar,  vault,  yard  or  other  premises, 
shall  be  made  by  persons  to  be  licensed  by  the  several  Borough  Presidents,  and 
the  said  persons,  before  being  so  licensed,  shall  execute  a bond  to  the  People  of  the 
State  of  New  York  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  with  one  or  more  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by,  the  Borough  President  issuing  such  license,  conditioned  that 
they  will  carefully  make  the  openings  into  any  sewers  or  drains  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioners  having  jurisdiction  to  permit  such  openings  to  be 
made,  without  injuring  them,  leave  no  obstructions  of  any  description  whatever  in 
them  and  properly  close  up  the  sewer  or  drain  around  the  connection  made  by 
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them,  and  make  no  opening  into  the  arch  of  any  sewer  or  drain;  that  they  will 
faithfully  comply  with  the  ordinances  relating  to  opening  and  excavating  streets; 
be  responsible  for  any  damages  or  injuries  that  may  accrue  to  persons,  animals  or 
property  by  reason  of  any  opening  ini  any  street,  lane  or  avenue  made  by  them  or 
those  in  their  employment;  and  that  they  will  properly  refill  and  ram  the  earth 
and  suitably  restore  the  pavement  taken  up  for  excavating  and  repave  the  same, 
should  it  settle  or  become  out  of  order  within  six  months  thereafter;  and  in  case 
any  person  so  licensed  shall  neglect  to  repair  the  pavement  aforesaid  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  being  notified,  the  Borough  President  in  whose  borough  the  same 
is  located  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  charge  double  the  expense  thereof 
as  a penalty  to  the  person  so  neglecting.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  306,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  577.  Ten  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  the  Borough  President  granting  the 
permit  for  permission  to  connect  each  house,  store  or  building  with  any  sewer  or 
drain.  Each  hotel,  boarding  house  or  public  building  covering  more  ground  than 
twenty-five  feet  by  fifty  feet  shall  pay  proportionately  for  such  additional  space  of 
ground  covered  by  each  respectively.  Manufactories,  breweries,  distilleries,  and  the 
like,  for  permission  to  connect  with  sewers  or  drains  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
off  water  or  fluids  that  will  not  deposit  sediment  or  obstruction  shall  pay  such 
sums  as  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  said  Borough  President;  and  any 
manufacturer,  brewer,  distiller,  or  the  like,  permitting  any  substance  to  flow  into 
any  sewer  or  drain  or  receiving  basin  which  shall  form  a deposit  that  tends  to  fill 
said  sewer,  drain  or  basin,  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  307,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  578.  All  connections  with  sewers  or  drains  used  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing off  animal  refuse  from  water  closets  or  otherwise  and  slops  or  kitchens,  shall 
have  fixtures  for  a sufficiency  of  water,  to  be  so  applied  as  to  properly  carry  off 
such  matters,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  the  same  are  permitted 
to  remain  without  such  fixtures  for  supplying  said  water.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  308,  with 
verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  579.  No  butcher’s  offal  or  garbage,  dead  animals  or  obstructions  of  any  kind 
whatsoever,  shall  be  placed,  thrown  or  deposited  in  any  receiving  basin  or  sewer;  and 
any  'person  so  offending  or  causing  any  such  obstruction  or  substance  to  be  placed 
so  as  to  be  carried  into  such  basin  or  sewer,  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  offense;  and  any  person  injuring,  breaking  or  removing  any  portion 
of  any  receiving  basin,  covering,  flag,  manhole,  vent  or  any  part  of  any  sewer  or  drain 
or  obstructing  the  mouth  of  any  sewer  or  drain,  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offense;  nor  shall  any  quantity  of  marble  or  other  stone,  iron,  lead, 
timber  or  any  other  substance  exceeding  one  ton  in  weight  be  placed  or  deposited  upon 
any  wharf  or  bulkhead  through  which  any  sewer  or  drain  may  run ; nor  upon  or  over 
any  sewer  or  drain  where  the  same  shall  be  within  three  feet  of  the  surface  of  the 
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street,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  of  the  per- 
son or  persons  causing  or  permitting  the  same.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  309.) 

Sec.  580.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  police  officers  to  report  any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article  to  the  Bureau  of  Penalties.  The  Captains  of  the  several  police 
precincts  shall,  on  observing  or  being  informed  of  the  opening  of  or  excavating  in  any 
street  or  avenue,  require  the  person  making  such  opening  or  excavation  to  exhibit  to 
him  the  authority  or  permission  for  such  opening;  and  if  none  have  been  given  by  the 
proper  officer,  or  if  the  exhibition  thereof  be  refused,  said  Captain  of  Police  shall,  with- 
out delay,  make  complaint  to  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  and  report  the  same  to  the 
President,  of  the  borough  in  which  such  violation  occurs.

Sec.  581.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  having  charge  of  the  sweeping  and 
cleaning  of  the  streets  to  see  that  the  gutters  are  properly  scraped  out  before  the 
water  is  suffered  to  flow  from  any  hydrant  for  the  purposes  of  washing  the  same,  in 
order  that  no  substance  or  obstruction  be  carried  into  any  of  the  receiving  basins; 
every  person  violating  this  section  to  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  311,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  582.  Whenever  any  sewer,  culvert,  watermains  or  pipes  are  to  be  con- 
structed, altered  or  repaired  in  any  street  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  which  the  gas- 
pipes  of  gas-light  companies  are  laid,  or  whenever  any  such  street  shall  be  regulated 
or  graded,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  thereof  to  give  notice 
in  writing  of  the  same  to  the  said  companies,  or  to  the  one  whose  pipes  are  laid 
in  the  street  about  to  be  disturbed  by  the  construction,  alteration  or  repairing  of  such 
sewer,  culvert,  water-main  or  pipe,  or  by  the  regulation  or  grading  thereof,  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  before  breaking  ground  therefor.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  312.) 

Sed.  583.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  gas  companies,  or  the  one  whose  pipes 
are  about  to  be  disturbed  by  the  construction,  alteration  or  repairing  of  any  sewei, 
culvert,  water-main  or  pipe,  or  the  regulation  or  grading  of  any  street,  on  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  notice  prqvided  for  in  the  preceding  -section,  to  remove  or  otherwise 
protect  and  replace  the  main  and  service-pipes,  lamp-posts  and  lamps,  where  neces- 
sary, under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which  such  pipes,  posts 
or  lamps  are  situated.  The  company  notified  in  accordance  with  the  preceding 
section  shall  comply  with  such  notice  by  causing  the  pipes,  lamp-posts  and  lamps 
to  be  protected  and  replaced,  where  necessary,  during  the  progress  of  the  work 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  313,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  584.  The  preceding  provisions  shall  be  made  part  of  every  contract  here- 
after made  for  constructing,  altering  or  repairing  any  sewer  or  culvert,  water-mains 
or  pipes,  in  any  street  in  which  the  pipes  of  gas-light  companies  shall  be  laid  at  the 
time  of  making  such  contract,  or  for  the  regulation  or  grading  of  any  such  street 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  314.) 
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Sec.  585.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  or  for  whose 
benefit  any  excavation  is  to  be  made,  for  constructing,  altering  or  repairing  a vault, 
waste-pipe  or  drain  in  any  street,  to  give  notice  in  writing  thereof  to  the  company 
whose  pipes  are  laid  in  the  street  about  to  be  disturbed  by  the  construction,  altera- 
tion or  repairing  of  such  vault,  waste-pipe  or  drain,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  be- 
fore commencing  the  same;  and  such  person  or  persons  shall,  at  his  or  their  ex- 
pense, sustain,  secure  and  protect  said  pipes  from  injury,  and  replace  and  pack  the 
earth  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  removed,  loosened  or  disturbed,  under  or 
around  them,  so  that  such  pipes  shall  be  well  and  substantially  supported;  and  ii 
such  persons  shall  fail  to  sustain,  secure  and  protect  said  pipes  from  injury,  or  to 
replace  and  pack  the  earth  under  or  around  them,  as  by  the  provisions  of  this  section 
required,  then  the  same  may  be  done  by  the  company  to  whom  the  same  may  belong, 
and  the  cost  thereof,  and  all  damages  sustained  by  either  of  said  companies  thereby, 
shall  be  paid  by  said  person  or  persons  to  said  company;  and  the  said  company  may, 
in  default  thereof,  maintain  an  action  against  him  or  them  therefor.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 

315. ) 

Sec.  586.  The  provisions  of  the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  made  part  and  a 
condition  of  every  permit  that  shall  hereafter  be  granted  to  any  person  or  persons 
for  making  any  excavation  for  the  construction,  alteration  or  repairing  any  vault, 
waste-pipe  or  drain  in  any  street  in  which  the  pipes  of  either  of  the  said  companies 
shall  be  laid  at  the  time  of  granting  said  permits;  provided  said  companies  or  either 
of  them  provide  such  permits  or  pay  a just  proportion  therefor.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 

316. )  , 

Sec.  587.  No  connection  with  or  opening  into  any  sewer  or  drain  shall  be  used 
for  the  conveyance  or  discharge  into  said  sewer  or  drain  of  steam  or  hot  water  above 
100  degrees  Fahrenheit  from  any  boiler  or  engine,  or  from  any  manufactory  or  building 
in  which  steam  is  either  used  or  generated,  or  to  discharge  or  permit  to  escape  into 
any  sewer  or  drain  or  into  any  public  street,  steam  from  any  stop  cock,  valve  or  other 
opening  in  any  steam  pipe  or  main  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  during  any  part  of  which  such  connection  or  opening  may  have  been  used  for  that 
purpose;  and  the  Borough  President  having  jurisdiction  of  said  street  or  sewer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed,  upon  the  expiration  of  five  days  after  notice,  to  discon- 
tinue the  discharge  of  steam  or  hot  water  from  any  connection,  to  cancel  the  permit  and 
to  close  up  and  remove  the  same  if  such  discharge  of  steam  or  hot  water  from  such 
connection  shall  not  have  been  discontinued.  This  penalty  shall  be  imposed  upon  and 
recovered  from  the  owner  and  occupants,  severally  and  respectively,  of  such  manufac- 
tory or  building,  or  from  any  corporation  having  mains  for  the  conveyance  of  steam 
or  hot  water  in  the  streets,  avenues  or  public  places.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  317,  with  verbal 
changes.) 
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Article  7 — Vaults,  Cisterns  and  Areas. 

Sec.  588.  The  Borough  Presidents  of  the  respective  boroughs,  on  application  for 
that  purpose,  are  empowered  to  give  permission  to  construct  any  vaults  or  cisterns  in 
the  streets  within  their  respective  boroughs,  provided  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Borough 
President  granting  such  permit  no  injury  will  come  to  the  public  thereby.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  318,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  589.  No  person  shall  cause  or  procure  any  vault  or  cistern  to  be  constructed 
or  made  without  the  written  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  such 
vault  or  cistern  is  to  be  constructed,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  either  from  the  person  owning  such  vault  or  cistern,  or  from 
the  person  who  constructed  the  same,  or  both.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  319,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  590.  Every  application  for  permission  to  erect  such  vault  or  cistern  shall  be 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  person  making  such  application,  and  shall  state  the  number 
of  square  feet  of  ground  which  is  required  for  the  same,  and  the  intended  length 
and  width  of  the  same.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  320,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  591.  After  obtaining  permission  to  construct  or  make  such  vault  or  cistern, 
and  before  commencing  such  construction,  the  person  so  applying  shall  forthwith  pay 
to  the  Borough  President  granting  the  permit  therefor  such  sum  as  the  said  Bor- 
ough President  shall  certify  in  the  permit  therefof,  to  be  a just  compensation  to  the 
City  for  such  privilege,  calculated  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  thirty  cents,  nor  more 
than  two  dollars  per  foot  for  each  square  foot  of  ground  mentioned  as  required  for 
such  vault  or  cistern-j  and  for  a failure  to  make  such  an  application  the  penalty  shall 
be  one  hundred  dollars.

Sec.  592.  No  person  shall  erect  or  build,  or  cause  or  permit  any  vault  or  cistern 
to  be  made  which  shall  extend  further  than  the  line  of  the  sidewalk  or  curbstone  of 
any  street,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars.

Sec.  593.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  for  whom  any  vault  or  cistern  may 
be  in  process  of  construction,  to  procure  the  same  to  be  measured  by  one  of  the  City 
Surveyors,  and  to  deliver  to  the  Borough  President  granting  the  permit  therefor  a 
certificate  of  the  said  measurement  signed  by  such  Surveyor,  before  the  arching  of 
such  vault  or  cistern  shall  be  commenced.  The  penalty  for  failure  to  deliver  said  cer- 
tificate shall  be  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.

Sec.  594.  If  it  shall  appear  by  such  certificate  or  otherwise  that  such  vault  or 
cistern  occupies  a greater  number  of  square  feet  than  shall  have  been  paid  for  as 
aforesaid,  the  owner  of  such  vault  or  cistern,  and  the  master  builder  by  whom  or 
under  whose  direction  such  vault  or  cistern  shall  be  constructed,  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  penalty  imposed  by  this  article,  severally  and  respectively  forfeit  and  pay  as  a 
penalty  twice  the  sum  previously  paid  for  each  square  foot  of  ground  occupied  by 
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such  vault  or  cistern  over  and  above  the  number  of  square  feet  paid  as  aforesaid.

Sec.  595.  All  vaults  or  cisterns  shah  be  constructed  of  brick  or  stone,  and  the 
outward  side  of  the  grating  or  opening  into  the  street  shall  be  either  within  twelve 
inches  of  the  outside  of  the  curbstone  of  the  sidewalk,  or  within  twelve  inches  of  the 
coping  of  the  area  in  front  of  the  house  to  which  such  vault  shall  belong,  under  the 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  person  making  or  causing 
the  same  to  be  made.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  325.) 

Sec.  596.  All  grates  of  vaults  shall  be  made  of  iron,  the  bars  whereof  shall  be 
three-fourths  of  an  inch  wide  and  one-half  of  an  inch  thick,  and  not  more  than 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  apart,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  paid 
by  the  owner  of  the  vault  or  occupant  of  the  house  to  which  the  same  shall  belong, 
severally  and  respectively.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  326.) 

Sec.  597.  Every  owner  or  occupant  of  any  house  or  lot  of  ground  within  the 
paved  parts  of  the  city,  before  which  any  vault,  pit,  hole,  cistern  or  well  shall  be 
made,  and  every  person  making  or  having  charge  of  such  vault,  pit,  hole,  cistern  or 
well,  shall,  during  the  whole  of  every  night  while  such  vault,  pit,  hole,  cistern  or 
well  shall  be  opened  or  uncovered,  cause  a lighted  lamp  or  lantern  to  be  placed  and 
Kept  at  some  convenient  spot,  so  as  to  cast  its  light  upon  such  vault,  pit,  hole,  cistern 
or  well,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  night  during  which  such  light  is  not 
so  placed.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  327.) 

Sec.  598.  All  vaults  and  cisterns  shall  be  completed  and  the  ground  closed  over 
them  within  three  weeks  after  they  are  commenced,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  every  day  thereafter  during  which  the  same  shall  remain  uninclosed,  to  be  re- 
covered from  the  owner  or  builder  of  the  same,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.,  1897. 
sec.  328.) 

Sec.  599.  No  area  in  front  of  any  building  shall  extend  more  than  one-fifteenth 
part  of  the  width  of  any  street,  nor  in  any  case  more  than  five  feet,  measuring  from 
the  inner  wall  of  such  area  to  the  building;  nor  shall  the  railing  of  such  area  be 
placed  more  than  six  inches  from  the  inside  of  the  coping  on  the  wall  of  such  area, 
under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  and 
builder  thereof,  jointly  and  severally.

Sec.  600.  Every  area  shall  be  inclosed  with  a railing,  the  gates  of  which  shall 
be  so  constructed  as  to  open  inwardly,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  builder  thereof,  jointly  and  sever- 
ally. (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  333.) 

Sec.  601.  Every  description  of  opening  below  the  surface  of  the  street  in  front 
of  any  shoo,  store,  house  or  other  building,  if  covered  over,  shall  be  considered  and 
held  to  be  a vault  or  cistern  within  the  meaning  of  this  article;  and  the  master- 
builder  or  owner,  or  person  for  whom  the  same  shall  be  made  or  built,  shall  be  liable 
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to  the  provisions,  payments  and  penalties  of  this  article,  severally  and  respectively. 

(R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  334.) 

Sec.  602.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  chapter  shall  not  be  construed  to 
refer  to  those  openings  which  are  used  exclusively  as  places  for  descending  to  the 
cellar  floor  of  any  building  or  buildings  by  means  of  steps.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  335-) 

Sec.  603.  No  person  shall  remove,  or  cause  or  procure,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be 
removed  or  insecurely  fixed  so  that  the  same  can  be  moved  in  its  bed  any  grate  or 
covering  to  the  opening  or  aperture  of  any  vault,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  336,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  604.  The  last  preceding  section  of  this  article  shall  not  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  removal  of  such  grate  or  covering,  providing  the  aperture  to  such  vault 
during  the  removal  of  such  grate  or  covering  shall  be  enclosed  with  a strong  box  or 
curb  at  least  twelve  inches  high.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  337.) 

Sec.  605.'  No  person  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  grate  or  covering  to  any  vault 
to  be  removed  therefrom,  or  insecurely  fixed  thereon,  so  that  the  same  can  be  moved 
in  its  bed  within  one  hour  before  sunset  on  any  day,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  owner  and  occupant  of  the  house  to 
which  such  vault  shall  belong,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  338,  with  ver- 
bal changes.) 

Sec.  606.  The  Commissioner  of  Police  is  hereby  directed  to  report  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Borough  in  which  the  same  is  situated  the  names  of  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants and  the  location  of  any  store,  dwelling  or  other  buildings  having  vaults  under 
the  sidewalks  in  front  thereof,  with  covering  over  the  opening  thereto  presenting  a 
smooth  surface,  and  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  the  same  is  located  is 
hereby  directed,  immediately  after  receiving  such  report,  to  notify  such  owners  or 
occupants  to  remove  such  coverings  and  to  substitute  therefor  coverings  presenting 
a rough  surface  and  affording  a secure  footing  for  pedestrians.  Should  any  such 
owner  or  occupant  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  directions  contained  in  such 
notification  for  a period  of  six  months  he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  every  twenty-four  hours  in  excess  of  said  six  months  that  such  neglect  or 
refusal  shall  continue;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  said  Borough  Presidents 
to  cause  to  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Penalties  every  violation  of  the  provision  of 
this  ordinance.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  339,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  607.  In  all  cases  where  the  owners  of  property  shall,  in  the  erection  of 
dwellings,  set  the  same  back  from  the  line  of  the  streets  or  avenues  a distance  of 
three  feet  and  upward  for  the  purpose  of  ornamental  courtyards,  they  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  inclose  for  such  purpose  with  a neat  railing,  in  addition  to  the  space  re- 
ceded from,  so  much  of  the  sidewalk  in  front  as  is  allowed  by  ordinance  for  stoops, 
the  gates  of  such  inclosure  to  be  so  constructed  as  to  open  inwardly,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  340.) 
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Sec.  608.  No  person  or  persons  shall  construct  or  continue  any  cellar  door 
which  shall  extend  more  than  one-twelfth  part  of  any  street,  or  more  than  five  feet 
into  any  street,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  341.) 

Sec.  609.  Every  entrance  or  flight  of  steps  projecting  beyond  the  line  of  the 
street  and  descending  into  any  cellar  or  basement  story  of  any  house  or  other  build- 
ing, where  such  entrance  or  flight  of  steps  shall  not  be  covered,  shall  be  inclosed 
with  a railing  on  each  side,  permanently  put  up,  from  three  to  three  and  a half  feet 
high,  with  a gate  to  open  inwardly,  or  with  two  iron  chains  across  the  front  of  the 
entrance  way,  one  near  the  top  and  one  near  the  centre  of  the  railing,  to  be  closed 
during  the  night,  unless  there  be  a burning  light  over  the  steps  to  prevent  accidents, 
under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner 
or  lessee  thereof,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  342.) 

Article  8 — Weighers  of  Hay. 

Sec.  610.  No  person,  except  those  to  whom  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses 
shall  grant  a license  pursuant  to  law,  shall  erect  or  have  any  scale  or  apparatus  for 
weighing  hay  on  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place,  under  a penalty  of  twenty-five 
dollars.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  610,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  61 1.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  shall  designate  in  all  licenses 
granted  by  him  the  location  at  which  the  persons  licensed  by  him  shall  erect  their  re- 
spective scales  for  weighing  hay,  and  such  license  shall  convey  an  authority  and  per- 
mission to  erect  at  such  location,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  borough 
in  which  it  is  located,  a scale  for  weighing  hay  in  the  mode  then  in  use  in  this  City. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  61 1,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  612.  The  fee  charged  on  granting  such  licenses  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars 
a year.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  612.) 

Sec.  613.  In  case  of  weighing  bale-hay,  the  license  weighers  shall  designate  in 
the  certificate  given  by  them  the  amount  of  tare  on  each  bale,  and  shall  legibly  mark 
the  amount  of  said  tare  on  each  bale,  as  well  as  the  gross  weight,  under  a penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  omission  to  mark  the  said  tare.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  613.) 

Sec.  614.  No  weigher  of  hay  shall  charge  any  person  applying  for  his  services 
as  such  weigher,  and  for  a certificate  of  the  weight  of  any  hay,  more  than  six  cents 
on  each  bale  for  weighing  and  marking  the  same  and  for  a certificate  thereof.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  614.) 

Article  9 — The  Sale  and  Manufacture  of  Bread. 

Sec.  615.  All  bread  baked  and  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  shall  be  made  of  good 
and  wholesome  flour  and  meal,  and  sold  by  avoirdupois  weight.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
615,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  616.  If  any  baker  or  other  person  shall  make  for  sale,  offer  or  procure  to 
be  sold,  any  bread  of  any  other  than  wholesome  flour  or  meal,  or  shall  sell  the  same 
contrary  to  the  preceding  section  of  this  article,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  616.) 

Sec.  617.  All  loaf  bread  offered  for  sale  in  this  City  not  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  shall  and  may  be  seized  and  disposed 
of,  and  any  moneys  received  therefor  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
617,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Article  10 — Coal. 

Sec.  618.  All  coal  which  shall  be  sold  from  any  coal  yard  or  any  other  place 
in  the  City  shall  be  sold  by  the  bushel,  except  anthracite  coal,  which  may  be  sold  by 
weight.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  618.) 

Sec.  619.  No  person  shall  unload,  vend  or  expose  for  sale  any  charcoal  at  either 
of  the  slips  in  front  of  any  of  the  public  markets  of  this  City,  under  the  penalty  of 
ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  619.) 

Sec.  620.  In  the  sale  of  anthracite  coal,  the  hundredweight  shall  consist  of  one 
hundred  pounds  avoirdupois,  and  twenty  such  hundredweight  shall  constitute  a ton. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  620.) 

Article  11 — The  Sale,  etc.,  of  Firewood,  Hay  and  Straw. 

Sec.  621.  No  fireworks  brought  to  this  City  for  sale  shall  be  landed  on  any  of 
the  docks,  wharves  or  piers  until  the  same  shall  have  been  sold,  and  all  firewood 
so  sold  and  landed  shall  be  immediately  carried  away,  under  the  penalty  of  one 
dollar  for  every  load  which  may  be  so  landed  before  sale  or  not  taken  away  when 
sold.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  621,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  622.  No  firewood  shall  be  sold  otherwise  than  according  to  the  following 
regulations,  that  is  to  say:  The  stanchions  of  each  cart  or  sled  which  shall  be  em- 
ployed in  the  carrying  of  such  wood  shall  be  five  feet  four  inches  high  from  the 
floor  of  the  cart  or  sled,  and  no  higher,  and  the  breadth  of  such  cart  or  sled  be- 
tween the  two  foremost  stanchions  shall  be  two  feet  nine  inches,  and  between  the 
two  hindmost  stanchions  two  feet  nine  inches,  and  no  more;  in  which  space  between 
the  two  stanchions  every  cartman  who  shall  cart  any  wood  shall  stow  as  much  and 
as  close  together  as  can  conveniently  be  put,  or  as  much  of  it  as  will  amount  to 
thirty-seven  feet  ten  inches  and  two-thirds  of  an  inch  cubic  measure,  which  shall 
constitute^  and  be  deemed  a load,  and  shall  and  may  be  bought  and  sold  accord- 
ingly. (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  622.) 

Sec.  623.  No  person  or  persons  shall  buy  or  sell  any  firewood  contrary  to  the 
above  regulations,  and  no  cartman  shall  cart  any  firewood  brought  to  this  City  for 
sale,  except  in  carts  made  and  constructed  as  by  law  directed  and  loaded  as  above 
mentioned,  under  the  penalty  of  live  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  623.) 
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Sec.  624.  No  crooked  wood  shall  be  stowed  in  any  cart  or  sled  constructed  in 
manner  aforesaid  with  other  wood,  but  the  same  may  be  sold  or  disposed  of  as 
refuse  wood,  not  subject  to  the  above  regulations;  and  if  any  cartman  who  shall 
cart  firewood  shall  put,  or  suffer  to  be  put,  in  his  cart  any  such  crooked  wood  as 
will  prevent  his  cart  from  containing  a full  load  between  the  stanchions  thereof,  he 
shall,  lor  every  load  so  carted,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  as  a penalty.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  624,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  625.  No  cartman  or  wood  sawyer  or  other  person  for  or  on  account  of 
such  cartman  or  wood  sawyer,  shall  purchase  any  firewood  which  shall  be  brought 
to  this  City  for  sale,  except  it  be  for  the  only  use  of  such  cartman,  wood  sawyer  or 
his  family,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense,  except  such 
cartman  or  wood  sawyer  shall  have  received  an  order,  which  order  it  shall  be  incum- 
bent upon  him  to  prove,  10  purchase  wood.  No  cartman  or  wood  sawyer  shall 
sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  any  firewood  which  shall  be  brought  to  this  City  for  sale 
on  his  own  account,  or  as  agent  for  or  on  account  of  any  person  or  persons,  under 
a penalty  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  625.) 

Sec.  626.  No  cartman  shall  cart  or  carry,  for  wages  or  hire,  any  hay  brought 
to  this  City  for  sale  unless  he  shall  be  duly  licensed  for  that  purpose,  under  the 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  load  or  part  of  a load  of  hay  which  he  shall  so  cart 
or  carry.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  626,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  627.  Every  cartman  to  be  so  licensed  shall  first  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation  before  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  well  and  carefully  to  ex- 
amine and  inspect  all  the  hay  to  be  carted  or  carried  by  him,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  whether  it  be  well  and  sufficiently  cured  and  dry;  and  no  such  cartman 
shall  cart  or  carry  any  hay,  and  pass  the  same  as  good  and  merchantable,  unless  the 
same  shall  be  well  and  sufficiently  cured  and  dry,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  every  load  or  part  of  a load  which  he  shall  so  cart  or  carry.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
627,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  628.  Nothing  in  the  last  section  contained  shall  be  taken  or  construed  to 
prohibit  the  importation  within  this  City,  or  the  cartage  or  sale,  of  any  injured  or 
damaged  hay,  as  being  so  injured  or  damaged.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  628.) 

Sec.  629.  Every  cartman  to  be  so  licensed  shall  cause  the  number  of  his  license 
to  be  affixed  on  the  cart  or  wagon  used  by  him  in  the  transportation  of  hay,  in  such 
a manner  as  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  may  direct,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  every  neglect  or  default.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  629.) 

Sec.  630.  The  street  or  place  known  as  Hall  place,  between  Sixth  and'  Seventh 
streets,  in  the  Seventeenth  Ward,  Manhattan  Borough,  is  hereby  designated  as  the 
place  for  the  sale  of  hay  coming  from  the  country  by  the  wagon,  cart  or  sled  load. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  630,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  631.  All  the  foregoing  provisions  of  law  shall  apply  to  the  sale  of  straw 
in  this  City,  except  straw  made  up  into  bundles  and  sold  by  the  bundle.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  631.) 

Sec.  632.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  hay 
or  straw  by  the  bale  unless  the  exact  gross  and  net  weight  shall  be  legibly  and 
distinctly  marked  on  every  such  bale  of  hay  or  straw,  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  bale  of  hay  or  straw  so  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  contravention  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  632,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Article  12. — Sales  and  Auctions  in  the  Public  Streets. 

Sec.  633.  The  following  places  are  hereby  designated  as  the  places  at  which 
articles  of  furniture  may  be  exposed  for  sale  and  sold;  that  is  to  say: 

1.  At  Peck  slip,  Manhattan  Borough,  between  Pearl  street  and  Front  street. 

2.  At  Burling  slip,  Manhattan  Borough,  between  Pearl  street  and  Front  street. 

3.  At  Old  slip,  Manhattan  Borough,  between  Water  street  and  Front  street. 

4.  In  Broad  street,  Manhattan,  Borough,  between  Front  street  and  South 
street. 

5 In  Vesey  street,  between  Church  street  and  Washington  street. 

6.  In  the  square  in  front  of  Greenwich  Market,  on  a line  with  Christopher 
street,  west  of  Greenwich  avenue.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  633,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  634.  No  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  other  thing  whatever  shall  be  sold 
'at  public  auction,  or  exposed  for  sale  at  any  street,  road,  lane,  highway  or  public 
place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  except  between  the  hours  of  nine  o’clock  in  the 
morning  and  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  each  day,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars 
for  every  such  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  seller,  auctioneer  or 
his  agent,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  634. 

Sec.  635.  No  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  in  any  of  the  streets,  avenues 
or  public  places,  any  sawdust,  except  in  bags,  securely  tied,  which  shall  neither  be 
filled  nor  emptied,  nor  the  contents  thereof  permitted  to  be  scattered  or  blown  about 
in  any  such  street,  avenue  or  public  place,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  635,  with 
verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  636.  No  auctioneer,  or  his  agent  or  servant,  or  any  other  person,  shall 
sell  at  auction  or  expose  for  sale  or  lay  or  place  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or 
other  thing,  in  any  street,  road,  lane,  highway  or  public  place,  unless  such  person 
shall  first  obtain  the  consent  or  permission  in  writing  of  the  occupant  of  the  lot  or 
building  before  which  such  articles  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  placed  or  exposed 
for  sale,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  for  which  penalty 
the  seller,  auctioneer  or  his  agent  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable.  R.  O.  1897^ 
sec.  636,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  637.  Such  articles,  after  such  permission  granted,  when  placed  or  exposed 
for  sale,  shall  not  occupy  more  than  one-third  part  in  width  of  the  carriageway  in 
any  street,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  from  the  seller,  auctioneer  or  his  agent,  jointly  and  severally.  (R. 
O.  1897,  sec.  637,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  638.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  'for  sale,  or  lay  or  place  in  any  street, 
lane,  roadway,  highway  or  public  place,  at  any  time  between  the  first  day  of  June 
and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  any  salted  beef  or  pork,  dried  or  pickled 
fish,  blubber,  hides,  cotton  or  wool,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense, 
to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  seller,  auctioneer  or  his  agent,  jointly  and 
severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  638,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  b39-  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  at  auction  any  carriage  or 
carriages,  any  animal  or  animals  of  any  description,  in  any  public  street  or  place, 
under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
from  the  seller,  owner  or  purchaser  thereof,  severally  and  respectively.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  639,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  640.  Every  article  exposed  for  sale  at  public  auction,  or  sold  in  any  public 
place,  street,  lane,  road  or  highway,  shall  be  removed  from  the  same  by  six  p.  m.  of 
the  day  of  selling  or  exposing  for  sale,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
failure  so  to  do,  to  be  recovered  from  the  auctioneer,  his  agent  or  the  purchaser 
thereof,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  640,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  641.  No  bellman  or  crier,  nor  any  drum  or  fife,  or  other  instrument  of 
music,  or  any  show  signal  or  means  of  attracting  attention  of  passersby  other  than 
a sign  or  flag,  shall  be  employed  or  suffered  or  permitted  to  be  used  at  or  near 
any  place  of  sale,  or  at  or  near  any  auction  room,  or  at  or  near  the  residence  of  any 
auctioneer,  or  at  or  near  any  auction  whatsoever,  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense,  to  be  paid  by  the- person  using  the  same,  or  the  auctioneer  or  his  agent 
suffering  or  permitting  the  use  of  the  same,  jointly  or  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
641,  with  verbal  changes.)  • 

Sec.  642.  No  auctioneer  or  other  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  at  public 
auction  or  vendue,  any  dry  goods,  hardware,  woodenware  or  tinware,  by  retail  or 
in  small  parcels  or  pieces,  in  any  public  street,  lane,  highway  or  public  place  (articles 
of  household  furniture  at  the  places  and  as  hereinbefore  provided  alone  excepted), 
under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
from  the  seller,  auctioneer  or  his  agent,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  642, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  643.  No  auctioneer  or  his  agent  or  servant  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  at 
public  auction,  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  other  thing  whatsoever,  to  any 
person  or  persons  who  at  the  time  of  bidding  for  the  same,  or  whilst  examining  the 
same,  shall  be  on  the  sidewalk  or  carriageway  of  any  of  the  streets  of  .the  City, 
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under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  643,  with 
verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  644.  Nothing  in  these  ordinances  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
goods  to  persons  who  may  be  standing  on  the  carriageways  of  such  streets  or  parts 
of  streets  or  places  as  are  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  designated.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 

644,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  645.  No  auctioneer  or  his  agent  or  servant,  or  any  other  person,  shall  lay 
or  place,  or  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  any  article  of  household  furniture  in  any  street  or 
public  place  other  than  such  as  is  hereinbefore  designated  or  mentioned,  under  the 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from, 
the  seller,  auctioneer  or  his  agent  or  servant,  jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 

645,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  646.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  in  any  of  the  streets  or  slips 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  any  tinplate  ware,  earthenware,  chinaware,  glassware, 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  of  any  description,  or  any  other  article,  under  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  648,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  647.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  or  sale,  in  any  of  the  streets  of  said  city, 
any  firewood  of  any  description,  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense ; but  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  sale,  by  any  licensed  cartman  of  said  City,  of 
any  firewood  on  any  of  the  wharves  of  said  City.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  649,  with  verba! 
changes.) 

Sec.  648.  All  persons  who  may  be  residents  of  this  City  may  sell  on  the  sidewalks 
of  streets,  provided  they  do  not  obstruct  more  than  one-quarter  of  the  same,  between 
the  fifteenth  day  of  December  and  the  first  day  of  January  following,  fruits,  game, 
poultry,  Christmas  greens  and  any  other  holiday  goods  of  any  kind,  providing  they 
obtain,  in  writing,  the  consent  of  the  occupant  of  any  store  or  building  in  front  of 
which  such  goods  are  to  be  exposed  for  sale;  provided  that  this  permission  shall  not 
extend  to  Grand  street,  Manhattan  Borough,  between  the  Bowery  and  Clinton  street.

Article  13 — Nuisances. 

Sec.  649.  Any  person  who  shall  permit  any  bear  or  other  noxious  or  dangerous 
animal  to  run  at  large,  or  who  shall  lead  any  such  animal  with  a chain  or  rope  or  any 
such  appliance,  whether^such  animal  be  muzzled  or  unmuzzled,  in  any  street,  avenue, 
lane,  highway  or  public  place,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  provided, 
however,  that  butchers  may  drive  cattle  on  Eleventh  avenue,  Manhattan  Borough, 
from  Sixtieth  to  Fortieth  streets,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  m.  and  five  a.  m.  (R. 
O.  1897,  sec.  653,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  650.  No  goat  shall  be  permittecf  to  go  at  large  in  any  streets,  avenues,  lanes, 
alleys,  piers,  wharves  or  public  places,  under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every 
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such  goat  which  shall  be  found  at  large,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  person  having 
charge,  care  or  keeping  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  654,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  651.  No  person  or  persons  shall  throw,  cast  or  lay  any  ashes,  offal,  garbage, 
dross,  cinders,  shells,  straw,  paper,  shavings,  dirt,  filth  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, in  any  street,  lane,  alley  or  public  place,  nor  shall  any  person  throw,  cast  or  dis- 
tribute in  any  of  the  public  streets,  avenues  or  places  any  handbills,  circulars,  cards  01 
any  other  advertising  matter  whatever,  under  a penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  655,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  652.  The  owner  or  builder  of  any  house  or  other  building  which  may  be 
)being  erected  or  repaired,  shall  cause  all  the  rubbish  of  every  kind  occasioned  thereby 
which  may  accumulate  in  the  street,  or  be  cast  into  the  street,  and  all  the  dirt,  stone,  sand 
and  clay  which  may  be  dug  from  the  cellar,  yard,  area  or  vault  and  cast  into  the  street 
to  be  removed  out  of  the  said  street  before  six  p.  m.  on  each  day,  under  the  penalty 
of  five  dollars  for  each  day’s  neglect,  to  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  builder, 
jointly  and  severally.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  656,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  653.  No  collector  of  ashes  or  other  person  shall  unload  from  any  cart,  wagon 
or  other  vehicle,  in  any  of  the  streets,  any  ashes  by  dumping  or  starting  the  Same  in 
the  street  or  on  the  sidewalk,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R. 
O.  1897,  sec.  657,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  654.  No  person  shall  throw  or  deposit  any  water  or  other  liquid  in  any  part 
of  any  street,  alley,  lane  or  public  place,  except  in  the  side  gutter  thereof,  under  the 
penalty  of  two  dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  658,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  655.  No  person  shall  expose,  in  any  of  the  streets,  lanes,  avenues  or  public 
places,  any  table  or  device  of  any  kind  whatever,  upon  or  by  which  any  game  of 
chance  or  hazard  can  be  played,  or  shall  play  at  or  upon  any  such  table  or  device, 
under  the  penalty  of  twenty- five  dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  660, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  656.  No  person  shall  swim  or  bathe,  at  any  time,  in  the  waters  of  the  East 
or  North  rivers,  adjacent  to  any  ferry  or  to  the  Battery,  in  the  Borough  of  Man- 
hattan, under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  661,  with 
verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  657.  No  person  shall  swim  or  bathe  in  any  of  the  waters  within  the  juris- 
diction of  The  City  of  New  York,  except  in  public  or  private  bathing  houses,  unless 
covered  with  a bathing  suit,  so  as  to  prevent  any  indecent  exposure  of  person,  under 
a penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense;  nor  shall  any  person  dress  or  undress  in  any 
place  in  said  City,  exposed  to  view,  under  a like  penalty.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  662.) 

Sec.  658.  No  person  shall  place  or  post,  or  cause  to  or  permit  to  be  placed  or 
posted,  in  any  street,  any  handbill  or  advertisement,  giving  notice  of  any  person 
having  or  professing  to  have  skill  in  the  treatment  or  curing  of  any  disorder  or 
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disease,  or  giving  notice  of  the  sale  or  exposure  to  sale  of  any  nostrum  or  medicine, 
under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  lor  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  664, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  659.  No  dyer  or  scourer,  or  any  other  person,  shall  wash,  rinse  or  cleanse, 
or  cause  or  procure  to  be  washed,  rinsed  or  cleansed,  any  cloth,  yarn  or  garment  in 
any  street,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  665, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  660.  No  dyer  or  scourer,  or  any  other  person,  shall  place  or  suspend,  or 
cause  or  procure  to  be  placed  or  suspended,  in  or  over  any  street,  any  cloth,  yarn  or 
garment  for  the  purpose  of  dyeing  the  same,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  666,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  661.  No  person  shall  beat  any  drum  or  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  at- 
tracting the  attention  of  passersby,  in  any  street,  to  any  show  of  beasts  or  birds  or 
other  things  in  said  City,  nor  shall  any  person  use  or  perform  with,  or  hire,  procure 
or  abet  any  other  person  to  use  or  perform  with  any  musical  or  other  instrument,  in 
any  of  the  streets  or  public  places.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  only  to 
itinerant  musicians  and  side  shows,  and  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  affect  any 
band  of  music  or  organized  musical  society  engaged  in  any  military  or  public  parade, 
or  in  serenading,  who  shall  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  State  relating  to  parades  in 
The  City  of  New  York,  or  to  any  musical  performance  conducted  under  a license 
from  the  proper  municipal  a thorities.  No  person  shall  use  or  perform  with,  or 
hire,  procure  or  abet  any  other  person  to  use  or  perform  with,  any  hand  organ  in  any 
of  the  streets  or  public  places,  before  the  hour  of  nine  a.  m.  nor  after  the  "hour  of 
seven  p.  m.  of  any  day,  nor  during  any  part  of  the  first  day  of  the  week,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  nor  within  a distance  of  five  hundred  feet  of  any  schoolhouse  or 
house  of  public  worship,  during  the  school  hours  or  hours  of  public  worship,  nor 
within  a like  distance  of  any  hospital,  asylum  or  other  public  institution,  nor  within 
a distance  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  any  dwelling-house  or  other  building  when 
directed  or  requested  by  an  occupant  thereof  not  to  so  perform.  No  person  shall 
use  or  perform  upon  any  hand  organ,  except  such  organ  shall  be  licensed  as  herein- 
after ordained.  Upon  the  payment  of  a license  fee  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  the 
Bureau  of  Licenses  may  license  such  number  of  organs  as  the  Chief  thereof  may 
deem  proper,  not  to  exceed,  however,  the  total  number  of  three  hundred.  Such  licenses 
must  be  conspicuously  displayed  upon  the  front  of  said  organ.  Any  violation  of  this 
ordinance  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  a misdemeanor,  and  punishable  by  a fine  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days  for  each"  offense. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  667,  with  amendments.) 

Sec.  662.  No  person  shall,  from  any  window  or  open  space  situated  in  any  story 
of  a house  above  the  street  floor,  which  window  or  open  space  is  visible  from  the 
street  or  from  the  sidewalk  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  exhibit  to  the  public 
upon  said  street  or  upon  the  opposite  sidewalk,  any  pantomime  performance  of  puppet 
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or  other  figures,  ballet  or  other  dancing,  comedy,  farce,  show  with  moving  figures,  play 
or  any  entertainment  of  the  stage  or  dramatic  performance,  or  of  that  nature,  under  the 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  668.) 

Sec.  663.  No  advertising  trucks,  vans  or  wagons  shall  be  allowed  in  the  streets 
under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  669,  with  verbal 
changes.) 

Sec.  664.  Nothing  in  the  preceding  section  contained  shall  prevent  the  putting  of 
business  notices  upon  ordinary  business  wagons  so  long  as  such  wagons  are  engaged  in 
the  usual  business  or  regular  work  of  the  owner,  and  not  used  merely  or  mainly  for 
advertising.  (R.  O.  1897,  670,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  665.  No  person  shall  place  or  keep  on  any  windowsill,  railing  or  balcony,  top 
of  porch  or  any  other  projection  from  any  house  or  other  building  in  The  City  of 
New  York,  any  earthen  flower-pots,  wooden  box  or  other  article  or  thing  whatever, 
for  the  cultivation  or  retention  of  flowers,  shrubs,  vines  or  any  other  article  or  thing 
whatever,  unless  every  such  flower-pot,  box  or  other  article  is  securely  and  firmly 
fastened  or  protected  by  iron  railings,  so  fastened  as  to  render  it  impossible  for 
any  such  pot,  box  or  other  article  to  fall  into  the  street,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  671,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  666.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  permit  any  dog  to  go  abroad  loose 
or  at  large  in  any  of  the  streets,  highways,  parks  or  public  places  in  The  City  of  New 
yfork  unless  such  dog  shall  be  securely  muzzled  so  that  it  shall  be  impossible  for 
it  to  bite,  tear  or  otherwise  wound  with  the  teeth  any  human  being  or  any  other 
animal. 

Sec.  667.  The  Police  Commissioner  is  hereby  directed  to  secure  the  enforcement 
of  this  ordinance  by  providing  for  the  taking  and  detention  in  the  public  pound  of 
any  dog  found  going  abroad  loose  or  at  large  and  not  muzzled  as  aforesaid.  Every 
dog  so  taken  shall  be  detained  in  the  public  pound  for  a period  not  to  exceed  three 
days.  The  owner  of  such  dog  m by  recover  the  same  upon  his  filing  with  the  Clerk 
employed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  and  designated  Property  Clerk,  pursuant  to 
section  331  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter,  an  affidavit  stating  the  f&ct  of  owner- 
ship, his  place  of  residence,  and  a description  of  the  dog  sought  to  be  recovered,  and 
upon  payment  to  said  Clerk  of  the  sum  of  three  dollars  ($3).  The  said  Clerk  shall 
thereupon  furnish  to  the  said  owner  a certificate  authorizing  the  Keeper  of  the 
Pound  to  deliver  the  said  dog  to  the  said  owner,  and  upon  delivery  to  him  of  the 
said  certificate  the  said  Keeper  shall  forthwith  release  the  dog  detained  as  afore- 
said. At  the  expiration  of  three  days’  detention  of  any  dog,  such  dog  shall  be 
destroyed.  All  moneys  collected  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Police  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  668.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent  the  presence  of  any  dog  in  any 
street,  highway  or  public  place,  provided  such  dog  shall  be  in  charge  of. a com-? 
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petent  person,  and  shall  be  securely  held  by  a chain  or  leather  strap  not  more  than 
four  feet  long.  (Res.  1920,  of  1903.) 

Sec.  669.  All  rails,  pillars  and  columns  of  iron,  steel  or  other  material,  which 
are  being  transported  over  and  along  the  .streets  of  said  City,  upon  carts,  drays, 
c,ars  or  in  any  other  manner,  shall  be  so  loaded  as  to  avoid  causing  loud  noises  or 
disturbing  the  peace  or  quiet  of  such  streets,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  each  offense.  (R.  O.,  1897,  sec.  673.)

Article  14 — The  Burial  of  Strangers  or  Unknown  Persons  Who  May  Die  in  Any  of 
the  Public  Institutions  of  the  City. 

Sec.  670.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Charities  and  the  Commissioner  of  Cor- 
nection  are  hereby  instructed  and  required  to  advertise  in  the  “City  Record”  on  the 
day  succeeding  the  death  of  any  stranger  or  unknown  person  who  may  die  in  any  of 
the  institutions  under  their  charge  a notice  giving  a full  description  of  such  person 
and  a statement  of  all  the  property  found  in  his  or  her  possession  at  the  time  such 
person  became  an  inmate  o_f  such  institution,  together  with  such  other  information 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  any  such  institution  shall  be  most  likely 
to  lead  to  the  identification  of  the  person  so  dying.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  694,  with  ver- 
bal changes.) 

Sec.  671.  Hereafter  all  the  interments  in  any  of  the  city  cemeteries  shall  be  in 
trenches,  to  be  numbered  consecutively,  commencing  wilh  number  one;  every  such 
trench  shall  contain  one  hundred  and  fifty  bodies  and  no  more,  and  each  coffin  shall 
be  numbered  by  figures  to  be  made  of  iron  or  other  metal,  or  branded  into  the  lid 
or  cover  of  said  coffin  so  as  to  be  indelible,  in  the  following  manner,  viz.:  Each 

trench  shall  be  constructed  running  in  a direction  from  east  to  west;  shall  be  of  a 
size  sufficient  to  contain  the  said  number  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  bodies,  which  shall 
be  laid  therein  in  the  order  following,  to  wit:  No.  1 at  the  northeast  corner,  No.  2 
adjoining,  and  so  on  in  regular  order  until  No.  25  is  deposited,  when  a layer  of  earth 
shall  be  placed  on  the  twenty-five  coffins  thus  deposited;  No.  26  shall  then  be  placed 
3t  the  southeast  corner,  directly  in  the  rear  and  in  a line  with  No.  1,  No.  27  adjoin- 
ing, and  so  on  until  No.  50  is  interred,  which  will  be  directly  in  the  rear  and  on  a 
slraight  line  with  No.  25;  then  covered  with  a layer  of  earth  similar  to  those  num- 
bered 1 to  25,  thus  completing  the  first  stratum  of  coffins  in  the  trench.  No.  51  shall 
then  be  placed  directly  over  No.  1,  No.  52  over  No.  2,  and  so  on  until  No.  75  is 
interred  over  No.  25,  then  covered  as  before  from  1 to  25;  No.  76  being  placed  directly 
over  No.  26,  and  so  on  in  the  regular  order  until  No.  100  is  interred  directly  over 
No.  50,  thus  completing  the  second  stratum  of  coffins.  No.  101  shall  then  be  placed 
directly  over  Nos.  1 and  51,  and  so  on  in  regular  order  until  No.  125  is  placed  directly 
over  No.  75.  This  half  of  the  trench  shall  then  be  permanently  covered.  No.  126  shall 
then  be  placed  directly  over  Nos.  26  and  76,  and  so  on  in  regular  order  until  No.  150 
is  placed  directly  over  Nos.  50  and  100,  when  the  trench  shall  be  considered  full  and 
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finally  covered.  A new  trench,  to  be  numbered  trench  No.  2,  shall  then  be  com- 
menced and  filled  in  the  manner  above  provided,  and  succeeded  by  trench  No.  3 and 
so  on  for  the  future.  At  the  head  of  eaclf  tier  of  coffins  shall  be  placed  a proper 
and  durable  board  or  stone,  with  the  numbers  corresponding  with  the  numbers  on 
such  coffins  placed  therein,  with  figures  made  of  iron  or  other  durable  metal,  or 
branded  thereon  in  such  a manner  as  to  be  indelible.  Each  trench,  when  completed 
and  the  number  placed  at  the  head  of  each  tier  of  coffins,  shall  be  inclosed  by  a sub- 
stantial fence,  leaving  a space  sufficient  to  pass  between  it  and  the  head-boards  to 
admit  of  the  passage  of  two  persons,  to  afford  an  opportunity  to  inspect  each  head- 
board  to  ascertain  the  numbers  thereon.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec  695,  With  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  672.  A register  of  burials  shall  be  kept  by  the  Superintendent  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  each  City  cemetery,  which  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  name  of  each  person 
interred  shall  be  numbered  to  correspond  with  the  numbers  on  the  headboards  of  the 
tiers  of  coffins  deposited  in  each  trench,  and  shall  be  accessible  at  all  reasonable  times 
for  the  inspection  of  the  public  or  the  use  of  any  person  desiring  to  ascertain  a particular 
place  in  which  any  person  may  be  buried.  A duplicate  copy  of  such  register  shall  be 
kept  in  the  offices  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Charities  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Correction.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  696,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Article  15 — Partition  Fences  and  Walls. 

Sec.  673.  All  partition  fences  in  The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  made  and  main- 
tained by  the  owners  of  the  land  on  each  side ; and  each  party  shall  make  and  keep  in 
repair  one-half  part  thereof  when  it  can  be  conveniently  divided.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  697.) 

Sec.  674.  In  case  of  any  dispute  between  the  parties  concerning  the  division  of  any 
such  fence,  or  as  to  what  part  or  portion  of  it  shall  be  made  or  repaired  by  each  party, 
respectively,  and  in  all  cases  of  dispute  concerning  the  sufficiency  of  any  fence,  the 
matter  shall  be  determined  by  the  Aldermen  for  the  time  being  of  the  district  in  which 
such  partition  or  other  fence  may  be  situated.  (R  .0.  1897,  sec.  698,  with  verbal 
changes. ) 

Sec.  675.  When  any  partition  fence  cannot  be  conveniently  divided  the  same  shall 
be  made  and  kept  in  repair  at  the  joint  and  equal  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  land  on 
each  side.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  699.) 

Sec.  676.  When  the  regulation  of  a lot,  in  conformity  with  the  street  on  which 
it  is  situated,  shall  require  the  ground  of  such  lot  to  be  raised  and  kept  up  higher 
than  the  ground  of  the  adjoining  lot  or  lots,  and  a partition  wall  for  supporting  the 
same  shall  be  necessary,  such  partition  wall  shall  be  made  and  maintained  by  the 
owners,  respectively,  of  the  land  on  each  side;  and  when  the  same  can  be  equally 
divided,  each  party  shall  make  and  keep  in  repair  one-half  part  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  700.) 

Sec.  677.  If  any  dispute  shall  arise  concerning  the  divisions  of  such  partition 
wall  between  the  parties,  or  as  to  what  part  or  portion  of  it  should  be  made'  or 
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repaired  by  each,  respectively,  or  concerning  the  sufficiency  of  any  such  partition 
wall,  the  same  shall  be  determined  by  the  Alderman  of  the  district  in  which  such 
wall  is  situated.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  701,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  678.  Where  any  partition  wall  cannot  be  conveniently  divided,  the  same 
shall  be  made  and  kept  in  repair  at  the  joint  and  equal  expense  of  the  owners  of  the 
land  on  each  side.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  702.) 

Sec.  679.  The  regulation  of  lots,  in  conformity  with  the  street,  shall  be  calculated 
not  to  exceed  a descent  of  two  inches  on  every  ten  feet.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  703.) 

Sec.  680.  Where  any  owner  or  owners  shall  insist  on  maintaining  his,  her  or 
their  ground  higher  than  such  regulation,  the  surplus  partition  wall  which  may  be 
necessary  to  support  such  height  shall  be  made  and  maintained  at  the  individual  ex- 
pense of  such  owner  or  owners.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  704.) 

Sec.  681.  Where  any  owner  or  owners  shall  insist  on  regulating  his,  her  or 
their  grounds  with  a descent  less  than  two  inches-  on  every  ten  feet,  the  surplus 
partition  wall  necessary  to  support  the  ground  on  the  adjoining  lot,  "regulated  in 
conformity  with  the  preceding  section,  shall  in  like  manner  be  made  and  maintained 
at  the  individual  expense  of  such  owner  or  owners.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  705.) 

Sec.  682.  If  any  person  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  make  or  repair  any  partition 
fence  or  partition  wall,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  neglect  so  to  do  for  six  days  after  being  requested,  in  writing,  by 
the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  adjoining  ground,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  owner  or 
occupant  to  make  or  repair  such  partition  fence  or  wall,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
done,  and  to  recover  from  such  person  the  expense  of  making  or  repairing  so  much 
thereof  as  ought  to  have  been  made  or  repaired  by  him  or  her,  together  with  the 
cost  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  706.) 

Sec.  683.  All  outside  and  boundary  fences  and  all  fences  erected  on  the  line  of 
any  public  road,  street,  lane  or  avenue  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  at  leae* 
five  feet  high,  and  shall  be  built  of  good  and  substantial  materials,  and  sufficient  in 
all  respects  to  keep  out  and  prevent  the  encroachment  of  cattle,  sheep,  hogs  and 
other  animals,  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  of  the  height  above  mentioned. 
<R.  O.  1897,  sec.  707.) 

Sec.  684.  The  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  tenant  or  tenants  of  any 
lot,  piece  of  ground  or  premises  upon  which  any  fence  not  of  the  height  and  that 
shall  not  be  erected  in  the  manner  and  maintained  at  the  height  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  section,  or  who,  having  erected  the  same,  shall  not  keep  the  same  in 
good  repair,  shall  not  recover  any  damage  he,  they  or  she  may  sustain  from  any 
cattle,  sheep,  hogs  or  other  animals  doing  damage  upon  his,  their  or  her  premises; 
nor  shall  any  cattle,  sheep  or  other  animals  be  placed  in  pound  for  doing  damage,, 
unless,  such  fence  be  erected  and  kept  of  the  height  and  in  the  manner  mentioned 
in  the  last  preceding  section.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  708.) 
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Sec.  685.  In  case  of  any  dispute  between  the  parties  concerning  any  fence  em- 
braced within  this  article  or  the  sufficiency  thereof,  the  matter  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Aldermen  for  the  tiijie  being  of  the  district  in  which  such  fence  may  be 
situated.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  709.) 

Article  16 — To  Prevent  Injury  to  Hose  at  Fires. 

Sec.  686 — The  driver  of  any  vehicle  who  shall  drive  any  such  vehicle  over  or 
across  any  hose  in  use  or  about  to  be  used,  or  while  lying  in  the  carriageway  after 
being  used,  in  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  by  any 
portion  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  extinguishing  any  fire  that  may  occur  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  before  any  City  Magistrate  shall  pay  a fine  of  ten  dollars,  or  in 
default  of  the  payment  of  such  fiue,  by  imprisonment,  provided  such  imprisonment 
does  not  exceed  ten  days.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  710.) 

Sec.  687.  The.  provisions  of  the  last  preceding  section  shall  not  apply  to  drivers 
of  wagons  carrying  the  United  States  mail,  to  drivers  of  ambulances,  when  convey- 
ing any  patient  or  injured  person  to  any  hospital  or  when  proceeding  to  the  scene 
df  any  accident  by  which  any  person  or  persons  have  been  injured,  or  to  any  driver 
of  any  vehicle  Who  may  be  permitted  to  drive  over  or  across  any  such  hose  by  the 
officer  of  the  Fire  Department  in  command  of  the  force  operating  at  any  such 
fire  and  under  his  direction.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  711.) 

Sec.  688.  No  cannon  or  piece  of  artillery  shall  be  discharged  or  fired  off  in  any 
street,  avenue,  lane  or  public  park  or  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  The 
City  of  New  York,  without  a written  permission  from  the  Mayor,  under  a penalty 
of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  offense.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  the  fourth  day  of  July  in  each  and  every  year.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  715,  with 
verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  689.  Any  person  or  persons,  commander  or  other  officer  or  private  of  any 
artillery  or  other  military  company,  troop  of  horse,  corps,  regiment,  battalion,  bri- 
gade or  division,  who  shall  violate  any  or  either  of  the  provisions  of  this  article 
of  these  ordinances,  or  shall  cause  or  permit  the  same  to  be  done,  shall  severally 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  discharge  or  firing  off  of  any  piece 
of  artillery,  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the  use  of  the  City.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  716,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  690.  No  hotel  keeper,  keeper  of  a public  house,  garden  or  place  of  resort, 
nor  any  other  person,  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  person  to  practice  with  or  fire 
off  any  pistol,  gun,  fowling  piece  or  other  firearms,  in  or  upon  his  or  her  premises, 
nor  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  pistol  gallery  erected  in  his  or  her  house  or  upon 
his  or  her  premises,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  practicing  with  any  pistol,  gun, 
fowling  piece  or  other  firearms,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  called  Sunday, 
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under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from 
the  person  keeping  such  public  house,  hotel,  public  garden,  pistol  gallery,  place  of 
resort  or  premises;  and  also  the  further  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense, 
to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  person  firing  off  or  practicing  with  a pistol, 
gun,  fowling  piece  or  firearms.  In- case  such  person  offending  shall  be  an  appren- 
tice, such  penalty  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  master  of  such  appren- 
tice; or  in  case  such  person  offending  shall  be  a minor  and  not  an  apprentice,  the 
same  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered  from  the  father  of,  or  in  case  of  the  death  of 
the  father,  then  from  the  mother  or  guardign  of  such  minor.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  717.) 

Article  17 — The  Firing  of  Firearms,  Cannon  and  Fireworks. 

Sec.  691.  No  person  shall  fire,  discharge  or  set  off  in  The  City  of  New  York 
any  rocket,  cracker,  torpedo  or  other  fireworks,  or  thing  containing  any  substance  in 
a state  of  combustion,  unless  a permit  to  do  so  shall  first  have  been  issued  by  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  under  such  restrictions  as  the  said  Fire  Commissioner  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  except  that  general  permis- 
sion to  discharge  fireworks  shall  not  be  denied  on  Independence  Day,  July  4,  of 
each  year. 

Sec.  2.  Each  and  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section 
shall  be  punishable  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  five  dollars  ($5),  and  in  default  of 
payment  of  such  fine,  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Prison  until  the  same  be  paid, 
but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  one  day. 

Sec.  692.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  or  fire,  discharge  or  set  off 
in  The  City  of  New  York  any  fireworks  called  or  known  by  the  names  of  “snakes'’ 
or  “chasers,”  or  any  fireworks  called  or  known  by  the  name  of  “double  headers,”  nor 
any  fireworks  under  any  other  name  composed  of  the  same  material  and  of  the  same 
character  as  those  fireworks  specified  in  this  section,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  of  the  person  selling  or  ex- 
posing the  same  for  sale,  firing  off  or  discharging  the  same.  In  case  such  person 
shall  be  a minor,  the  same  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered  of  and  from  the  father, 
oir  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  father,  then  of  and  from  the  mother  or  guardian  of 
such  minor.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  719,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  693.  The  sale  or  use  of  the  instrument  known  as  the  “patent  flying  cap 
exploder”  is  hereby  prohibited  within  the  corporate  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York, 
tinder  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  to  be  imposed  by  any  City 
Magistrate  of  this  City,  upon  the  arrest  of  any  offender,  after  proof  of  the  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  720.) 

Sec.  694.  No  person  shall  fire  off  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol,  fowling  piece  or 
other  firearm  in  The  City  of  New  York,  under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
offense.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  Washington  Park,  Ham- 
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ilton  Park,  Bender’s  Schutzen  Park,  Bellevue  Garden,  Harlem  River  Park,  Christ’s 
Park,  Kuntz’s  Elm  Park, National  Park,  Karl  Park,  Hudson  River  Park,  Brien’s 
Underclift*  Park,  High  Bridge;  the  dock  at  the  foot  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth 
street,  North  river;  the  land  lying  between  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-eighth  street, 
the  Hudson  river,  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-second  street  and  the  Kingsbridge 
road,  while  said  property  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  a rifle  range  by  the  Fort  Wash- 
ington Ride  Club,  and  no  longer;  Manhattan  Park,  situated  in  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-fifth  street,  two  hundred  feet  west  of  Eighth  avenue;  Cosmopolitan  Park, 
located  on  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-ninth  street  and  Tenth  avenue,  near  High 
Bridge;  Zeltner’s  Park,  located  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Third  avenue  and  One 
Hundred  and  Seventieth  street;  St.  Nicholas  Park,  located  on  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-fifth  street,  between  Eighth  and  Columbus  avenues;  Fort  George  Park,  located 
on  Amsterdam  avenue,  west  side,  between  One  Hundred  and  Ninety-fourth  and 
One  Hundred  and  Ninety-seventh  streets;  Rifle  Range,  located  on  the  east  side  of 
Amsterdam  avenue,  between  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-seventh  and  One  Hundred 
and  Eighty-eighth  streets:  Manhattan  Field,  on  Eighth  avenue,  from  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty-fifth  to  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  streets;  the  premises  of  Tony 
Eiser,  on  the  northeast  corner  of  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-fifth  street  and  Amster- 
dam avenue;  the  Berkeley  Oval,  on  Burnside  avenue,  between  Sedgwick  avenue  and 
Macomb’s  Dam  road;  the  premises  of  Henry  Martens,  No.  1151  Stebbins  avenue, 
known  as  Pioneer  Park;  the  premises  of  Theobald  Noll  (Morrisania  Schuetzen 
Park),  No.  1390  Boston  avenue;  the  premises  of  Morris  Dietsch,  situated  on  the 
East  river,  adjoining  the  premises  of  the  Oak  Point  Yacht  Club,  in  the  Twenty- 
third  Ward;  the  grounds  of  the  Columbia  College  Gun  Club  at  Williamsbridge;  the 
premises  of  the  Washington  Heights  Club,  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-second  street 
and  Amsterdam  avenue;  the  premises  of  the  Country  Club  of  Westchester  County, 
situated  on  Eastchester  bay,  in  the  late  Town  of  Westchester,  now  New  York  City; 
the  grounds  of  Mrs.  M.  W.  Ditmar,  in  Baychester;  the  grounds  of  the  Kingsbridge 
Gun  Club;  the  premises  at  the  corner  of  Willow  avenue  and  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-ninth  street,  in  The  City  of  New  York;  the  grounds  of  the  Melrose  Shoot- 
ing Club  at  the  end  of  Beretto’s  Point;  the  grounds  of  Frank  Strassburg,  Broadway 
and  Myers  road,  Van  Cortlandt,  New  York  City;  the  premises  of  Frederick  Loh- 
bauer,  known  as  Bay  View  Park,  Pelham  Bay,  Throgg’s  Neck,  Westchester,  in 
The  City  of  New  York;  the  premises  known  as  Nunley’s  Railroad  Hotel  and  Casino, 
on  Seaside  Boulevard,  South  Beach,  Staten  Island;  the  premises  of  David  Crabb, 
Linoleumville,  Staten  Island;  Madison  Square  Garden,  New  York  City;  the  grounds 
occupied  by  the  Transit  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  located  near  Lafayette  avenue  and  the 
Bronx  river;  the  premises  known  as  Manhattan  Casino  Park,  situate  on  the  north 
side  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fourth  street,  between  Eighth  avenue  and  Central 
^venue,  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan;  the  premises  of  the  Craig  Sea  Rod  and 
Gun  Club,  Pelham  bay,  Bronx  Borough.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  72 1,  as  amended  by 
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resolutions  as  follows:  March  20,  1897;  October  12,  1897;  October  18,  1897;  October 
25,  1898;  February  16,  1899;  May  8,  1900,  and  February  19,  1901;  Res.  2001,  of  1903.) 

Article  18 — Flags  and  Decorations  at  the  City  Hall. 

Sec.  695.  All  power  and  authority  to  display  flags  or  other  decorations  on,  in 
or  about  the  City  Hall  or  other  public  buildings,  with  the  City  Hall  Park,  is  hereby 
vested  in  the  Mayor  of  The  City  of  New  York,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  by  a vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  thereto. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  722.  See  ch.  36,  L.  1895.) 

Article  19 — Calcium  or  Drummond  Lights. 

Sec.  696.  Any  person  who  shall  use  or  place  in  any'  street,  avenue  or  public 
place  in  The  City  of  New  York  any  calcium,  Drummond  or  other  light  of  intense 
brilliancy,  unless  a permit  therefor  shall  be  first  obtained  from  the  Mayor,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  as 
provided  in  section  8 of  the  New  York  City  Consolidation  Act;  nor  shall  any  such 
person  place  any  such  light  in  or  upon  any  house  or  other  building  in  said  City,  so 
that  the  same  shall  reflect  or  shine  upon  or  into  any  such  street,  avenue  or  public 
place  under  a like  penalty,  to  be  imposed  as  above  provided.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  723, 
with  verbal  changes.) 

Article  20 — Lime. 

Sec.  697.  No  sloop  or  other  vessel  which  shall  bring  any  slaked  or  unslaked 
lime  to  this  City  for  sale  shall  be  permitted  to  lie  in  any  of  the  public  slips  or  at  any 
of  the  public  wharves  in  this  City  while  she  has  lime  on  board,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  under  a penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  72 4.) 

Sec.  698.  The  last  preceding  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  lying 
of  vessels  having  lime  on  board  at  the  public  wharves  and  in  the  slips  while  dis- 
charging cargo  or  during  the  period  the  lime  is  bona  fide  for  sale,  and  the  person 
having  charge  of  said  vessel  and  lime  is  ready  and  willing  to  sell  and  deliver  the 
same.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  725.) 

Sec.  699.  Any  cartman  who  shall  cart  any  slaked  lime,  whether  merchantable 
or  not,  shall  provide  his  cart  with  a tight  box,  sufficient  to  contain  sixteen  bushels, 
struck  measure,  which  box  shall,  whenever  any  lime  is  contained  therein,  be  covered 
with  cloth  or  other  sufficient  covering  to  keep  the  contents  from  wasting.  (R.  O., 
1897,  sec.  726.) 

Sec.  700.  Every  cartman  who  shall  cart  any  slaked  lime,  excepting  in  the  box, 
and  furnished  with  the  covering  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  section,  shalf 
forfeit  and  pay  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec- 
727,  with  verbal  changes.) 
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Sec.  701.  No  person  shall  keep  a limehouse  in  any  of  the  public  streets,  lanes 
or  alleys  in  The  City  of  New  York  between  the  first  day  of  December  and  the  first 
day  of  April  in  any  year,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  twenty-four 
hours  the  same  shall  be  kept  therein.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  728.) 

Sec.  702.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  keen  a limehouse  in  any  of  the 
public  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  a longer  period  than 
three  months,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  twenty-four  hours  the  same 
shall  be  kept  therein.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  729.) 

Article  21 — Placards  on  Lampposts,  etc. 

Sec.  703.  No  person  shall  attach,  place,  paste,  or  cause  to  be  attached,  placed 
or  pasted,  any  sign,  advertisement  or  other  matter  upon  any  public  lamppost,  tele- 
graph pole,  shade  tree  or  fire  hydrant  now  erected  in  The  City  of  New  York.,  or  that 
may  hereafter  be  so  erected,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense;  nor 
shall  any  person  attach,  place  or  paste,  or  cause  to  be  attached,  placed  or  pasted,  any 
Higii.  advertisement,  notice  or  handbill,  or  other  matter,  on  any  curbstone,  flagstone, 
pi  any  other  portion  or  part  of  any  sidewalk  or  curbstone  in  The  City  of  New  York, 
under  a like  penalty.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  730,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  704  No  person  shall  deface  any  sidewalk  in  The  City  of  New  York  by 
printing  thereon  any  advertisement  or  other  matter  without  the  consent  of  the  owner 
thereof,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  732.) 

Article  22 — Carrying  of  Pistols. 

Sec.  705.  Every  person,  except  Judges  of  the  Federal,  State  and  City  courts,  and 
officers  of  the  general,  State  and  municipal  government  authorized  by  law  to  make 
arrests,  and  persons  to  whom  permits  shall  have  been  issued  as  hereinafter  provided, 
who  shall  have  in  his  possession  within  The  City  of  New  York,  a pistol  of  any  de- 
scription concealed  on  his  person,  or  not  carried  openly,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  on  conviction  by  a fine  of  ten  dollars,  or,  in  de- 
fault of  payment  of  such  fine,  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  733.) 

Sec.  706.  Any  person,  except  as  provided  in  this  article,  who  has  occasion  to 
carry  a pistol  for  his  protection,  may  apply  to  the  officer  in  command  of  the  station 
house  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  resides,  and  such  officer,  if  satisfied  that  the  appli- 
cant is  a proper  and  law-abiding  person,  shall  give  such  person  a recommendation 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  who  may,  in  his  discretion,  issue  a permit  to  said  per- 
son allowing  him  to  carry  a pistol  of  any  description.  Any  non-resident  who  does 
business  in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  has  occasion  to  carry  a pistol  while  in  said 
City,  must  make  application  for  permission  to  do  so  to  the  officer  in  command  of  the 
station  house  of  the  police  precinct  in  which  he  so  does  business,  in  the  same  manner 
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as  required  by  residents  of  said  City,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  conditions  and 
restrictions.  (R.  O.  189/,  sec.  734.) 

Sec.  707.  The  Commissioner  of  Police  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
annul  or  revoke  any  permission  given  under  this  article.  Every  person  to  whom  a 
permit  shall  be  granted,  as  above  provided,  shall  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents,  which  shall  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  Police  Pension  Fund,  and  a return, 
in  detail,  made  to  the  Comptroller  monthly,  under  oath,  of  the  amount  so  received  and 
credited.  All  persons  to  whom  such  permission  shall  be  given  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  individually  responsible  for  their  own  acts  or  the  consequences  that  may  arise  from 
the  use  of  pistols  carried  under  the  permission  obtained  as  provided  in  this  article. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  736.) 

Article  23 — Blasting  of  Rocks. 

Sec.  708.  In  all  cases  of  blasting  rock  within  The  City  of  New  York,  each  blast, 
before  firing  it,  shall  be  covered  on  the  top  and  sides  with  tin  sufficiently  large  to  cover 
the  rock  to  be  broken,  and  the  tin  shall  be  covered  with  at  least  twelve  timbers  each 
ten  inches  square  and  ten  feet  long,  held  together  at  each  end  by  a chain  of  either  steel 
or  iron  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  The  explosive  to  be  used  shall  not  exceed 
one  pound  in  weight  of  forty  per  cent,  explosive  for  each  four  feet  depth  of  hole  that  is 
not  ten  feet  below  the  curb,  and  one  pound  in  weight  of  sixty  per  cent,  explosive  for 
each  four  feet  of  depth  of  hole  that  is  more  than  ten  feet  below  the  curb.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  737.) 

Sec.  709.  Three  minutes’  notice  before  firing  the  blasts  shall  be  given  by  displaying 
a red  flag  on  a staff  not  less  than  ten  feet  high,  set  in  a conspicuous  place  within 
twenty-five  feet  of  the  point  where  the  charge  is  placed,  and  also  by  calling  out  the 
words  “A  blast”  several  times  repeated  and  loud  enough  to  be  distinctly  heard  at  a 
distance  of  two  hundred  feet  from  the  point  of  discharge.  The  occupants  of  all  houses 
within  three  hundred  feet  of  the  place  of  blasting  shall  be  notified  on  the  morning  of 
each  day  upon  which  blasting  is  done.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  738.) 

Sec.  710.  For  every  violation  of  either  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  the 
offending  party,  upon  complaint  and  conviction  thereof  before  a City  Magistrate,  shall 
be  liable  to  a fine  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  stand  committed  until  the  same  is  paid. 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  739.) 

Article  24 — Repavement  of  Streets  and  Avenues. 

Sec.  711^  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Borough  Presidents,  each  in  his 
respective  jurisdiction,  whenever  granting  a permit  for  any  excavation,  opening  or 
disturbance  of  the  pavement  of  the  carriageway  of  any  street,  avenue  or  public  place 
in  The  City  of  New  York,  or  sidewalk  thereof,  except  in  cases  where  such  opening, 
excavation  or  disturbance  shall  be  directly  authorized  by  law,  to  require  of  the  person 
or  persons  by  whom  or  for  whose  benefit  any  excavation  or  opening  is  to  be  made. 
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for  any  purpose  whatever,  a deposit  of  such  sum  as  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  cover 
and  pay  all  the  expenses  on  the  part  of  the  department  granting  the  permit,  as  the 
case  may  be,  of  furnishing  such  material,  doing  such  work,  and  taking  such  means  as 
shall  be  required  to  properly  restore  and  secure  against  sinkage  the  street  and  side- 
walk, pavement,  curb  and  flagging  necessary  to  be  replaced,  in  consequence  of  making 
such  excavation,  opening  or  disturbance;  which  deposit  shall  be  a full  discharge  of  all 
liability  and  claim  against  the  person  or  persons  making  such  deposit  and  payment 
for  the  work  herein  provided  for  and  required  of  the  departments  aforesaid.  (R.  O. 
1897,  sec.  740,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  712.  The  said  Borough  Presidents  shall  deposit  weekly  with  the  City  Cham- 
berlain all  moneys  received  under  the  last  preceding  section,  an  account  of  which 
moneys  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  funds  and  accounts  whatso- 
ever by  the  said  Borough  Presidents  and  the  City  Chamberlain,  who  shall  receive  the 
same  as  a “special  fund”  in  respect  to  each  department  separately,  which  fund  is  here- 
by established  subject  to  such  payments  as  hereinafter  provided  for.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
741,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  713.  Whenever  any  pavement,  sidewalk,  curb  or  gutter  in  any  street,  ave- 
nue or  public  place  shall  be  taken  up,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Borough  Presidents 
aforesaid  within  whose  jurisdiction  said  street  or  avenue  is,  to  restore  such  pavement, 
sidewalk,  curb  or  gutter  to  its  proper  condition  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  practicable, 
requiring  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  or  for  whose  benefit  the  same  is  removed 
to  deposit  the  material  composing  the  superstructure  without  breaking  or  injuring 
the  same,  and  in  a manner  which  will  occasion  the  least  inconvenience  to  the  public, 
and  to  fill  in  any  excavation  made,  and  to  leave  the  same  properly  packed,  rammed 
and  repaired  for  the  repaving  required.  And  the  said  Borough  Presidents  are  hereby 
authorized  to  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  as  in  their  judgment  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  (R.  O 
1897,  sec.  742,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Article  25 — Public  Grounds. 

Sec.  714.  The  Mayor  shall  appoint  proper  persons  as  masters  of  the  public 
pounds  in  The  City  of  New  York,  who,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  affirmation  well  and  truly  to  execute 
the  duties  of  their  office.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  744.) 

Sec.  715.  The  said  Pound  Masters  shall  enter  into  bonds,  with  two  good  and 
sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Comptroller,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their 
office.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  745.) 

Sec.  716.  All  swine  or  neat  cattle  found  at  large  in  The  City  of  New  York  in 
violation  of  this  article  may  be  taken  by  any  person  or  persons  and  driven  or  car- 
ried to  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  as  a public- 
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pound.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pound  Master  or  person  having  charge  of  such 
public  pound  to  enter  in  a book,  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  the  names  and 
places  of  abode  of  all  persons  who  may  bring  any  such  swine  or  neat  cattle  to  such 
pound  and  the  time  of  bringing  the  same  respectively;  no  person  shall  receive  any 
compensation  for  driving  or  bringing  any  neat  cattle  or  swine  to  any  of  the  public 
pounds.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  746,  with  verbal  changes?) 

Sec.  717.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  swine  or  neat  cattle,  or  any  other  person  enti- 
tled to  redeem  the  same,  shall  appear  and  claim  the  same  at  any  time  before  a sale 
thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Poundmaster  to  deliver  the  same  on  receiving  the 
amount  of  his  fee  for  keeping  and  feeding  the  same,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for 
each  beast  for  every  twenty-four  hours,  and  at  that  rate  for  any  less  period  of  time. 
(R.  0.  1897,  sec.  746.) 

Sec.  718.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Poundmaster,  on  making  any  delivery  of 
swine  or  neat  cattle  before  sale,  or  on  payment  of  surplus  money  after  sale,  to  obtain 
from  the  person  or  persons  claiming  the  same,  his,  her  or  their  name  or  names  and 
residence;  and  once  in  each  month  to  report  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  same, 
and  the  name  or  names  of  all  persons  claiming  swine  or  neat  cattle,  and  their  places 
of  residence,  the  date  when  the  same  were  sold  or  redeemd,  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  leaving  the  same  at  the  pound.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  748.) 

Sec.  719.  If  no  person  shall  appear  to  claim  such  swine  or  neat  cattle  within 
three  days  after  the  same  may  have  been  impounded,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pound 
master  to  give  three  days’  notice  of  the  sale  thereof.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  749.) 

Sec.  720.  Such  notice  shall  contain  some  general  description  of  the  beasts  im- 
pounded, and  shall  be  posted  up  in  some  conspicuous  place  at  said  public  pound  and 
in  the  City  Hall  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  shall  also  be  inserted  in  two  or  more 
of  the  public  newspapers  published  in  the  City.  fR.  O.  1897,  sec.  750.) 

Sec.  721.  In  case  of  the  sale  of  any  impounded  swine  or  neat  cattle,  the  said 
Pound  Master  shall  retain,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  sufficient  to  pay  the 
amount  of  his  fees  and  all  charges  incurred  by  him  on  account  of  said  swine  or  neat 
cattle.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  751.) 

Sec.  722.  If,  after  any  such  sale,  and  whilst  the  proceeds  thereof  remain  in  the 
hands  of  the  said  Pound  Master,  the  former  owner  of  any  swine  or  neat  cattle  shall 
appear  and  claim  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Pound  Master  to  deduct 
from  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  the  fees  and  charges  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding 
section,  to  ascertain  the  name  and  residence  of  such  owner,  and  to  pay  over  the 
residue. of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  the  person  so  claiming  to  be  the  owner.  (R 
O.  1897,  sec.  752.) 

Sec.  723.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Pound  Master,  once  in  every  month,  to 
account  to  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  all  moneys  received  or  ex- 
pended by  him  by  virtue  of  this  article,  and  to  pay  over  to  the  said  Comptroller  all 
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such  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands,  after  deducting  his  legal  fees  and  charges.  (R- 
O.  1897,  sec.  753.) 

Article  26— Public  Worship  in  the  Streets  and  Public  Places. 

Sec.  724.  No  person  shall  be  concerned  or  instrumental  in  collecting  or  per- 
mitting any  assemblage  of  persons  under  the  pretence  of  or  for  public  worship  or 
exhortation  in  the  Park  or  Battery,  or  in  any  of  the  markets  or  streets,  or  any 
public  place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  laid  out  and  appointed  for  the  common  use 
of  citizens,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence.  (R.  O.  1897,. 
sec.  774.) 

Sec.  725.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Police  Officers  of  said  City  to  prevent  all 
such  assemblies  and  to  prosecute,  apprehend  and  report  to  the  Corporation  Counsel 
all  persons  concerned  or  instrumental  in  promoting  the  same.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec. 
775-) 

Sec.  726.  Every  Police  Officer  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  his  duty 
in  the  premises  shall,  for  every  such  neglect,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars., 
(R.  O.  1897,  sec.  776.) 

Sec.  727.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  any  clergyman  or  minister  of  any  denomination  who  shall  have 
first  obtained  the  written  permission  of  the  Mayor  from  preaching  in  any  place  in 
this  City.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  777-) 

Sec.  728.  This  article  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any  ministers  or  people 
of  any  church  usually  called  Baptists  from  assembling  in  proper  places  in  The  City 
of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  performing  the  rites  of  baptism  according  to  the 
ceremonies  of  such  church.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  778.) 

Sec.  729.  No  person  shall  disturb,  molest  or  interrupt  any  clergyman  or  minis- 
ter who  shall  have  obtained  permission,  according  to  this  article,  who  shall  be 
performing  the  rites  of  baptism  as  permitted  by  this  article,  under  the  penalty  ot 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  such  offense,  and  no  person  shall  commit  any  riot  or 
disorder  in  any  such  assembly  at  any  such  baptism,  under  a like  penalty.  (Adapted 
from  R.  O.  1897,  sec.  779.) 

Article  27 — Walks  and  Bridges  Over  Gutters. 

Sec.  730.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  who  so  desires,  to  place  and  keep 
a bridge  over  the  gutter  in  front  of  any  building  other  than  those  used  as  private 
residences,  except  on  Broadway,  Fifth  avenue  and  Madison  avenue,  on  the  fol- 
lowing conditions:  First — Application  must  be  made  to  the  Bureau  of  Licenses, 

and  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  dating  from  the  granting  of  such  permit, 
paid  for  the  privilege.  Second — Every  such  bridge  shall  be  constructed  under  the 
supervision  and  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  borough  in  which 
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it  is  situated.  Third — Every  such  bridge  shall  be  so  constructed  that  it  can  be  easily 
moved,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  to  whom  such  privilege  may  be 
granted,  and  to  all  persons  now  enjoying  a like  privilege,  to  clean  thoroughly,  or 
cause  to  be  so  cleaned,  the  gutter  underneath  every  such  bridge  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week,  between  the  hours  of  sunrise  and  nine  o’clock  a.  m.  The  Mayor  may, 
for  any  violation  of  this  ordinance,  or  on  the  complaint  of  any  citizen,  or  for  any 
cause  that  he  may  deem  sufficient,  revoke  any  such  permit  so  granted,  or  like 
privilege  now  enjoyed  without  a permit.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  780,  with  verbal  changes.) 

Sec.  731.  Hereafter  the  owner  or  general  contractor  engaged  in  the  construction 
or  erection  of  any  building  over  five  stories  in  height  shall  build  or  cause  to  be  built  a 
temporary  roof  structure  over  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  said  building,  and  said  contractor 
or  owner,  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  bridge  or  roof,  must  secure  permission  for  such 
construction  from  the  President  of  the  Borough  in  which  the  same  is  situated,  and  shall 
pay  therefor  such  compensation  as  may  be  deemed  equivalent  by  said  Borough  President 
for  the  privilege  so  conferred.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  781,  with  verbal  changes. 

Article  28 — Steam  Boilers. 

Sec.  732.  Every  owner,  agent  or  other  person  having  charge  of  and  operating  any 
portable  steam  boiler  used  for  rock  drilling,  excavating,  hoisting  or  other  purpose, 
and  every  steam  boiler  within  The  City  of  New  York  which  is  required  to  be  tested  by 
the  sanitary  company  of  the  Police  Department  of  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  180  of  the  Laws  of  1884,  shall  have  firmly  placed  and  permanently 
secured  upon  such  boiler  a metal  number  or  numbers  corresponding  with  the  number 
of  said  boiler  as  it  is  recorded  upon  the  books  of  the  Poliqe  Department  of  The  City 
of  New  York. 

Every  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished,  on  conviction  thereof,  by  a fine  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense,  or,  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine,  by  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  ten  days.  (R.  O.  1897,  sec.  782.) 

Sec.  733.  All  boilers  in  vessels  now  used  on  the  waters  in  and  around  The  City 
of  New  York  not  coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Marine  Department  of  the 
United  States  Government  or  the  Police  Department  of  The  City  of  New  York  are 
hereby  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Police  Department,  which  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  test  said  boilers  and  to  examine  the  persons  operating 
the  same  as  to  their  qualifications  as  engineers  and  firemen.  Such  tests  of  boilers 
and  the  examinations  of  persons  operating  the  same  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  such  provisions  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  and  Laws  of  the  State 
of  New  York  as  are  applicable  to  boilers  operated  on  land.  (Res.  2328  of  1903.) 
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Article  29 — Ice  Wagons. 

Sec.  734.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  driver  of  any  wagon  used  for 
the  sale  of  ice  in  any  of  the  streets,  avenues  or  public  places  in  The  City  of  New 
York  to  permit  or  allow  the  scale  thereon,  or  the  beam  to  which  it  may  be  at- 
tached, or  other  implements  for  handling  ice,  to  project  or  hang  outside  or  beyond 
the  side  or  end  of  such  wagon  when  in  motion,  under  the  penalty  prescribed  by 
section  44  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  and  by  these  ordinances.  (R.  O.  1897, 
sec.  783.) 

Article  30 — Municipal  Explosives  Commission. 

Section  735.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  there 
shall  be  a Municipal  Explosives  Commission  which  shall  be  constituted  as  follows : The 
said  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members;  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  The 
City  of  New  York  shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman  and  a member  of  the  said  Commission,. 
The  remaining  four  (4)  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  and  one  of  the  said 
four  (4)  must  be  appointed  from  a list  of  ten  to  be  submitted  by  the  New  York  Section 
of  the  American  Chemical  Society.  The  said  Commission  shall  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  736.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commission  to  formulate  and  adopt  such 
regulations  as  in,  its  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  from  time  to  time  to  add  to  or  in  any  way  change  or  amend  such  regulations. 
The  said  regulations  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  any  changes  which  shall  be  made 
therein  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  when  so  approved  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  the  Fire  Commissioner  in  the  “City  Record,”  and  in  such  other  manner  as  he 
shall  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  737.  Said  Commission,  hereby  established,  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  for  the  consideration  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  ordinance,  and  each 
member  thereof  shall  receive  a fee  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  attendance  at  each  meeting. 
A majority  of  such  Commission  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  purpose  of  doing 
business. 

Sec.  738.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  have,  keep,  sell,  use,  give  away  or 
transport,  any  gunpowder,  blasting  powder,  guncotton,  dynamite,  nitro-glycerine,  or 
any  substance  or  compound  or  mixture  or  article  having  properties  of  such  a character 
that  alone  or  in  combination  or  contiguity  with  other  substances  or  compounds,  it  may 
decompose  suddenly  and  generate  heat,  or  gas,  or  pressure,-  or  all  of  them,  to  produce 
rapid-flaming  combustion,  or  administer  a destructive  blow  to  surrounding  persons  or 
things,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  excepting  in  the  manner 
and  upon  the  conditions  herein  provided,  and  under  license  issued  by  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner under  such  regulations  as  the  Municipal  Explosives  Commission  shall  prescribe. 
The  said  Fire  Commissioner  shall  have  power  to  revoke  the  license  or  licenses  in  case, 
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in  his  judgment,  there  is  an  infraction  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  of  the 
regulations  of  the  Municipal  Explosives  Commission. 

Sec.  739.  No  licensee  shall  employ  any  one  in  the  use  or  care  of  explosives  such  as 
are  used  in  blasting  operations  unless  such  person  shall  hold  a certificate  of  fitness 
issued  to  him  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  under  the  regulations  established  by  the 
Municipal  Explosives  Commission. 

Sec.  740.  No  gunpowder,  blasting  powder,  dynamite,  gun  cotton,  nitro-glycerine,  or 
such  other  explosives  as  may  be  hereafter  designated  for  prohibition  under  this  ordi- 
nance by  the  Municipal  Explosives  Commission  shall  be  manufactured  in  the  said  city. 

Sec.  741.  No  holder  of  a license  hereunder  can  avail  himself  of  any  of  the  privi- 
leges of  the  same  until  he  shall  have  filed  a bond  with  the  said  Commissioner  in  the 
penal  sum  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  or  more  than  five  thousand 
dollars  ($5,000)),  to  be  approved  by  the  Comptroller,  the  amount  of  the  said  bond  to 
be  determined  by  the  regulations  as  prescribed  by  the  Municipal  Explosives  Commis- 
sion, said  bond  to  be  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  any  loss,  damage  or  injury  resulting 
to  persons  or  property  from  explosions,  and  for  the  strict  observance  of  this  ordin- 
ance and  the  regulations  made  hereunder. 

Sec.  742.  The  Municipal  Explosives  Commission  may,  by  a unanimous  vote  of  its 
members,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  provide  for  an  increase  of 
the  amount  of  the  bond  to  be  filed  with  the  said  Commissioner,  in  accordance  with 
section  7 of  this  ordinance,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000),  said  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Comptroller  in  accordance  with  section  7 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  743.  In  case  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  regula- 
tions on  explosives,  even  though  no  damage  to  persons  or  property  be  sustained,  twenty 
(20)  per  cent,  of  said  bond  for  the  first  infraction  and  the  whole  amount  for  the  second 
offense  shall  be  forfeited  therefor  and  paid  over  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Relief  Fund  of  the  Fire  Department  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  744.  The  commander,  owner  or  owners  of  any  ship  or  vessel  arriving  in  the 
harbor  of  New  York,  and  having  more  than  twenty-eight  (28)  pounds  of  gunpowder  or 
other  explosive  named  in  this  ordinance  on  board  shall,  immediately  upon  arrival  and 
before  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  approach  nearer  than  300  yards  of  the  pier  line  of  said 
city,  give  written  notice  to  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  fact  that  such  explosives  are 
on  said  vessel.  And  all  vessels  having  on  board  or  loading  explosives  exceeding  twenty- 
eight  (28)  pounds  shall  cause  to  be  displayed  at  the  masthead  nearest  the  land  while 
remaining  within  the  city  limits  a red  flag  at  least  five  feet  square,  and  no  ship  or 
vessel  shall  lie  at  the  pier  after  sunset  having  more  than  twenty-eight  (28)  pounds  of 
explosives  without  a permit  from  the  said  Commissioner,  said  permit  to  be  issued  for  not 
exceeding  forty-eight  (48)  hours.

Sec.  745.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to.  apply  to  any  ship  or 
vessel  of  war  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  any  foreign  government  while  lying 
at  a distance  of  300  yards  or  upward  from  the  pier  line  of  said  city,  nor  to  any  ship  or 
vessel  of  war  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  while  lying  in  any  part  of  the  Navy 
Yard  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

Sec.  746.  No^  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have,  use,  keep,  sell  or  give 
away  any  substance  or  compound  p r mixture  having  such  properties  that  it  may, 
spontaneously  or  acting  under  the  influence  of  any  contiguous  substance,  or  of  any 
chemical  or  physical  agency,  ignite,  inflame  or  generate  inflammable  vapors  to  a 
dangerous  extent,  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  except  in  the  manner 
and  upon  the  conditions  herein  provided  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Municipal 
Explosives  Commission  shall  prescribe.  The  Fire  Commissioner  of  said  City,  under 
and  in  pursuance  of  regulations  established  by  the  Municipal  Explosives  Com- 
mission, may  issue  licenses  to  any  person  desiring  to  have,  use,  keep,  sell  or  give 
away,  any  of  the  articles  designated  in  this  section.  The  Municipal  Explosives  Com- 
mission shall  prepare  such  regulations  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  control 
the  storage  and  handling  of  the  materials  specified  in  this  section,  and  it  shall  from 
time  to  time  add  to  such  list  and  bring  under  such  regulations  such  other  materials 
as  the  public  safety  may  require.  Said  regulations  and  the  amendments  thereto  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  when  so  approved  shall  be  published  by  the 
Fire  Commissioner  in  the  “City  Record”  and  in  such  other  manner  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 

Article  31 — Miscellaneous. 

Sec.  747.  The  minimum  annual  rents  and  the  special  charges  to  be  collected  by 
the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  shall  be  as  follows:

Macomb’s  Dam  bridge.  (Ord.  of  Mar.  28,  1902;  Res.  846  of  1902.) 

Sec.  750.  Any  and  all  contractors,  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  are  for- 
bidden to  dump,  throw,  empty,  convey  or  cause  to  be  conveyed  for  the  purpose  oi 
dumping,  any  snow,  ice  or  water  in  a vacant  lot  or  tract  of  land,  if  such  lot  or  tract 
of  land  be  within  a radius  of  three  hundred  feet  of  a dwelling,  factory,  school,  any 
public  building,  or  any  place  of  business.  (Ord.  of  April  8,  1902.) 
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Sec.  751.  All  ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  and  of  the  former  municipal 
and  public  corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York,  inconsistent  or 
conflicting  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to 
affect  or  impair  any  right,  interest,  privilege  or  power  which  has  accrued  or  been 
conferred  heretofore,  or  any  penalty,  obligation,  liability  or  forfeiture  hertofore 
incurred,  or  any  action  or  proceeding  now  pending;  and  any  right,  interest  or  privi- 
lege which  by  the  terms  of  any  ordinance  in  force  at  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance 
continues  in  force  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  not  be  hereby 
terminated.  The  provisions  of  any  of  the  foregoing  ordinances,  in  so  far  as  they 
are  substantially  the  same  as  those  of  ordinances  existing  at  the  time  these  ordi- 
nances take  effect,  shall  be  construed  as  a continuance  of  such  ordinances,  modified 
or  amended,  according  to  the  language  employed  in  the  foregoing  ordinances  and  not 
as  new  enactments.  Whenever  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  foregoing  ordinances 
applicable  to  the  whole  City  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
ordinances  applicable  to  a portion  only  of  the  City,  the  latter  provisions  shall  alone 
govern  and  apply  in  the  portion  of  the  City  affected  by  them.

I hereby  petition  your  Honorable  Board  for  a proposed  change  of  name  of 
Amos  street,  situate  at  Clifton,  in  the  Fourth  Ward,  and  the  reasons  for  such 
change. 

First — All  streets  parallel  to  and  with  Amos  street,  running  from  Bay  street,  in 
this  vicinity,  are  called  avenues. 
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Second — The  present  name  is  neither  desirable  or  striking,  and,  owing  to  the 
new  and  recent  expensive  improvements  made  by  the  owner  for  over  seven-eighths 
of  its  entire  length,  it  would  be  as  well  to  forget  the  old  looks  and  conditions. 

The  street  is  a little  over  1,400  feet  in  length  from  Bay  street  to  Centre  street, 
1,290  feet  of  which  is  on  the  northerly  side,  840  feet  on  the  southerly  side  being 
owned  by  your  petitioner. 

Third — The  name  proposed  for  that  of  Amos  street  is  a new  one,  and  not  upon 
any  of  the  present  street  or  avenue  records. 

Fourth — That  this  street  shall  be  known  as  Norwood  avenue,  named  after  a man 
who  owned  almost  the  entire  section  in  and  to  this  vicinity  as  far  back  as  the  year 
1667,  and  what  was  and  is  known  as  the  “Norwood  grant,”  containing  something 
like  700  acres. 

Fifth — In  talking  with  some  of  the  owners  on  this  street,  the  change  as  proposed 
would  be  agreeable  to  them.

Whereas,  By  the  recent  action  of  the  Board  of  Education  the  vacation  schools, 
playgrounds  and  recreation  centres  have  been  discontinued  for  the  current  year,  while 
the  terms  of  the  evening  elementary  and  high  schools  and  free  lecture  courses  have 
been  reduced  one-fourth,  with  a reduction  in  the  salaries  of  the  evening  school 
teachers;  and 

Whereas,  The  above  mentioned  features  of  our  school  system  are  by  unanimous 
consent  acknowledged  as  essential  to  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  well  being  of  the 
people  of  our  City;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Education  be  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
structed to  investigate  the  matter  and  report  to  this  Board  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Education,  when  appointed. 

Alderman  Owens  moved  that  the  Board  do  now  adjourn.

REPORT: 
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RULES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

CHAPTER  I. 

Meetings. 

The  Board  shall  hold  its  regular  meetings  on  Tuesday  of  each  and  every  week,  at 
one  o’clock  p.  m.,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Special  meetings,  in  addition  to  those  provided  for  in  the  Charter,  may  be  called 
(1)  by  adjournment  to  a day  fixed  at  a regular  meeting,  (2)  by  the  President  under 
his  own  hand,  or  (3)  by  a call  signed  by  fifteen  members. 

The  Clerk  shall  issue  such  notice  to  the  members  immediately  after  the  signing 
of  a call  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  such  meeting. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  the  President. 

2.  The  President,  and,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-Chairman,  shall  take  the  chair  at 
the  hour  of  meeting.  He  shall  call  the  Board  to  order,  and,  except  in  the  absence 
of  a quorum,  shall  proceed  to  business  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  these  rules. 

3.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum.  In  case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly 
conduct  in  the  lobby  or  gallery  he  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared.  He  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  appeal,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
On  every  appeal  he  shall  have  the  right,  in  his  place,  to  assign  his  reasons  for  his 
decision,  allowing  the  appellant  an  opportunity  to  present  his  reasons  for  appealing. 
He  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees,  also  all  special  committees,  unless  the  Board 
shall  order  otherwise.  When  the  Board  shall  decide  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole 
he  shall  name  a chairman  to  pre,side  therein. 

He  may  substitute  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair  for  a period  not 
exceeding  the  legislative  day  on  which  substitution  is  made,  but  for  no  longer  period, 
except  by  special  consent  of  the  Board. 

4.  He  shall  assign  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms  their 
respective  duties  and  stations. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Of  the  Vice-Chairman. 

5.  The  Vice-Chairman,  when  acting  as  President,  shall  be  invested  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  President. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Order  of  Business. 

6.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows:  1.  Reading  of  the  minutes.  2. 
Messages  and  papers  from  the  Mayor.  3.  Presentation  of  petitions  and  communi- 
cations. 4.  Communications  from  city,  county  and  borough  officers.  5.  Reports  of 
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special  committees.  6.  Reports  of  standing  committees.  7.  Special  orders.  8. 
General  orders.  9.  Motions,  ordinances  and  resolutions  in  the  following  manner: 
“The  names  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical 
order,  except  that  at  every  alternate  meeting  of  the  Board  the  names  shall  be  called 
in  reverse  order,  commencing  at  the  end  of  the  roll  and  calling  the  names  in  suc- 
cession to  the  beginning  of  the  roll;  and  in  case  an  adjournment  shall  take  place, 
pending  the  call,  the  roll  shall,  at  the  next  meeting,  be  resumed  where  it  was  left  off.” 

Messages  from  the  Mayor  and  communications  or  reports  from  City  or  Borough 
officers  may,  however,  be  received  at  any  time.  The  Committee  on  Rules  or  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Resolutions  and  Ordinances,  or  (when  the  report  involves 
the  right  of  a member  of  the  Board  to  his  ,seat)  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and 
Elections  may  likewise  meet  and  report  at  any  time.  It  shall  also  always  be  in  order 
to  call  up  for  consideration  a report  from  the  Commitee  on  Rules.

Sir — May  I be  permitted  to  make  a suggestion  which  may  be  of  use,  both  as  to 
convenience  and  doing  away  with  unsightly  material,  together  with  a lower  cost  of 
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fitting.  The  electric  trams  have  been,  taking  them  all  in  all,  necessary  and  comfortable, 
but  are  open  to  many  improvements,  if  you  will  allow  me  to  bring  to  your  notice  an  idea. 
By  the  present  system  the  “uprights”  and  wires  used  for  the  electric  trams  are  above  the 
ground,  causing  many  inconveniences,  especially  in  repairing  the  same,  even  a source 
of  danger  if  the  hill  is  a steep  one,  for  the  first  thing  these  wires  and  uprights  give  off 
a humming  sound,  caused  by  the  vibrations  of  wired  electricity,  etc.,  making  offensive 
sounds  and  injurious  to  the  health  of  delicate  people  and  many  others.  Next  the  cost  of 
erecting  these  uprights  and  wires  above  the  ground  must  be  large,  and  to  repair  the 
same  requires  moving  ladders,  much  labor,  and  at  the  same  time  are  unsightly.  Why 
should  not  all  this  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground?  The  earth  would  prevent 
vibrations,  the  cost  would  be  less,  the  trouble  of  repair  little,  and  the  danger  to  limb, 
in  case  one  of  the  wires  broke,  small.  (Vide  the  rough  idea.)  Underneath  the  rails  lay 
a layer  of  a mixture  of  India  rubber,  of  the  rough  description,  a white  mixture  with 
95  per  cent,  tar,  into  tar  heated  and  it  will  lessen  the  vibrations  to  the  tram  immensely, 
causing  comforts,  which  I feel  sure  the  overhead  railway  never  can;  unsightly,  incon- 
venient and  expensive  to  erect.  I am  now  referring  to  the  overhead  railway.  For  the 
electric  tram  idea  vide  the  rough  form  underneath.  We  have  here  the  wires  and  short 
poles  beneath  the  surface;  the  tram  gets  the  electricity  by  a moveable  bar.  Place  this 
movable  bar  underneath  the  tram,  on  the  same  principle  the  aperture  for  the  roller  or 
runner  to  work  in  would  be  small,  and  could  be  always  cleared  by  a daily  run  along  the 
track  of  a clearer  truck.  Pardon  my  writing  this  to  you,  but  the  idea  seemed  to  me  a 
good  one,  especially  for  any  country  which  intends  using  electricity  as  a motive  force. 
There  could  also  be  a small  luggage  truck  attached  for  small  bags  and  parcels,  for 
which  on  carriage  a charge  could  be  made.  Possibly  as  your  country  may  want  to 
try  electric  trams,  this  improvement  in  the  present  system  would  prove  a great  boon 
to  all.  What  conveniences  would  arise  to  many  millions  in  being  able  to  move  easily 
and  freely  with  hand  bags  or  otherwise  from  one  end  of  a large  town  to  the  other, 
facilitating  the  conveniences  of  all  professions,  weighing  much  less  strain  on  people 
generally.

Sir — I trust  the  proposed  repeal  of  the  street  car  ordinance  requiring  the  cars  to  be 
stopped  at  the  near  crossing  will  not  prevail.  It  should  be  amended,  however,  com- 
pelling both  the  rear  gates  to  be  kept  closed  and  the  outer  gate  on  the  front  of  the  car 
to  be  opened  when  the  car  stops  at  the  crossing,  and  the  conductor  to  stand  on  the 
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front  platform  until  the  car  is  again  started.  Under  the  old  system  the  conductor 
while  in  the  car  taking  fares,  and  without  knowing  whether  the  outgoing  passengers 
were  off  the  car  or  the  incoming  ones  were  on  it,  would  ring  the  bell  for  the  motorman 
to  start  the  car,  and  the  motorman  had  to  obey  the  signal,  whether  a passenger  was  half 
way  on  or  half  way  off  the  car.  This  practise  has  led  to  the  majority  of  street  car 
accidents.  The  suggested  amendment  would  prevent  this  class  of  accidents.

Gentlemen — We  hereby  formally  request  that,  in  all  matters  which  may  arise  in 
connection  with  the  petition  and  ordinance  introduced  into  the  Board  of  Aldermen  last 
Tuesday,  by  a corporation  which  has  long  since  ceased  to  exist,  by  the  name  of  the 
New  York,  Westchester  & Boston  Railroad  Company,  this  body  be  notified.  We  ask, 
upon  behalf  of  this  body,  that  before  any  action  is  taken  upon  that  matter,  we  be  allowed 
to  be  heard  either  at  a public  or  a private  hearing. 

We  have  looked  up  this  alleged  corporation,  and  we  find  that  it  was  organized  in 
1872,  and  that  it  has  long  since  ceased  to  exist. 

We  also  find  that  this  corporation  received  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  August 
4,  1896,  an  ordinance  permitting  it  to  cross  such  streets  of  The  Bronx  as  would  be  re- 
quired to  be  crossed  by  the  line  of  its  road.  If  the  corporation  had  had  any  existence, 
it  could  have  commenced  and  completed  its  road  since  the  granting  of  its  ordinance  in 
1896,  not  to  mention  that  it  could  have  completed  the  road  many  times  over  in  the 
interval  which  elapsed  between  1872  and  1896.  We  call  these  matters  to  your  attention 
for  the  reason  that  they  are  of  vital  interest  to  the  Bronx,  and  for  the  reason  that  we, 
as  representatives  of  the  public  of  this  Borough,  do  not  purpose  that  tactics  of  this  kind 
shall  be  used,  for  the  purpose  of  delaying  the  construction  of  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad,  the  application  of  which  has  apparently  been  copied  by  this  alleged 
corporation  and  introduced  info  your  Board  last  Tuesday,  January  12th.

Dear  Sir — I would  respectfully  ask  your  Honorable  Board  to  request  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  instruct  the  Comptroller  to  issue  Revenue  Bonds,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subdivision  8,  section  188,  of  the  Charter,  for  the 
following  purposes: 

To  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  cells  in  the  old  Male  and  Female  Prisons 
(City  Prison),  $10,000.  (See  copy  of  report  of  the  State  Prison  Commission  herewith 
enclosed.) 

The  two  boilers  on  Hart’s  Island  are  at  least  thirty  years  old,  and  are  too  dilapi- 
dated to  be  repaired.  They  are  liable  to  collapse  at  any  moment,  and,  by  order  of  the 
Boiler  Inspectors  of  the  Police  Department,  the  steam  pressure  has  been  reduced  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  steam  available  is  totally  inadequate  to  properly  heat  the 
buildings.  In  order  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  inmates  by  properly  heating  the 
buildings,  as  well  as  to  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  the  State  Prison  Com- 
mission, the  sum  of  $20,000  will  be  required.

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New  York  County  Penitentiary. 

To  the  Honorable  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons: 

Your  Commissioner  inspected  the  New  York  County  Penitentiary  on  November 
23,  1903,  and  begs  to  report  as  follows: 

This  penitentiary  is  situated  on  Blackwell’s  Island,  and  has  been  occupied  for 
seventy  years.  The  population  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  509  male.s  and  65 
females.  The  capacity  of  the  institution  is  989  cells  in  the  male  department  and  126 
cells  in  the  female  department. 

The  prisoners  in  this  institution  are  received  from  the  Courts  of  Special  and 
Genera]  Sessions. 

The  old  part  of  this  prison  is  seventy  years  old,  hence  the  absence  of  modern 
equipment  and  conditions,  excepting  the  presence  of  electric  lights  in  each  cell.  The 
bucket  system  is  in  use,  the  ventilation  is  imperfect,  the  place  is  dark  and  gloomy 
and  the  windows  are  mere  holes  in  the  wall.  This  condition  fully  recognized  the  de- 
mands of  the  times  in  which  this  prison  was  built,  namely,  that  the  place  of  confine- 
ment in  which  an  offender  against  the  law  should  be  comijiitted  must  be  a dungeon. 
In  striking  contrast  to  these  conditions  is  the  new  west  wing,  containing  368  cells. 
This  department  is  well  ventilated,  and  the  presence  of  large,  high  windows  admits 
an  abundance  of  light  and  air,  which  is  most  beneficial  to  the  health  of  the  inmates. 
The  cells  are  larger  than  those  found  in  the  old  prison. 

I found  a large  and  cheerful  chapel  in  which  religious  services  and  entertain- 
ments are  held.  This  is  a credit  to  the  institution,  for  it  affords  the  opportunity  for 
the  spiritual  and  moral  advancement  of  the  inmates. 

I found  the  hospitals  in  excellent  condition  and  equipped  with  every  modern 
device  for  the  treatment  of  the  suffering  and  afflicted.  This  department  is  in  charge 
of  a Physician  who  seems  to  intelligently  interpret  his  duties. 

All  of  the  adjunct  departments  of  the  institution,  such  as  kitchen,  bakeshop,  laun- 
dry, bathrooms,  power  and  light  plant,  storerooms,  messrooms,  etc.,  meet  all  the 
demands  of  the  institution,  and  were  in  excellent  condition. 

The  industries  are  in  full  operation.  Manufacturing  is  carried  on  as  follows: 
Desks,  tables,  chairs,  rough  coffins  for  paupers,  wagons,  wheelwright  work  in 
general,  clothing,  tinware,  cot  bottoms,  coarse  brooms  and  brushes.  These  occupa- 
tions, together  with  the  outside  work  about  the  institution,  such  as  quarrying  stone, 
unloading  coal,  improving  the  surrounding  grounds,  etc.,  afford  ample,  healthful  and 
profitable  employment  for  the  men. 

The  health  of  the  institution  is  excellent,  only  four  male  and  two  female  prison- 
ers being  confined  on  this  date  in  the  hospitals.

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New  York  City  Prison  (Tombs). 

To  the  Honorable  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons: 

Your  Commissioner  inspected  the  New  York  City  Prison,  known  as  the 
“Tombs,”  on  November  24,  1903,  and  reports  as  follows: 

The  new  prison  has  been  occupied  about  one  year,  and  is  therefore  in  excellent 
condition.  The  old  part,  namely,  the  annex  and  women’s  department,  are  also  occu- 
pied. The  capacity  of  the  new  jail  is  three  hundred  and  twenty  cells,  and  that  of  the 
annex  eighty  cells. 

The  population  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  278  adult  males,  96  juveniles,  49 
females. 

The  inmates  of  this  prison  are  committed  from  the  City  Magistrates’  Court. 

This  may  be  properly  designated  as  an  institution  for  detention  rather  than  for 
definite  sentenced  prisoners,  for  here  are  detailed  all  offenders  from  the  City  courts 
awaiting  trial.  Upon  conviction  they  are  distributed  to  various  institutions  according 
to  the  degree  of  the  crime  for  which  they  are  held.  The  new  prison  is,  of  course,  of 
modern  construction,  with  electric  light,  self-flushing  closets  and  marble  washbowls  in 
each  cell,  all  in  excellent  sanitary  condition.  The  general  condition  was  orderly  and 
clean.  A fine  system  of  ventilation  is  afforded  through  a utility  court,  occupying  the 
space  lengthwise  between  the  two  rows  of  cells  constituting  the  main  cage.  This  is 
modern  in  every  way,  and  meets  perfectly  all  the  demands  necessary  to  insure  the 
-good  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution.  Several  prisoners  who  had  been  com- 
mitted to  Elmira  Reformatory  were  being  held,  pending  the  modification  of  the  epi- 
rdemic  of  diphtheria  now  raging  in  that  institution.  The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the 
institution  is  good.  Five  patients  were  confined  in  the  hospital  for  minor  ailments. 

The  juveniles  are  properly  separated  from  older  offenders  in  tiers  five  and  six. 
These  tires  are  known  as  the  juvenile  section.  The  fire  protection  in  this  institution 
is  adequate,  being  furnished  with  a fire  pump  in  the  basement  and  ample  hose  accom- 
modation distributed  throughout  the  building. 

The  annex  and  women’s  department  constitute  the  old  prison.  These  departments 
are  in  bad  condition — inadequate  ventilation  and  unsanitary  closets  were  found.  These 
closets  should  be  removed  at  once  and  new  self-flushing  closets  substituted.  The  man- 
agement is  zealous  in  its  efforts  to  minimize  the  dangers  presented  by  this  condition. 

I found  kitchen,  bathroom,  laundry  and  other  departments  in  first-class  condi- 
tion. Many  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  are  drafted  into  the  service  of  this  institution 
to  assist  in  the  work  incident  to  its  maintenance.  The  food  is  wholesome  aiid  sufficient. 

Under  an  amendment  to  section  483  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  enacted 
by  the  Legislature  this  year,  the  courts  may,  at  their  discretion,  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances, place  a defendant  on  probation  by  the  suspension  of  the  sentence  imposed, 
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and  commit  the  offender  into  the  custody  of  a Probation  Officer  appointed  by  the  court. 
Under  this  law  commitments  to  this  institution  will  be  lessened. 

The  discipline  of  this  institution  might  be  improved  upon  by  prohibiting  the 
hilarious  conduct  of  the  inmates,  especially  in  the  juvenile  department.  They  indulge 
in  loud  talking  and  singing  and  other  conduct  clearly  indicating  a failure  to  enfore 
discipline  necessary  to  the  proper  deportment  of  a penal  institution.

New  York  City  Workhouse. 

To  the  Honorable  the  State  Commission  of  Prisons: 

Your  Commissioner  visited  the  Workhouse  on  Blackwell’s  Island  on  November 
23,  1903,  and  begs  to  report  as  follows: 

The  name  given  to  this  institution  is  surely  a misnomer,  for  certainly  the  title 
“workhouse”  implies  an  institution  in  which  work  is  done.  I found  no  work  being 
done  aside  from  that  incident  to  the  care  of  the  institution,  and  some  garden  work. 
This  prison  has  a capacity  for  sheltering  750  men  and  350  women.  There  were  on 
this  day  confined  428  men  and  230  women.  These  are  committed  from  the  District 
Magistrates’  Courts.  The  building  is  fifty  years  old.  With  the  present  population 
but  four  men  are  obliged.. to  occupy  one  room.  There  are  eight  large  rooms,  with 
a capacity  of  from  fifteen  to  twenty  beds  in  the  male  department,  aside  from  the 
single  rooms.  The  bucket  system  is  in  use.  I was  informed  that  the  water  pressure 
was  not  powerful  enough  to  permit  of  the  use  of  flush  closets.  The  building  is  a fire 
trap.  I found  wooden  floors  in  the  cells  and  in  the  corridors,  a most  dangerous 
condition,  and  one  which  should  not  be  permitted  to  exist.  It  is  not  only  a danger- 
ous condition  in  the  respect  referred  to,  but  the  presence  of  wooden  floors  where, 
daily  scrubbing  is  necessary  invites  vermin  of  all  kinds,  a condition  not  noticeable 
with  flagstone  or  cement  flooring.  These  wooden  floors  should  be  gradually  torn 
out  and  flagstone  or  cement  substituted. 

The  women’s  department  contains  233  cells.  A skylight  covers  the  entire  cor- 
ridor, affording  plenty  of  sun  and  light.  Bath  accommodations  in  both  departments 
were  in  excellent  condition,  and  fully  adequate  to  all  needs  of  the  institution.  There 
is  no  system  of  ventilation  except  that  naturally  given  through  the  windows. 

The  various  departments  in  the  prison  were  found  in  good  condition,  and  fully 
meeting  all  requirements.  The  bread  used  is  supplied  by  the  penitentiary;  meats  and 
vegetables  are  furnished  under  contract  from  New  York  City. 

The  hospital  service  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  This  department  is  divided  into 
two  parts,  the  Medical  and  surgical.  There  were  on  this  day  twenty  male  and  ten 
female  patients  in  the  hospitals. 
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The  Warden  recommends  the  building  of  a new  and  modern  boiler  and  heating 
plant  to  replace  the  present  obsolete  one.  He  also  recommends  that  proper  screens 
surround  the  upper  corridors  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  prisoners  jumping  off.

Hon.  CHARLES  V.  FORNES,  President,  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  New  York  City: 

Sir — In  the  year  1903  a fund  amounting  to  $37,058.15  was  created  by  the  issue  of 
Revenue  Bonds  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  a fire  alarm  telegraph  system 
in  the  Borough  of  Richmond.  This  system  was  constructed  in  the  year  1903,  and  on 
the  31st  day  of  December  was  placed  in  operation.  In  the  Budget  for  1904  $13,700  was 
asked  for  salaries  and  $10,000  for  materials  and  supplies  necessary  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Bureau.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  however,  allowed 
but  $13,472,  which  only  covered  the  salaries  of  the  employees  appointed  by  my  prede- 
cessor in  the  month  of  December,  1903. 

The  condition  is  that  we  have  a Bureau  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  with  a 
corps  of  employees,  for  the  payment  of  whose  salaries  an  amount  was  appropriated, 
but  without  the  money  to  maintain  the  system  in  proper  condition.  For  this  purpose 
$10,000  will  be  required,  and  therefore  I have  to  request  that  your  Honorable  Board, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  subdivision  8 of  section  188  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Charter,  will  request  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  authorize  the 
Comptroller  to  issue  Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $10,000  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  fire  alarm  telegraph  system  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond  for  the  year 
1904.  A form  of  resolution  is  transmitted  herewith.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Please  take  notice  that  I,  the  undersigned,  a duly  registered  and  enrolled  elector, 
residing  at  No.  384  Grand  street,  in  the  Twelfth  Assembly  District,  Borough  of  Man- 
hattan, City  of  New  York,  hereby  protest  against  the  acceptance  of  the  resignation 
from  office  of  one  of  your  Board,  James  T.  Devlin,  and  his  declination  to  serve  as 
such  Alderman,  and  also  against  the  adoption  of  a resolution  by  your  Board  for  the 
election,  appointment  or  designation  in  his  stead  of  some  other  person  for  the  un- 
expired term  of  office  of  the  said  James  J.  Devlin. 

My  objection  and  protest  are  based  upon  the  following  facts: 

First — That  the  same  constitutes  part  of  a plan  whereby  the  will  of  the  people 
of  the  said  district  as  expressed  at  the  polls, is  to  be  subverted  in  order  that  said 
James  J.  Devlin  may  be  appointed  as  Clerk  of  the  Thirteenth  District  Court  in  place 
of  the  office  to  which  he  was  elected,  and  such  other  person  appointed  in  his  place 
and  stead  as  Alderman  for  his  entire  term,  although  not  elected  to  that  office  by  the 
people  of  that  district. 

Second — That  the  said  resolution  to  so  appoint  such  other  person  is  contrary 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  the  following  respects,  viz.:  The 
adoption  of  said  resolution  is  attempted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  18  of 
^he  Greater  New  York  Charter,  which  provides  in  case  of  vacancy  that  “the  person 
so  elected  to  fill  any  such  vacancy  shall  serve  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term.*’ 
This  section  fias  been  adopted  from  the  Charter  of  the  former  City  of  New  York 
and  was  not  then  in  conflict  with  the  State  Constitution  inasmuch  as  the  Aldermanic 
term  of  office  was  then  only  for  one  year.  The  present  Aldermanic  term  of  office 
being  for  two  years,  such  appointment  and  election  would  be  directly  contrary  to 
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article  10  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  sections  4,  5 and  6,  and  to  article  12,  sec- 
tion 3.  In  no  event  can  such  appointment,  if  any  do  take  place  under  the  above  cir- 
cumstances, be  for  a period  longer  than  “the  commencement  of  the  political  year 
next  succeeding  the  first  annual  election  after  the  happening  of  the  vacancy.”

and  respectively;  but  where  said  snow  falls  or  ice  forms  between  the  hours  of  eight 
o’clock  in  the  evening  and  five  o’clock  in  the  morning,  this  ordinance  will  be  com- 
plied with  by  removing  or  causing  the  same  to  be  removed  before  nine  o’clock  in  the 
morning. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  streets  or  avenues  in  The  City 
of  New  York  which  have  not  been  curbed,  guttered  or  flagged. 

Second — In  case  the  ice  or  snow  on  the  sidewalk  shall  be  so  congealed  that  it 
cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavement,  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  oc- 
cupant, or  person  having  charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  as  aforesaid,  shall, 
within  the  time  specified  in  the  last  preceding  section,  cause  the  sidewalk  opposite 
his,  her  or  their  premises  to  be  strewn  with  ashes  or  sand  under  the  penalty  of  one 
dollar,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge 
thereof,  severally  and  respectively.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York : 

The  petition  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  respectfully 
shows : 

First — It  is  a domestic  corporation  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a railroad  of  the  standard 
gauge,  to  be  built  upon  and  through  a private  right  of  way  to  be  acquired  by  the  Com- 
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pany,  crt^ssing  all  streets,  avenues,  highways  and  railroads  above  or  below  the  grade 
thereof  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  or  other  lawful 
authority. 

Second — The  said  railroad  is  to  be  operated  by  electricity  or  other  motive  power 
authorized  by  law,  except  locomotive  steam  power. 

Third — Such  railroad  is  to  be  built,  maintained  and  operated  upon  and  along  a 
main  route  commencing  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
second  street  and  Willis  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City  of  New 
York ; running  thence  in  an  easterly  and  northeasterly  direction  through  the  said  Bor- 
ough of  The  Bronx,  as  hereinafter  more  specifically  described,  and  the  cities,  towns  and 
villages  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Pelham,  New  Rochelle,  Larchmont,  Mamaroneck,  Rye  and  Port 
Chester,  in  the  County  of  Westchester,  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  State  of 
New  York  and  the  State  of  Connecticut;  also  upon  and  along  a branch  route  commenc- 
ing at  a point  in  the  aforementioned  main  route  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  the  Bronx 
River  and  Westchester  avenue,  running  thence  in  a southeasterly  direction  to  Clason’s 
Point  on  the  East  river. 

Fourth — The  route  of  said  railroad  crosses  and  intersects  the  following  streets 
and  avenues  in  The  City  of  New  York,  to  wit: 

Beginning  at  a point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  the  Easterly  line  of  Willis  avenue 
with  the  northerly  line  of  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  street  in  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx ; thence  crossing  the  Southern  Boulevard  near  its  intersection  with  Willis 
avenue,  and  thence  running  parallel  to  the  Southern  Boulevard  to  Brown  place;  also

seventh  street,  Willow  avenue,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street,  East  One 
Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Fortieth  street,  East  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-first  street,  the  Southern  Boulevard,  Whitlock  avenue  and  East  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-second  street;  running  thence  northerly  approximately  parallel  with 
Whitlock  avenue  to  its  intersection  with  Westchester  avenue,  and  running  between 
Austin  place  and  Whitlock  avenue,  and  between  the  Southern  Boulevard  and  Whitlock 
avenue  and  between  Longfellow  street  and  Whitlock  avenue,  and  crossing  East  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-third  street,  St.  Joseph’s  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Forty- 
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ninth  street,  Austin  place,  Timpson  place,  Leggett  avenue,  East  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-sixth  street,  Longwood  avenue,  Lafayette  avenue,  Tiffany  street,  Barretto  street, 
Hunt’s  Point  road,  Hoe  street,  Faile  street,  Bryant  street,  Longfellow  street,  Aldus 
street,  Guttenberg  street;  thence  crossing  Westchester  avenue,  Home  street,  Freeman 
street,  Boone  street,  West  Farms  road,  and  Jennings  avenue,  between  Boone  street  and 
West  Farms  road;  thence  running  northerly  approximately  parallel  with  Boone  street 
to  its  intersection  with  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-sixth  street,  between  Boone 
street  and  West  Farms  road,  crossing  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-second  street, 
East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-third  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-fourth 
street;  thence  crossing  Boone  street,  West  Farms  road,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
sixth  street  and  Rodman  place;  thence  crossing  West  Farms  road,  near  its  inter- 
section with  the  Boston  Post  road,  and  again  crossing  West  Farms  road  or  Tremont 
avenue  near  its  intersection  with  the  Bronx  river;  thence  crossing  East  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy-ninth  street,  Lebanon  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  street, 
Bronx  Park  avenue  to  the  southeastern  corner  of  Bronx  Park  and  running  thence 
approximately  parallel  with  Morris  Park  avenue  to  its  intersection  with  Bear  Swamp 
road,  and  crossing  East  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street,  the  northerly  branch  of 
West  Farms  road,  Unionport  road,  Victor  street,  Washington  street,  Louise  street, 
Lincoln  street,  Jefferson  street,  Madison  street  and  Bear  Swamp  road  or  Bronxdale 
avenue ; thence  crossing  Williamsbridge  road  approximately  2,400  feet  southeast  of 
Bronx  and  Pelham  parkway;  thence  crossing  Bronx  and  Pelham  parkway  approx- 
imately 2,100  feet  east  of  its  intersection  with  Williamsbridge  road;  running  thence 
northerly  between  Williamsbridge  road  and  Eastchester  road,  crossing  Saw  Mill  lane, 
near  its  intersection  with  Eastchester  road;  thence  crossing  Eastchester  road  or  Corsa 
lane,  between  Boston  Post  road  and  Saw  Mill  lane;  thence  crossing  Boston  Post  road, 
near  its  easterly  intersection  with  Schieffelin’s  lane  and  across  Schieffelin’s  lane,  near 
its  easterly  intersection  with  Boston  Post  road ; thence  northerly  to  the  City  line.

West  Farms  road  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Morris  Park  avenue,  Southern  Turn- 
pike or  Westchester  Turnpike  or  avenue,  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Clason’s  Point 
road,  and  crossing  Clason’s  Point  road  near  its  intersection  with  the  Southern  Turn- 
pike or  Westchester  Turnpike  or  avenue;  thence  running  approximately  parallel  with 
the  Clasons  Point  road  to  the  East  river.

I. 

The  petition  of  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company  respectfully  shows  that  your  peti- 
tioner is  engaged  in  business  as  a receiver  and-  forwarder  of  freight  cars  and  freight 
for  various  transportation  companies,  and  that  its  principal  place  of  business  is  situated 
in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  on  the  Harlem  river,  between  the  Mott  Haven  canal  and 
Railroad  avenue,  shown  on  annexed  diagram  and  colored  blue. 

II. 

That  your  petitioner  is  the  lessee  of  the  bulkhead  at  the  foot  of  Railroad  avenue, 
adjoining  the  principal  place  of  business  of  your  petitioner,  which  bulkhead  is  shown 
on  the  diagram  and  colored  red,  and  that  said  lease  expires  June  1,  1912. 

III.

Resolved,  That  the  cdrrsenc  of  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York  be 
and  the  same  hereby  is  given  to  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  a domestic  corpora- 
tion, duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  lay,  maintain, 
use,  and  operate  two  (2)  spur  railroad  tracks  along  Railroad  avenue,  sometimes 
known  as  Park  avenue,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  between  the  following  points:  Begin- 
ning at  a point  at  the  foot  of  Railroad  avenue  at  the  Harlem  river  and  running 
northerly  along  said  Railroad  or  Park  avenue  to  a point  about  thirty  (30)  feet 
south  of  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  (135th)  street,  with  turnouts,  switches  and 
connections  as  shown  by  red  shading  upon  the  annexed  map  and  which  is  made  a 
part  hereof,  and  such  other  turnouts,  switches  and  connections  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  for  which  authority  may  be  obtained  from  time  to  time  from  the  President  of 
the  Borough  of  The  Bronx;  the  rails  used  in  laying  said  railroad  tracks  to  be  of 
a pattern  approved  by  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  to  be  laid 
and  maintained  flush  with  the  surface  of  the  street,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the 
proper  use  thereof,  all  the  work  of  laying  the  said  tracks,  paving  between  the  tracks 
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and  two  (2)  feet  outside  of  the  rails  of  the  same,  and  maintaining  the  rails,  tracks 
and  pavement  in  good  order  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President  of  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx,  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  said  Harlem  Transfer  Company 
under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  All  snow  and 
ice  shall  be  promptly  removed  from  said  tracks  by  said  company.  This  consent 
and  the  permission  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall  continue  only  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  said  Harlem  Transfer 
Company  shall  pay  to  The  City  of  New  York  such  compensation  therefor  as  shall 
be  ascertained,  fixed  and  determined  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 
And  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  may  from  time  to  time  make 
such  further  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  the  exercise  of  the  above 
mentioned  privilege  as  it  may  be  advised.

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Rules. 

No.  63— (S.  O.  No.  1). 

The  Committee  on  Rules  respectfully  reports  the  following  rules  for  adoption  by 
the  Board: 

RULES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

CHAPTER  I. 

Meetings. 

1.  The  Board  shall  hold  its  regular  meetings  on  Tuesday  of  each  and  every 
month  at  1 o’clock  p.  m.,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Special  meetings,  in  addition  to  those  provided  for  in  the  Charter,  may  be  called 
(i)by  adjournment  to  a day  fixed  at  a regular  meeting,  (2)  by  the  President  under 
his  own  hand,  or  (3)  by  a call  signed  by  twenty-five  members. 

The  Clerk  shall  issue  such  notice  to  the  members  immediately  after  the  signing 
of  a call  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  such  meeting. 

' CHAPTER  II. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  the  President. 

2.  The  President,  and,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-Chairman,  shall  take  the  chair 
at  the  hour  of  meeting.  He  shall  call  the  Board  to  order,  and,  except  in  the  ab- 
sence of  a quorum,  shall  proceed  to  business  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  these  rules. 

3.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum.  In  case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly 
conduct  in  the  lobby  or  gallery  he  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared.  He  shall  de- 
cide all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  appeal,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  On  every  appeal,  he  shall  have  the  right,  in  his  place,  to  assign  his  reasons 
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for  his  decision,  allowing  the  appellant  an  opportunity  to  present  his  reasons  for 
appealing.  He  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees;  also  all  special  committees, 
unless  the  Board  shall  order  otherwise. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Vice-Chairman  he  may  substitute  any  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  chair  for  a period  not  exceeding  the  legislative  day  on  which  such 
substitution  is  made,  but  for  no  longer  period  except  by  special  consent  of  the  Board. 

4.  He  shall  assign  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms 
their  respective  duties  and  stations. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Of  the  Vice-Chairman. 

5.  The  Vice-Chairman,  when  acting  as  President,  shall  be  invested  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  President. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Order  of  Business. 

6.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows:  1.  Reading  of  the  minutes.  2. 
Messages  and  papers  from  the  Mayor.  3.  Presentation  of  petitions  and  communi- 
cations. 4.  Communications  from  city,  county  and  borough  officers.  5.  Reports  of 
special  committees.  6.  Reports  of  standing  committees.  7.  Special  orders.  8. 
General  orders.  9.  Motions,  ordinances  and  resolutions  in  the  following  manner: 
“The  names  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be  called  in  alpha- 
betical order,  except  that  at  every  alternate  meeting  of  the  Board  the  names  shall 
be  called  in  reverse  order,  commencing  at  the  end  of  the  roll  and  calling  the  names 
in  succession  to  the  beginning  of  the  roll;  and  in  case  an  adjournment  shall  take 
place,  pending  the  call,  the  roll  shall,  at  the  next  meeting,  be  resumed  where  it  was 
left  off.” 

Messages  from  the  Mayor  and  communications  or  reports  from  City  or  borough 
officers  may,  however,  be  received  at  any  time.  The  Committee  on  Rules  or  the  Com- 
mittee on  Engrossed  Resolutions  and  Ordinances,  or  (when  the  report  involves  the 
right  of  a member  of  the  Board  to  his  seat)  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections 
may  likewise  meet  and  report  at  any  time.  It  shall  also  always  be  in  order  to  call  up 
for  consideration  a report  from  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Rights  and  Duties  of  Members. 

7.  A member  presenting  a paper  shall  indorse  the  same  as  follows:  If  a petition, 

memorial  or  report  to  the  Board,  with  a brief  statement  of  the  subject  of  its  con- 
tents, adding  his  name ; if  a notice  or  resolution,  with  his  name ; if  a report  of  a com- 
mittee, a statement  of  such  report,  with  the  name  of  the  committee  and  member  pre- 
senting the  same.

8.  No  member  rising  to  debate,  make  a motion  or  report  or  present  a petition 
or  paper,  shall  proceed,  unless  in  his  place,  nor  until  he  shall  have  been  recognized 
by  the  President.  While  a member  is  speaking  no  other  member  shall  entertain  any 
private  discourse  or  disturb  another  in  his  speech  in  any  manner  whatever.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  ordinance  or  these  rules,  the  roll  shall  not  be  called  upon 
a vote  unless  two  members  demand  it. 

9.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  general  question.  No 
member  may  speak  upon  any  matter  for  more  than  ten  minutes  at  any  time,  except  by 
permission  of  the  Board. 

10.  A member  desiring  to  be  excused  from  voting  or  to  explain  his  vote,  may, 
when  his  name  is  called,  make  a brief  statement,  not  occupying  more  than  five  minutes, 
of  the  reasons  for  making  such  request,  or  for  voting  in  the  manner  he  does.  If  he 
make  a request  to  be  excused,  the  question  of  excusing  him  shall  then  be  taken  without 
debate  by  a vote  without  a roll  call,  and  if  his  request  be  not  granted  he  must  vote. 

11.  In  case  a less  number  than  a quorum  shall  convene,  those  present  are  author- 
ized to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  any  other,  person  for  the  absent  members. 

12.  In  all  cases  of  absence  of  members  during  the  session  of  the  Board,  or  for  the 
violations  of  any  of  the  rules  of  the  Board,  the  members  present  may  take  such  meas- 
ures as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and,  in  addition  to  suspension  for  a given  period,  may 
inflict  such  censure  as  they  may  deem  just  on  those  who  shall  not  render  sufficient 
excuse.  No  member  shall  leave  during  a meeting  without  permission  of  the  President 
of  the  Board. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Clerk. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  have  the  journals  containing  the  pro- 
ceedings of  each  meeting  printed  and  copies  thereof  and  of  the  calendar  in  the  next 
paragraph  referred  to  placed  on  the  files  of  and  mailed  to  the  President  and  other 
members  within  five  days  after  such  meeting;  also  to  have  the  proposed  ordinances, 
resolutions  and  other  documents  placed  on  the  files  of  the  President  and  other  mem- 
bers in  the  order  of  their  numbers.  All  reports  of  committees  submitted  shall  con- 
stitute a part  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

14.  He  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  for  each  meeting  a list  in  detail  of 
all  matters  ready  for  consideration  at  such  meeting.  Said  list  shall  be  known  as  the 
Calendar  and  shall  include  all  vetoes,  messages  from  the  Mayor  and  other  City  and 
borough  officials  and  departments  that  have  been  laid  over  for  future  consideration, 
special  orders  and  general  orders,  and  any  other  matters  which  have  been  presented 
to  the  Board  and  which  remain  undetermined.  In  case  any  matters  on  the  calendar 
of  a particular  meeting  are  not  acted  upon,  they  shall  be  continued  upon  the  calendar 
of  the  next  meeting  and  of  each  succeeding  meeting,  in  their  order,  until  finally 
disposed  of.  The  calendar  shall  state,  in  regard  to  any  ordinance  or  resolution,  the 
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vote  required  to  pass  it,  and  if  it  be  a matter  referred  to  in  section  48  of  the  Charter, 
then  also  the  day  when  the  time  limitation  in  said  section  contained  will  expire.  He 
shall  place  copies  of  the  calendar  on  calendar  files  on  the  desks  of  the  members  and 
keep  copies  on  file  in  his  office,  the  same  as  other  documents.  He  shall  also  see 
that  all  proposed  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  acted  upon  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  reported  and  stand  upon  the  calendar,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Board  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

15.  The  certificate  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  be  attached  to  every  proposed 
ordinance  or  resolution,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  has  been  duly  passed  or  is  deemed 
to  have  been  duly  passed  by  a vote,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of 
The  City  of  New  York,  and  he  shall  transmit  the  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution 
by  message  to  the  Mayor. 

1 6.  He  shall  transmit  to  the  proper  authorities  all  ordinances  or  resolutions  re- 
quired by  the  Charter  to  be  acted  upon  by  other  officers  or  departments  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Government  before  being  passed  by  the  Board.

17.  He  shall  keep  index  records  convenient  for  reference  of  all  ordinances,  reso- 
lutions, petitions  and  other  matters  introduced  in  or  presented  to  the  Board. 

18.  He  shall  prepare  and  furnish  to  each  member,  in  printed  form,  copies  of 
the  regular  rules  of  the  Board. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Duties  "of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Assistant  Sergeants-at-Arms. 

19.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Assistant  Sergeants-at-Arms,  except  when  ab- 
sent in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  upon  the  sessions 
of  the  Board, "and,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  shall  aid  in  enforcing  order 
on  the  floor,  in  the  gallery,  in  the  lobbies,  and  in  the  rooms  adjoining  the  Alder- 
manic  Chamber,  and  also  see  that  no  person  remains  on  the  floor  unless  entitled  to 
the  privileges  of  the  same.  They  shall  also  discharge  such  other  duties  as  are  di- 
rected by  the  President. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Committees  and  Their  Duties. 

20.  The  standing  committees  shall  be  as  follows — 

To  consist  of  nine  members  each:  Finance,  Law  and  Legislation,  Railroads, 
Bridges  and  Tunnels,  Streets,  Highways  and  Sewers,  Docks  and  Ferries,  Water 
Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  Parks  and  Salaries  and  Offices. 

To  consist  of  seven  members  each:  Affairs  of  Boroughs,  Rules,  Public  Build- 
ings and  Markets,  Public  Education,  Public  Health,  Penal  Institutions,  Public 
Charities,  Privileges  and  Elections,  Police,  Street  Cleaning,  Buildings,  Fire,  Public 
Printing,  Printed  and  Engrossed  Ordinances  and  Resolutions,  and  Public  Letting. 
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21.  Committees  shall  report,  in  writing,  on  all  matters  referred  to  them,  with 
a brief  statement  of  facts  and  their  opinion  in  relation  thereto,  and  a resolution  or 
ordinance  proposing  the  necessary  action  by  the  Board.  The  report  itself  shall  not  be 
subject  to  amendment.  Every  report  shall  state  the  time  when  the  subject  matter 
of  such  report  was  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Board,  and  the  action,  if  any, 
taken  by  the  committee  pursuant  to  any  instructions  of  the  Board.  Every  report 
shall  lay  over  until  the  next  regular  meeting,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a majority 
vote  of  all  the  members  present. 

22.  It  shall  require  a three-fourths  vote  of  all  the  members  present  to  dis- 
charge a committee  from  further  consideration  of  any  matter  referred  to  such  com- 
mittee. No  matter  that  has  been  referred  to  a committee  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Board  until  the  committee  has  reported  thereon  or  has  been  discharged.  A com- 
mittee, however,  to  whom  there  shall  have  been  referred  any  such  matter  as  is 
specified  in  section  48  of  the  Charter,  or  any  mattef  in  regard  to  which  any  law  or 
ordinance  fixes  a time  limit,  for  the  consideration  thereof  by'  the  Board,  shall  at  the 
last  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  preceding  the  expiration  of  such  time  limit,  be 
deemed  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  thereof.  A committee  which 
shall  have  been  instructed  to  report  at  a certain  meeting  shall  be  deemed  to  be  dis- 
charged from  further  consideration  of  the  matter  referred  to  it  unless  it  shall  report 
at  such  meeting  or  shall  receive  from  the  Board  a further  extension  of  time  to  re- 
port. 

(Take  in  section  48  of  the  Charter.) 

CHAPTER  IX. 

The  Introduction  and  Passage  of  Ordinances  and  Resolutions. 

23.  All  enactments  shall  be  by  ordinance,  so  far  as  practicable. 

24.  Every  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  introduced  shall,  on  its  introduc- 
tion, be  referred  by  the  President  to  a standing  or  special  committee  to  consider  and 
report  thereon,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

25.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  unfinished  business,  known  respectively  as 
General  Orders  and  Special  Order.  All  motions,  resolutions,  ordinances,  reports 
of  committees,  etc.,  not  finally  disposed  of  on  the  legislative  day  introduced,  shall 
be.placed  on  the  list  of  General  Orders,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

26.  The  list  of  General  Orders  shall  be  prepared  in  the  numerical  order  of  their 
introduction.  Each  Alderman,  in  his  alphabetical  turn,  may  call  up  two  general 
orders. 

27.  Any  ordinance  or  resolution  may,  upon  introduction,  be  immediately  con- 
sidered, provided  such  action  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter, 
shall  not  be  so  immediately  considered  except  by  unanimous  consent.  Other  ordi- 
nances or  resolutions  shall  not  be  so  immediately  considered  except  by  the  consent 
of  a majority  of  the  members  present.  In  the  event  that  immediate  consideration  is 
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proper,  the  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  be  read,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
amendment  and  debate  before  being  adopted. 

(Take  in  Section  30  of  the  Charter.) 

28.  When  a special  order  is  under  consideration  it  shall  take  precedence  of  any 
other  special  order  set  for  a subsequent  hour  of  the  same  day,  but  such  other  special 
order  may  be  taken  up  immediately  after  the  previous  special  order  has  been  dis- 
posed of.  Any  such  matter  as  is  specified  in  section  48  of  the  Charter  shall  at  the 
last  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit  in  said 
section  contained  be  deemed  to  be  a special  order  and  shall  take  precedence  of  all 
other  special  orders.  Such  matters  among  themselves  shall  take  precedence  accord- 
ing to  their  order  of  introduction. 

29.  When  any  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  requiring  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds,  three-fourths,  four-fifths  or  five-sixths  of  the  members,  as  provided  in  the 
Charter  is  under  consideration,  such  concurrence  shall  not  be  requistie  except  on  the 
question  of  its  final  passage. 

(Take  in  section  39  of  the  Charter.)  . , 

30.  All  proposed  ordinances  and  resolutions  may  be  reconsidered  by  a vote  of 
the  majority  of  all  the  members  present  and  voting;  nor  shall  any  proposed  ordinance 
or  resolution  be  referred  to  a special  committee  with  power  to  report  complete,  unless 
such  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  has  previously  been  read  through  and  considered 
by  sections. 

All  ordinances  introduced  shall  be  in  writing.  Ordinances  which  are  amendatory 
of  or  repeal  any  existing  law,  code  or  ordinance,  or  any  part  of  either  thereof,  shall 
contain  in  parenthesis  the  part  amended  or  repealed  and  shall  have  the  new  part  which 
is  to  be  inserted  marked  by  underscoring.  When  the  ordinance  is  printed  in  the  min- 
utes the  new  part  shall  be  in  italics  instead  of  underscored. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Motions  and  Their  Precedence. 

31.  When  a question  is  before  the  Board,  only  the  following  motions  shall  be  re- 
ceived, and  such  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  stated  here,  viz.:  (1)  for 
adjournment;  (2)  for  a call  of  the  Board;  (3)  to  lay  on  the  table;  (4)  for  the 
previous  question;  (5)  to  postpone  indefinitely;  (6)  to  postpone  to  a day  certain; 
(7)  to  refer;  (8)  to  amend. 

The  motion  to  adjourn,  or  for  a call  of  t-he  Board,  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order.  Upon  motions  not  debatable 
no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  explain  his  vote  or  give  his  reasons  for  asking  to  be 
excused. 

32.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the  President  or  any 
member  of  the  Board,  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  and  read  before  the  same  shall  be  de- 
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bated;  any  motion  may,  by  general  consent;  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision 
or  amendment. 

If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  a member  may  have  the  same 
divided,  provided  the  sense  will  admit  thereof. 

A motion  to  postpone,  commit  or  refer,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  debate 
of  the  main  question. 

When  a blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  and  time  shall  be  proposed,  the 
question  shall  be  first  taken  on  the  highest  sum  and  the  longest  time. 

33.  When  a question  has  once  been  put  and  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  lor  any 
member  of  the  Board  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  the 
proposed  ordinance,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment,  or  motion  upon  which 
the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Board;  nor  shall  any 
motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the 
vote  was  taken,  or  on  the  legislative  day  next  succeeding.  But  when  a proposed  or- 
dinance or  resolution  shall  have  been  recalled  from  the  Mayor,  a motion  for  recon- 
sideration may  be  made  at  any  time  thereafter,  and  all  resolutions  recalling  a pro- 
posed ordinance  or  resolution  from  the  Mayor  shall  be  regarded  as  privileged.  No- 
vote shall  be  reconsidered  upon  either  of  the  following  motions: 

To  adjourn. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

Questions  of  Order. 

34.  When  a roll  call  shall  have  been  ordered  the  absentees  shall  not  be  called 
more  than  once  on  the  same  motions  unless  requested  by  at  least  five  members. 

35.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

When  the  reading  of  a paper  (other  than  a petition)  is  called  for,  and  the  same 
is  objected  to  by  any  member  of  the  Board,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a vote  without 
debate. 

36.  When  a point  of  order  is  raised,  the  member  speaking  shall  take  his  seat 
until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not.  Every  ques- 
tion of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  any  member 
of  the  Board.  No  second  appeal  shall  be  determined  until  the  original  appeal  shall 
have  been  decided.  If  a member  shall  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the 
words  excepted  to  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing  by  the  Clerk. 
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CHAPTER  XII. 

Attendance  of  Quorum — Call  of  the  Board. 

37.  If  at  any  time  during  a session  a question  shall  be  raised  by  any  member  of 
the  Board  as  to  the  presence  of  a quorum,  the  presiding  officer  shall  forthwith  direct 
the  Clerk  to  call  the  roll,  and  shall  announce  the  result,  and  such  proceeding  shall  be 
without  debate;  but  no  member,  while  speaking,  shall  be  interrupted  by  raising  the 
question  of  a lack  of  a quorum,  and  the  question  as  to  the  presence  of  a quorum  shall 
not  be  raised  oftener  than  once  in  every  hour,  unless  the  lack  of  a quorum  shall  be 
disclosed  upon  a roll  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes.  Whenever,  upon  a roll  call,  any 
member  who  is  upon  the  floor  of  the  Aldermanic  Chamber  refuses  to  make  response 
when  his  name  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer,  either  upon  his 
own  motion,  or  upon  the  suggestion  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  to  request  the 
member  so  remaining  silent  to  respond  to  his  name,  and  if  such  member  fails  to  do 
so,  the  fact  of  such  request  and  the  refusal  shall  be  entered  in  the  journal,  and  such 
member  shall  be  counted  as  present  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  a quorum. 

38.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  attendance  of  members  a call  of  the  Board 
may  be  ordered  at  any  time,  but  such  call  shall  not  be  in  order  when  the  voting  on 
any  question  has  begun,  unless  it  shall  appear  upon  an  actual  count  by  the  President 
that  a quorum  is  not  present. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

39.  The  roll  call  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  alphabetical  order,  except  that  the 
Presidents  of  the  Boroughs,  the  Vice-Chairman  and  the  President  of  the  Board  shall 
be  called  last,  and  in  the  following  order : 

President  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Queens, 
President  of  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  Presi- 
dent of  the  -Borough  of  Manhattan,  the  Vice-Chairman,  and  the  President  of  the 
Board.  They  shall  be  called  by  their  respective  titles  instead  of  by  their  names. 

40.  Whenever  a claim  is  referred  to  a committee,  and  the  committee  reports  that 
the  claim  ought  not  to  be  allowed,  and  the  report  is  adopted  by  the  Board,  it  shall 
not  be  in  order  to  move  to  take  the  papers  from  the  files  for  the  purpose  of  subse- 
quent introduction,  unless  the  claimants  shall  present  a memorial  for  that  purpose, 
stating  in  what  manner  the  committee  has  erred  in  its  report,  or  that  new  evidence  has 
been  discovered  since  the  report,  and  setting  forth  the  same  in  the  memorial. 

41.  The  following  persons  only  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  Aldermanic 
Chamber  during  its  sessions : 

1.  The  Mayor,  his  Private  Secretary  and  Chief  Clerk. 

2.  Heads  of  Departments  and  their  Deputies. 

3.  Reporters  of  the  Public  Press. 
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4.  Persons  in  the  exercise  of  an  official  duty  directly  connected  with  the  business 
of  the  Board. 

5.  Such  other  persons  as  may  by  resolution  be  granted  the  courtesy  of  admission 
to  the  floor. 

6.  Members  may  by  card  admit  persons  to  that  part  of  the  Chamber  in  the  rear 
of  the  railing,  former  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  Municipal  Assembly  to 
be  admitted  without,  card.  No  such  privilege  shall,  however,  extend  beyond  the  legis- 
lative day  for  which  it  is  given. 

42.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  “Jefferson’s  Manual”  shall 
govern  the  Board  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  Board. 

43.  A rule  of  the  Board  may  be  altered,  suspended  or  rescinded,  or  a new  rule 
may  be  added,  by  a three-fifths  vote  of  all  the  members,  and  not  otherwise.  A motion 
to  suspend,  alter  or  rescind  any  rule  or  to  add  a new  rule,  shall  not  be  in  order  without 
a three-fifths,  vote  of  the  Board,  unless  one  week’s  previous  notice  in  writing  shall 
have  been  given,  specifying  the  purpose  of  the  proposed  suspension,  alteration,  recession 
or  addition.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  recommend  that  the  said  petition  be 
placed  on  file. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

The  petition  of  M.  de  Fuenties  Bustillo  and  J.  Barker  Carter  shows: 

First — That  your  petitioners  are  associated  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
maintaining  and  operating,  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  especially  for  the  con- 
venience and  protection  against  the  inclemencies  of  weather,  the  excessive  severity 
of  the  sun,  and  also  for  the  exigencies  of  accidents  a number  of  shelters  on  the  streets 
and  avenues  and  open  places  at  such  points  as  may  be  most  necessary  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  people  who  may  be  obliged  to  wait  for  tram  cars  and  other  con- 
veyances. 

Second — Your  petitioners  further  show  that  there  is  no  adequate  protection  or 
convenience  for  the  purposes  for  which  these  shelters  should  be  provided,  and  that 
their  introduction  will  be  universally  approved  and  welcomed  by  the  citizens  of  New 
York. 

Third — That  as  the  cost  will  be  very  great  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
each  of  these  ornamental  shelters  and  will  be  borne  entirely  by  your  petitioners,  they 
ask  that  they  be  permitted  to  recoup  themselves  by  the  use  of  the  post  stand  in  each 
as  a news  and  periodical  station  and  such  form  of  advertisement  as  is  set  forth  in 
the  accompanying  sketch,  and  that  the  term  for  which  this  petition  may  be  granted 
shall  be  twenty  years. 

Fourth — Your  petitioners  will  also  surmount  each  shelter  with  a magnificent 
plate  glass  lantern,  within  which  will  be  maintained  an  electric  arc  light  of  2,000 
candle-power,  without  expense  to  the  City. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  this  grant  may  be  given  in  the  form  of 
an  ordinance,  subject  to  such  provision  as  may  be  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and 
provisions  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  the  proposed  ordinance  to  be  neces- 
sary. They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance  be  adopted. 

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks  in 
The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

First — Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  of  any  build- 
ing or  lot  (a  lot  meaning  25  front  feet  or  fraction  thereof)  of  ground  in  The  City  of 
New  York  shall  within  four  hours  after  the  fall  of  any  snow  and  within  four  hours 
after  the  forming  of  any  ice  on  the  sidewalk  or  in  the  gutter  in  the  front  of  any  such 
building  or  lot  remove  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  from  such  sidewalk  or  gutter 
under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  such  neglect,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  owner, 
lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge,  severally  and  respectively;  but  where 
said  snow  falls  or  ice  forms  between  the  hours  of  eight  o’clock  in  the  evening  and 
five  o’clock  in  the  morning  this  ordinance  will  be  complied  with  by  removing  or 
. causing  the  same  to  be  removed  before  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  streets  or  avenues  in  The  City  of 
New  York  which  have  not  been  curbed,  guttered  or  flagged. 

Second — In  case  the  ice  or  snow  on  the  sidewalk  shall  be  so  congealed  that  it  can- 
not be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavement,  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or 
person  having  charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  as  aforesaid,  shall,  within  the 
time  specified  in  the  last  preceding  section,' cause  the  sidewalk  opposite  his,  her  or 
their  premises  to  be  strewn  with  ashes  or  sand  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar,  to 
be  paid  by  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  thereof,  sev- 
erally and  respectively. 

Third — All  ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  and  of  the  former  municipal 
and  public  corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York,  inconsistent  or 
conflicting  herewith  in  penalty  or  otherwise,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Fourth — This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

market  south  of  the  Wallabout  Market,  distant  about  four  miles  from  said  localities;

Whereas,  The  means  of  transportation  by  vehicles  and  cars,  both  trolley  and 
steam,  throughout  said  localities  concentrate  at  or  near  the  Thirty-ninth  Street  Fer- 
ry, in  said  borough;  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity  would  tend  to 
greatly  increase  the  assessed  valuations  of  real  estate  throughout  said  localities, 
which  are  capable  of  sustaining  a population  at  least  four  times  greater  than  that 
now  existing. 

Be  it  Ordained,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Provision  is  hereby  made  for  the  acquisition  and  establishment  of  a 
public  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York, 
upon  the  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbelow  described,  which  are  hereby  se- 
lected for  a public  market  in  said  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  surveys  and  maps  there- 
of are  hereby  directed  to  be  made  and  filed  as  provided  by  law.  Said  lands  or  lands 
under  water  shall  be  acquired  for  said  purposes  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation 
proceedings  as  required  by  law;  provided,  however,  that  this  matter  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  that  no  further  proceedings  be  taken 
until  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  is  approved  and  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  directed  and  instructed  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  acquire  title  to  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and  any  and  all  rights 
and  hereditaments  in  and  to  the  same  by  condemnation  proceedings  to  be  conducted 
as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  so  selected,  whether  purchased  or  ac- 
quired as  above  specified,  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a market  and  dedicated  to 
market  purposes,  and  shall  be  used  and  occupied  as  such  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  expense  of  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water  and  interests  therein  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  amounts  of  the  awards  made 
in  condemnation  proceedings  for  the  value  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and 
interests  therein,  and  the  money  for  the  payment  thereof,  together  with  the  fees  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Estimate,  compensation  of  such  necessary  clerks  or  assistants 
as  they  may  employ,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  said  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  including  the  fees  of  counsel  employed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
in  the  proceeding,  and  all  other  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  said  Corporation 
Counsel  in  the  conduct  of  said  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  through  the  issue  of  Corpo- 
rate Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  is  hereby 
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authorized  and  directed,  upon  the  requisition  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, to  issue  such  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  from  time  to  time 
to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisitions,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
and  the  amount  so  issued  is  hereby  created  a fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  no 
bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance  unless  the  proposition  for  creating  such  debt  shall  first  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  provided  by 
law.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  and  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  5.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinabove  mentioned  and  referred  to 
are  described  as  follows : All  that  certain  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land  or  land  under 

water  situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  County 
of  Kings,  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  bounded  and  described  as  follows, 
to  wit:  Beginning  at  a point  on  the  westerly  line  or  side  of  Second  avenue,  375  feet 

northerly  from  the  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street,  as  said  street  is  laid  down  on 
the  map  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York 
to  lay  out  streets,  avenues  and  squares  in  The  City  of  New  York,  running  thence  west- 
erly on  a line  parallel  with  and  distant  375  feet  from  said  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth 
street  and  a line  drawn  in  continuation  thereof  994.52  feet;  thence  northeasterly  350.89

Section  1.  The  President  of  each  borough  mayin  his  discretion  cause  the  streets 
within  his  borough,  or  any  parts  thereof,  to  be  properly  sprinkled  with  water  from 
the  public  supply  or  other  source,  during  such  part  of  each  year  as  he  may  deem  to 
be  necessary  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  public;  provided,  however,  that  no 
such  sprinkling  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  City. 
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Sec.  2.  Any  resident  of  the  City  may  make  a written  application  to  any  such 
President  for  authority  to  sprinkle  streets  and  avenues  within  his  borough,  accom- 
panied by  evidence  satisfactory  to  such  President  of  the  ability  of  the  applicant  to 
perform  such  service  in  a proper  manner,  together  with  evidence  of  the  desire  of  a 
reasonable  number  of  the  occupants  of  premises  in  such  borough  that  such  sprinkling 
ought  to  be  done;  and  thereupon  such  President  shall,  upon  receiving  a bond  as 
hereinafter  provided  for,  enter  into  a contract  on  behalf  of  the  City  with  such  appli- 
cant for  the  sprinkling  of  streets  and  avenues  in  such  borough  with  such  water  as 
may  be  conveniently  available  for  the  purpose. 

Such  contract  shall  specify  the  part  of  each  year  during  which  such  sprinkling 
shall  be  done,  which  shall  begin  not  earlier  thati  bhe  first  of  March  nor  be  continued 
later  than  the  30th  of  November;  the  period  of  time  it  shall  remain  in  force,  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  ten  years;  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  City  by  the  con- 
tractor, which  shall  not  be  less  than  $25  per  month  for  each  vehicle  that  shall  be 
employed,  and  use  in  such  service  water  from  a public  supply,  and  a license  fee  of 
the  same  amount  as  is  or  may  be  required  to  be  paid  by  public  truckmen  for  each 
such  vehicle  that  shall  be  so  employed,  but  not  use  water  from  a public  supply;  and 
the  time  when  and  the  manner  in  which  all  such  payments  shall  be  made;  and  such 
reasonable  regulations  relative  thereto  and  to  the  conduct  of  said  business  as  to  such 
Borough  President  shall  seem  meet. 

Such  contract  may  also  require  the  contractor  to  agree  to  sprinkle  any  street 
or  avenue  or  part  thereof  on  due  request  and  agreement  in  writing  subscribed  by 
at  least  25  per  cent,  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of  a continuous  series  of  not  less 
than  200  feet  of  premises  abutting  on  any  such  street  or  avenue  to  the  effect  that 
they  will  pay  for  such  sprinkling  at  the  regularly  established  rates  charged  to  owners 
or  occupants  for  like  services  on  adjacent  premises. 

Except  in  the  Boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond,  where  such  street  sprinkling 
shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  respective  Presidents  thereof,  all  such 
street  sprinkling  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  subject  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  established 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  contract. 

Sec.  3.  As  a condition  precedent  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a contract 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  applicant  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  such  Borough 
President  a bond  in  an  amount  and  with  surety  or  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
such  Borough  President;  and  conditioned  that  the  obligor  will  make  the  payments 
as  in  such  contract  provided,  and  shall  at  all  times  abide  by  and  perform  according 
to  the  terms  of  such  contract,  and  indemnify  against  and  hold  harmless  the  said 
City  from  all  liability  from  any  and  all  acts  or  omissions  of  the  contractor  under 
said  contract  or  in  any  manner  connected  therewith. 
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.Sec.  4.  The  powers  and  authority  hereby  conferred  shall  not  be  exercised  at  any 
time  or  in  any  manner  as  to  encroach  upon  any  rights  now  possessed  by  any  person 
soever  relative  to  street  sprinkling  in  either  or  any  of  the  boroughs  of  said  City.

and  December  of  each  year  thereafter,  unless  such  car  or  vehicle  used  for  the 
transportation  or  conveyance  of  passengers  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  front 
and  rear  platforms  thereof  shall  be  inclosed,  such  inclosure  to  be  constructed  of 
wood,  iron,  glass  or  any  other  material  fit  for  such  purpose,  with  doors  on  either 
side  for  the  ingress  or  egress  of  passengers,  and  such  inclosue  shall  be  sufficiently 
substantial  and  water  proof  to  protect  the  motorman  or  gripman  from  rain  or  snow. 

Sec.  2.  For  each  trip  made  by  any  such  car  or  vehicle  used  for  the  transporta- 
tion or  conveyance  of  passengers,  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  the  person  or  per- 
sons, copartnership,  corporation  or  company  owning  or  operating  such  car  shall 
be  liable  to  a penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  together  with  costs.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen— The  undersigned  residents  of  the  Fourth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of 
Queens,  of  The  City  of  New  York,  do  respectfully  petition  your  Honorable  Body  to 
rescind  Ordinance  No.  2662  signed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  December  8,  1903, 
which  among  other  things  prohibits  the  operation  on  a street  surface  railway  of  any 
steam  or  elevated  railway  car.  This  has  resulted  in  the  withdrawal  from  Jamaica 
avenue  and  Fulton  street  in  said  Ward  of  the  elevated  railway  car  service,  which  we 
emphatically  assert  was  a boon  to  our  Ward  in  every  respect.  Its  discontinuance 
operates  to  our  detriment  in  the  matter  of  expense,  time,  and  convenience  to  say 
nothing  of  the  injury  to  property  values  and  lessening  of  inducement  to  growth  of 
population.

Gentlemen — On  Monday,  January  25,  1904,  a member  of  your  honorable  Board 
asked  for  information  relative  to  the  ability  and  intention  of  the  New  York  and 
Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  its  road,  in  the 
event  that  the  assent  of  your  honorable  body  should  be  granted  to  this  company  for 
the  right  to  cross  such  streets  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  as  will  be  crossed  by  this 
road,  and  the  petition  and  ordinance  for  which  is  now  before  you. 

At  the  termination  of  the  hearings  before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  that  Commission  held  an  executive  session  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
testimony  relative  to  the  financial  interests,  from  which  the  funds  were  to  be  secured 
for  the  construction  of  this  road.  All  of  the  financial  interests  connected  with  this 
railroad  at  that  time  appeared  before  the  Railroad  Commission  and  swore  as  to  their 
several  and  individual  connections,  obligations,  and  also  swore  that  so  soon  as  the 
legal  requisites  were  consummated,  the  construction  of  this  road  would  be  com- 
menced by  them.  This  testimony  is  the  property  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  application  would  have  to  be  made  to  that  Commission  for 
anything  relating  thereto. 

At  the  time  of  the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  the  Supreme  Court,  at  a Special  Term  thereof  sitting  at  White  Plains, 
Westchester  County,  New  York,  for  the  right  to  cross  such  streets  in  Westchester 
County  not  within  the  cities  of  Mt.  Vernon  and  New  Rochelle  as  will  be  crossed  by

Section  8 of  an  ordinance  entitled  “An  Ordinance  regulating  the  cleaning  of  streets 
end  sidewalks  and  keeping  them  clean  and  removing  snow  and  ice,  dirt  and  other 
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materials  therefrom  in  The  City  of  New'  York,”  adopted  the  31st  day  of  July,  1902, 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  the  6th  day  of  August,  1902,  as  amended  by  an  ordinance 
adopted  the  10th  day  of  March,  1903,  approved  by  the  Mayor  the  23d  day  of  March, 
1903,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  8.  Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant  or  occupant  of  any  building  or  lot  of 
ground  abutting  on  a street  or  public  place,  or  any  agent  having  charge  thereof,  who 
shall  fail  to  remove  the  isnow  and  ice,  dirt  or  other  materials  from  the  paved  sidewalk 
in  front  thereof,  as  required  by  section  6 of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  by  a City  Magistrate,  either  upon 
confession  of  the  defendant  or  upon  competent  testimony,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine 
of  not  less  than  three  dollars  and  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each  such  offense, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  day  nor  more  than  five  days.

The  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of  New  York 
heretofore  and  on  or  about  the  4th  day  of  February,  1897,  submitted  to  the  Common 
Council  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  then  constituted  a report  with  respect  to  the 
proposed  rapid  transit  railroad  in  the  said  City. 

Since  the  said  report  was  made  the  routes  and  general  plan  for  the  rapid  transit 
railroad  above  mentioned  have  been  duly  approved  by  the  municipal  authorities  of  The 
City  of  New  York  and  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  First 
Judicial  Department,  and  on  the  21st  day  of  February,  1900,  a contract  for  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  said  rapid  transit  railroad  was  duly  made  with  John  B. 
McDonald,  Contractor,  by  The  City  of  New  York,  acting  by  the  said  Board.  The  said 
contractor  is  now  engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  said  contract. 

The  said  contractor  desires,  and  the  said  Board  having  duly  made  the  inquiries  and 
investigation  proper  in  the  premises,  approves  an  addition  to  the  routes  and  general  plan 
for  the  said  railroad  as  heretofore  adopted  (such  addition  being  known  as  the  Fort 
Lee  Ferry  Extension),  and  has  determined  and  established  the  said  addition  by  reso- 
lution adopted  July  16,  1903,  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  six  of  its  members,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  said  addition  has  duly  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  said  contractor 
bearing  date  the  16th  day  of  July,  1903.  A copy  of  the  said  agreement  containing  the 
resolution  of  July  16,  1903,  is  hereto  annexed. 
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The  said  resolution  of  July  16,  1903,  and  the  addition  to  the  routes  and  general  plan 
therein  mentioned  are  now  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  approval  if  it-shall 
see  fit  to  approve  the  same. 

This  additional  route  is  approved  by  this  Board,  because,  in  its  opinion,  this  con- 
nection between  the  Manhattan  Street  Station  of  the  west  side  line  of  the  Manhattan- 
Bronx  Railroad,  now  being  constructed  by  the  City,  and  the  entrance  to  the  ferry 
operated  by  the  New  Jersey  & Hudson  River  Ferry  Company  at  the  foot  of  West  One 
Hundred*  and  Thirtieth  street  will  be  of  great  convenience  to  the  traveling  public. 

This  Board  has  been  informed  that  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  to 
which  has  been  assigned  the  lease  for  the  operation  of  the  Manhattan-Bronx  Railroad, 
has  made  arrangements  with  the  Ferry  Company  for  the  improvement  of  the  ferry 
service.

Agreement  of  July  16,  1903. 

Agreement  made  this  16th  day  of  July,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three, 
between  The  City  of  New  York  (hereinafter  called  the  City),  acting  by  the  Board  of 
Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  for  The  City  of  New  York  (hereinafter  called 
the  Board),  party  of  the  first  part,  and  John  B.  McDonald,  of  The  City  of  New  York 
(hereinafter  called  the  Contractor),  and  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company,  parties 
of  the  second  part,  Witnesseth: 

Whereas,  Heretofore  and  on  the  14th  day  of  January,  1897,  and  the  4th  day  of 
February,  1897,  the  Board  adopted  certain  routes  and  general  plan  for  a rapid  transit 
railroad  in  The  City  of  New  York,  a portion  of  which  extends  under  the  Boulevard  to  a 
point  at  or  near  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fourth  street  and  thence  by  viaduct  along  and 
over  the  Boulevard  to  a point  at  or  near  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street  and 
thence  further  to  the  north  on  the  westerly  branch  of  the  said  rapid  transit  railroad ; and 

Whereas,  Heretofore  and  on  or  about  the  twenty-first  day  of  February,  1900,  the 
City,  acting  by  the  Board,  Entered  into  a contract  with  the  contractor  for  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  the  said  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  in  The  City  of  New  York  and 
otherwise,  as  therein  mentioned,  the  said  contract  being  hereinafter  styled  the  contract 
for  construction  and  operation ; and 

Whereas,  The  contractor  has  deposited  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  certain 
security  for  the  performance  of  the  said  contract  for  construction  and  operation  on  his 
part  and  has  given  certain  bonds  as  further  security  for  such  performance,  and  upon 
such  bonds  there  are  sureties  as  follows:  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Com-

Company,  which  Company  also  guaranteed  the  performance  by  the  Contractor  of 
the  provisions  of  his  said  contract  not  so  assigned  to  it;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  said  contract  for  construction  and  operation  provided  that  the 
said  Board  of  Rapid  Transit  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  have  the  right  to  re-

Resolved,  That  the  said  modifications  of  Routes  and  General  Plans  shall  take  effect 
only  upon  and  after  the  following  consents  and  approvals  thereto  shall  be  duly  had, 
to  wit: 

1.  The  consent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

2.  The  consent  of  the  Mayor  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

3.  The  consent  of  the  owners  of  a majority  in  value  of  the  property  along  streets 
or  such  portions  of  streets  as  are  included  in  the  portion  of  the  routes  added  as  afore- 
said; or  if  such  consents  cannot  be  obtained,  then  in  lieu  thereof  the  determination  of 
three  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
duly  confirmed  by  the  said  Appellate  Division. 

4.  The  consent  of  the  said  John  B.  McDonald,  contractor,  and  of  his  sureties, 
as  follows:  Rapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Company;  The  United  States  Fidel- 
ity and  Guaranty  Company;  The  City  Trust,  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Company  of 
Philadelphia;  American  Surety  Company  of  New  York;  National  Surety  Company 
and  Perry  Belmont,  and  also  of  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company;  it  is  further

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MOTIONS,  ORDINANCES  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 

Alderman  McCall  asked  and  obtained  unanimous  consent  to  introduce  the  fol- 
lowing: 

No.  144. 

AN  ORDINANCE  relative  to  fireproofing  buildings. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  Every  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  as  a theatre,  hoteL 
lodging  house,  school,  jail,  police  station,  hospital,  asylum,  institution,  for  the  use  or 
treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  which  exceeds  thirty-five  feet,  excepting  all 
buildings  for  which  specifications  and  plans  have  been  heretofore  submitted  to  ancL 
approved  by  the  proper  public  authorities,  and  every-  other  building  the  height  of 
which  exceeds  seventy-five  feet  shall  be  built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say : They  shall 
be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in 
which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landing" 
shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  wood- 
work or  other  inflammable  material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or 
ceilings  in  any  such  buildings,  excepting,  however,  the  doors  and  windows  and  their 
frames  and  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when  filled  solid  at  the  back  with- 
fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly  thereunder  may  be  of 
wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings  or  other  public 
authorities,  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof  or 
of  wood  covered  with  metal,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly 
filled  with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings,  with  instructions  to  hold  a 
public  hearing  thereon.

Hon.  JOSEPH  CASSIDY,  President,  Borough  of  Queens: 

We  report  as  follows  the  results  of  a sanitary  inspection  and  survey  of  the 

Queens  County  Court  House  and  Jail  made  to  your  order  on  the  18th,  19th  and 

21st  days  of  June,  and  the  1st  day  of  July,  1903: 

In  making  inspections  it  is  frequently  found  that  some  portion  of  the  drainage 
system  is  located  beneath  floors,  or  behind  walls,  or  is  covered  with  casings  and 
cannot  be  inspected.  Reference  is  made  in  the  report  to  such  conditions,  and  re- 
sponsibility for  defects  in  these  hidden  pipes  is  not  assumed  by  the  company.  After 
the  “recommendation”  has  been  carried  Out  there  should  be  a reinspection,  and  if 
leaks  are  still  developed,  after  all  visible  pipe  has  been  made  right,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  the  hidden  pipes  uncovered. 

A test  with  smoke  and  chemical  under  light  pressure  was  applied  to  the  drain- 
age systems  in  the  above  buildings. 
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Leaks  Disclosed  by  the  Test. 

1,  2,  3 and  4.  At  couplings  on  basin  traps  in  the  jury  room  on  the  west  side, 
in  the  jury  room  on  the  east  side,  in  the  main  toilet  room  on  the  first  floor  and  in 
the  main  toilet  room  in  the  basement.  Such  couplings  depend  on  perishable  washers 
for  tightness  and  are  not  to  be  relied  upon.  These  traps  should  be  replaced  by  “S” 
traps  with  screwed-in  connections  of  iron  pipe  standard  and  without  couplings  or 
unions. 

5 and  6.  On  the  branch  soil  pipes  between  the  cells  on  the  lower  tier  in  the 
section  of  the  jail  used  as  an  administration  building  there  are  two  openings,  one 
on  each  of  the  branch  soil  pipes  for  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  building.  These 
openings  should  be  enlarged  and  threaded  to  receive  iron  plugs,  screwed  in,  in  red 
lead. 

7.  Smoke  escaped  through  all  of  the  leader  connections,  indicating  that  these 
are  not  trapped.  Leaders  should  be  trapped  by  accessible  traps,  placed  within  the 
building  and  provided  with  one  clean-out  on  the  inlet  side,  closed  by  heavy  brass 
or  iron-bodied  ferrules,  having  heavy  brass  screw  plugs  with  tapered  threads  of  iron 
pipe  standard. 

Note. — Some  of  the  drains  for  the  leaders  are  exposed  to  frost.  Incidentally  to 
the  placing  of  the  traps  the  branch  leader  drains  should  be  rearranged  and  run  within 
the  building  up  to  a point  opposite  the  foot  of  each  leader. 

Owing  to  the  profuse  escape  of  the  smoke  and  chemical,  other  leaks,  if  any  existr 
may  have  remained  undetected. 

Obstruction  Disclosed  by  the  Test. 

No  smoke  escaped  through  the  soil  pipe  extending  above  the  roof  of  the 
court-house  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  building.  There  is  a long  flat  offset  on  the 
corresponding  pipe  on  the  west  side  where  it  is  exposed,  and  the  presumption  is 
that  this  pipe  is  somewhat  similarly  arranged,  and  that  there  is  an  accumulation  of 
rust  scale  at  the  base  of  the  certical  line  where.it  turns  at  right  angles  to  join  the 
flat  offset.  This  pipe  should  be  cleared,  and  it  and  the  corresponding  pipe  at  the 
west  side  should  be  rearranged.  To  prevent  future  obstructions,  and  if  it  is  found 
not  to  be  practicable  to  so  alter  these  pipes,  the  portions  above  the  offset  should 
be  replaced  by  pipe  less  liable  to  corrosion  than  iron.  For  this  purpose  lead-lined' 
wrought  iron  or  brass  may  be  used. 

The  drainage  system  where  visible  is  of  extra  heavy  cast-iron  pipe. 

Some  of  the  vent  pipes  are  of  black  wrought  iron;  generally  they  are  poorly 
arranged.  Many  of  them  can  serve  as  waste  pipes  in  case  of  obstruction  to  the 
latter. 

There  is  one  interior  private  toilet  room  on  the  first  floor  (to  which  access  could 
not  be  obtained)  that  appears  to  be  without  ventilation. 
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The  basins  are  of  poor  type,  with  inaccessible  overflows,  and  the  fixtures  in  the 
kitchen  and  their  surroundings  are  bad.  They  are  of  wood,  worn  and  saturated. 

The  water  supply  system  is  poorly  designed  and  badly  installed.  The  pipes  are 
siot  covered,  and  on  one  of  the  days  of  inspection  water  of  condensation  was  dripping 
from  most  of  them. 

The  pump  is  inadequate  to  supply  the  water  needed,  unless  continuously  op- 
erated at  high  speed,  and  under  these  circumstances  it  is  very  noisy.  We  are  in- 
formed that  on  this  account  the  pump  cannot  be  operated  while  court  is  in  session, 
.-and,  in  consequence,  at  times  the  fixtures  are  without  a water  supply,  and  this  is 
of  particular  importance,  as  the  water  closets  in  the  jail  are  not  provided  with 
^cisterns  to  hold  water  in  reserve  for  flushing. 

There  is  a large  and  continual  waste  of  water  through  defective  stop  cocks, 
•valves  and  cisterns,  which  adds  to  the  inconvenience  caused  by  the  inadequacy  of 
:£he  pump. 

General  Recommendation. 

The  water  supply  system  should  be  renewed  throughout  under  plans  and  speci- 
fications that  will  secure  a good  design.  New  pumps  should  be  provided  of  suf- 
ficient capacity.  Steam  pumps  should  not  be  used  on  account  of  their  noise. 
‘Electric  pumps  of  good  design  can  be  installed  in  such  a manner  as  to  be  nearly 
noiseless,  and  if  they  are  used  the  present  storage  tanks  may  remain,  "otherwise 
additional  storage  tanks  will  be  required,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the  water  which  is 
largely  used  for  drinking  purposes,  should  not  be  kept  stored  in  tanks  for  a long 
•time. 

The  vent  pipe  system  should  be  renewed  throughout.  The  new  work  should  be 
arranged  to  discharge  refuse  accumulation,  and  the  branch  vent  pipes  should  be 
arranged  above  the  outlets  of  the  fixtures. 

The  above  and  the  repairs  enumerated  under  the  headings  of  “Leaks”  and  “Ob- 
structions” and  a considerable  part  of  the  repairs  given  in  the  itemized  list  appended 
are  essential  changes. 

The  water  closets  and  urinals  in  the  Courthouse,  while  of  modern  types,  are  of  a 
cheap  class,  with  the  exception  of  a few  water  closets  and  the  cisterns,  metalwork 
and  woodwork  in  connection  with  them  are  in  bad  order  and  cannot  be  repaired  so 
as  to  be  materially  improved.  Even  after  a considerable  expenditure  of  money 
little  permanent  improvement  in  their  condition  could  be  accomplished,  and  in  a 
short  time  they  would  be  as  bad  or  worse  than  before  the  repairs.  Many  of  the 
water  closets  are  set  on  wooden  floors. 

The  basins  throughout  are  of  poor  type,  already  referred  to. 

Taking  the  foregoing  into  consideration,  the  fixtures  should  be  renewed 
throughout  with  the  exception  of  the  “Prompto”  water  closet.  The  new  fixtures 
should  be  set  open  and  free  from  enclosing  or  surrounding  woodwork  on  marble 
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floor  slabs.  The  fixtures  in  the  hall  are  in  many  cases  in  very  bad  condition.  A 
number  of  stop-cocks  through  which  they  are  supplied  with  water  are  bent  and 
broken,  and  in  consequence  unflushed  and  offensive.  Some  of  these  stop-cocks  can 
probably  be  repaired,  but  most  of  them  will  need  to  be  replaced. 

An  important  matter  in  both  court-house  and  jail  is  the  neglect  of  unused  fix- 
tures. There  is  a public  toilet-room  in  the  basement  of  the  court-house.  The 
basement  is  not  used  by  the  public  and  ample  accommodations  seem  to  be  pro- 
vided for  them  in  the  public  toilet  room  on  the  first  floor;  in  consequence  the  toilet- 
room  in  the  basement  is  very  little  used.  There  is  an  unused  sink  in  a storeroom 
in  the  basement.  Whole  tiers  of  cells  in  the  jail  and  whole  sections  of  cells  in  the 
administration  building  are  unused.  During  periods  of  disuse  the  water  seals  in 
the  traps  of  the  fixtures  in  these  cells  evaporates,  leaving  direct  openings  through 
which  drain  air  escapes  into  the  building.  At  the  time  of  inspection  the  traps  of 
many  of  the  fixtures  were  found  to  be  absolutely  dry,  and  in  many  other  cases  there 
was  not  enough  water  to  form  a seal. 

The  basement  toilet  in  the  court-house  should  be  dispensed  with  and  the  open- 
ings into  the  pipe  system  closed  by  iron  plugs  calked  or  screwed-in. 

The  unused  sink  in  the  cellar  should  be  similarly  cut  off. 

With  regard  to  the  unused  tiers  of  cells  in  the  jail  and  the  unused  sections  in 
the  administration  building,  these  if  possible  should  be  disconnected  and  the 
openings  into  the  drainage  system  closed  by  iron  plugs  calked  in.  If,  in  antici- 
pation of  the  need  of  these  tiers  and  sections  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  do  this,  it 
is  imperatively  necessary  that  the  fixtures  in  them  should  have  constant  attention, 
be  kept?  in  repair  same  as  those  that  are  in  use,  and  should  be  freely  flushed  with 
water  at  least  twice  a week.  Unless  one  of  these  things  is  done,  the  sanitary 
.condition  of  both  buildings  will  be  injuriously  affected  and  a constant  nuisance 
maintained,  and  the  buildings  will  not  be  fit  for  occupancy. 

The  unused  sections  of  cells  in  the  administration  building  are  not  kept  clean. 
The  unused  cells  are  littered  with  rubbish,  soiled  bed  clothing,  etc.,  and  food  has 
been  left  so  long  that  it  has  become  covered  with  mold.  These  sections  of  cells 
should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  the  accumulations  referred  to  removed. 

Roofs. 

The  mansard  roof  extending  from  the  level  of  the  top  floor  to  the  flat  roof 
is  of  galvanized  iron,  in  bad  order,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  past  repair. 
It  should  be  renewed  and  the  new  roof  made  of  copper.  The  outlets  to  the  leaders 
on  the  roof  of  the  jail  and  the  administration  building  are  obstructed.  Water 
stands  in  the  gutters,  in  some  places,  to  the  depth  of  nearly  a foot,  and  this  has 
caused  corrosion.  Through  these  leaky  gutters  much  of  the  rain  water  soaks  into 
the  walls.  This  has  already  absolutely  affected  the  latter  and  they  are  stained  and 
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unsightly.  The  obstructions  to  the  leader  outlets  should  be  removed,  and  new 
gutters  provided  for  the  greater  part  and  repairs  should  be  made  on  the  por- 
tions retained.  Some  of  the  leaders  are  corroded  through.  These  should  be  re- 
placed where  defective.  The  small  roof  over  the  entrance  at  the  east  side  of  the 
administration  building  is  littered  with  rubbish,  and  water  stands  on  it.  This  rub- 
bish should  be  removed  and  the  leader  cleared  if  it  is  obstructed. 

1.  The  house  tank  is  not  covered.  Its  overflow  is  directly  connected  to  a waste 
pipe.  The  water  of  house  tanks  which  may  be  used  for  drinking,  cooking  and  toilet 
purposes  should  be  carefully  safeguarded.  The  tank  should  be  covered  with  a dust- 
proof  cover  having  a ventilator  protected  by  wire  gauze  and  cotton.  The  overflow 
should  be  dip-trapped  to  within  a few  inches  from  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  with  a 
small  vent  pipe  at  the  crown  to  prevent  siphonage,  arranged  to  discharge  over  the 
slop  sink  on  the  top  floor  and  provided  with  a flap  valve  at  the  lower  end  over  the 
sink.  It  would  be  advisable  to  provide  a regulating  device  whereby  the  pumps 
might  be  automatically  controlled. 

2.  The  fixtures  in  the  kitchen  on  the  top  floor  of  the  courthouse  should  be  re- 
newed by  those  of  non-absorbent  material,  set  open,  and  the  woodwork  about  them 
should  be  removed  and  replaced  by  non-absorbent  material.  The  local  vent  pipes  for 
the  soup  kettles  and  other  kitchen  appurtenances  are  corroded  through  and  no  longer 
operated.  A proper  system  of  local  vent  pipes  of  copper  should  be  provided  for  these 
fixtures,  carried  to  a heated  flue,  or  an  air  current  should  be  maintained  through  them 
by  means  of  a fan.  The  steam  connections  for  the  soup  kettles  and  other  kitchen 
appliances  are  leaky.  These  should  be  repaired  or  renewed  as  required. 

3.  The  stop  cocks  of  the  kitchen  apparatus  generally  are  leaky.  These  should  be 
repaired  or  replaced. 

4.  Steam  drips  are  connected  directly  to  the  drainage  system.  These  should  be 
disconnected  and  the  openings  closed  by  iron  plugs,  screwed  in,  and  the  drip  pipes 
arranged  to  discharge  into  a cooling  tank  from  which  a valved  outlet  may  be  provided 
to  the  drain. 

5.  The  joints  on  the  house  drain  in  the  engine  room  have  been  injured  by  contrac- 
tion and  expansion  caused  by  the  hot  drips  above  referred  to,  and  the  drain  itself  is 
sagged  and  out  of  alignment.  These  joints  should  be  remade  with  oakum  and  lead 
and  the  drain  should  be  restored  to  alignment  and  properly  supported. 

6.  The  trap  of  the  Engineers’  sink  is  not  ventilated,  and  the  trap  itself  is  not  worth 
repairing.  It  should  be  replaced  by  a new  one  with  a two-inch  galvanized  wrought- 
iron  vent  pipe  connecting  with  one  of  the  main  vent  pipes. 

7.  The  floor  pavement  in  the  front  part  of  the  boiler  room  is  broken.  This 
should  be  repaired. 

8.  The  lowermost  tread  of  the  iron  stairs  in  the  corridor  is  broken  and  in  dan- 
gerous condition.  A new  iron  step  should  be  provided  here. 
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9.  Water  finds  its  way  into  the  cellar  through  the  walls  at  several  points.  Part 
of  this  is  probably  due  to  the  conditions  of  the  roof  gutters  already  described.  Some 
of  it  may  be  due  to  lack  of  pavement  and  the  improper  grading  about  the  building.  If 
water  continues  to  come  through  the  walls  after  the  roof  gutters  have  been  repaired, 
the  ground  about  the  building  should  be  regraded  and  paved  so  as  to  discharge  water 
away  from  walls. 

Heating  and  Ventilation. 

There  is  no  system  of  ventilation  for  the  court-house  and  natural  ventilation  is 
depended  on  for  the  jail.  Air  from  outdoors  is  heated  and  blown  by  a fan  into  the 
courtrooms,  but  no  outlets  are  provided  for  removing  foul  air. 

A system  of  mechanical  ventilation  should  be  installed  for  each  building  whereby 
fresh  air,  warmed  in  cold  weather,  would  be  forced  into  the  buildings  and  the  vitiated 
air  removed.  Incidental  to  the  installation  of  systematic  ventilation,  the  heating  system 
will  need  to  be  remodeled.

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  therefore  recommend  that  the  said 
ordinance  be  adopted. 

In  the  Matter  of  the  Petition  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway 

Company. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

The  petition  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company 
respectfully  shows: 

First — That  it  is  a domestic  corporation  duly  organized  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating,  by 
electrical  or  other  motive  power  authorized  by  law,  a four  track  railroad  of  the 
standard  gauge,  to  be  built  upon  and  through  a private  right  of  way  acquired  or  to 
be  acquired  by  the  company  and  upon  and  along  a main  route  and  branch  line 
as  hereinafter  described. 

Second — That  said  petitioner  has  duly  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  law 
affecting  its  incorporation,  organization  and  authority,  to  construct  and  operate 
its  said  railroad,  and  has  duly  and  in,  accordance  with  law  adopted,  fixed  and  desig- 
nated the  route  of  the  main  line  and  branch  lines  of  its  said  railroad  and  is  lawfully 
authorized  to  construct  and  operate  the  same  along  said  main  route  and  branch 
lines,  as  follows,  to  wit: 

“Beginning  at  a point  near  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  line  of  Lincoln 
avenue  and  the  north  shore  line  of  the  Harlem  river,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx, 
in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  running  thence  in  a northerly,  easterly  and  north- 
easterly direction  through  the  said  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  as  hereinafter  more 
specifically  described,  and  the  cities,  towns  and  villages  of  West  Farms,  West- 
chester, Bay  Chester,  Pelham  Manor,  Pelham,  New  Rochelle,  Larchmont,  Mamar- 
oneck,  Rye  and  Port  Chester,  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  State  of  New 
York  and  the  State  of  Connecticut,  with  a branch  line  leaving  said  main  line  at 
or  near  Bay  Chester  and  running  through  the  towns,  villages  and  cities  of  Wake- 
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field,  Mt.  Vernon,  Alameda  Park,  Fairview  Park,  Tucahofe,  Arthur  Manor  and 
Scarsdale,  to  White  Plains,  and  with  another  branch  line  leaving  said  main  line 
at  or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Bronx  Park  and  running  thence  southeasterly 
to  the  East  river  at  Clason’s  Point  and  running  thence  northerly  and  crossing 
Westchester  creek  to  Ferris  avenue,  and  thence  northeasterly  and  approximately 
parallel  to  the  east  shore  line  of  the  East  river  to  and  across  Fort  Schuyler  road;

Third — That  the  route  of  the  said  railroad  and  of  the  said  branch  thereof  within 
the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  intersects  the  following  streets  and  avenues  in 
said  City  of  New  York,  said  crossings  and  intersections  to  be  either  above  or  below 
grade  as  may  be  lawfully  determined,  to  wit: 

“Beginning  at  a point  near  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  line  of  Lincoln 
avenue  and  the  north  shore  line  of  the  Harlem  river;  thence  running  northerly

Post  road  and  Bronx  street  to  and  crossing  the  Bronx  river;  thence  notherly  to 
and  crossing  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth  street,  Lebanon  street  and  East 
One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  street,  all  between  said  Bronx  river  and  Bronx  Park 
avenue,  to  or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Bronx  Park;  thence  running  northerly 
crossing  Bronx  Park  avenue  diagonally,  and  thence  northerly  approximately  paral-

York  and  Westchester  County.

southeasterly  to  a point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Westchester  avenue  and  Cla- 
son’s Point  road,  crossing  Westchester  avenue,  and  thence  running  approximately

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  sprinkling  streets  with  water  in  The  City  of 

New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  President  of  each  borough  may  in  his  discretion  cause  the 
streets  within  his  borough,  or  any  parts  thereof,  to  be  properly  sprinkled  with  water 
from  the  public  supply  or  other  source  during  such  part  of  each  year  as  he  may 
deem  to  be  necessary  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  public;  provided,  however, 
that  no  such  sprinkling  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  City. 

Sec.  2.  Any  resident  of  the  City  may  make  a written  application  to  any  such 
President  for  authority  to  sprinkle  streets  and  avenues  within  his  borough,  accom- 
panied by  evidence  satisfactory  to  such  President  of  the  ability  of  the  applicant  to 
perform  such  service  in  a proper  manner,  together  with  evidence  of  the  desire  of 
a reasonable  number  of  the  occupants  of  premises  in  such  borough  that  such  sprin- 
kling ought  to  be  done;  and  thereupon  such  President  shall,  upon  receiving  a bond 
as  hereinafter  provided  for,  enter  into  a contract  on  behalf  of  the  City  with  such 
applicant  for  the  sprinkling  of  streets  and  avenues  in  such  borough  with  such  water 
as  may  be  conveniently  available  for  the  purpose. 

Such  contract  shall  specify  the  part  of  each  year  during  which  such  sprinkling 
shall  be  done,  which  shall  begin  not  earlier  than  the  1st  of  March  nor  be  continued 
later  than  the  30th  of  November;  the  period  of  time  it  shall  remain  in  force,  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  ten  years;  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  City  by  the  con- 
tractor, which  shall  not  be  less  than  $25  per  month  for  each  vehicle  that  shall  be 
employed  and  use  in  such  service  water  from  a public  supply,  and  a license  fee 
of  the  same  amount  as  is  or  may  be  required  to  be  paid  by  public  truckmen  for 
■ each  such  vehicle  that  shall  be  so  employed,  but  not  use  water  from  a public  supply; 
and  the  times  when  and  the  manner  in  which  all  such  payments  shall  be  made;  and 
such  reasonable  regulations  relative  thereto  and  to  the  conduct  of  said  business  as 
to  such  Borough  President  shall  seem  meet. 

Such  contract  may  also  require  the  contractor  to  agree  to  sprinkle  any  street 
or  avenue  or  part  thereof  on  due  request  and  agreement  in  writing  subscribed  by 
at  least  25  per  cent,  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of  a continuous  series  of  not  less 
than  200  feet  of  premises  abutting  on  any  such  street  or  avenue  to  the  effect  that 
they  will  pay  for  such  sprinkling  at  the  regularly  established  rates  charged  to  owners 
or  occupants  for  like  services  on  adjacent  premises. 

Except  in  the  boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond,  where  such  street  sprinkling 
shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  respective  Presidents  thereof,  all  such 
street  sprinkling  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Cleaning,  subject  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  established 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  contract. 
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Sec.  3.  As  a condition  precedent  jo  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a contract 
as  hereinbefore  provided  the  applicant  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  such  Borough 
President  a bond  in  an  amount  and  with  s,urety  or  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
such  Borough  President;  and  conditioned  that  the  obligor  will  make  the  payments 
as  in  such  contract  provided,  and  shall  at  all  times  abide  by  and  perform  according 
to  the  terms  of  such  contract  and  indemnify  against  and  hold  harmless  the  sjaid 
City  from  all  liability  from  any  and  all  acts  or  omissions  of  the  contractor  under 
said  contract  or  in  any  manner  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  4.  The  powers  and  authority  hereby  conferred  shall  not  be  exercised  at  any 
time  or  in  any  manner  as  to  encroach  upon  any  rights  now  possessed  by  any  person 
soever  relative  to  street  sprinkling  in  either  or  any  of  the  boroughs  of  said  City.

Minority  Report  of  Committee  on  Laws  and  Legislation. 

No.  126— (G.  O.  No.  7.) 

The  undersigned,  a minority  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  and  Legislation,  report  in 
reference  to  a proposed  ordinance  (Int.  No.  126)  entitled  “An  ordinance  in  relation  to 
sprinkling  streets  with  water  in  The  City  of  New  York,”  as  follows: 

The  proposed  ordinance  is  the  same  in  substance  as  an  ordinance  which  was 
adopted  by  the  last  Board  of  Aldermen.  Mayor  Low,  after  a well  attended  public 
hearing,  declared  his  intention  to  veto  the  ordinance,  and  the  introducer  thereupon  had 
the  usual  resolution  adopted  withdrawing  the  ordinance  from  the  consideration  of  the 
Mayor  and  placing  the  same  on  file.  Considerable  opposition  to  the  methods  of  street 
sprinkling  heretofore  in  vogue  has  developed  from  time  to  time,  but  it  may  be  as- 
sumed that  the  streets  may  be  sprinkled  in  a satisfactory  manner  if  the  work  is  prop- 
erly regulated  and  supervised.  The  ideal  method  of  street  sprinkling  would  be  for  the 
city  to  undertake  it  as  one  of  its  administrative  functions,  in  which  case  the  work 
would  be  done,  in  all  probability,  by  the  regular  agencies  of  the  Street  Cleaning  Depart- 
ment, or  by  a general  contractor,  as  in  the  case  of  snow  removal.  It  has  been  demon- 
strated that  for  the  former  course  the  cost  of  plant  and  the  wages  of  additional  em- 
ployees would  be  prohibitive  in  the  present  state  of  the  City’s  finances.  We  have  had 
no  figures  regarding  the  cost  of  the  work  under  public  contract,  but  it  would  probably 
be  large.  The  advantage  of  the  City’s  doing  the  work  in  either  way  would  be  that  all 
parts  of  the  City  would  be  equally  benefited,  including  the  tenement  sections,  which 
need  it  most.  The  old  system  which  it  is  proposed  by  this  ordinance  to  re-establish  is 
to  grant  the  privilege  of  street  sprinkling  to  individuals  or  corporations  who  will  do 
the  work  for  the  profit  to  be  derived  from  contracts  with  the  owners  and  occupants  of 
property  abutting  on  the  streets  sprinkled.  It  is  manifest  that  the  only  streets  that  will 
be  sprinkled  are  those  on  which  a sufficient  number  of  such  contracts  or  subscriptions 
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can  be  obtained,  and  tenement  streets  will  never  be  sprinkled.  If  such  privilege  for 
private  profit  is  to  be  given  again,  we  believe  that  one  of  two  considerations  should 
govern,  either  deriving  the  largest  possible  revenue  for  the  City  (by  granting  the  privi- 
lege after  public  letting)  or  establishing  such  maximum  charge  for  the  service  to  citi- 
zens as  will  insure  a reasonable  cost  to  them.  The  proposed  ordinance  does  neither, 
but  leaves  the  granting  of  the  privilege  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  the  Borough  Presi- 
dents, and  it  may  well  be  assumed  that  the  total  revenue  to  the  City  in  no  case  will  ex- 
ceed the  figure  of  $25  per  month  for  each  sprinkling  cart  which  takes  water  from  the 
fire  hydrants  or  other  sources  of  public  supply,  or  the  nominal  license  fee  which  is  pro- 
vided for  in  the  case  of  a cart  which  does  not  use  water  from  a public  supply.  We 
regard  with  especial  disfavor  the  provision  for  using  water  from  other  than  a public 
supply,  as  this  will  put  a premium  upon  taking  water  from  unmetered  premises.  We 
object  also  to  the  maximum  term  of  the  privilege,  which  this  ordinance  fixes  at  ten 
years,  as  this  would  postpone  for  that  period  of  time  the  undertaking  of  the  work  gen- 
erally by  the  City,  which  we  regard  as  eminently  desirable  and  as  attainable  within  a 
very  few  years. 

We  therefore  report  that  in  our  judgment  the  ordinance  should  not  be  adopted.

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks  in 
The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

First — Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  of  any  build- 
ing or  lot  (a  lot  meaning  25  front  feet  or  fraction  thereof)  of  ground  in  The  City  of 
New  York  shall  within  four  hours  after  the  fall  of  any  snow  and  within  four  hours 
after  the  forming  of  any  ice  on  the  sidewalk  or  in  the  gutter  in  the  front  of  any  such 
building  or  lot  remove  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  from  such  sidewalk  or  gutter 
under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  such  neglect,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  owner, 
lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge,  severally  and  respectively;  but  where 
said  snow  falls  or  ice  forms  between  the  hours  of  eight  o’clock  in  the  evening  and 
five  o’clock  in  the  morning  this  ordinance  will  be  complied  with  by  removing  or 
causing  the  same  to  be  removed  before  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  streets  or  avenues  in  The  City  of 
New  York  which  have  not  been  curbed,  guttered  or  flagged. 

Second — In  case  the  ice  or  snow  on  the  sidewalk  shall  be  so  congealed  that  it  can- 
not be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavement,  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or 
person  having  charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  as  aforesaid  shall,  within  the 
time  specified  in  the  last  preceding  section,  cause  the  sidewalk  opposite  his,  her  or 
their  premises  to  be  strewn  with  ashes  or  sand  under  the  penalty  of  one  dollar,  to 
be  paid  by  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  thereof,  sev- 
erally and  respectively. 

Third — All  ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  and  of  the  former  municipal 
and  public  corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York  inconsistent  or 
conflicting  herewith  in  penalty  or  otherwise  are  hereby  repealed. 

Fourth — This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Gentlemen — I return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  on  January  26,  1904,  authorizing  the  selling  of  fiish  between  the 
hours  of  5 and  10.30  o’clock  on  Sunday  mornings,  on  the  north  side  of  South  street, 
between  Market  and  Catharine  streets,  and  on  the  east  side  of  Catharine  street,  be- 
tween South  and  Water  streets,  and  making  said  locality  a market  place. 

My  objections  to  this  resolution  are  these: 

First — It  conflicts  with  section  45  of  the  Sanitary  Code,  which  prohibits  the  expos- 
ing for  sale  of  fish  in  any  street  in  the  City,  and  under  section  1172  of  the  Charter  is 
therefore  invalid. 

Second — It  conflicts  with  section  50  of  the  Charter,  in  so  far  as  that  section  pro- 
hibits the  Board  of  Aldermen  from  placing  any  obstruction  upon  any  street  or  side- 
walk, and  is  therefore  invalid.

Dear  Sir — The  merchants  doing  business  in  the  Wallabout  Market,  Brooklyn,  are 
anxious  that  we  should  comply  with  their  request  to  introduce  refrigeration  in  the 
Wallabout  Market  during  the  coming  season.  We  desire  to  grant  their  request,  but 
before  doing  so  we  have  to  connect  our  warehouse  with  the  market,  which  is  about  250 
feet  or  thereabouts  from  it. 

To  comply  with  their  request,  we  have  already  petitioned  Comptroller  Grout  and 
have  practically  agreed  upon  a contract  with  the  City  whereby  we  agree  to  pay  the  City 
a percentage  of  the  gross  receipts  of  the  refrigeration  in  the  market.  We  are  now 
awaiting  the  permission  which  we  requested.  If  we  do  not  obtain  the  permit  immediately 
it  will  be  impossible  to  comply  during  the  present  season  with  the  needs  of  the  market 
people  and  would  thereby  discommode  them,  and  would  also  cause  the  City  to  lose  a 
large  amount  of  rental  which  would  be  obtained  if  the  permit  was  granted. 

As  you  are  aware  we  have  to  make  our  contracts  for  the  laying  of  pipes  and  connect 
with  the  merchants  in  the  market,  and  this  will  have  to  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the 
frost  is  out  of  the  ground.

Dear  Sir — In  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Railroad  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  on  the  application  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Com- 
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pany  for -permission  to  cross  certain  streets  and  avenues  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx, 
I would  respectfully  request  that  no  action  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  thereon 
until  an  opportunity  has  been  afforded  to  the  public  officials  in  the  Borough  of  The 
Bronx  to  examine  into  and  ascertain  whether  the  streets  and  sewers  in  the  Borough 
will  be  affected  injuriously  by  the  proposed  construction  of  the  said  railroad.  In  my 
opinion  a reasonable  delay  in  acting  on  the  petition  would  enable  the  borough  officials 
to  find  out  whether  there  will  be  such  a disturbance  of  the  existing  or  proposed  street 
system,  and  the  trunk  and  lateral  sewers  already  constructed,  as  would  interfere  with 
the  best  interests  of  the  City  and  Borough.  The  route  of  said  railroad  as  proposed  lies 
wholly  within  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  it  is  my  duty  and  that  of  my  associates  in 
office  to  safeguard  the  City’s  interest  as  well  as  those  of  the  Borough  in  every  possible 
way.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  urge  that  no  immediate  action  be  taken  on  this 
application;  but  that  sufficient  time  be  afforded  to  me  and  the  other  Borough  officials 
to  examine  into  and  pass  upon  the  question  affected  by  this  application  in  the  interest  of 
the  City  and  Borough. 

The  necessity  of  this  examination  into  the  question  of  our  street  system  and  sewer 
system  and  other  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  Borough  is  apparent,  when  your 
attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  our  bridges  and  bridge  approaches  have  been  con- 
structed or  will  be  constructed  at  large  cost  and  expense  of  the  City  at  large,  our  trunk 
and  lateral  sewers  and  our  numerous  contracts  which  have  been  let  and  now  in  course 
of  construction  are  paid  by  the  taxpayers  of  The  Bronx  by  assessments  on  their 
property. 

In  view  of  the  charges  made  at  the  public  hearing  before  the  Railroad  Committee 
on  this  petition,  that  the  New  York,  Westchester  & Boston  Railroad  had  not  legal  entity, 
and  that  the  enabling  act  Chapter  626  of  the  Laws  of  1903,  suspending  the  limitation  of 
time  for  the  construction  and  completion  of  railroads  while  in  the  hands  of  a receiver 
did  not  sufficiently  revive  or  continue^ in  effect  its  Charter,  the  petition  should  be 
referred  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  his  opinion  before  any  final  action  be  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  not  only  because  the  possible  defects  in  the  Charter  of  this 
Company,  should  be  ascertained  before  final  action  be  taken,  but  also  for  the  reason  that 
there  would  be  delay  in  the  construction  of  said  road  until  the  courts  of  the  State  had 
passed  upon  these  legal  questions  involved,  in  either  event  resulting  in  a delay  of  from 
two  to  five  years.  If  this  can  be  avoided  by  judicious  action,  by  consultation  with  the 
law  department,  and  the  elected  officers  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  it  seems  to  my 
mind  the  proper  course  to  take  in  the  premises,  especially  in  view  of  the  time  required 
to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  State  Railroad  Commissioners  a!nd  of  the  property  owners, 
as  well  as  that  consumed  by  the  Courts  in  passing  on  the  questions  involved.  I there- 
fore respectfully  request  and  urge  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  this  application  be 
laid  over  for  two  weeks.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 

Sirs — I have  the  honor  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Department  of  Health  for  transportation  by  steamboat.  Patients  affected  with 
contagious  diseases  must  be  conveyed  from  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx, 
Brooklyn  and  Richmond  by  water  to  Riverside  Hospital  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  situated  on  North  Brother  Island,  in  the  East  river.  This  service  requires 
a special  boat,  arranged  that  cases  of  contagious  diseases  may  be  segregated,  so 
that  the  patients  affected  with  different  contagious  diseases  will  not  come  in  con- 
tact with  one  another;  also  at  the  time  when  the  naphtha  launch  and  row-boats 
are  unable  to  maintain  communication  without  danger  between  the  docks  in  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  North  Brother  Island. 

For  these  services  the  steamboat  “Franklin  Edson,”  especially  constructed  for 
the  use  of  the  Department  of  Health,  has  been  in  service  since  May,  1885.  Although 
repaired  and  kept  in  as  good  condition  as  possible  when  the  requirements  of  the 
service  are  considered,  that  is,  always  in  commission  twelve  hours  a day  and  some- 
times twenty-four  for  every  day  in  the  year,  Sunday  included,  this  boat  is  rapidly 
deteriorating,  and  at  any  time  liable  to  break  down  and  be  totally  unfit  for  the 
services  of  the  Department  of  Health,  without  extensive  repairs. 

The  Board  cannot  charter  a boat  suitable  for  this  service,  as  boats  once  used 
for  the  transportation  of  contagious  diseases  by  the  Department  of  Health  will  not 
be  accepted  for  other  work  afterward,  as  a prejudice  always  remains  against  a boat 
so  used.  It  is  therefore  absolutely  necessary  that  an  additional  boat,  built  on 
proper  lines,  should  be  purchased  or  reconstructed  for  the  use  of  this  Department, 
as  at  any  time  the  failure  of  the  present  boat  to  perform  the  work  required  would 
leave  the  Department  unable  to  transport  cases  of  contagious  diseases. 

I therefore  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  The 
City  of  New  York  be  requested  to  furnish  means  to  purchase  another  boat  for  the 
use  of  the  Department  of  Health.

Whereas,  The  steamboat  “Franklin  Edson,”  especially  constructed  for  the  use 
of  the  Department  of  Health,  has  been  used  in  the  service  of  transporting  patients 
affected  with  contagious  diseases  to  and  from  the  contagious  diseases  hospital  of 
this  Department  continuously  since  May,  1885,  and  by  reason  of  such  continuous 
service  is  rapidly  deteriorating  and  is  liable  to.  break  down  and  be  totally  unfit  for 
further  use  of  the  Department  of  Health  at  any  time;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  subdivision  8 of  section  188  of 
chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1901,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be  and  is  hereby  respectfully 
petitioned  to  request  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  authorize  the 
Comptroller  to  issue  Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  sixty-seven  thousand

Dear  Sir — I have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  23d  instant,  relative  to  my  request  that  the  Board  of  Apportionment  authorize  the 
Police  Commissioner  to  pay  additional  compensation  for  certain  positions  in  the  Police 
Department 


1.  Stenographer  to  Police  Commissioner,  from  $1,200  to  $1,400  per  annum,  and  you 
ask  for  statement  of  reasons  for  such  proposed  increase.  I beg  to  state  that  the  work 
of  the  Stenographer  to  the  Police  Commissioner  is  very  onerous,  and  his  position  is 
in  the  nature  of  Assistant  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Commissioner.  The  hours  are  very 
long,  extending  often  as  late  as  7 o’clock  in  the  evening,  to  complete  the  necessary  work 
of  the  office. 


2.  Chief  Engineer  of  steamboat  “Patrol,”  from  $1,140  to  $1,500,  and  Assistant 
Engineer  of  steamboat  “Patrol”  from  $900  to  $1,320  per  annum.  You  ask  for  compara- 
tive statement  of  salaries  paid  employees  in  similar  positions.  Investigation  shows  that 
the  United  States  Quartermaster’s  Department,  U.  S.  A.,  and  Fall  River  Line  pay  Chief 
Engineer  $1,500  per  annum,  including  food  and  quarters;  the  Department  of  Docks 
and  Ferries,  $1,500,  no  food  or  quarters;  Department  of  Charities,  $1,600,  food  and 
quarters  supplied.  The  Fire  Department  of  The  City  of  New  York  has  a detailed 
Foreman  receiving  full  salary  $1,400,  which  of  course  cannot  be  compared  to  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wages.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  steamboat  “Patrol”  has  no  food  or 
quarters  supplied. 

For  Assistant  Engineer  the  United  States  Quartermaster’s  Department  and 
Fall  River  Line  pay  $900  per  annum,  with  food  and  quarters  supplied;  the  Depart- 
ment of  Charities  $1,250,  with  food  and  quarters  supplied.  The  Assistant  Engineer 
of  the  Steamboat  Patrol  has  no  food  or  quarters  supplied. 


From  this  it  will  appear  that  the  increase  for  salaries  of  Chief  Engineer  from 
$1,140  to  $1,500  and  of  Assistant  Engineer  from  $900  to  $1,320  will  yet  bring  them 
within  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  for  such  positions,  and  it  is  urgently  requested 
that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  will  give  this  matter  favorable  con- 


sideration.

Gentlemen — I would  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration,  in  addition  to  the 
matters  stated  by  me  in  my  recent  communication  asking  that  the  compensation 
of  the  Stenographer  of  the  County  Court  be  fixed  at  an  annual  salary  instead  of  on 
a per  diem  basis,  the  following: 

The  business  of  the  County  Court  has  been  increasing  rapidly,  and  in  addition 
to  the  regular  trial  terms  a motion  term  is  held  by  me  on  each  Saturday  of  the  year 
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except  during  the  month  of  August.  At  this  motion  term  equity  cases  are  tried,  and 
it  has  been  the  practice  at  those  terms  for  counsel  to  furnish  a Stenographer  of 
their  own  and  pay  him  themselves.  This  is  unsatisfactory  for  the  reason  that  such 
Stenographers  may  or  may  not  be  competent,  and  I have  determined  that  it  is  neces- 
sary for  my  own  protection  to  have  my  official  Stenographer  present  at  each  of  those 
terms.  On  the  per  diem  basis  this  will  add  $690  to  the  Stenographer’s  compensation 
each  year. 

This  sum  added  to  the  amount  paid  last  year  for  per  diem  services  and  dis 
bursements  would  exceed  the  sum  of  $2,200  per  year. 

From  the  present  condition  of  my  trial  term  calendar  it  seems  probable  that 
an  additional  trial  term  will  have  to  be  held  this  year.  This  would  bring  the  sum 
paid  for  that  service  up  to  the  salary  I have  asked  to  be  fixed. 

The  appointment  I have  made  was  taken  from  the  State  Civil  Service  list  of 
Stenographers  eligible  to  appointment  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  appointee 
stood  at  the  head  of  the  list  in  the  Second  Judicial  Department.  An  appointment 
to  that  Court  would  carry  with  it  an  annual  salary  of  $3,000.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Laws  of  the  State  of 
New  York  (article  2,  title  4,  chapter  10),  chapter  48,  I have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  business  of  this  Department  from  August  30,  1902,  to  August 
30,  1903,  inclusive. 

The  Department  of  Taxes  and  Assessments  of  The  City  of  New  York,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  furnish  the  names  of  persons  for  jury  duty,  residing  within  the  County 
limits,  have  selected  and  returned  for  such  duty  a list  of  1,428  names,  which  was 
transmitted  to  this  Department  July  1,  1902.  The  Commissioner  of  Jurors,  according 
to  chapter  1135,  Laws  of  1891,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  selected  32.639  persons, 
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making  a total  of  34,067.  The  whole  of  which  were  examined  by  him  under  chapter 
601,  Laws  of  New  York. 

After  an  examination  and  correction,  as  to  their  qualification,  etc.,  12,755  were 
exempt  and  disqualified  by  reason  of  military  service,  over  age,  physically  incapable, 
illiterate,  no  property,  aliens,  discharged  fireman,  election  officials,  etc.;  3,691  could 
not  be  found,  3,646  did  not  answer,  1,286  selected  as  municipal  jurors,  and  12,689 
persons  as  being  qualified  for  jury  duty. 

In  accordance  with  chapter  580,  Laws  of  1902,  I have  returned  to  the  Municipal 
Justices  of  the  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  District  Courts  of  the  Borough 
of  Brooklyn,  200  jurors  each. 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  August  30,  1902,  to  August  30,  1903, 
there  has  been  drawn  from  this  list  10,960  trial  jurors,  all  of  whom  have  been  duly 
summoned  to  attend  the  several  courts,  held  in  this  County,  during  the  interval  re- 
ferred to  above. 

The  number  of  Jurors  drawn  and  the  courts  to  which  they  were  summoned,  the 
number  served,  the  number  of  persons  fined,  etc.,  etc.,  is  shown  in  the  following 
statements. 

For  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York  there  were  drawn  6,360  Trial 
Jurors. 

For  the  Kings  County  Court  there  were  drawn  4,600  Trial  Jurors  and  530  Grand 
Jurors. 

Grand  total  drawn,  11,490. 

By  referring  to  the  returns  made  to  this  Department  by  the  Clerks  of  the  various 
courts,  it  will  be  seen,  out  of  a -total  of  10,960  persons  drawn  and  summoned  as  Trial 
Jurors,  8,414  served,  2,205  were  excused  by  the  Judges  of  the  courts,  6 were  legally 
exempt  from  jury  duty,  61  were  returned  as  having  been  fined  for  non-attendance, 
and  274  were  returned  by  the  officers  serving  the  jury  notices  as  not  to  be  found 
after  diligent  search  and  inquiry  on  the  part  of  said  Jury  Notice  Servers. 

Of  the  530  Grand  Jurors  drawn,  246  served,  217  were  excused  by  the 'court,  1 was 
exempt,  2 were  fined,  and  64  were  returned  as  not  to  be  found. 

I will  also  state  that  by  the  official  returns  of  the  several  courts,  as  will  be  seen 
upon  examination,  I have  received  the  names  of  63  delinquents  who  were  fined;  of 
which  the  Honorable  Board  of  Judges  has  examined  51  cases,  of  which  29  were  re- 
mitted, 22  could  not  be  found,  and  12  cases  are  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Board. 

At  the  date  of  my  last  report  there  were  remaining  in  my  hands,  awaiting  action 
of  the  Board  of  Judges,  and  in  course  of  delivery,  223  cases,  which  have  been  dis- 
posed of  as  follows:  103  have  been  remitted,  90  could  not  be  found,  10  have  been  con- 
firmed, of  which  one  (1)  has  paid,  and  20  cases  are  still  awaiting  final  action  of  the 
Board  of  Judges.  *

Reports  of  Committee  on  Finance — 

No.  121. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  on  January  26,  1904  (Minutes, 
page  408),  the  annexed  resolution  in  favor  of  authorizing  the  Commissioner  repre- 
senting the  City  at  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  to  draw  on  the  Comptroller  for 
incidental  expenses,  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  find  a resolution  to  the  same  effect  has 
already  been  passed.  They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  resolution  be  placed 
on  file. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  incidental  expenses  attending 
the  perfecting  and  carrying  out  of  the  plans  for  a suitable  exhibit  of  The  City  of 
New  York  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  the  Commissioner  representing 
The  City  of  New  York  to  the  said  Exposition  may  by  requisition  draw  upon  the 
Comptroller  for  a sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000).  The  Commis- 
sioner may,  in  like  manner,  renew  the  draft  as  often  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  to 
the  extent  of  the  funds  provided  for  the  purposes  of  said  exhibit,  but  no  such  re- 
newal shall  be  made  until  the  money  paid  on  the  preceding  draft  shall  be  accounted 
for  to  the  Comptroller  by  the  transmittal  of  a voucher  or  vouchers  certified  by  the 
Commissioner  covering  the  expenditures  paid  thereon.

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  on  January  19,  1904  (Minutes, 
page  362),  the  annexed  ordinance  in  favor  of  an  issue  of  Corporate  Stock,  $70,000, 
for  site  for  police  station  house  on  East  Twenty-ninth  street,  Borough  of  Manhat- 
tan, respectfully 

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  the  proposed  issue  to  be  unneces- 
sary, for  the  reason  that  the  present  Commissioner  of  Police  is  not  in  favor  of 
building  a new  station  house  on  East  Twenty-ninth  street. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance  be  rejected. 
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AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  an  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  in  the  sum  of  $70,000 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  means  for  the  acquisition  of  a site  known  as 
Nos.  220  to  228  East  Twenty-ninth  street,  Borough  of  Manhattan,  including 
Architects’  survey,  examination  of  title  and  preparation  of  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  precinct  station  house,  prison  and  stable,  to  be  erected  thereon. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  fol- 
lows : 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  approves  of  and  concurs  in  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  January 
15,  1904,  and  authorizes  the  Comptroller  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of 
New  York  to  the  amount  and  for  the  purposes  therein  specified: 

“Resolved,  That,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  47  of  the  Greater  New 
York  Charter,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  hereby  approves  of  the 
issue  of  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
seventy  thousand  dollars  ($70,000)  for  the  purpose  of  providing  means  for  the  ac- 
quisition of  a site  known  as  Nos.  220  to  288  East  Twenty-ninth  street,  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  including  Architects’  survey,  examination  of  title  and  preparation  of 
plans  and  specifications  for  precinct  station  house,  prison  and  stable,  to  be  erected 
thereon,  and  that  when  authority  therefor  shall  have  been  obtained  from  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  the  Comptroller  is  authorized  to  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City 
of  New  York,  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  169  of  the  Greater  New  York 
Charter  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seventy  thousand  dollars  ($70,000),  the  pro- 
ceeds whereof  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  aforesaid.”

The  Committee  on  Rules  respectfully  reports  the  following  rules  for  adoption 
by  the  Board: 


RULES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

CHAPTER  I. 

Meetings. 

1.  The  Board  shall  hold  its  regular  meetings  on  Tuesday  of  each  and  every 
month  at  1 o’clock  p.  m.,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Special  meetings,  in  addition  to  those  provided  for  in  the  Charter,  may  be  called 
(1)  by  adjournment  to  a day  fixed  at  a regular  meeting,  (2)  by  the  President  under 
his  own  hand,  or  (3)  by  a call  signed  by  twenty-five  members. 

The  Clerk  shall  issue  such  notice  to  the  members  immediately  after  the  signing 
of  a call  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  such  meeting. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  the  President. 

2.  The  President,  and,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-Chairman,  shall  take  the  chair 
at  the  hour  of  meeting.  He  shall  call  the  Board  to  order,  and,  except  in  the  ab- 
sence of  a quorum,  shall  proceed  to  business  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  these  rules. 

3.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum.  In  case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly 
conduct  in  the  lobby  or  gallery  he  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared.  He  shall  de- 
cide all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  appeal,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  On  every  appeal,  he  shall  have  the  right,  in  his  place,  to  assign  his  reasons 
for  his  decision,  allowing  the  appellant  an  opportunity  to  present  his  reasons  for 
appealing.  He  shall  appoint  all  standing  committees;  also  all  special  committees, 
unless  the  Board  shall  order  otherwise. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Vice-Chairman  he  may  substitute  any  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  chair  for  a period  not  exceeding  the  legislative  day  on  which  such 
substitution  is  made,  but  for  no  longer  period  except  by  special  consent  of  the  Board. 

4.  He  shall  assign  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms 
their  respective  duties  and  stations. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

Of  the  Vice-Chairman. 

5.  The  Vice-Chairman,  when  acting  as  President,  shall  be  invested  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  the  President. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Order  of  Business. 

6.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows:  1;  Reading  of  the  minutes.  2. 
Messages  and  papers  from  the  Mayor.  3.  Presentation  of  petitions  and  communi- 
cations. 4.  Communications  from  city,  county  and  borough  officers.  5.  Reports  of 
special  committees.  6.  Reports  of  standing  committees.  7.  Special  orders.  8. 
General  orders.  9.  Motions,  ordinances  and  resolutions  in  the  following  manner: 
“The  names  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be  called  in  alpha- 
betical order,  except  that  at  every  alternate  meeting  of  the  Board  the  names  shall 
be  called  in  reverse  order,  commencing  at  the  end  of  the  roll  and  calling  the  names 
in  succession  to  the  beginning  of  the  roll;  and  in  case  an  adjournment  shall  take 
place,  pending  the  call,  the  roll  shall,  at  the  next  meeting,  be  resumed  where  it  was 
left  off.” 

Messages  from  the  Mayor  and  communications  or  reports  from  City  or  borough 
officers  may,  however,  be  received  at  any  time.  The  Committee  on  Rules  or  the  Com- 
mittee on  Engrossed  Resolutions  and  Ordinances,  or  (when  the  report  involves  the 
right  of  a member  of  the  Board  to  his  seat)  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections 
may  likewise  meet  and  report  at  any  time.  It  shall  also  always  be  in  order  to  call  up 
for  consideration  a report  from  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Rights  and  Duties  of  Members. 

7.  A member  presenting  a paper  shall  indorse  the  same  as  follows:  If  a petition, 
memorial  or  report  to  the  Board,  with  a brief  statement  of  the  subject  of  its  con- 
tents, adding  his  name;  if  a notice  or  resolution,  with  his  name;  if  a report  of  a com- 
mittee, a statement  of  such  report,  with  the  name  of  the  committee  and  member  pre- 
senting the  same. 

8.  No  member  rising  to  debate,  make  a motion  or  report  or  present  a petition 
or  paper,  shall  proceed,  unless  in  his  place,  nor  until  he  shall  have  been  recognized 
by  the  President.  While  a member  is  speaking  no  other  member  shall  entertain 
any  private  discourse  or  disturb  another  in  his  speech  in  any  manner  whatever. 
Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  ordinance,  or  these  rules,  the  roll  shall  not  be 
called  upon  a vote  unless  two  members  demand  it. 

9.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  general  question.  No 
member  may  speak  upon  any  matter  more  than  ten  minutes  at  any  time,  except  by 
permission  of  the  Board. 
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10.  A member  desiring  to  be  excused  from  voting  or  to  explain  his  vote,  may, 
when  his  name  is  called,  make  a brief  statement,  not  ocupying  more  than  five  min- 
utes, of  the  reasons  for  matcing  such  request,  or  for  voting  in  the  manner  he  does. 
If  he  make  a request  to  be  excused,  the  question  of  excusing  him  shall  then  be  taken 
without  debate  by  a vote  without  a roll  call,  and  if  his  request  be  not  granted  he 
must  vote. 

11.  In  case  a less  number  than  a quorum  shall  convene,  those  present  are 
authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  any  other  person  for  the  absent 
members. 

12.  In  all  cases  of  absence  of  members  during  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  or  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  of  the  Board,  the  members  present  may  take  such 
measures  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and,  in  addition  to  suspension  for  a given 
period,  may  inflict  such  censure  as  they  may  deem  just  on  those  who  shall  not  render 
sufficient  excuse.  No  member  shall  leave  during  a meeting  without  permission  of 
the  President  of  the  Board. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Clerk. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  have  the  journals  containing  the  pro- 
ceedings of  each  meeting  printed  and  copies  thereof  and  of  the  calendar  in  the  next 
paragraph  referred  to  placed  on  the  files  oi  and  mailed  to  the  President  and  other 
members  within  five  days  after  such  meeting;  also  to  have  the  proposed  ordinances, 
resolutions  and  other  documents  placed  on  the  files  of  the  President  and  other  mem- 
bers in  the  order  of  their  numbers.  All  reports  of  committees  submitted  shall  con- 
stitute a part  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

14.  He  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  for  each  meeting  a list  in  detail  of 
all  matters  ready  for  consideration  at  such  meeting.  Said  list  shall  be  known  as  the 
Calendar  and  shall  include  all  vetoes,  messages  from  the  Mayor  and  other  City  and 
Borough  officials  and  departments  that  have  been  laid  over  for  future  consideration, 
special  orders  and  general  orders,  and  any  other  matters  which  have  been  presented 
to  the  Board  and  which  remain  undetermined.  In  case  any  matters  on  the  calendar 
of  a particular  meeting  are  not  acted,  upon,  they  shall  be  continued  upon  the  calendar 
of  the  next  meeting  and  of  each  succeeding  meeting,  in  their  order,  until  finally  dis- 
posed of.  The  calendar  shall  state,  in  regard  to  any  ordinance  or  resolution,  the 
vote  required  to  pass  it,  and  if  it  be  a matter  referred  to  in  section  48  of  the  Charter, 
then  also  the  day  when  the  time  limitation  in  said  section  contained  will  expire.  He 
shall  place  copies  of  the  calendar  on  calendar  files  on  the  desks  of  the  members  and 
keep  copies  on  file  in  his  office,  the  same  as  other  documents.  He  shall  also  see  that 
all  proposed  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  acted  upon  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  reported  and  stand  upon  the  calendar,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Board  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
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15.  The  certificate  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  be  attached  to  every  proposed 
ordinance  or  resolution,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  has  been  duly  passed  or  is  deemed 
to  have  been  duly  passed  by  a vote,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of 
The  City  of  New  York,  and  he  shall  transmit  the  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution 
by  message  to  the  Mayor. 

16.  He  shall  transmit  to  the  proper  authorities  all  ordinances  or  resolutions  re- 
quired by  the  Charter  to  be  acted  upon  by  other  officers  or  departments  of  the  Municipal 
Government  before  being  passed  by  the  Board. 

17.  He  shall  keep  index  records  convenient  for  reference  of  all  ordinances,  resolu- 
tions, petitions  and  other  matters  introduced  in  or  presented  to  the  Board. 

18.  He  shall  prepare  and  furnish  to  each  member,  in  printed  form,  copies  of  the 
regular  rules  of  the  Board. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Duties  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Assistant  Sergeants-at-Arms. 

19.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Assistant  Sergeants-at-Arms,  except  when  absent 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of 
the  Board,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  shall  aid  in  enforcing  order  on 
the  floor,  in  the  gallery,  in  the  lobbies,  and  in  the  rooms  adjoining  the  Aldermanic 
Chamber,  and  also  see  that  no  person  remains  on  the  floor  unless  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  same.  They  shall  also  discharge  such  other  duties  as  are  directed 
by  the  President. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Committees  and  Their  Duties. 

20.  The  standing  committees  shall  be  as  follows — 

To  consist  of  nine  members  each:  Finance,  Law  and  Legislation,  Railroads, 

Bridges  and  Tunnels,  Streets,  Highways  and  Sewers,  Docks  and  Ferries,  Water 
Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity,  Parks,  and  Salaries  and  Offices. 

To  consist  of  seven  members  each:  Affairs  of  Boroughs,  Rules,  Public  Build- 
ings and  Markets,  Public  Education,  Public  Health,  Penal  Institutions,  Public  Chari- 
ties, Privileges  and  Elections,  Police,  Street  Cleaning,  Buildings,  Fire,  Public  Print- 
ing, Printed  and  Engrossed  Ordinances  and  Resolutions,  and  Public  Letting. 

21.  Committees  shall  report,  in  writing,  on  all  matters  referred  to  them,  with  a 
brief  statement  of  facts  and  their  opinion  in  relation  thereto,  and  a resolution  or  or- 
dinance proposing  the  necessary  action  by  the  Board.  The  report  itself  shall  not  be 
subject  to  amendment.  Every  report  shall  state  the  time  when  the  subject  matter 
of  such  report  was  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Board,  and  the  action,  if  any, 
taken  by  the  committee  pursuant  to  any  instructions  of  the  Board.  Every  report 
shall  lay  over  until  the  next  regular  meeting,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a ma- 
jority vote  of  all  the  members  present. 
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22.  It  shah  require  a three-fourths  vote  of  all  the  members  present  to  discharge 
a committee  from  further  consideration  of  any  matter  referred  to  such  committee. 
No  matter  that  has  been  referred  to  a committee  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board 
until  the  committee  has  reported  thereon  or  has  been  dischargd.  A committee, 
however,  to  whom  there  shall  have  been  referred  any  such  matter  as  is  specified  in  sec- 
tion 48  of  the  Charter,  or  any  matter  in  regard  to  which  any  law  or  ordinance  fixes 
a time  limit,  for  the  consideration  thereof  by  the  Board,  shall  at  the  last  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  preceding  the  expiration  of  such  time  limit,  be  deemed  to  be 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  thereof.  A committee  which  shall  have 
been  instructed  to  report  at  a certain  meeting  shall  be  deemed  to  be  discharged  from 
further  consideration  of  the  matter  referred  to  it  unless  it  shall  report  at  such  meet- 
ing or  shall  receive  from  the  Board  a further  extension  of  time  to  report. 

(Take  in  section  48  of  the  Charter.) 

CHAPTER  IX. 

. The  Introduction  and  Passage  of  Ordinances  and  Resolutions. 

23.  All  enactments  shall  be  by  ordinance,  so  far  as  practicable. 

24.  Every  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  introduced  shall,  on  its  introduc- 
tion, be  referred  by  the  President  to  a standing  or  special  committee  to  consider  and 
report  thereon  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

25.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  unfinished  business,  known  respectively  as 
General  Orders  and  Special  Order.  All  motions,  resolutions,  ordinances,  reports 
of  committees,  etc.,  not  finally  disposed  of  on  the  legislative  day  introduced,  shall 
be  placed  ,on  the  list  of  General  Orders,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

26.  The  list  of  General  Orders  shall  be  prepared  in  the  numerical  order  of  their 
introduction.  Each  Alderman,  in  his  alphabetical  turn,  may  call  up  two  general 
orders. 

27.  Any  ordinance  or  resolution  may  upon  introduction  be  immediately  con- 
sidered, provided  such  action  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 
An  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  character  referred  to  in  section  30  of  the  Charter 
shall  not  be  so  immediately  considered  except  by  unanimous  consent.  Other  ordi- 
nances or  resolutions  shall  not  be  so  immediately  considered  except  by  the  con- 
sent of  a majority  of  the  members  present.  In  the  event  that  immediate  considera- 
tion is  proper,  the  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  be  read  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  amendment  and  debate  before  being  adopted. 

(Take  in  Section  30  of  the  Charter.) 

28.  When  a special  order  is  under  consideration  it  shall  take  precedence  of  any 
other  special  order  set  for  a subsequent  hour  of  the  same  day,  but  such  other 
special  order  may  be  taken  up  immediately  after  the  previous  special  order  has 
been  disposed  of.  Any  such  matter  as  is  specified  in  section  48  of  the  Charter  shall 
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at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  time 
limit  in  said  section  contained  be  deemed  to  be  a special  order  and  shall  take  prece- 
dence of  all  other  special  orders.  Such  matters  among  themselves  shall  take  prece- 
dence according  to  their  order  of  introduction. 

29.  When  any  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  requiring  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds,  three-fourths,  four-fifths  or  five-sixths  of  the  members,  as  provided  in  the 
Charter  is  under  consideration,  such  concurrence  shall  not  be  requisite  except  on  the 
question  of  its  final  passage. 

(Take  in  section  39  of  the  Charter.) 

30.  All  proposed  ordinances  and  resolutions  may  be  reconsidered  by  a vote  of  the 
majority  of  all  the  members  present  and  voting;  nor  shall  any  proposed  ordinance  or 
resolution  be  referred  to  a special  committee  with  power  to  report  complete,  unless^ 
such  proposed  ordinance  or  resolution  has  previously  been  read  through  and  con- 
sidered by  sections. 

All  ordinances  introduced  shall  be  in  writing.  Ordinances  which  are  amendatory 
of  or  repeal  any  existing  law,  code  or  ordinance,  or  any  part  of  either  thereof,  shall 
contain  in  parenthesis  the  part  amended  or  repealed,  and  shall  have  the  new  part  which 
is  to  be  inserted  marked  by  underscoring.  When  the  ordinance  is  printed  in  the 
minutes  the  new  part  shall  be  in  italics  instead  of  underscored. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Motions  and  Their  Precedence. 

31.  When  a question  is  before  the  Board,  only  the  following  motions  shall  be 
received,  and  such  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  stated  here,  viz.:  (1)  for 
an  adjournment;  (2)  for  a call  of  the  Board;  (3)  to  lay  on  the  table;  (4)  for  the 
previous  question;  (5)  to  postpone  indefinitely;  (6)  to  postpone  to  a day  certain;  (7) 
to  refer ; (8j  to  amend. 

The  motion  to  adjourn,  or  for  a call  of  the  Board,  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order.  Upon  motions  not  debatable 
no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  explain  his  vote  or  give  his  reasons  for  asking  to  be 
excused. 

32.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the  President  or  any 
member  of  the  Board,  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  and  read  before  the  same,  shall  be  de- 
bated; any  motion  may,  by  general  consent,  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision 
or  amendment. 

If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  a member  may  have  the  same 
divided,  provided  the  sense  will  admit  thereof. 

A motion  to  postpone,  commit  or  refer,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  debate 
of  the  main  question. 

33 
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When  a blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  and  time  shall  be  proposed,  the 
question  shall  be  first  taken  on  the  highest  sum  and  the  longest  time. 

33.  When  a question  has  once  been  put  and  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  of  the  Board  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof ; but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  the 
proposed  ordinance,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment,  or  motion  upon  which 
the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Board ; nor  shall  any 
motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the 
vote  was  takeii,  or  on  the  legislative  day  next  succeeding.  But  when  a proposed  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  shall  have  been  recalled  from  the  Mayor,  a motion  for  reconsidera- 
tion may  be  made  at  any  time  thereafter,  and  all  resolutions  recalling  a proposed  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  from  the  Mayor  shall  be  regarded  as  privileged.  No  vote  shall 
be  reconsidered  upon  either  of  the  following  motions : 

To  adjourn. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

34.  When  a roll  call  shall  have  been  ordered,  the  absentees  shall  not  be  called 
more  than  once  on  the  same  motions  unless  requested  by  at  least  five  members. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

Questions  of  Order. 

^5.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

When  the  reading  of  a paper  (other  than  a petition)  is  called  for,  and  the  same 
is  objected  to  by  any  member  of  the  Board,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a vote  with- 
out debate. 

36.  When  a point  of  order  is  raised,  the  member  speaking  shall  take  his  seat 
until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not.  Every  ques- 
tion of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  any  member 
of  the  Board.  No  second  appeal  shall  be  determined  until  the  original  appeal  shall 
have  been  decided.  If  a member  shall  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the 
gvords  excepted  to  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing  by  the  Clerk. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Attendance  of  Quorum — Call  of  the  Board. 

37.  If  at  any  time  during  a session  a question  shall  be  raised  by  any  member  of 
the  Board  as  to  the  presence  of  a quorum,  the  presiding  officer  shall  forthwith  direct 
the  Clerk  to  call  the  roll,  and  shall  announce  the  result,  and  such  proceeding  shall  be 
without  debate;  but  no  member,  while  speaking,  shall  be  interrupted  by  raising  the 
question  of  a lack  of  a quorum,  and  the  question  as  to  the  presence  of  a quorum 
shall  not  be  raised  oftener  than  once  in  every  hour,  unless  the  lack  of  a quorum 
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shall  be  disclosed  upon  aTrdll  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes.  Whenever,  upon  a roll  call,' 
any  member  who  is  upon  the  floor  of  the  Aldermanic  Chamber  refuses  to  make  re- 
sponse when  his  name  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer,  either 
upon  his  own  motion,  or  upon  the  suggestion  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  to  re- 
quest the  member  so  remaining  silent  to  respond  to  his  name,  and  if  such  member 
fails  to  do  so  the  fact  of  such  request  and  the  refusal  shall  be  entered  in  the  journal, 
and  such  member  shall  be  counted  as  present  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  a 
quorum. 

38.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  attendance  of  members  a call  of  the  Board 
may  be  ordered  at  any  time,  but  such  call  shall  not  be  in  order  when  the  voting  on  any 
question  has  begun,  unless  it  shall  appear  upon  an  actual  count  by  the  President  that  a 
quorum  is  not  present. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

- 

Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

39.  The  roll  call  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  alphabetical  order,  except  that  the  Presi- 
dents of  the  Boroughs,  the  Vice-Chairman  and  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  be 
called  last,  and  in  the  following  order : 

.President  of  the  Borough  of  Richmond,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Queens,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  President 
of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  the  Vice-Chairman,  and  the  President  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  be  called  by  their  respective  titles  instead  of  by  their  names. 

40.  Whenever  a claim  is  referred  to  a committee,  and  the  committee  reports  that 
the  claim  ought  not  to  be  allowed,  and  the  report  is  adopted  by  the  Board,  it  shall 
not  be  in  order  to  move  to  take  the  papers  from  the  files  for  the  purpose  of  subsequent 
introduction,  unless  the  claimants  shall  present  a memorial  for  that  purpose,  stating  in 
what  manner  the  committee  has  erred  in  its  report,  or  that  new  evidence  has  been  dis- 
covered since  the  report,  and  setting  forth  the  same  in  the  memorial. 

41.  The  following  persons  only  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  Aldermanic 
Chamber  during  its  sessions : 

1.  The  Mayor,  his  Private  Secretary  and  Chief  Clerk. 

2.  Heads  of  Departments  and  their  Deputies. 

3.  Reporters  of  the  Public  Press. 

4.  Persons  in  the  exercise  of  an  official  duty  directly  connected  with  the  business 
of  the  Board. 

5.  Such  other  persons  as  may  by  resolution  be  granted  the  courtesy  of  admission 
to  the  floor. 

6.  Members  may  by  card  admit  persons  to  that  part  of  the  Chamber  in  the  rear 
of  the  railing,  former  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  Municipal  Assembly  to 
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be  admitted  without  card.  No  such  privilege  shall,  however,  extend  beyond  the  legisla- 
tive day  for  which  it  is  given. 

42.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  “Jefferson’s  Manual”  shall 
govern  the  Board  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  Board. 

43.  A rule  of  the  Board  may  be  altered,  suspended  or  rescinded,  or  a new  rule 
may  be  added,  by  a three-fifths  vote  of  all  the  members,  and  not  otherwise.  A motion 
to  suspend,  alter  or  rescind  any  rule  or  to  add  a new  rule,  shall  not  be  in  order  with- 
out a three-fifths  vote  of  the  Board,  unless  one  week’s  previous  notice  in  writing  shall 
have  been  given,  specifying  the  purpose  of  the  proposed  suspension,  alteration,  recession 
or  addition.

Alderman  Meyers  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Resolved,  That  chapter  8,  section  21,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “lay” 
in  the  last  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  “lie.” 

Which  was  adopted. 

Alderman  Meyers  moved  that  section  21  be  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  “majority”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the. words  “two-thirds.” 

Which  was  lost. 

Alderman  Goodman  moved  that  the  second  paragraph  of  Rule  1,  chapter  1,  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  ‘‘ twenty-five,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  “fifteen.” 

The  Vice-Chairman  put  the  question  whether  the  Board  would  agree  with  said 
motion.

Alderman  Wirth  moved  that  the  second  paragraph  of  Rule  1,  chapter  1,  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “twenty-five”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  “twenty.” 
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Alderman  Doull  raised  the  point  of  order  that  inasmuch  as  it  was  substantially 
the  same  motion  as  that  made  by  Alderman  Goodman,  it  was  a dilatory  motion  and 
out  of  order. 

The  Vice-Chairman  ruled  that  Alderman  Doull’s  point  of  order  was  well  taken. 

Alderman  Wirth  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  chair. 

The  Vice-Chairman  then  put  the  question  “Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand 
as  the  decision  of  this  Board?”

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks 
in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  fol- 
lows: 

First.  Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  of  any 
building  or  lot  (a  lot  meaning  25  front  feet  or  fraction  thereof)  of  ground  in  The 
City  of  New  York  shall  within  four  hours  after  the  fall  of  any  snow,  and  within 
four  hours  after  the  forming  of  any  ice  on  the  sidewalk  or  in  the  gutter  in  the  front 
of  any  such  building  or  lot,  remove  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  from  such 
sidewalk  or  gutter  under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  such  neglect,  to  be 
paid  by  the  said  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  severally 
and  respectively;  but  where  said  snow  falls  or  ice  forms  between  the  hours  of 
eight  o’clock  in  the  evening  and  five  o’clock  in  the  morning,  this  ordinance  will  be 
complied  with  by  removing  or  causing  the  same  to  be  removed  before  nine  o’clock  in 
the  morning. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  streets  or  avenues  in  The  City 
of  New  York  which  have  not  been  curbed,  guttered  or  flagged. 

Second.  In  case  the  ice  or  snow  on  the  sidewalk  shall  be  so  congealed  that  it 
cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavement,  the.  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occu- 
pant or  person  having  charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  as  aforesaid  shall, 
within  the  time  specified  in  the  last  preceding  section,  cause  the  sidewalk  opposite 
his,  her  or  their  premises  to  be  strewn  with  ashes  or  sand  under  the  penalty  of  one 
dollar,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge 
thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

Third.  All  ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  and  of  the  former  municipal 
and  public  corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York,  inconsistent  or 
conflicting  herewith  in  penalty  or  otherwise,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Fourth.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

In  the  Matter  of  the  Petition  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway 

Company. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

The  petition  of  the  New  York,  Westchester,  and  Boston  Railway  Company  re- 
spectfully shows: 

First — That  it  is  a domestic  corporation  duly  organized  and  existing  under  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating,  by 
electrical  or  other  motive  power  authorized  by  law,  a four-track  railroad  of  the 
standard  gauge,  to  be  built  upon  and  through  a private  right  of  way  acquired,  or  to  be 
acquired,  by  the  company,  and  upon  and  along  a main  route  and  branch  line  as  herein- 
after described. 

Second — That  said  petitioner  has  duly  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  law 
affecting  its  incorporation,  organization  and  authority  to  construct  and  operate  its  said 
railroad,  and  has  duly  and  in  accordance  with  law  adopted,  fixed  and  designated  the 
route  of  the  main  line  and  branch  lines  of  its  said  railroad  and  is  lawfully  authorized 
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to  construct  and  operate  the  same  along  said  main  route  and  branch  lines,  as  follows, 
to  wit : 

“Beginning  at  a point  near  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  line  of  Lincoln  avenue 
and  the  north  shore  line  of  the  Harlem  river,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  and  running  thence  in  a northerly,  easterly  and  northeasterly  direc- 
tion through  the  said  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  as  hereinafter  more  specifically  described, 
and  the  cities,  towns  and  villages  of  West  Farms,  Westchester,  Bay  Chester,  Pelham 
Manor,  Pelham,  New  Rochelle,  Larchmont,  Mamaroneck,  Rye  and  Portchester  to  the 
boundary  line  between  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  State  of  Connecticut,  with  a 
branch  line  leaving  said  main  line  at  or  near  Bay  Chester  and  running  through  the 
towns,  villages  and  cities  of  Wakefield,  Mount  Vernon,  Alameda  Park,  Fairview  Park, 
Tuckahoe,  Arthur  (Manor  and  Scarsdale  to  White  Plains,  and  with  another  branch  line 
leaving  said  main  line  at  or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Bronx  Park,  and  running 
thence  southeasterly  to  the  East  river  at  Clason- s Point,  and  running  thence  norther- 
ly and  crossing  Westchester  creek  to  Ferris  avenue,  and  thence  northeasterly  and  ap- 
proximately parallel  to  the  east  shore  line  of  the  East  river  to  and  across  Fort 
Schuyler  road;  thence  easterly  and  southeasterly  to  and  around  a loop  upon  Throgg’s 
Neck  on  the  East  river. 

That  the  portions  of  the  said  main  route  and  branches  of  the  said  railroad  falling 
within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  .are  shown  upon  a map  of  the  location 
thereof,  which  is  annexed  hereto  and  made  a part  of  this  petition,  upon  which  the  route 
of  the  main  line  and  branch  line  of  the  said  railroad  and  the  points  of  intersection  of 
the  streets  crossed  are  approximately  indicated  by  a broken  red  line. 

Third — That  the  route  of  the  said  railroad  and  of  the  said  branch  thereof  within 
the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  intersects  the  following  streets  and  avenues  in 
said  City  of  New  York,  said  crossings  and  intersections  to  be  either  above  or  below 
grade  as  may  be  lawfully  determined,  to  wit:

East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
eighth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and 
Fortieth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Forty-first  street,  all  between  the  easterly  side 
of  the  Southern  Boulevard  and  the  westerly  side  of  the-  avenue  or  avenues  lying  next 
to  the  eastward  of  the  said  Southern  Boulevard;  thence  northerly  and  crossing  the 
Southern  Boulevard  or  a part  thereof,  East  One  Hundred  and  Forty-second  street  and

Seventy-seventh  street  and  Boston  Post  road,  and  such  parts  of  Boston  Post  road  and 
East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  ta 
effect  a junction  or  connection  with  any  other  railroad  line  whether  running  upon,  above 
or  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  running  thence  easterly  crossing  Boston  Post  road 
and  Bronx  street  to  and  crossing  the  Bronx  river;  thence  northerly  to  and  crossing 
East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth  street,  Lebanon  street  and  East  One  Hundred  and 
Eightieth  street,  all  between  said  Bronx  river  and  Bronx  Park  avenue,  to  or  near  the 
southeast  corner  of  Bronx  Park;  thence  running  northerly  crossing  Bronx  Park  ave- 
nue diagonally  and  thence  northerly  approximately  parallel  to  the  easterly  line  of 
Bronx  Park  to  and  crossing  Union  Port  road  at  a point  approximately  twelve  hundred 
and  ninety-five  (1,195)  feet  west  of  its  intersection  with  Morris  Park  avenue;  thence 
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running  northerly  crossing  Sagamore  street  to  and  crossing  Bear  Swamp  road  at  a point 
approximately  three  hundred  and  seventy  (370)  feet  east  of  its  intersection  with  Union 
Port  road;  thence  to  and  crossing  Bronx  and  Pelham  Parkway  at  a point  approx- 
imately eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  (1,850)  feet  west  of  its  intersection  with  Williams- 
bridge  road;  thence  northerly  to  and  crossing  Williamsbridge  road  at  a point  approx- 
imately twelve  hundred  (1,200)  feet  west  of  its  intersection  with  Bronx  and  Pelham 
Parkway;  thence  northerly  to  and  crossing  Saw  Mill  lane  at  a point  approximately 
fourteen  hundred  and  eighty  (1,480)  feet  east  of  its  intersection  with  Williamsbridge 
road ; thence  northerly  crossing  East  Chester  road  at  or  near  its  intersection  with  Syra- 
cuse avenue ; thence  northerly  crossing  Syracuse  avenue,  Birch  street,  Cedar  street,  Oak 
street,  Walnut  street,  Chestnut  street  and  Ash  street,  all  between  Syracuse  avenue  and 
Kingston  avenue,  to  and  crossing  Reed  lane  at  a point  approximately  nine  hundred 
(900)  feet  east  of  its  intersection  with  the  Boston  Post  road;  thence  northerly,  crossing 
diagonally  Chestnut  avenue,  Walnut  avenue  and  Oak  street  or  avenue  to  and  across 
East  Chester  Landing  road  and  to  the  boundary  line  between  The  City  of  New  York 
and  Westchester  County.

Point  road,  crossing  Westchester  avenue,  and  thence  running  approximately  parallel  to 
Clauson’s  Point  road  and  to  the  eastward  thereof  to  the  East  river  at  Clauson’s  Point ; 
thence  northerly  crossing  Westchester  creek  to  and  crossing  Ferris  avenue  at  a point 
approximately  fifty-two  hundred  (5,200)  feet  southeast  of  its  intersection  with  the

AN  ORDINANCE  Granting  the  Assent  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  the  New 
York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  to  Construct,  Maintain 
and  Operate  Its  Road  Across  Certain  Streets. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

That  the  assent  of  The  City  of  New  York  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  granted 
and  given  to  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  a domestic 
corporation  created  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its  railroad  across  the  following  named 
streets,  avenues  and  highways,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  either  above  or  below  the  grade  thereof  as  may  be  lawfully  determined, 
namely: 

Across  Lincoln  avenue  diagonally,  between  the  Harlem  river  and  the  Southern 
Boulevard;  across  Alexander  avenue,  Willis  avenue,  Brown  place,  Brook  avenue  and 
St.  Ann’s  avenue;  across  the  Southern  Boulevard  at  two  places  between  Willis  ave- 
nue and  Brown  place;  across  Brown  place  and  Brook  avenue,  between  the  Southern

Guttenburg  street  and  Westchester  avenue;  across  Home  street,  Freeman  street, 
Boone  street,  West  Farms  road  and  Jennings  avenue;  across  East  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy-second  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-third  street,  East  One 
Hundred  and  Seventy-fourth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-sixth  street  and 
Rodman  place,  and  across  West  Farms  road  near  its  intersection  with  East  One

In  connection  herewith  Alderman  Goodman  submitted  the  following  minority 
report: 

New  York,  February  9, 1904. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  undersigned,  a member  of  the  Railroad  Committee,  dissents  from  the  con- 
clusions and  recommendations  of  the  majority  of  said  committee  in  the  matter  of  the 
application  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company;  and 
therefore  presents  the  following  minority  report: 
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It  is  quite  evident  that  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx 
are  practically  unanimous  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  grant  and  demand  favorable 
action  on  the  part  of  the  City  authorities  on  the  pending  petition  of  the  New  York 
and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company.  The  Borough  of  The  Bronx  is  admittedly  the 
most  interested,  and  therefore  is  vitally  affected  by  the  proposed  railroad  facilities. 
The  residents  thereof  are  surely  entitled  to  and  should  receive  the  relief  that  can 
most  promptly  and  satisfactorily  be  afforded  them.  If  the  principle  and  benefits  of 
home  rule  are  to  be  considered  and  applied,  the  recommendation  of  the  majority  of 
the  Railroad  Committee  should  not  be  concurred  in  by  this  Board. 

At  any  rate,  no  action  should  be  taken  on  said  recommendation  until  a public 
hearing  has  been  had  on  the  petition  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company,  which  petition  has  been  received  and  duly  referred  to  our  Railroad  Com- 
mittee for  such  purpose. 

Furthermore,  there  is  no  justice  or  warrant  in  hasty  action  on  the  report  of  the 
committee,  in  view  of  the  period  of  time  that  was  allowed  to  pass  without  action,  in 
the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  presented 
to  and  for  many  months  allowed  to  remain  unconsidered  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  1902-1903. 

In  addition  to  the  reasons  above,  the  fact  must  not  and  cannot  be  disregarded 
that  the  company  which  the  committee  desires  to  favor  is  not  prepared  to  proceed 
with  the  work  of  construction;  and  in  view  of  the  many  details  necessary  that  may 
entail  litigation  and  cause  loss  of  time,  it  would  be  unwise  and  imprudent  for  this 
Board  to  act  affirmatively  on  the  pending  report.  Such  action  would  prove  detri- 
mental to  all  interests  concerned. 

The  reverse  conditions,  we  are  assured,  exist  and  would  prevail  in  the  case  of  the 
other  applicant. 

It  is  asserted — and  it  has  not  been  contradicted — that  with  the  consent  of  this 
Board  the  said  Company  is  prepared,  willing  and  desirous  to  proceed  with  construc- 
tion and  operation  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

An  important  feature  which  we  must  not  overlook  is  the  contention  that  the 
New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  has  forfeited  its  rights;  and 
therefore  has  no  legal  existence.  Hence  it  behooves  us  to  ask  and  obtain  from  the 
Counsel  to  the  Corporation  an  opinion  on  this  vital  question. 

Furthermore,  upon  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  last  year  will  be 
found  a communication  from  the  Mayor,  in  which  it  is  suggested  that  a grant  of  the 
character  of  those  now  pending  should  provide  for  some  direct  compensation  to  the 
City.  Such  suggestion  certainly  merits  some  consideration  on  the  part  of  this  Board.

MESSAGES  FROM  HIS  HONOR  THE  MAYOR,  RESUMED. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  message  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor:

City  of  New  York — Office  of  the  Mayor,  { 

February  9,  1904.  ) 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

By  the  death  of  the  Hon.  William  C.  Whitney  The  City  of  New  York  has  suf- 
fered a loss  so  great  that  I feel  an  obligation  to  address  to  your  Honorable  Board 
a few  words  of  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the  City. 

To  the  splendid  gifts  which  he  had  from  nature  was  added  .an  exceptional  train- 
ing, fitting  him  to  render  signal  services  to  the  City  and  to  the  Nation. 

It  is  our  privilege  to  testify  to  the  loyal  and  unselfish  employment  of  these 
qualities  whenever  a public  service  was  to  be  done.  He  was  a type  of  the  best 
citizenship.  He  filled  many  stations  in  professional,  business  and  public  life,  and 
left  in  each  an  impress  of  his  personal  force. 

By  The  City  of  New  York  he  will  be  remembered  as  its  Corporation  Counsel 
from  1875  to  1882.  It  may  be  said  that  this  period  marked  the  beginning  of  the  City 
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of  to-day,  and  his  wise  counsel  and  virile  administration  had  a large  part  in  its 
progress  and  growth  within  conservative  lines.  Many  of  the  legislative  measures 
passed  for  the  protection  of  the  City  originated  with  him. 

His  vigilant  attention  to  the  City’s  interests  in  the  courts  helped  to  a settlement 
of  questions  of  large  municipal  importance,  and  while  it  is  nearly  a quarter  of  a 
century  since  the  City  lost  his  services  as  Counsel,  the  traditions  of  Mr.  Whitney’s 
administration  still  live  in  the  esteem  of  his  successors  and  of  the  bench  and  bar. 

I would  respectfully  recommend  that  this  meeting  be  made  the  occasion  to  show 
a mark  of  respect  for  his  memory  and  to  record  the  grateful  sense  of  The  City  of 
New  York  for  his  many  eminent  services.

Gentlemen — I would  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  in  addition  to  the 
matters  stated  by  me  in  my  recent  communication  asking  that  the  compensation  of  the 
Stenographer  of  the  County  Court  be  fixed  at  an  annual  salary  instead  of  on  a per  diem 
basis,  the  following : 

The  business  of  the  County  Court  has  been  increasing  rapidly,  and  in  addition  to 
the  regular  trial  terms  a motion  term  is  held  by  me  on  each  Saturday  of  the  year  except 
during  the  month  of  August.  At  this  motion  term  equity  cases  are  tried,  and  it  has 
been  the  practice  at  those  terms  for  counsel  to  furnish  a stenographer  of  their  own  and 
pay  him  themselves.  This  is  unsatisfactory  for  the  reason  that  such  stenographers  may 
or  may  not  be  competent,  and  I have  determined  that  it  is  necessary  for  my  own  pro- 
tection to  have  my  official  stenographer  present  at  each  of  those  terms.  On  the 
per  diem  basis  this  will  add  $690  to  the  stenographer’s  compensation  each  year. 

This  sum  added  to  the  amount  paid  last  year  for  per  diem  services  and  disburse- 
ments would  exceed  the  sum  of  $2,200  per  year. 

From  the  present  condition  of  my  trial  term  calendar  it  seems  probable  that  an 
additional  trial  term  will  have  to  be  held  this  year.  This  would  bring  the  sum  paid  for 
that  service  up  to  the  salary  I have  asked  to  be  fixed. 

The  appointment  I have  made  was  taken  from  the  State  Civil  Service  list  of 
stenographers  eligible  to  appointment  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  appointee  stood  at 
the  head  of  the  list  in  the  Second  Judicial  Department.

2.  Chief  Engineer  of  steamboat  Patrol  from  $1,140  to  $1,500  and  Assistant  En- 
gineer of  steamboat  Patrol  from  $900  to  $1,320  per  annum.  You  ask  for  comparative 
statement  of  salaries  paid  employees  in  similar  positions.  Investigation  shows  that  the 
United  States  Quartermaster’s  Department,  U.  S.  A.,  and  Fall  River  Line  pay  Chief 
Engineer  $1,500  per  annum,  including  food  and  quarters ; the  Department  of  Docks  and 
Ferries  $1,500  no  food  or  quarters;  Department  of  Charities,  $1,600,  food  dnd  quarters 
supplied.  The  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York  has  a detailed  Foreman 
receiving  full  salary,  $1,400,  which,  of  course,  cannot  be  compared  to  prevailing  rate  of 
wages.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  steamboat  Patrol  has  no  food  or  quarters  supplied. 

For  Assistant  Engineer  the  United  States  Quartermaster’s  Department  and  Fall 
River  Line  pay  $900  per  annum,  with  food  and  quarters  supplied;  the  Department  of 
Charities,  $1,250,  with  food  and  quarters  supplied.  The  Assistant  Engineer  of  the 
steamboat  Patrol  has  no  food  or  quarters  supplied. 

From  this  it  will  appear  that  the  increase  for  salaries  of  Chief  Engineer  from  $1,140 
to  $1,500,  and  of  Assistant  Engineer  from  $900  to  $1,320  will  yet  bring  them  within  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  for  such  positions,  and  it  is  urgently  requested  that  the  Board 
or  Estimate  and  Apportionment  will  give  this  matter  favorable  consideration.

Andrew  Haswell  Green — A Memorial  Address  Given  at  the  Request  of  The  City  of 
New  York,  by  Henry  Mitchell  MacCracken,  December  30,  1903,  in  the  City 
Hall,  Published  by  The  City  of  New  York. 

PREFATORY  STATEMENT. 

Andrew  Haswell  Green  died  upon  Thursday,  November  12,  1903.  Eariy  in  Decem- 
ber the  Mayor  of  New  York  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  New  York  appointed  a 
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memorial  service  to  be  held  the  30th  of  December,  1903.  An  invitation  was  issued  after 
the  following  form: 

The  honor  of  your  presence  is  requested  at  the  services  to  be  held  by  the  City  of 
New  York  in  memory  of  the  late  Andrew  H.  Green,  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday, 
the  30th  of  December,  1903,  at  3 o’clock,  in  the  Aldermanic  Chamber  of  the  City  Hall. 

Committee  of  Arrangements — Jacob  A.  Cantor,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Man- 
hattan, Chairman;  J.  Edward  Swanstrom,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn; 
Joseph  Cassidy,  President  of  the  Borough  of  Queens;  Alderman  James  H.  Mclnnes; 
Louis  F.  Haffen,  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx;  George  Cromwell,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Borough  of  Richmond;  Alderman  John  T.  McCall. 

Upon  the  day  appointed  the  flags  over  the  City  Hall  were  draped  in  morning;  the 
Aldermanic  Chamber  was  hung  with  heavy  black  cloth  edged  with  a deep  black  silk 
fringe  and  looped  against  the  walls  with  bows  of  black  and  purple  ribbon.  The  Coat 
of  Arms  of  the  City  was  suspended  above  the  presiding  officer’s  chair  and  draped  in 
black  and  purple.  This  chair  and  the  desks  were  draped  and  the  eastern'  windows 
entirely  hidden  in  black  draperies.  A full  length  portrait  in  oil  of  Andrew  Haswell 
Green  recently  completed,  at  the  order  of  the  City,  was  placed  at  the  south  end  of  the 
Clerk’s  desk.  The  chairs  in  the  Chamber  were  occupied  by  a distinguished  company  of 
citizens,  who  were  present  by  special  invitation. 

At  a few  minutes  past  three  o’clock  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
Honorable  Jacob  Aaron  Cantor;  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Honorable 
Charles  V.  Fornes;  the  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Honorable  James 
H.  Mclnnes,  together  with  the  chaplains  of  the  day,  folowed  by  the  Mayor  of  New 
York,  the  Honorable  Seth  Low,  and  the  speaker  of  the  day,  Doctor  Henry  Mitchell 
MacCracken,  Chancellor  of  New  York  University,  entered  the  Aldermanic  Chamber. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  introduced  the  Mayor  as  the 
officer  called  to  preside  over  the  service.  The  Mayor,  taking  the  chair,  spoke  as 
follows : 

“We  are  here  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  Andrew  H.  Green  in  grateful  recognition 
of  the  obligations  under  which  he  laid  the  city  by  many  services  during  his  long  life. 
As  far  as  I have  been  able  to  learn  this  is  the  first  occasion,  at  any  rate  it  is  the  first 
occasion  in  very  many  years,  that  such  ceremonies  have  been  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  city,  and  this  circumstance  indicates  how  deeply  the  city  was  moved  by  the 
taking  off  of  this  good  man  without  a moment’s  notice.” 

The  invocation  was  offered  by  the  Reverend  Doctor  Leighton  Williams. 

The  Mayor  thereupon  introduced  Chancellor  MacCracken,  who  delivered  the 
memorial  address. 

In  the  absence  of  Bishop  Henry  C.  Potter,  who  had  consented  to  pronounce  the 
benediction  but  had  been  confined  to  his  house  by  an  accident,  the  service  was  closed 
by  the  Reverend  Archdeacon  George  F.  Nelson,  his  representative. 
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MEMORIAL  ADDRESS. 

A ruling  passion  of  Andrew  H.  Green  was  this  city  of  ours.  In  his  early  teens 
he  became  the  lover  of  this  ‘‘City  of  the  Waters.”  He  abated  nothing  of  the  fervor 
of  his  affection  until  the  day  when  he  fell  under  the  stroke  of  a brutish  assassin  on 
the  pavement  of  Park  avenue.  Of  that  venerable  man,  dying  on  a highway  which  is 
the  property  of  New  York  City,  it  can  be  said  in  a profound  sense,  in  which  it  can 
hardly  be  said  of  any  other  man,  that  dying  there,  he  died  at  home. 

A New  York  merchant  and  banker  of  my  acquaintance,  who  is  only  five  years 
younger  than  Mr.  Green,  told  me  not  long  since  that  a modest  ring  which  I had 
observed  upon  his  finger  had  never  been  taken  off  even  for  an  instant  since  a cer- 
tain day  more  than  half  a century  ago  when  it  was  placed  there  by  his  young  bride. 
Andrew  Haswell  Green  never  found  any  bride  excepting  this  city  of  the  waters,  but 
she  had  bound  him  to  her  by  a mystic  bond  more  than  three  and  sixty  years  ago 
and  never  had  he  loosed  or  put  away  her  claim,  even  for  an  hour. 

The  boy,  in  his  sixteenth  year,  first  sees  New  York  when  he  comes  with  his 
elder  sister  out  and  away  from  a New  England  farm  along  through  the  Sound  by 
steamboat,  around  the  Battery,  up  into  the  Hudson  to  the  landing  place.  Could  he 
have  approached  any  city  amid  more  beautiful  surroundings?  It  is  true  that  New 
York  then  was  a sleepy  little  city.  All  her  oeople  together  would  not  show  a larger 
population  than  is  required  to-day  to  make  two  Assembly  Districts  as  populous  as 
the  Thirty-fifth  Assembly  District  away  up  in  The  Bronx.  Manhattan  Island  was 
in  1835  like  the  sleeping  beauty  of  the  legend.  We  recall  the  picture  drawn  by  the 
poet  Tennyson,  a picture  of  the  sleeping  New  York  resting  upon  the  waters; 

“She  sleeps!  On  either  hand  up  swells 
The  gold  fringed  pillow  lightly  pressed; 

She  sleeps  nor  dreams  but  ever  dwells 
A perfect  form  in  perfect  rest.” 

Because  Andrew  H.  Green,  a youth  of  sixteen,  and  countless  young  men  of 
whom  he  was  a type,  not  only  of  American  birth  but  natives  of  other  lands,  sought 
out  the  sleeping  beauty  on  this  island  and  gave  her  a young  man’s  affection,  it  came 
to  pass  that  the  maiden  who  was  sleeping  was  awaked  to  new  experience  of  life. 

Many  people  will  doubt  whether  Andrew  Green  should  be  pictured  as  entering 
life  with  a mind  possessed  by  anything  that  could  be  called  idealism.  Was  his  dream 
as  a very  young  man  of  anything  in  particular  except  to  make  a living? 

Well,  the  story  he  has  left  in  his  own  words  dictated  to  one  of  his  nieces,  tell- 
ing of  his  coming  to  New  York  and  of  his  early  experience  here,  is  as  plain  and 
matter-of-fact  as  anything  can  be.  I quote  it  as  follows: 

“In  1835  he  went  with  his  sister  Lucy  by  steamboat  and  stage  to  New  York; 
was  employed  as  errand  boy  in  the  store  of  Hinsdale  & Atkins  at  $50  a year  and 
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board;  then  as  clerk  with  Lee,  Savage  & Co.,  wholesale  cloth  merchants  and  im- 
porters, where  he  was  steadily  advanced  till  reaching  nearly  the  head  position,  when 
the  firm  failed  in  the  mercantile  embarrassments  of  1837. 

“After  a severe  illness  and  return  to  Green  Hill  for  months  of  recuperation, 
he  entered  the  employ  of  Wood,  Johnston  & Barritt,-  linen  importers  in  Exchange 
place;  then  he  went  to  the  firm  of  Simeon  Draper,  where  he  was  kept  up  nearly 
all  night  arranging  for  sales. 

“Through  a friend  of  the  family  he  met  Mr.  Burnley,  who  had  interest  in  sugar 
plantations  in  Trinidad.  Through  Mr.  Burnley  he  went,  when  twenty-one  years 
old,  to  Trinidad,  where  for  nearly  a year  he  was  engaged  on  the  plantation  owned 
by  Mr.  Burnley.  While  in  Trinidad  he  became  familiar  with  the  cultivation  of  sugar 
cane,  the  manufacture  of  sugar,  molasses,  etc.,  but,  seeing  how  crude  were  the 
methods  used,  tried  without  success  to  introduce  improved  processes.  Realizing 
that  advanced  ideas  would  not  be  adopted,  he  determined  to  return  to  New  York, 
where  he  entered  the  law  office  of  Mr.  John  W.  Mitchell.” 

This  is  the  whole  story  as  told  by  Andrew  Green  himself  of  not  merely  his 
first  coming  into  New  York,  but  of  the  entire  seven  years  of  his  youth  from  fifteen 
until  twenty-two.  Was  that  youth  an  idealist  in  the  sense  of  having  his  mind  full 
of  some  lofty  conception  of  life  to  be  fulfilled?  I have  before  me  a volume  con- 
taining the  life  and  letters  of  the  brother  next  him  in  age.  This  brother,  a physi- 
cian by  profession,  spent  most  of  his  life  as  a missionary  of  the  American  Board 
on  the  island  of  Ceylon.  Mr.  Andrew  H.  Green  writes  the  introduction  to  the 
volume,  in  which  he  gives  a picture  of  the  home  in  which  his  brother  was  reared, 
which  also  was  his  own  home. 

“It  was  not  far  from  the  city  of  Worcester,  a plain  wooden  dwelling,  two-storied 
but  low  in  the  ceilings,  of  ample  length  and  breadth,  and  anchored  by  a chimney  of 
needless  proportions.  It  stood  on  a byroad  or  lane,  which  was  but  little  frequented. 
About  the  premises  could  be  seen  evidences  of  taste  struggling  for  a more  emphatic 
manifestation,  but  confined  by  imperative  demands  upon  a limited  treasury.” 

This  home  had  been  first  owned  150  years  ago,  in  1754,  by  the  greatgrandfather 
of  Andrew  Green,  a physician,  named  Thomas  Green;  afterwards  by  his  grandfather, 
Dr.  John  Green,  also  a physician;  then  by  his  father,  William  Elija  Green,  a lawyer,  of 
whom  his  son  Andrew  writes: 

“The  father  of  the  subject  of  this  memoir  resided  here,  with  but  brief  intervals 
of  absence,  till  his  decease,  in  his  eighty-ninth  year,  in  the  room  where  he  was  born.” 

He  writes  of  his  mother  also  that  “she  was  the  daughter  and  granddaughter  of 
men  of  renown  in  civil  affairs.  She  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  ‘an  accomplished  fam- 
ily,’ being  of  good  education,  refined  tastes  and  excellent  principles,  but  of  a rather 
slender  constitution.” 
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He  writes  of  his  “father  ever  the  genial  companion  of  his  children,”  of  “associa- 
tions which  became  dearer  with  the  lapse  of  time,”  “the  very  trees  of  the  homestead 
embodying  memories  which  greatly  enhanced  their  value,”  of  the  “spacious  garret,  a 
heterogeneous  museum  of  relics,  affording  inexhaustible  amusement;  of  the  library, 
rather  scant,  but  of  standard  works,  elevating,  refining  and  well  read.” 

He  closes  this  sketch  of  his  brother’s  and  his  own  early  home  with  a feeling  word 
and  a line  from  a poet : 

“The  ancestral  homestead  is  the  place  where  the  survivors  like  best  to  dwell,  or  to 
linger  in.  their  visits. 

“ ‘I  see  around  me  here 
Things  which  you  cannot  see.’  ” 

Must  we  not  believe  that  the  boy  of  fifteen,  coming  from  a home  of  which  he 
wrote  thus  when  more  than  fifty  years  had  passed  away,  was  a boy  of  high  ideals, 
that  he  was  not  narrowed  in  his  aims  in  life  to  the  shops  in  which  he  toiled  for  years, 
first  as  errand  boy  and  then  as  clerk? 

In  this  same  book  is  printed  the  letter  written  him  by  this  brother  Samuel,  next 
him  in  age,  on  the  day  when  Andrew  at  twenty-one  years  of  age  sailed  to  the  Island 
of  Trinidad.  The  letter  was  not  to  be  opened  till  he  was  out  at  sea,  and  his  brother 
writes  thus  to  him : 

“You  leave  us  now  with  the  hope  and  expectation  of  getting  wealth.  If  God 
sees  it  best  that  you  become  rich,  He  will  send  abundant  prosperity.  You  have  con- 
secrated yourself  to  His  service;  let  your  light  shine  brightly  among  the  moral  dark- 
ness with  which  you  will  be  surrounded.” 

Thus  the  youth  of  twenty-one  was  believed  by  the  brother  next  to  him  to  possess 
ideals;  first,  the  prosaic  ideal  of  himself  as  possibly  in  the  future  becoming  a rich 
man,  but  also  the  higher  moral  ideal  of  himself  as  a servant  of  his  generation. 

Not  very  many  weeks  since  in  the  last  letter,  excepting  one, addressed  to  me  by 
Mr.  Green,  he  invited  me  to  lend  my  name  to  h'is  plan  of  establishing  a monument 
here  to  the  great*  poet  and  citizen,  John  Milton.  H,e  had  from  early  life  made  Milton 
his  first  choice  in  the  world  of  literature.  John  Milton’s  theory  of  life  is  found  in 
that  brief  birthday  poem,  which  he  wrote  when  he  was  twenty-three  years  old,  in 
which  he  vowed  that  whatever  his  life  should  be, 

“Towards  which  time  leads  me  and  the  will  of  Heaven.” 

It  should  be  spent 

“If  I have  grace  to  use  it  so 
As  ever  in  my  great  taskmaster’s  eye.” 

And  Andrew  H.  Green,  the  young  man,  entered  upon  his  career  in  New  York  with 
this  ideal  of  life  as  a service.  That  this  early  ideal  was  also  the  abiding  thought  of 
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his  later  years  I will  show  further  on  from  the  very  latest  words  which  he  spoke  in 
public,  which  declare  his  theory  of  life  at  the  age  of  eighty-three. 

How  harmonious  with  this  philosophy  of  life  was  his  first  entrance  upon  a public 
office.  He  has  made  a modest  beginning  as  a young  lawyer  and  has  passed  his  thir- 
tieth year  when  he  becomes  a candidate  for  office  and  is  successful.  But  for  what 
officer  His  own  record  is  as  follows : 

“He  was  elected  by  the  people  Trustee  of  Schools  in  the  Fourth  Ward.  There- 
after he  was  School  Commissioner  and  member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  then 
was  made  President  of  the  Board,  it  having  forty-four  members.” 

He  was  by  this  time  in  his  thirty-fifth  year.  The  New  York  City  which  was 
Andrew  Green’s  ideal  was  to  be  an  educated  New  York.  So  much  as  was  in  his 
power  he  purposed  that  this  City  should  be  made  intelligent.  His  family  werq  edu- 
cators. Of  his  brothers  and  sisters,  no  less  than  five  were  professional  teachers,  if 
we  include  among  them  the  missionary  physician  out  in  Ceylon,  who  was  indeed  a 
teacher  in  a very  important  way,  for  he  founded  a medical  school  of  his  own  in 
order  to  train  physicians  for  the  dark  races  in  that  out-of-the-way  corner  of  the  / 
earth.  Andrew  H.  Green  made  the  education  of  New  York  a part  of  his  life. 
Here  again  he  was  following  after  his  hero,  John  Milton,  who  honored  the  teacher, 
being  himself  a schoolmaster. 

Himself  shut  out  from  the  walls  of  high  school  and  college  by  his  entrance  upon 
business  at  fifteen,  he  yet  excelled  the  majority  of  the  men  who  have  been  helped 
by  the  college  in  his  appreciation  of  such  schools  of  learning.  He  had  educated 
himself  so  well  that  he  could  rightly  value  colleges  and  universities  as  helps  to  edu- 
cation. The  traveler  who  has  trudged  in  youth  alone  and  slow  to  the  top  of  Mt. 
Washington  in  America,  or  of  Mt.  Pilatus  in  Switzerland,  can  best  appreciate  the 
mountain  railway  that  carries  another  generation  by  tens  of  thousand*  swiftly  to  the 
magnificent  prospect. 

It  was  Mr.  Green’s  lively  interest  in  higher  education  that  led  to  my  own  ac- 
quaintance with  him.  This  became  more  intimate  through  his  acceptance,  a few 
years  since,  of  a seat  in  the  New  York  University  Council.  Here  he  proved  him- 
self to  the  last  a punctual,  wise  and  useful  member.  Two  weeks  before  his  death, 
being  in  attendance  upon  the  annual  meeting  of  this  Corporation,  he  remained 
after  its  close  to  give  information  to  the  Chancellor  which  had  important  value 
for  the  University. 

At  37  years  of  age  Mr.  Green  became  a Commissioner  of  Central  Park,  for  which 
the  movement  had  begun  some  years  before.  The  discussion  of  the  question,  Who 
first  suggested  this  great  park?  is  but  slightly  interesting.  The  credit  for  this  was  not 
claimed  by  Mr.  Green.  What  he  claimed  for  himself  is  briefly  stated  in  the  following 
sentences,  dictated  by  him  not  long  ago  to  his  niece: 

“In  1857  he  was  appointed  by  the  Legislature  one  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
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of  the  Central  Park,  and  became  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  President  and  Executive 
Officer  of  the  Board,  that  is,  Comptroller  of  the  Park,  for  about  ten  years.  He  had  the 
complete  supervision  of  the  engineers,  landscape  architects,  gardeners  and  the  whole 
retinue  of  employees,  sometimes  comprising  as  many  as  3,000  men. 

“The  office  of  Comptroller  of  the  Park  was  created  especially  for  Mr.  Green,  and 
on  this  account,  that  in  the  early  year  or  two  of  the  Park,  there  was  constant  friction 
with  the  then  forming  ring,  and  the  Park  Board  were  quite  willing  to  leave  the  work 
to  any  one  who  would  attend  to  it.  At  that  time  Mr.  Green  was  made  President  and 
Treasurer.  As  the  Park  was  developed  and  grew  in  popularity,  some  member  inti- 
mated that  one  man  should  not  hold  two  offices.  As  the  Legislature  had  authorized 
the  Board  to  attach  a salary  to  either  of  the  two  offices,  the  Board  fixed  the  salary 
to  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  and  elected  Mr.  Green  Treasurer.  Whereupon  Mr. 
Green  immediately  declined  to  accept  the  office.  He  was  elected  President.  The 
member  who  was  elected  Treasurer,  with  a salary,  served  for  a few  months  without 
satisfaction.  Upon  this  the  office  of  Comptroller  of  the  Park  was  created,  with  all  the 
executive  power  of  the  Board  unified  to  those  of  the  Treasurer,  leaving  to  the  Presi- 
dent the  power  of  presiding  at  the  Board  meetings.  Mr.  Green  was  elected  comp- 
troller of  the  Park,  and  continued  as  such  for  ten  years,  until  the  Tweed  Charter  of 
1870  removed  the  members  of  the  Board  from  office  and  turned  the  Park  over  to  a de-. 
partment  of  the  City  Government  appointed  by  A.  Oakey  Hall,  then  Mayor.  Mr. 
Green  was  appointed  a member  of  the  new  Board,  but  his  associates  were  those  with 
whom  he  had  no  relations  whatever,  and  in  1872  he  resigned.” 

I saw  Central  Park  for  the  first  time  shortly  after  Mr.  Green  began  his  work.  It 
was  like  a gem,  6r  a group  of  gems,  in  extreme  native  roughness,  not  yet  skillfully 
touched  by  the  hand  of  the  lapidary.  By  the  hand  of  Andrew  H.  Green  and  his  help- 
ers that  rectangular  stretch  of  rock  was  to  be  made  into  a jewel  which  should  lie  on  the 
bosom  of  his  fair  Manhattan.  The  most  ancient  book  tells  us  how  Bezaleel  fashioned 
a decoration  that  was  to  lie  against  the  very  heart  of  the  church  in  the  wilderness,  as 
that  church  was  embodied  in  the  person  of  God’s  High  Priest.  Bezaleel,  you  remem- 
ber, made  a four-square  group  of  gems,  selecting  and  cutting  and  polishing  for  the 
same  the  most  precious  stones — ruby  and  jasper,  emerald  and  sapphire,  topaz  and 
diamond.  So  Andrew  H.  Green  devoted  ten  years  of  his  life  helping  to  fashion 
yonder  decoration  that  lies  on  the  bosom  of  New  York.  For  the  emerald  he  set 
there  the  broad  meadows  and  bright  lawns;  for  the  diamond,  the  sparkling  water- 
falls ; for  the  topazes  he  set  tulips ; for  amethysts,  wistarias ; for  sapphires,  violets ; for 
jaspers,  jessamines,  and  for  rubies  the  red  roses,  while  the  lakes  were  made  to  reflect 
the  brighter  colors  of  the  sunset  sky.  Such  a jeweled  decoration  he  placed  on  the 
bosom  of  the  city  which  was  his  bride.  He  was  a perfect  workman  of  the  elder  day 
of  art. 

“In  the  elder  days  of  Art  builders  wrought  with  greatest  care 
Each  minute  and  unseen  part;  for  the  Gods  see  everywhere.” 
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Mr.  Green,  by  his  care  for  Central  Park,  was  led  to  care  for  related  enterprises, 
as  the  Museum  of  Art,  the  Museum  of  Science  and  the  Zoological  Garden.  He  was 
constantly  alive  to  the  work  of  beautifying  the  City,  whether  by  individual  effort  or 
as  a member  of  one  or  another  organization.  A recent  address  at  Fraunces  Tavern 
declared  that  his  thoughtfulness  was  “woven  into  the  structure  and  visible  aspect  of 
New  York.  Here  we  see  it  in  a reserve  acre  of  greensward;  there  in  the  curve  of  a 
graceful  line,  like  the  beautiful  span  of  Washington  Bridge,  and  somewhere  else  in 
a sweet  sounding  name,  like  Morningside.” 

As  one  of  the  three  executors  of  Samuel  J.  Tilden,  he  labored  for  a public  library. 
Fortunately  this  movement  enlisted  the  friends  of  New  York  libraries  in  general,  in- 
cluding the  greatest  library  builder  of  the  ages,  with  the  result  that,  securing  the 
City  Government  as  chief  partner,  they  are  making  our  City  the  library  city  of  the 
world. 

A third  of  a century  ago  a calamity  befell  this  metropolis  that  has  hardly  had 
its  parallel  in  the  history  of  municipalities  in  modern  times.  A ring  of  pirates  cap- 
tured the  government  of  this  City  and  kept  possession  of  it  for  almost  three  years, 
from  1869  to  1871.  Their  three  prominent  leaders  were  Tweed,  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works;  Connolly,  the  Comptroller,  and  Sweeny,  the  Commissioner  of  Parks. 
The  office  of  Mayor  was  held  by  a man  who  was  their  easy  tool.  The  Legislature 
of  the  State  was,  partly  through  ignorance  and  partly  through  bribery,  their  willing 
instrument.  The  leader  of  this  ring  of  pirates  had  been  in  training  for  his  leader- 
ship through  a dozen  years  of  office  holding.  He  had  not  become  suddenly  the 
outrageous  and  utter  pirate  and  thief  that  he  now  proved  to  be.  Finally  he,  together 
with  his  comrades,  was  given  by  State  law  the  exclusive  legal  power  of  making 
appropriation  of  all  moneys  raised  for  this  City  by  taxes  or  loans  and  also  with  in- 
definite authority  to  borrow.  The  beginnings  of  their  power  dated  as  far  back  as 
1857,  but  it  was  not  till  the  so-called  Tweed  Charter  was  passed  in  1870  that  these 
pirates  had  things  entirely  their  own  way.  A trustworthy  historian  says  of  the 
Tweed  ring: 

“The  aggregate  of  fraudulent  bills  audited  after  the  passage  of  the  Tweed  Charter 
was  about  $12,250,000  in  1870,  and  $3,400,000  in  1871. 

“The  percentages  of  the  theft,  comparatively  moderate  in  1869,  reached  66  per 
cent,  in  1870  and  later  85  per  cent.  Tweed  got  24  per  cent.,  and  his  tools,  shares  pro- 
portioned to  their  real  or  supposed  value  to  him.  Over  $250,000  was  sent  to  Albany 
to  be  distributed  among  the  members  of  the  Legislature.” 

This  is  not  the  whole  story  of  the  piracy  that  was  practiced. 

It  happened  that  yonder  court-house  was  the  locality  of  their  most  outrageous 
robberies.  It  has  been  proposed  that  this  Tweed  court-house  be  torn  down.  Before 
this  is  done  let  us  recall  that  the  courts  themselves  did  not  unanimously  resist  those 
pirates.  Samuel  J.  Tilden  declared  that  “shameful  perversions  of  judicial  processes 
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and  judicial  power  characterized  1869.'’  He  said  of  the  Tweed  pirates:  “The  cor- 
rupt oligarchy  whose  tools  these  judges  were  seemed  to  sit  enthroned  over  the  pros- 
trate people  of  our  metropolis.”  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  were  impeached,  found 
guilty  and  consigned  to  disgrace.  Therefore,  let  the  Tweed  court-house  remain  a 
reminder  forever  to  New  York  that  trusted  officials  and  exalted  judges  may  be  se- 
duced by  love  of  money  to  become  betrayers  of  all  that  is  most  precious  to  the  citi- 
zen. The  rulers  of  Jerusalem,  with  Judas’  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  built  a cemetery 
of  which  the  Sacred  History  says:  “Wherefore  that  field  was  called  Aceldema,  the 
field  of  blood,  unto  this  day.”  So  the  rulers  of  New  York,  Tweed  ring  aqd  judges, 
left  us  yonder  court-house  as  a memento  of  their  betrayal  of  the  offices  committed  to 
their  trust  and  of  millions  of  stolen  money,  wherefore  it  is  called  the  “Tweed  Court- 
House”  to  this  day,  and  I trust  will  remain  forever  as  a warning  to  the  citizens  of 
this  great  city.  The  City  Hall  and  Court-House  robbers  were  as  much  worse  than 
other  pirates  as  a traitor  who  professes  loyalty  to  his  master  and  yet  robs  him  is 
worse  than  a thief  who  professes  nothing  more  than  to  be  working  for  booty.  Like 
Captain  Kidd,  who  first  trod  the  pavements  of  New  York  a trusted  officer  of  the 
British  Crown,  but  who  betrayed  his  trust  when  he  converted  his  vessel  into  a 
pirate  ship,  so  Tweed  was  trusted.  Not  sixty  days  before  his  largest  theft  it  was 
said  of  Tweed  by  one  of  the  foremost  editors  of  the  City  that  he  was  “in  a fair  way 
to  distinguish  himself  as  a reformer,”  and  that  “he  had  put  the  people  of  Manhattan 
under  great  obligation.”  It  is  true  that  not  everybody  trusted  Tweed.  Many  worthy 
citizens  had  long  suspected  him  and  his  crew,  but  they  had  not  been  able  to  prove 
anything  against  him. 

It  was  in  July,  1871,  that  certain  so-called  secret  accounts  were  copied  from  the 
records  of  the  City  Comptroller  by  one  of  the  clerks  and  were  given  to  the  public. 

. They  indicated  that  enormous  payments  of  moneys  had  been  made  somewhere  for 
"very  small  value  received.  By  this  publication  there  grew  up  a general  conviction 
that  robberies  had  been  committed  against  the  City  on  a large  scale. 

The  disclosures  occurring  in  the  Comptroller’s  office,  that  officer  began  to  sus- 
pect that  he  was  to  be  offered  up  by  his  accomplices  as  a sacrifice  to  public  sus- 
picion. Growing  alarmed,  he  was  willing  to  seek  a compromise  with  the  most 
vigorous  representatives  of  the  defrauded  public.  He  consented,  in  order  to  save 
himself,  to  permit  one  of  their  number  to  be  made  Deputy  Comptroller  with  complete 
command  of  the  office  in  his  stead.  The  citizens  who  were  urgently  pressing  their 
attack  upon  the  pirates,  among  whom  ex-Mayor  William  F.  Havemeyer  and  Sam- 
uel J.  Tilden  were  prominent,  wanted  a man  who  should  take  up  this  position  in- 
side the  lines  of  the  public  enemy.  The  citizen  whom  they  selected  was  Andrew 
Haswell  Green.  I quote  from  a record  made  by  Mr.  Tilden  of  the  results  which 
followed  from  Mr.  Green’s  consenting  to  occupy  the  place  of  Deputy  Comptroller. 
He  says: 

“The  possession  of  the  Comptrollership  by  the  reformers  was  a fatal  embarrass- 
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ment  to  the  ring.  It  created  doubt  and  dismay  in  all  their  actions.  It  protected 
the  records  on  which  all  civil  and  criminal  actions  must  be  founded.  All  the  in- 
vestigations were  fruits  of  that  possession;  so  was  also  the  discovery  of  judicial 
proofs  in  the  National  Broadway  Bank  and  collection  of  such  proofs.  It  broke 
the  prestige  of  the  ring.” 

Mr.  Green’s  adventurous  entry  into  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  and  his  achieve- 
ments there,  as  thus  summed  up  by  one  who  was  as  fully  possessed  of  the  history  of 
that  day  as  any  other  man,  bring  to  my  memory  an  incident  of  history  which  I offer 
as  an  illustration  and  a parallel.  I have  been  reading  a recent  notable  biography  of 
Commodore  Paul  Jones.  A good  many  pages  are  given  there  to  the  history  of  the 
first  sea  fight  ever  fought  by  the  navy  of  the  United  States.  The  American  ship  had 
come  to  close  quarters  with  the  British  vessel,  which  was  a much  newer  and  stronger 
craft.  Their  rigging  and  their  yardarms  were  interlaced.  Various  attempts  had  been 
made  by  the  Americans  to  carry  the  opposing  ship,  but  they  had  been  fiercely  re- 
pulsed, and  the  result  was  doubtful.  Then,  by  the  command  of  the  American  Com- 
modore, there  was  sent  a young  midshipman  named  Fanning  up  into  the  maintop 
and  out  upon  the  main  yardarm  into  the  very  midst  of  the  rigging  of  the  enemy. 
From  that  point  of  vantage,  the  midshipman  began  to  drop  hand  grenades  down 
among  the  British.  Finally  he  saw  a partly  open  hatchway,  at  which  he  aimed  his 
missiles.  On  the  third  trial  he  sent  a grenade  through  the  hatchway  down  to  the 
lower  deck.  There  was  a pile  of  cartridges,  with  some  loose  powder,  lying  about. 
The  burning  grenade  ignited  the  whole  mass.  An  explosion  followed.  At  once 
the  lower  tier  of  the  enemy’s  starboard  guns  were  silenced,  one-half  of  the  gunners 
and  sailors  having  been  killed  or  crippled  by  the  explosion.  This  feat,  the  his- 
torian declares,  decided  the  battle. 

So  Andrew  Haswell  Green,  charged  with  the  comparatively  subordinate  office  of 
Deputy  Comptroller,  from  that  point  of  vantage  threw  the  missile  which  shattered 
the  Tweed  ring.  It  is  firmly  established  by  the  undisputed  testimony  of  Samuel  J. 
Tilden  that  there  would  not  have  been  force  enough  in  all  the  attacks  that  had  been 
made  by  the  public  press,  except  for  the  facts  that  were  furnished  by  Andrew  Haswell 

Green.  In  Mr.  Tilden’s  works,  in  an  article  which  bears  the  title  “Figures  That 

Could  Not  Lie,”  is  given  an  affidavit  made  by  Mr.  Tilden  to  the  effect  that,  happen- 
ing casually  one  day  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller,  he  was  consulted  by  Mr. 

Andrew  H.  Green,  Deputy  Comptroller,  and  was  requested  by  the  said  Green  to 
make  some  investigations.  This  investigation  was  to  be  in  the  accounts  of  the 
National  Broadway  Bank.  Mr.  Tilden  goes  on  to  say  that  from  these  accounts  and 
from  the  books  of  the  Comptroller’s  office,  he  was  enabled  to  trace  into  the  pockets 
of  Tweed  and  his  fellow  pirates  two-thirds  of  about  $6,000,000  that  had  been  paid  out 
fraudulently  on  certain  bills,  chiefly  for  this  Tweed  courthouse  in  this  City  Hall  Park. 
Mr.  Tilden  says : 
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“This  information  converted  a strong  suspicion  into  a mathematical  certainty;  it 
furnished  judicial  proof  against  the  guilty  parties.” 

Thus  Andrew  Has  well  Green,  from  his  point  of  vantage,  right  in  the  midst  of 
the  pirates  and  in  some  sense  from  over  their  heads,  threw  the  burning  missile  which 
shattered  them.  The  story  of  that  naval  battle  which  I have  quoted  states  that  after 
the  conflict  was  over  those  of  the  enemy  who  were  taken  prisoners  declared  that  after 
the  explosion  had  occurred  they  had  no  more  stomach  for  the  fight.  In  like  manner, 
after  the  consternation  that  was  created  in  the  Tweed  ring  by  the  facts  that  came 
from  the  office  of  Mr.  Green,  there  was  no  more  fight  left  in  their  supporters.  At  the 
City  election,  held  a few  weeks  later,  the  robbers  were  utterly  overturned.  Sweeny 
fled  to  Canada,  Connolly  was  allowed  to  go  free,  but  the  captain  of  the  pirates,  Wil- 
liam M.  Tweed,  was  indicted,  and  notwithstanding  all  the  obstacles  and  delays  which 
his  money  and  his  legal  advisers  were  able  to  devise,  he  was  within  two  years  sent 
to  State  prison  and  clothed  in  the  garb  of  the  felon.  It  is  true  that  he  was  afterwards 
granted  a second  trial  and  enabled  to  escape  to  Spain;  but  even  there  he  was  arrested 
and  brought  back  as  a criminal,  was  held  for  further  trial  and  died  miserably  in  the 
public  jail.  Thus  by  the  facts  from  the  Comptroller’s  desk  was  the  crew  of  pirates 
miserably  destroyed.  The  work  thus  begun  by  Andrew  H.  Green  was  continued  by 
him  for  five  years,  during  which  he  was  vested  with  the  full  power  of  the  office. 
After  the  utterly  loose  and  dishonest  methods  of  his  predecessors,  he  felt  called  to 
enforce  in  strictest  fashion  every  possible  measure  against  not  only  dishonest  but  even 
doubtful  claims.  He  made  enemies  by  this  strictness,  but  the  times  justified  the  strict- 
ness. Mr.  Green’s  fifty  years  of  life  had  prepared  him  for  the  hour.  He  had  learned 
economy  by  his  struggle  through  many  years  for  a livelihood.  His  first  property  had 
been  acquired  by  such  severe  effort  that  he  was  likely  to  err  on  the  side  of  ultra 
economy.  He  said  to  a friend  that  it  was  more  difficult  for  him  to  give  away  ten 
dollars  than  it  was  for  men  of  equal  wealth  who  had  inherited  fortunes  or  made  their 
money  by  easy  methods  to  give  away  hundreds.  Such  a weakness,  if  it  was  a weakness, 
may  be  forgiven  a man  who  consecrated  so  much  of  time  and  brain  and  labor  to  the 
service  of  the  community  entirely  without  expectation  of  pecuniary  recompense. 

This  habit  of  extreme  economy  and  careful  valuation  of  every  dollar  helped 
make  Mr.  Green  the  man  for  the  emergency  of  1871.  He  was  resolved  upon  giving 
the  people  full  value  for  their  money.  The  sin  of  public  office  and  the  sin  of  then 
who  hold  positions  of  trust  in  private  corporations  is  that  they  trade  upon  the  con- 
fidence which  has  been  awakened  in  the  minds  of  their  fellow  citizens.  If  William 
M.  Tweed  were  living  to-day  he  would  probably  state  his  case  thus:  “It  so  happened 
that  I came  into  control  of  a court  house  property  of  which  the  market  value  was 
only  a million  dollars,  but  I was  smart  enough  to  capitalize  this  court  house  at 

fifteen  million  dollars,  all  of  it  being  ‘preferred  stock.’  I got  the  community  of 

New  York  to  take  the  whole  fifteen  millions  of  ‘preferred  stock,’  paying  for  it  in 

cash  at  par  value.  Granting  that  the  profit  to  me  and  my  partners  was  ten  or 
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twelve  million  dollars  above  all  expenses,  was  this  too  great  a reward  for  such 
financial  ability  as  mine?” 

This  is  one  way  of  using  a position  of  trust — Andrew  H.  Green  would  have 
none  of  this.  He  believe  that  he  was  bound  to  make  good  to  others,  to  the  extent 
of  his  ability,  the  value  for  which  they  paid. 

William  M.  Tweed,  who  gave  this  City  a one-million-dollar  court  house  at  a 
rating  of  somewhere  from  five  to  fifteen  millions  of  dollars,  is  one  type  of  man 
that  grows  up  in  a commercial  city;  Andrew  H.  Green,  who  gave  the  City  a Central 
Park  at  exactly  what  the  Central  Park  cost,  is  the  other  type  of  business  man. 

Even  if  Tweed  gave  a charity  $100  where  Andrew  Haswell  Green  gave  but  a dollar, 

nevertheless,  the  one  should  be  abased  and  the  other  should  be  exalted. 

It  will  be  six  years  day  after  to-morrow  since  the  cities,  towns  and  villages 
clustering  about  Manhattan  Island  were,  together  with  that  island,  unified  into  a 
great  municipality  entitled  “The  City  of  New  York.”  Thirty  years  before  that  date 
this  notable  consummation  was  proposed  by  Andrew  H.  Green  in  a formal  report 
made  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Central  Park.  The  report  was  calleh 

forth  by  the  fact  that,  as  Commissioner  of  Parks,  he  had  been  obliged  to  consider 

the  laying  out  of  public  places  in  the  north  end  of  Manhattan  Island.  He  found  that 
the  upper  part  of  this  Island,  which  then  constituted  New  York  City,  was  five  miles 
further  away  from  the  City  Hall  than  was  the  south  end  of  the  County  of  West- 
chester, which  was  then  outside  the  City  and  connected  with  it  only  by  poor  and 
shabby  bridges.  He  argued,  therefore,  for  the  acquirement  by  New  York  City  of 
what  is  now  the  chief  part  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx.  He  shows  in  his  paper 
how  in  one  township  bordering  the  Harlem  river  were  no  less  than  twelve  villages, 
in  another  township  nine  villages.  He  presented  strong  and  seemingly  unanswerable 
arguments  for  the  acquirement  of  these  southern  townships  of  Westchester  by  The 
City  of  New  York.  This  movement  resulted  five  years  later,  in  the  year  1873,  *n  the 
annexation  to  New  York  of  Morrisania,  West  Farms  and  Kingsbridge,  and  to  still 
further  additions  in  the  year  1895.  < 

The  facts  which  led  the  mind  of  Mr.  Green  to  seek  the  extension  of  the  City- 
northward  would  not  allow  him  to  stop.  He  asked  himself  this  question,  “If  Har- 
lem river,  a navigable  waterway,  ought  to  have  both  its  shores  under  one  city,  why 
not  the  great  East  river?  Why  not  the  channel  between  Manhattan  and  Staten 
Islands?”  His  logic  would  have  been  just  as  ready  to  include  the  west  side  of  the 
Hudson  river  had  not  the  United  States  Constitution  and  the  rights  of  New  Jersey 
come  in  his  way.  He  applauded  the  inclusion  of  the  Jersey  shore  as  a part  of  the 
port  of  entry  of  New  York  controlled  by  its  Custom  House  and  its  port  officers. 
He  admits,  however,  in  this  report  of  1868  that  the  North  river,  which  stretches 
to  4,000  feet  between  pierhead  lines,  is  a harder  problem  than  the  other  waters  that 
border  Manhattan  Island. 
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Finally  he  sums  up  by  saying  that  the  advantage  accruing  from  a consolidation 
of  a portion  of  Westchester  with  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  with  one  executive  head, 
will  soon  force  itself  upon  the  public.  He  did  not,  however,  at  that  time  deem  it 
wise  to  urge  a consolidation  to  which  very  few  people  had  as  yet  given  any  thought. 
He  says  a competent  body  may  be  constituted  without  territorial  consolidation  which 
may  plan  and  build  the  public  works  needed  by  the  several  municipalities  in  common. 
He  then  adds,  and  he  prints  this  in  italics,  the  following  sentence: 

“It  is  not  intended  now  to  do  more  than  direct  attention  to  the  important  sub- 
ject of  bringing  The  City  of  New  York  and  the  County  of  Kings,  a part  of  West- 
chester County  and  a part  of  Queens  and  Richmond,  including  the  various  suburbs 
of  the  City  within  a certain  radial  distance  from  the  centre,  under  one  common  munici- 
pal government,  to  be  arranged  in  departments  under  a single  executive  head.” 

This  was  in  1868 — a generation  ago.  Twenty-two  years  later,  in  the  year  1890, 
this  plan  of  Mr.  Green,  which  he  had  never  forgotten,  but  had  brought  to  the  minds 
of  the  people  as  he  had  opportunity,  was  presented  by  him  to  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  in  a private  memorial.  He  had  in  the  course  of  ten  years  served  as  a Com- 
missioner of  the  Reservation  at  Niagara  Falls  and  a Commissioner  to  consider  the 
plans  for  a bridge  across  the  Hudson.  He  had  also  been  an  original  Commissioner 
of  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  Bridge.  Thus,  while  not  possessed  of  any  engrossing 
or  lucrative  office,  he  was  so  placed  as  to  keep  before  his  mind  as  a chief  thought 
the  welfare  of  his  City.  It  was  no  sudden  or  giant  stride  which  brought  him  to  the 
position  which  he  appears  to  occupy  in  this  memorial  of  1890.  He  had  advanced  to 
it  by  steady,  unfaltering  steps  through  more  than  twenty  years. 

Mr.  Green’s  memorial  of  1890  is  a notable  paper.  The  mind  which  produced  it  is 
felt  by  the  reader  to  have  sought  after  the  whole  truth.  He  has  studied  every  island 
and  cape  and  inlet  and  river  of 'what  is  now  New  York,  and  knows  the  value  and 
possibility  of  every  acre  of  the  territory.  He  has  mastered  the  history  of  the  chief 
cities  of  the  world.  He  has  worked  out  for  himself  the  laws  under  which  the  great 
city  evolves.  He  has  possessed  himself  of  the  science  of  the  great  city.  He  does  not 
argue  with  his  reader ; he  is  the  farthest  possible  from  the  polemic  in  his  method ; he 
arrays  the  facts  in  such  number  and  magnitude  that  you  cannot  but  be  impressed.  He 
shows  that  many  converging  lines  of  facts  require  a Greater  New  York,  for  the  high- 
est welfare  of  the  community,  as  surely  as  the  converging  tracks  of  the  Hudson  River 
or  Pennsylvania  railroads,  as  they  enter  the  metropolis,  require  one  great  central  rail- 
road station  to  receive  and  shelter  their  thousands  of  trains  and  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  passengers. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  memorial  we  have  placed  vividly  before  us  the  existing 
artificial  divisions  of  what  is  now  New  York.  In  1890  there  were  three  counties,  two 
fractions  of  counties,  two  cities  and  fifteen  townships.  He  pictures  their  future  should 
they  continue  as  fragments  of  cities.  Over  against  these  dissevered,  discordant  and 
often  belligerent  municipalities  he  presents  the  ideal  of  a single. city  government  in 
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which  all  the  divisions  are  harmoniously  combined.  He  takes  up  in  succession  the 
great  material  interests  of  this  entire  territory.  In  a striking  way  he  treats  of  the 
water  system,  and  shows  that  though  commonly  looked  upon  as  designed  to  separate 
populations  one  from  another,  it  really  and  effectively  unifies  them.  He  portrays  the 
spoliations  and  injuries  that  are  committed  against  the  navigable  waters  of  New  York, 
and  especially  against  the  shores  bordering  upon  them.  Both  the  land  and  the  water 
are  wrongfully  employed  by  marauders,  from  the  giant  corporations,  who  break  the 
commandment,  “Thou  shalt  not  steal,”  down  to  the  obscure  captain  of  a garbage  boat 
or  mud  scow. 

He  presents  the  case  of  great  transportation  companies  building  their  railroads 
toward  the  City,  which,  while  they  are  to  be  heartily  welcomed,  will  also  bear  to 
be  watched  and  are  altogether  too  powerful  to  be  resisted  by  any  mere  fraction  of  a 
municipality. 

He  catalogues  the  dangers  to  health  and  life  arising  from  smoke  and  stenches, 
from  bad  drainage  and  noxious  manufactories  which  cannot  be  successfully  met  by 
municipalities  when  they  are  arrayed  one  over  against  the  other.  He  turns  our  at-, 
tention  to  the  gangs  of  lawbreakers,  rogues  and  criminals,  showing  how  control  of 
them  is  made  far  more  difficult  when  they  can  pass  in  a few  minutes  from  under  the 
government  of  one  city  into  that  of  another.  He  is  entirely  familiar  with  the  sub- 
ject of  communications  by  bridges  and  tunnels,  and  shows  how  difficult  each  enter- 
prise is  made  when  two  or  more  municipalities  must  join  as  partners  in  the  con- 
struction. He  does  not  forget  the  need  and  craving  of  a crowded  community  for 
breathing  places,  for  parks  and  parkways,  for  open  places  for  the  little  children  and 
for  walled-in  cemeteries  in  which  to  lay  away  the  dead.  He  proves  how  difficult  it 
is  to  make  use  of  outlying  territory  as  it  ought  to  be  made  use  of  for  future  popula- 
tions, so  long  as  there  is  no  central  municipality  that  is  in  control  of  the  land.  He 
demonstrates  that  the  chief  interest  of  New  York  City  is  not,  as  many  suppose,  her 
commerce  with  other  lands,  but  is  rather  her  manufactures  and  domestic  commerce. 
The  difficulties  of  meeting  the  wants  of  interior  commerce  and  manufactures  is 
vastly  increased  when  each  important  question  must  be  taken  up  and  handled  by 
rival  municipalities.  Private  interests  tend  constantly  in  modern  civilization  to 
strengthen  themselves  and  to  facilitate  their  work  by  consolidating  themselves  under 
strong  leadership;  the  community  which  must,  from  time  to  time,  resist  or  control 
such  consolidations  commits  a folly  if  it  neglect  to  gather  its  forces  under  a power- 
ful municipal  government.  By  unanswerable  facts  Mr.  Green  showed  how  Brook- 
lyn was  striving  to  get  near  to  New  York  and  New  York  to  get  near  to  Brooklyn 
by  every  material  device  that  the  skill  of  man  could  achieve.  He  demonstrated  how 
foolish,  therefore,  it  was  for  the  people  patiently  to  bear  the  disadvantages  of 
an  incongruous  and  disjointed  government.  With  his  patient,  comprehensive  and 
kindlv  array  of  facts,  he  made  it  to  appear  as  if  the  stars  of  heaven  in  their  courses 
were  all  fighting  in  the  interest  of  the  Greater  New  York,  while,  on  the  other  side, 
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it  was,  in  chief  part,  either  the  uneasy  apprehension  of  harm  to  some  particular 
neighborhood  or  of  harm  to  the  interests  of  some  political  leader  that  moved  men 
to  opposition.  Mr.  Green’s  arguments  prevailed.  Every  one  of  the  four  counties 
concerned  voted  “yes”  upon  the  question  of  consolidation,  November  6,  1894.  The 
Commission  to  draft  the  Charter  was  appointed  by  the  State,  June  9,  1896,  with 
Mr.  Green  as  chairman.  Prominent  among  the  other  members  was  the  present 
Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Hon.  Seth  Low.  By  the  fact  of  his  nativity  in  the  city  of 
Brooklyn  and  his  services  there  for  four  years  as  its  Chief  Magistrate,  and  his  adoption 
afterwards  of  Manhattan  Island  as  his  residence  and  his  position  here  in  civic  affairs, 
our  present  Mayor  held  an  eminent  place  upon  the  Commission.  The  Charter  thus 
drafted  became  a law  November  4,  1897.  The  new  City  of  New  York  began  to  exist 
January  1,  1898. 

On  the  twenty-second  of  May,  1898,  Mr.  Green  was  invited  by  the  City  Legislature 
to  accept  congratulations  for  his  work  in  the  forming  of  the  Greater  New  York.  A 
thoughtful  address  was  given  by  him  in  which  he  emphasized  such  facts  as  the  fol- 
lowing : 

“More  than  any  other  community,  we  have  had  greatness  thrust  upon  us.  The 
question  of  the  government  of  great  cities  is  nowhere  else  brought  to  such  a con- 
spicuous trial.  Our  example  will  effect  great  interests  throughout  this  country  and 
the  world.  The  great  cities  of  Europe  which  are  national  capitals  can  give  us  little 
information  for  our  needs;  we  occupy  an  original  field.  If  there  is  legislation  prejudi- 
cial to  the  City  at  Albany,  it  will  have  to  be  blamed  on  the  lack  of  force  of  the  twenty 
Senators  and  sixty  Assemblymen  that  go  up  from  New  York,  being  two-fifths  of  the 
entire  body.” 

On  only  one  important  question  was  Mr.  Green  seriously  disappointed.  He 
advocated  a local  legislature,  consisting  of  two  houses,  each  elected  by  popular  suf-' 
frage.  But  three  years’  trial  proved  that  the  two  popular  legislative  bodies  were 
more  than  the  City  could  endure.  The  Municipal  Council  was  abolished,  the  Aider- 
men  only  were  retained,  while  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  became 
practically  an  upper  legislative  house  as  well  as  a cabinet  of  administration.  Andrew 
H.  Green  wanted  popular  self-government  in  the  utmost  possible  measure.  Two 
legislative  houses  give  this,  no  doubt,  more  nearly  than  one,  provided  their  members 
work  not  for  themselves,  but  for  the  public.  The  result  proved  that  it  was  asking  too 
much  of  the  community  to  provide  two  local  legislatures  who  would  do  their  strict 
duty  as  citizens  and  patriots.  There  was  a general  agreement  that  we  should  try  to 
secure  only  one — namely,  the  House  of  Aldermen.  To  this  House  larger  powers 
have  been  given  by  the  amended  charter.  The  importance  and  dignity  of  each  seat 
in  this  body  is  thus  greatly  enhanced.  The  hope  of  the  people  is  that  in  this  House 
of  Aldermen  the  ideal  of  Andrew  H.  Green  of  a wise,  dignified,  honest  and  efficient 
municipal  legislature  will  fully  be  attained.

Although  six  years  have  now  passed  since  the  organization  of  the  Greater  New 
York,  no  public  monument  has  yet  been  established  in  honor  of  that  event.  It  is 
true  that  a gold  medal  was  struck  as  a memorial  and  was  presented  to  Andrew  H. 
Green  on  the  6th  of  October,  1898.  This,  however,  was  done  by  a committee  of 
citizens;  nor  can  it  be  called  in  a true  sense  a public  memorial.  I am  not,  I hope, 
transgressing  the  liberty  granted  me  to-day  if  I suggest  the  establirhment  of  a fitting 
monument  of  Andrew  H.  Green  and  of  the  founding  of  the  Greater  New  York. 
Whoever  has  studied  the  map  of  a great  ancient  city,  Constantinople,  or  Athens,  or 
Rome,  has  observed  that  the  successive  boundaries  are  marked  bv  walls  or  traces  of 
walls.  On  the  map  of  Rome,  one  may  trace  the  wall  of  Servius  Tullius,  of  Aurelian, 
and  possibly  of  Leo.  Until  thirty  years  ago  the  boundaries  of  New  York  City  on 
every  side  were  the  tidal  waters  that  surrounded  the  Island  of  Manhattan;  but  now 
through  the  successive  movements,  of  which  Andrew  H.  Green  was  the  leader,  the 
boundary  lines  have  grown  to  full  one  hundred  miles.  Four-fifths  of  this  great  ex- 
tent is  grandly  marked  out  by  nature,  by  the  tidal  waters  that 

encompass  our  City  of  the  Waters.  What  nobler  bounds  of  any 

city  than  the  lower  Hudson,  the  Upper  Bay,  the  Kill  Von  Kull, 
the  Staten  Island  Sound,  the  Arthur  Kill,  the  Lower  Bay,  the  open 
Ocean  and  the  Sound.  Any  city  of  old, a Nineveh  or  Babylon,  could  surround  herself 
with  a pile  of  bricks.  But  what  city,  save  New  York,  has  girt  herself  for  four-score 
miles  with  floods  of  mighty  waters?  There  remain,  however,  seven  miles  from  the 
Hudson  to  the  Sound,  and  twice  seven  miles  from  the  Sound  to  the  ocean  which 
is  not  thus  grandly  marked  out  by  nature.  The  line  from  the  Hudson  to  the  Sound 
has  been  tentatively  and  obscurely  marked  by  ordinary  street  monuments,  a few  inches 
square,  set  by  the  City  Engineers.  The  line  across  Long  Island  has  not  been  indicated 
in  even  this  inconspicuous  way.  Now  we  do  not  want  walls  to  mark  these  bounds. 
The  ancient  walls  shut  out  light  and  air  and  liberty  of  travel.  But  may  we  not 
appropriately  define  the  utmost  bounds,  of  this  city  of  ours  upon  its  landward  side 
by  a memorial  boundary  road,  to  be  called  the  Andrew  Haswell  Green  Boundary  Road, 
stretching  seven  miles  from  the  Hudson  river  to  the  Sound,  and  twice  seven  miles 
from  the  Sound  to  the  ocean — this  boundary  road  to  be  a parkway  of  three  or 
four  rods  in  breadth,  adapted  as  far  as  may  be  to  local  wants  in  the  thinly  inhabited 
region  where  it  must  run.  A bo.undary  line  such  as  this  could  be  readily 

reached  at  many  points  by  boat  or  rail  from  all  the  city.  Every  one  of 

the  million  scholars  of  our  public  schools  could  thus  learn  what  are  the  City’s  limits. 
In  Great  Britain  they  preserve,  in  many  places,  a custom  which  is  centuries  old,  of 
perambulating  each  year  the  bounds  of  the  parish.  Not  officers  only,  nor  children, 
but  all  the  people  turn  out  to  march  about  the  parish  bounds.  If  the  Andrew  H. 
Green  Boundary  Road  were  established,  as  proposed,  what  a notable  day  might  be 
enjoyed  by  New  Yorkers,  whether  boys  and  girls  in  grammar  or  high  school,  or 
Aldermen,  or  Borough  Presidents,  or  City  Engineers,  or  private  citizens,  not  a.  per- 
ambulation perhaps,  but  a circumvention  of  the  bounds  of  our  City — perhaps  five  or 
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six  hours  on  a swift  boat  over  the  eighty  miles  of  water  and  two  or  three  hours  by 
wagon  or  on  foot  over  the  boundary  road  upon  the  land.  To  take  such  a course  on 
some  fine  day  of  June  or  October,  should  be  required  of  each  student  in  the  high 
schools,  the  colleges  and  the  universities  of  the  metropolis.  More  than  half  of  the 
line  of  such  a boundary  road  from  the  Hudson  to  the  Sound  would  be  identical  with 
the  north  boundary  of  Van  Cortlandt  and  Pelham  bay  parks.  A large  portion  of  it 
would  doubtless  be  found  identical  with  roadways  now  existing.  The  land  to  be  pur- 
chased for  the  entire  parkway,  if  made  of  modest  width,  would  be  hardly  one  hun- 
dred acres;  its  cost  a mere  trifle  in  comparison  to  the  increase  of  value  which  it 
wkuld  create  along  its  course.  Such  a monument  would  harmonize  with  the  char- 
acter and  life  which  it  would  commemorate.  It  would  have  historic  significance. 
It  would  join  country  and  city  as  he  loved  to  join  them.  It  would  better  the  condi- 
tion of  the  remotest  parts  of  our  City.  In  the  very  last  words  which  Mr.  Green 
spoke  in  public  he  gave  his  view  of  the  end  to  which  life  should  be  dedicated.  Four 
days  before  being  taken  away,  while  attending  as  trustee  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Isabella  Heimath,  he  made  a brief  address  which  was  set  down  upon  paper.  He 
spoke  of  the  work  there  done  for  humanity,  closing  with  this  noble  sentence.  I trust 
that  when  this  municipality  shall  build  his  monument,  whether  it  be  the  “Andrew 
Haswell  Green  Boundary  road”  or  some  other,  that  this  sentence  may  be  placed 
there,  inscribed  upon  enduring  granite.  He  said:  “Let  us  then  continue  with  zeal 
the  work  here  so  auspiciously  begun,  and  secure  to  ourselves  that  richest  of  rewards — 
the  satisfaction  of  having  done  what  we  could  to  better  the  condition  of  those  about 
us.”

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks 
in  The  City  of  New  York.. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

First — Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant,  or  person  having  barge  of  any 
building  or  lot  (a  lot  meaning  25  front  feet  or  fraction  thereof)  of  ground  in  The 
City  of  New  York  shall  within  four  hours  after  the  fall  of  any  snow,  and  within 
four  hours  after  the  forming  of  any  ice  on  the  sidewalk  or  in  the  gutter  in  the  front 
of  any  such  building  or  lot,  remove  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  from  such 
sidewalk  or  gutter  under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  such  neglect,  to  be 
paid  by  the  said  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  severally 
and  respectively;  but  where  said  snow  falls  or  ice  forms  between  the  hours  of  8

o’clock  in  the  evening  and  5 o’clock  in  the  -morning,  this  ordinance  will  be  com- 
plied with  by  lemoving  or  causing  the  same  to  be  removed  before  9 o’clock  in 
the  morning. 

“The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  streets  or  avenues  in  The  City 
of  New  York  which  have  not  been  curbed,  guttered  or  flagged.” 

Second — In  case  the  ice  or  snow  on  the  sidewalk  shall  be  so  congealed  that  it 
cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavement,  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occu- 
pant, or  person  having  charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  as  aforesaid  shall, 
within  the  time  specified  in  the  last  preceding  section,  cause  the  sidewalk  opposite 
his,  her  or  their  premises  to  be  strewn  with  ashes  or  sand  under  the  penalty  of  one 
dollar  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge 
thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

Third — All  ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  and  of  the  former  municipal 
and  public  corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York,  inconsistent  or 
conflicting  herewith  in  penalty  or  otherwise,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Fourth — This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant  or  occupant  of  any  building  or  lot  of 
ground  abutting  on  any  street  or  public  place,  or  any  agent  having  charge  thereof, 
who  shall  fail  to  remove  the  snow  and  ice,  dirt  and  other  materials  from  the  paved 
sidewalk  in  front  thereof,  as  required  by  section  6 of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  either  upon  confession  of  the  defendant  or  upon  competent 
testimony,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  ($1),  nor  more  than 
three  dollars  ($3)  for  each  such  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  (1) 
nor  more  than  five  (5)  days. 

Alderman  O.  J.  Murphy  moved  to  amend  by  striking  from  the  first  line  of  section 
8 the  word  “tenant.” 
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Alderman  McCall  moved  that  the  whole  matter  be  made  a Special  Order  for  the 
next  meeting,  at  3 o’clock  p.  m.

Hon.  JOSEPH  CASSIDY,  President,  Borough  of  Queens: 

We  report  as  follows  the  results  of  a sanitary  inspection  and  survey  of  the 
Queens  County  Courthouse  and  Jail,  made  to  your  order  on  the  18th,  19th  and  21st 
days  of  June  and  the  1st  day  of  July,  1903: 

In  making  inspections  it  is  frequently  found  that  some  portion  of  the  drainage 
system  is  located  beneath  floors,  or  behind  walls,  or  is  covered  with  casings  and  cannot 
be  inspected;  reference  is  made  in  the  report  to  such  conditions,  and  responsibility  for 
defects  in  these  hidden  pipes  is  not  assumed  by  the  company.  After  the  “recommenda- 
tions’ have  been  carried  out  there  should  be  a reinspection,  and  if  leaks  are  still  de- 
veloped, after  all  visible  pipe  has  been  made  right,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the 
hidden  pipes  uncovered. 

A test  with  smoke  and  chemical  under  light  pressure  was  applied  to  the  drainage 
systems  in  the  above  buildings. 
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Leaks  Disclosed  by  the  Test. 

1,  2,  3 and  4 : 

At  couplings  on  basin  traps  in  the  jury  room  on  the  west  side,  in  the  jury  room  on 
the  east  side,  in  the  main  toilet  room  on  the  first  floor  and  in  the  main  toilet  room  in 
the  basement.  Such  couplings  depend  on  perishable  washers  for  tightness  and  are  not 
to  be  relied  upon.  These  traps  should  be  replaced  by  “S”  traps,  with  screwed-in  con- 
nections of  iron  pipe  standard,  and  without  couplings  or  unions. 

5 and  6 : 

On  the  branch  soil  pipes  between  the  cells  on  the  lower  tier  in  the  section  of  the 
jail  used  as  an  administration  building.  There  are  two  openings,  one  on  each  of  the 
branch  soil  pipes,  for  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  building.  These  openings  should 
be  enlarged  and  threaded  to  receive  iron  plugs,  screwed  in,  in  red  lead 
7: 

Smoke  escaped  through  all  of  the  leader  connections,  indicating  that  these  are 
not  trapped.  Leaders  should  be  trapped  by  accessible  traps,  placed  within  the  building 
and  provided  with  one  cleanout  on  the  inlet  side,  closed  by  heavy  brass  or  iron  bodied 
ferrules,  having  heavy  brass  screw  plugs  with  tapered  threads  of  iron  pipe  standard. 

Note. — Some  of  the  drains  for  the  leaders  are  exposed  to  frost.  Incidentally  to  the 
placing  of  the  traps  the  branch  leader  drains  should  be  rearranged  and  run  within  the 
building  up  to  a point  opposite  the  foot  of  each  leader.- 

Owing  to  the  profuse  escape  of  the  smoke  and  chemical,  other  leaks,  if  any 
exist,  may  have  remained  undetected. 

Obstruction  Disclosed  by  the  Test. 

No  smoke  escaped  through  the  soil  pipe  extending  above  the  roof  of  the  Court 
House  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  building.  There  is  a long  flat  offset  on  the 
corresponding  pipe  on  the  west  side,  where  it  is  exposed,  and  the  presumption  is  that 
this  pipe  is  somewhat  similarly  arranged,  and  that  there  is  an  accumulation  of  rust 
scale  at  the  base  of  the  vertical  line  where  it  turns  at  right  angles  to  join  the  flat 
offset.  This  pipe  should  be  cleared  and  it  and  the  corresponding  pipe  at  the  west 
side  should  be  rearranged.  To  prevent  further  obstructions,  and  if  it  is  found  not 
to  be  practicable  to  so  alter  these  pipes,  the  portions  above  the  offset  should  be  re- 
placed by  pipe  less  liable  to  corrosion  than  iron.  For  this  purpose  lead-lined 
wrought  iron  or  brass  may  be  used. 

The  drainage  system,  where  visible,  is  of  extra  heavy  cast-iron  pipe. 

Some  of  the  vent  pipes  are  of  black  wrought  iron.  Generally  they  are  poorly 
arranged.  Many  of  them  can  serve  as  waste  pipes  in  case  of  obstruction  to  the 
latter. 

There  is  one  interior  private  toilet  room  on  the  first  floor,  to  which  access  could 
not  be  obtained,  that  appears  to  be  without  ventilation. 
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The  basins  are  of  poor  type,  with  inaccessible  overflows  and  the  fixtures  in  the 
kitchen  and  their  surroundings  are  bad.  They  are  of  wood,  worn  and  saturated. 

The  water  supply  system  is  poorly  designed  and  badly  installed.  The  pipes  are 
not  covered  and  on  one  of  the  days  of  inspection  water  of  condensation  was  dripping 
from  most  of  them. 

'{he  pump  is  inadequate  to  supply  the  water  needed,  unless  continuously  operated 
at  high  speed,  and  under  those  circumstances  it  is  very  noisy.  We  are  informed 
that  on  this  account  the  pump  cannot  be  operated  while  the  Court  is  in  session,  and 
in  consequence,  at  times  the  fixtures  are  without  a water  supply,  and  this  is  of  par- 
ticular importance,  as  the  water  closets  in  the  Jail  are  not  provided  with  cisterns  to 
hold  water  in  reserve  for  flushing. 

There  is  a large  and  continual  waste  of  water  through  defective  stopcocks, 
valves  and  cisterns,  which  adds  to  the  inconvenience  caused  by  the  inadequacy  of  the 
pump. 

General  Recommendation. 

The  water  supply  system  should  be  renewed  throughout  under  plans  and  specifi- 
cations that  will  secure  a good  design.  New  pumps  should  be  provided,  of  suffi- 
cient capacity.  Steam  pumps  should  not  be  used  on  account  of  their  noise.  Electric 
pumps  of  good  design  can  be  installed  in  such  a manner  as  to  be  nearly  noiseless, 
and  if  they  are  used  the  present  storage  tanks  may  remain,  otherwise  additional 
storage  tanks  will  be  required,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the  water  which  is  largely  used 
for  drinking  purposes  should  not  be  kept  stored  in  tanks  for  a long  time. 

The  vent  pipe  system  should  be  renewed  throughout;  the  new  work  should  be 
arranged  to  discharge  rust  accumulation  and  the  branch  vent  pipes  should  be  ar- 
ranged above  the  outlets  of  the  fixtures. 

The  above,  and  the  repairs  enumerated  under  the  headings  of  “leaks”  and 
“obstructions,”  and  a considerable  part  of  the  repairs  given  in  the  itemized  list  ap- 
pended, are  essential  changes. 

The  water  closets  and  urinals  in  the  Court  House,  while  of  modern  types,  are 
of  a cheap  class,  with  the  exception  of  a few  water  closets  and  the  cisterns;  metal 
work  and  wood  work  in  connection  with  them  is  in  bad  order,  and  cannot  be  re- 
paired so  as  to  be  materially  improved.  Even'  after  a considerable  expenditure  of 
money,  little  permanent  improvement  in  their  condition  could  be  accomplished,  and 
in  a short  time  they  would  be  as  bad  or  worse  than  before  the  repairs.  Many  of  the 
water  closets  are  set  on  wooden  floors. 

The  basins  throughout  are  of  poor  type,  already  referred  to. 

Taking  the  foregoing  into  consideration,  the  fixtures  should  be  renewed  through- 
out, with  the  exception  of  the  “Prompto”  water  closet.  The  new  fixtures  should  be 
set  open  and  free  from  enclosing  or  surrounding  woodwork  on  marble  floor  slabs.  The 
fixtures  in  the  hall  are  in  many  cases  in  very  bad  condition.  A number  of  stop-cocks 
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through  which  they  are  supplied  with  water  are  bent  and  broken,  and  in  consequence 
unflushed  and  offensive.  Some  of  these  stop-cocks  can  probably  be  repaired,  but  most 
of  them  will  need  to  be  replaced. 

An  important  matter  in  both  Court  House  and  jail  is  the  neglect  of  unused 
fixtures.  There  is  a public  toilet  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Court  House.  The 
basement  is  not  used  by  the  public,  and  ample  accommodations  seem  to  be  provided 
for  them  in  the  public  toilet  room  on  first  floor;  in  consequence  the  toilet  room  in 
the  basement  is  very  little  used.  There  is  an  unused  sink  in  a store  room  in  the 
basement.  Whole  tiers  of  cells  in  the  jail  and  whole  sections  of  cells  in  the  admin- 
istration building  are  unused.  During  periods  of  disuse  the  water  seals  in  the  traps 
of  the  fixtures  in  these  cells  evaporates,  leaving  direct  openings  through  which  drain 
air  escapes  into  the  building.  At  the  time  of  inspection  the  traps  of  many  of  the 
fixtures  were  found  to  be  absolutely  dry,  and  in  many  other  cases  there  was  not 
enough  water  to  form  a seal. 

The  basement  toilet  in  the  Court  House  should  be  dispensed  with  and  the  open- 
ings into  the  pipe  system  closed  by  iron  plugs,  calked  or  screwed  in. 

The  unused  sink  in  the  cellar  should  be  similarly  cut  off. 

With  regard  to  the  unused  tiers  of  cells  in  the  jail  and  the  unused  sections  in 
the  administration  building,  these  if  possible  should  be  disconnected  and  the  open- 
ings into  the  drainage  system  closed  by  iron  plugs  calked  in.  If,  in  anticipation  of 
the  need  of  these  tiers  and  sections  it  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  do  this,  ft  is  impera- 
tively necessary  that  the  fixtures  in  them  should  have  constant  attention,  be  kept 
in  repair  the  same  as  those  that  are  in  use  and  should  be  freely  flushed  with  water  at 
least  twice  a week.  Unless  one  of  these  things  is  not  done  the  sanitary  condition  of 
both  buildings  will  be  injuriously  affected  and  a constant  nuisance  maintained,  and  the 
buildings  will  not  be  fit  for  occupancy. 

The  unused  sections  of  cells  in  the  administration  building  are  not  kept  clean. 
The  unused  cells  sire  littered  with  rubbish,  soiled  bed  clothing,  etc.,-  and  food  has  been 
left  so  long  that  it  has  become  covered  with  mold.  These  sections  of  cells  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  the  accumulations  referred  to  removed. 

Roofs.  . 

The  mansard  roof,  extending  from  the  level  of  the  top  floor  to  the  flat  roof,  is 
of  galvanized  iron,  in  bad  order,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  past  repair. 
It  should  be  renewed  and  the  new  roof  made  of  copper.  The  outlets  to  the  leaders 
on  the  roof  of  the  jail  and  the  administration  building  are  obstructed.  Water  stands 
in  the  gutters,  in  some  places  to  the  depth  of  nearly  a foot,  and  this  has  caused 
corrosion.  Through  these  leaky  gutters  much  of  the  rain  water  soaks  into  the  walls. 
This  has  already  absolutely  affected  the  latter,  and  they  are  stained  and  unsightly. 
The  obstructions  to  the  leader  outlets  should  be  removed,  and  new  gutters  provided 
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for.  The  greater  part  and  repairs  should  be  made  on  the  portions  retained.  Some 
of  the  leaders  are  corroded  through.  These  should  be  replaced  where  defective. 
The  small  roof  over  the  entrance  at  the  east  side  of  the  administration  building  is 
littered  with  rubbish  and  water  stands  on  it.  This  rubbish  should  be  removed  and 
the  leader  cleared  if  it  is  obstructed. 

1.  The  house  tank  is  not  covered.  Its  overflow  is  directly  connected  to  a waste 
pipe.  The  water  of  house  tanks,  which  may  be  used  for  drinking,  cooking  and  toilet 
purposes,  should  be  carefully  safe-guarded.  The  tank  should  be  covered  with  a dust- 
proof  cover,  having  a ventilator  protected  by  wire  gauze  and  cotton.  The  overflow 
should  be  dip-trapped  to  within  a few  inches  from  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  with  a 
small  vent  pipe  at  the  crown  to  prevent  siphonage  arranged  to  discharge  over  th^  slop 
sink  on  the  top  floor,  and  provided  with  a flap-valve  at  the  lower  end  over  the  sink. 
It  would  be  advisable  to  provide  a regulating  device  whereby  the  pumps  might  be 
automatically  controlled. 

2.  The  fixtures  in  the  kitchen  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Courthouse  should  be 
renewed  by  those  of  non-absorbent  material,  set  open,  and  the  woodwork  about 
them  should  be  removed  and  replaced  by  non-absorbent  material.  The  local  vent 
pipes  for  the  soup  kettles  and  other  kitchen  appurtenances  are  xorroded  through 
and  no  longer  operated.  A proper  system  of  local  vent  pipes  of  copper  should 
be  provided  for  these  fixtures,  carried  to  an  heated  flue,  or  an  air  current  should 
be  maintained  through  them  by  means  of  a fan.  The  steam  connections  for  the 
soup  kettles  and  other  kitchen  appliances  are  leaky.  These  should  be  repaired  or 
renewed  as  required. 

3.  The  stop-cocks  of  the  kitchen  apparatus  generally  are  leaky.  These  should 
be  repaired  or  replaced. 

4.  Steam  drips  are  connected  directly  to  the  drainage  system.  These  should' 
be  disconnected  and  the  openings  closed  by  iron  plugs,  screwed  in,  and  the  drip 
pipes  arranged  to  discharge  into  a cooling  tank  from  which  a valved  outlet  may 
be  provided  to  the  drain. 

5.  The  joints  on  the  house  drain  in  the  engine  room  have  been  injured  by 
contraction  and  expansion,  caused  by  the  hot  drips  above  referred  to,  and  the 
drain  itself  is  sagged  and  out  of  alignment.  These  joints  should  be  remade  with 
oakum  and  lead,  and  the  drain  should  be  restored  to  alignment  and  properly  sup- 
ported. 

6.  The  trap  of  the  Engineer’s  sink  is  not  ventilated,  and  the  trap  itself  is  not 
worth  repairing.  It  should  be  replaced  by  a new  one  with  a 2-inch  galvanized 
wrought  iron  vent  pipe,  connecting  with  one  of  the  main  vent  pipes. 

7.  The  floor  pavement  in  the  front  part  of  the  boiler  room  is  broken.  This 
should  be  repaired. 
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8.  The  lowermost  tread  of  the  iron  stairs  in  the  corridor  is  broken  and  in 
dangerous  condition.  A new  iron  step  should  be  provided  here. 

9.  Water  finds  its  way  into  the  cellar  through  the  walls  at  several  points.  Part 
of  this  is  probably  due  to  the  conditions  of  the  roof  gutters  already  described. 
Some  of  it  may  be  due  to  lack  of  pavement  and  the  improper  grading  about  the 
building.  If  water  continues  to  come  through  the  walls  after  the  roof  gutters  have 
been  repaired,  the  ground  about  the  building  should  be  regraded  and  paved  so  as 
to  discharge  water  away  from  the  walls. 

Heating  and  Ventilation. 

There  is  no  system  of  ventilation  for  the  Courthouse,  and  natural  ventilation 
is  depended  on  for  the  Jail.  Air  from  outdoors  is  heated  and  blown  by  a fan  into 
the  court  rooms,  but  no  outlets  are  provided  for  removing  foul  air. 

A system  of  mechanical  ventilation  should  be  installed  for  each  building,  where- 
by fresh  air,  warmed  in  cold  weather,  would  be  forced  into  the  buildings  and  the 
vitiated  air  removed.  Incidental  to  the  installation  of  systematic  ventilation,  the 
heating  system  will  need  to  be  remodeled.

MESSAGES  FROM  HIS  HONOR  THE  MAYOR. 

The  Vice-Chairman  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  message  from  His  Honor  the 
Mayor. 

No.  25. 

City  of  New  York — Office  of  the  Mayor,  } 
February  17,  1904.  $ 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen — I return  herewith,  without  my  approval, 

“An  ordinance  granting  the  assent  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  the  New  York, 
Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its  road 
across  certain  streets.” 

It  is  unnecessary  to  discuss  at  length  all  the  questions  raised  at  the  public  hearing 
on  this  measure. 

The  ordinance  is  deficient  in  the  respect  that  it  does  not  protect  the  City’s  interests, 
and  that  failure  of  itself  makes  it  objectionable.  The  privilege  which  this  ordinance 
would  bestow  upon  the  applicant  is  given  without  any  compensation  to  the  City,  and 
no  contract  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  grantee  to  bear  any  part  of  the  expense  which 
it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  will  fall  on  the  City  in  the  natural  course  of  its  develop- 
ment by  reason  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  this  road. 

It  is  well  for  the  City  to  encourage  the  extension  of  transit  facilities,  but  a time  has 
come  when  it  is  unwise  to  let  the  urgency  of  public  need  force  us  into  measures  of 
temporary  expediency  regardless  of  the  effect  of  such  a policy  on  the  future  welfare  of 
the  City. 

In  my  first  message  to  your  Honorable  Board  I spoke  of  the  necessity  of  a general 
fiscal  policy,  which  should  be  so  clearly  recognized  that  no  administration,  whatever 
its  political  character,  could  or  would  depart  from  it.  I believe  also  that  some  uniform 
system  should  be  adopted  for  the  protection  of  municipal  interests  in  cases  like  that  dealt 
with  in  this  ordinance.  This  right  to  cross  streets,  so  indispensable  to  the  railroad 
companies,  is  a valuable  municipal  asset  and  reasonable  consideration  should  be  exacted 
for  it. 

I shall  not  attempt  at  this  time  to  set  up  a general  rule  for  the  granting  of  such 
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privileges,  but  merely  point  out  some  of  the  omissions  which  make  it  impossible  for 
me  to  give  my  approval  to  this  ordinance. 

No  provision  is  made  for  a money  compensation  to  the  City,  and  no  condition  is 
imposed  that  the  expense  of  the  structures  necessary  to  admit  of  the  tracks  running 
under  and  over  the  grade  of  the  street  shall  either  in  whole  or  in  part  be  borne  by  the 
company. 

The  City  is  not  safeguarded  against  the  building  of  unsightly  or  inartistic  structures 
which  might  forever  deface  the  territory  through  which  the  road  proposed  to  pass. 

The  grant  involves  the  building  of  bridges,  which  otherwise  the  City  would  not 
have  to  construct  or  maintain,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  the  railroad  company  is  to 
assume  any  part  of  this  expense. 

It  imposes  no  obligation  on  the  applicant  in  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  structures 
in  the  opening  of  new  streets  or  the  widening  of  existing  streets,  which  will  come 
inevitably  with  the  increase  of  population. 

There  is  no  restraint  upon  the  company  as  to  the  use  of  such  motive  power  within 
the  City  limits  as  to  prevent  the  nuisances  of  noise  and  smoke. 

Important  as  these  considerations  are,  there  is  still  another,  which  should  have 
great  weight;  the  ordinance  takes  no  care  to  insure  the  usefulness  of  the  road  to  the 
public  in  the  number  of  trains  to  be  operated,  the  rate  of  fare,  the  location  of  stations, 
and  other  details  that  involve  convenience  and  comfort. 

While  there  is  opportunity  these  advantages  ought  to  be  secured  by  agreement 
instead  of  seeking  them  after  the  corporation  has  gained  its  desires. 

For  these  reasons,  while  I keenly  realize  the  need  for  immediate  transit  improve- 
ments in  the  northern  part  of  the  City,  I must  disapprove  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE  Granting  the  Assent  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  the  New 
Yofk,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  to  Construct,  Maintain 
and  Operate  Its  Road  Across  Certain  Streets. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

That  the  assent  of  The  City  of  New  York  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  granted 
and  given  to  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  a domestic 
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corporation  created  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its  railroad  across  the  following  named 
streets,  avenues  and  highways  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  either  above  or  below  the  grade  thereof  as  may  be  lawfully  determined, 
namely:

Boulevard  and  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  between  Brook  avenue  and  the  easterly  side  of 
St.  Ann’s  avenue,  and  between  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-second  street  and 
East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street;  across  Cypress  avenue,  East  One 
Hundred  and  Thirty-third  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street,  East 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-sixth  street,

Point  road;  across  the  Southern  Boulevard  at  or  near  its  junction  with  Hunt’s 
Point  road,  Hoe  street,  Faille  street,  Bryant  street,  Longfellow  street,  Aldus  street, 
Guttenburg  street  and  Westchester  avenue;  across  Home  street,  Freeman  street, 
Boone  street.  West  Farms  road  and  Jennings  avenue;  across  East  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy-second  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-third  street,  East  One 
Hundred  and  Seventy-fourth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-sixth  street  and 
Rodman  place,  and  across  West  Farms  road  near  its  intersection  with  East  One 
Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  and  the  Boston  Post  road  and  such  parts  of 
said  Boston  Post  road  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  there  to  effect  a junction  or  connection  with  any  other  rail- 
road line  running  upon,  above  or  below  the  surface  of  the  ground;  also  across  the

street,  Chestnut  street  and  Ash  street;  also  across  Reed  lane;  also  diagonally  across 
Chestnut  avenue,  Walnut  avenue  and  Oak  street  or  avenue,  and  across  East  Chester 
Landing  road  to  the  eastward  of  the  Boston  Post  road.

ways intersected  by  the  route  of  said  railroad,  whether  or  not  the  same  be  formally 
opened  or  laid  out.

Sirs — At  a meeting  of  citizens  of  Jamaica  and  vicinity  called  to  receive  and  act 
upon  a report  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  public  meeting  of  January  19,  1904, 
to  endeavor  to  find  ways  and  means  of  improving  and  lessening  the  cost  of  the  service 
of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  between  Manhattan  and  the  Jamaica  section, 
a report  having  been  adopted,  it  was  regularly  moved  and  motion  carried  that  a copy 
of  said  report  be  sent  to  your  Honorable  Board. 

Herewith  enclose  same.

(Copy,  Minority  Report). 

After  careful  consideration,  the  undersigned,  constituting  a minority  of  the  com- 
mittee, while  earnestly  desiring  improved  transportation  facilities  for  this  district,  are 
unable  to  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  majority  and  respectfully  submit 
reasons,  as  follows: 

It  appears  to  us  upon  a careful  investigation  that  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
Company  has  exceeded  the  rights  granted  by  the  City  Charter  in  attempting  to  run 
three-car  trains  upon  Jamaica  avenue. 

That  said  Company,  by  running  motor  trains,  would  violate  its  contract  with  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  by  which  it  is  bound  at  all  times  to  construct  and  operate  the  road 
in  such  a manner  as  shall  be  suitable  and  proper  for  a street  surface  railroad. 

That  said  Company,  by  operating  the  motor  trains,  violates  its  agreement  made 
with  the  property  owners  on  Fulton  street  in  that  their  consent  was  gained  for  the  laying 
of  the  T-rail  on  the  condition  that  a trolley  'service  would  be  given  them  with  cars 
stopping  at  every  crossing,  and  not  a train  service  with  stops  at  stations  four  or  five 
blocks  apart. 

That  the  motor  trains,  when  in  operation,  were  the  cause  of  an  unusual  number  of 
accidents,  twenty-three  resulting  in  personal  injury  in  the  first,  three  months. 

That  the  motor  trains  cause  much  annoyance  and  discomfort  to  people  living 
on  or  near  Fulton  street,  because  of  the  noise  resulting  from  their  operation,  and  that 
they  block  the  street,  at  times,  with  four  or  five  trains  standing  on  one  track,  prohibit- 
ing traffic,  and  causing  inconvenience  and  danger. 

That  the  Local  Board,  upon  complaint,  investigated  the  troubles  arising  from  the 
running  of  trains,  and,  after  careful  deliberation,  declared  unanimously  that  their  opera- 
tion was  a public  nuisance. 
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That  if  the  claims  of  said  railroad  are  now  conceded  there  will  be  given  no 
guarantee  that  Fulton  street  will  not  soon  be  converted  into  a railroad  street  for  express 
trains  and  freight  traffic. 

That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  for  more  than  four  years  prior  to  the  running  of  the 
motor  trains  the  fare  by  trolley  from  Jamaica  (with  transfer  from  East  New  York  to 
the  elevated)  to  the  Manhattan  end  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  was  five  cents,  the  con- 
clusion is  irresistible  that  the  refusal  of  the  railroad  company  to  give  such  transfers 
now  cannot  be  for  the  reason  that  such  a course  would  result  in  financial  loss  to  the 
road. 

That  the  present  unsatisfactory  service  without  transfer  is  unfair  and  calculated 
to  create  dissatisfaction  in  order  to  make  possible  the  obtaining  of  signatures  to  a 
petition  for  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  removing  the  motor  trains. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a resolution  should  be  passed  that  a repeal  of  said 
ordinance  would  work  a great  lasting  injury  to  the  community  interests  of  this 
locality. 

We  further  recommend  that  efforts  be  still  continued  to  secure  more  and  better 
cars,  together  with  a transfer  at  East  New  York  at  a single  fare  of  five  cents.

and  across  certain  public  viaducts,  bridges  and  approaches  which  are  adjacent  to  or 
within  one-half  mile  of  the  route  or  routes  of  its  existing  railroads,  for  the  purpose 
of  connecting  with  and  reaching  the  tracks,  depots,  stations  or  termini  of  other 
railroads  which  are  not  more  than  one-half  mile  distant  from  such  bridges  or  via- 
ducts. 

The  following  is  a description  of  such  streets,  avenues,  public  places,  parkways 
and  highways,  viaducts,  bridges  and  approaches  and  of  the  respective  routes  (num- 
bered from  (1)  to  (3)  inclusive),  which  the  said  extensions  or  branches  are  to  follow:

“(5)  Beginning  at  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  at  the  intersec-, 
tion  of  Bailey  avenue  and  Harlem  river  terrace,  thence  southerly  upon  and  along 
said  Harlem  river  terrace  to  its  intersection  with  Cedar  avenue;  thence  southerly 
upon  and  along  Cedar  avenue  to  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  on. said 
avenue,  all  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City  of  ’New  York,  in  the  State 
of  New  York.

“(13)  Beginning  at  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Jerome  avenue  and  Gun  Hill  road;  thence  easterly  upon  and  along  Gun  Hill 
road  to  the  tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  at  the  intersection  of  said  Gun  Hill 
road  with  Webster  avenue,  all  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  City  of  New  York  in  the 
State  of  New  York.” 

Third — Said  corporation  proposes  to  operate  said  extensions  and  branches  by  the 
overhead  trolley  system  substantially  similar  to  that  now  in  use  on  its  other  lines,  or 
by  any  other  motive  power,  other  than  locomotive  steam  power,  which  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  consented  to  by  the  owners 
of  property  bounded  on  the  same,  as  provided  by  law. 

Wherefore  your  petitioner  prays  that  public  notice  hereof  and  of  the  time  and 
place,  when  and  where  this  application  will  be  first  considered  be  given,  as  required 
by  the  provisions  of  section  92  of  the  Railroad  Law  and  nil  other  laws  applicable 
thereto;  and  that  the  desired  consent  or  grant  be  given  in  the  form  of  an*  ordinance, 
and  upon  terms  as  to  compensation  and  otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter.

Hon.  CHARLES  V.  FORNES,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Dear  Sir — In  connection  with  the  presentation  of  its  petition  and  that  of  its  allied 
company,  the  Southern  Boulevard  Railroad  Company,  for  franchises  for  certain  exten- 
sions of  its  lines,  principally  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  the  Union  Railway  Com- 
pany desires  to  call  your  attention  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  applications 
are  made. 

The  Union  Railway  Company  operates  all  the  surface  lines  in  The  Bronx,  aggre- 
gating about  80  miles.  These  lines,  however,  cross  only  two  of  the  bridges  over  the 
Harlem,  viz.,  the  Third  Avenue  Bridge  and  the  Madison  Avenue  Bridge.  Last  year 
your  Honorable  Board,  in  response  to  a strong  public  demand  in  the  Borough  of  The 
Bronx,  granted  the  Union  Railway  Company  a franchise  to  cross  the  Macombs  Dam 
Bridge,  and  an  extension  of  the  company’s  lines  over  that  bridge  is  about  to  be  made. 
Recently  there  have  been  many  and  vigorous  requests  from  the  citizens  of  The  Bronx 
that  the  company’s  lines  be  extended  over  four  other  of  the  Harlem  river  bridges,  so 
as  to  furnish  street-railway  connections  over  those  bridges  with  the  surface  and  other 
lines  on  Manhattan  Island.  These  tour  bridges  are  the  Willis  Avenue  Bridge,  the 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  Street  Bridge,  the  Washington  Bridge  and  the  Fordham 
Heights  Bridge.  The  public  demand  for  these  extensions  has  recently  found  expres- 
sion in  many  ways,  including  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance  of  The 
Bronx  and  also  by  the  Twenty- third  Ward  Property  Owners’  Association,  copies  of 
which  resolutions  are  handed  you  herewith.  In  view  of  the  demand  by  the  citizens  of 
The  Bronx  for  the  above-mentioned  extensions,  the  Union  Railway  Company  recog- 
nizes that  it  cannot  do  otherwise  than  apply  to  the  City  for  the  necessary  authority  to 
make  them,  as  it  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  company  to  make  any  extensions 
of  its  Hues  which  seem  necessary  to  meet  the  fair  requirements  of  the  territory  which 
it  serves. 

In  order  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  carrying  passengers  from  all  parts  of 
The  Bronx  to  these  bridges,  as  well  as  the  other  Harlem  bridges  over  which  the 
Union  lines  are  now  or  are  about  to  be  extended,  it  is  necessary  that  several  short 
extensions  of  the  Union  lines  in  The  Bronx  be  made,  including  a crosstown  line  on 
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One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street  and  a crosstown  line  extending  from  the  corner 
of  Webster  and  Olin  avenues  to  Two  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  street  and  Broad- 
way. Submitted  herewith  is  a map  showing  all  of  the  proposed  extensions  for  which 
franchises  are  now  applied  for,  as  well  as  the  present  Union  lines  in  The  Bronx  and 
those  under  construction  or  about  to  be  constructed  under  existing  franchises. 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance  the  Union 
Railway  Company  is  willing  that  the  franchises  over  the  four  bridges  in  question 
should  be  in  such  form  as  to  permit  its  tracks  over  the  bridges  and  the  approaches  to 
the  bridges  to  be  used  upon  equal  terms  by  any  other  company  which  may  hereafter 
be  authorized  by  the  City  to  cross  those  bridges. 

We  recognize  that  the  franchises  which  we  request  should  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  adequate  compensation  to  the  City  for  the  use  of  the  bridges  and  streets 
which  are  to  be  occupied  by  our  tracks.

Memorandum. 

The  Taxpayers’  Alliance  of  The  Bronx  is  an  organization  composed  of  seven 
delegates  from  each  of  the  thirty  local  organizations  of  citizens  in  that  territory. 

Attached  are  copies  of  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance  on  Feb- 
ruary 3,  1904,  and  also  copies  of  similar  resolutions  adopted  by  such  local  bodies 
as  the  Property  Owners’  Association  of  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  The  South  Bronx 
Taxpayers’  Association  and  the  Building  Trades  Employers’  Association,  all  adopt- 
ed early  in  February. 

Copies  of  editorials  which  appeared  in  The  Bronx  Borough  Record  and  Times 
on  February  6 and  21  last  are  also  attached. 

Resolutions  unanimously  adopted  at  a meeting  of  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance  held 
February  3,  1904: 

Whereas,  Improvements  to  the  transit  facilities  in  The  Bronx,  and  more  so  to 
the  surface  roads,  are  of  the  utmost  importance  so  that  home-seekers  can  reach  the 
northern  part  of  the  borough  in  reasonable  time  from  different  sections  and  while 
traveling  enjoy  such  comforts  as  it  is  possible  for  the  surface  lines  to  provide;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  also  of  great  importance  that  the  residents  of  The  Bronx  should 
be  provided  with  transportation  for  one  fare  from  any  part  of  the  borough  to  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street  in  Manhattan  and  west  or  east  across  that  important 
thoroughfare,  there  being  now  on  an  average  six  hundred  residents  of  The  Bronx 
every  hour  during  the  day  transferring  at  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street  from 
the  elevated  road  to  the  surface  cars  crossing  that  street,  or  leaving  the  elevated  road 
and  walking  across ; and 
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Whereas,  If  permits  were  granted  now  existing  surface  roads  to  cross  all  of  the 
several  bridges  spanning  the  Harlem  and  Bronx  rivers,  such  improved  transit  facilities 
could  be  provided  and  much  time,  annoyance  and  money  saved  for  the  residents  of  The 
Bronx;  and 

Whereas,  To  obtain  such  improved  transit  facilities  within  reasonable  time  it  can 
be  secured  only  through  some  existing  and  actually  operated  lines  of  surface  roads; 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance  recommends  that  the  proper  authorities 
be  respectfully  requested  to  at  once . grant  permits  to  the  Union  Railway  Company 
to  lay  tracks  across  Willis  Avenue  Bridge  and  run  cars  across  same,  and  to  lay  tracks 
across  any  other  bridge  now  in  existence  and  spanning  the  Harlem  and  Bronx  rivers 
or  any  bridges  now  under  construction,  provided  the  railway  company  receiving  such 
permit  shall  transport  passengers  from  any  part  of  said  borough  across  Willis  Ave- 
nue Bridge  to  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street,  and  in  Manhattan  across  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street  east  or  west  also  for  one  fare;  and  provided  further 
that  such  permits  if  granted  shall  not  bar  any  other  railway  company  from  receiving 
similar  permits,  and  the  company  procuring  such  permits  in  advance  of  other  com- 
panies shall  permit  such  other  companies  crossing  such  bridges  upon  its  tracks. 

Resolved,  That  a copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  the  .local  authorities 
of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  with  the  request  that  resolutions  be  prepared  and  adopted 
by  the  Local  Boards  in  favor  of  these  measures. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Borough  be  respectfully  requested  to  set  a 
day  for  a hearing  on  the  matter. 

Resolutions  unanimously  adopted  at  a meeting  of  the  Property  Owners’  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Twenty-third  Ward  held  February  5,  1904: 

At  a regular  meeting  of  the  Property  Owners’  Association  of  the  Twenty-third 
Ward,  held  at  its  hall,  February  5,  1904,  it  was  unanimously  resolved : 

That  the  authorities  of  the  Union  Railway  Company  be  requested  to  apply  with- 
out delay  to  the  proper  authorities  of  The  City  of  New  York  for  permits  to  run  its 
cars  across  all  now  existing  bridges  spanning  the  Harlem  and  Bronx  rivers,  and  all 
bridges  now  under  construction  and  spanning  the  same  rivers,  and  that  this  associa- 
tion will  favor  granting  such  permits  on  the  following  conditions: 

That  such  permits  shall  not  be  exclusive,  but  that  any  and  all  railway  companies 
which  may  hereafter  receive  franchise  to  construct  railway  lines  in  The  Bronx  shall 
have  the  right  also  to  cross  such  bridges  and  on  the  tracks  laid  by  the  Union  Rail- 
way Company. 

That  the  Union  Railway  Company  shall  carry  passengers  from  any  part  of  the 
Bronx  over  Willis  Avenue  Bridge,  or  any  other  bridge  suitable  for  the  purpose, 
to  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street,  in  Manhattan,  and  there  transfer  east. or 
west  on  that  thoroughfare.

Editorial  in  The  Bronx  Record  and  Times,  February  6,  1904. 

The  Bronx  is  booming  so  steadily,  uniformly  and  consistently  that  we  are  will- 
ing, and  can  certainly  well  afford  to  meet  every  one  who  enters  the  district  to  con- 
tribute to  its  development  and  advancement  with  equitableness.  In  other  words, 
we  can,  and  we  ought  to  treat  all  hands  fairly.  This  situation  applies  as  much, 
and  perhaps  a little  more,  to  transit  facilities  as  to  any  other  form  of  public  im- 
provement. 

The  local  feeling  in  The  Bronx  toward  the  Union  Railway  Company  is  to  give 
it  everything  it  wants,  and  to  do  it  gladly,  as  long  as  it  will  extend  its  lines  and  develop 
its  system.  To  a certain  degree  this  is  as  it  should  be,  but  in  putting  it  into  practice 
certain  limits  must  be  clearly  recognized  and  never  overstepped,  that  the  ultimate 
well-being  of  our  district  must  not  b'e  jeopardized. 

It  must  be  distinctly  understood  that  The  Bronx  and  the  approaches  thereto 
shall  ever  remain  an  open  field  for  all  parties  with  intentions  and  abilities  to  carry 
them  out.  They  must  be  at  the  mercy  of  no  man  or  corporation. 

The  Taxpayers’  Alliance  and  kindred  bodies  have  taken  up  the  proposition 
made  editorially  by  the  Record  and  Times  on  January  3,  that  the  trolley  cars  be 
allowed  to  cross  all  the  river  bridges,  and  apparently  without  any  restriction. 

This  is  all  very  well  for  the  present,  but  we  must  not  overlook  our  duty  of 
guarding  our  future  interests.  Already  rival  companies  to  the  Union  are  seeking 
to  enter  the  borough,  and  still  other  companies  whose  lines  would  be  very  desirable 
local  acquisitions  may  appear.  For  this  reason  the  provision  suggested  in  our  first 
editorial  on  this  subject  that  other  companies  than  the  Union  should  also  have  the 
right  to  cross  our  bridges,  is  one  ihat  should  be  rigidly  adhered  to. 

This  is  a vital  point,  one  that  should  not  be  lost  sight  of.  There  must  be  no 
monopoly  on  our  bridges. 
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Editorial  in  The  Bronx  Borough  Record  and  Times,  February  21,  1904: 

Why  the  Bridge  Petition  Is  a Popular  One. 

The  popular  petition  to  the  Union  Railway  Company  to  ask  the  City  authorities 
for  permission  for  its  lines  to  cross  all  bridges,  present  or  future,  over  the  Harlem 
or  Bronx  river,  and  which  was  started  by  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance,  has  already 
proven  a popular  petition  indeed. 

The  people  realize  and,  what  is  more,  appreciate  the  broadmindedness  of  the 
petition  in  that  it  not  only  does  not  ask  for  any  monopoly  but  expressly  provides 
that  there  shall  be  none.  It  is  this  provision — that  all  other  railroads  may  have  the 
same  privileges  as  the  Union  to  cross  these  bridges — that  has  shown  the  people 
they  are  working  for  their  own  interests  and  not  those  of  a corporation. 

This  bridge  privilege  will  improve  the  Union  Railway  service  by  completing  its 
system  and  giving  it  connections  with  the  subway,  elevated  and  metropolitan  sys- 
tems, all  of  which  will  be  of  no  small  advantage  to  the  people  of  The  Bronx. 

So  far  as  the  Union  is  concerned  its  personal  benefit  will  be  greater  in*  years 
to  come  than  at  this  present  day,  for  its  greatest  advantages  will  be  to  its  cross-town 
lines,  now  but  a feature  of  its  system,  but  we  predict  that  five  years  from  now  when 
the  subway  is  in  operation  and  the  New  York  Central  is  running  on  its  improved 
plan,  the  Union’s  greatest  traffic  will  be  east  and  west  and  its  cross-town  routes 
will  be  by  far  the  most  important  of  its  lines. 

The  fact  that  the  Union  Company  is  agreeable  to  the  proposition  indicates 
that  there  will  be  a transfer  system  with  the  Metropolitan  system,  as  the  Union 
cars  would  run  on  the  Metropolitan  tracks  for  some  two  miles  on  One  Hundred  and 
Twenty-fifth  street.  It  would  certainly  be  a big  step  toward  the  exchange  of 
transfers  between  the  two  systems. 

It  would  also  introduce  the  underground  trolley  equipment  in  the  Union  sys- 
tem, as  the  cars  running  on  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  street  would  have  to  be 
equipped  with  substructural  trolleys,  that  being  the  system  in  use  there  now. 

Everyone  who  lives  in  The  Bronx,  or  who  has  property  interests  here,  ought 
to  sign  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance  petition.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment: 

An  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  necessary  for  maintenance  of  the 
Surrogates’  Court  and  Office  and  the  transaction  of  the  business  thereof  during  the 
year  1904  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  same  amount  appropriated  for  the  present  year  for  the  Clerks  employed,  pur- 
suant to  chapter  57  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  as  amended  by  chapter  467  of  the  Laws  of 
1890,  in  the  preservation  of  the  public  records,  will  be  required  for  the  year  1904. 
Eight  (8)  Clerks  are  so  employed  at  a salary  of  $1,200  per  annum  each,  and  a Superin- 
tendent and  Examiner  at  $1,500  per  annum.  Ten  (10)  libers,  in  addition  to  those  on 
hand,  at  a cost  of  $30  each,  and  $100  for  stationery  will  be  required  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  this  work  next  year.  The  necessity  for  this  work  has  been  duly  certified  in 
accordance  with  the  statutes  mentioned.  Certain  of  the  certificates  are  referred  to  in 
the  communication  of  August  15,  1902,  submitting  the  estimates  for  this  year;  one  of 
them  accompanied  it,  another  is  sent  herewith,  and  three  others  were  transmitted  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  March  6,  June  4 and  June  29,  1903,  re- 
spectively. 

It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  salaries  of  Andrew  L.  Dalton  and  J.  Henry  Ferguson 
by  adding  to  the  salary  ($1,800)  which  each  of  them  now  receives  $700.  These  gentle- 
men hold  positions  similar  to  those  of  the  private  clerks  and  secretaries  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  Judges  in  this  Department,  who  are  paid  $2,500  per  annum  each.  Mr. 
Dalton  is  Surrogate  Thomas’  private  Clerk  and  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Ferguson  occupies 
the  same  relation  to  Surrogate  Fitzgerald.  The  duties  of  these  Clerks  and  the  services 
they  perform  are  of  such  a character  as  to  entitle  them  to  the  increase  asked.  They 
are  among  those  placed  in  the  exempt  class  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  salary  of  William  H.  Down,  who  fills  the  position  of  “Entry  Clerk,”  is  sought 
to  be  increased  to  $1,800  per  annum.  His  present  salary  is  $1,600  per  annum.  The 
duties  of  his  position  require  him  to  personally  keep  and  index  13  different  index 
books  relating  to  as  many  different  subjects;  to  keep  the  book  required  to  be  kept  by 
chapter  544  of  the  Laws  of  1896  respecting  deposits  directed  by  decrees  of  the  Surro-

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gates  to  be  made  with  the  City  Chamberlain,  besides  attending  to  a variety  of  details 
and  other  matters,  and  acting  in  the  absence  of  the  Deputy  Chief  Clerk  in  provisionally, 
fixing  the  commissions  of  executors,  administrators  and  others,  and  in  examining  the.

It  is  proposed  to  add  to  the  salary  of  James  O’Hara,  the  Second  Assistant  Probate 
Clerk,  $100.  His  present  salary  is  $1,400.  He  was  appointed  to  his  present  position; 
January  1,  1897,  and  has  been  continuously  employed  in  this  office  since  February  21, 
1888.  He  has  been  a faithful  and  capable  clerk,  and,  is  entitled  to  the  small  increase  of 
salary  asked. 

The  salaries  of  John  J.  Mooney,  Guardian  Clerk,  and  Thomas  F.  McDevitt,  the 
Guardian  Accounting  Clerk,  each  now  $1,600  per  annum,  are  sought  to  be  increased 
to  $1,700  per  annum  each.  Mr.  Mooney  and  Mr.  McDevitt  were  appointed  to  their; 
respective  positions  January  1,  1891,  and  have  ever  since  faithfully  and  efficiently  dis- 
charged the  duties  thereof.  The  former  provisionally  receives  and  passes  upon  the 
petitions  and  other  papers  for  the  appointment  of  guardians  of  the  persons  and  estates 
of  minors,  presented  pursuant  to  sections  2823  and  2827  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
and  Mr.  McDevitt  receives  and  examines,  and-  attends  to  the  preliminary  proceedings 
necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the  filing  of  the  accounts  of  guardians  required  by 
sections  2842,  2844  and  2845  of  the  said  Code  to  be  annually  filed  and  examined. 

It  is  requested  that  $200  be  added  to  the  salary  of  Michael  Parker,  First  Assistant 
Clerk  of  Records,  and  that  of  Eugene  F.  McGinnis,  Second  Assistant  Clerk  of  Records. 
Mr.  Parker  was  appointed  to  his  present  position  March  20,  1899,  and  has  continuously 
served  in  the  office  since  February  1,  1888.  Mr.  McGinnis  was  appointed  January  12, 
1898,  to  his  present  position.  Both  of  these  Clerks  have  rendered  faithful  and  excellent 
services. 

Twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum  is  the  salary  attached  to  each  of  the  positions; 
of  Court  Attendant  and  Messenger,  with  the  exception  of  one,  that  of  Messenger.  The 
salary  attached  to  this  position  is  $900  per  annum,  and  it  is  urged  that  it  should  be  in- 
creased to  $1,200  per  annum,  which  is  the  same  compensation  paid  the  other  Messengers 
and  Court  Attendants.  The  duties  of  the  Messengers  and  Court  Attendants  are  sub- 
stantially the  same,  the  services  of  both  Court  Attendants  and  Messengers  being  used 
and  performed  in  and  about  the  offices  and  court  as  the  business  needs  of  the  Surro- 
gates  demand. 

In  no  instance  is  requested  an  increase  of  salary  beyond  the  maximum  fixed  by  the 
grade  in  which  the  position  is  classed  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  New  York  City,  New  York: 

Gentlemen — In  submitting  the  estimates  for  the  current  year  we  asked  for  the 
appropriation  of  $2,600  for  the  stated  purpose  of  increasing  the  annual  salaries  of  the 
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two  Clerks  to  the  Surrogates  from  $1,800  to  $2,500  each;  the  salary  of  the  Second 
Assistant  Probate  Clerk  from  $1,400  to  $1,500;  the  salaries  of  the  Guardian  Clerk 
and  the  Guardian  Accounting  Clerk  from  $1,600  to  $1,700  each;  the  salary  of  the 
Entry  Clerk  from  $1,600  to  $1,800;  the  salaries  of  the  Fijrst  and  Second  Assistant 
Clerks  of  Records  from  $1,000  to  $1,200  each,  and  the  salary  of  Messenger  from 
$900  to  $1,200. 

The  reasons  for  such  increases  were  given  in  the  communication  accompany- 
ing the  estimates,  and  the  increased  amount  so  asked,  together  with  the  two  other 
appropriations  applied  for,  was  allowed  by  the  Budget  as  finally  adopted.  We  as- 
sumed that  this  allowance  authorized  us  to  fix  the  salaries  mentioned  at  the  in- 
creased rates  from  January  1,  instant,  and  accordingly  did  so.  We  have  since  been 
informed  that  the  approval  and  ratification  of  our  action  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  necessary  to  make  it  effectual,  and  we  respectfully  re- 
quest such  approval  and  ratification. 

In  no  instance  does  the  amount  of  the  increased  salary  exceed  the  maximum 
fixed  by  the  grade  in  which  the  position  is  classed  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission.

Hon.  GEORGE  B.  McCLELLAN,  Mayor,  Chairman,  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment : 

Sir — On  June  the  fourth,  1903,  there  was  laid  before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  a request  for  bond  account  of  $395,000  for  the  construction  of  a build- 
ing in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  a stable,  repair  depart- 
ment and  administration  building.  This  being  reported  upon  favorably  by  the  Engineer 
of  the  Department  of  Finance,  as  in  the  accompanying  letter,  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$370,000  were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  There  it  was  not  acted  upon,  and  the 
bonds  not  having  been  signed,  after  six  weeks  of  nonaction  of  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men,  by  the  late  Mayor,  it  has  been  deemed  wise  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that 
this  matter  should  be  resubmitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for 
their  action. 

The  land  upon  which  this  stable  is  to  be  erected  has  been  acquired  by  the  City. 
The  plans  and  specifications  for  this  building  are  most  distinctly  utilitarian  and  simple 
in  their  design  and  quality  of  material.  The  City  owns  no  building  whatever  in  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn  for  the  use  of  the  Street  Cleaning  Department.  What  stabling 
we  have  in  this  borough  is'  rented  property  and  totally  insufficient.  The  Department 
has  to-day  ninety-six  horses  in  temporary  shedding  in  the  incumbrance  yard  in  Pacific 
street,  the  rear  enclosure  of  which,  under  the  Building  Law,  may  only  be  a canvas 
drop  curtain,  which  at  this  season  of  the  year  is*  an  insufficient  protection. 

As  is  shown  by  the  plans  accompanjung  this  letter,  there  would  be  stabling  for 
250  horses,  room  for  the  storage  of  carts  under  cover  instead  of  exposing  them  in  all 
weathers,  out  of  doors,  together  with  adequate  space  for  repairs,  storage  and  ad- 
ministration.

Sir — PI  on.  John  McGaw  Woodbury,  in  communication  under  date  of  May  28, 
1903,  requests  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  authorize  an  additional 
bond  issue  for  new  stock  and  for  the  erection  of  a stable  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 
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The  building  is  to  be  located  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  on  the  entire  block 
bounded  by  Flushing  avenue  (187  feet  7 inches),  Kent  avenue  (179  feet  2 inches). 
Little  Nassau  street  (187  feet  9 inches)  and  Graham  street  (160  feet  10  inches)- 
Portion  of  the  site  has  been  bought  by  the  City  and  the  balance  is  being  acquired. 

The  stable  (187  feet  by  159  feet  9 inches,  169  feet  6 inches  by  187  feet,  with  a 
court  S3  feet  by  60  feet)  is  three  stories,  with  a basement  under  about  half  of  the 
building.  The  basement,  entered  by  a runway  from  the  court,  is  to  be  used  for 
the  storage  of  carts. 

First  or  Ground  Floor — The  centre  building  on  Flushing  avenue  is  the 
offices,  toilet,  etc.  In  the  main  building  to  the  left  of  the  office  building  is  arranged 
for  a blacksmith  shop;  at  the  right  for  a repair  shop.  The  remainder  of  this  story 
is  for  storage  of  carts. 

Second  Story — This  entire  floor  is  taken  up  by  the  horses,  240  stalls,  feed 
boxes,  watering  troughs,  harness  racks,  etc. 

Third  Story — Arranged  for  storage  rooms,  feed'  bins,  men’s  lockers,  toilet, 
a dispensary  for  hiorse  medicines  to  be  supplied  at  the  various  stables  in  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

There  are  two  large  freight  elevators  running  from  the  basement  to  the  top 
floor;  also  a manure  chute  from  the  second  story. 

The  exterior  walls  are  to  be  built  of  selected  common  brick;  exposed  stone 
facings  up  to  sill  course  of  first' story  windows  shall  be  of  limestone  or  other 
similar  stone  rock  face. 

The  roof  is  to  be  a slate  gable  roof,  supported  by  trusses,  and  in  order  not  to 
have  any  columns  in  the  first  and  second  stories,  these  roof  trusses  are  to  be  heavy 
enough  to  support  the  steel  beams  of  the  second  and  third  floors  by  means  of  the 
rods. 

The  floor  arches  between  steel  beams  and  channels  shall  be  segmented  hollow 
terra  cotta  6-inch  blocks.  On  these  blocks  shall  be  laid  granolithic  cement  com- 
position, laid  off  in  2-foot  squares,  except  in  toilet  rooms  and  offices.  The  floors 
of  the  stalls  shall  be  of  wood.  The  plumbing  jvill  all  be  exposed.  There  will  be  no 
plastering  throughout  the  building. 

The  arrangement  of  the  space  and  general  layout  of  the  building  I consider 
good  and  well  adapted  for  the  purpose,  but  I would  call  your  attention  again  to 
the  fact  that  the  steel  floor  beams  of  the  second  and  third  stories,  which  have  a 
span  of  at  least  60  feet,  rest  on  the  brick  piers  (4  feet  by  2 feet  4 inches),  and  are 
supported  in  the  centre  by  two  tie  rods  suspended  from  the  roof  trusses. 

This  construction  is  more  expensive  than  the  usual  method  of  supporting 
floor  beams  by  means  of  iron  columns,  and  in  a building  of  this  size  I estimate  that 
it  will  increase  the  cost  by  at  least  $25,000. 
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It  is  claimed  that  this  construction  is  necessary  in  order  to  have  a clear  flooi 
space  in  the  first  and  second  stories.  In  the  second  story  the  columns  could  be 
out  at  the  end  of  the  stalls,  and  hence  would  not  interfere  with  the  space.  On  the 
first  floor,  which  is  entirely  used  for  the  storage  of  carts,  the  columns  could  be 
arranged  so  as  not  to  materially  affect  the  space.  They  would  not  be  over  one 
foot  in  diameter,  and  could  be  placed  so  that  the  carts  could  be  stored  either  side 
of  them.  By  using  columns  instead  of  tie  rods,  we  will  get  a more  rigid  floor,  and 
I would  advise  that  columns  be  used. 

The  elevation  of  the  stable  gives  a very  elaborate  and  handsome  gable  slate 
roof.  While  its  beauty  cannot  be  questioned,  I do  not  think  it  necessary.  A flat 
roof  covered  with  some  roofing  material  would  be  more  serviceable,  and  reduce 
the  cost  of  the  building  at  least  $20,000. 

In  order  to  make  a flat  roof  on  this  building  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a new 
study  of  the  exterior  of  the  third  floor,  but  this  can  be  done  very  easily. 

The  architects,  Warren  & Witmore,  have  informed  me  that  they  think  the 
stable  can  be  erected,  according  to  their  plans  and  specifications  as  submitted,  for 
$395,000,  including  architects’  fees.

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  approves  of  and  concurs  in  the  fol- 
lowing preambles  and  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment February  19,  1904,  and  authorizes  the  Comptroller  to  issue  Corporate  Stock 
of  The  City  of  New  York  to  the  amount  and  for  the  purposes  therein  specified:

Gentlemen— I transmit  herewith  a letter  from  the  Secretary  to  the  Mayor  point- 
ing out  the  necessity  of  a new  ordinance  that  will  put  the  Department  of  Sealers  and 
Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  on  a business  basis. 

The  proposed  ordinance  which  accompanies  the  communication  establishes  the 
office  of  “Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures”  as  the  responsible  head  of  the  Depart" 
ment  and  makes  the  present  Inspectors  and  Sealers  “Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights 
and  Measures.” 

I respectfully  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  immediate  consideration 
of  the  proposed  change.

Sir — Under  the  existing  ordinances  the  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  of  whom  there  are  eighteen,  work  separately  in  their  districts,  and  no 
direct  supervision  is  exercised  over  them.  Their  reports  are  made  to  the  City  Clerk, 
who  has  no  authority  over  them,  and  their  salaries  are  drawn  on  their  own  affidavits 
that  they  have  performed  the  service  expected  of  them.  They  are,  of  course,  subject 
in  a general  way  to  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  who  appoints  them,  but  it  is  clear  that 
this  department,  like  every  other  one  in  the  municipal  government,  should  have  a re- 
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sponsible  head,  who  may  be  held  for  the  faithful  observance  of  the  ordinances,  and 
who  in  turn  may  exercise  powers  over  the  Sealers  and  Inspectors. 

With  that  end  in  view  I have  caused  an  ordinance  to  be  drawn  which  empowers 
each  of  the  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  to  both  inspect  and 
seal  weights  and  measures  and  creates  the  office  of  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and 
Measures  at  a salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  year. 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  proposed  ordinance  for  your  consideration.

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  sealing  and  inspection  of  weights  and  measures 
in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  It  Ordained,  By  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Mayor’s  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  and  removable  by  him  at  his  pleasure,  who  shall  be  paid  a 
salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  present  Sealers  and  Inspectors 
of  Weights  and  Measures,  numbering  eighteen  in  all,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as 
Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  they  and  their  successors  shall 
each  receive  a salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and  be  removable  by  the 
Mayor  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  present  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  office  as  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Any  vacancy 
which  shall  hereafter  occur  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Inspector  and  each  of  said  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and 
Measures  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  to  The  City  of 
New  York  a bond,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  All  persons  using  weights  and  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances, 
steelyards  or  any  other  instrument  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  intended  to 
be  purchased  or  sold  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sealed 
and  marked  by  a Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  said  City. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  for  purchase 
or  sale  within  The  City  of  New  York,  use  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent 
balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument  not  sealed  and  marked  as  herein  required, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  6.  All  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other 
instruments  for  weighing,  to  be  sealed  and  adjusted  by  a Deputy  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the 
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standard  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  marked  by  him  with  the  initials  of  his  name  and 
the  date  on  which  the  same  shall  be  sealed  and  marked. 

“Upon  the  written  request  of  any  resident  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  In- 
spector of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  test  or  cause  to  be  tested,  within  a reasonable 
time  after  the  receipt  of  such  request,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent 
balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  used  in  buying  or  selling  by  the  person, 
firm  or  corporation  designated  in  such  request.” 

Sec.  7.  If  any  person  shall  use,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  weighing  or  meas- 
uring, as  aforesaid,  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or 
other  instrument  which  shall  not  conform  to  such  standard,  or  shall  use  in  weighing 
aforesaid,  any  scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument,  which  shall 
be  out  of  order  or  incorrect,  or  which  shall  not  balance,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  The  Inspector  shall  keep  a register  of  the  name  of  each  person,  firm  or 
corporation  whose  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other 
instruments  have  been  inspected,  together  with  the  number  and  size  of  same,  and  what 
of  each  was  approved  and  what  condemned,  with  the  date  of  inspection,  and  such 
record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  at  all  reasonable  times. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  any  market  or  in  the  public  streets 
or  in  any  other  place  in  The  City  of  New  York  any  fruits,  vegetables  or  berries  in 
crates,  baskets  or  other  measures,  or  any  butter  in  prints,  or  any  ice  or  coal  or  other 
fuel  at  or  for  a greater  weight  or  measure  than  the  true  measure  thereof;  and  all  ice, 
coal,  coke,  meats,  poultry  and  provisions  (except  vegetables  sold  by  the  head  or  bunch) 
of  every  kind,  sold  in  the  streets  or  elsewhere  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be 
weighed  or  measured  by  scales,  measures  or  balances,  or  in  measures  duly  tested  and 
stamped  by  the  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures;  provided 
that  poultry  may  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  in  other  manner  than  by  weight,  but  in 
all  cases  where  the  persons  intending  to  purchase  shall  so  desire  and  request  poultry 
shall  be  weighed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  10.  Any  weights  or  scales  found  by  the  Deputy  Inspector  in  use  in  any  mar- 
ket or  in  the  public  streets,  which  upon  being  tested  are  found  to  be  short  in  weight 
by  one-quarter  of  a pound  or  upwards,  may  be  summarily  confiscated  and  destroyed. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  sell  or  supply  any  coal  or  coke  within  the  limits  of  The 
City  of  New  York,  unless  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  in  charge  of  the  wagon 
or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery  a certificate  duly  signed  by  the  person  selling  such 
fuel,  showing  the  weight  of  the  fuel  proposed  to  be  delivered,  the  weight  of  the  wagon 
or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery,  the  total  weight  of  fuel  and  conveyance  and  the 
name  of  the  purchaser. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  in  charge  of  a wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  delivering  cod,  coke 
or  other  fuel,  to  whom  the  certificate  mentioned  in  the  previous  section  has  been  given 
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shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  supply  such  certificate  to  the  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspector 
of  Weights  and  Measures,  or  to  any  person  designated  by  either  of  them,  or  to  the 
purchaser  or  intending  purchaser  of  the  fuel  being  delivered;  and  when  the  said  offi- 
cer or  person  so  designated,  or  the  intending  purchaser,  shall  demand  that  the  weight 
shown  by  such  certificate  be  verified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  delivering  such 
fuel  to  convey  the  same  forthwith  to  some  public  scale  in  the  district,  or  to  any  private 
scale  the  owner  whereof  shall  consent  to  such  use  and  permit  the  verifying  of  the 
weight  shown,  and  shall  after  the  delivery  of  such  fuel  return  forthwith  with  the 
wagon  or  conveyance  used  to  the  same  scale  and  verify  the  weight  of  said  wagon  or 
conveyance. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures, and  each  of  them  is  hereby  authorized,  to  inspect,  examine,  test  and  seal,  at 
least  once  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures may  deem  proper,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steel- 
yards and  other  instruments  used  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  weighing  and  measur- 
ing as  aforesaid. 

Section  14.  No  person  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  any  weights,  measures,  scale 
beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  to  any  of  said  Inspectors 
for  the  purpose  of  being  so  inspected  and  examined,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty-, 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Section  15.  No  person  shall  in  any  way  or  manner  obstruct,  hinder  or  molest 
any  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  hereby 
imposed  upon  him,  under  a penalty  upon  every  such  person  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
for  every  such  offense. 

Section  16.  All  weights,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other 
instruments  used  for  weighing  shall  be  inspected  and  sealed  at  the  stores  and  places 
where  the  same  may  be  used;  but  in  case  they  or  any  of  them  shall  be  found  not 
to  conform  to  the  standard  of  this  State,  the  owner  thereof  shall  within  five  days, 
at  his  expense,  have  the  same  so  altered  and  repaired  as  to  conform  it  to  the  said 
standard  of  the  State,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  such  neglect. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  Inspectors  to  make  a record 
and  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided  of  all  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams, 
patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instruments  used  for  weighing  and  measuring 
inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  same,  and 
whether  they  are  conformable  to  the  standard  of  the  State. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures to  report  promptly  to  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  the  names  of 
all  persons  whose  weights,  measures  and  other  instruments  for  weighing  and  meas- 
uring shall  be  found  to  be  incorrect. 
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Section  19.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Deputy  Inspectors  to  file  monthly 
reports  with  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  to  make  such  other  and 
further  reports  and  keep  such  further  records  as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time 
by  said  Inspector. 

Section  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  to 
report  forthwith  to  the  Corporation  CounseJ  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all 
persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  of  all  persons  making 
use  of  any  fraudulent  or  unsealed  weights,  measures,  scales  or  other  instruments 
for  weighing  or  meauring. 

Section  21.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspector  to 
vend  any  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other  in- 
struments to  be  used  for  weighing  or  measuring,  or  to  offer  or  expose  the  same  for 
sale  in  The  City  of  Flew  York,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such 
offense. 

Section  22.  Each  Deputy  Inspector  shall  give  a certificate  to  the  owner  of  the 
weights  or  measures  inspected,  and  shall  keep  a record  of  such  certificate  given  on  a 
corresponding  stub.  The  certificates  and  corresponding  stubs  shall  be  numbered  con- 
secutively. The  books  containing  the  stubs,  after  the  corresponding  certificates 
have  been  given  out,  shall  become  a public  record.  The  Inspector  shall  be  author- 
ized, when  required,  to  ertify  extracts  from  these  records. 

Section  23.  All  complaints  against  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures shall  be  lodged  with  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  by  him  re- 
ported, with  his  recommendation  thereon,  to  the  Mayor  for  his  final  action. 

Section  24.  The  Deputy  Inspectors  shall  be  assigned  for  service  by  the  In- 
spector to  such  district  as  he  may  deem  proper.  Whenever  any  Deputy  Inspector 
shall  resign  or  be  removed  from  office,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deliver  at  the  office 
of  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  all  the  standard  weights  and  measures 
and  other  official  property  in  his  possession. 

Section  25.  All  existing  ordinances  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  relation  to  the 
sealing  and  inspection  of  weights  and  measures  and  all  other  ordinances  inconsist- 
ent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  26.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  No.  280  Broadway,  New  York  City, 
N.  Y. : 

Gentlemen — -Your  communication  asking  me  whether  the  position  of  Court  Stenog- 
rapher’s Amanuensis  is  so  classified  in  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission’s  rules  is 
duly  received.  I must  frankly  confess  that  these  various  rules  of  the  State  Civil  Serv- 
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ice  Commission  are  beyond  my  comprehension,  and  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to 
answer. 

The  only  thing  that  I can  draw  from  their  classification  is  that  they  specifically 
exempt  by  name  certain  positions  in  each  office,  and  all  other  positions  are  declared 
to  be  in  the  competitive  class,  and  that  further  in  the  competitive  class  all  Stenog- 
raphers are'  apparently  rated  alike,  irrespective  of  the  importance  of  their  duties,  and 
thal  all  Clerks  are  apparently  rated  alike,  irrespective  of  whether  they  really  have  to 
perform  some  intelligent  clerical  labor  or  are  mere  copyists. 

Perhaps  a word  of  explanation  in  regard  to  the  details  of  the  positions  in  my 
office  will  simplify  the  transaction : By  the  provisions  of  section  2508  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  all  the' employees  of  the  Surrogate’s  Court  outside  of  the  Chief  Clerk 
and  Stenographer  are  designated  as  Clerks,  irrespective  of  the  duties  which  they  have 
to  perform.*  Long  before  the  adoption  of  the  Civil  Service  rules,  however,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  convenience  in  making  out  the  payroll  and  budget,  the  various  Clerks  were 
given  titles  corresponding  to  the  duties  which  they  were  required  to  perform,  although 
there  was  no  legal  authority  for  the  giving  of  these  titles.  Upon  the  adoption  of  the 
Civil  Service  rules  they  were  adopted  by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and  in 
referring  to  the  offices  they  have  come  to  be  regarded  as  if  they  were  positions  which 
were  officially  created. 

When  a Stenographer  was  appointed  to  assist  the  Court  Stenographer  in  writing 
out  the  court  minutes,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Code,  for  the  sake  of 
convenience  such  Stenographer  was  referred  to  as  Court  Stenographer’s  Amanuensis, 
and  such  appointee  has  been  known  by  that  title  ever  since,  although,  as  I explained 
before,  there  was  no  legal  provision  for  such  title  to  the  provision. 

I regret  that  1 am  unable  to  give  you  better  information  on  'this  matter,  but  this 
is  the  best  I can  do.

Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

Dear  Sirs — I enclose  herewith  a draft  of  a resolution  making  certain  changes  in 
the  schedule  of  positions  and  salaries,  in  this  Department.  It  is  merely  a readjust- 
ment of  the  schedule  now  in  force,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  growing  needs 
of  the  Department,  with  no  increase  of  cost  on  the  payroll  of  the  main  office,  and 
with  a slight  decrease  in  cost  in  the  Bureau  of  Street  Openings. 

The  changes  which  I propose  are  as  follows: 

(1)  To  take  the  position  of  “Assistant”  in  the  main  office  at  $7,000,  which  is 
now  vacant  and  to  divide  the  salary  so  that  I may  appoint  two  Assistants  at  $2,000 
each,  and  two  Assistants  at  $1,500  each;  (2)  to  take  the  position  of  “Assistant”  in 
the  Brooklyn  office  at  $5,000  per  annum,  which  is  now  vacant,  and  to  divide  it 
so  that  I may  appoint  one  Assistant  at  $3,000  and  one  Assistant  at  $2,000;  (3)  in  the 
Bureau  of  Street  Openings,  to  abolish  the  positions  of  two  Topographical  Draughts- 
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men,  one  at  $1,350  and  the  other  at  $1,200  per  annum  (these  positions  now  being 
vacant  and  unnecessary),  and  to  substitute  in  place  thereof  one  “Assistant”  at 
$2,500. 

My  reasons  for  recommending  these  changes  are  as  follows: 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  court  calendars  which  are  now  coming  on  for 
trial  is  increasing  very  rapidly  and  thd  Senior  Assistants  in  the  office  have  not  the- 
time  to  properly  prepare  all  these  actions  for  trial. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  actions  tried  and  appeals- 
argued,  the  following  schedule  will  show  the  remarkable  growth  of  this  part  of  the 
office  work  since  the  date  of  consolidation.

These  statistics  show,  therefore,  that  the  number  of  appeals  to  be  argued  has  about 
doubled  and  that  the  number  of  cases  now  being  tried  is  between  three  and  four 
times  as  great  as  during  the  first  year  of  consolidation.  The  office  greatly  needs  the 
services  of  a number  of  assistants,  who  can  be  obtained  at  the  smaller  salaries  which 
I have  recommended,  who  have  been  trained  in  the  work  of  preparing  actions  for 
trial  and  who  can  come  into  this  Department  and  take  up  the  same  line  of  work 
here.  There  is  nothing  more  important  than  a thorough  preparation  of  an  action  before 
trial,  and  these  assistants  would  have  time  to  examine  the  records  of  the  departments, 
interview  witnesses  and  prepare  trial  briefs,  and  in  this  manner  relieve  the  Trial 
Assistants  of  much  detail  work  which  they  are  now  obliged  to  do  and  which  could  be 
done  by  others.  Another  reason  is  the  fact  that  in  case  of  the  absence  through  sick- 
ness, or  for  any  other  good  reason,  of  an  Assistant  assigned  to  try  an  action  there  is 
no  one  to  take  his  place.  My  idea  is  that  each  Trial  Assistant  should  have  one  or 
more  subordinates,  whose  work  it  would  be  to  prepare  cases  for  trial  and  who- 
would  be  competent,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Trial  Assistant,  to  take  charge  of 
the  case.  This  is,  to  my  mind,  the  greatest  need  of  the  Department  at  present,  and 
I am  sure  that  the  changes  which  I have  proposed  will  greatly  add  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  Department. 

In  the  Bureau  of  Street  Openings  I propose  the  abolishing  of  the  positions  of 
two  Topographical  Draughtsmen,  which  are  now  vacant,  the  salaries  of  which  aggre- 
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gate  $2,550,  and  the  addition  of  an  Assistant  at  $2,500.  The  present  force  of  Topo- 
graphical Draughtsmen  is  sufficient  to  do  the  work  of  the  Bureau,  and  an  additional 
Assistant  is  needed  to  try  condemnation  proceedings. 

As  the  abolishing  of  these  positions  at  higher  salaries  and  the  substitution  in  place 
thereof  of  more  positions  at  smaller  salaries  will  add  nothing  to  the  payroll  of  the 
Department,  and  will  increase  the  office  force,  there  can  be  no  objection  upon  the 
ground  of  increased  expense,  and  I am  sure  that  your  Board  will  agree  with  me  that 
the  changes  suggested  will  be  to  the  best  interests'  of  the  City. 

I therefore  ask  that  your  Board  adopt  a resolution  similar  in  form  to  that  sub- 
mitted herewith  to  carry  out  the  proposed  changes  in  the  salary  schedule,  and  that  the 
resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  their  approval.

Dear  Sir — I am  directed  by  President  Pallas,  Park  Commissioner  for  the  Boroughs 
of  Manhattan  and  Richmond,  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  16th  instant, 
signed  by  Deputy  Comptroller  Stevenson,  notifying  him  that  the  matter  of  the  salary 
of  the  Director  of  the  Menagerie  was  laid  over  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  in  order  to 
afford  an  opportunity  for  stating  the  reasons  for  having  it  fixed  at  $3,000  per  annum. 
He  directs  me  further  to  give  you  the  facts  in  the  case,  as  follows : 

The  Director  of  the  Menagerie  in  Central  Park  is  an  official  of  long  experience 
and  well  known  in  connection  with  animal  work  all  over  the  world.  His  success  and 
efficiency  in  taking  care  of  this  collection  is  universally  recognized  among  animal  men. 
His  salary  was  $3,060  for  many  years,  until  during  the  administration  of  the  preceding 
Park  Commissioner  it  was  reduced  to  $2,500.  This  reduction  was  made  upon  the  plea 
of  economy,  but  no  other  head  of  a bureau  in  the  Department  in  this  borough  had  his 
salary  reduced. 
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. In  the  departmental  estimate  for  this  year,  as  passed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment,  provision  for  this  salary  is  made  at  a figure  of  $3,000,  but  in. 
order  to  be  certain  that  it  is  entirely  legal  and  proper,  the  Commissioner  asks  that 
the  Board  of  Estimate  directly  authorize  the  restoration  of  the  salary  to  that  figure. 

The  work  of  the  Director  of  the  Menagerie  is  onerous  and  responsible.  Instead 
of  being  relieved  by  intermissions  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  it  is  made  more  difficult; 
and  exacting  on  such  occasions.  He  is  on  duty  every  day  in  the  year  for  long 
hours,  and  is  subject  to  call  at  any  time  of  the  night.

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  the  proposed  improvement  to  be 
necessary. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance  be  adopted. 

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  location  of  a public  market 
place  and  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a public  market  in  the 
Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York,  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  lands  for  this  purpose,  and  for  the  regulation  and  maintenance  of  the 
same. 

Whereas,  The  requirements  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  southerly  and  westerly  por- 
tion of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  comprising  an  area  equal  to  one-third  of  the  en- 
tire borough,  demand  the  location  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity,  there  being  no 
market  south  of  the  Wallabout  Market,  distant  about  four  miles  from  said  localities; 

and 
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Whereas,  The  means  of  transportation  by  vehicles  and  cars,  both  trolley  and 
steam,  throughout  said  localities  concentrate  at  or  near  the  Thirty-ninth  Street  Fer- 
ry, in  said  borough;  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity  would  tend  to 
greatly  increase  the  assessed  valuations  of  real  estate  throughout  said  localities, 
which  are  capable  of  sustaining  a population  at  least  four  times  greater  than  that 
now  existing; 

Be  it  Ordained ; by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Provision  is  hereby  made  for  the  acquisition  and  establishment  of  a 
public  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York, 
upon  the  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbelow  described,  which  are  hereby  se- 
lected for  a public  market  in  said  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  surveys  and  maps  there- 
of are  hereby  directed  to  be  made  and  filed  as  provided  by  law.  Said  lands  or  lands 
under  water  shall  be  acquired  for  said  purposes  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation 
proceedings  as  required  by  law;  provided,  however,  that  this  matter  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  that  no  further  proceedings  be  taken 
until  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  is  approved  and  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  directed  and  instructed  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  acquire  title  to  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and  any  and  all  rights 
and  hereditaments  in  and  to  the  same  by  condemnation  proceedings  to  be  conducted 
as  required  by  law.  ' } 

Sec.  3.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  so  selected,  whether  purchased  or  ac- 
quired as  above  provided,  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a market  and  dedicated  to 
market  purposes,  and  shall  be  used  and  occupied  as  such  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  expense  of  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water  and  interests  therein  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  amounts  of  the  awards  made 
in  condemnation  proceedings  for  the  value  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and 
interests  therein,  and  the  money  for  the  payment  thereof,  together  with  the  fees  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Estimate,  compensation  of  such  necessary  clerks  or  assistants 
as  they  may  employ,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  said  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  including  the  fees  of  counsel  employed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
in  the  proceeding,  and  all  other  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  said  Corporation 
Counsel  in  the  conduct  of  said  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  through  the  issue  of  Corpo- 
rate Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  upon  the  requisition  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, to  issue  such  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  from  time  to  time 
to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisitions,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
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and  the  amount  so  issued  is  hereby  created  a fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  no 
bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance  unless  the  proposition  for  creating  such  debt  shall  first  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  provided  by 
law.

ORIGINAL  ORDINANCE. 

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks 
in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

First — Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  of  any 
building  or  lot  (a  lot  meaning  25  front  feet  or  fraction  thereof)  of  ground  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  shall  within  four  hours  after  the  fall  of  any  snow,  and  within 
four  hours  after  the  forming  of  any  ice  on  the  sidewalk  or  in  the  gutter  in  the 
front  of  any  such  building  or  lot,  remove,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  from 
such  sidewalk  or  gutter,  under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  such  neglect, 
to  be  paid  by  the  said  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge 
severally  and  respectively;  but  where  said  snow  falls  or  ice  forms  between  the  hours 
of  eight  o’clock  in  the  evening  and  five  o’clock  in  the  morning,  this  ordinance  will 
be  complied  with  by  removing,  or  causing  the  same  to  be  removed  before  nine 
o ‘clock  in  the  morning. 

Second — In  case  the  ice  or  snow  on  the  sidewalk  shall  be  so  congealed  that  it 
cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavement,  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occu- 
pant or  person  having  charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  as  aforesaid,  shall, 
within  the  time  specified  within  the  last  preceding  section,  cause  the  sidewalk 
opposite  his,  her,  or  their  premises  to  be  strewn  with  ashes  or  sand,  under  the 
penalty  of  one  dollar,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  persion 
having  charge  thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

Third — All  ordinances,  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  of  the  former  municipal 
and  public  corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York,  inconsistent 
or  conflicting  herewith,  in  penalty  or  otherwise,  are  hereby  appealed. 

Fourth — This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant  or  occupant  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground 
abutting  on  any  street  or  public  place,  or  any  agent  having  charge  thereof,  who  shall 
fail  to  remove  the  snow  and  ice,  dirt  and  other  materials  from  the  paved  sidewalk 
in  front  thereof  as  required  by  section  6 of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a misdemeanor,  either  upon  confession  of  the  defendant  or  upon  competent  testimony, 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  ($1)  nor  more  than  three  dol- 
lars ($3)  for  each  such  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  (1)  nor 
more  than  five  (5)  days.

Honorable  Gentlemen — Is  it  not  enough  that  a long  suffering  public  has  been  an- 
noyed beyond  endurance  by  the  street  car  service  of  this  Greater  City,  that  you  should 
add  to  our  grievance  this  “Near  side  of  the  crossing  ordinance?” 
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We  are  jammed  into  overcrowded,  and  endure  the  rigors  of  arctic  weather  in,  un- 
heated cars.  We  wait  with  becoming  stoicism  the  irregularity  of  the  service.  But  now 
you  impose  upon  us  the  necessity  of  wading  through  mud  and  slush,  or  risking  life  and 
limb  on  slippery  ice,  or  climb  over  snow  drifts  in  order  to  board  the  cars  on  the  “near 
side.” 

Has  it  occurred  to  you  that  the  street  car  companies  as  “Common  Carriers”  are  the 
servants  of  the  public?  It  would  appear  from  the  standpoint  of  the  transit  officials, 
the  public  is  the  slave  of  the  transit  companies,  and  there  are  no  rights  which  the  com- 
panies are  bound  to  respect.  Yet  now  we  have  been  wounded  in  the  house  of  our 
friends.  If  we  must  board  the  cars  on  the  near  side,  at  least  oblige  the  Motormen  to 
open  the  front  gate.  At  present  they  follow  their  own  sweet  will,  and  failing  to  do  so, 
young  and  old,  blind  and  halt,  tottering  age,  and  young  matron  with  babe  in  arms  must 
scramble  as  best  they  can  the  length  of  the  car,  to  the  tune  of  “step  lively,”  regardless  of 
the  physical  ability  of  many  to  do  so.

Dear  Sir — Referring  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  requesting  that 
the  Comptroller  be  authorized  to  issue  Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  whereof  to  be  applied  “to  the  perfection  and  the 
carrying  out  of  plans  for  a suitable  exhibit  of  The  City  of  New  York  at  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition,”  now  pending  before  your  Honorable  Body,  I beg  to  submit  the 
following  statement  showing  the  proposed  distribution  of  the  moneys  asked  for,  and 
setting  forth  in  detail,  as  far  as  possible,  the  contemplated  plan  and  scope  of  the  exhibit 
to  be  made  by  this  City. 

No  great  difficulty  wil\  be  experienced  in  preparing  an  exhibit  of  suitable  extent 
and  variety,  provided  that  funds  in  sufficient  amount  are  made  available,  but  it  will  be 
my  most  earnest  endeavor  to  limit  the  cost  of  such  exhibit  within  reasonable  bounds, 
and  yet  make  the  same  fittingly  representative  of  this  great  city. 
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I have  been  in  communication  with  the  heads  of  the  various  City  departments  and 
have  learned  of  their  ability  to  make  exhibits  of  the  work  of  their  respective  depart- 
ments, and  have  secured  several  estimates  approximating  the  cost  of  preparing  the 
same. 

With  the  information  and  data  thus  obtained  I planned  to  have  the  various  City 
departments  represented  in  the  exhibit,  as  follows :

The  total  estimated  cost,  aside  from  the  last  item,  the  cost  of  which 

cannot  at  present  be  approximated  will  be $15,675  00 

To  the  said  amount  of  $15,675  must  be  added  the  cost  of  transportation,  work  and 
labor  in  preparing  for  shipment  and  setting  up  the  exhibits,  the  expenses  attending  this 
Commission  and  the  wages  of  attendants,  the  transfer  of  the  sum  of  $1,000  borrowed 
from  the  Tenement  House  Department,  which  will  consume  the  balance  of  the  amount 
asked  for,  if  made  available. 

Models  of  other  buildings,  photographic  views  and  other  material  forming  a con- 
siderable portion  of  the  proposed  exhibit  have  been  obtained  without  cost  to  the  City. 
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I have  secured  the  necessary  permission  to  exhibit  the  topographical  map  of  the 
City,  which  was  made  at  a cost  of  $10,000  and  was  displayed  at  the  Paris  Exposition. 
I have  endeavored  to  secure  space  wherein  to  place  this  map,  but  fear  that  I will  be 
unsuccessful.  If  space  cannot  be  assigned  for  this  magnificent  exhibit  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  construct  a special  building  for  the  purpose  at  a cost  of  $3,000  in  addition  to 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  entire  exhibit,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned.  In  this  connection 
I desire  to  say  that,  through  the  kindness  of  one  of  the  officials  in  charge  at  the 
Exposition  whose  acquaintance  I made  on  the  occasion  of  my  visit  to  St.  Louis,  I have 
obtained  an  option  on  a most  desirable  site  on  which  could  be  erected  a building  supply- 
ing all  the  needs  for  this  City’s  exhibit  at  a cost  of  $12,000.  The  construction  of  this 
building  would  relieve  this  City’s  representative  of  many  of  the  difficulties  which  will 
be  undoubtedly  encountered  in  providing  for  an  exhibit  worthy  of  this  great  metropolis. 

f 

The  building  is  designed  as  one  of  the  general  nature  of  a public  hall  or  auditorium, 
wherein  panoramic  views  of  the  city  showing  its  growth  and  development  could  be 
displayed,  and  lectures  relating  thereto  could  be  given  twice  a day.  It  would  certainly 
be  a fitting  contribution  by  this  great  city  to  the  Exposition.  It  would  inure  greatly  to 
the  advantage  of  the  City  to  accept  of  the  proposition  of  constructing  its  own  building, 
as  the  City’s  entire  exhibit  could  then  be  installed  and  centralized  under  one  roof,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Charities  and  Tenement  House  exhibits,  which  will  be  assigned  to 
the  collective  exhibit  in  the  Department  of  Social  Economy  in  competition  with  other 
cities,  and  accommodations  would  be  provided  for  the  reception  of  the  citizens  of  this 
city  visiting  the  Exposition,  and  it  would  also  avoid  the  expense  of  housing  the  employ- 
ees, a considerable  item,  in  other  parts  of  the  city,  as  accommodations  for  their  lodging 
could  be  provided  in  such  a building.  The  plans  and  specifications  are  drawn,  and  no 
delay  need  result  in  the  erection  of  the  building,  if  the  funds  are  made  available  at 
once,  notwithstanding  the  short  space  of  time  'intervening  before  the  opening  of  the 
Exposition. 

Since  the  plan  to  have  the  City  represented  at  the  Exposition  has  been  entered  into, 
I am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  such  a building  should  be  erected  as  a matter  of 
economy  and  civic  pride.  With  such  a building  this  city  will  make  an  exhibit  which  in 
completeness  and  detail  will  compare  most  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  city. 

Other  cities  of  far  less  importance  than  New  York  have  provided  for  buildings 
wherein  to  install  their  exhibits.  San  Francisco  for  instance  has  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $40,000  for  a building  and  St.  Paul  has  set  aside  $30,000  for  a similar  purpose,  aside, 
in  both  instances,  from  the  cost  of  the  exhibits  to  be  placed  therein.  Philadelphia,  Kan- 
sas City,  Cleveland  and  other  cities,  smaller  in  comparison  with  our  own,  have  likewise 
appropriated  monies  larger  in  amount  than  that  contemplated  to  be  expended  for  a 
New  York  City  building. 

In  conclusion  I desire  most  respectfully  to  reiterate  my  expressed  intention  of 
limiting  within  reasonable  bounds  the  cost  attending  the  work  of  preparing  this  exhibit. 
I do  not  propose  to  be  at  all  lavish  in  the  expenditure  of  the  monies  which  may  be  placed 
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at  my  disposal,  but  it  will  be  my  constant  endeavor  to  economize  in  every  way  pos- 
sible consistent  with  a proper  representation  of  the  city  at  the  Exposition. 

In  view  of  the  pressing  necessity  of  prompt  action  owing  to  the  very  limited  time 
within  which  to  arrange  the  details  of  the  exhibit  and  to  have  the  same  ready  at  the 
opening  of  the  Exposition  on  April  30.  I would  respectfully  ask  that  this  matter  receive 
your  prompt  and  personal  attention.

Whereas,  The  amount  heretofore  authorized  to  be  appropriated  to  perfect  and 
carry  out  plans  for  a suitable  exhibit  of  The  City  of  New  York  at  the  said  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  attending  the  preparation 
of  such  an  exhibit,  and  the  construction  of  the  building  proposed  to  be  erected;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  be  and  hereby  is  re- 
quested, in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  subdivision  8 of  section  188  of  the 
amended  Greater  New  York  Charter,  to  authorize  the  Comptroller  to  issue  ad- 
ditional Special  Revenue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $20,000,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
heretofore  requested  to  be  authorized,  the  same  to  be  applied  to  the  perfection  and 
carrying  out  of  plans  for  a suitable  exhibit  of  The  City  of  New  York  at  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  to  be  held  at  St.  Louis  Mo.

In  the  Matter  of  the  Petition  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway 

Company. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

The  petition  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  re- 
spectfully shows: 

First — That  it  is  a domestic  general  traffic  railway  corporation  organized  on 
March  30,  1872,  under  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating,  by  electrical  or  other  motive  power 
authorized  by  law,  a railroad  of  the  standard  gauge,  to  be  built  upon  and  through 
a private  right-of-way  acquired  or  to  be  acquired  by  the  company  and  upon  and 
along  a main  route  and  branch  line  as  hereinafter  described. 

Second — That  said  petitioner  has  duly  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  law 
affecting  its  incorporation,  organization  and  authority  to  construct  and  operate  its 
said  railroad.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Beginning  at  a point  near  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  line  of  Lincoln  ave- 
nue and  the  north  shore  line  of  the  Harlem  river,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx, 
in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  running  thence  in  a northerly,  easterly  and  north- 
easterly direction  through  the  said  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  as  hereinafter  more 
specifically  described,  and  the  cities,  towns  and  villages  of  West  Farms,  Westchester, 
Bay  Chester,  Pelham  Manor,  Pelham,  New  Rochelle,  Larchmont,  Mamaroneck, 
Rye  and  Port  Chester,  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  State  of  New  Y'ork  and  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  with  a branch  line  leaving  said  main  line  ‘at  or  near  Pelham 
and  running  through  the  towns,  villages  and  cities  of  Mount  Vernon,  Alameda  Park, 
Fairview  Park,  Tuckahoe,  Arthur  Manor  and  Scarsdale  to,  White  Plains,  and  with 
another  branch  line  leaving  said  main  line  at  or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Bronx 
Park  and  running  thence  southeasterly  to  the  East  river  at  Clason’s  Point,  and 
running  thence  northerly  and  crossing  Westchester  creek  to  Ferris  avenue,  and 
thence  northeasterly  and  approximately  parallel  to  the  east  shore  line  of  the  East 
river  to  and  across  Fort  Schuyler  road;  thence  easterly  and  southeasterly  to  and 
around  a loop  upon  Throgg’s  Neck,  on  the  East  river.” 

That  the  portions  of  the  said  main  route  and  branches  of  the  said  railroad  falling 
within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  are  shown  upon  a map  thereof,  which  is 
annexed  hereto  and  made  a part  of  this  petition,  upon  which  the  route  of  the  main 
line  and  branch  line  of  the  said  railroad  and  the  points  of  intersection  of  the  streets 
crossed  are  approximately  indicated  by  a broken  red  line. 

Third — That  the  route  of  the  said  railroad  and  of  the  said  branch  thereof  within 
the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  intersects  certain  streets  and  avenues  in  said

City  of  New  York,  a description  of  which  route  and  of  the  streets  intersected  or 
crossed  is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  ‘‘A”  hereto  annexed. 

Fourth — That  your  petitioner  has  been  advised  and  believes  that  inasmuch  as  at 
the  date  of  its  said  incorporation  in  1872  no  part  of  the  route  of  its  said  road  as  above 
set  forth  was  within  the  limits  of  The.  City  of  New  York,  its  right  under  its  chartered 
powers  to  construct  its  said  road  across  the  streets  above  mentioned  was  and  is  in- 
dependent of  and  not  conditioned  upon  the  assent  of  the  said  City  of  New  York 
thereto.  But,  desiring  to  prevent  conflict  with  the  municipal  authorities,  and  in 
order  to  avoid  the  delays  incident  to  possible  litigation  and  to  insure  the  completion 
and  operation  of  said  road,  which  is  believed  to  be  a great  public  necessity,  at  the 
earliest  possible  date,  your  petitioner,  without  waiving  anyg  of  its  legal  rights,  privi- 
leges or  franchises,  desires  to  obtain  the  assent  of  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of 
New  York  to  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad  across  the  streets,  avenues  and 
highways  above  mentioned,  as  specified  in  the  proposed  ordinance  submitted  here- 
with. 

That  this  corporation  has  procured  the  requisite  financial  arrangements  for  the 
complete  construction  and  equipment  of  the  main  line  and  branches  of  its  road  in  the 
best  possible  manner  and  in  all  respects  equal  or  superior  to  the  standard  of  con- 
struction and  equipment  adopted  on  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway;  that  Messrs.  Dick  & 
Robinson,  of  No.  30  Broad  street,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  bankers,  have  undertaken 
the  financing  of  the  company  and  have  arranged  to  furnish  the  sum  of  thirteen  million 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($13,125,000)  for  the  purposes  of  construc- 
tion and  equipment ; that  this  company  intends  in  good  faith  to  construct  and  put  in 
operation  its  said  railroad  with  all  possible  dispatch  and  has  no  connection,  direct  or  in- 
direct, with  the  New  Haven  Railroad  nor  with  the  persons  in  the  management  and 
control  thereof,  nor  are  the  persons  who  own  and  control  the  stock  of  this  road  in 
any  way  interested  in  the  New  Haven  Railroad,  nor  have  they  any  affiliations  with 
said  company;  that  this  road  is  absolutely  independent  of  all  other  railroad  corpor- 
ations or  railroad  interests,  and  that  the  persons,  in  control  have  no  other  purpose 
than  the  speedy  construction  of  this  road,  and  that  there  is  no  foundation  whatever 
for  any  suggestion  that  this  company  is  a mere  cover  for  persons  desirous  to  prevent 
the  construction  of  a road  from  New  York  to  Port  Chester;  that  this  company,  seek- 
ing to  obtain  the  assent  of  The  City  to  the  construction  of  its  road  across  streets  in 
said  City  as  aforesaid,  is  ready  and  willing  to  accept  said  assent  upon  the  following 
terms  and  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City  to  duly  observe  and  perform 
the  same: 

(1)  To  pay  to  the  said  City  of  New  York  as  compensation  for  said  assent  an 
annual  payment  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  (75)  cents  per  lineal  foot  of  each  rail- 
road crossing  across  a street,  constructed  or  in  course  of  construction,  of  the 
width  of  sixty  (60)  feet  or  less,  and  at  a proportionately  increased  rate  for  cross- 
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ings  of  greater  width,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  the  road  constructed  across 
any  street  be  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  in  width, 

(2)  To  pay  all  cost  of  constructing  said  railroad  crossings  over  such  of  said 
streets  as  are  now  open,  and  such  as  may  have  been  opened  at  the  time  when  the 
grading  of  the  road  at  the  point  of  intersection  is  done.  In  case  any  streets  of 
said  City  shall  be  opened  after  the  grading  of  said  road  at  the  point  of  intersection 
shall  have  been  completed,  then  the  cost  of  constructing  the  street  across  the  said 
railroad  shall  be  borne  as  provided  by  the  General  Railroad  Law,  one-half  by  the 
said  railroad  company  and  one-half  by  the  City. 

(3)  That  all  railroad  crossings  across  streets  shall  be  carried  either  above  or 
under  the  grade  of  the  street  in  such  manner  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  ordinary 
use  of  the  street  as  a public  highway. 

(4)  That  where  such  railroad  crossings  shall  be  carried  above  the  grade  of  the 
street,  the  bridge  or  viaduct  shall  have  a height  of  at  least  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  the 
clear  above  the  grade  of  the  centre  of  the  street.  In  case  a girder  bridge  or  viaduct 
be  used,  the  clear  height  of  sixteen  (16)  feet  shall  be  maintained  throughout  the 
crossings.  In  case  an  arched  bridge  or  viaduct  is  used,  the  clear  height  shall  be  at 
least  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  the  centre,  and  at  least  eight  (8)  feet  on  the  inner  line  of 
the  sidewalk.  All  abutments  or  foundations  of  bridges  or  viaducts  shall  be  placed 
on  the  land  of  the  company,  excepting  in  cases  hereinafter  mentioned,  where  the 
plan  of  construction  requires  intermediate  supports  in  the  street.  If  the  viaduct 
or  bridge  be  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  in  length  it  shall  be  built  in  a single 
span;  if  more  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  in  length  intermediate  columns  to  support 
the  structure  may  be  placed  in  the  street  in  such  manner  as  shall  least  interfere 
with  the  use  of  the  surface  of  the  street.  Such  bridges  or  viaducts  shall  be  constructed 
either  wholly  of  steel  or  concrete  or  masonry  or  of  combinations  of  these  materials, 
and  shall  be  in  all  respects  of  first  class  material  and  construction.  The  structures 
shall  be  ornamental  ami  of  such  design  as  to  conform  with  the  requirements  cf  the 
particular  location. 

(5)  That  where  the  railroad  crossings  shall  be  carried  under  the  grade  of  the 
street,  the  subway  or  tunnel  shall  have  a height  from  floor  to  roof  of  eighteen  (18) 
feet  in  the  clear.  The  tunnel  or  subway  shall  be  built  of  concrete  steel  columns  and 
abutments  with  concrete  steel  arching,  and  in  design  and  strength  and  quality  of 
materials  employed  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  similar  construction  employed  in  the 
Rapid  Transit  Subway.  All  such  subway  or  tunnel  crossings  shall  be  adequately 
lighted  either  by  natural  or  artificial  light. 

(6)  That  all  railroad  crossings  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  injure  exist- 
ing sewers,  water-pipes,  subways  or  other  public  works.  If  necessary  to  make  any 
change  in  the  emplacement  of  existing  water  pipes  or  sewers  or  other  public  works 
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the  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  law  in  such  manner  as 
not  to  impair  their  efficiency,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  company. 

(7)  That  the  entire  road  within  the  City  limits  shall  be  fenced  throughout, 
and  shall  be  thoroughly  lighted  by  electricity,  unless  it  shall  be  found  that  such 
lighting  will  interfere  with  the  efficiency  of  the  night  signals  of  the  road. 

(8)  That  the  company  shall,  excepting  when  the  weather  conditions  render  it 
unnecessary,  keep  its  tracks  sprinkled  with  water,  crude  oil  or  other  substance  suit- 
able to  lay  dust. 

(9)  That  the  company  shall  locate  all  stations  within  The  City  of  New  York 
upon  land  owned  by  the  company,  and  shall  construct  stations  at  such  points  as  will 
reasonably  serve  the  convenience  of  the  population  tributary  to  the  road,  supplying 
additional  stations  from  time  to  time  as  adjacent  territory  is  built  up  and  the 
need  for  new  stations  developed;  that  all  stations  shall  be  of  good  architectural  de- 
sign and  appearance. 

(10)  That  the  fare  between  the  stations  on  said  road  within  the  present  limits 

of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  five  cents. 

- 

(11)  That  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company 
shall  operate  its  railroad  and  take  and  convey  persons  and  property  on  its  railroad 
within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  by  the  power  or  force  of  electricity  or 
steam  or  by  any  mechanical  power,  provided  that  said  company  shall  not  use  steam 
locomotive  power  within  The  City  of  New  York,  excepting  at  such  time  or  times, 
upon  such  portions  of  its  road  within  the  said  City,  and  under  such  restrictions  as  the 
Mayor  of  The  City  of  New  York  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  permit  in  writ- 
ing, ancf  any  such  permit  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  upon  reasonable  notice  in 
writing. 

(12)  That  all  construction  of  railroad  crossings  shall  be  done  in  such  manner 
as  shall  not  substantially  interfere  with  the  ordinary  use  of  any  street  as  a public 
highway. 

(13)  That  if  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  fail  to  give  efficient  public  service  at  the  rates  herein 
fixed,  or  fail  to  maintain  all  street  crossings  in  good  condition  throughout  the  full 
term  of  it  occupancy  of  said  streets,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  may  give  written  notice 
to  said  company  specifying  any  default  on  the  part  of  said  company,  and  requiring 
said  company  to  remedy  the  same  within  a reasonable  time,  and  upon  the  failure 
of  said  company  to  remedy  its  said  default  within  a reasonable  time,  said  company 
shall  for  each  day  thereafter  during  which  the  default  or  defect  remains  pay  to  The 
City  of  New  York  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  as  fixed  and  liquidated 
damages,  or  the  said  City,  in  case  said  structures  over  streets  shall  not  be  put  in 
good  condition  within  a reasonable  time  after  notice  by  the  Mayor  as  aforesaid, -shall 
have  the  right  to  make  all  needed  repairs  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  in  which 
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case  the  said  company  shall  pay  to  the  City  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages  double 
the  amount  of  the  cost  of  such  repairs. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  said  company  is  ready  to  accept  and  agree  to 
any  other  reasonable  terms  which  may  be  duly  fixed  and  determined  by  the  City. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  in  fixing  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be 
paid  to  the  City  for  its  assent  to  cross  streets  as  aforesaid,  seventy-five  cents  per 
lineal  foot  for  each  crossing  sixty  feet  in  width  or  less,  regard  was  had  to  the 
amount  suggested  by  Mr.  Low,  the  then  Mayor  of  this  City,  when,  in  November, 
1903,  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  a message 
with  reference  to  the  then  pending  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
Railroad  Company  for  an  assent  to  cross  streets  in  The  City  of  New  York;  that 
the  suggestion  of  Mayor  Low  in  that  message  was  that  payment  be  required  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  lineal  foot  of  each  crossing  forty  feet  in  width,  with  the 
proportionate  increase  in  price  for  any  greater  width  taken. 

And  this  petitioner  shows  that  said  compensation  is  fair  and  reasonable  for  the 
privilege  of  construction  assented  to;  that  the  route  of  said  road  from  One  Hundred 
and  Thirty-seventh  street  to  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  lies  through 
a part  of  the  City  which  is  as  yet  undeveloped  and  very  sparsely  populated;  that 
property  is  relatively  of  small  value  and  very  few  improvements  are  being  made  or 
new  buildings  being  constructed;  that  the  growth  and  development  is  in  territory 
lying  well  to  the  west  of  the  route  of  this  road  and  tributary  to  the  Harlem  railroad 
and  to  the  new  subway,  and  not  conveniently  tributary  to  the  road  of  this  company; 
that  the  surface  highway  traffic  on  the  streets  crossed  by  this  road  between  the 
points  mentioned  is  small  and  the  value  of  the  streets  as  highways  or  for  any  use 
to  which  the  City  or  the  public  is  likely  to  put  them,  would  not  be  diminished  or 
affected  by  construction  of  the  crossings  of  this  company;  that  from  One  Hundred 
and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  the  City  limits  the  route  of  this  road  lies  through  a 
territory  that  is  practically  destitute  of  population,  the  land  along  the  route  and  for 
a considerable  distance  on  either  side  being  principally  wild  forest  or  swamp  land, 
with  some  little  farm  land.  All  the  main  roads  and  existing  lines  of  settlement  lie 
well  away  from  the  track  of  this  company  and  are  in  no  sense  tributary  to  it,  the  ex- 
isting population  having  collected  along  the  line  of  the  Harlem  road  and  along 
the  line  which  would  be  taken  by  extensions  of  the  suburban  elevated  and  extensions 
of  the  subway  and  along  the  line  of  the  Harlem  River  branch  of  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  railroad.  The  greater  part  of  the  country  through  which  the 
route  of  this  road  would  pass  between  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  and 
the  City  limits  is  very  much  wilder  and  more  destitute  of  population  than  any  part 
of  the  route  of  the  road  between  the  City  limits  and  Port  Chester;  that  the  con- 
struction of  this  road  will  develop  a large  section  of  territory  in  the  Borough  of 
The  Bronx  between  Bronx  Park  and  the  City  limits  which  is  now  without  any 
through  transportation  facilities  and  the  greater  part  of  which  is  even  without 
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street  surface  railways,  which  fact  accounts  for  its  wild  condition  and  lack  of  popula- 
tion; that  with  the  construction  of  this  road  and  by  reason  of  the  exceptional  fa- 
cilities for  rapid  transit  which  it  will  afford,  this  section  must  settle  up  and  in  time 
become  one  of  .the  most  densely  populated  parts  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,; 
that  as  a direct  consequence  of  the  building  and  operation  of  this  road  the  valuations 
of  land  along  its  line  and  in  The  Bronx  generally  must  be  enormously  increased 
in  the  near  future  to  the  very  great  advantage  of  the  City;  that  in  addition,  as  the 
road  of  this  company  is  to  be  built  upon  land  owned  by  the  company  and  not  along 
the  public  highways,  the  expense  of  acquiring  the  right  of  way  will  be  very  great 
and  the  right  of  way  with  the  high  grade  construction  and  equipment  of  the  road 
will  constitute  a property  improvement  within  the  City  which  will  pay  a large  re- 
turn in  taxes  to  the  City.  The  cost  of  the  right  of  way  within  the  City  itself  is 
well-nigh  prohibitory  and  is  not  justified  by  any  traffic  which  the  road  would  re- 
ceive from  its  stations  within  the  City  for  a very  long  time  to  come,  and  it  is  the 
through  traffic  from  points  outside  the  City  and  not  traffic  originating  within  the 
City  to  which  the  Company  must  lo.ok  for  support. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  the  laying  out  of  the  right  of  way  of  this 
company  will  create  a great  ventilating  space,  or  opening,  within  the  City  about 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  wide  and  eight  (8)  miles  long  on  the  main  line,  and  about 
five  (5)  miles  long  on  the  Throgg’s  Neck  branch.  This  space  will  be  kept  free  from 
dust;  the  passenger  trains,  being  operated  by  electricity,  will  create  no  smoke  nor 
unpleasant  odors,  and  the  motion  of  the  trains  will  be  an  aid  to  ventilation,  while 
the  electric  lighting  of  the  entire  line  will  be  an  important  aid  to  the  illumination 
of#  that  part  of  the  City. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  the  company  builds  its  ro.ad  across  streets 
not  from  choice,  but  from  necessity,  and  because  there  is  no  way  of  getting  around 
them.  The  viaducts  over  the  streets  will  be  very  expensive,  and  their  cost  will  be 
far  greater  than  the  cost  of  purchasing  an  equivalent  amount  of  right  of  way  from 
private  owners.  In  addition,  crossing  the  streets  over  the  grade  thereof  will  involve 
the  construction  of  an  elevated  structure  on  the  entire  line  of  the  road  within  the 
City  in  order  that  the  grade  of  the  road  may  be  high  enough  to  clear  the  streets  as 
required,  and  this  cost  of  elevating  the  whole  line  is  pa'rt  of  the  extra  cost  entailed 
by  the  street  crossing.  That  on  the  whole  case  the  company  gains  no  valuable  fran- 
chise from  the  construction  over  small  sections  of  street,  it  simply  avoids  an  ob- 
stacle. 

Of  course  the  power  to  obstruct  and  prohibit  gives  the  City  opportunity  to  exact 
terms  which  bear  no  relation  to  any  measure  of  real  value,  and  under  the  menace  of 
cutting  off  the  line  of  communication,  the  City  might  exact  as  much  for  crossing  one 
necessary  street  as  for  crossing  a hundred.  But  this  petitioner  respectfully  submits 
that  such  an  arbitrary  mode  of  imposing  terms  would  be  inconsistent  with  the -func- 
tions of  a municipal  corporation  and  with  the  interests  of  its  people  and  of  the  public 
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at  large.  And  this  petitioner  shows  that  the  City  and  its  people  and  the  public  at 
large  will  be  great  gainers  pecuniarily  and  otherwise  from  the  construction  of  this 
road  independently  of  any  special  compensation,  and  that  it  would  be  well  worth 
while  to  the  City  to  assent  to  its  construction  without  special  compensation  since  the 
return  received  by  the  City  in  other  ways  must  be  so  greatly  beyond  anything  which 
the  City  gives.  This  petitioner  does  not,  however,  ask  that  the  City  forego  special 

compensation  but  only  that  it  take  into  account  all  the  particular  circumstances  of 

* 

this  case  in  fixing  the  amount. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  in  fixing  the  maximum  fare  above  mentioned 
between  stations  on  the  line  of  this  road  within  the  present  limits  of  the  City  regard 
was  had  to  the  sparseness  of  the  tributary  population  and  to  the  heavy  initial  cost  of 
right  of  way,  to  the  great  burden  imposed  in  elevating  the  whole  line  of  road  through 
the  City  so  as  to  admit  of  crossings  over-grade,  and  also  the  burden  and  expense  of 
maintaining  stations  which  for  a long  time  to  come  cannot  pay  their  expense  in  the 
travel  they  supply.  And  your  petitioner  shows  that  there  is  at  present  no  railroad 
carrying  passengers  within  The  City  of  New  York  for  a uniform  five-cent  fare,  the 
route  of  which  is  over  the  private  right  of  way  of  the  company.  All  roads  charging 
a uniform  five-cent  rate  of  fare  have  their  rights  of  way  located  in  the  public  streets 
and  highways,  and  this  includes  both  the  elevated  railroads  and  the  Rapid  Transit 
Subway.  In  addition,  the  existing  roads  operating  under  a uniform  five-cent  fare 
have  selected  the  lines  of  densest  population  for  their  location,  while  this  road  trav- 
erses a district  where  there  is  little  or  no  population  and  which  more  than  any  other 
part  of  the  City  requires  development. 

The  provision  as  to  the  location  of  stations  within  the  City  by  this  company  is 
necessarily  general  because,  as  previously  stated,  the  territory  through  which 
this  road  runs  from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  the  City  line  is  a 
wild  and  unoccupied  country,  and  there  is  at  present  no  real  need  for  any  station 
in  that  entire  interval.  The  company  will,  however,  place  a number  oi  stations 
along  its  line  between  these  points  on  sites  which  will  best  aid  in  developing  ad- 
jacent settlement.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  stations  can  only  be  determined 
by  the  increase  of  population  and  the  location  of  additional  stations  from  time  to 
time  must  be  determined  by  the  course  of  settlement  and  not  by  any  fixed  interval 
of  distance. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  it  is  informed  and  believes  that  an  appli- 
cation for  an  assent  to  cross  streets  in  The  City  of  New  York  has  been  or  will  be 
made  to  your  Honorable  Body  by  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Com- 
pany, a corporation  whose  route  between  Port  Chester  and  New  York  is  substan- 
tially the  same  as  that  of  this  petitioner.  That  said  application  does  not  concern 
this  petitioner  unless  your  Honorable  Body  should  determine  that  public  con- 
venience does  not  require  two  roads  over  practically  the  same  route,  and  that  it 
would  be  contrary  to  the  interests  of  The  City  of  New  York  unnecessarily  to 
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give  up  its  streets  to  two  sets  of  railroad  crossings  where  one  road  would  be  suf- 
ficient for  requirements  of  public  travel,  and  that  the  assent  to  cross  streets  for  a 
railroad  like  that  projected  by  this  petitioner  and  by  the  New  York  and  Port  Ches- 
ter Railroad  Company  ought  to  be  granted  only  to  one  of  said  companies,  and  not 
to  both.  In  case  your  Honorable  Body  should  reach  such  conclusion,  this  pe- 
titioner prays  that  you  will  consider  the  following  reasons  why  the  assent  should 
be  granted  to  this  company,  and  not  t(»  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company. 

First — This  company  has  perfected  definite  financial  arrangements  and  has  secured 
the  money  to  build,  and  has  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Body  abundant  proof  of 
such  ability,  and  has  given  the  name  of  the  bankers  who  have  undertaken  to  finance 
it.  That  so  far  as  this  petitioner  i.s  informed,  no  responsible  bankers  or  persons 
have  made  any  definite  and  public  statement  that  they  had  perfected  provisions  for 
financing  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company. 

Second— That  this  corporation  will  be  of  greater  public  utility  and  will  better 
meet  the  requirements  of  public  convenience  by  providing  transportation  to  all  points 
reached  by  the  New  York  and  Portchester  Company’s  proposed  route,  and  in  addition 
to  large  and  important  sections  which  that  road  does  not  reach.  That,  while  the  main 
line  of  both  roads  is  substantially  the  same,  the  New  York  and  Portchester  Company 
has  only  one  branch  line,  namely,  to  Clauson  Point,  whereas  this  petitioner  has  a branch 
line  to  Throgg’s  Neck,  the  route  of  which  will  run  to  and  by  Clauson  Point,  and  thence 
along  the  shore  of  the  East  river,  touching  all  shore  points  to  Throgg’s  Neck,  thus 
opening  up  a large  section  of  the  City  and  important  water  fronts,  which  will  thus  be 
afforded  adequate  facilities  for  transportation  of  heavy  freight,  and  whereas  this  peti- 
tioner also  has  a branch  line  running  from  Pelham  to  White  Plains  through  that  dis- 
trict of  Westchester  County  which  lies  intermediate  between  the  Harlem  and  the  New 
Haven  railroads,  and  which  at  present  has  no  through  transportation  and  no  direct  con- 
nection with  The  City  of  New  York;  that  this  branch  line  is  as  long  as  the  main  line 
from  the  point  of  junction  at  Pelham  to  Portchester,  and  said  branch  line  will  reach 
a far  larger  section  of  country  than  the  main  line,  since  the  main  line  is  bounded^on 
one  side  by  the  .Sound  and  the  populati  »n  cannot  spread  in  that  direction,  while  the 
branch  line  will  run  through  a country  where  the  population  can  spread  on  both  sides 
of  the  track  without  limit ; that  this  branch  line  will  be  about  twelve  miles  long,  and  the 
country  through  which  its  route  is  located  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  parts  of  West- 
chester County ; the  land  is  smooth  and  moderately  rolling,  and  can  be  easily  laid  out  in 
building  plots  at  small  expense.  That  the  country  is  already  well  supplied  with  fine 
macadamized  roads;  that  the  character  of  the  district  is  most  desirable,  as  it  has  a 
large  number  of  very  beautiful  and  expensive  mansions,  with  large  parks  and  grounds 
surrounding  them,  placed  at  intervals  on  desirable  sites,  while  the  whole  territory  is 
practically  free  from  shabby  road  houses  or  undesirable  and  ugly  settlements.  The 
section,  however,  until  the  present  time  has  not  been  available  to  the  man  of  moderate 
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means,  unable  to  maintain  horses  and  equipages  to  reach  distant  railway  stations,  and  the 
country  hag  been  given  over  to  the  residences  of  the  rich.  The  road  of  this  petitioner, 
however,  would  transform  it,  and  make  it  an  especially  desirable  section  for  persons  of 
moderate  means.  That  this  petitioner’s  road  is  a general  traffic  road  the  greater  part 
of  the  route  of  which  lies  without  The  City  of  New  York,  its  principal  purpose  being  to 
afford  access  from  desirable  suburban  localities  to  The  City  of  New  York.  That,  as  the 
City  must  in  some  way  provide  for  access  to  its  business  centres  from  all  neighboring 
outlying  districts,  it  is  a matter  of  importance  that  in  admitting  a new  road  and  giving 
assents  to  its  crossings  over  streets,  preference  should  be  given  to  the  road  which 
supplies  the  iaigest  outlying  districts  and  has  the  greatest  public  utility. 

Wherefore  your  petitioner  prays  that  the  consent  of  the  corporation  of  The  City 
of  New  York  be  granted  to  construct  its  railroad  across  said  streets,  avenues  and  high- 
ways, as  well  as  any  other  streets,  avenues  and  highways  intersected  by  the  route 
of  said  railroad,  such  crossing  to  be  either  above  or  below  the  grade  thereof  as  may 
lawfully  be  determined,  and  that  an  ordinance  to  that  effect  be  adopted  by  your  Hon- 
orable Body.

ground;  running  thence  easterly  crossing  Boston  Post  road  and  Bronx  street  to  and 
crossing  the  Bronx  river;  thence  northerly  to  and  crossing  East  One  Hundred'  and 
Seventy-ninth  street,  Lebanon  street  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  street, 
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all  between  said  Bronx  river  and  Bronx  Park  avenue,  to  or  near  the  southeast  corner 
of  Bronx  Park;  thence  running  northerly  crossing  Bronx  Park  avenue  diagonally  and 
thence  northerly  approximately  parallel  to  the  easterlv  line  of  Bronx  Park  to  and 
crossing  Union  Port  road  at  a point  approximately  twelve  hundred  and  ninety-five 
(1,295)  feet  west  of  its  intersection  with  Morris  Park  avenue;  thence  running  north- 
erly crossing  Sagamore  street  to  and  crossing  Bear  Swamp  road  at  a point  ap-

“Also  a branch  line  beginning  at  a point  on  the  main  line  above  described  at 
or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Bronx  Park,  and  running  thence  southeasterly, 
crossing  East  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-firsf  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Eigh- 
tieth street  and  Lebanon  street  To  the  intersection  of  Morris  Park  avenue  and 
West  Farms  road,  crossing  both  Morris  Park  avenue  and  West  Farms  road,  and 
running  thence  southeasterly  to  a point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Westchester 
avenue  and  Clauson’s  Point  road,  crossing  Westchester  avenue,  apd  thence  run- 
ning approximately  parallel  to  Clauson’s  Point  road  and  to  the  eastward  thereof  to 
the  East  river  at  Clauson’s  Point;  thence  northerly,  crossing  Westchester  creek  to 
and  crossing  Ferris  avenue  at  a point  approximately  fifty-two  hundred  (5,200)  feet 
southeast  of  its  intersection  with  the  Eastern  Boulevard;  thence  northerly,  cross- 
ing Baxter  creek,  and  approximately  parallel  to  the  west  shore  line  of  the  East  river 
or  Sound  to  and  crossing  Throgg’s  Neck  road  at  a point  approximately  fourteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty  (1,480)  feet  southeast  of  its  intersection  with  Pennyfield  avenue;

AN  ORDINANCE  giving  the  assent  of  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York 
to  the  construction  of  the  railroad  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Bos- 
ton Railway  Company  across  certain  streets  in  said  city. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  fol- 
lows: That  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York  hereby  assents  to  the  con- 
duction by  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  of  a railroad  of  the  standard  gauge,  in  and  across  the  follow- 
ing streets,  avenues  and  highways  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City  of 
New  York,  namely: 

Across  Lincoln  avenue  diagonally  between  the  Harlem  river  and  the  Southern 
boulevard,  across  Alexander  avenue,  Willis  avenue,  Brown  place,  Brook  avenue 
and  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  across  the  Southern  boulevard  at  two  places  between  Wil- 
lis avenue  and  Brown  place,  across  Brown  place  and  Brook  avenue  between 
the  Southern  boulevard  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street,  and 
across  the  Southern  boulevard  and  St.  Ann’s  avenue  between  Brook  avenue  and 
the  easterly  side  of  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  and  between  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
second  street  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street;  across  Cypress  ave- 
nue, East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-third  street.  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
fourth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-sixth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  street,  East  One  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty-eighth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street,  East 
One  Hundred  and  Fortieth  street  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Forty-first  street, 
across  Whitlock  avenue  diagonally  at  East  One  Hundred  and  Forty-second  street, 
across  One  Hundred  ana  Forty-third  street  or  St.  Mary’s  place,  St.  Joseph  street, 
East  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  Austin  place,  Timson  place,  Legget 
avenue,  Craven  avenue,  Longwood  avenue  and  Lafayette  avenue,  Tiffany  street, 
Barretto  street  and  Hunt’s  Point  road,  across  the  Southern  boulevard  at  or  near 
its  junction  with  the  Hunt’s  Point  road,  Hoe  street,  Faille  street,  Bryant  street, 
Longfellow  street,  Aldus  street,  Guttenburg  street  and  Westchester  avenue;  across 
Home  street,  Freeman  street.  Boon  street,  West  Farms  road  and  Jennings  ave- 
nue, across  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-second  street,  East  One  Hundred  and 
Seventy-third  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-fourth  street,  East  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy-sixth  street  and  Rodman  place,  and  across  West  Farms  road  near 
its  intersection  with  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  and  the  Boston 
Post  road  and  such  parts  of  said  Boston  Post  road  and  East  One  Hundred  and 
Seventy-seventh  street  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  there  to  effect  a junction 
or  connection  with  any  railroad  line  running  upon,  above  or  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground;  also  across  the  Boston  Post  road  and  Bronx  street;  also  across  East 
One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth  street,  Lebanon  street  and  East  One  Hundred 
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and  Eightieth  street;  also  across  Bronx  Park  avenue  diagonally;  also  across  Union 
Port  road;  also  across  Sagamore  street  and  Bear  Swamp  road  to  the  eastward  of 
Union  Port  road;  also  across  Bronx  and  Pelham  parkway,  across  the  Williams- 
bridge  road,  Sawmill  lane  and  Eastchester  road;  also  across  Syracuse  avenue, 
Birch  street,  Cedar  street,  Oak  street,  Walnut  street,  Chestnut  street  and  Ash 
street;  also  across  Reed  lane;  also  diagonally  Chestnut  avenue,  Walnut  avenue  and 
Oak  street  or  avenue,  and  across  Eastchester  Landing  road  to  the  eastward  of  the 
Boston  Post  road. 

Also  across  East  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street,  East  One  Hundred  and 
Eightieth  street  and  Lebanon  street  to  the  westward  of  Morris  Park  avenue,  and 
across  Morris  Park  avenue  and  West  Farms  road;  also  across  Westchester  avenue 
near  Clauson’s  Point  road  and  Clauson’s  avenue  or  street,  Ferris  avenue,  Throgg’s 
Neck  road  and  Fort  Schuyler  road;  also  across  any  other  streets,  avenues  and 
highways  intersected  by  the  route  of  said  railroad. 

That  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  shall  pay 
to  the  said  City  of  New  York  as  compensation  for  said  assent,  an  annual  payment 
at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cents  per  linear  foot  of  each  railroad  crossing  of  the 
width  of  sixty  feet  constructed  or  in  course  of  construction  across  a street,  and 
at  a proportionately  increased  rate  for  crossings  of  greater  width,  provided  that 
in  no  case  shall  the  road  constructed  across  any  street  be  more  than  one  hundred 
feet  in  width.  ' 

That  said  company  shall  pay  all  cost  of  constructing  said  railroad  crossings 
over  such  of  said  streets  as  are  now  open  and  such  as  may  have  been  opened  at  the 
time  when  the  grading  of  the  road  at  the  point  of  intersection  is  done.  In  case  any 
streets  of  said  City  shall  be  opened  after  the  grading  of  said  road  at  the  point  of 
intersection  shall  have  been  completed,  then  the  cost  of  constructing  the  street 
across  the  said  railroad  shall  be  borne  as  provided  by  the'  General  Railroad  Law, 
one-half  by  the  said  Railroad  Company  and  one-half  by  the  City. 

That  all  railroad  crossings  across  streets  shall  be  carried  either  above  or  under 
the  grade  of  the  street  in  such  manner  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  ordinary  use 
of  the  street  as  a public  highway. 

That  where  such  railroad  crossings  shall  be  carried  above  the  grade  of  the 
street  the  bridge  or  viaduct  shall  have  a height  of  at  least  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  the 
clear  above  the  grade  of  the  centre  of  the  street.  In  case  a girder  bridge  or  viaduct 
be  used,  the  clear  height  of  sixteen  (16)  feet  shall  be  maintained  throughout  the 
crossings.  In  case  an  arched  bridge  or  viaduct  is  used,  the  clear  height  shall  be 
at  least  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  the  centre  and  at  least  eight  (8)  feet  on  the  inner  line 
of  the  sidewalk.  All  abutments  or  foundations  of  bridges  or  viaducts  shall  be  placed 
on  the  land  of  the  company  excepting  in  cases  hereinafter  mentioned  where  the  plan 
of  construction  requires  intermediate  supports  in  the  street.  If  the  viaduct  or  bridge 
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be  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  in  length  it  shall  be  built  in  a single  span;  if  more 
than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  in  length  intermediate  columns  to  support  the  structure 
may  be  placed  in  the  street  in  such  manner  as  shall  least  interfere  with  the  use  of 
the  surface  of  the  street.  Such  bridges  or  viaducts  shall  be  constructed  either  wholly 
of  steel  or  concrete  or  masonry  or  of  combinations  of  these  materials  and  shall  be 
in  all  respects  of  first-class  material  and  construction.  The  structures  shall  be 
ornamental  and  of  such  design  as  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  particular 
location. 

That  where  the  railroad  crossings  shall  be  carried  under  the  grade  of  the  street 
the  subway  or  tunnel  shall  have  a height  from  floor  to  roof  of  eighteen  (18)  feet  in 
the  clear.  The  tunnel  or  subway  shall  be  built  of  concrete  steel  columns  and  abutments 
with  concrete  steel  arching  and  in  design  and  strength  and  quality  of  materials  em- 
ployed shall  be  at  least  equal  to  similar  construction  employed  in  the  Rapid  Transit 
Subway.  All  such  subway  or  tunnel  crossings  shall  be  adequately  lighted  either  by 
natural  or  artificial  light. 

That  all  railroad  crossings  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  injure  existing  sewers, 
water  pipes,  subways  or  other  public  works.  If  necessary  to  make  any  change  in 
the  emplacement  of  existing  water  pipes  or  sewers  or  other  public  works,  the  work 
shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  law  in  such  manner  as  not  to  impair 
their  efficiency,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  company. 

That  all  construction  of  railroad  crossings  shall  be  done^in  such  manner  as  shall 
not  substantially  interfere  with  the  ordinary  use  of  any  street  as  a public  highway. 

That  the  entire  road  within  the  City  limits  shall  be  fenced  throughout,  and  shall 
be  thoroughly  lighted  by  electricity,  unless  it  shall  be  found  that  such  lighting  will 
interfere  with  the  efficiency,  of  the  night  signals  of  the  road. 

That  the  company  shall,  excepting  when  the  weather  conditions  render  it  un- 
necessary, keep  its  tracks  sprinkled  with  water,  crude  oil  or  other  substance  suitable 
to  lay  dust. 

That  the  company  shall  locate  all  stations  within  The  City  of  New  York  upon 
land  owned  by  the  company,  and  shall  construct  stations  at  such  points  as  will 
reasonably  serve  the  convenience  of  the  population  tributary  to  the  road,  supplying 
additional  stations  from  time  to  time  as  adjacent  territory  is  built  up  and  the  need 
for  new  stations  develop;  that  all  stations  shall  be  of  good  architectural  design 
and  appearance. 

That  the  fare  between  the  stations  on  said  road  within  the  present  limits  of 
The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  five  cents. 

That  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  shall  ope- 
rate its  railroad  and  take  and  convey  persons  and  property  on  its  railroad  within 
the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  by  the  power  or  force  of  electricity  or  steam  or 
by  any  mechanical  power,  provided  that  said  company  shall  not  use  steam  locomotive 
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power  within  The  City  of  New  York,  excepting  at  such  time  or  times,  and  upon  such 


The  City  of  New  York  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  permit  in  writing,  and 
any  such  permit  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  upon  reasonable  notice  in  writing. 

That  if  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  shall  fail  to  give  efficient  public  service  at  the  rates  herein  fixed,  or 
fail  to  maintain  all  street  crossings  in  good  condition  throughout  the  full  term  of 
its  occupancy  of  said  streets,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  may  give  written  notice  to  said 
company  specifying  any  default  on  the  part  of  said  company  and  requiring  said  com- 
pany to  remedy  the  same  within  a reasonable  time,  and  upon  the  failure  of  said  com- 
pany to  remedy  its  said  default  within  a reasonable  time,  said  company  shall  for 
each  day  thereafter  during  which  the  default  or  defect  remains  pay  to  The  City  of 
New  York  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages, 
or  the  said  City,  in  case  said  structures  over  streets  shall  not  be  put  in  good  condi- 
tion within  a reasonable  time  after  notice  by  the  Mayor  as  aioresaid,  shall  have  the 
right  to  make  all  needed  repairs  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  in  which  case  the 
said  company  shall  pay  to  the  City  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages  double  the 
amount  of  the  cost  of  such  repairs.

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Thirty-second  street  and  Willis  avenue,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City 
of  New  York;  running  thence  in  an  easterly  and  northeasterly  direction  through 
the  said  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  as  hereinafter  more  specifically  described,  and  the 
cities,  towns  and  villages  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Pelham,  New  Rochelle,  Larchmont,  Mamaro- 
neck,  Rye  and  Port  Chester,  in  the  County  of  Westchester,  to  the  boundary  line

street,  Barretto  street,  Hunt’s  Point  road,  Hoe  street,  Faile  street,  Bryant  street, 
Longfellow  street,  Aldus  street.  Guttenberg  street,  Westchester  avenue,  Home 
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street,  Freeman  street,  Boone  street,  West  Farms  road,  Jennings  street,  East  One 
Hundred  and  Seventy-second  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-third  street, 
East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-fourth  street,  Boone  street,  West  Farms  road,  East 
One  Hundred  and  Seventy-sixth  street,  Rodman  place,  West  Farms  road  near  its 
intersection  with  Boston  post  road,  again  across  West  Farms  road  or  Tremont  ave-

Second — The  entire  expense  of  erection  and  maintenance  of  the  structures 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  railroad  of  said  company 
under  and  over  the  grade  of  the  streets  to  be  crossed  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by 
the  said  railroad  company.  And  the  said  railroad  company  shall  also  pay  the  entire 
cost  of  removing,  altering  or  restoring  any  water  or  sewer  pipes  which  may  be  en- 
countered in  the  construction  of  its  railroad. 

Third — If  a new  street  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  by  The  City  of  New 
York,  crossing  the  railroad  of  said  company  or  if  a change  shall  be  made  in  any  ex- 
isting crossing,  the  said  company  shall  bear  and  pay  the  proportion  of  the  ex- 
pense of  making  such  crossing  or  change  of  crossing  specified  in  and  fixed  by 
section  65  of  the  Railroad  Law,  for  crossings  of  steam  railroads.

The  Vice-Chairman  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  communication  from  the 
Fire . Commissioner :

Hon.  CHARLES  V.  FORNES,  President,  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall,  Borough 
of  Manhattan : 

Sir — In  order  to  procure  coal  for  the  fireboat  located  at  pier  foot  of  Ninety-ninth 
street,  East  river,  it  is  necessary,  under  the  terms  of  the  present  fireboat  coal  con- 
tract, that  this  boat  proceed  from  its  berth  at  the  place  mentioned  to  Guttenberg, 
N.  J.,  each  round  trip,  for  which  purpose  requires  four  hours*  besides  entailing  a 
consumption  of  four  tons  of  coal  in  going  and  coming.  The  capacity  of  the  boat 
is  but  sixteen  tons,  and  this  method  of  obtaining  coal  for  its  use  is  therefore  not 
only  expensive,  but  res.ults  as  well  in  leaving  the  water  front  along  the  upper  portion 
of  the  east  side  of  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  and  along  the  Harlem  river  without 
fireboat  protection  during  the  necessarily  frequent  absences  of  the  boat  for  coaling 
purposes. 

To  obviate  this  condition  of  affairs  I have  concluded  that  it  would  be  to  the 
public  interest  to  request  your  Honorable  Board,  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  section 
419  of  the  Charter,  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  five  hundred  tons  of  coal,  for  the  use 
of  this  boat,  in  the  open  market  instead  of  by  contract  at  public  letting,  which  would 
permit  of  the  coaling  of  the  boat  at  a point  or  points  convenient  to  its  present  station — ■ 
a course  which  would  not  only  be  in  the  interest  of  economy,  but  do  away  as  well 
with  the  necessity  of  leaving  an  important  section  of  the  City  unprovided  with  fire- 
boat protection  for  hours  at  a time,  as  is  at  present  the  case. 

I inclose  herewith  draft  of  resolution  designed  to  accomplish  the  object  in  view,, 
the  prompt  adoption  of  which  by  your  Honorable  Board,  in  view  of  the  urgency  of 
the  case,  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

Dear  Sir — The  enclosed  bill  from  Thomas  G.  Carlin  for  extra  foundation  and 
water-proofing  work  at  Seventy-fifth  Precinct  Police  Station  House,  Long  Island 
City,  New  York,  submitted  by  your  Department  to  me  for  report  on  same  is  here- 
with returned. 

This  bill  is  correct,  except  that  the  dampproofing,  as  per  specifications  ,is  not 
entirely  completed.  The  amount  of  work  executed  is  correct.  The  amounts  per 
foot,  yard,  etc.,  were  agreed  upon  by  Commissioner  Greene  sometime  ago,  after 
obtaining  competitive  estimates  from  five  contractors.  The  statements  contained 
in  Mr.  Carlin’s  letter  attached  to  this  bill  are  correct. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  adopted  a resolution  on  December  8,  1903,  which  resolu- 
tion was  approved  by  the  Mayor  December  18,  1903,  granting  permission  to  the 
Police  Commissioner  to  accept  the  estimate  of  Thomas  G.  Carlin  for  extra  work  at 
the  prices  charged  for  in  Mr.  Carlin’s  bill,  but  stating  that  the  total  amount  was 
not  to  exceed  three  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  ($3,7<x>).  This  amount,  I had 
stated  to  Commissioner  Greene,  would  be  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the 
extra  work,  but  upon  excavating,  we  found  the  nature  of  the  ground  was  worse  than 
we  -had  anticipated,  and  consequently  extra  footings  had  to  be  built  and  more  sheath 
pling  was  required,  etc.,  bringing  the  cost  up  to  the  amount  of  bill  as  rendered. 

Mr.  Carlin,  with  the  approval  of  myself  and  also  with  the  approval  of  Com- 
missioner Greene,  went  ahead  with  this  work  so  as  not  to  delay  the  erection  of  the 
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Luifding,  and  said  work  was  executed  before  the  resolution  was  passed  and  ap- 
proved. I did  not  know,  neither  did  Mr.  Carlin,  that  the  resolution  would  limit  the 
expenditure  to  $3,700,  as  Mr.  Carlin  had  given  no  lump  figure  except  for  the  damp- 
proofing. Most  of  the  work,  i.  e.,  the  excavating,  concrete  bases,  sheath  piling 
and  brick  being  agreed  upon  at  so  much  per  foot,  yard,  etc.

Hon.  GEORGE  B.  McCLELLAN,  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
The  City  of  New  York: 

Sirs — Section  195  of  the  Charter  reads  in  part  as  follows : 

“*  * * The  accounts  of  the  Chamberlain  shall  be  annually  closed  on  the  last 
day  of  December,  and  shall  be  examined  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Accounts.  Such  Commissioners  shall  examine  thb  accounts  and 
vouchers  of  all  moneys  received  into  and  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury  during  the 
year  ending  on  the  last  day  of  December  next  preceding  such  examination,  and  shall 
certify  and  report  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the  following  month  of 
February  the  amount  of  moneys  received  into  the  Treasury  during  such  year,  the 
amount  of  moneys  paid  out  during  the  same  period  by  virtue  of  warrants  drawn  on 
the  Treasury  by  the  Comptroller,  the  amount  of  moneys  received  by  the  Chamberlain 
who  shall  be  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  examination,  if  he  entered  upon  the  execution 
of  his  duties  since  the  last  preceding  report,  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  on  the  last 
day  of  December- preceding  such  examination,  the  amount  of  moneys  borrowed  for  or 
on  the  credit  of  the  City  during  such  year,  and  the  amount  of  the  bonds  of  the  City 
issued  during  such  year,  with  the  purposes  for  which  and  the  authority  under  which 
such  bonds  were  issued.  Such  Commissioners  shall  also  compare  the  warrants  drawn 
by  the  Comptroller  on  the  Treasury  during  the  year  ending  on  the  last  day  of  December 
preceding  such  examination,  with  the  several  laws  and  ordinances  under  which  the 
same  shall  purport  to  have  been  drawn,  arid  shall  in  like  manner  certify  and  report 
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whether  the  Comptroller  had  power  to  draw  such  warrants;  and  if  any  shall  be  found 
which,  in  their  opinion,  he  had  no  power  to  draw  they  shall  specify  the  same  in  their 
report,  with  their  reasons  for  such  opinion.” 

The  magnitude  of  the  work  involved  in  this  mandatory  provision  of  the  Charter 
is  much  greater  than  was  appreciated  by  the  framers  thereof,  and  it  has  not  been 
found  feasible  to  await  the  end  of  the  year  before  making  the  examination  and  com- 
parison of  vouchers  and  warrants  demanded.  As  a matter  of  practice  and  to  fully 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  the  Commissioners  of  Accounts  employ 
six  accountants  on  their  staff  to  perform  this  duty  and  their  work  is  continuous  from 
the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Certification. 

The  Commissioners  of  Accounts  do  hereby  certify  that  they  have  complied  with 
the  law  as  quoted  above,  and  that  for  the,year  1903  the^  have  examined  117,251 
vouchers  paid  by  the  Comptroller,  and  have  examined  and  compared  117,251  war- 
rants drawn  by  the  Comptroller  on  the  Treasury  in  payment  thereof,  making  a total 
of  234,502  papers  examined;  they  do  further  certify  and  report  that,  in  their  opinion, 
the  Comptroller  was  duly  authorized  by  the  several  laws  and  ordinances  to  draw 
the  warrants  examined  and  that  none  were  found  which  were  improperly  drawn;  and 
finally,  they  do  certify  and  report  that  they  have  made  from  the  books  of  account  of 
the  City  Chamberlain  a compilation  of  the  moneys  received  into  and  paid  out  of  the 
City  Treasury,  from  which  the  folio-wing  condensed  statement  is  prepared:

Resolved,  That  the  consent  o,f  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York  be 
and  the  same  hereby  is  given  to  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  a domestic  corpo- 
ration duly  incorporated  under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  today,  main- 
tain, use  and  operate  two  (2)  spur  railroad  tracks  along  Railroad  avenue,  some- 
times known  as  Park  avenue,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  between  the  following  points:

Original  Ordinance. 

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks  in 
The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  Citv  of  New  York  as  follows: 

First — Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge  of  any 
building  or  lot  (a  lot  meaning  25  front  feet  or  fraction  thereof)  of  ground  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  shall  within  four  hours  after  the  fall  of  any  snow,  and  within 
four  hours  after  the  forming  of  any  ice  on  the  sidewalk  or  in  the  gutter  in.  the  front 
of  any  such  building  or  lot,  remove  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  from  such 
sidewalk  or  gutter  under  the  penalty  of  three  dollars  for  every  such  neglect,  to  be 
paid  by  the  said  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  charge  severally  and 
respectively;  but  where  said  snow  falls  or  ice  forms  between  the  hours  of  8 o’clock 
in  the  evening  and  5 o’clock  in  the  morning,  this  ordinance  will  be  complied  with 
by  removing  or  causing  the  same  to  be  removed  before  0 o’clock  in  the  morning. 

Second — In  case  the  ice  or  snow  on  the  sidewalk  shall  be  so  congealed  that  it 
cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  pavem&nt,  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant, 
occupant,  or  person  having  charge  of  any  building  or  lot  of  ground  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  within  the  time  specified  in  the  last  preceding  section,  cause  the  sidewalk  op- 
posite his,  her  or  their  premises  to  be  strewn  with  ashes  or  sand  under  the  penalty  of 
one  dollar  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  occupant,  or  person  having  charge 
thereof,  severally  and  respectively. 

Third — All  ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  and  of  the  former  municipal  and 
public  corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York,  inconsistent  or  con- 
flicting herewith  in  penalty  or  otherwise,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Fourth — This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Substitute  Ordinance.

That  if  said  snow  and  ice  is  not  so  removed,  nor  thoroughly  done,  the  Department 

of  Street  Cleaning  shall — also  within  a specified  limit  of  time — cause  the  same  to  be 

removed  by  its  regularly  appointed  force  or  by  men  specially  employed  for  such,  pur- 


pose. 
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That  whenever  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning  is  called  upon  to  so  remove 
the  snow  and  ice  from  the  front  of  any  building,  report  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  made 
to  the  proper  Department  for  the  collection  of  an  adequate  penalty,  at  least  sufficient 
to  pay  for  whatever  expense  the  City  has  been  involved  in  in  the  matter. 

That  in  fixing  the  amount  of  penalty — whether  on  the  basis  of  a linear  foot  or  a 
square  foot — whatever  the  aggregate  sum  shall  be  is  to  become  a lien  on  the  property 
until  paid. 

That  all  amounts  so  collected  shall  revert  to  the  Department  of  Street  Clean- 
ing, and  be  set  aside  for  a special  fund  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  this  proposed  ordinance. 

That  provision  be  made  to  distinguish  between  unimproved  property  within 
the  populated  part  of  the  City  and  like  property  located  where  there  is  little  if  any 
traffic. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Committee  on  Laws  and  Legislation  shall  confer  with 
the  head  of  the  Bureau  for  the  Collection  of  Penalties,  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Street  Cleaning,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  others  directly  interested  or  af- 
fected by  the  proposed  legislation,  with  a view  of  formulating  a measure  that  will 
be  absolutely  practicable  in  all  its  features  and  possible  of  proper  enforcement.

A GENERAL  ORDINANCE  revising  the  ordinances  relating  to  the  sealing  and 
inspection  of  weights  and  measures  in  The  City  of  New  York,  constituting 
Title  8 of  the  Code  of  Ordinances. " 

Title  VIII. — Weights  and  Measures. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  The  City  of 
New  York. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  be  composed  of  a Superin- 
tendent and  twenty  subordinates  who  shall  each  be  known  and  designated  as  an 
Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Sec.  3.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  be 
paid  a salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500)  per  annum  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  according  to  section  15  of  chapter  370,  Laws  of  1899,  by  the 
promotion  of  one  from  among  the  present  Sealers  of  Weights  and  Measures  or  the 
present  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Sec.  4.  The  persons  holding  the  positions  of  Sealers  of  Weights  and  Measures 
and  of  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  chap- 
ter shall  be  and  they  hereby  are  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures 
as  hereby  established,  and  they  shall  each  be  known  and  designated  as  an  Inspector 
and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  they  shall  each  be  paid  a salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  per  annum. 

Sec.  5.  The  Superintendent  of  Weights  and  Measures  is  authorized  and  required 
to  establish  twenty  (20)  districts  in  The  City  of  New  York  to  be  known  as  Inspection 
and  Sealing  Districts,  and  shall  designate  such  districts  by  consecutive  numbers  from 
one  to  twenty  (1  to  20)  inclusive. 

Sec.  6.  Each  Inspection  and  Sealing  District  shall  consist  of  one  Senatorial 
District  as  the  Senatorial  Districts  are  now  apportioned  except  that  for  the  purpose 
of  making  the  districts  more  nearly  uniform,  the  Superintendent  may  and  he  hereby 
is  authorized  to  include  in  any  Inspection  and  Sealing  District  two  contiguous 
Senatorial  Districts,  or  the  portions  thereof  situate  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  7.  The  Superintendent  is  further  authorized  and  required  to  assign  to 
each  of  the  respective  Inspection  arid  Sealing  Districts,  one  Inspector  and  Sealer 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 
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The  Superintendent  shall  not,  however,  assign  any  Inspector  and  Sealer  to  any 
district  outside  the  Borough  in  which  he  resides,  except  that  in  the  event  of  vacan- 
cies he  may  require  any  person  hereafter  appointed  to  reside  in  the  Borough  in 
which  the  district  he  may  be  assigned  to  is  located. 

Sec.  8.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  employment  execute  to  The 
City  of  New  York  a bond  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  employment. 

Sec.  9.  No  scale,  weight,  patent  balance  or  steel-yards,  measures  or  other  in- 
struments intended  to  be  used  in  weighing  or  measuring  articles  for  sale  or  purchase 
shall  be  used  in  The  City  of  New  York  unless  the  same  has  been  inspected,  ex- 
amined, tested  and  sealed  by  an  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  All  persons  owning  or  using  weights  and  measures,  scale  beams, 
patent  balances,  steel  yards  or  any  other  instrument  or  device  used  or  intended  to 
be  used  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  weighing  or  measuring  articles  for  sale  or  pur- 
chase, shall,  at  the  place  where  it  is  intended  to  be  used  and  prior  to  such  use,  cause 
the  same  to  be  sealed  and  marked  by  an  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures, under  a penalty  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  All  scales,  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  steel  yards,  patent  balances 
and  other  instruments  or  devices  used  for  weighing  or  measuring,  before  being 
Sealed  by  an  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  must  conform  to  the 
standard  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  marked  with  official  seal,  designated  by  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Upon  the  written  request  of  any  resident  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  cause  to  be  tested,  within  a reasonable 
time  after  the  receipt  of  such  request,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  steel 
yards,  patent  balances  or  other  instruments  used  within  The  City  of  New  York  in 
buying  or  selling  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  designated  in  such  request. 

Sec.  12.  If  any  person  shall  use  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  weighing  or  meas- 
uring as  aforesaid,  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steel  yard  or 
other  instrument  or  device  which  shall  not  conform  to  the  standard,  or  shall  use  in 
weighing  or  measuring  as  aforesaid  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent  balance, 
steel  yard  or  other  instrument  or  device  which  shall  be  out  of  order  or  incorrect,  or 
which  shall  not  balance,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a register  of  the  name  of  each  person,  firm  or 
corporation  whose  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steel-yards  or 
other  instruments  or  devices  have  been  inspected,  together  with  the  unmbers  and  di- 
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mensions  or  size  of  same,  and  what  of  each  was  approved  and  what  was  condemned, 
with  the  date  of  inspection. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  any  market,  store,  stall  or 
public  street  or  other  place  in  The  City  of  New  York,  any  fruits,  vegetables  or  berries 
in  crates,  baskets  or  other  measures,  or  any  butter  in  prints,  or  any  ice  or  coal 
or  other  fuel  at  or  for  a greater  measure  than  the  net  weight  or  measure  thereof 
or  any  coffee,  sugar,  spices  or  other  groceries,  including  cereals,  in  packages,  or 
crackers,  biscuits  or  other  flour  products  in  packages,  boxes  or  cartons  unless  such 
packages  of  coffee,  sugar,  groceries,  crackers,  biscuits,  flour  products,  etc.,  shall  be 
plainly  marked  on  two  sides  thereof,  with  the  net  weight  of  the  edible  contents 
thereof;  all  ice,  coke,  coal,  meats,  poultry,  provisions  (excepting  vegetables  sold 
by  the  head,  bunch  or  number)  of  every  kind  sold  in  The  City  of  New  York  shall 
be  weighed  or  measured  in  or  by  scales,  measures  or  balances  duly  tested  and  sealed 
as  aforesaid  by  an  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures /provided,  however, 
that  poultry  may  be  offered  for  sale  in  other  manner  than  by  weight,  but  in  all  cases 
where  the  persons  intending  to  purchase  shall  so  request,  poultry  shall  be  weighed 
as  herein  provided. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  14.  Any  weight  or  measure  found  by  an  Inspector  and  Sealer  in  any  mar- 
ket, store,  stall,  licensed  van,  stand  or  other  place  in  The  City  of  New  York  where 
articles  are  sold  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  use,  and  any  such  weight  or  measure 
upon  the  same  being  tested  shall,  when  found  incorrect  and  short  in  weight  or 
measure  to  an  extent  of  one-fourth  of  an  ounce  to  a pound  of  the  indicated  weight 
or  capacity  thereof,  shall  be  summarily  confiscated  by  the  Inspector  and  Sealer,  and 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Superintendent,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  mutilated, 
defaced  and  broken. 

And  any  measure  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  measuring  of  liquids 
which  shall  be  found  as  above  to  be  short  of  its  indicated  capacity  to  the  extent  of 
one  gill  to  each  gallon  shall  likewise  be  confiscated  and  destroyed. 

And  any  measure  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  measuring  in  other 
manner  than  by  weighing  dry  groceries,  beans,  etc.,  which  shall  be  found  as  above 
to  be  short  of  its  indicated  or  claimed  capacity  to  the  extent  of  one  quart  to  each 
bushel,  shall  likewise  be  confiscated  and  destroyed. 

Sec.  15.  Each  and  every  person,  firm  or  corporation  selling,  supplying  or  de- 
livering coa),  coke  or  other  fuel  in  The  City  of  New  York  shall  deliver  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  in  charge  of  the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery  a cer- 
tificate duly  signed  by  the  person  selling  such  fuel,  giving  the  weight  of  the  fuel 
proposed  to  be  delivered,  the  weight  of  the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  such

delivery,  the  total  weight  of  the  fuel  and  conveyance  and  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  purchaser. 

No  person  in  charge  of  the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  delivering  coal,  coke 
or  other  fuel,  to  whom  the  certificate  mentioned  in  the  previous  section  has  been 
given,  shall  neglect  to  supply,  such  certificate  to  the  Superintendent  of  Weights 
and  Measures,  an  Inspector  and  Sealer,  or  to  any  person  designated  by  them  or 
either  of  them,  or  to  the  purchaser  or  intending  purchaser  of  the  fuel  being  de- 
livered; and  when  the  said  Superintendent,  Inspector  and  Sealer,  or  persons  so 
designated,  or  the  intending  purchaser,  shall  demand  that  the  weight  shown  by 
such  certificate  be  verified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  delivering  such  fuel 
to  convey  the  same  to  some  public  scale  in  the  Inspection  and  Sealing  District  and 
permit  the  verifying  of  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  174  of 
the  Laws  of  1897. 

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  and  Sealer  in  each  Inspection  and 
Sealing  District,  and  each  of  them  is  hereby  authorized  and  when  requested  by  a resi- 
dent of  his  district  is  required  to  inspect,  examine,  test  and  seal,  and  at  least  once  in  each 
year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  he  deems  necessary,  to  inspect,  examine  and  test  the 
weights,  measures,  scales,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steel-yards  and  other  instruments 
shall,  after  adjustment,  be  sealed  as  if  requested  as  aforesaid. 

No  second  sealing  of  any  of  the  above  shall  be  required  unless  upon  an  examina- 
tion or  test  the  same  be  found  out  of  order  and  requiring  adjustment,  when  the  "same 
shall,  after  adjustment,  be  sealed  as  if  requested  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  1 7.  No  person  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  any  weights,  measures,  scales,  scale 
beams,  patent  balances,  steel-yards  or  other  instruments  to  any  Inspector  and  Sealer 
for  the  purpose  of  the  inspection  hereinbefore  provided  for,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  18.  No  person  shall  in  any  way  or  manner  obstruct,  hinder  or  molest  any 
Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as 
hereby  imposed  upon  him,  under  a penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  of- 
fense. 

Sec.  19.  All  scales,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instru- 
ments use.d  for  weighing  or  measuring  shall  be  inspected  at  the  stores  and  places 
where  the  same  are  used  or  intended  to  be  used,  but  in  case  they  or  any  of  them 
shall  be  found  not  to  conform  to  the  standard  of  this  State,  the  owner  thereof  shall 
within  five  days,  at  his  expense,  have  the  same  altered  or  repaired  as  to  conform  it 
to  the  said  standard,  under  the  penalty  of  confiscation  of  said  scale,  scale  beam, 
patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument,  as  above  described,  and  the  forfeiture 
47 
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and  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  scale,  scale  beam,  patent 
balance  and  steelyard  or  other  instrument. 

And  this  penalty  shall  be  in  addition  of  any  other  provision  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  20  -It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Inspector  and  Sealer  to  make  a record 
and  certificate,  as  hereinafter  provided,  of  all  the  weights,  measures,  scales,  scale 
beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instruments  used  for  weighing  and 
measuring  inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the 
same  and  whether  they  are  conformable  to  the  standard  of  the  State,  and  he  shall 
also  specify  in  what  year  the  same  were  last  sealed. 

Sec.  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  in  each  district  to  report  promptly  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of 
Weights  and  Measurse  the  names  of  all  persons  whose  weights,  measures  or  other 
instruments  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  weighing  and  measuring  shall  be  found 
to  be  incorrect. 

Sec.  22.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  each  Inspector  and  Sealer  to  file  monthly  re- 
ports of  their  work  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  in  the  form  prescribed  by 
said  Superintendent. 

Sec.  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Weights  and  Measures  to 
prepare  and  cause  to  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures the  necessary  number  of  devices  or  seals  for  stamping  or  sealing  the  scales,  etc., 
as  above  provided,  and  to  each  Inspector  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  printed 
forms  and  blanks  for  the  various  notices,  reports,  certificates,  complaints,  and  such 
other  matters  or  communications  as  these  ordinances  may  make  necessary  or  requisite, 
and  to  transmit  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all 
persons  reported  by  each  Inspector  and  Sealer  as  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  together  with  the  particulars  of  such  violations,  and  of  all  persons  making 
use  of  any  fraudulent,  light,  small  or  unsealed  weights  and  measures  or  scales  or 
other  instruments  for  weighing  or  measuring  articles  for  sale  or  purchase  in  The  City 
of  New  York. 

Sec.  24.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  Superintendent  or  for  any  Inspector 
and  Sealer  to  vend  any  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or 
other  instruments  to  be  used  for  weighing  or  measuring,  or  to  offer  or  expose  the  same 
for  sale  in  The  City  of  New  York,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such 
offense. 

Sec.  25.  Each  Inspector  and  Sealer  shall  give  a certificate  to  the  owner  or  person 
in  charge  of  the  weights  or  measures,  scales,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or 
other  instrument  by  him  inspected  or  sealed,  which  certificate  shall  be  dated  as  of 
the  date  of  the  inspection  and  sealing  and  shall  keep  a record  of  such  certificate 
given,  upon  a corresponding  stub. 
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The  certificates  and  corresponding  stub  shall  be  numbered  consecutively. 

The  certificates  and  stubs  shall  be  issued  in  book  form  to  each  Inspector  and 
Sealer,  and  the  books  after  the  certificates  have  been  issued  shall  be  filed  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Bureau,  to  whom  they  shall  by  each  Inspector  and  Sealer  be 
delivered,  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  where  they  shall  constitute  a public  record. 

Section  26.  All  complaints  against  the  Superintendent  or  any  Inspector  and 
Sealer  of  Weig'hts  and  Measures  shall  be  lodged  with  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall 
examine  into  the  same  and  in  his  discretion,  or  at  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  shall 
take  testimony  concerning  same,  permitting  the  Superintendent  or  Inspector  and 
Sealer  complained  of  to  appear  and  testify  and  examine  any  witnesses  or  evidence 
which  may  be  presented  concerning  the  complaint. 

At  any  such  hearing,  trial  or  examination  the  Superintendent  or  Inspector  and 
Sealer  complained  of  may  be  represented  by  counsel. 

After  any  such  examination,  trial  or  hearing,  the  City  Clerk  shall  at  his  earliest 
convenience  make  report  thereof,  with  his  recommendation  thereon  to  the  Mayor 
for  his  action. 

Section  27.  All  .ordinances  of  The  City  of  New  York  and  of  the  former  munici- 
pal and  public  corporations  consolidated  into  The  City  of  New  York  inconsistent 
or  conflicting  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

This  section  shali  not  be  construed  to  affect  or  impair  any  right,  interest,  privi- 
lege or  power  which  has  accrued  or  been  conferred  heretofore,  or  any  penalty,  obli- 
gation, liability  or  forfeiture  heretofore  incurred,  or  by  an  action  or  proceeding 
now  pending;  and  any  right,  interest  or  privilege  which  by  the  terms  of  any  ordi- 
nance in  force  at  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance  continues  in  force  during  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  not  be  hereby  terminated. 

The  provisions  of  any  of  the  foregoing  ordinances,  in  so  far  as  they  are  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  those  of  ordinances  existing  at  the  time  these  ordinances  take 
effect,  shall  be  construed  as  a continuance  of  such  ordinances,  modified  or  amended 
according  to  the  language  employed  in  the  foregoing  ordinances  and  not  as  new  enact- 
ments. 

Sec.  28.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

MESSAGES  FROM  HIS  HONOR  THE  MAYOR. 

The  Vice-Chairman  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  message  from  his  Honor 
the  Mayor : 

No.  122. 

City  of  New  York— Office  of  the  Mayor,  ) 

March  7,  1904. 3 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York: 

GenUemen — I return  herewith,  without  approval,  the  ordinance  passed  by  you  on 
February  23,  1904,  and  providing  for  a new  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  Brooklyn. 

My  reasons  for  rejecting  this  are  purely  technical  and  are  as  follows: 

1st.  Referring  to  a certain  map,  which  is  annexed  hereto  and  hereby  made  a part 
hereof,  it  will  appear  that  Thirty-seventh  street  when  it  is  opened  would  encroach 
upon  part  of  the  ground  proposed  to  be  taken  for  this  market.  This  ordinance  should 
make  provision  for  such  a contingency. 

2d.  Referring  to  said  map  again,  and  particularly  to  the  part  thereof  colored 
in  red  and  designated  by  the  black  letters  A,  B,  D and  E,  it  is  quite  certain  that  at  some 
time  a part  of  the  land  and  water  now  covered  by  said  designated  part  of  said  map 
will  have  to  be  made  into  a pier,  and  that  will  necessitate  dredging  for  proper 
approaches  to  the  pier.  Also  it  is  quite  clear  that  a part  of  the  land  under  water  now 
designed  to  be  covered  by  this  market  as  described  by  the  proposed  ordinance  returned 
herewith  will  have  to  be  filled  in.  For  obvious  practical  reasons  it  seems  to  me  it  is 
desirable  that  the  market  boundaries  should  include  in  addition  to  what  is  proposed 
to  be  covered  by  the  present  proposed  ordinance  the  above  designated  land  and  water, 
which  will  have  to  be  made  into  a pier  with  the  necessary  incidental  dredging,  for  the 
reason  that  the  earth  taken  up  for  such  dredging  can  be  used  to  fill  in  such  part  of  the 
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land  comprised  in  the  boundaries  for  the  market  set  forth  in  the  proposed  ordinance 
as  is  now  under  water. 

3d.  Section  3 of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  defective  in  that  it  fails  to  provide,  in 
.substance,  that  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  municipal  authorities,  the  property  is  no 
longer  required  for  market  purposes  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  may  use 
it  for  other  purposes,  or  dispose  of  it  in  such  way  as  may,  in  them  judgment,  be  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  City.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  ordinance  should  contain 
some  such  provision,  so  that  when  the  time  does  come  when  the  use  of  this  property 
as  a market  is  to  be  discontinued  there  will  be  no  conflicting  claims  of  adjoining 
property  owners  as  to  the  use  to  which  the  property  should  be  put.' 

4th.  This  proposed  ordinance  fails  to  specify  whether  the  market  is  to  be  used  for 
the  wholesale  or  retail  trade.  It  should  be  clear  as  to  that  point. 

5th.  It  appears  that  the  northerly  line  of  the  property  proposed  to  be  acquired 
would  be  thirty-four  feet  south  of  the  southerly  line  of  Thirty-sixth  street,  thus  leaving 
a strip  of  that  width  in  private  ownership  and  depriving  the  City  of  any  access  to 
Thirty-sixth  street.  It  would  seem  inadvisable  to  cut  off  such  access  on  the  part  of 
the  City.

The  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Markets  to  whom  was  referred  on  January 
26,  1904  (Minutes,  page  408),  the  annexed  ordinance  in  favor  of  providing  a public 
market  in  the  Eighth  Ward,  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  the  proposed  improvement  to  be 
necessary. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance  be  adopted. 

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  location  of  a public  market 
place  and  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a public  market  in  the 
Eighth  Ward  of' the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York,  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  lands  for  this  purpose,  and  for  the  regulation  and  maintenance  of 
the  same. 

Whereas,  the  requirements  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  southerly  and  westerly  portion 
of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  comprising  an  area  equal  to  one-third  of  the  entire  Bor- 
ough, demand  the  location  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity,  there  being  no  market 
south  of  the  Wallabout  Market,  distant  about  four  miles  from  said  localities ; and 

Whereas,  The  means  of  transportation  by  vehicles  and  cars,  both  trolley  and  steam, 
throughout  said  localities,  concentrate  at  or  near  the  Thirty-ninth  Street  Ferry  in  said 
borough ; and

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity  would  tend  to  greatly 
increase  the  assessed  valuations  of  real  estate  throughout  said  localities,  which  are 
capable  of  sustaining  a population  at  least  four  times  greater  than  that  now  existing. 

Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Provision  is  hereby  made  .for  the  acquisition  and  establishment  of  a 
public  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York,  upon 
the  lands  or  lands  under  water,  hereinbelow  described,  which  are  hereby  selected  for  a 
public  market  in  said  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  surveys  and  maps  thereof  are  hereby 
directed  to  be  made  and  filed  as  provided  by  law.  Said  lands  or  lands  under  water  shall 
be  acquired  for  said  purposes  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation  proceedings  as  required 
by  law,  provided,  however,  that  this  matter  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  and  that  no  further  proceedings  be  taken  until  the  acquisition  of  said 
lands  or  lands  Under  water  is  approved  and  authorized  by  a majority  vote  of  all  the 
members  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  directed  and  instructed  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  acquire  title  to  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and  any  and  all  rights  and 
hereditaments  in  and  to  the  same  by  condemnation  proceedings  to  be  conducted  as 
required  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  so  selected,  whether  purchased  or  acquired 
as  above  provided,  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a market  and  dedicated  to  market 
purposes,  and  shall  be  used  and  occupied  as  such  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  expense  of  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water  and  interests  therein  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  amounts  of  the  awards  made  in 
condemnation  proceedings  for  the  value  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and  interests 
therein,  and  the  money  for  the  payment  thereof,  together  with  the  fees  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Estimate,  compensation  of  such  necessary  clerks  or  assistants  as  they  may 
employ,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  said  condemnation  proceedings, 
including  the  fees  of  counsel  employed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  the  proceedings 
and  all  other  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  said  Corporation  Counsel  in  the  conduct 
of  said  proceedings,  shall  be  paid  through  the  issue  of  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of 
New  York,  and  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  upon 
the  requisition  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  to  issue  such  Corporate 
Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  from  time  to  time  to  the  amount  of  such  requisition 
or  requisitions,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  the  amount  so  issued  is  hereby 
created  a fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  no  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness shall  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  ordinance  unless  the  proposition  for 
creating  such  debt  shall  first  be  approved  by  a majority  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  provided  by  law.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  and  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  5.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinabove  mentioned  and  referred  to  are 
described  as  follows : All  that  certain  plot,  piece  or  parcel  of  land  or  land  under  water 
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situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  County  of 
Kings,  City  of  New  York,  State  of  New  York,  bounded  and  described  as  follows,  to 
wit : Beginning  at  a point  on  the  westerly  line  or  side  of  Second  avenue  375  feet  north- 
erly from  the  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street,  as  said  street  is  laid  down  on  the  map 
of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  to  lay  out 
streets,  ayenues  and  squares  in  The  City  of  New  York,  running  thence  westerly  on  a 
line  parallel  with  and  distant  375  feet  from  said  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street  and  a^ 
line  drawn  in  continuation  thereof  994.52  feet;  thence  northeasterly  350.89  feet  to  a 
point  717  feet  northerly  from  the  continuation  of  the  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street ; 
thence  easterly,  parallel  with  said  centre  line  of  Thirty-ninth  street,  916.02  feet  to  the 
westerly  line  or  side  of  Second  avenue;  thence  southerly,  along  the  westerly  side  of 
Second  avenue,  342  feet  to  the  point  or  place  of  beginning,  be  the  said  several  dimensions 
more  or  less. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

“Memorial.” 

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  gof  the  “Associated  Employees  of  the"  Bureaus  of 
Buildings  of  The  City  of  New  York,”  held  on  May  1,  1903,  the  following  resolutions 
were  submitted  and  unanimously  adopted : 

Know  ye  by  these  presents  that — 

Whereas,  The  “Constitution”  of  the  “United  States”  and  the  “State  of  New  York” 
have,  in  a spirit  of  liberty,  granted  unto  all  citizens  the  right  to  join  together  for  mutual 
protection  and  advancement  while  in  pursuit  of  happiness,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a just  saying,  “that  the  mechanic  is  worthy  of  his  hire,”  which 
must  be  admitted  in  every  locality  where  equity  and  impartiality  prevail;  and  whether 
skilled  or  unskilled  it  is  but  right  that  the  rernuneration  be  in  proportion  to  the  value 
of  the  services  rendered  to  the  employer,  be  that  employer  an  individual,  firm,  corpora- 
tion, community,  city  or  government; 

Therefore,  in  order  to  set  forth  in  clear,  just  and  concise  terms  the  facts  which 
embody  the  duties  of  Inspectors  of  Buildings  in  The  “City  of  New  York,”  the  value 
of  their  services  and  responsibilities,  and  the  insufficiency  of  the  salaries  paid  .them 
in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  said  services,  added  to  the  consideration  of  the  small 
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percentage  of  mechanics  competent  to  pass  the  examinations  necessary  to  qualify,  as 
indicated  by  the  records  of  the  “Civil  Service  Bureau,”  we  hereby  offer  this  “memorial-” 

Stated  briefly  the  question  resolves  itself  into  the  simple  theorem,  under  two- 
heads  : 

I.  — Are  or  are  not  the  present  salaries  of  Inspectors  of  Buildings  adequate  or 
commensurate  to  the  services  rendered? 

II.  — Would  the  Inspectors  be  justified  in  asking  for  more  salary?  How  should 
they  ask  for  it?  And  how  proceed  successfully  in  order  to  obtain  an  increase  in  salary? 

In  answering  the  first  query  it  will  be  necessary  to  set  forth  the  actual  details  of 
the  duties  and  their  value,  in  comparison  with  others  of  a similar  nature,  so  we  answer : 

No — It  is  not  adequate  or  sufficient,  for  the  following  reasons : 


By  comparison — The  wages  now  prevailing  in  the  trades  engaged  jn  the  several' 
branches  will  show  that  those  who  inspect  the  work  are  paid  less  than  those  who- 
execute  it,  and  the  annexed  schedule  will  explain  that;  the  following  prices  of  labor 
paid  up  to  May  1,  1903,  is  taken  from  the  scale  of  wages  paid  members  of  the  unions 
controlled  by  the  New  York  Board  of  Building  Trades:

From  the  above  schedule  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Inspectors  of  Buildings  receive  less 
salary  than  the  wages  of  any  of  the  mechanics  and  only  4 cents  per  day  more  than  the 
highest  paid  laborer,  despite  superior  qualifications  as  skilled  mechanics  and  higher 
attainments  as  experts  which  they  must  possess  to  pass  the  Civil  Service  Examination 
as  laid  down  by  law.  I11  plain  words  they  are  rated  below  the  status  of  the  Union 
Mechanics  and  rank  in  regard  to  financial  value,  slightly  above  skilled  laborers. 

Taking  up  now  the  question  of  their  increased  duties  and  responsibilities  we  main- 
tain that  the  Building  Inspectors  are  entitled  to  an  increased  salary  for  the  following 
reasons,  viz. : 

I.  — By  the  necessity  for  closer  vigilance  on  the  work. 

II.  — By  its  hazardous  nature,  as  buildings  are  now  deeper  and  higher,  and  con- 
sequently more  dangerous. 

III.  — By  the  increased  technical  knowledge  required  whereby  Inspectors  must 
read  and  keep  abreast  of  contemporaneous  practice. 

IV.  — By  the  risks  involved  in  night  duty,  on  fires,  emergency  unsafes,  and  so  forth. 

V.  — By  the  fact  that  Inspectors  on  account  of  their  advanced  education,  knowledge, 
and  experience,  are  entitled  to  more  compensation  than  the  artisans,  whose  varied  and 
different  branches  of  work  they  must  not  only  be  familiar  with,  but  likewise  inspect, 
supervise,  and  see  completed  according  to  law;  Thus  placing  them  on  a par  with  the 
highest  professional  element  of  building  construction,  composed  of  Architects  and 
Engineers,  with  whom  they  are  in  daily  consultation  in  matters  of  building  technics  and 
law. 

VI.  — By  the  fact  that  Inspectors  are  subject  to  duty  365  days  of  the  year. 

VII.  — Because  their  positions  and  responsibilities  are  primarily  the  most  important 
in  the  municipal  service  of  New  York. 

VIII.  — The  changed  and  exacting  conditions,  consequent  with  the  rapid  evolution 
•of  building  construction  since  the  year  1892,  when  the  building  code  first  went  into 
force,  a period  of  ten  j^ears  has  changed  the  entire  nature  of  the  forms  of  construction, 
in  all  details,  from  brick  and  timber  methods,  and  elementary  plumbing,  to  the 
skeleton  steel  and  iron  frames,  complicated  combinations  of  brick,  stone,  terra-cotta, 
and  various  patented  processes  which  comprise  Architectural  Engineering;  and 
similarly  with  plumbing,  for  this  too  has  undergone  a complete  revolution  of 
methods  and  materials,  so  that  the  Plumbing  Inspector  of  to-day  must  be  a Sani- 
tary Engineer;  in  the  same  way  as  a Construction  Inspector  must  combine  an  archi- 
tect's and  engineer’s  knowledge,  yet  there  has  been  no  extra  or  increased  compen- 
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sation  for  either  during  these  years.  Concerning  the  Inspectors  of  Iron  and  Steel 
Work,  it  is  to  be  said  that  they  too  must  have  had  similar  experience  in  the  several 
branches  of  the  trades  coming  under  their  supervision.  For  example — skeleton  steel 
and  iron  frames,  and  their  multitudinous  parts,  and  have  worked  as  practical  me- 
chanics for  a period  of  not  less  than  five  years,  and  be  familiar  with  the  theory  ol 
the  construction.  With  all  this  requisite  knowledge,  they  are  still  paid  less  than 
the  mechanics  whose  work  they  superintend  and  inspect,  bridgemen  and  iron- 
setters  being  paid  $5  per  diem,  while  the  salary  of  an  Inspector  of  Iron  Work  is  but 
$3.29  per  diem;  proving  that,  although  ,the  Inspector  must  be  possessed  of  greatei 
technical  knowledge  than  the  mechanic,  yet  he  receives  less  salary  or  wages,  as 
you  may  please  to  term  the  compensation.  Elevator  Inspectors,  or  inspectors  to 
•upervise  elevators,  must  also  be  skilled  machinists'  of  not  less  than  ten  years’  ex- 
perience, be  thoroughly  familiar  with  all  the  electrical  and  hydraulic  machinery 
used  in  connection  with  elevators  and  be  mechanical  engineers  and  elevator  builders, 
tor  which  qualifications  they  are  paid  less  than  the  machinists  and  builders  who 
erect  the  elevators. 

Furthermore,  the  Inspectors  are  entitled  to  increased  salary  by  the  following 
comparative  schedule: 

The  City  of  Boston  pays  its  Inspectors  of  Buildings  the  sum  of  $1,800  to  $2,000 
per  annum,  with  a population  of  560,000. 

The  City  of  Chicago  pays  its  Inspectors  $r,8oo  per  annum,  with  a population 
of  1,689,5  75- 

The  City  of  New  York  pays  its  Inspectors  $1,200  per  annum,  with  a population 
of  3,437,202;  or  $600  less  than  the  two  sister  cities  of  lesser  population. 

The  United  States  Government  pays  each  Superintendent  of  Construction  in  the 
employ  of  the  Architect  of  the  Treasury,  who  is  in  charge  of  only  one  Government 
building,  from  $6  per  diem  to  $3,000  per  annum,  according  to  the  size  of  the  build- 
ing and  the  responsibilities  involved.  Private  firms  engaged  in  building  construction, 
also  corporations,  pay  their  foremen  $6  to  $8  per  day,  and  superintendents  from 
$40  to  $100  per  week.  The  Department  of  Education  of  New  York  City  pays  each 
Inspector,  on  the  construction  of  one  school  building  only,  $5.50  per  diem — $1,500  per 
annum.  The  Bureau  of  Sewers  of  the  City  of  New  York  pays  its  Inspectors,  on  the 
construction  of  new  street  sewers,  from  $1,200  to  $2,100  per  annum,  and  this  onl> 
involves  leveling  and  the  superintendence  of  the  brickwork  of  the  sewers.  A Tene- 
ment House  Inspector  of  the  City  of  New  York  only  requires  slight  technical 
knowledge,  need  have  had  no  ^experience,  nor  have  been  a practicing  mechanic,  yet 
he  obtains  a salary  of  $1,200  per  annum. 

We,  therefore,  maintain  that  the  present  salaries  of  the  Inspectors  are  too 
small  in  consideration  of  the  comparisons  set  forth  above,  in  addition  to  which  might 
be  added  the  facts  that  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  New  York  compels  tfrem  to  be 
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men  of  a calibre  superior  to  any  classified  in  Class  D of  the  Civil  Service  list,  and 
insists  that  each  and  every  Inspector  of  Buildings  must  have  at  least  five  years 
practical  experience,  be  a skilled  mechanic,  in  good  physical  condition,  pass  two 
examinations — one  before  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  one  before  the  Board 
of  Examiners — either  of  which  may  disqualify  him  for  office. 

The  technical  knowledge  necessary  to  pass  can  only  be  acquired  by  years  of 
actual  practice  at  a trade  or  handicraft,  and  in  many  cases  it  is  absolutely  unattain- 
able in  less  than  ten  years. 

In  many  of  the  cases  quoted  herein,  we  have  demonstrated  there  are  many 
skilled  employees  of  the  City  who  are  better  paid  with  much  less  onerous  duties 
and  responsibilities,  and  for  another  example  we  might  cite  the  Inspectors  of  Ma- 
sonry on  the  Rapid  Transit  Tunnel  construction,  who  are  at  present  earning  on  an 
average  of  from  $4.50  to  $5.50  per  diem,  and  with  overtime  from  $35  to  $40  per 
week;  but  the  District  Inspectors  of  the  Bureaus  of  Buildings  are  each  responsible 
for  the  construction  of  from  25  to  50  and  the  legal  care,  condition  and  safety  of 
from  500  to  2,000  houses,  ranging  from  the  frame  shed  to  the  steel  skeleton  fire- 
proof sky  scrapers,  receive  the  least  compensation  of  all,  viz.:  the  small  sum  of 
$3.29  per  diem,  $25  per  week  and  $1,200  per  annum.  We  therefore  ask  your  Honor- 
able Body  to  give  full  and  earnest  consideration  to  the  statements  contained  in 
this  “memorial,”  as  we  believe  it  holds  facts  and  figures  which  are  irrefutable,  and 
will  tend  to  show  the  vital  necessity  for  active  and  urgent  action  on  the  part  of  the 
association  to  increase  the  compensations  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  several  “Bureaus 
of  Buildings”  by  an  early  and  sincere  effort  to  lay  these  facts  before  the  higher 
authorities  for  their  consideration  and  action. 

We  believe  that  an  increase  of  salary  can  be  obtained  by  placing  the  data  and 
facts  as  herein  set  forth  in  the  form  of  a “memorial”  before  the  Superintendent  of 
each  Borough  first,  in  order  that  each  may  scrutinize  and  approve  of  the  proce- 
dure, and  when  approved  and  indorsed  may  serve  as  an  instrument  for  him  to  la.5 
before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  when  the  appropriations  for  the 
several  Departments  for  the  year  1904  are  under  consideration,  or  it  might  be  sub- 
mitted in  the  meantime  to  the  Presidents  of  the  five  boroughs  for  their  approval 
by  the  Superintendents  of  Buildings  before  the  fall  of  1903,  thus  making  the  “memo- 
rial” lawful  and  regular. 

In  all  the  movements  which  will  affect  the  welfare  and  progress  of  individuals 
and  organizations  a time  arrives  when  concerted  action  becomes  necessary,  that  the 
initiative  must  be  taken,  and  the  best  ideas  and  methods  essential  to  success  be 
transmitted  to  paper;  this  we  believe  we  have  done  in  this  “memorial,”  and  such 
are  fairly  and  impartially  set  forth. 

Recognizing,  however,  the  truth  that  there  are  many  members  among  .your 
Honorable  Body  whose  suggestions  and  propositions  would  tend  to  strengthen 
and  improve  the  value  of  the  document,  it  is  submitted  in  this  elementary  form  as 
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■a  simple  basis  for  future  action,  and  the  promotion,  discussion  and  interchange  of 
ideas  on  the  extremely  important  subject  of  increasing  salaries.  - 

The  present  progressive  movement  of  the  time  shows  that  never  in  the  mechanical 
history  of  New  York  have  the  trades  and  crafts  reached  such  a scientific  height,  and 
we,  in  conclusion,  put  forward  our  request,  as  being  fair,  just,  equitable  and  due  our 
increased  attainments  and  responsibilities. 

With  the  assurance  to  the  organization  of  our  best  efforts  in  all  things  vital  and 
beneficial  to  its  members,  this  memorial  is  very  respectfully  submitted.

Honorable  Sirs — Acting  under  instructions  from  the  Taxpayers’  Alliance  of 
the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  an  organization  having  a membership  of  5,000  taxpayers, 
we  communicate  with  you  for  the  purpose  of  asking  you  to  kindly  report  out  favor- 
ably at  once,  and  act  favorably  at  once  on  the  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad,  which  came  before  your  body  on  Tuesday,  March  8,  1904.  As  the 
matter  of  this  application  has  been  exhaustively  discussed  at  two  hearings  called 
last  year  by  the  Railroad  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  at  one  hearing 
held  this  year,  which,  however,  was  called  up  on  behalf  of  a corporation  which  has  long 
since  ceased  to  exist,  by  the  name  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Rail- 
road Company,  but  at  which  hearing  it  was  demonstrated  conclusively  that  it  was

the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company’s  application  which  the  public 
wanted  acted  upon,  we,  as  citizens  and  representatives  of  the  public,  which  will  be 
vitally  and  essentially  affected,  cannot  see  why  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
Railroad  application  shall  not  be  reported  out  at  once.  We  are  further  convinced 
that  this  can  be  done  with  entire  propriety,  in  view  of  the  action  which  was  taken 
by  your  body  and  by  the  Mayor  in  connection  with  the  hold-up  corporation  which 
has  been  opposing  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad. 

If  your  Honorable  Body  decides  that  another  hearing  is  necessary  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  kindly  notify  us  at  once,  and  we  assure  you  that  the  Borough  of  The 
Bronx,  through  its  representatives,  will  be  present  and  further  finally  inforrrf  you 
of  the  unanimous  desire  for  immediate  favorable  action  on  the  New  York  and 
Port  Chester  Railroad  application. 

We  inclose  you  herewith  a statement  or  digest  which  we  desire  to  have  brought 
before  your  Honorable  Body,  and  go  on  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  your 
Plonorable  Body,  showing  the  legal  rottenness  and  defects  of  the  fake  corporation 
which  has  been  opposing  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad.  We  desire 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  digest  showing  the  legal  defects  of  the 
alleged  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company  is  not  a series  of 
opinions  of  any  man  or  men,  but  is  a statement  of  facts,  chronologically  recorded, 
and  all  of  which  are  on  record  in  the  archives  of  the  courts  of  this  State.  We  have 
verified  all  of  these  facts,  and  should  you  desire,  we  will  send  you  certified  copies 
of  all  these  proceedings. 

We  further  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
enterprise  is  a solid  enterprise  amply  backed  and  has  stood  the  test  of  the  most 
rigid  investigations,  as  to  its  intentions,  financial  backing  and  ability,  etc.,  in  the 
matter  of  two  commissions,  one  before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of 
New  York  and  the  other  before  Justice  Keogh’s  Supreme  Court  Commission.  In 
addition,  it  has  practically  completed  all  of  its  legal  requisites  in  having  sustained 
its  charters,  unanimously,  before  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals. 

Our  object  in  requesting  you  to  act  favorably  upon  this  matter  expeditiously 
is  for  the  reason  that  in  any  application  of  this  kind,  that  is,  of  the  kind  made  by 
the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  under  section  11  of  the  Railroad  Law, 
for  the  right  to  cross  streets,  after  the  assent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  has  been 
granted,  the  entire  matter  is  then  again  taken  before  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
the  State,  which  Commission  determines  the  details,  under  the  statutes  of  the  laws 
of  New  York,  of  the  crossings,  over  or  under  the  grades  of  the  streets,  to  be  made 
by  the  Railroad  Company. 

Your  Honorable  Board  will  see  that  after  you  have  granted  your  formal  assent 
to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  there  yet  remains,  under 
the  laws  of  the  State,  details  to  be  done  and  completed  which  will  require  some 
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months.  We  call  your  attention  to  this  fact  and  ask  you  to  kindly  bear  it  in  mind, 
and  ask  you  to  give  this  matter  the  expeditious  favorable  consideration  which  you 
have  done  in  another  application  of  a like  nature,  without  doubt,  however,  under  a 
misapprehension. 

Thanking  you  and  asking  you  to  notify  us  promptly  of  any  proceedings  of  any

Record  of  Legal  Facts  and  Proceedings  Establishing  the  Legal  Rottenness,  Non- 
Existence  and  Death  of  the  Alleged  New  York,  Westchester  & Boston 
Railway  Company. 

1.  Incorporated  March  20,  1872,  by  filing  articles  of  association  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

2.  Articles  were  so  filed  in  violation  of  express  provision  of  law,  as  there  was 
not  attached  to  the  articles  of  association  the  affidavit  required  by  section  2 of  thb 
Railroad  Law  of  1850,  and  the  filing  of  the  same  had  no  more  legal  effect  than  the 
filing  of  a piece  of  blank  paper. 

3.  In  or  about  the  year  1876  whatever  there  was  of  this  corporation  became 
insolvent,  and  one  Seaver  was  appointed  permanent  receiver  thereof  by  final  judg- 
ment on  March  25,  1876. 

4.  By  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  March  22,  1881,  the  receiver  was 
directed  to  sell  all  the  rights  of  said  company  and  all  the  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  company,  legal  or  equitable,  in  and  to  its  roadbed  and  right  of  way,  and  all 
its  real  estate,  tracks  and  fixtures,  free  and  clear  of  all  liens  of  any  kind,  except 
taxes  on  real  estate  belonging  to  or  in  which  said  corporation  may  have  an  interest. 

5.  In  pursuance  of  said  order  Seaver,  the  receiver,  sold  the  same  to  William 
F.  Van  Pelt  for  $5,500  on  May  7,  1881. 

6.  The  sale  was  duly  confirmed  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  there- 
after by  deed,  dated  June  2,  1881,  and  recorded  June  7,  1881,  the  receiver  conveyed 
to  Van  Pelt  all  the  franchises  and  rights  of  the  said  Newi  York,  Westchester  and 
Boston  Railway  Company,  and  any  right  or  rights  which  it  may  have  had  to  con- 
demn right  of  way,  etc.  This*  sale,  under  the  statutes,  also  stripped  the  said  New 
York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  of  any  located  route  which  it 
might  claim  under  its  map  filed  at  White  Plains  in  1872,  and  also  deprived  the  said 
New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company  of  any  right  to  relocate  a 
line  or  route  unless  it  subsequently  acquired  authority  from  the  Legislature  to  do 
so,  which  authority  has  not  been  given. 
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7.  Upon  his  purchase  Van  Pelt  and  his  associates,  under  the  authority  of  section 
5 of  the  Railroad  Law  of  1850,  as  amended  by  chapter  710  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  exe- 
cuted and  filed  articles  of  association  forming  a new  corporation  by  the  name  of  The 
East  River  and  Connecticut  Railway  Company,  as  a reorganization  of  the  New  York, 
Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  and  thereby  The  East  River  and  Con- 
necticut Railway  Company  succeeded  to  all  the  property,  rights,  privileges  and  fran- 
chises of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company. 

8.  The  articles  of  association  of  The  East  River  and  Connecticut  Railway  Com- 
pany^ were  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  13th  day  of  June,  1881. 

9.  The  East  River  and  Connecticut  Railway  Company,  although  incorporated  in 
1881,  has  never  completed  the  construction  of  any  railroad,  or,  so  far  as  ascertained, 
done  anything  toward  the  construction  of  the  same  save  filing  the  articles  of  association 
reorganizing  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company. 

10.  The  deed  of  the  receiver  to  Van  Pelt,  made  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the 
Court  and  confirmed  by  the  Court,  stripped  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston 
Railway  Company  of  all  its  rights  and  property,  and  the  organization  of  The  East 
River  and  Connecticut  Railway  Company  by  Van  Pelt  and  his  associates  in  reorgani- 
zation of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  vested  in  the 
former  all  the  rights  conveyed  to  Van  Pelt  by  the  receiver,  so  that  nothing  remained* 
of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company. 

11.  In  a recent  petition  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  a person  claiming  to  be  the  re- 
ceiver of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  the  petitioner 
states: 

‘‘And  your  petitioner  shows  that  there  is  grave  reason  to  doubt  whether  under 
said  articles  of  association  said  defendant  corporation  was  ever  legally  incorporated 
or  became  a lawful  corporation  and  was  entitled  to  exercise  its  franchise  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons:” 

Then  follows  a reference  to  Laws  of  1850,  chapter  140,  section  2,  prohibiting  the 
filing  of  articles  of  association  until  the  prescribed  affidavit  is  annexed  thereto  or  in- 
dorsed thereon;  and  then  the  petition  states: 

“The  articles  of  association  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway 
Company  neither  contained  such  an  affidavit  nor  was  it  annexed  thereto,  but  there 
was  an  entire  omission  of  the  required  affidavit.  In  addition  to  this  difficulty,  the  ob- 
jection also  presents  itself  that  the  company  if  it  ever  had  a charter  had  forfeited  it 
by  reason  of  failure  to  complete  and  put  its  road  in  operation  within  the  time  limited 
by  law.” 

Here  follows  a reference  to  Laws  of  1867,  chapter  775,  providing  that  on  failure  of  a 
railroad  corporation  to  complete  its  road  and  put  it  in  operation  within  ten  years 
after  filing  its  articles  of  association,  “its  corporate  existence  and  powers  shall  cease.” 
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The  petition  then  proceeds  further,  as  follows: 

“Your  petitioner  further  shows  and  is  advised  by  his  counsel,  Mr.  John  S.  Wood, 
and  verily  believes,  that  if  said  franchise  were  sold  independently  neither  the  purchaser 
nor  any  new  corporation  organized  to  take  over  the  franchise  could  under  existing 
statutes  amend  or  remedy  the  defects  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  nor  escape 
the  forfeiture  of  the  franchise  by  lapse  of  time;  but  that  the  existing  corporation 
might  possibly,  although  the  questions  of  law  are  not  clear,  under  existing  statutes,  by 
the  action  of  its  directors,  amend  the  defects  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  and 
secure  a remission  of  the  forfeiture  from  lapse  of  time.” 

1 2.  The  Mew  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  having  been 
incorporated  under  the  General  Railroad  Act  of  1850,  could  not  possibly  acquire  the 
right  to  construct  a railroad  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

People  ex  rel.  N.  Y.  City  & Westchester  Ry  Co.,  vs.  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  81  App.  Div.,  237.  Affirmed,  176  N.  Y. 

People  ex  rel.  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 

missioners, 81  App.  Div.,  242.  Affirmed,  175  N Y.,  516. 

In  these  two  cases  the  Appellate  Division  held  that  a corporation  organized  under 
the  general  act  of  1850,  after  i860  and  1890,  has  not  authority  to  build  a railroad  in 
The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows  (81  App.  Div.  at  p.  241)  : 

“Beyond  all  this,  I am  at  a loss  to  discover  how  the  relator  acquired,  under  its 
organization,  any  right  to-  build  any  road  within  the  limits  of  New  York  City.  It  was 
organized  in  1887,  under  the  general  act  of  1850,  and  since  the  passage  of  chapter  10 
of  the  Laws  of  i860  it  seems  to  be  the  conceded  rule  that  no  company  claiming  an 
organization  and  authority  under  the  act  of  1850  merely  could  build  any  road  within 
the  City.  I do  not  understand  that  the  relator  claims,  or  offered  to  show,  that  it 

based  its  authority  upon  any  other  act  than  that  of  1850,  and  hence  it  does  not  seem 

to  be  in  a position  to  object  to  the  issuance  of  this  certificate.” 

And  again,  81  App.  Div.,  at  pp.  244  and  246: ' 

“The  relator  claims  that  since  chapter  10  of  the  Laws  of  i860  was  enacted  there 
has  been  no  law  under  which  a railroad  such  as  the  applicant  seeks  to  construct  could 
be  organized  for  operation  in  New^York  City. 

“That  act  provides  as  follows : ‘It  shall  not  be  lawful  hereafter  to  lay,  construct 

or  operate  any  railroad  in,  upon  or  along  any  or  either  of  the  streets  or  avenues  of 
The  City  of  New  York,  wherever  such  railroad  may  commence  or  end,  except  under 
the  authority  and  subject  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions  which  the  Legislature 
may  hereafter  grant  and  provide.’ 

“After  such  enactment  it  became  the  accepted  conclusion  that  no  railroad  could 
be  constructed  in  New  York  City  except  pursuant  to  legislation  had  subsequent 
thereto.  From  that  date,  up  to  the  enactment  of  chapter  565  of  the  Laws  of  1890,

which  is  the  ‘Railroad  law’  now  in  force,  three  general  acts  were  passed  under  which 
railroads  could  be  built  in  such  City,  and  each  one  of  them,  so  far  as  it  was  applicable 
to  the  City,  had  reference  to  a road  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  utilize  the  streets 
or  public  places  of  the  City  as  and  for  its  right  of  way.  During  that  time  no  railroad 
organized  under  the  general  act  of  1850  (chapter  140)  could  be  built  in  the  City,  and 
therefore  the  situation  was  practically  this,  that  only  street-  railroads  could  be  built 
in  such  City.  * * * 

“The  courts  held  that  such  language  applied  to  a road  that  merely  crossed  a street 
in  N-qw  York  City  as  well  as  to  those  that  sought  to  utilize  a street  as  a right  of  way. 
(People’s  Rapid  Transit  Company  vs.  Dash,  125  N.  Y.,  93.)”

Sir — I have  the  honor  to  request  authority  from  your  Honorable  Board  to  en- 
ter into  a contract,  without  public  letting,  for  repairs  to  the  fireboat  “David  A. 
Boody,”  now  at  the  drydock  foot  of  Seventh  street,  East  river,  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  repairs  to  be  about  $5,700. 

This  boat  has  been  placed  out  of  service  by  the  United  States  Government  In- 
spectors, and  cannot  be  placed  in  service  again  until  such  time  as  the  necessary 
repairs  are  made.  As  the  fireboat  “Seth  Low”  is  also  out  of  service,  undergoing 
extraordinary  repairs,  the  Department  is  greatly  crippled  in  respect  to  fire  protec- 
tion on  the  Brooklyn  river  front.  For  these  repairs  to  be  given  out  by  contract  in 
the  usual  form,  it  will  take  at  least  six  weeks  before  the'  work  would  be  under  way, 
which  is  entirely  too  great  a delay  in  view  of  the  existing  conditions.  I therefore 
urge  early  and  favorable  consideration  of  this  request.

Gentlemen — The  following  proceedings  were  this  day  directed  by  Police  Commis- 
sioner McAdoo: 
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Whereas,  In  the  Departmental  Estimate  of  the  Police  Department  of  The  City 
of  New  York  of  the  amount  required  for  expenses  for  the  year  1904,  the  amount 
required  for  the  Police  Fund  for  salaries  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  Deputy  Com- 
missioners, Inspectors  of  Police,  Surgeons,  Captains,  Sergeants,  Detec- 
tive Sergeants,  Roundsmen,  Patrolmen,  Doormen,  Matrons,  Telegraph  Bureau 
and  Steam  Boiler  Squad  employees,  etc.,  was  $11,740,750,  including  therein  an  amount 
of  $120,000  for  the  salaries  of  150  Patrolmen,  increase  of  Force,  at  $800  each  per 
annum;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  final  estimate  allowed 
for  such  appropriation  (Police  Fund,  etc.)  the  sum  of  $11,000,000;  and 

Whereas,  Application  was  made  January  7,  1904,  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  authority  to  be  given  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  increase  the  Police  Force  of  The  City  of  New  York  by  adding 
to  the  number  of  Patrolmen  from  time  to  time  during  the  year  1904,  not  to  exceed 
150  * * * and  provided  that  the  salaries  of  such  additional  Patrolmen  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  appropriation  made  to  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  1904,  en- 
titled “Police  Fund — Salaries  of  Police  Commissioner,  etc.,”  and  provided  the  same 
is  sufficient  for  such  purpose;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  liability  at  this  time  of  such  account  is  such  in

Ordered,  That  the  proceedings  of  January  7,  1904,  asking  for  authority  to  ap- 
point such  additional  Patrolmen  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “and  pro- 
vided that  the  salaries  of  such  additional  Patrolmen  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appro- 
priation made  to  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  1904,  entitled  ‘Police  Fund —

To  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment: 

Gentlemen — Referring  to  the  communication  sent  to  vou  a short  time  since 
respecting  certain  necessary  repairs  to  the  County  Court  House,  we  are  advised  that 
there  would  be  some  difficulty,  under  existing  statutes,  in  providing  so  large  a sum 
as  would  be  required  to  do  all  the  work  suggested  by  us,  but  that  it  might  be  possible 
to  provide  a sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose. 

The  most  imperative  necessity  is  that  the  ventilation  of  the  building  should  be 
improved  and,  so  far  as  possible,  perfected.  If  this  could  be  done  this  year,  the  im- 
provement of  the  plumbing  might  be  left  for  another  year.  We  have  no  doubt  that 
fifty  thousand  dollars  would  be  sufficient  to  greatly  improve  the  ventilation,  and  we 
therefore  ask  that  that  matter  be  taken  in  hand  during  he  present  year,  even  if  the 
plumbing  may  have  to  wait.

This  action  of  the  Park  Board  is  not  to  be  taken  as  an  increase  of  the  salary 
account,  although  it  appears  so  on  the  surface.  It  is  in  effect  a saving  of  $1,500  as  it 
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follows  and  supplements  the  previous  action  of  the  Board  abolishing  the  position  of 
Clerk  of  the  Board,  established  under  the  last  administration. 

The  place  of  Clerk  of  the  Board  was  an  extravagant  and  unnecessary  charge  upon 
the  salary  account  to  the  amount  of  $2,000.  At  the  same  time  its  abolishment  adds 
considerable  to  the  burden  upon  the  rest  of  the  office,  especially  in  the  case  of  the 
Assistant  Secretary. 

The  duties  thus  added  to  those  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  are  discharged  with 
increased  efficiency,  together  with  those  which  previously  devolved  upon  him.  They 
make  an  arduous  and  responsible  total. 

The  official  affected  is  one  of  the  most  experienced  and  longest  in  the  Park 
service.  His  fidelity,  efficiency  and  industry  are  in  evidence  early  and  late.  No 
question  of  office  hours  ever  governs  him  when  there  is  work  to  be  done,  and  the 
recognition  tendered  to  him  by  the  Park  Board  is  heartily  recommended  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
as  deserved,  proper  and  fitting.

Sir — In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  investigation  has  been  made  of  the 
request  of  the  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  for  approval  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  certain  changes  proposed  in  the  payrolls  of  the 
hospitals  under  their  control.  Said  request  having  been  referred  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  the  Finance  Department  for  a report  as  to  the 
facts,  the  following  statement  is  respectfully  submitted: 

The  new  positions  proposed  and  increases  in  salaries  suggested  are  taken  up 
in  the  order  in  which  they  appear  in  a communication  from  the  Trustees  of  Bellevue 
and  Allied  Hospitals  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  under 
date  of.  February  8,  1904. 

On  account  of  the  recent  great  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  and  also 
with  a view  to  betterment  of  the  service  in  hospitals  in  which  the  City’s  poor  are 
cared  for,  the  following  recommendations  are  made: 

That  four  Admitting  Physicians  at  Bellevue  Hospital  be  appointed  at  $600  a 
year  each,  to  serve  six  hours  a day. 

In  asking  for  the  appointment  of  these  Physicians,  President  Brannan  of  the 
Trustees  says: 
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“Frequently  over  100  patients  are  received  during  twenty-four  hours,  and  they 
must  be  carefully  examined  before  being  assigned  to  their  proper  wards.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  house  staff  are  unable  to  do  this  work  in  addition  to  their  other  duties  in 
the  hospital.” 

That  the  salary  of  one  Male  Helper  be  increased  from  $600  to  $720,  and  another 
Male  Helper  from  $480  to  $720.  Justification  for  these  two  increases  is  found  in 
President  Brannan’s  statement  that, 

— “the  Helper  in  charge  of  the  general  storeroom  of  the  Department  and  the  Helper 
in  charge  of  the  Bellevue  storeroom  hold  important  and  responsible  positions.” 

Application  is  made  for  the  appointment  of  a Dietician  at  $1,000  per  annum. 
Inasmuch  as  the  appointment  at  this  time  of  a Dietician  is  not  recommended  in  this 
report,  improved  service  in  the  kitchen  might  be  gained  by  advancing  the  pay  of  one 
Female  Cook  from  $300  to  $360  a year. 

.The  request  for  increases  in  salaries  of  Male  and  Female  Helpers  seems  reason- 
able and  should  be  granted.  It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  salaries  of  fifty-five 
Female  Helpers  who  receive  $120  a year,  twenty-three  who  receive  $144,  and  four- 
teen who  receive  $150  to  a uniform  wage  of  $180.  It  is  also  proposed  to  increase 
the  salaries  of  twenty-seven  Male  Helpers  who  are  paid  $150  a year  and  eleven  who 
receive  $144  to  $180  a year,  and  twenty-five  who  receive  $150  and  one  who  is  paid 
$180  to  $240  a year. 

It  appears  from  investigation  that  in  private  hospitals  Female  Helpers 
are  paid  $180  a year  and  Male  Helpers  $240.  The  payment  of  a fair  wage  will,  'it  is 
expected,  attract  to  the  City’s  hospitals  Male  and  Female  Helpers  of  a higher  stand- 
ard of  character,  who  may  be  depended  upon  to  more  satisfactorily  discharge  the 
delicate  duties  incumbent  upon  those  who  have  the  care  of  the  sick  poor.  It  is  fair 
to  assume  also  that  reliable  men  and  women  who  are  underpaid  by  the  City  do,  when 
opportunity  presents,  desert  the  public  hospitals  for  more  lucrative  employment  in 
private  institutions. 

When  the  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  made  request  for  increase 
in  salaries  of  Hospital  Helpers  last  year  they  said,  in  an  accompanying  letter  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate: 

“These  people  are  brought  into  very  close  relations  with  the  patients.  The  men 
assist  in  the  reception  room  and  carry  the  patients  on  stretchers  to  the  wards,  or 
from  the  wards  to  the  operating  room;  the  women  are  engaged  in  keeping  the  wards 
clean,  and  aid  the  nurses  in  caring  for  the  patients.” 

The  Trustees  say  in  their  present ‘application  for  increase: 

“Another  year’s  experience  in  the  management  of  the  hospitals  of  the  Depart- 
ment has  emphasized  the  necessity  of  paying  the  same  rate  of  wages  that  prevails 
in  the  private  hospitals  of  the  City.” 
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The  experiment  of  placing  graduate  female  nurses  in  charge  of  the  male  prison 
and  male  alcoholic  ward  appears  to  have  proved  a success.  A woman  must  have 
special  qualifications  for  such  a trying  position.  Four  of  these  nurses  at  $600  a 
year  each  are  asked  for  by  the  Trustees,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  money  well  spent 
to  employ  them.  The  presence  of  women  in  the  male  wards  apparently  has  had  the 
effect  of  preventing  a recurrence  of  scandals  of  the  past,  when  inhuman  treatment 
of  alcoholic  patients  was  charged  upon  male  attendants. 


Ten  additional  Pupil  Nurses,  whose  total  salaries  will  amount  to  $960,  are  re- 
quested. As  they  are  designed  to  relieve  the  ovrworked  Nurses,  the  request  should 
be  granted. 

Two  Enginmen  at  $1,277.50  a year  each  are  found  to  be  necessary,  in  order  to 
conform  to  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  and  eight-hour  laAv. 

A skilled  male  Helper  at  $600  a year  appears  to  be  needed  in  the  Harlem  Hospi- 
tal to  make  daily  repairs.  Of  this  request,  President  Brannan  says: 

“The  buildings  occupied  by  Harlem  Hospital  are  of  wood  and  require  almost 
constant  attention  to  keep  them  in  good  repair.”

The  appointment  of  additional  help  in  the  hospitals  would  appear  to  be  justified 
by  the  figures  given  out  by  President  Brannan,  who  savs: 

“During  1903  there  were  treated  in  the  hospitals  of  the  Department  5,994  more 
patients  than  during  1902.  In  Bellevue  Hospital  alone  there  were  23,073  patients 
in  1902,  and  27,068  in  1903,  an  increase  of  3,995,  or  more  than  17  per  cent.” 

Dr.  Brannan  again  says: 

“The  increases  are  asked  for  in  order  to  enable  us  to  raise  the  wages  of  the  Hos- 
pital Helpers  in  all  the  hospitals  of  the  Department  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  secure 
and  retain  respectable  and  efficient  men  and  women  to  perform  the  important  work 
that  falls  to  this  class  of  employees.” 

Based  upon  the  facts  and  conditions  disclosed  in  this  examination,  the  following 
recommendations  for  the  establishment  of  new  positions  and  increases  in  salaries  of 
employees  in  the  City  hospitals  are  hereby  made : 
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Recommended. 

4 Admitting  Physicians,  $600  each $2,400  00

The  total  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  creation  of  new  positions  and  the  in- 
crease in  wages  is  $32,239,  divided  as  follows: 


New  positions- $10,90000 

Increase  to  various  employees  21,339  00 


Of  the  $32,239  increase,  $5,000  is  required  for  a Director  of  the  Pathological 
Laboratories,  and  $1,500  for  an  Assistant  Director.  Every  modern,  well-equipped 
hospital  should  have  a pathologist  to  direct  the  scientific  investigation  of  the  causes 
of  death,  and  in  order  to  secure  a competent  man  for  this  place,  the  salary  mentioned 
is  required.  The  Director  will  also  supervise  the  laboratories  of  the  other  hospitals 
of  the  Department. 

The  sum  of  $2,400  is  required  for  four  Admitting  Physicians,  each  to  receive 
$600,  and  to  serve  six  hours  a day.  Frequently  over  one  hundred  patients  are 
received  during  twenty-four  hours,  and  they  must  be  carefully  examined  before  being 
assigned  to  their  proper  wards.  The  members  of  the  house  staff  are  unable  to  do 
this  work  in  addition  to  their  other  duties  in  the  hospital. 

The  economical  use  of  food  supplies  calls  for  the  appointment  of  a Dietician, 
who  can  arrange  a scientific,  ample  and  varied  diet,  and  see  that  the  food  is  so 
prepared  as  to  bring  about  the  best  results  with  the  quantities  allowed. 

In  a hospital  of  the  size  of  Bellevue,  where  people  of  all  nationalities  apply  for 
treatment,  it  is  necessary  to  have  as  an  Interpreter  a competent  man  at  a salary 
of  not  less  than  $1,000. 

These  various  positions  amount  to  $10,900,  and  the  balance  of  $21,339  is  to 
increase  the  wages  of  certain  employees  and  to  provide  certain  additions;  $2,555 
is  needed  for  two  Enginemen,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  prevaling  rate  of  wages 
and  to  have  all  Enginemen  serve  but  eight  hours  a day;  $800  is  required  for  an  ex- 
pert Cataloguer,  to  assume  charge  of  filing  and  indexing  the  medical  records  of  the 
institution.  An  additional  $500  is  requested  for  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent, whose  duties  have  been  largely  increased  and  who  frequently  is  on  duty 
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both  day  and  night.  The  Supervising  Engineer  who  has  the  immediate  charge  of 
all  the  mechanical  part  of  the  Department,  together  with  the  responsibility  for 
same,  is  underpaid,  and  should  receive  an  increase  of  $300. 

It  is  desired  to  place  in  charge  of  the  Male  Prison  and  Male  Alcoholic  Wards 
competent  graduate  women  Nurses.  These  should  receive  a salary  of  $600  a year, 
a total  of  $2,400.  The  sum  of  $1,920  is  needed  in  order  to  provide  better  super- 
vision in  certain  of  the  general  wards  of  the  hospital.  The  Helper  in  charge  of  the 
General  Store  Room  of  the  Department  and  the  Helper  in  charge  of  the  Bellevue 
Store  Room  hold  important  and  responsible  positions;  the  total  amount  of  these 
increases  is  $360.  A skilled  male  Helper  at  $600  is  needed  at  Harlem  Hospital  to 
make  the  daily  repairs  around  this  old  institution.  The  buildings  occupied  by  the 
Harlem  Hospital  are  of  wood,  and  require  almost  constant  attention  to  keep  them 
in  good  repair. 

The  sum  of  $960  is  needed  in  order  to  increase  the  number  of  Pupil  Nurses  by 
ten.  The  number  now  employed  is  not  sufficient  to  give  proper  care  to  the  patients 
and  at  the  same  time  allow  the  necessary  amount  of  rest  to  the  nurses,  who  are  on 
continuous  duty  for  twelve  hours  of  the  twenty-four.  During  1903  there  were 
treated  in  the  hospitals  of  the  Department  5,994  more  patients  than  during  1902.  In 
Bellevue  Hospital  alone  there  were  23,073  patients  in  1902  and  27,068  in*  1903,  an 
increase  of  3,995,  or  more  than  17  per  cent.  Because  of  this  heavy  service  six  ad- 
ditional Male  Helpers  (orderlies)  at  $240  a year  are  to  be  employed  to  assist  in 
the  wards. 

The  remaining  increases  are  asked  for  in  order  to  enable  us  to  raise  the  wages 
of  the  hospital  Helpers  in  all  the  hospitals  of  the  Department  to  an  amount  suf- 
ficient to  secure  and  retain  respectable  and  efficient  men  and  women  to  perform 
the  important  work  that  falls  to  this  class  of  employees.  This  request  was  made  in 
our  estimate  of  last  year,  but  was  not  granted.  As  was  stated  at  that  time  in  the 
letter  accompanying  our  estimate,  “these  people  are  brought  into  very  close  rela- 
tions with  the  patients;  the  men  assist  in  the  reception  room  and  carry  the  patients 
on  stretchers  to  the  wards,  or  from  the  wards  to  the  operating  rooms;  the  women 
are  engaged  in  keeping  the  wards  clean,  and  aid  the  nurses  in  caring  for  the 
patients.”  Another  year’s  experience  in  the  management  of  the  hospitals  of  the 
Department  has  emphasized  the  necessity  of  paying  the  same  rate  of  wages  that  pre- 
vails in  the  private  hospitals  of  the  City.  This  rate  is  $20  a month  for  the  men  and 
$15  a month  for  the  women,  a rate  that  cannot  be  called  excessive. 

The  above  increases  and  additions  to  the  salary  list  can  be  provided  for,  with- 
out adding  to  the  total  appropriation  for  the  Department,  by  the  transfer  to  the 
appropriation  for  Salaries  of  $10,000  from  the  appropriation  for  Additions,  Altera- 
tions and  Repairs,  and  $22,239  from  the  appropriation  for  Supplies.

I also  inclose  form  of  resolution  for  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  indi- 
cate its  concurrence  therein.

Subject — Consideration  of  communications  sent  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  requesting  certain  increases  in  salaries  and  wages. 

Hon.  GEORGE  B.  McCLELLAN,  Mayor: 

Sir — We  have  given  consideration  to  the  communications  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Commissioner  of  Police 
and  the  Hostlers  of  the  Police  Department,  requesting  certain  increases  in  salaries 
and  wages,  which  communications  your  Plonor  transmitted  to  us  with  instructions 
to  prepare  “comparative  statements  of  the  salaries  paid  for  the  positions  mentioned” 
therein,  and  beg  to  submit  our  report. 

« Board  of  Education. 

On  December  16,  1903,  the  Board  of  Education  adopted  a resolution  increasing 
the  salaries  of  one  “Inspector  of  Heating  and  Ventilating”  from  $36  to  $40  per  week, 
and  one  “Electric  Inspector”  from  $35  to  $40  per  week,  and  at  the  same  time  passed 
a resolution  requesting  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  and  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  fix  the  increased  salaries  as  proposed. 

We  do  not  find  that  these  titles,  descriptive  of  duties  performed,  are  used  in  any 
other  department  of  the  City  government  than  in  the  Board  of  Education,  nor  can 
we  say  that  the  ability,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  those  persons  who  perform  work 
of  a somewhat  similar  nature  in  other  departments,  furnish  a criterion  by  which  to 
measure  the  value  of  the  services  of  those  whose  salaries  it  is  here  proposed  to 
increase.  Other  “Inspectors  of  Heating  and  Ventilating”  and  other  “Inspectors  of 
Electricity”  employed  by  the  Board  of  Education  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  $30  and  $27 
per  week,  but  their  duties  may  not  be  the  same. 

The  Bridge  Department  employs  an  “Electrical  Engineer”  at  $1,200  per  annum, 
while  the  Fire  Department  pays  $2,400  to  an  employee  with  precisely  the  same  title. 

In  the  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  “Inspectors  of  Electri- 
cal Construction”  are  paid  variously  $1,350  and  $1,800.  “Inspectors  of  Lighting  and 
Conductors”  are  paid  $1,500,  and  “Electrical  Inspectors”  are  paid  $1,252  per  annum. 

It  would  appear,  moreover,  that  the  Board  of  Education  did  not  await  the  action 
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of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  but  that  the  increased  salaries  pro- 
posed were  paid  from  and  after  January  1,  1904;  which  action  appears  to  have  been 
fully  warranted  under  a decision  rendered  by  Justice  Morgan  J.  O’Brien  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals  on  October  6,  1903,  in  the  case  of  Gunnison  vs.  the  Board  of 
Education. 

Department  of  Police. 

The  Police  Commissioner  .has  requested  that  the  following  salaries  be  increased: 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  steamboat  “Patrol”  from  $1,140  to  $1,500  per  annum,  and 
the  Assistant  Engineer  of  the  steamboat  “Patrol”  from  $900  to  $1,320  per  annum. 

It  is  not  possible  for  us  to  determine  the  relative  value  of  the  duties  pertaining 
to  these  positions  with  those  of  steam  Engineers  employed  otherwise,  on  vessels  or 
on  shore,  but  we  have  collated  the  following  facts: 

The  Department  of  Public  Charities  on  its  steamboat  force  employs  one  “Su- 
pervising Engineer”  at  $2,100  per  annum;  one  “Engineer”  at  $1,200,  and  a number 
of  “Enginemen?  at  $3  per  day,  with  food  and  quarters. 

The  Department  of  Correction  employs  one  “Steamboat  Engineer”  at  $1,200, 
two  at  $1,000,  and  two  at  $900  per  annum;  the  Department  also  furnishes  three  meals 
a day  to  its  Engineers. 

The  Department  of  Health  employs  one  “Steamboat  Engineer”  at  $1,220  per 
annum. 

In  the  Fire  Department  the  fixed  salary  for  “Engineers”  and  “Engineers  of 
Steamers”  is  $1,600  per  annum. 

The  Department  of  Bridges  employs  three  engineers  on  each  of  the  draw 
bridges  spanning  the  Harlem  River.  They  are  entitled  “Steam  Engineers,”  and  the 
salaries  paid  are,  one  at  $1,500  and  two  at  $1,277.50  each. 

The  Department  of  Water  Supply,  Gas  and  Electricity  employs  steam  Engi- 
neers at  its  pumping  stations,  who  are  classed  as  “Enginemen.”  The  salaries  paid 
are  as  follows: 

1 Engineman  at  $2,500  per  annum. 

2 Enginemen  at  $1,750  per  annum. 

1 Engineman  at  $1,600  per  annum. 

18  Enginemen  at  $1,277.50  per  annum. 

2 Assistant  Enginemen  at  $1,800  per  annum. 

63  Assistant  Enginemen  at  $1,277.50  per  annum. 

In  private  business  we  find  that  on  the  steamer  lines  using  the  City  piers,  chief 
engineers  are  paid  $1,500  and  assistant  engineers  $1,200,  “with  keep”;  engineers  on 
ferryboats  are  paid  $1,500,  and  those  on  harbor  tugs  are  paid  $1,200  per  annum,  both 
“without  keep.”  _ 
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Police  Department  Hostlers. 

The  Hostlers  of  the  Police  Department  who  have  petitioned  the  Board  *of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  an  increase  of  wages  from  $2  to  $2.50  per  day, 
contend  that  the  former  rate  “is  less  than  the  rate  prevailing  in  the  other  de- 
partments.” 

We  find  that  the  title  “Hostler”  is  used  in  other  than  the  Police  Department 
only  by  the  Department  of  Correction,  who  employs  one  at  $900  and  one  at  $800 
per  annum,  and  by  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  where  the  rate  is  uniform 
at  $730  per  annum,  with  $2.30  paid  extra  for  Sunday  work. 

The  Fire  Department  employs  -four  “Stablemen,”  one  at  $912  and  three  at 
$730  per  annum,  while  the  Health  Department  pays  to  the  same  designated  em- 
ployees $600,  $720  and  $780  per  annum. 

Both  the  Adams  and  the  American  Express  Companies  pay  their  hostlers  $50  per 
month,  the  latter  company  increasing  the  pay  to  $55  per  month  after  three  years' 
service. 

The  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company  pays  its  hostlers  at  the  rate  of  $12.25 
per  week  of  seven  days.  Respectfully  submitted,

Sec.  2.  All  licenses  shall  be  granted  by  authority  of  the  Mayor  and  issued  by  the 
Bureau  of  Licenses,  the  written  consent  of  the  Alderman  of  the  district  in  which 
such  watering  trough  is  to  be  located  having  first  been  obtained  for  such  terms 
as  are  hereinafter  named,  and  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  for  the  term  specified  un- 
less sooner  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  Mayor.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses 
shall  have  the  power  to  hear  and  determine  complaints  against  any  of  the  licenses 
hereunder,  and  impose  a fine  of  two  (2)  dollars  for  any  such  violation  of  the  regula- 
tions herein  provided,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  shall  have  power 
to  suspend  the  license  pending  payment  of  such  fine.  All  such  fines,  when  col- 
lected, shall  be  paid  into  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Redemption  of  the  City  Debt. 

Sec.  3.  Horse  Troughs — Horse  troughs  may  be  placed  on  sidewalks  adjacent  to 
the  curb,  provided  they  be  of  a size  and  pattern  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
Borough  in  which  they  are  located,  and  shall  in  no  way  prove  an  impediment  to 
pedestrians. 

Sec.  4.  No  horse  trough  shall  be  placed  except  as  prescribed  in  section  3,  and 
for  each  horse  trough  so  placed  a license  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5)  annually  shall  be 
paid,  which  said  license  shall  include  the  use  of  water  for  same. 

Sec.  5.  Every  such  horse  trough  shall  be  fitted  with  a ball  cock  to  prevent  the 
waste  of  water.  In  the  event  of  such  water  being  wasted,  the  owner  or  owners  being 
notified  of  the  same,  the  power  shall  be  given  to  the  Department  of  Water  Supply, 
Gas  and  Electricity  to  cause  the  license  to  be  revoked. 

Sec.  6.  All  ordinances  of  the  former  municipal  and  public  corporations  consoli- 
dated into  The  City  of  New  York  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  revoked. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  the  first  day  of  May,  1904.

An  ordinance  entitled  the  Building  Code,  adopted  September  12,  1899,  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  by  the  Common  Council  on  October  10,  1899,  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  October  24,  1899,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a section  to 
be  known  as  section  157a,  as  follows: 

Section  157a.  In  case  there  shall  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  in  any  borough  having  jurisdiction,  danger  to  life  or  property  by  reason  of 
any  defective  or  illegal  work,  or  work  in  violation  of  or  not  in  compliance  with  any 
of  the  provisions  or  requirements  of  this  code,  the  said  Superintendent  of  Buildings 
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shall  have  the  right  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  order  all  further 
work  to  be  stopped  in  and  about  said  building,  and  to  require  all  persons  in  and  about 
said  building  forthwith  to  vacate  the  same,  .and  to  cause  such  work  to  be  done  in  o\ 
about  the  building  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  remove  any  danger  there- 
from. And  said  Superintendent  of  Buildings  may,  when  necessary  for  the  public 
safety,  temporarily  close  the  sidewalks  and  street  adjacent  to  said  building,  or  part 
thereof,  and  the  Police  Department,  when  called  upon  by  the  said  Superintendent  ol 
Buildings  to  co-operate,  shall  enforce  such  orders  or  requirements.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  Amend  Section  One  Hundred  and  Nine  of  the  Building  Code. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 
Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  nine  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

Section  109.  Theatres  and  Places  of  Public  Amusement. — Every  theatre  or  opera 
house,  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for 
public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  hereafter  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  more 
than  three  hundred  persons  shall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code  is  not  in  actual  use 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and  no  building  hereafter  erected  not  in  conformity 
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with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  shall  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes, 
or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  made  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  And  no  building  hereinbefore  described  shall 
be  opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments 
of  any  kind,  until  the  Department  of  Buildings  and  the  Fire  Commissioner  shall  have 
approved  the  same  in  writing  as  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  Every 
such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the  street,  and  in  such  front  there  shall 
be  suitable  means  of  entrance  and  exit  for  the  audience,  not  less  than  twenty-five 
feet  in  width.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits  on  the  street  there  shall 
be  reserved  for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency  an  open  court  or  space  in  the  rear  and 
on  the  side  not  bordering  on  the  street,  where  said  building  is  located  on  a corner  lot ; 
and  in  the  rear  and  on  both  sides  of  said  building,  where  there  is  but  one  frontage  on 
the  street  as  hereinafter  provided-  The  width  of  such  open  court  or  courts  shall  be 
not  less  than  (seven)  ten  feet  where  the  seating  capacity  is  not  over  one  thousand 
people,  above  one  thousand  and  not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people  (eight)  twelve 
feet  in  width,  and  above  eighteen  hundred  people  (ten)  fourteen  feet  in  width.  Said 
open  court  or  courts  shall  (begin  on  a line  with  or  near  the  proscenium  wall,  and  shall 
extend  the  length  of  the  auditorium  proper  to  or  near  the  wall  separating  the  same 
from  the  entrance  lobby  or  vestibule.)  extend  the  full  length  and  height  of  the  building 
and  across  on  each  side  and  rear  thereof  where  its  sides  or  side  does  not  abut  on  a 
street  or  alley,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  width  at  all  points,  and  exits  hereafter  specified 
shall  lead  into  such  open  courts.  (A  separate  and  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to 
the  street  from  each  open  court  through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the 
street  side  of  the  auditorium,  with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fireproof  materials  on 
each  side  the  entire  length  of  said  corridor  or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors 
shall  be  fireproof.  Said  corridor  or  corridors  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width  to  more 
than  three  feet  less  than  the  width  of  the  open  court  or  courts,  and 
there  shall  be  no  projection  in  the  same;  the  outer  openings  to 
be  provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening  toward  the  street.)  Dur- 

ing the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corridors  shall  be  kept 
open  by  proper  fastenings;  at  other  times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by  mov- 
able bolts  or  locks.  The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not  be  used  for  storage 
purposes,  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and  to 
the  auditorium  and  stage,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during  performances. 
The  level  of  said  corridors  at  the  frpnt  entrance  to  the  building  shall  be  not  greater 
than  one  step  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk  where  they  begin  at  the  street  en- 
trance. The  entrance  of  the  main  front  of  the  building  shall  be  not  on  a higher 
level  from  the  sidewalk  than  four  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Buildings.  To  overcome  any  difference  of  level  in  and  between  courts,  corridors, 
lobbies,  passageways  and  aisles  on  the  ground  floor,  gradients  shall  be  employed 
of  not  over  one  foot  in  twelve  feet,  with  no  perpendicular  rises.  From  the  audi- 
torium opening  into  the  said  open  courts  or  on  the  side  street,  there  shall  be  not 
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less  than  two  exits  on  each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  including  the  parquet  and 
each  and  every  gallery.  Each  exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  in  the  clear 
and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or  wood;  if  of  wood,  the  doors  shall  be  constructed 
as  hereinbefore  in  this  code  described.  All  of  said  doors  shall  open  outwardly, 
and  shall  be  fastened  with  movable  bolts,  the  bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  during  per- 
formances. There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than  (four)  six  feet  in  width  in  the 
(said  open  court  or  courts  at  each  level  or  tier  above  the  parquet,  on  each  side  of 
the  auditorium,*  of  sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits,  and  from  said  bal- 
conies there  shall  be  staircases  extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a rise  of  not 
over  eight  and  one-half  inches  to  a step  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread,  ex- 
clusive of  the  nosing.  The  staircase  from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below 
shall  be  not  less  than  (thirty-six)  forty-eight  inches  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from 
the  first  balcony  to  the  ground  (three)  four  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  where  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  auditorium  is  for  one  thousand  people  or  less  (three  feet 
and  six  inches)  four  feet  six  inches,  in  the  clear  where  above  one  thousand  and 
not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people,  and  five  feet  in  the  clear  where  above 
eighteen  hundred  people  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  people,  and  not 
over  five  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  twenty-five  hundred  people.  All 
the  before-mentioned  balconies  and  staircases  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  through- 
out, including  the  floors,  and  of  ample  strength  to  sustain  the  load  to'  be  carried 
by  them,  and  they  shall  be  covered  with  a metal  hood  or  awning,  to  be  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  Where  one 
side  of  the  building  borders  on  the  street,  there  shall  be  balconies  and  staircases 
of  like  capacity  and  kind,  as  before  mentioned,  carried  to  the  ground.  When 
located  on  a corner  lot,  that  portion  of  the  premises  bordering  on  the  side  street 
and  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  theatre  may,  if  such  portion  be  not  more  than 
twenty-five  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  provided  the  walls 
separating  this  portion  from  the  theatre  proper  are  carried  up  solidly  to  and 
through  the  roof,  and  that  a fireproof  exit  is  provided  for  the  theatre  on  each  tier, 
equal  to  the  combined  width  of  exits  opening  on  opposite  sides  in  each  tier,  com- 
municating with  balconies  and  staircases  leading  to  the  street  in  manner  provided 
elsewhere  in  this  section;  said  exit  passages  shall  be  entirely  cut  off  by  brick  walls 
from  said  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  and  the  floors  and  ceilings  in  ea.ch  tier  shall 
be  fireproof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a roof  garden,  art  gallery  or 
rooms  for  similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a theatre  or  public  building,  provided 
the  floor' of  the  same  forming  the  roof  over  such  theatre  or  building  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron  or  steel  and  fireproof  materials,  and  that  said  floor  shall  have.no 
covered  boards  or  sleepers  of  wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over 
said  garden  or  rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of  iron  or  steel,  and  be  cov- 
ered with  glass  or  fireproof  materials,  or  both,  but  no  such  roof  garden,  art  gallery 
or  room  for  any  public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above  that  portion  of  any 
theatre  or  other  building  which  is  used  as  a stage.  No  workshop,  storage  or  general 
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property  room  shall  be  allowed  above  the  auditorium  or  stage,  or  under  the  same,  or 
in  any  of  the  fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms  or  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear 
or  at  the  side  of  the  stage,  but  in  such  cases  they  shall  be  separated  from  the  stage 
by  a brick  wall,  and  the  openings  leading  into  said  portions  shall  have  fireproof  doors 
on  each  side  of  the  openings,  hung  to  iron  eyes  built  into  the  wall.  Nq  portion  of 
any  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical 
or  other  purposes  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  occupied  or  used  as  a hotel, 
boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory,  workshop  or  manufactory,  or  for  storage  purposes, 
except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially  provided  for.  Said  restriction  relates  not  only 
to  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  but  ap- 
plies also  to  the  entire  structure  in  connecion  herewith.  No  store  or  room  contained 
in  the  building,  or  the  offices,  stores  or  apartments  adjoining,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
let  or  used  for  carrying  on  any  business,  dealing  and  articles  designated  as  specially 
hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  or  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  No  lodging  accommodations  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part 
of  the  building  communicating  with  the  auditorium.  Interior  walls  built  of  fire- 
proofing materials  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  entrance  vestibule,  and  from 
any  room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  lobbies,  corridors,  refreshment , or  other 
rooms.  All  staircases  for  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  inclosed  with  walls  of 
brick,  or  of  fireproof  materials  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  in  the 
stories  through  which  they  pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier 
shall  be  the  full  width  of  said  staircase.  No  door  shall  open  immediately  upon  a flight 
of  stairs,  but  a landing  at  least  the  width  of  the  door  shall  be  provided  between  such 
stairs  and  such  door.  A firewall,  built  of  brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from 
the  stage.  The  same  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  stage  roof, 

or  the  auditorium  roof,  if  the  latter  be,  the  higher,  and  shall  be  coped. 

Above  the  proscenium  opening  there  shall  be  an  iron  girder  of  sufficient 

strength  to  safely  support  the  load  above,  and  the  same  shall  be  covered  with  fire- 

proof materials  to  protect  it  from  the  heat.  Should  there  be  constructed  an  orchestra 
over  the  stage,  above  the  proscenium  opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on 
the  auditorium  side  of  the  proscenium  fire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from  the 
auditorium  side  of  said  wall.  The  moulded  frame  around  the  proscenium 
opening  shall  be  formed  entirely  of  fire-proof  materials;  if  metal  be  used,  the  metal 
shall  be  filled  in  solid  with  non-combustible  material  and  securely  anchored  to  the 
wall  with  iron.  The  proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a fire-proof  metal 
curtain,  or  a curtain  of  asbestos  or  other  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Buildings,  sliding  at  each  end  within  iron  grooves,  securely  fastened  to  the 
brick  wall  and  extending  into  such  grooves  to  a depth  not  less  than  six  inches 
on  each  side  of  the  opening.  Said  fire-proof  curtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  performance  and  lowered  at  the  close  of  said  performance,  and 
be  operated  by  approved  machinery  for  that  purpose.  The  proscenium  curtains 
shall  be  placed  at  least  three  feet  distant  from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point. 
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No  doorway  or  opening  through  the  proscenium  wall,  from  the  auditorium,  shall  be 
allowed  above  the  level  of  the  first  floor,  and  such  first  floor  openings  shall  have 
fire-proof  doors  on  each  face  of  the  wall,  and  the  doors  shall  be  hung  so  as  to  be 
opened  from  either  side  at  all  times.  There  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  metal 
skylights  of  an  area  or  combined  area  of  at  least  one-eighth  the  area  of  said  stage, 
fitted  up  with  sliding  sash  and  glazed  with  double  thick  sheet  glass  not  exceeding 
one-twelfth  of  an  inch  thick,  and  each  pane  thereof  measuring  not  less  than  300 
square  inches,  and  the  whole  of  which  sky-light  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
open  instantly  on  the  cutting  or  burning  of  a hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged 
to  hold  said  sky-lights  closed,  or  some  other  equally  simple  approved  device  for 
opening  them  may  be  provided.  Immediately  underneath  the  glass  of  said  sky-lights 
there  shall  be  wire  netting,  but  wire  glass  shall  not  be  used  in  lieu  of  this  requirement. 
All  that  portion  of  the  stage  not  comprised  in  the  working  of  scenery,  traps  and 
other  mechanical  apparatus  for  the  presentation  of  a scene,  usually  equal  to  the  width 
of  the  proscenium  opening,  ‘shall  be  built  of  iron  or  steel  beams  filled  in  between 
with  fire-proof  material,  and  all  girders  for  the  support  of  said  beams  shall  be  of 
wrought  iron  or  rolled  steel.  The  fly  galleries  entire,  including  pin  rails,  shall  be 
constructed  of  iron  or  steel,  and  the  floors  of  said  galleries  shall  be  composed  of 
iron  or  steel  beams,  filled  with  fire-proof  materials,  and  no  wood  boards  or 
sleepers  shall  be  used  as  covering  over  beams,  but  the  said  floors  shall  be  entirely 
fire-proof.  The  rigging  loft  shall  be  fire-proof.  All  stage  scenery,  curtains  and 
decorations  made  of  combustible  material,  and  all  woodwork  on  or  about  the 
stage  shall  be  painted  or  saturated  with  some  non-combustible  material,  or  otherwise 
rendered  safe  against  fire,  and  the  finishing  coats  of  paint  applied  to  all  wood  work 
through  the  entire  building  shall  be  of  such  kind  as  will  resist  fire  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Department  of  Buildings.  The  roof  over  the  auditorium  and  the  entire  main 
floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  also  the  entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the 
front  superstructure  over  the  entrance,  lobby  and  corridors,  and  all  galleries  and  sup- 
ports for  the  same  in  the  auditorium  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  and  fire- 
proof materials,  not  excluding  the  use  of  wood  floorboards  and  necessary  sleepers 
to  fasten  the  same  to,  but  such  sleepers  shall  not  mean  timbers  of  support,  and  the 
space  between  the  sleepers,  excepting  a portion  under  the  stepping  in  the  galleries, 
which  shall  be  properly  fire-stopped,  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  incombustible  mate- 
rial up  to  under  side  of  the  floor  boards.  The  fronts  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed 
of  fireproof  materials,  except  the  capping,  which  may  be  made  of  wood.  The  ceiling 
under  each  gallery  shall  be  entirely  formed  of  fireproof  materials.  The  ceiling  of 
the  auditorium  shall  be  formed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  lathing,  whenever  used, 
shall  be  of  wire  or  other  metal.  The  partitions  in  that  portion  of  the  building  which 
contains  the  auditorium,  the  entrance  and  vestibule  and  every  room  and  passage 
devoted  to  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials,  includ- 
ing the  furring  of  outside  or  other  walls.  None  of  the  walls  or  ceilings  shall  be 
covered  with  wood  sheathing,  canvas  or  any  combustible  material.  But  this  shall  not 
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exclude  the  use  of  wood  wainscoting  to  a height  not  to  exceed  six  feet,  which  shall 
be  filled  in  solid  between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  with'  fireproof  materials. 
The  walls  separating  the  actors’  dressing  rooms  from  the  stage  and  the  partitions 
dividing  the  dressing  rooms,  together  with  the  partitions  of  every  passageway  from 
the  same  to  the  stage,  and  all  other  partitions  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  con- 
structed of  fireproof  material  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  All  doors 
in  any  of  said  partitions  shall  be  fireproof.  All  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and 
every  dressing  room,  property  room  or  other  storage  rooms  shall  be  constructed  of 
metal,  slate  or  some  fireproof  material.  Dressing  rooms  may  be  placed  in  the  fly 
galleries  provided  that  proper  exits  are  secured  therefrom  to  the  fire  escapes  in  the 
open  courts,  and  that  the  partitions  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  dressing  rooms 
shall  conform  to  the  requirements  herein  contained,  but  the  stairs  leading  to  the 
same  shall  be  fireproof.  All  dressing  rooms  shall  have  an  independent  exit  leading 
directly  into  a court  or  street,  and  shall  be  ventilated  by  windows  in  the  external 
walls;  and  no  dressing  room  shall  be  (more  than  one  story)  below  the  street  level. 
All  windows  shall  be  arranged  to  open,  and  none  of  the  windows  in  outside  walls 
shall  have  fixed  sashes,  iron  grills  or  bars.  All  seats  in  the  auditorium,  excepting 
those  contained  in  boxes,  shall  be  not  less  than  thirty-two  inches  from 
back  to  back,  measured  in  a horizontal  direction,  and  firmly  secured  to 
the  floor.  No  seat  in  the  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  six  seats 
intervening  between  it  and  an  aisle  on  either  side.  No  stool  or  seat 
shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle.  All  platforms  in  galleries  formed  to  receive  the 
seats  shall  not  be  more  than  21  inches  in  height  of  riser,  nor  less  than  32  inches  in 
width  of  platform.  All  aisles  on  the  respective  floors  in  the  auditorium  (having 
seats  on  both  sides  of  same)  shall  be  not  less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin, 
and  shall  be  increased  in  width-  towards  the  exits  in  a ratio  of  one  and  one-half 
inches  to  five  running  feet.  (Aisles  having  seats  on  one  side  only  shall  be  not  less 
than  two  feet  wide  at  their  beginning  and  increased  in  width  the  same  as  aisles  hav- 
ing seats  on  both  sides.)  The  (aggregate  capacity  of  the)  foyers,  lobbies,  corridors, 
passages  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  audience,  not  including  aisles  spaced  between 
seats,  shall  (on  each  floor  or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the  entire  number  to 
be  accommodated  on  said  floor  or  gallery,  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
superficial  feet  of  floor  room  for  every  one  hundred  persons)  on  the  first  or  main 
floor  where  the  seating  capacity  exceeds  500  or  more,  be  at  least  16  feet  clear,  back 
of  the  last  row  of  seats,  and  on  each  balcony  or  gallery  at  least  12  feet  clear  of  the 
last  row  of  seats.  Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  employed  instead  of  steps 
where  possible  to  overcome  slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  cor- 
ridors and  passages.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hundred  persons  shall  have 
at  least  two  exits;  when  accommodating  five  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exits 
shall  be  provided;  these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open  court 
at  the  side  of  the  theatre.  Doorways  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the  public 
shall  be  not  less  that  five  feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons 
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or  portions  thereof  to  be  accommodated,  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an  aggregate  of 
twenty  inches  additional  exit  width  must  be  allowed.  All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance 
shall  open  outwardly  and  be  hung  to  swing  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  become  an 
obstruction  in  a passage  or  corridor,  and  no  such  doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked 
during  any  representation,  or  when  the  building  is  open  to  the  public.  Distinct  ana 
separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided  for  each  gallery  above  the 
first.  A common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the  main  floor  of  the 
auditorium  and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to  the  aggregate 
capacity  of  the  outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  No  passage  lead- 
ing to  any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit  shall  be  less  than 
four  feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof.  All  stairs  within  the  building  shall  be  con- 
structed of  fireproof  material  throughout.  Stairs  from  balconies  and  galleries  shall 
not  communicate  with  the  basement  or  cellar.  All  stairs  shall  have  treads  of  uniform 
width  and  risers  of  uniform  height  throughout  in  each  flight.  Stairways  serving 
for  the  exit  of  fifty  people  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  wide  between  railings  or  be- 
tween walls,  and  ;or  every  additional  fifty  people  to  be  accommodated  six  inches 
must  be  added  to  their  width.  The  width  of  all  stairs  shall  be  measured  in  the  clear 
between  hand  rails.  In  no  case  shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a 
h'alf  inches  in  height,  nor  shall  the  treads,  exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less 
than  ten  and  one-half  inches  wide  in  straight  stairs.  No  circular  or 
winding  stairs  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  permitted.  Where 
the  seating  capacity  is  for  more  than  one  thousand  people,  there  shall  be  at  least 
two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  provided  for  each  gallery 
in  the  auditorium,  where  there  are  not  more  than  two  galleries,  and  the  same  shall 
be  located  on  opposite  sides  of  said  galleries.  Where  there  are  more  than  two 
galleries  one  or  more  additional  staircases  shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which 
shall  communicate  directly  with  the  principal  exit  or  other  exterior  outlets.  All 
said  staircases  shall  be  of  width  proportionate  to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere 
herein  prescribed.  Where  the  seating-  capacity  is  for  one  thousand  people,  or  less, 
two  direct  lines  of  staircases  only  shall  be  required,  located  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  galleries,  and  in  both  cases  shall  extend  from  the  sidewalk  level  to  the  upper 
gallery,  with  outlets  from  each  gallery  to  each  of  said  staircases.  At  least  two  in- 
dependent staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall  also  be  provided  for  the 
service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  sides  of  the  same.  All  in- 
side stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium  shall  be  inclosed  on 
both'  sides  with  walls  of  fireproof  materials.  Stairs  leading  to  the  first  or  lower 
gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  constructed  as 
herein  provided  for  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  main  floor 
of  the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on 
both  sides.  When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a landing  of  the 
full  width  of  both  flights,  without  any  steps,  shall  be  provided.  The  outer  line  of 
landings  shall  be  curved  to  a radius  of  not  less  than  two  feet,  to  avoid  square  angles. 
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Stairs  turning  at  an  angle  shall  have  a proper  landing  without  winders  introduced 
at  said  turn.  In  stairs,  when  two  side  flights  connect  with  one  main  flight,  no 
winders  shall  be  introduced,  and  the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the  side  flights.  All  stairs  shall  have  proper  land- 
ings introduced  at  convenient  distances.  All  inclosed  staircases  shall  have,  on  both 
sides,  strong  hand-rails  firmly  secured  to  the  wall  about  three  inches  distant  there- 
from and  about  three  feet  above  the  stairs,  but  said  hand-rails  shall  not  run  on  level 
platforms  and  landings  where  the  same  is  more  in  length  than  the  width  of  the 
stairs.  All  staircases  eight  feet  and  over  in  width  shall  be  provided  with  a centre 
hand-rail  of  metal,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  placed  at  a height  of  about 
three  feet  above  the  centre  of  the  treads,  and  supported  on  wrought  metal  or  brass 
standards  of  sufficient  strength,  placed  not  nearer  than  four  feet  nor  more  than  six 
feet  apart,  and  securely  bolted  to  the  treads  or  risers  of  stairs,  or  both,  and  at  the 
head  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  on  each  landing,  the  post  or  standard  shall  be  at  least 
six  feet  in  height,  to  which  the  rail  shall  be  secured.  Every  steam  boiler 
which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other  purposes  shall  be  located 
outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  in- 
closed by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such  space 
shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have 
fireproof  doors.  No  floor  register  for  heating  shall  be  permitted.  No  coil  or 
radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  used  as  an  exit,  but  all  said 
coils  and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  partition  to 
receive  the  same.  All  supply,  return  or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased 
and  protected  where  passing  through  floors  or  near  woodwork.  Standpipes  four 
inches  in  diameter  shall  be  provided  with  hose  attachments  on  every  floor  and 
gallery,  as  follows,  namely:  One  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in'  each  tier,  also 
on  each  side  of  the  stage  in  each  tier,  and  at ‘least  one  in  the  property  room  and 
one  in  the  carpenter’s  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to  the  building.  All  such 
stand  pipes  shall  be  kept  clear  from  obstruction.  Said  stand  pipes  shall  be  separate 
and  distinct,  receiving  their  supply  of  water  direct  from  the  power  pump  or  pumps, 
and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall 
be  kept  constantly  filled  with  water  by  means  of  an  automatic  power  pump  or 
pumps,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all  the  lines  of  hose  when  operated  simul- 
taneously, and  said  pump  or  pumps  shall  be  supplied  from  the  street  main  and  be 
ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times  during  a performance  in  said  building.  In 
addition  to  the  requirements  contained  in  this  section,  the  standpipes  shall  also 
conform  to  the  requirements  contained  in  section  102  of  this  Code.  A separate  and 
distinct  system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  with  fusible  plugs,  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  Buildings,  supplied  with  water  from  a tank  located  on  the  roof  over 
the  stage  and  not  connected  in  any  manner  with  the  standpipes,  shall  be  placed 
each  side  of  the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceiling  or  roof  over  the  stage  at 
such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot  of  stage  surface  when  said  sprink- 
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lers  are  in  operation.  Automatic  sprinklers  shall  also  be  placed,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, in  the  dressing  rooms,  under  the  stage  and  in  the  carpenter  shop,  paint 
rooms,  store  rooms  and  property  room.  A proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two 
and  one-half  inch  hose,  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  fitted  with  the 
regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto, 
and  with  hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be  kept  attached  to  each  hose 
attachment  as  the  Fire  Commissioner  may  direct.  There  shall  also  be  kept  in 
readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the"  stage,  at  least  four  casks  full  of  water,  and  two 
buckets  to  each  cask.  Said  casks  and  buckets  shall  be  painted  red.  There  shall  also 
be  provided  hand  pumps  or  other  portable  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  and  at  least 
four  axes  and  two  twenty-five-foot  hooks,  two  fifteen-foot  hooks,  and  two  ten-foot 
hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage.  Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to 
the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the  public,  also  all  outlets  leading  to  the  streets  and 
including  the  open  courts  and  corridors,  shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted 
during  every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  remain  lighted  until  the  entire  au- 
dience has  left  the  premises.  All  gas  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corri- 
dors, lobby  or  any  other  part  of  said  buildings  used  by  the  audience,  except  the  audi- 
torium, must  be  controlled  by  a separate  shut-off,  located  in  the  -lobby,  and  controlled 
only  in  that  particular  place.  Gas  mains  supplying  the  building  shall  have  independent 
connections  for  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  shutting 
off  the  gas  from  the  outside  of  the  building.  When  interior  gas  lights  are  not  lighted 
by  electricity  other  suitable  appliances,  to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings, 
shall  be  provided.  All  suspended  or  bracket  lights  surrounded  by  glass  in  the  audi- 
torium, or  in  any  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public,  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  wire-netting  underneath.  No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  inserted  in  the  walls, 
woodwork,  ceilings,  or  in  any  part  of  the  building,  unless  protected  by  fireproof  mate- 
rials. All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors  in  said  buildings,  and  wherever  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  shall  be  protected  with  proper  wire  network. 
The  footlights,  in  addition  to  the  wire  network,  shall  be  protected  with  a strong  wire 
guard  and  chain,  placed  not  less  than  two  feet  distant  from  said  footlights,  and  the 
trough  containing  said  footlights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fireproof  mate: 
rials.  All  border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best  known  methods,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Buildings,  and  shall  be-  suspended  for 
ten  feet  by  wire  rope.  All  ducts  or  shafts  used  for  conducting  heated  .dr  from  the 
main  chandelier,  or  from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  and 
made  double,  with  an  air  space  between.  All  stage  lights  shall  have  strong  metal  wire 
guards  or  screens,  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter,  so  constructed  that  any  mate- 
rial in  contact  therewith  shall  be  out  of  reach  of  the  flames  of  said  stage  lights  and 
must  be  soldered  to  the  fixture  in  all  cases-  The  standpipes,  gaspipes,  electric  wires, 
hose,  footlights,  and  all  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fire  or  guarding  against  the 
same,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  in  charge  and  under  control  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, and  the  Commissioner  of  said  Department  is  hereby  directed  to  see  that  the 
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arrangements  in  respect  thereto  are  carried  out  and  enforced.  A diagram  or  plan  of 
each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the  exits  therefrom,  each  occupying  a 
space  not  less  than  fifteen  square  inches,  shall  be  printed  in  black  lines  in  a legible 
manner  on  the  programme  of  the  performance.  Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same 
on  the  inside  the  word  “Exit”  painted  in  legible  letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean 
or  made  to  apply  to  any  theatre,  opera  house  or  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
theatrical  or  operatic  purposes  for  which  plans  have  heretofore,  and  on  or  before 
J anuary  1 , 1 904,  been  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings. 

Section  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Whereas,  The  requirements  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  southerly  and  westerly  por- 
tion of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  comprising  an  area  equal  to  one-third  of  the  en- 
tire Borough,  demand  the  location  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity,  there  being  no 
market  south  of  the  Wallabout  Market,  distant  about  four  miles  from  said  localities; 
and 

Whereas,  The  means  of  transportation  by  vehicles  and  cars,  both  trolley  and 
steam,  throughout  said  localities  concentrate  at  or  near  the  Thirty-ninth  Street 
Ferry,  in  said  borough;  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  a public  market  in  that  vicinity  would  tend  to 
greatly  increase  the  assessed  valuations  of  real  estate  throughout  said  localities, 
which  are  capable  of  sustaining  a population  at  least  four  times  greater  than  that 
now  existing. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows: 

Section  r.  Provision  is  hereby  made  for  the  acquisition  and  establishment  of  a 
public  market  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  City  of  New  York, 
upon  the  lands  or  lands  under  water  hereinbelow  described,  which  are  "hereby  se- 
lected for  a public  market  in  said  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  surveys  and  maps  there- 
of are  hereby  directed  to  be  made  and  filed  as  provided  bv  law.  Said  lands  or  lands 
under  water  shall  be  acquired  for  said  purposes  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation 
proceedings  as  required  by  law;  provided,- however,  that  this  matter  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  that  no  further  proceedings  be  taken 
until  the  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  is  approved  and  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Corporation  Counsel  is  directed  and  instructed  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  acquire  title  to  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and  any  and  all  rights 
and  hereditaments  in  and  to  the  same  by  condemnation  proceedings  to  be  conducted 
as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  lands  or  lands  under  water  so  selected,  whether  purchased  or»  ac- 
quired as  above  specified,  shall  be  set  apart  for  use  as  a market  and  dedicated  to 
market  purposes,  and  shall  be  used  and  occupied  as  such  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law. 

The  expense  of  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of  said  lands  or  lands  under 
water  and  interests  therein  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  amounts  of  the  awards  made 
in  condemnation  proceedings  for  the  value  of  said  lands  or  lands  under  water  and 
interests  therein,  and  the  money  for  the  payment  thereof,  together  with  the  fees  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Estimate,  compensation  of  such  necessary  clerks  or  assistants 
as  they  may  employ,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  and  about  said  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  including  the  fees  of  counsel  employed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
in  the  proceeding,  and  all  other  reasonable  expenss  incurred  by  said  Corporation 
Counsel  in  the  conduct  of  said  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  through  the  issue  of  Corpo- 
rate Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York,  and  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  upon  the  requisition  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, to  issue  such  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  from  time  to  time 
to  the  amount  of  such  requisition  or  requisitions,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
and  the  amount  so  issued  is  hereby  created  a fund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  no 
bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance  unless  the  proposition  for  creating  such  debt  shall  first  be  approved  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  provided  by 
law.

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follpws: 

Resolved,  That  permission  "be  and  hereby  is  given  to  the  Annexed  District  Gas 
Company,  a corporation  duly  organized  and  existing  under  the  Transportation  Laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  construct,  keep,  maintain  and 
operate  a gas  plant  within  The  City  of  New  York,  and  to  lay  mains  and  pipes  through, 
along,  upon  and  under  the  public  streets,  avenues,  squares,  bridges,  parks,  highways 
and  public  places  of  or  within  that  portion  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  New  York 
City,  N Y.,  formerly  included  in  the  Towns  of  Pelham,  Eastchester  and  Westchester, 
for  the  purpose  of  conducting  and  supplying  gas  for  public  and  private  purposes,  for 
the  term  or  period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years  from  the  date  of  the  granting  of  this 
consent,  with  the  privilege  of  renewing  the  same,  as  provided  by  section  73  of  the 
Charter  of  The  City  of  New  York,  at  the  end  of  said  term  of  twenty-five  (25)  years, 
for  a further  term  of  years;  such  renewal  or  renewals  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate 
twenty-five  (25)  years  additional.

First — That  it  is  a domestic  general  traffic  railway  corporation,  organized  on 
March  30,  1872,  under  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1850  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating,  by  electrical  or  other  motive  power 
authorized  by  law,  a railroad  of  the  standard  gauge,  to  be  built  upon  and  through 
a private  right-of-way  acquired  or  to  be  acquired  by  the  company,  and  upon  and 
along  a main  route  and  branch  line  as  hereinafter  described. 

Second — That  said  petitioner  has  duly  complied  with  all  provisions  of  law 
.affecting  its  incorporation,  organization  and  authority  to  construct  and  operate  its 
said  railroad.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  is -as  follows,  to  wit: 

“ Beginning  at  a point  near  the  intersection  of  the  westerly  line  of  Lincoln 
avenue  and  the  north  shore  line  of  the  Harlem  river,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx, 
in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  running  thence  in  a northerly,  easterly  and  northeast- 
erly direction  through  the  said  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  as  hereinafter  more  specifi- 
cally described,  and  the  cities,  towns  and  villages  of  West  Farms,  Westchester,  Bay 
Chester,  Pelham  Manor,  Pelham,  New  Rochelle,  Larchmont,  Mamaroneck,  Rye 
and  Port  Chester,  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  with  a branch  line  leaving  said  main  line  at  or  near  Pelham,  and 
running  through  the  towns,  villages  and  cities  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Alameda  Park,  Fair- 
view  Park,  Tuckahoe,  Arthur  Manor  and  Scarsdale,  to  White  Plains,  and  with 
another  branch  line  leaving  said  main  line  at  or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  Bronx 
Park,  and  running  thence  southeasterly  to  the  East  river  at  Clason’s  Point,  and 
running  thence  northerly  and  crossing  Westchester  creek  to  Ferris  avenue,  and 
thence  northeasterly  and  approximately  parallel  to  the  east  shore  line  of  the  East 
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river  to  and  across  Fort  Schuyler  road;  thence  easterly  and  southeasterly  to  and 
around  a loop  upon  Throgg’s  Neck  on  the  East  river.” 

That  the  portions  of  the  said  main  route  and  branches  of  the  said  railroad  falling 
within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  are  shown  upon  a map  thereof,  which  is 
annexed  hereto  and  made  a part  of  this  petition,  upon  which  the  route  of  the  main 
line  and  branch  line  of  the  said  railroad  and  the  points  of  intersection  of  the  streets 
crossed  are  approximately  indicated  by  a broken  red  line. 

Third — That  the  route  of  said  railroad  and  of  the  said  branch  thereof  within  the 
limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  intersects  certain  streets  and  avenues  in  said  City 
of  New  York,  a description  of  which  route  and  of  the  streets  intersected  or  crossed 
is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  “ A,”  hereto  annexed. 

Fourth — That  your  petitioner  has  been  advised  and  believes  that  inasmuch  as  at 
the  date  of  its  said  incorporation  in  1872,  no  part  of  the  route  of  its  said  road  as 
above  set  forth  was  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York,  its  right  under  its 
chartered  powers  to  construct  its  said  road  across  the  streets  above  mentioned  was 
and  is  independent  of  and  not  conditioned  upon  the  assent  of  the  said  City  of  New 
York  thereto.  But  desiring  to  prevent  conflict  with  the  municipal  authorities,  and  in 
order  to  avoid,  the  delays  incident  to  possible  litigation  and  to  insure  the  completion 
and  operation  of  said  road,  which  is  believed  to  be  a great  public  necessity,  at  the 
earliest  possible  date,  your  petitioner,  without  waiving  any  of  its  legal  rights,  privi- 
leges or  franchises,  desires  to  obtain  the  assent  of  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of 
New  York  to  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad  across  the  streets,  avenues  and 
highways  above  mentioned,  as  specified  in  the  proposed  ordinance  submitted  here- 
with. 

That  this  corporation  has  procured  the  requisite  financial  arrangements  for  the 
complete  construction  and  equipment  of  the  main  line  and  branches  of  its  road  in  the 
best  possible  manner  and  in  all  respects  equal  or  superior  to  the  standard  of  construc- 
tion and  equipment  adopted  on  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway;  that  Messrs.  Dick  & 
Robinson,  of  No.  30  Broad  street,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  bankers,  have  undertaken 
the  financing  of  the  company  and  have  arranged  to  furnish  the  sum  of  thirteen  million 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($13,125,000)  for  the  purposes  of  con- 
struction and  equipment;  that  this  company  intends  in  good  faith  to  construct  and  put 
in  operation  its  said  railroad  with  all  possible  dispatch  and  has  no  connection,  direct 
or  indirect,  with  the  New  Haven  Railroad,  nor  with  the  persons  in  the  management 
and  control  thereof,,  nor  are  the  persons  who  own  and  control  the  stock  of  this  road 
in  any  way  interested  in  the  New  Haven  Railroad;  nor  have  they  any  affiliations  with 
said  company;  that  this  road  is  absolutely  independent  of  all  other  railroad  corpora- 
tions or  railroad  interests,  and  that  the  persons  in  control  have  no  other  purpose  than 
the  speedy  construction  of  this  road,  and  that  there  is  no  foundation  whatever  for  any 
suggestion  that  this  company  is  a mere  cover  for  persons  desirous  to  prevent  the 
construction  of  a road  from  New  York  to  Port  Chester;  that  this  company,  seeking 
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to  obtain  the  assent  of  the  City  to  the  construction  of  its  road  across  streets  in  said  City 
as  aforesaid,  is  ready  and  willing  to  accept  said  assent  upon  the  following  terms  and  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City  to  duly  observe  and  perform  the  same: 

(1)  To  pay  to  the  said  City  of  New  York  as  compensation  for  said  assent  an 
annual  payment  at  the  rate  of  sevent)T-five  (75)  cents  per  lineal  foot  of  each  railroad 
crossing  across  a street,  constructed  or  in  course  of  construction,  of  the  width  of  sixty 
(60)  feet  or  less  and  at  a proportionately  increased  rate  for  crossings  of  greater  width, 
provided  that  in  no  case  shall  the  road  constructed  across  any  street  be  more  than 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  in  width. 

(2)  To  pay  all  cost  of  constructing  said  railroad  crossings  over  such  of  said  streets 
as  are  now  open  and  such  as  may  have  been  opened  at  the  time  when  the  grading  of 
the  road  at  the  point  of  intersection  is  done.  In  case  any  streets  of  said  City  shall 
be  opened  after  the  grading  of  said  road  at  the  point  of  intersection  shall  have  been 
completed,  then  the  cost  of  constructing  the  street  across  the  said  railroad  shall  be 
borne  as  provided  by  the  General  Railroad  Law.  one-half  by  the  said  railroad  company 
and  one-half  by  the  Citj'. 

(3)  That  all  railroad  crossings  across  streets  shall  be  carried  either  above  or 
under  the  grade  of  the  street  in  such  manner  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  ordi- 
nary use  of  the  street  as  a public  highway. 

(4)  That  where  such  railroad  crossings  shall  be  carried  -above  the  grade  of 
the  street,  the  bridge  or  viaduct  shall  have  a height  of  at  least  sixteen  (16)  feet 
in  the  clear  above  the  grade  of  the  centre  of  the  street.  In  case  a girder  bridge 
or  viaduct  be  used,  the  clear  height  of  sixteen  (16)  feet  shall  be  maintained 
throughout  the  crossings.  In  case  an  arched  bridge  or  viaduct  is  used,  the 
clear  height  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  the  centre  and  at  least  eight 
(8)  feet  on  the  inner  line  of  the  sidewalk.  All  abutments  or  foundations  of 
bridges  or  viaducts  shall  be  placed  on  the  land  of  the  company,  excepting 
in  cases  hereinafter  mentioned  where  the  plan  of  construction  requires 
intermediate  supports  in  the  street.  If  the  viaduct  or  bridge  be  less  than  seventy- 
five  (75)  feet  in  length,  it  shall  be  built  in  a single  span;  if  more  than  seventy-five 
(75)  feet  in  length,  intermediate  columns  to  support  the  structure  may  be  plaped 
in  the  street  in  such  manner  as  shall  least  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  surface 
of  the  street.  Such  bridges  or  viaducts  shall  be  constructed  either  wholly  of  steel 
or  concrete  or  masonry  or  of  combination  of  these  materials,  and  shall  be  in 
all  respects  of  first-class  material  and  construction.  The  structures  shall  be  orna- 
mental and  of  such  design  as  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  particular 
location. 

(5)  That  where  the  railroad  crossings  shall  be  carried  under  the  grade  of  the 
street  the  subway  or  tunnel  shall  have  a height  from  floor  to  roof  of  eighteen 
(18)  feet  in  the  clear.  The  tunnel  or  subway  shall  be  built  of  concrete  steel  col- 
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umns  and  abutments  with  concrete  steel  arching,  and  in  design  and  strength  and  quality 
of  materials  employed  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  similar  construction  employed  in  the 
Rapid  Transit  Subway.  All  such  subway  or  tunnel  crossings  shall  be  adequately  lighted 
either  by  natural  or  artificial  light. 

(6)  That  all  railroad  crossings  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  injure  existing 
sewers,  water-pipes,  subways  or  other  public  works.  If  necessary  to  make  any  change 
in  the  emplacement  of  existing  water-pipes  or  sewers  or  other  public  works  the  work 
shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  law  in  such  manner  as  not  to  impair 
their  efficiency,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  company. 

(7)  That  the  entire  road  within  the  City  limits  shall  be  fenced  throughout  and  shall 
be  thoroughly  lighted  by  electricity,  unless  it  shall  be  found  that  such  lighting  will  inter- 
fere with  the  efficiency  of  the  night  signals  of  the  road. 

(8)  That  the  company  shall,-  excepting  when  the  weather  conditions  render  it  unnec- 
essary, keep  its  tracks  sprinkled  with  water,  crude  oil  or  other  substance  suitable  to  lay 
dust. 

(9)  That  the  company  shall  locate  all  stations  within  The  City  of  New  York  upon 
land  owned  by  the  company  and  shall  construct  stations  at  such  points  as  will  reasonably 
serve  the  convenience  of  the  population  tributary  to  the  road,  supplying  additional 
stations  from  time  to  time  as  adjacent  territory  is  built  up  and  the  need  for  new  stations 
developed ; that  all  stations  shall  be  of  good  archiectural  design  and  appearance. 

( 10)  That  the  fare  between  the  stations  on  said  road  within  the  present  limits  of 
The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  five  cents. 

(11)  That  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  shall 
operate  its  railroad  and  take  and  convey  persons  and  property  on  its  railroad  within 
the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  by  the  power  or  force  of  electricity  or  steam  or 
by  any  mechanical  power,  provided  that  said  company  shall  not  use  steam  locomotive 
power  within  The  City  of  New  York,  excepting  at  such  time  or  times,  upon  such 
portions  of  its  road  within  the  said  city,  and  under  such  restrictions  as  the  Mayor  of 
The  City  of  New  York  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  permit  in  writing,  and 
any  such  permit  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  upon  reasonable  notice  in  writing. 

(12)  That  all  construction  of  railroad  crossings  shall  be  done  in  such  manner  as 
shall  not  substantially  interfere  with  the  ordinary  use  of  any  street  as  a public  high- 
way. 

(13)  That  if  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  shall  fail  to  give  efficient  public  service  at  the  rates  herein 
fixed,  or  fail  to  maintain  all  street  crossings  in  good  condition  throughout  the  full 
term  of  its  occupancy  of  said  streets,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  may  give  written  notice 
to  said  company  specifying  any  default  on  the  part  of  said  company  and  requiring 
said  company  to  remedy  the  same  within  a reasonable  time,  and  upon  the  failure  of 
said  company  to  remedy  its  said  default  within  a reasonable  time,  said  company  shall 
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for  each  day  thereafter  during  which  the  default  or  defect  remains  pay  to  The  City  of 
New  York  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages, 
or  the  said  City,  in  case  said  structures  over  streets  shall  not  be  put  in  good  condi- 
tion within  a reasonable  time  after  notice  by  the  Mayor  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the 
right  to  make  all  needed  repairs  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  in  which  case  the  said 
company  shall  pay  to  the  City  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages  double  the  amount 
of  the  cost  of  such  repairs. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  said  company  is  ready  to  accept  and 
agree  to  any  other  reasonable  terms  which  may  be  duly  fixed  and  determined  by  the 
City. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  in  fixing  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be 
paid  to  the  City  for  its  assent  to  cross  streets,  as  aforesaid,  seventy-five  cents  per 
linear  foot  for  each  crossing  sixty  feet  in  width  or  less,  regard  was  had  to  the 
amount  suggested  by  Mr.  Low,  the  then  Mayor  of  this  City,  when,  in  November, 
1903,  he  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  a message 
with  reference  to  the  then  pending  application  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
Railroad  Company  for  an  assent  to  cross  streets  in  The  City  of  New  York;  that 
the  suggestion  of  Mayor  Low  in  that  message  was  that  payment  be  required  at 
,the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  linear  foot  of  each  crossing  forty  feet  in  width,  with  the 
proportionate  increase  in  price  for  any  greater  width  taken. 

And  this  petitioner  shows  that  said  compensation  is  fair  and  reasonable  for  the 
privilege  of  construction  assented  to;  that  the  route  of  said  road  from  One  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty-seventh  street  to  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  lies 
through  a part  of  the  City  which  is  as  yet  undeveloped  and  very  sparsely  populated; 
that  property  is  relatively  of  small  value  and  very  few  improvements  are  being 
made  or  new  buildings  being  constructed;  that  the  growth  and  development  is  in 
territory  lying  well  to  the  west  of  the  route  of  this  road  and  tributary  to  the  Harlem 
Railroad  and  to  the  new  Subway,  and  not  conveniently  tributary  to  the  road  of 
this  company;  that  the  surface  highway  traffic  on  the  streets  crossed  by  this  road 
between  the  points  mentioned  is  small  and  the  value  of  the  streets  as  highways  or 
for  any  use  to  which  the  City  or  the  public  is  likely  to  put  them,  would  not  be 
diminished  or  affected  by  construction  of  the  crossings  of  this  company;  that  from 
One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  the  City  limits  the  route  of  this  road  lies 
through  a territory  that  is  practically  destitute  of  population,  the  land  along  the 
route  and  for  a considerable  distance  on  either  side  being  principally  wild  forest 
or  swamp  land,  with  some  little  farm  land.  All  the  main  roads  and  existing  lines 
of  settlement  lie  well  away  from  the  track  of  this  company,  and  are  in  no  sense 
tributary  to  it,  the  existing  population  having  collected  along  the  line  of  the  Harlem 
road  and  along  the  line  which  would  be  taken  by  extensions  of  the  Suburban 
Elevated  and  extensions  of  the  Subway  and  along  the  line  of  the  Harlem  River 
Branch  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad.  The  greater  part  of  the 
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country  through  which  the  route  of  this  road  would  pass  between  One  Hundred  and 
Seventy-seventh  street  and  the  city'-  limits  is  very  much  wilder  and  more  destitute 
of  population  than  any  part  of  the  route  of  the  road  between  the  city  limits  and 
Port  Chester;  that  the  construction  of  this  road  will  develop  a large  section  of 
territory  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  between  Bronx  Park  and  the  city  limits, 
which  is  now  without  any  through  transoortation  facilities,  and  the  greater  part  of 
which  is  even  without  street  surface  railways,  which  fact  accounts  for  its  wild  con- 
dition and  lack  of  population;  that  with  the  construction  of  this  road  and  by  reason 
of  the  exceptional  facilities  for  rapid  transit  which  it  will  afford,  this  section  must 
settle  up  and  in  time  become  one  of  the  most  densely  populated  parts  of  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx;  that  as  a direct  consequence  of  the  building  and  operation 
of  this  road  the  valuations  of  land  along  its  line  and  in  The  Bronx  generally  must  be 
enormously  increased  in  the  near  future  to  the  very  great  advantage  of  the  City; 
that  in  addition,  as  the  road  of  this  company  is  to  be  built  upon  land  owned  by  the 
company  and  not  along  the  public  highways,  the  expense  of  acquiring  the  right 
of  way  will  be  very  great,  and  the  right  of  way  with  the  high  grade  construction  and 
equipment  of  the  road  will  constitute  a property  improvement  within  the  City  which 
will  pay  a large  return  in  taxes  to  the  City.  The  cost  of  the  right  of  way  within 
the  City  itself  is  well-nigh  prohibitory  and  is  not  justified  by  any  traffic  which  the 
road  would  receive  from  its  stations  within  the  City  for  a very  long  time  to  come, 
and  it  is  the  through  traffic  from  points  outside  the  City  and  not  traffic  originating 
within  the  City  to  which  the  company  must  look  for  support. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  the  laying  out  of  the  right  of  way  of  this  com- 
pany will  create  a great  ventilating  space  or  opening  within  the  City  about  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  wide  and  eight  (8)  miles  long  on  the  main  line  and  about  five  (5)  miles  long 
on  the  Throgg’s  Neck  branch.  This  space  will  be  kept  free  from  dust,  the  passenger  trains 
being  operated  by  electricity  will  create  no  smoke  nor  unpleasant  odors,  and  the  motion 
of  the  trains  will  be  an  aid  to  ventilation,  while  the  electric  lighting  of  the  entire  line 
will  be  an  important  aid  to  the  illumination  of  that  part  of  the  City. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  the  company  builds  its  road  across  streets  not 
from  choice  but  from  necessity,  and  because  there  is  no  way  of  getting  around  them ; 
the  viaducts  over  the  streets  will  be  very  expensive  and  their  cost  will  be  far  greater  than 
the  cost  of  purchasing  an  equivalent  amount  of  right  of  way  from  private  owners.  In 
addition,  crossing  the  streets  over  the  grade  thereof  will  involve  the  construction  of  an 
elevated  structure  on  the  entire  line  of  the  road  within  the  City  in  order  that  the  grade 
of  the  road  may  be  high  enough  to  clear  the  streets  as  required,  and  this  cost  of  elevating 
the  whole  line  is  part  of  the  extra  cost  entailed  by  the  street  crossing.  That  on  the 
whole  case  the  company  gains  no  valuable  franchise  from  the  construction  over  small 
sections  of  street,  it  simply  avoids  an  obstacle. 

Of  course  the  power  to  obstruct  and  prohibit  gives  the  City  opportunity  to 
exact  terms  which  bear  no  relation  to  any  measure  of  real  value,  and  under  the 
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menace  of  cutting  off  the  line  of  communication,  the  City  might  exact  as  much  for 
crossing  one  necessary  street  as  for  crossing  a hundred.  But  this  petitioner  re- 
spectfully submits  that  such  an  arbitrary  mode  of  imposing  terms  would  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  functions  of  a municipal  corporation  and  with  the  interests  of  its 
people  and  of  the  public  at  large.  And  this  petitioner  shows  that  the  City  and  its 
people  and  the  public  at  large  will  be  great  gainers  pecuniarily  and  otherwise  from 
the  construction  of  this  road  independently  of  any  special  compensation,  and  that 
it  would  be  well  worth  while  to  the  City  to  assent  to  its  construction  without 
special  compensation,  since  the  return  received  by  the  City  in  other  ways  must  be 
so  greatly  beyond  anything  which  the  City  gives.  This  petitioner  does  not,  how- 
ever, ask  that  the  City  forego  special  compensation,  but  only  that  it  take  into 
account  all  the  particular  circumstances  of  this  case  in  fixing  the  amount. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  in  fixing  the  maximum  fare  above  mentioned 
between  stations  on  the  line  of  this  road  within  the  present  limits  of  the  City 
regard  was  had  to  the  sparseness  of  the  tributary  population  and  to  the  heavy  ini- 
tial cost  of  right  of  way,  to  the  great  burden  imposed  in  elevating  the  whole  line 
of  road  through  the  City  so  as  to  admit  of  crossings  over  grade,  and  also  the 
burden  and  expense  of  maintaining  stations  which  for  a long  time  to  come  cannot 
pay  their  expenses  in  the  travel  they  supply.  And  your  petitioner  shows  that  there 
is  at  present  no  railroad  carrying  passengers  within  The  City  of  New  York 
for  a uniform  five-cent  fare,  the  route  of  which  is  over  the  private  right  of  way  of 
the  company.  All  roads  charging  a uniform  five-cent  rate  of  fare  have  their  rights 
of  way  located  in  the  public  streets  and  highways,  and  this  includes  both  the 
elevated  railroads  and  the  Rapid  Transit  Subway.  In  addition,  the  existing  roads 
operating  under  a uniform  five-cent  fare  have  selected  the  lines  of  densest  popu- 
lation for  their  location,  while  this  road  traverses  a district  where  there  is  little 
or  no  population  and  which  more  than  any  other  part  of  the  City  requires  devel- 
opment. 

The  provision  as  to  the  location  of  stations  within  the  City  by  this  com- 
pany is  necessarily  general,  because,  as  previously  stated,  the  territory  through 
which  this  road  runs  from  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  to  the  City 
line  is  a wild  and  unoccupied  country,  and  there  is  at  present  no  real  need  for 
any  station  in  that  entire  interval.  The  company  will,  however,  place  a number 
of  stations  along  its  line  between  these  points  on  sites  which  will  best  aid  in 
developing  adjacent  settlement.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  stations  can  only 
be  determined  by  the  increase  of  population,  and  the  location  of  additional  stations 
from  .time  to  time  must  be  determined  by  the  course  of  settlement  and  not  by  any 
fixed  interval  of  distance. 

This  petitioner  further  shows  that  it  is  informed  and  believes  that  an  applica- 
tion for  an  assent  to  cross  streets  in  The  City  of  New  York  has  been  or  will  be 
made  to  your  Honorable  Body  by  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Com-

pany,  a corporation  whose  route  between  Port  Chester  and  New  York  is  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  that  of  this  petitioner.  That  said  application  does  not 
concern  this  petitioner  unless  your  Honorable  Body  should  determine  that  public 
convenience  does  not  require  two  roads  over  practically  the  same  route,  and  that 
it  would  be  contrary  to  the  interests  of  The  City  of  New  York  unnecessarily  to 
give  up  its  streets  to  two  sets  of  railroad  crossings  where  one  road  would  be  suffi- 
cient for  requirements  of  public  travel,  and  that  the  assent  to  cross  'streets  for 
a railroad  like  that  projected  by  this  petitioner  and  by  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad  Company  ought  to  be  granted  only  to  one  of  said  companies, 
and  not  to  both.  In  case  your  Honorable  Body  should  reach  such  conclusion, 
this  petitioner  prays  that  you  will  consider  the  following  reasons  why  the  assent 
should  be  granted  to  this  company,  and  not  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
Railroad  Company: 

First — This  company  has  perfected  definite  financial  arrangements  and  has 
secured  the  money  to  build,  and  has  submitted  to  your  Honorable  Body  abundant 
proof  of  such  ability,  and  has  given  the  name  of  the  bankers  who  have  under- 
taken to  finance  it.  That,  so  far  as  this  petitioner  is  informed,  no  responsible 
bankers  or  persons  have  made  any  definite  and  public  statement  that  they  had 
perfected  provisions  for  financing  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company. 

Second — That  thi's  corporation  will  be  of  greater  public  utility  and  will  better 
meet  the  requirements  of  public  convenience,  by  providing  transportation  to  all 
points  reached  by  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Company’s  proposed  route, 
and  in  addition  to  large  and  important  sections  which  that  road  does  not  reach. 
That  while  the  main  line  of  both  roads  is  substantially  the  same,  the  New  York 
and  Port  Chester  Company  has  only  one  branch  line — namely,  to  Clason’s  Point— 
whereas  this  petitioner  has  a branch  line  to  Throggs  Neck,  the  route  of  which 
will  run  to  and  by  Clauson  Point,  and  thence  along  the  shore  of  the  East  river, 
touching  all  shore  points,  to  Throgg’s  Neck,  thus  opening  up  a large  section  of  the 
City  and  important  water  fronts,  which  will  thus  be  afforded  adequate  facilities  for 
transportation  of  heavy  freight,  and  whereas  this  petitioner  also  has  a branch  line 
running  from  Pelham  to  White  Plains  through  that  district  of  Westchester  County 
which  lies  intermediate  between  the  Harlem  and  the  New  Haven  railroads,  and  which 
at  present  has  no  through  transportation  and  no  direct  connection  with  The  City  of 
New  York;  that  this  branch  line  is  as  long  as  the  main  line  from  the  point  of  junc- 
tion at  Pelham  to  Portchester,  and  said  branch  line  will  reach  a far  larger  section  of 
countrv  than  the  main  line,  since  the  main  line  is  bounded  on  one  side  by  the  Sound, 
and  the  population  cannot  spread  in  that  direction,  while  the  branch  line  will  run 
through  a country  where  the  population  can  spread  on  both  sides  of  the  track 
without  limit;  that  this  branch  line  will  be  about  twelve  miles  long,  and  the  country 
through  which  its  route  is  located  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  parts  of  Westchester 
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County;  the  land  is  smooth  and  moderately  rolling  and  can  be  easily  laid  out  in-build- 
ing plots  at  small  expense;  that  the  country  is  already  well  supplied  with  fine 
macadamized  roads;  that  the  character  of  the  district  is  most  desirable,  as  it  has  a 
large  number  of  very  beautiful  and  expensive  mansions  with  large  parks  and 
grounds  surrounding  them  placed  at  intervals  on  desirable  sites,  while  the  whole 
territory  is  practically  free  from  shabby  road  houses  or  undesirable  and  ugly  settle- 
ments. The  section,  however,  until  the  present  time,  has  not  been  available  to  the 
man  of  moderate  means  unable  to  maintain  horses  and  equipages  to  reach  distant 
railway  stations,  and  the  country  has  been  given  over  to  the  residences  of  the  rich. 
The  road  of  this  petitioner,  however,  would  transform  it  and  make  it  an  especially 
desirable  section  for  persons  of  moderate  means.  That  this  petitioner’s  road  is  a 
general  traffic  road,  the  greater  part  of  the  route  of  which  lies  without  The  City  of 
New  York,  its  principal  purpose  being  to  afford  access  from  desirable  suburban 
localities  to  The  City  of  New  York.  That  as  the  City  must  in  some  way  provide  for 
access  to  its  business  centres  from  all  neighboring  outlying  districts,  it  is  a matter  of 
importance  that  in  admitting  a new  road  and  giving  assents  to  its  crossngs  over 
streets,  preference  should  be  given  to  the  road  which  supplies  the  largest  outlying 
districts  and  has  the  greatest  public  utility. 

Wherefore,  )rour  petitioner  prays  that  the  consent  of  the  corporation  of  The  City 
of  New  York  be  granted  to  construct  its  railroad  across  said  streets,  avenues  and 
highways,  as  well  as  any  other  streets,  avenues  and  highways  intersected  by  the 
route  of  said  railroad,  such  crossing  to  be  either  above  or  below  the  grade  thereof 
as  may  lawfully  be  determined,  and  that  an  ordinance  to  that  effect  be  adopted  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

AN  ORDINANCE  giving  the  assent  of  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York 
to  the  construction  of  the  railroad  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Bos- 
ton Railway  Company  across  certain  streets  in  said  city. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  fol- 
lows: That  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York  hereby  assents  to  the  con- 
struction by  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  of  a railroad  of  the  standard  gauge,  in  and  across  the  follow- 
ing streets,  avenues  and  highways  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  in  The  City  of 
New  York,  namely: 

Across  Lincoln  avenue  diagonally  between  the  Harlem  river  and  the  Southern 
boulevard,  across  Alexander  avenue,  Willis  avenue,  Brown  place,  Brook  avenue 
and  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  across  the  Southern  boulevard  at  two  places  between  Wil- 
lis avenue  and  Brown  place,  across  Brown  place  and  Brook  avenue  between 
the  Southern  boulevard  and  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street,  and 
acro§s  the  Southern  boulevard  and  St.  Ann’s  avenue  between  Brook  avenue  and 
the  easterly  side  of  St.  Ann’s  avenue,  and  between  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
second  street  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fourth  street;  across  Cypress  ave- 
nue, East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-third  street.  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
fourth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-sixth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-seventh  street,  East  One  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty-eighth  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-ninth  street,  East 
One  Hundred  and  Fortieth  street  and  East  One  Hundred  and  Forty-first  street, 
across  Whitlock  avenue  diagonally  at  East  One  Hundred  and  Forty-second  street, 
across  One  Hundred  ana  Forty-third  street  or  St.  Mary’s  place,  St.  Joseph  street, 
East  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  Austin  place,  Timson  place,  Legget 
avenue,  Craven  avenue,  Longwood  avenue  and  Lafayette  avenue,  Tiffany  street, 
Barr^tto  street  and  Hunt’s  Point  road,  across  the  Southern  boulevard  at  or  near 
its  junction  with  the  Hunt’s  Point  road,  Hoe  street,  Faille  street,  Bryant  street, 
Longfellow  street,  Aldus  street,  Guttenburg  street  and  Westchester  avenue;  across 
Home  street,  Freeman  street.  Boon  street,  West  Farms  road  and  Jennings  ave- 
nue, across  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-second  street,  East  One  Hundred  and 
Seventy-third  street,  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-fourth  street,  East  One  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy-jsixth  street  and  Rodman  place,  and  across  West  Farms  road  near 
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its  intersection  with  East  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-seventh  street  and  the  Boston 
Post  road  and  such  parts  of  said  Boston  Post  road  and  East  One  Hundred  and 
Seventy-seventh  street  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  there  to  effect  a junction 
or  connection  with  any  railroad  line  running  upon,  above  or  below  the  surface  of 
the  ground;  also  across  the  Boston  Post  road  and  Bronx  street;  also  across  East 
One  Hundred  and  Seventy-ninth  street,  Lebanon  street  and  East  One  Hundred 
and  Eightieth  street;  also  across  Bronx  Park  avenue  diagonally;  also  across  Union 
Port  road;  also  across  Sagamore  street  and  Bear  Swamp  road  to  the  eastward  of 
Union  Port  road;  also  across  Bronx  and  Pelham  parkway,  across  the  Williams- 
bridge  road.  Sawmill  lane  and  Eastchester  road;  also  across  Syracuse  avenue, 
Birch  street,  Cedar  street.  Oak  street,  Walnut  street,  Chestnut  street  and  Ash 
street;  also  across  Reed  lane;  also  diagonally  Chestnut  avenue,  Walnut  avenue  and 
Oak  street  or  avenue,  and  across  Eastchester  Landing  road  to  the  eastward  of  the 
Boston  Post  road. 

Also  across  East  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street,  East  One  Hundred  and 
Eightieth  street  and  Lebanon  street  to  the  westward  of  Morris  Park  avenue,  and 
across  Morris  Park  avenue  and  West  Farms  road;  also  across  Westchester  avenue 
near  Clauson’s  Point  road  and  Clauson’s  avenue  or  street,  Ferris  avenue,  Throgg’s 
Neck  road  and  Fort  Schuyler  road;  also  across  any  other  streets,  avenues  and 
highways  intersected  by  the  route  of  said  railroad. 

That  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  shall  pay 
to  the  said  City  of  New  York  as  compensation  for  said  assent,  an  annual  payment 
at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cents  per  linear  foot  of  each  railroad  crossing  of  the 
width  of  sixty  feet  constructed  or  in  course  of  construction  across  a street,  and 
at  a proportionately  increased  rate  for  crossings  of  greater  width,  provided  that 
in  no  case  shall  the  road  constructed  across  any  street  be  more  than  one  hundred 
feet  in  width. 

That  said  company  shall  pay  all  cost  of  constructing  said  railroad  crossings 
over  such  of  said  streets  as  are  now  open  and  such  as  may  have  been  opened  at  the 
time  when  the  grading  of  the  road  at  the  point  of  intersection  is  done.  In  case  any 
streets  of  said  City  shall  be  opened  after  the  grading  of  said  road  at  the  point  of 
intersection  shall  have  been  completed,  then  the  cost  of  constructing  the  street 
across  the  said  railroad  shall  be  borne  as  provided  by  the  General  Railroad  Law, 
one-half  by  the  said  Railroad  Company  and  one-half  by  the  City. 

That  all  railroad  crossings  across  streets  shall  be  carried  either  above  or  under 
the  grade  of  the  street  in  such  manner  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  ordinary  use 
of  the  street  as  a public  highway. 

That  where  such  railroad  crossings  shall  be  carried  above  the  grade  of  the 
street  the  bridge  or  viaduct  shall  have  a height  of  at  least  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  the 
clear  above  the  grade  of  the  centre  of  the  street.  In  case  a girder  bridge  or  viaduct 
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"be  used,  the  clear  height  of  sixteen  (16)  feet  shall  be  maintained  throughout  the 
crossings.  In  case  an  arched  bridge  or  viaduct  is  used,  the  clear  height  shall  be 
at  least  sixteen  (16)  feet  in  the  centre  and  at  least  eight  (8)  feet  on  the  inner  line 
of  the  sidewalk.  All  abutments  or  foundations  of  bridges  or  viaducts  shall  be  placed 
on  the  land,  of  the  company  excepting  in  cases  hereinafter  mentioned  where  the  plan 
of  construction  requires  intermediate  supports  in  the  street.  If  the  viaduct  or  bridge 
be  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  in  length  it  shall  be  built  in  a single  span;  if  more 
than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  in  length  intermediate  columns  to  support  the  structure 
may  be  placed  in  the  street  in  such  manner  as  shall  least  interfere  with  the  use  of 
the  surface  of  the  street.  Such  bridges  or  viaducts  shall  be  constructed  either  wholly 
of  steel  or  concrete  or  masonry  or  of  combinations  of  these  materials  and  shall  be 
in  all  respects  of  first-class  material  and  construction.  The  structures  shall  be 
ornamental  and  of  such  design  as  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  particular 
location. 

That  where  the  railroad  crossings  shall  be  carried  un'der  the  grade  of  the  street 
the  subway  or  tunnel  shall  have  a height  from  floor  to  roof  of  eighteen  (18)  feet  in 
the  clear.  The  tunnel  or  subway  shall  be  built  of  concrete  steel  columns  and  abutments 
with  concrete  steel  arching  and  in  design  and  strength  and  quality  of  materials  em- 
ployed shall  be  at  least  equal  to  similar  construction  employed  in  the  Rapid  Transit 
Subway.  All  such  subway  or  tunnel  crossings  shall  be  adequately  lighted  either  by 
natural  or  artificial  light. 

That  all  railroad  crossings  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  injure  existing  sewers, 
water  pipes,  subways  or  other  public  works.  If  necessary  to  make  any  change  in 
the  emplacement  of  existing  water  pipes  or  sewers  or  other  public  works,  the  work 
shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  law  in  such  manner  as  not  to  impair 
their  efficiency,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  company. 

That  all  construction  of  railroad  crossings  shall  be  done  in  such  manner  as  shall 
not  substantially  interfere  with  the  ordinary  use  of  any  street  as  a public  highway. 

That  the  entire  road  within  the  City  limits  shall  be  fenced  throughout,  and  shall 
be  thoroughly  lighted  by  electricity,  unless  it  shall  be  found  that  such  lighting  will 
interfere  with  the  efficiency  of  the  night  signals  of  the  road. 

That  the  company  shall,  excepting  when  the  weather  conditions  render  it  un- 
necessary, keep  its  tracks  sprinkled  with  water,  crude  oil  or  other  substance  suitable 
to  lay  dust. 

That  the  company  shall  locate  ail  stations  within  The  City  of  New  York  upon 
land  owned  by  the  company,  and  shall  construct  stations  at  such  points  as  will 
reasonably  serve  the  convenience  of  the  population  tributary  to  the  road,  supplying 
additional  stations  from  time  to  time  as  adjacent  territory  is  built  up  and  the  need 
for  new  stations  develop;  that  all  stations  shall  be  of  good  architectural  design 
and  appearance. 
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That  the  fare  between  the  stations  on  said  road  within  the  present  limits  of 
The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  five  cents. 

That  the  said  New  York.  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company  shall  ope- 
rate its  railroad  and  take  and  convey  persons  and  property  on  its  railroad  within 
the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  by  the  power  or  force  of  electricity  or  steam  or 
by  any  mechanical  power,  provided  that  said  company  shall  not  use  steam  locomotive 
power  within  The  City  of  New  York,  excepting  at  such  time  or  times,  and  upon  such 
portions  of  its  road  within  said  City,  and  under  such  restrictions,  as  the  Mayor  of 
The  City  of  New  York  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  permit  in  writing,  and 
any  such  permit  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  upon  reasonable  notice  in  writing. 

That  if  the  said  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  shall  fail  to  give  efficient  public  service  at  the  rates  herein  fixed,  or 
fail  to  maintain  all  street  crossings  in  good  condition  throughout  the  full  term  of 
its  occupancy  of  said  streets,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  may  give  written  notice  to  said 
company  specifying  any  default  on  the  part  of  satd  company  and  requiring  said  com- 
pany to  remedy  the  same  within  a reasonable  time,  and  upon  the  failure  of  said  com- 
pany to  remedy  its  said  default  within  a reasonable  time,  said  company  shall  for 
each  day  thereafter  during  which  tfie  default  or  defect  remains  pay  to  The  City  of 
New  York  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages, 
or  the  said  City,  in  case  said  structures  over  streets  shall  not  be  put  in  good  condi- 
tion within  a reasonable  time  after  notice  by  the  Mayor  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the 
right  to  make  all  needed  repairs  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  in  which  case  the 
said  company  shall  pay  to  the  City  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages  double  the 
amount  of  the  cost  of  such  repairs. 

Resolved,  That  the  proposed  specific  grant  embodied  in  the  form  of  an  ordi- 
nance, granting  the  assent  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  the  New  York  and  West- 
chester and  Boston  Railroad  Company  to  construct  its  road  across  certain  streets, 
avenues  and  highways  in  The  City  of  New  York,  be  and  hereby  is  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the  purpose  of  making  inquiry  as  to  the 
money  value  of  such  franchise  or  right  and  the  compensation  required  and  the 
terms  on  which  it  shall  be  granted.

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance 
be  amended  as  follows:  By  striking  therefrom,  in  the  8th,  9th  and  10th  lines  the 
words:  “No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code,  is  not  in  actual 
use  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and  ” and  by  striking  therefrom,  in  the  5th 
line  of  section  2,  the  words  and  figures  “and  on  or  before  January  1,  1904”;  also  by 
inserting  in  the  4th  line  of  section  2,  between  the  words  “ purposes  ” and  “ for,” 
the  words  “ now  erected  or.” 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  ordinance,  as  so  amended,  be  adopted. 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  Amend  Section  One  Hundred  and  Nine  of  the  Building  Code. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  nine  of  the  Building  Code  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : ' 

Section  109.  Theatres  and  Places  of  Public  Amusement. — Every  theatre  or  opera 
house,  or  other  building  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for 
public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  hereafter  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  more 
than  three  hundred  persons  shall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion. [No  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Code  is  not  in  actual  use 
for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  and]  no  building  hereafter  erected  not  in  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  shall  be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes, 
or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  made  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  And  no  building  hereinbefore  described  shall 
be  opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments 
of  any  kind,  until  the  Department  of  Buildings  and  the  Fire  Commissioner  shall  have 
approved  the  same  in  writing  as  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  Every 
such  building  shall  have  at  least  one  front  on  the  street,  and  in  such  front  there  shall 
be  suitable  means  of  entrance  and  exit  for  the  audience,  not  less  than  twenty-five 
feet  in  width.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits  on  the  street  there  shall 
be  reserved  for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency  an  open  court  or  space  in  the  rear  and 
on  the  side  not  bordering  on  the  street,  where  said  building  is  located  on  a corner  lot; 
and  in  the  rear  and  on  both  sides  of  said  building,  where  there  is  but  one  frontage  cn 
the  street  as  hereinafter  provided-  The  width  of  such  open  court  or  courts  shall  be 
not  less  than  (seven)  ten  feet  where  the  seating  capacity  is  not  over  one  thousand 
people,  above  one  thousand  and  not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people  (eight)  twelve 
feet  in  width,  and  above  eighteen  hundred  people  (ten)  fourteen  feet  in  width.  Said 
open  court  or  courts  shall  (begin  on  a line  with  or  near  the  proscenium  wall,  and  shall 
extend  the  length  of  the  auditorium  proper  to  or  near  the  wall  separating  the 'same 
from  the  entrance  lobby  or  vestibule)  extend  the  full  length  and  height  of  the  building 
and  across  on  each  side  and  rear  thereof  where  its  sides  or  side  does  not  abut  on  a 
street  or  alley,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  width  at  all  points,  and  exits  hereafter  specified  . ' 
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'shall  lead  into  such  open  courts.  (A  separate  and  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to 
the  street  from  each  open  court  through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the 
street  side  of  the  auditorium,  with  continuous  walls  of  brick  or  fireproof  materials  on 
each  side  the  entire  length  of  said  corridor  or  corridors,  and  the  ceiling  and  floors 
shall  be  fireproof.  Said  corridor  or  corridors  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width  to  more 

than  three  feet  less  than  the  width  of  the  open  court  or  courts,  and 

there  shall  be  no  projection  in  the  same;  the  outer  openings  to 

be  provided  with  doors  or  gates  opening  toward  the  street.)  Dur- 

ing the  performance  the  doors  or  gates  in  the  corridors  shall  be  kept 
open  by  proper  fastenings;  at  other  times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by  mov- 
able bolts  or  locks.  The  said  open  courts  and  corridors  shall  not  be  used  for  storage 
purposes,  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  except  for  exit  and  entrance  from  and  to 
the  auditorium  and  stage,  and  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  during  performances. 
The  level  of  said  corridors  at  the  front  entrance  to  the  building  shall  be  not  greater 
than  one  step  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk  where  they  begin  at  the  street  en- 
trance. The  entrance  of  the  main  front  of  the  building:  shall  be  not  on  a higher 
level  from  the  sidewalk  than  four  steps,  unless  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Buildings.  To  overcome  any  difference  of  level  in  and  between  courts,  corridors, 
lobbies,  passages  and  aisles  on  the  ground  floor,  gradients  shall  be  employed 

of  not  over  one  foot  in  twelve  feet,  with  no  perpendicular  rises.  From  the  audi- 
torium opening  into  the  said  open  courts  or  on  the  side  street,  there  shall  be  not 
less  than  two  exits  on  each  side  in  each  tier  from  and  including  the  parquet  and 
each  and  every  gallery.  Each  exit  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  in  the  clear 
and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or  wood;  if  of  wood,  the  doors  shall  be  constructed 
as  hereinbefore  in  this  code  described.  All  of  said  doors  shall  open  outwardly, 
and  shall  be  fastened  with  movable  bolts,  the  bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  during  per- 
formances. There  shall  be  balconies  not  less  than  (four)  six  feet  in  width  in  the 
(said  open  court  or  courts  at  each  level  or  tier  above  the  parquet,  on  each  side  of 
the  auditorium,  of  sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits,  and  from  said  bal- 
conies there  shall  be  staircases  extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a rise  of  not 
over  eight  and  one-half  inches  to  a step  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread,  ex- 
clusive of  the  nosing.  The  staircase  from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below 
shall  be  not  less  than  (thirty-six)  forty- eight  inches  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from 
the  first  balcony  to  the  ground  (three)  four  feet  in  width  in  the  clear  where  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  auditorium  is  for  one  thousand  people  or  less  (three  feet 
and  six  inches)  four  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  one  thousand  and 
not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  people,  and  five  feet  in  the  clear  where  above 
eighteen  hundred  people  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  people,  and  not 
over  five  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear  where  above  twenty-five  hundred  people.  All 
the  before-mentioned  balconies  and  staircases  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  through- 
out, including  the  floors,  and  of  ample  strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  be  carried 
by  them,  and  they  shall  be  covered  with  a metal  hood  or  awning,  to  be  constructed

in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  Where  one 
side  of  the  building  borders  on  the  street,  there  shall  be  balconies  and  staircases 
of  like  capacity  and  kind,  as  before  mentioned,  carried  to  the  ground.  When 
located  on  a corner  lot,  that  portion  of  the  premises  bordering  on  the  side  street 
and  not  required  for  the  uses  of  the  theatre  may,  if  such  portion  be  not  more  than 
twenty-five  feet  in  width,  be  used  for  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  provided  the  walls 
separating  this  portion  from  the  theatre  proper  are  carried  up  solidly  to  and 
through  the  roof,  and  that  a fireproof  exit  is  provided  for  the  theatre  on  each  tier, 
equal  to  the  combined  width  of  exits  opening  on  opposite  sides  in  each  tier,  com- 
municating with  balconies  and  staircases  leading  to  the  street  in  manner  provided 
elsewhere  in  this  section;  said  exit  passages  shall  be  entirely  cut  off  by  brick  walls 
from  said  offices,  stores  or  apartments,  and  the  floors  and  ceilings  in  each  tier  shall 
be  fireproof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  a roof  garden,  art  gallery  or 
rooms  for  similar  purposes  being  placed  above  a theatre  or  public  building,  provided 
the  floor  of  the  same  forming  the  roof  over  such  theatre  or  building  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron  or  steel  and  fireproof  nlaterials,  and  that  said  floor  shall  have  no 
covering  boards  or  sleepers  of  wood,  but  be  of  tile  or  cement.  Every  roof  over 
said  garden  or  rooms  shall  have  all  supports  and  rafters  of  iron  or  steel,  and  be  cov- 
ered with  glass  or  fireproof  materials,  or  both,  but  no  such  roof  garden,  art  gallery 
or  room  for  any  public  purpose  shall  be  placed  over  or  above  that  portion  of  any 
theatre  or  other  building  which  is  used  as  a stage.  No  workshop,  storage  or  general 
property  room  shall  be  allowed  above  the  auditorium  or  stage,  or  under  the  same,  or 
in  any  of  the  fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms  or  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear 
or  at  the  side  of  the  stage,  but  in  such  cases  they  shall  be  separated  from  the  stage 
by  a brick  wall,  and  the  openings  leading  into  said  portions  shall  have  fireproof  doors 
on  each  side  of  the  openings,  hung  to  iron  eyes  built  into  the  wall.  No  portion  of 
any  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical 
or  other  purposes  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  occupied  or  used  as  a hotel, 
boarding  or  lodging  house,  factory,  workshop  or  manufactory,  or  for  storage  purposes, 
except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially  provided  for.  Said  restriction  relates  not  only 
to  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  but  ap- 
plies also  to  the  entire  structure  in  conjunction  therewith.  No  store  or  room  contained 
in  the  building,  or  the  offices,  stores  or  apartments  adjoining,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
let  or  used  for  carrying  on  any  business,  dealing  and  articles  designated  as  specially 
hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  or  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  No  lodging  accommodations  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part 
of  the  building  communicating  with  the  auditorium.  Interior  walls  built  of  fire- 
proofing materials  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  entrance  vestibule,  and  from 
any  room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  from  lobbies,  corridors,  refreshment  or  other 
rooms.  All  staircases  for  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  inclosed  with  walls  of 
brick,  or  of  fireproof  materials  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  in  the 
stories  through  which  they  pass,  and  the  openings  to  said  staircases  from  each  tier 
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shall  be  the  full  width  of  said  staircase.  No  door  shall  open  immediately  upon  a flight 
of  stairs,  but  a landing  at  least  the  width  of  the  door  shall  be  provided  between  such 
stairs  and  such  door.  A firewall,  built  of  brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from 
the  stage.  The  same  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  stage  roof, 
or  the  auditorium  roof,  if  the  latter  be  the  higher,  and  shall  be  coped. 
Above  the  proscenium  opening  there  shall  be  an  iron  girder  of  sufficient 
strength  to  safely  support  the  load  above,  and  the  same  shall  be  covered  with  fire- 
proof materials  to  protect  it  from  the  heat.  Should  there  be  constructed  an  orchestra 
over  the  stage,  above  the  proscenium  opening,  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed  on 
the  auditorium  side  of  the  proscenium  fire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from  the 
auditorium  side  of  said  wall.  The  moulded  frame  around  the  proscenium 
opening  shall  be  formed  entirely  of  fire-proof  materials;  if  metal  be  used,  the  metal 
shall  be  filled  in  solid  with  non-combustible  material  and  securely  anchored  to  the 
wall  with  iron.  The  proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a fire-proof  metal 
curtain,  or  a curtain  of  asbestos  or  other  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Buildings,  sliding  at  each  end  within  iron  grooves,  securely  fastened  to  the 
brick  wall  and  extending  into  such  grooves  to  a depth  not  less  than  six  inches 
on  each  side  of  the  opening.  Said  fire-proof  curtain  shall  be  raised  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  performance  and  lowered  at  the  close  of  said  performance,  and 
be  operated  by  approved  machinery  for  that  purpose.  The  proscenium  curtains 
shall  be  placed  at  least  three  feet  distant  from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point. 
No  doorway  or  opening  through  the  proscenium  wall,  from  the  auditorium,  shall  be 
allowed  above  the  level  of  the  first  floor,  and  such  first  floor  openings  shall  have 
fire-proof  doors  on  each  face  of  the  wall,  and  the  doors  shall  be  hung  so  as  to  be 
opened  from  either  side  at  all  times.  There  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  metal 
skylights  of  an  area  or  combined  area  of  at  least  one-eighth  the  area  of  said  stage, 
fitted  up  with  sliding  sash  and  glazed  with  double  thick  sheet  glass  not  exceeding 
one-twelfth  of  an  inch  thick,  and  each  pane  thereof  measuring  not  less  than  300 
square  inches,  and  the  whole  of  which  sky-light  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
open  instantly  on  the  cutting  or  burning  of  a hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged 
to  hold  said  sky-lights  closed,  or  some  other  equally  simple  approved  device  for 
opening  them  may  be  provided.  Immediately  underneath  the  glass  of  said  sky-lights 
there  shall  be  wire  netting,  but  wire  glass  shall  not  be  used  in  lieu  of  this  requirement. 
All  that  portion  of  the  stage  not  comprised  in  the  working  of  scenery,  traps  and 
other  mechanical  apparatus  for  the  presentation  of  a scene,  usually  equal  to  the  width 
of  the  proscenium  opening,  shall  be  built  of  iron  or  steel  beams  filled  in  between 
with  fire-proof  material,  and  all  girders  for  the  support  of  said  beams  shall  be  of 
wrought  iron  or  rolled  steel.  The  fly  galleries  entire,  including  pin  rails,  shall  be 
constructed  of  iron  or  steel,  and  the  floors  of  said  galleries  shall  be  composed  of 
iron  or  steel  beams,  filled  with  fire-proof  materials,  and  no  wood  boards  or 
sleepers  shall  be  used  as  covering  over  beams,  but  the  said  floors  shall  be  entirely 
fire-proof.  The  rigging  loft  shall  be  fire-proof.  All  stage  scenery,  curtains  and 
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decorations  made  of  combustible  material,  and  all  woodwork  on  or  about  the 
stage  shall  be  painted  or  saturated  with  some  non-combustible  material,  or  otherwise 
rendered  safe  against  fire,  and  the  finishing  coats  of  paint  applied  to  all  wood  work 
through  the  entire  building  shall  be  of  such  kind  as  will  resist  fire  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Department  of  Buildings.  The  roof  over  the  auditorium  and  the  entire  main 
floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  also  the  entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the 
front  superstructure  over  the  entrance,  lobby  and  corridors,  and  all  galleries  and  sup- 
ports for  the  same  in  the  auditorium  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  and  fire- 
proof materials,  not  excluding  the  use  of  wood  floorboards  and  necessary  sleepers 
to  fasten  the  same  to,  but  such  sleepers  shall  not  mean  timbers  of  support,  and  the 
space  between  the  sleepers,  excepting  a portion  under  the  stepping  in  the  galleries, 
which  shall  be  properly  fire-stopped,  shall  be  solidly  filled  with  incombustible  mate- 
rial up  to  under  side  of  the  floor  boards.  The  fronts  of  each  gallery  shall  be  formed 
of  fireproof  materials,  except  the  capping,  which  may  be  made  of  wood.  The  ceiling 
under  each  gallery  shall  be  entirely  formed  of  fireproof  materials.  The  ceiling  of 
the  auditorium  shall  be  formed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  lathing,  whenever  used, 
shall  be  of  wire  or  other  metal.  The  partitions  in  that  portion  of  the  building  which 
contains  the  auditorium,  the  entrance  and  vestibule  and  every  room  and  passage 
devoted  to  the  use  of  the  audience  shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials,  includ- 
ing the  furring  of  outside  or  other  walls.  None  of  the  walls  or  ceilings  shall  be 
covered  with  wood  sheathing,  canvas  or  any  combustible  material.  But  this  shall  not 
exclude  the  use  of  wood  wainscoting  to  a height  not  to  exceed  six  feet,  which  shall 
be  filled  in  solid  between  the  wainscoting  and  the  wall  with  fireproof  materials. 
The  walls  separating  the  actors’  dressing  rooms  from  the  stage  and  the  partitions 
dividing  the  dressing  rooms,  together  with  the  partitions  of  every  passageway  from 
the  same  to  the  stage,  and  all  other  partitions  on  or  about  the  stage,  shall  be  con- 
structed of  fireproof  material  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings.  All  doors 
in  any  of  said  partitions  shall  be  fireproof.  All  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and 
every  dressing  room,  property  room  or  other  storage  rooms  shall  be  constructed  of 
metal,  slate  or  some  fireproof  material.  Dressing  rooms  may  be  placed  in  the  fly 
galleries  provided  that  proper  exits  are  secured  therefrom  to  the  fire  escapes  in  the 
open  courts,  and  that  the  partitions  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  dressing  rooms 
shall  conform  to  the  requirements  herein  contained,  but  the  stairs  leading  to  the 
same  shall  be  fireproof.  All  dressing  rooms  shall  have  an  independent  exit  leading 
directly  into  a court  or  street,  and  shall  be  ventilated  by  windows  in  the  external 
walls;  and  no  dressing  room  shall  be  (more  than  one  story)  below  the  street  level. 
All  windows  shall  be  arranged  to  open,  and  none  of  the  windows  in  outside  walls 
shall  have  fixed  sashes,  iron  grills  or  bars.  All  seats  in  the  auditorium,  excepting 
those  contained  in  boxes,  shall  be  not  less  than  thirty-two  inches  from 
back  to  back,  measured  in  a horizontal  direction,  and  firmly  secured  to 
the  floor.  No  seat  in  the  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  six  seats 
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intervening  between  it  and  an  aisle  on  either  side.  No  stool  or  seat 
shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle.  All  platforms  in  galleries  formed  to  receive  the 
seats  shall  not  be  more  than  21  inches  in  height  of  riser,  nor  less  than  32  inches  in 
width  of  platform.  All  aisles  on  the  respective  floors  in  the  auditorium  (having 
seats  on  both  sides  of  same)  shall  be  not  less  than  three  feet  wide  where  they  begin, 
and  shall  be  increased  in  width  towards  the  exits  in  a ratio  of  one  and  one-half 
inches  to  five  running  feet.  (Aisles  having  seats  on  one  side  only  shall  be  not  less 
than  two  feet  wide  at  their  beginning  and  increased  in  width  the  same  as  aisles  hav- 
ing seats  on  both  sides.)  The  (aggregate  capacity  of  the)  foyers,  lobbies,  corridors, 
passages  and  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  audience,  not  including  aisles  spaced  between 
seats,  shall  (on  each  floor  or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the  entire  number  to 
be  accommodated  on  said  floor  or  gallery,  in  the  ratio  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
superficial  feet  of  floor  room  for  every  one  hundred  persons)  on  the  first  or  main 
floor  where  the  seating  capacity  exceeds  500  or  more,  be  at  least  16  feet  clear,  back 
of  the  last  row  of  seats,  and  on  each  balcony  or  gallery  at  least  12  feet  clear  of  the 
last  row  of  seats.  Gradients  or  inclined  planes  shall  be  employed  instead  of  steps 
where  possible  to  overcome  slight  difference  of  level  in  or  between  aisles,  cor- 
ridors and  passages.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hundred  persons  shall  have 
at  least  two  exits;  when  accommodating  five  hundred  persons,  at  least  three  exits 
shall  be  provided;  these  exits  not  referring  to  or  including  the  exits  to  the  open  court 
at  the  side  of  the  theatre.  Doorways  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the  public 
shall  be  not  less  that  five  feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred  persons 
or  portions  thereof  to  be  accommodated,  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  an  aggregate  of 
twenty  inches  additional  exit  width  must  be  allowed.  All  doors  of  exit  or  entrance 
shall  open  outwardly  and  be  hung  to  swing  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  become  an 
obstruction  in  a passage  or  corridor,  and  no  such  doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked 
during  any  representation,  or  when  the  building  is  open  to  the  public.  Distinct  and. 
separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided  for  each  gallery  above  the 
first.  A common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the  main  floor  of  the 
auditorium  and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to  the  aggregate 
capacity  of  the  outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  No  passage  lead- 
ing to  any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit  shall  be  less  than  four 
feet  in  width  in  any  part  thereof.  All  stairs  within  the  building  shall  be  constructed 
of  fireproof  material  throughout.  Stairs  from  balconies  and  galleries  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  basement  or  cellar.  All  stairs  shall  have  treads  of  uniform 
width  and  risers  of  uniform  height  throughout  in  each  flight.  Stairways  serving 
for  the  exit  of  fifty  people  shall  be  at  least  four  feet  wide  between  railings  or  be- 
* tween  walls,  and  for  every  additional  fifty  people  to  be  accommodated  six  inches 
must  be  added  to  their  width.  The  width  of  all  stairs  shall  be  measured  in  the  clear 
between  hand  rails.  In  no  case  shall  the  risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a 
half  inches  in  height,  nor  shall  the  treads,  exclusive  of  nosings,  be  less 
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than  ten  and  one-half  inches  wide  in  straight  stairs.  No  circular  or 
winding  stairs  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  permitted.  Where 
the  seating  capacity  is  for  more  than  one  thousand  people,  there  shall  be  at  least 
two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  provided  for  each  gallery 
in  the  auditorium,  where  there  are  not  more  than  two  galleries,  and  the  same  shall 
be  located  on  opposite  sides  of  said  galleries.  Where  there  are  more  than  two 
galleries  one  or  more  additional  staircases  shall  be  provided,  the  outlets  from  which 
shall  communicate  directly  with  the  principal  exit  or  other  exterior  outlets.  All 
said  staircases  shall  be  of  width  proportionate  to  the  seating  capacity  as  elsewhere 
herein  prescribed.  Where  the  seating  capacity  is  for  one  thousand  people,  or  less, 
two  direct  lines  of  staircases  only  shall  be  required,  located  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  galleries,  and  in  both  cases  shall  extend  from  the  sidewalk  level  to  the  upper 
gallery,  with  outlets  from  each  gallery  to  each  of  said  staircases.  At  least  two  in- 
dependent staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall  also  be  provided  for  the 
service  of  the  stage  and  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  sides  of  the  same.  All  in- 
side stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  auditorium  shall  be  inclosed  on 
both  sides  with  walls  of  fireproof  materials.  Stairs  leading:  to  the  first  or  lower 
gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  constructed  as 
herein  provided  for  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall  to  the  main  floor 
of  the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any  gallery  be  left  open  on 
both  sides.  When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  themselves,  a landing  of  the 
full  width  of  both  flights,  without  any  steps,  shall  be  provided.  The  outer  line  of 
landings  shall  be  curved  to  a radius  of  not  less  than  two  feet,  to  avoid  square  angles. 
Stairs  turning  at  an  angle  shall  have  a proper  landing  without  winders  introduced 
at  said  turn.  In  stairs,  when  two  side  flights  connect  with  one  main  flight,  no 
winders  shall  be  introduced,  and  the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  be  at  least 
equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the  side  flights.  All  stairs  shall  have  proper  land- 
ings introduced  at  convenient  distances.  All  inclosed  staircases  shall  have,  on  both 
sides,  strong  hand-rails  firmly  secured  to  the  wall  about  three  inches  distant  there- 
from and  about  three  feet  above  the  stairs,  but  said  hand-rails  shall  not  run  on  level 
platforms  and  landings  where  the  same  is  more  in  length  than  the  width  of  the 
stairs.  All  staircases  eight  feet  and  over  in  width  shall  be  provided  with  a centre 
hand-rail  of  metal,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  placed  at  a height  of  about 
three  feet  above  the  centre  of  the  treads,  and  supported  on  wrought  metal  or  brass 
standards  of  sufficient  strength,  placed  not  nearer  than  four  feet  nor  more  than  six 
feet  apart,  and  securely  bolted  to  the  treads  or  risers  of  stairs,  or  both,  and  at  the 
head  of  each  flight  of  stairs,  on  each  landing,  the  post  or  standard  shall  be  at  least 
six  feet  in  height,  to  which  the  rail  shall  be  secured.  Every  steam  boiler 
which  may  be  required  for  heating  6r-  other  purposes  shall  be  located 
outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  in- 
closed by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  of  such  space 
shall  be  constructed  of  fireproof  materials.  All  doorways  in  said  walls  shall  have 
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fireproof  doors.  No  floor  register  for  heating  shall  be  permitted.  No  coil  or 
radiator  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  used  as  an  exit,  but  all  said 
coils  and  radiators  shall  be  placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the  wall  or  partition  to 
receive  the  same.  All  supply,  return  or  exhaust  pipes  shall  be  properly  incased 
and  protected  where  passing  through  floors  or  near  woodwork.  Standpipes  four 
inches  in  diameter  shall  be  provided  with  hose  attachments  on  every  floor  and 
gallery,  as  follows,  namely:  One  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier,  also 
on  each  side  of  the  stage  in  each  tier,  and  at  least  one  in  the  property  room  and 
one  in  the  carpenter’s  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to  the  building.  All  such 
stand  pipes  shall  be  kept  clear  from  obstruction.  Said  stand  pipes  shall  be  separate 
and  distinct,  receiving  their  supply  of  water  direct  from  the  power  pump  or  pumps, 
and  shall  be  fitted  with  the  regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall 
be  kept  constantly  filled  with  water  by  means  of  an  automatic  power  pump  or 
pumps,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all  the  lines  of  hose  when  operated  simul- 
taneously, and  said  pump  or  pumps  shall  be  supplied  from  the  street  main  and  be 
ready  for  immediate  use  at  all  times  during  a performance  in  said  building.  In 
addition  to  the  requirements  contained  in  this  section,  the  standpipes  shall  also 
conform  to  the  requirements  contained  in  section  102  of  this  Code.  A separate  and 
distinct  system  of  automatic  sprinklers,  with  fusible  plugs,  approved  by  the  De- 
partment of  Buildings,  supplied  with  water  from  a tank  located  on  the  roof  over 
the  stage  and  not  connected  in  any  manner  with  the  standpipes,  shall  be  placed 
each  side  of  the  proscenium  opening  and  on  the  ceiling  or  roof  over  the  stage  at 
such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot  of  stage  surface  when  said  sprink- 
lers are  in  operation.  Automatic  sprinklers  shall  also  be  placed,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, in  the  dressing  rooms,  under  the  stage  and  in  the  carpenter  shop,  paint 
rooms,  store  rooms  and  property  room.  A proper  and  sufficient  quantity  of  two 
and  one-half  inch  hose,  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  fitted  with  the 
regulation  couplings  of  the  Fire  Department  and  with  nozzles  attached  thereto, 
and  with  hose  spanners  at  each  outlet,  shall  always  be  kept  attached  to  each  hose 
attachment  as  the  Fire  Commissioner  may  direct.  There  shall  also  be  kept  in 
readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the  stage,  at  least  four  casks  full  of  water,  and  two 
buckets  to  each  cask.  Said  casks  and  buckets  shall  be  painted  red.  There  shall  also 
be  provided  hand  pumps  or  other  portable  fire  extinguishing  apparatus  and  at  least 
four  axes  and  two  twenty-five-foot  hooks,  two  fifteen-foot  hooks,  and  two  ten-foot 
hooks  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage.  Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to 
the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the  public,  also  all  Outlets  leading  to  the  streets  and 
including  the  open  courts  and  corridors,  shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted 
during  every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  remain  lighted  until  the  entire  au- 
dience has  left  the  premises.  All  gas  or  electric  lights  in  the  halls,  corri- 
dors, lobby  or  any  other  part  of  said  buildings  used  by  the  audience,  except  the  audi- 
torium, must  be  controlled  by  a separate  shut-off,  located  in  the  lobby,  and  controlled 
only  in  that  particular  place.  Gas  mains  supplying  the  building  shall  have  independent 
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connections  for  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  and  provision  shall  be  made  for  shutting 
off  the  gas  from  the  outside  of  the  building.  When  interior  gas  lights  are  not  lighted 
by  electricity  other  suitable  appliances,  to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Buildings, 
shall  be  provided.  All  suspended  or  bracket  lights  surrounded  by  glass  in  the  audi- 
torium, or  in  any  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public,  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  wire-netting  underneath.  No  gas  or  electric  light  shall  be  inserted  in  the  walls, 
woodwork,  ceilings,  or  in  any  part  of  the  building,  unless  protected  by  fireproof  mate- 
rials. All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors  in  said  buildings,  and  wherever  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Department  of  Buildings,  shall  be  protected  with  proper  wire  network.  * 
The  footlights,  in  addition  to  the  wire  network,  shall  be  protected  with  a strong  wire 
guard  and  chain,  placed  not  less  than  two  feet  distant  from  said  footlights,  and  the 
trough  containing  said  footlights  shall  be  formed  of  and  surrounded  by  fireproof  mate- 
rials. All  border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best  known  methods,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Buildings,  and  shall  be  suspended  for 
ten  feet  by  wire  rope.  All  ducts  or  shafts  used  for  conducting  heated  air  from  the 
main  chandelier,  or  from  any  other  light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  and 
made  double,  with  an  air  space  between.  All  stage  lights  shall  have  strong  metal  wire 
guards  or  screens,  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter,  so  constructed  that  any  mate- 
rial in  contact  therewith  shall  be  out  of  reach  of  the  flames  of  said  stage  lights  and 
must  be  soldered  to  the  fixture  in  all  cases-  The  standpipes,  gaspipes,  electric  wires, 
hose,  footlights,  and  all  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fire  or  guarding  against  the 
same,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  in  charge  and  under  control  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, and  the  Commissioner  of  said  Department  is  hereby  directed  to  see  that  the 
arrangements  in  respect  thereto  are  carried  out  and  enforced.  A diagram  or  plan  of 
each  tier,  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the  exits  therefrom,  each  occupying  a 
space  not  less  than  fifteen  square  inches,  shall  be  printed  in  black  lines  in  a legible 
manner  on  the  programme  of  the  performance.  Every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same 
on  the  inside  the  word  “Exit”  painted  in  legible  letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean 
or  made  to  apply  to  any  theatre,  opera  house  or  building  intended  to  be  used  for 
theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  now  erected  or  for  which  plans  have  heretofore  (and  on 
or  before  January  1,  1904)  been  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings. 

Section  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

REPORT: 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  the  proposed  ordinance  to  be 
necessary. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance  be  adopted. 

AN  ORDINANCE  relative  to  fireproofing  buildings. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York  as  follows : 

Every  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  as  a theatre,  hotel, 
lodging  house,  school,  jail,  police  station,  hospital,  asylum,  institution,  for  the  use  or 
treatment  of  persons,  the  height  of  which  exceeds  thirty-five  feet,  excepting  all 
buildings  for  which  specifications  and  plans  have  been  heretofore  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  proper  public  authorities,  and  every  other  building  the  height  of 
which  exceeds  seventy-five  feet  shall  be  built  fireproof,  that  is  to  say:  They  snail 
be  constructed  with  walls  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel,  in 
which  wooden  beams  or  lintels  shall  not  be  placed.  The  stairs  and  staircase  landing 
shall  be  built  entirely  of  brick  stone,  Portland  cement,  concrete,  iron  or  steel.  No  wood- 
work or  other  inflammable  material  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  partitions,  furrings  or 
ceilings  in  any  such  buildings,  excepting,  however,  the  doors  and  windows  and  their 
frames  and  trims,  the  casings,  the  interior  finish  when  filled  solid  at  the  back  with 
fireproof  material,  and  the  floor  boards  and  sleepers  directly  thereunder  may  be  of 
wood  treated  by  some  process  approved  by  the  Board  of  Buildings  or  other  public 
authorities,  now  having  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  to  render  the  same  fireproof  or 
of  wood  covered  with  metal,  but  the  space  between  the  sleepers  shall  be  solidly 
filled  with  fireproof  materials  and  extend  up  to  the  underside  of  the  floor  boards.

Sir — Under  the  existing  ordinances  the  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  of  whom  there  are  eighteen,  work  separately  in  their  districts,  and  no  direct 
supervision  is  exercised  over  them.  Their  reports  are  made  to  the  City  Clerk,  who  has 
no  authority  over  them,  and  their  salaries  are  drawn  on  their  own  affidavits  that  they

have  performed  the  service  expected  of  them.  They  are,  of  course,  subject  in  a gen- 
eral way  to  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  who  appoints  them,  but  it  is  clear  that  this 
Department,  like  every  other  one  in  the  municipal  government,  should  have  a 
responsible  head,  who  may  be  held  for  the  faithful  observance  of  the  ordinances,  and 
who  in  turn  may  exercise  powers  over  the  Sealers  and  Inspectors. 

With  that  end  in  view,  I have  caused  an  ordinace  to  be  drawn,  which  empowers 
each  of  the  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  to  both  inspect  and  sea] 
weights  and  measures,  and  creates  the  office  of  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and 
Measures  at  a salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  year. 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  proposed  ordinance  for  your  consideration.

ORIGINAL  ORDINANCE. 

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  sealing  and  inspection  of  weights  and  measures 
in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained,  By  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  fpllows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Mayor’s  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  The 
City  of  New  York,  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  and  removable  by  him  at  his  pleasure,  who  shall  be  paid  a 
salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  present  Sealers  and  Inspectors 
of  Weights  and  Measures,  numbering  eighteen  in  all,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as 
Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  they  and  their  successors  shall 
each  receive  a salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and  be  removable  by  the 
Mayor  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  present  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  office  as  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Any  vacancy 
which  shall  hereafter  occur  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  3.  Said  ’Inspector  and  each  of  said  Deputy ' Inspectors  of  Weights  and 
Measures  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  to  The  City  of 
New  York  a bond,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  All  persons  using  weights  and  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances, 
steelyards  or  any  other  instrument  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  intended  to 
be  purchased  or  sold  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sealed 
and  marked  by  a Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  said  City.  • 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  for  purchase 
or  sale  within  The  City  of  New  York,  use  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent 
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balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument  not  sealed  and  marked  as  herein  required, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  6.  All  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other 
instruments  for  weighing,  to  be  sealed  and  adjusted  by  a Deputy  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the 
standard  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  marked  by  him  with  the  initials  of  his  name  and 
the  date  on  which  the  same  shall  be  sealed  and  marked. 

“Upon  the  written  request  of  any  resident  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  In- 
spector of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  test  or  cause  to  be  tested,  within  a reasonable 
time  after  the  receipt  of  such  request,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent 
balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  used  in  buying  or  selling  by  the  person, 
firm  or  corporation  designated  in  such  request.” 

Sec.  7.  If  any  person  shall  use,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  weighing  or  meas- 
uring, as  aforesaid,  • any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or 
other  instrument  which  shall  not  conform  to  such  standard,  or  shall  use  in  weighing 
aforesaid,  any  scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument,  which  shall 
be  out  of  order  or  incorrect,  or  which  shall  not  balance,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  The  Inspector  shall  keep  a register  of  the  name  of  each  person,  firm  or 
corporation  whose  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other 
instruments  have  been  inspected,  together  with  the  number  and  size  of  same,  and  what 
of  each  was  approved  and  what  condemned,  with  the  date  of  inspection,  and  such 
record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  at  all  reasonable  times. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  any  market  or  in  the  public  streets 
or  in  any  other  place  in  The  City  of  New  York  any  fruits,' vegetables  or  berries  in 
crates,  baskets  or  other  measures,  or  any  butter  in  prints,  or  any  ice  or  coal  or  other 
fuel  at  or  for  a greater  weight  or  measure  than  the  true  measure  thereof;  and  all  ice, 
coal,  coke,  meats,  poultry  and  provisions  (except  vegetables  sold  by  the  head  or  bunch) 
of  every  kind,  sold  in  the  streets  or  elsewhere  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be 
weighed  or  measured  by  scales,  measures  or  balances,  or  in  measures  duly  tested  and 
stamped  by  the  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures;  provided 
that  poultry  may  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  in  other  manner  than  by  weight,  but  in 
all  cases  where  the  persons  intending  to  purchase  shall  so  desire  and  request  poultry 
shall  be  weighed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  10.  Any  weights  or  scales  found  by  the  Deputy  Inspector  in  use  in  any  mar- 
ket or  in  the  public  streets,  which  upon  being  tested  are  found  to  be  short  in  weight 
by  one-quarter  of  a pound  or  upwards,  may  be  summarily  confiscated  and  destroyed. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  sell  or  supply  any  coal  or  coke  within  the  limits  of  The 
City  of  New  York,  unless  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  in  charge  of  the  wagon 
or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery  a certificate  duly  signed  by  the  person  selling  such 
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fuel,  showing  the  weight  of  the  fuel  proposed  to  be  delivered,  the  weight  of  the  wagon 
or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery,  the  total  weight  of  fuel  and  conveyance  and  the 
name  of  the  purchaser. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  in  charge  of  a wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  delivering  coal,  coke 
or  other  fuel,  to  whom  the  certificate  mentioned  in  the  previous  section  has  been  given 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  supply  such  certificate  to  the  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspector 
of  Weights  and  Measures,  or  to  any  person  designated  by  either  of,  them,  or  to  the 
purchaser  or  intending  purchaser  of  the  fuel  being  delivered ; and  when  the  said  offi- 
cer or  person  so  designated,  or  the  intending  purchaser,  shall  demand  that  the  weight 
shown  by  such  certificate  be  verified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  delivering  such 
fuel  to  convey  the  same  forthwith  to  some  public  scale  in  the  district,  or  to  any  private 
scale  the  owner  whereof  shall  consent  to  such  use  and  permit  the  verifying  of  the 
weight  shown,  and  shall  after  the  delivery  of  such  fuel  return  forthwith  with  the 
wagon  or  conveyance  used  to  the  same  scale  and  verify  the  weight  of  said  wagon  or 
conveyance. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures, and  each  of  them  is  hereby  authorized,  to  inspect,  examine,  test  and  seal,  at 
least  once  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures may  deem  proper,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steel- 
yards and  other  instruments  used  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  weighing  and  measur- 
ing as  aforesaid. 

Section  14.  No  person  shall  refuse  to  exhibit  any  weights,  measures,  scale 
beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  to  any  of  said  Inspectors 
for  the  purpose  of  being  so  inspected  and  examined,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Section  15.  No  person  shall  in  any  way  or  manner  obstruct,  hinder  or  molest 
any  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  hereby 
imposed  upon  him,  under  a penalty  upon  every  such  person  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  every  such  offense. 

Section  16.  All  weights,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other 
instruments  used  for  weighing  shall  be  inspected  and  sealed  at  the  stores  and  places 
where  the  same  may  be  used;  but  in  case  they  or  any  of  them  shall  be  found  not 
to  conform  to  the  standard  of  this  State,  the  owner  thereof  shall  within  five  days, 
at  his  expense,  have  the  same  so  altered  and  repaired  as  to  conform  it  to  the  said 
standard  of  the  State,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  such  neglect. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  Inspectors  to  make  a record 
and  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided  of  all  the  weights,  measures,  scale  - beams, 
patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instruments  used  for  weighing  and  measuring 
inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  same,  and 
whether  they  are  conformable  to  the  standard  of  the  State. 
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Section  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures to  report  promptly  to  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  the  names  of 
all  persons  whose  weights,  measures  and  other  instruments  for  weighing  and  meas- 
uring shall  be  found  to  be  incorrect. 

Section  19.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Deputy  Inspectors  to  file  monthly 
reports  with  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  to  make  such  other  and 
further  reports  and  keep  such  further  records  as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time 
by  said  Inspector. 

Section  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  to 
report  forthwith  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all 
persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  of  all  persons  making 
use  of  any  fraudulent  or  unsealed  weights,  measures,  scales  or  other  instruments 
for  weighing  or  meauring. 

Section  21.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspector  to 
vend  any  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other  in- 
struments to  be  used  for  weighing  or  measuring,  or  to  offer  or  expose  the  same  for 
sale  in  The  City  of  blew  York,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such 
offense. 

Section  22.  Each  Deputy  Inspector  shall  give  a certificate  to  the  owner  of  the 
weights  or  measures  inspected,  and  shall  keep  a record  of  such  certificate  given  on  a 
corresponding  stub.  The  certificates  and  corresponding  stubs  shall  be  numbered  con- 
secutively. The  books  containing  the  stubs,  after  the  corresponding  certificates 
have  been  given  out,  shall  become  a public  record.  The  Inspector  shall  be  author- 
ized, when  required,  to  certify  extracts  from  these  records. 

Section  23.  All  complaints  against  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures shall  be  lodged  with  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  by  him  re- 
ported, with  his  recommendation  thereon,  to  the  Mayor  for  his  final  action. 

Section  24.  The  Deputy  Inspectors  shall  be  assigned  for  service  by  the  In- 
spector to  such  district  as  he  may  deem  proper.  Whenever  any  Deputy  Inspector 
shall  resign  or  be  removed  from  office,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deliver  at  the  office 
of  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  all  the  standard  weights  and  measures 
and  other  official  property  in  his  possession. 

Section  25.  All  existing  ordinances  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  relation  to  the 
sealing  and  inspection  of  weights  and  measures  and  all  other  ordinances  inconsist- 
ent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  26.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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SUBSTITUTE. 

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  sealing  and  inspection  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  It  Ordained,  By  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Mayor’s  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures,  in  The: 
City  of  New  York,  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  removable  by  him  at  his  pleasure,  who  shall  be  paid 
a salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  Sealers  and  Inspectors 
of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Deputy  Inspectors  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  each  receive  a salary 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and  be  removable  by  the  Mayor  at  pleasure. 

The  present  Sealers  and  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall 
continue  to  hold  office  as  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Any 
vacancy  which  shall  hereafter  occur  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Inspector  and  each  of  said  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and 
Measures  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  to  The  City 
of  New  York  a bond,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  All  persons  using  weights  and  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances, 
steelyards  or  any  other  instrument  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  intended  to 
be  purchased  or  sold  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sealed 
and  marked  by  a Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  said  City. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  weighing  or  measuring  any  article  for  purchase 
or  sale  within  The  City  of  New  York,  use  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent 
balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument  not  sealed  and  marked  as  herein  required, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  6.  All  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other 
instruments  for  weighing,  to  be  sealed  and  adjusted  by  a Deputy  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the 
standard  of  the  State,  and  shall  be  marked  by  him  with  the  initials  of  his  name  and 
the  date  on  which  the  same  shall  be  sealed  and  marked. 

“ Upon  the  written  request  of  any  resident  of  The  City  of  New  York,  the  In- 
spector of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  test  or  cause  to  be  tested,  within  a reasonable 
time  after  the  receipt  of  such  request,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent 
balances,  steelyards  or  other  instruments  used  in  buying  or  selling  by  the  person, 
firm  or  corporation  designated  in  such  request.” 

Sec.  7.  If  any  person  shall  use,  in  The  City  of  New  York,  in  weighing  or  measuring, 
as  aforesaid,  any  weight,  measure,  scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other  instru- 
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ment  which  shall  nonconform  to  such  standard,  or  shall  use  in  weighing  aforesaid,  any 
scale  beam,  patent  balance,  steelyard  or  other  instrument,  which  shall  be  out  of  order  or 
incorrect,  or  which  shall  not  balance,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offense  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  The  Inspector  shall  keep  a register  of  the  name  of  each  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration whose  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  or  other 
instruments  have  been  inspected,  together  with  the  number  and  size  of  same,  and  what 
of  each  was  approved  and  what  condemned,  with  the  date  of  inspection,  and  such  record 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  at  all  reasonable  times. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  any  market  or  in  the  public  streets 
or  in  any  other  place  in  The  City  of  New  York  any  fruits,  vegetables  or  berries  in  crates, 
baskets  or  other  measures,  or  any  butter  in  prints,,  or  any  ice  or  coal  or  other  fuel  at  or 
for  a greater  weight  or  measure  than  the  true  measure  thereof ; and  all  ice,  coal,  coke, 
meats,  poultry  and  provisions  (except  vegetables  sold  by  the  head  or  bunch)  of  every 
kind,  sold  in  the  streets  or  elsewhere  in  The  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  weighed  or 
measured  by  scales,  measures  or  balances  or  in  measures  duly  tested  and  stamped  by  the 
Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures ; provided  that  poultry  may  be 
offered  for  sale  and  sold  in  other  manner  than  by  weight,  but  in  all  ,cases  where  the 
persons  intending  to  purchase  shall  so  desire  and  request  poultry  shall  be  weighed 
as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  10.  Any  weights  dr  scales  found  by  the  Deputy  Inspector  in  use  in  any 
market  or  in  the  public  streets,  which  upon  being  tested  are  found  to  be  short  in 
weight  by  one-quarter  of  a pound  or  upwards,  may  be  summarily  confiscated  and 
destroyed. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  sell  or  supply  any  coal  or  coke  within  the  limits  of  The 
City  of  New  York,  unless  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  in  charge  of  the  wagon 
or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery  a certificate  duly  signed  by  the  person  selling 
such  fuel,  showing  the  weight  of  the  fuel  proposed  to  be  delivered,  the  weight  of 
the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  such  delivery,  the  total  weight  of  fuel  and  con- 
veyance and  the  name  of  the  purchaser.  . 

Sec.  12.  No  person  in  charge  of  a wagon  or  conveyance  used  in  delivering  coal, 
coke  or  other  fuel,  to  whom  the  certificate  mentioned  in  the  previous  section  has  been 
given,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  supply  such  certificate  to  the  Inspector  or  Deputy 
Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  or  to  any  person  designated  by  either  of  them, 
or  to  the  purchaser  or  intending  purchaser  of  the  fuel  being  delivered;  and  when  the 
said  officer  or  person  so  designated,  or  the  intending  purchaser,  shall  demand  that  the 
weight  shown  by  such  certificate  be  verified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  deliver- 
ing such  fuel  to  convey  the  same  forthwith  to  some  public  scale  in  the  district,  or  to 
any  private  scale  the  owner  whereof  shall  consent  to  such  use  and  permit  the  verifying 
of  the  weight  shown,  and  shall  after  the  delivery  of  such  fuel  return  forthwith  with 
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the  wagon  or  conveyance  used  to  the  same  scale  and  verify  the  weight  of  said  wagon 
or  conveyance. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures, and  each  of  them  is  hereby  authorized,  to  inspect,  examine,  test  and  seal,  at 
least  once  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and 
Measures  may  deem  proper,  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams,  patent  balances, 
steelyards  and  other  instruments  used  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  weighing  and 
measuring  as  aforesaid.

All  weights,  scale  beams,  patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instru- 
ments used  for  weighing  shall  be  inspected  and  sealed  at  the  stores  and  places 
where  the  same  may  be  used;  but  in  case  they  or  any  of  them  shall  be  found  not 
to  conform  to  the  standard  of  this  State,  the  owner  thereof  shall  within  five  days, 
at  his  expense,  have  the  same  so  altered  and  repaired  as  to  Conform  it  to  the  said 
standard  of  the  State,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  such  neglect. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  Inspectors  to  make  a record 
and  certificate  as  hereinafter  provided  of  all  the  weights,  measures,  scale  beams, 
patent  balances,  steelyards  and  other  instruments  used  for  weighing  and  measuring 
inspected  by  him,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  same,  and 
whether  they  are  conforming  to  the  standard  of  the  State. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures 
to  report  promptly  to  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons whose  weights,  measures  and  other  instruments  for  weighing  and  measuring 
shall  be  found  to  be  incorrect.

The  Deputy  Inspectors  shall  be  assigned  for  service  by  the  Inspector  to- 
such  district  as  he  may  deem  proper.  Whenever  any  Deputy  Inspector  shall  resign 
or  be  removed  from  office,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deliver  at  the  office  of  the  Inspector 
of  Weights  and  Measures  all  the  standard  weights  and  measures  and  other  official 
property  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  25.  All  existing  ordinances  in  The  City  of  New  York  in  relation  to  the  sealing 
and  inspection  of  weights  and  measures  and  all  other  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  26.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

In  connection  herewith  Alderman  Grifenhagen  offered  the  following  minority 
report,  and  moved  its  adoption: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  undersigned  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  in  reference  to  the 
proposed  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  sealing  and  inspection  of  weights  and 
measures  in  The  City  of  New  York:* 

We  are  entirely  in  sympathy  with  the  purpose  of  the  Mayor  to  provide  that 
some  person  shall  be  the  head  of  a bureau  having  charge  of  the  sealing  and  inspection 
of  weights  and  measures. 

We  believe,  however,  that  the  present  Inspectors  should  not  be  changed  to 
Deputy  Inspectors,  but  should  retain  the  title  and  duties  to  and  for  which  they  were 
originally  appointed. 
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The  existing  ordinance,  now  and  for  a considerable  time  in  force  and  effect,, 
fully  covers  the  subject  matter,  and  when  enforced  protects  the  public  against  short 
measure  and  false  weights. 

The  proposed  ordinance  places  no  limit  upon  the  number  of  Inspection  Districts 
and  Deputy  Inspectors  to  be  appointed,  and  may  involve  an  unnecessary  increase 
of  expenditure.  Besides,  under  the  proposed  ordinance,  the  powers  granted  would- 
be  very  broad. . 

An  illustration  of  this  broad  power  is  to  be  found  in  section  12  of  the  proposed 
ordinance,  whereby  the  Inspector  and  Deputies  have  extraordinary  power  in  regard 
to  the  delivery  of  coal.  The  undersigned  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  greatest  care 
should  be  taken  to  protect  the  public  against  short  delivery  of  coal,  and  believe 
that  protection  is  fully  afforded  under  the  existing  ordinance,  and  that  the  proposed 
ordinance  might  open  the  door  to  serious  temptations  and  impositions. 

Section  13  provides  that  there  shall  be  a sealing  once  in  each  year.  This  will 
result  in  a loss  to  merchants  by  the  disfiguring  of  their  scales,  which  in  many 
instances  are  of  expensive  and  delicate  construction. 

We  think  that  in  this  regard  -a  less  drastic  provision  should  be  enacted. 

The  whole  subject  is  so  important,  and  one  in  which  the  business  men  of  the 
City  and  the  public  generally  are  so  deeply  interested,  that  we  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  this  whole  matter  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Salaries  and 
Offices,  so  that  a public  hearing  may  be  had,  and  as  a result  thereof  a proper  ordi- 
nance may  be  framed  after  full  discussion  and  a full  opportunity  be  afforded  to  all 
persons  interested.

I. 

Resolved,  That  the  consent  of  the  Corporation  of  The  City  of  New  York 
be  and  the  same  hereby  is  given  to  the  Harlem  Transfer  Company,  a domestic 
corporation  duly  incorporated  under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  lay, 
maintain,  use  and  operate  two  (2)  spur  railroad  tracks  along  Railroad  avenue; 
sometimes  known  as  Park  avenue,  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  between  the  following 
points:  Beginning  at  a point  at  the  foot  of  Railroad  avenue  at  the  Harlem  river 
and  running  northerly  along  said  Railroad  or  Park  avenue  to  a point  about  thirty 
(30)  feet  south  of  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-fifth  street,  with  turn-outs,  switches 
and  connections  as  shown  by  red  shading  upon  the  annexed  map  and  which  is 
made  a part  hereof,  and  such  other  turn-outs,  switches  and  connections  as  may 
be  necessary  and  for  which  authority  may  be  obtained  from  time  to  time  from  the 
President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  the  rails  used  in  laying  said  railroad 
tracks  to  be  of  a pattern  approved  by  the  President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx 
and  to  be  laid  and  maintained  flush  with  the  surface  of  the  street,  so  as  not  to 

interfere  with  the  proper  use  thereof,  all  the  work  of  laying  the  said  tracks, 

paving  between  and  two  (2)  feet  outside  of  the  rails  of  the  same,  and  maintaining 
the  rails,  tracks  and  pavement  in  good  order  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 

President  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  said 

Harlem  Transfer  Company  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx.  All  snow  and  ice  shall  be  promptly  removed  from  said  tracks 
by  said  company.  This  consent  and  the  permission  granted  by  this  ordinance 
shall  continue  only  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  The  City 
of  New  York,  and  the  said  Harlem  Transfer  Company  shall  pay  to  The  City  of 
New  York  such  compensation  therefor  as  shall  be  ascertained,  fixed  and  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.  And  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  of  The  City  of  New  York  may  from  time  to  time  make  such  further  reason- 
able rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  the  exercise  of  the  above-mentioned 
privilege  as  it  may  be  advised. 
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II. 

Anything  hereinbefore  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  it  is  hereby 
expressly  stipulated  that  the  permit  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  take  effect 
only  upon  and  after  the  payment  by  the  licensee  herein  of  any  sum  or  sums 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  as  the  first  monthly, 
quarterly  or  annual  payment  to  be  paid  in  consideration  of  said  permit.  And 
also,  it  is  expressly  provided  and  stipulated  that  in  the  event  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  determines  that  the  licensee  herein  shall  make  certain 
monthly,  quarterly  or  annual  payments,  the  license  herein  provided  for  shall 
cease  and  determine,  without  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
at  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  after  any  default  in  making  any  one  of  said 
payments.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Hall, 
New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  New  York  newspapers  last  Wednesday  morning  contained  a 
statement  to  the  effect  that  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  had  not  asked 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  a hearing  in  the  matter  of  its  application  to  cross  certain 
streets  of  The  Bronx,  on  account  of  which  no  action  had  been  taken  on  the  applica- 
tion of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  which  has  been  and  is  now  before 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.  The  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  has  never  made 
an  application  for  a hearing.  The  several  hearings  which  were  held  last  year  were 
called  by  the  Railroad  Committee  without  any  reference  to  or  notice  to  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad.  It  is  on  this  account  that  no  formal  application 
has  heretofore  been  made  to  you  for  a hearing  by  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
Railroad.  If  you  will  look  up  your  files,  you  will  find  that  applications  for  a hearing 
for  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  have  been  repeatedly  made  by  the 
various  associations  of  The  Bronx  representing  the  public. 

We  now  hereby  apply  to  your  Honorable  Board  and  to  your  Railroad  Committee 
for  a hearing,  or  such  other  action  by  your  Honorable  Board  in  the  matter  of  the 
application  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  as  will,  with  the 
greatest  expedition,  secure  for  this  company  the  assent  of  your  Board  for  the  right 
to  cross  such  streets,  over  or  under  the  grades  thereof,  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx 
as  will  be  crossed  by  the  line  of  its  road. 

Probably  the  most  expeditious  action  in  this  matter  could  be  taken  by  trans- 
mitting the  ordinance  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  now  before  your 
Board  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  at  the  next  meeting  of  your 
Board.  However,  we  will  abide  by  such  action  as  you  deem  proper  for  the  purpose 
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of  securing  the  quickest  favorable  action  on  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road Company’s  ordinance,  and  thereby  giving  to  the  public  of  the  entire  Borough 
of  The  Bronx  the  rapid  transit  for  which  they  have  so  often  petitioned  you. 

I remind  you  herewith  that  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  has  twice 
sustained  the  legality  of  its  charter  and  legal  proceedings  by  two  unanimous  decisions 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  New  York,  on  account  of  which  there  is  not 
the  least  doubt  about  any  detail  of  the  legality  of  its  organization.  I also  beg  to  again 
remind  you  that  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  has  secured: 

1st.  The -certificate  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  New  York,  which 
has  been  twice  sustained  by  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals. 

2d.  The  right  from  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon  to  cross  every  street  in  that  City 
which  will  be  crossed  by  the  line  of  its  road. 

3d.  The  right  from  the  City  of  New  Rochelle  to  cross  every  street  in  that  City 
which  will  be  crossed  by  the  line  of  its  road.^ 

4th.  The  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  at  a Special  Term  thereof,  held  at  White 
Plains,  authorizing  and  empowering  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  to  cross 
every  highway  in  Westchester  County  not  within  the  Cities  of  Mount  Vernon  and 
New  Rochelle. 

There  now  remains  to  complete  the  details  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
Railroad  Company  the  right  to  cross  such  streets  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  as 
will  be  crossed  by  the  line  of  its  road,  and  the  ordinance  for  which  has  been  before  the 
New  York  Board  of  Aldermen  since  March  1,  1904. 

Again  requesting  you  to  dispose  of  this  matter  by  calling  a hearing  immediately, 
or  taking  such  other  action  as  will  secure,  most  expeditiously,  for  the  New  York  and 
Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  the  right  to  cross  the  streets  of  The  Bronx,  and

Hall,  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  Twenty-third  Ward  Property  Owners’  Association  of  the  Borough 
of  The  Bronx  hereby  formally  applies  to  you  to  at  once,  upon  receipt  hereof,  call  a 
hearing  on  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  whose  ordinance  is  now  before 
you,  ind  the  favorable  action  on  which  is  desired  by  everybody  of  The  Bronx  and 
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Westchester  County.  We  hereby  request  and  demand  that  the  same  action  in  the  case 
of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  be  taken  at  the  meeting  of  your  Board  to 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  March  22,  as  was  taken  with  regard  to  the  defunct  corporation  by 
the  name  of  the  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  by  your  Board 
last  Tuesday,  March  15,  which  consisted  in  sending  its  application  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  thereby  simply  doing  that  which  was  incorporated  in 
the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company’s  application  and  ordinance  to  you, 
but  which  was  not  incorporated  in  the  ordinance  of  the  defunct  New  York,  Westchester 
and  Boston  Railroad. 

We  ask  that  the  unanimous  desire  of  The  Bronx  in  this  matter  be  now  heeded  and 
granted  to  the  effect  that  you  take  immediate  favorable  action  on  the  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road Company’s  ordinance,  by  at  once  sending  it  to  the  Board  of  Apportionment  and 
Estimate,  and  at  once  calling  a hearing  on  that  matter  if  you  want  to  again  hear  the 
unanimous  will  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  Westchester  County,  which  will  be 
in  support  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  and  against  its  checkered 
opponent. 

We  inclose  you  herewith  a document  showing  the  progress  of  the  New  York  and 
Port  Chester  Railroad,  and  showing  the  soundness  of  its  legal  condition.  In  the  matter 
of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad,  there  is  absolutely  no  doubt,  as  it  has 
twice  sustained  itself  by  the  Court  of  Appeals.  You  will  see  by  the  accompanying 
document  that  that  corporation  is  the  only  one  really  before  you. 

The  defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  Road  should  be  compelled  by  you  to  first 
obtain  a decision  from  the  courts,  and  especially  one  from  the  Court  of  Appeals  before 
you  lend  yourself  or  the  City  of  New  York  to  furthering  its  questionable  ends.  It 
would  be  very  easy  for  them  to  get  a court  decision  by  applying  at  White  Plains  for  the 
right  to  cross  the  highways  of  Westchester  County.  Without  any  doubt,  the  Supreme 
Court  of  White  Plains  will  deny  it  on  the  ground  that  the  Westchester  and  Boston 
Road  is  legally  extinct.  They  can  then  appeal  to  the  Appellate  Division,  and  from  the 
Appellate  Division  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  there  receive  their  final  judgment. 

In  taking  up  this  dead  corporation  you  are  injuring  the  interests  of  every  property- 
owner  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx  and  Westchester  County.  We  call  your  attention 
to  this  fact  which  seems  to  have  escaped  your  notice,  and  in  the  hope  that  when  it  is 
brought  to  your  attention  you  will  call  a halt. 

Again  asking  you  to  immediately  take  up  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  applica- 
tion and  act  favorably  on  it,  we  are

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Schedule  showing-  development  and  legal  condition  of  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad  Company  and  the  soundness  of  its  legal  status. 

New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  by  filing  articles 
of  association  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  New  York,  April  5,  1901. 

The  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  was  organized  under  chapter 
565  of  the  Laws  of  1890.  * 

As  required  by  law,  it  made  application  to  the  Railroad  Commission  in  May,  1901, 
for  the  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  of  that  Commission. 

The  first  public  hearing  before  the  Railroad  Commission  was  held  in  June,  1901, 
at  which  there  appeared  in  opposition  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company  application:  - 

1st.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 

2d.  The  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company. 

3d.  The  Union  Railway  Company  of  The  Bronx. 

4th.  A defunct  company  known  as  the  New  York,  Boston,  Albany  and  Schenec- 
tady Railroad  Company. 

5th.  A defunct  company  named  the  New  York  City  and  Westchester  Railway  Com- 
pany, claiming  to  own  the  defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Com- 
pany. The  New  York  City  and  Westchester  Railway  Company,  before  and  during 
the  hearings,  made  repeated  attempts  to  sell  out  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester 
Railroad  Company.  The  same  interests  which  used  the  defunct  New  York  City  and 
Westchester  Railway  Company  before  the  Railroad  Commission  are  now  using  the 
defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  Company  to  oppose  and  hold 
up  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company. 

The  hearings  in  the  matter  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Com- 
pany before  the  Railroad  Commission  lasted  nearly  one  year.  During  these  hearings 
the  Railroad  Commission  and  the  opposition  brought  out  every  detail  of  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  which  consisted  of  a most  detailed  and 
carefully  developed  set  of  plans,  together  with  the  details  of  the  costs  of  construction, 
earnings,  operation  and  general  commercial  soundness;  all  of  this  matter  is  now  a 
public  record  and  public  property,  and  has  been  taken  and  sought  to  be  appropriated 
by  various  combinations  of  promoters,  who  have  raked  up  various  old  dead  charters, 
with  which  they  have  continuously  been  engaged  in  trying  to  hold  up  the  New  York 
and  Port  Chester  Railroad. 

On  January  20,  1902,  the  Railroad  Commission  held  an  executive  session  in  Parlor' 
D R of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel,  at  which  appeared  the  bankers,  underwriters  and  offi- 
cers, attorneys  and  representatives  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Com- 
pany. Those  men  gave  sworn  testimony  that  they  would  construct  the  New  York 
and  Port  Chester  Railroad  so  soon  as  the  legal  requisites  were  consummated,  and

showed  the  Railroad  Commission  that  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  was 
a most  solid  bona  fide  enterprise,  and  that  it  had  ample  means  with  which  to  construct 
its  road. 

On  April  8,  1902,  the  Railroad  Commission  unanimously  granted  the  New  York 
and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  its  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity, commonly  called  its  charter. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the  extinct 
New  York  City  and  Westchester  Railway  Company,  which  latter  had  been  trying  to 
sell  out  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  both  at  once  applied 
to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  at  Albany,  asking  to  have  the  action 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  granting  the  certificate  to  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad  Company  reversed. 

In  March,  1903,  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  unanimously  sus- 
tained the  Railroad  Commission  in  granting  the  certificate  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity  to  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  and  at  the  same  time 
sustained  the  charter  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company,  and  at 
the  same  time  declared  that  the  alleged  New  York  City  and  Westchester  Railway 
Company  had  no  legal  existence  or  life,  and  that  neither  it  or  any  other  railroad 
corporation  organized  under  the  Railroad  Law  of  1850  could  ever  build  any  railroad 
within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York  (see  81  App.  Div.  Reports,  p.  241).  The 
extinct  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railway  Company,  in  its  application  to 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  says  it  was  organized  in  1872  under  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of 
1850,  and,  consequently,  is  by  this  .unanimous  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  debarred 
and  enjoined  from  ever  constructing  any  railroad  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the  alleged 
New  York  City  and  Westchester  Railway  Company  at  once  appealed  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals  from  the  sustaining  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division.  The  New  HaVen 
appeal  was  argued  before  the  Court  of  Appeals  on  June  3,  1903.  The  alleged  New 
York  City  and  Westchester  Railway  Company  declined  to  argue  its  case  before  the 
Court  of  Appeals  until  October  5,  1903.  In  both  of  these  appeals  the  entire  organiza- 
tion, charter  and  corporate  existence  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company  was  attacked. 

On  June  23,  1903,  the  Court  of  Appeals  unanimously  sustained  the  New  York 
and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company’s  charter  and  the  action  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission in  granting  it  and  the  action  of  the  Appellate  Division  in  sustaining  it.  This 
decision  was  in  the  case  of  the  New  Haven  appeal. 

In  July,  1903,  the  alleged  New  York  City  and  Westchester  Railway  Company 
made  an  unsuccessful  application  to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court 
at  Albany  for  an  injunction  against  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Com- 
pany restraining  them  from  consummating  the  remaining  details  until  the  New  York 
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City  and  Westchester  Railway  Company’s  appeal,  then  pending  in  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  was  decided.  This  application  for  an  injunction  was  unanimously  denied. 

On  May  28,  1902,  the  Common  Council  of  New  Rochelle  unanimously  granted 
the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  the  right  to  cross  such  streets 
within  the  City  of  New  Rochelle  as  would  be  crossed  by  the  line  of  its  road,  about 
fifteen  in  all. 

On  July  18,  1902,  the  Common  Council  of  Mount  Vernon  unanimously  granted 
the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  the  right  to  cross  such  streets 
within  the  City  of  Mount  Vernon  as  would  be  crossed  by  the  line  of  its  road,  about 
thirty  in  all. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1902,  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Com- 
pany applied  to  the  Supreme  Court,  at  a Special  Term  thereof,  sitting  at  White 
Plains,  as  required  by  statute,  for  the  order  of  that  court,  empowering  and  authorizing 
it  to  cross  all  of  the  public  highways  and  streets  in  Westchester  County  not  located 
within  the  limits  of  Mount  Vernon  or  New  Rochelle,  which  its  line  would  cross. 

On  March  4,  1903,  the  Commission  appointed  by  Supreme  Court  Judge  Keogh, 
consisting  of  George  R.  Read  and  Dallas  B.  Pratt,  to  inquire  into  the  financial 
strength,  ability  and  intentions  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Com- 
pany, unanimously  reported  to  the  court  that  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Rail- 
road Company  had  ample  means  with  which  to  construct  its  road  and  that  it  would 
commence  the  construction  of  its  road  so  soon  as  the  legal  requisites  were  consum- 
mated, and  that  the  franchises  were  not  sought  for  speculative  purposes  or  any  other 
purpose  than  to  construct  the  railroad  of  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad 
Company! 

On  April  4,  1903,  the  Supreme  Court,  at  a Special  Term  thereof,  sitting  at  White 
Plains,  after  an  exhaustive  investigation  into  every  detail  of  the  New  York  and  Port 
Chester  Railroad  Company,  made  an  order  authorizing  and  empowering  the  New 
York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  to  cross  all  of  such  other  streets  and  public 
highways  in  Westchester  County,  not  within  the  cities  of  New  Rochelle  and  Mount 
Vernon,  as  would  be  crossed  by  its  road,  about  forty  in  all.  This  order  included  all 
of  the  streets  in  Pelham,  Larchmont,  Mamaroneck,  Harrison,  Rye  and  Port  Chester. 

The  case  of  the  alleged  New  York  City  and  Westchester  Railway  Company  was 
argued  in  the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  October,  1903.  In  November,  1903,  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals unanimously  again  sustained  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company’s 
charter  and  sustained  the  Railroad  Commission  in  granting  the  charter,  and*  the 
Appellate  Division  in  affirming  the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  This  decision 
affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Appellate  Division  in  the  matter  of  the  People  ex  rel. 
New  York  City  and  Westchester  Railway  Company  against  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  etc.,  where  the  Court  of  Appeals  decided  that  no  ra-ilroad  organized 
under  the  Laws  of  1850  could  ever  build  a road  within  The  City  of  New  York. 
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The  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  now  requires  to  complete  its  legal 
requisites: 

The  assent  of  The  City  of  New  York  (as  already  given  to  it  by  Mount  Vernon, 
New  Rochelle  and  the  Supreme  Court)  to  cross,  over  or  under  the  grades  thereof, 
such  streets  of  The  Bronx  as  will  be  crossed  by  the  line  of  its  road.

Dear  Sir — The  Taxpayers’  Alliance  of  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  having  a 
membership  of  over  5,000  taxpayers,  has  for  the  past  three  years  continuously 
supported  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  Company  throughout  all  its 
proceedings.  We  supported  it  continuously  last  year  in  its  application  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  for  its  formal  assent  for  the  crossing  of  the  streets  of  the 
Borough  of  The  Bronx.  We"  vigorously  opposed  any  action  being  taken  on  the 
defunct  New  York,  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad. 

We  have  had  the  legal  status  of  the  alleged  Westchester  and  Boston  road 
carefully  looked  into,  and  we  are  sending  you  herewith  a marked  copy  of  the 
City  Record  of  March  3,  1904,  containing  a communication  showing  chrono- 
logically the  legal  acts  which  have  occurred  in  connection  with  that  company 
and  showing  that  it  has  absolutely  no  existence.  We  beg  to  bring  this  matter 
to  your  attention,  and  we  beg  to  request  that  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment will  expeditiously  take  this  matter  up  and  dispose  of  it.  We  are  satis- 
fied that  the  only  object  of  the  alleged  Westchester  and  Boston  affair  is  to  delay 
the  commencement  of  construction  on  the  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad 
for  reasons  too  apparent  to  specify. 

The  New  York  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  has  secured  the  right  from  the 
cities  of  Mount  Vernon  and  New  Rochelle  to  cross  every  street  in  those  cities. 
It  has  also  secured  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  Westchester  County  the  right  to 
cross  every  street  in  Westchester  County  not  in  New  Rochelle  and  Mount  Vernon 
which  its  line  will  cross.  It  has  also  secured  the  certificate  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission. It  has  also  had  that  certilicate  sustained  by  two  unanimous  decisions 
from  the  Appellate  Division,  and,  in  addition,  it  has  had  the  decision  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  and  its  charter  and  legal  acts  sustained  by  two  unanimous 
decisions  of  the  Court  of  Appeals.  There  now  remains  only  the  formal  assent 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  together  with  the  determination  of  the  railroad  cross- 
ings by  the  Railroad  Commission,  before  the  Port  Chester  Railroad  can  and  will 
commence  operations. 
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This  matter  is  a great  public  question  and  of  the  most  intense  public  interest. 
There  is  involved  in  it  far  more  than  the  mere  construction  of  a railroad,  on 
account  of  which  we  ask  you,  in  the  name  of  the  public,  to  act  expeditiously  upon 
this  matter.  We  feel  that,  in  view  of  the  statement  of  the  legal  position  of  the 
defunct  Westchester  and  Boston  Railroad  shown  in  the  City  Record,  it  will  not 
be  difficult  for  any  lawyer  to  reach  the  same  conclusion  that  our  lawyers  have 
reached,  that  there  is  absolutely  nothing  to  that  corporation.  We  also  feel  that 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  the  guardians  of  the  property  of  the 
people,  will  not  bestow  a right  or  grant  upon  any  defunct  railroad.
